will relate as briefly as I may.. Ayong Maiden reimat- 
ning (ſaith he) neere vnto mee, whoſe Father was a 
Cooper: beeing fifteeneyeares old , of a good conſti- 
eution of Body, fayre and ofa good ſpirit, of a melan- 
choly complexion mixt with ſanguin : her Name was 
KartHsRINE GAvLTHIER, fell ficke and weake, 
through diuers accidents. About the month of Ianuary 
in the yeare 1 5 7 1- her monethly termes aduanced 
ewiſe or thriſe : bur being ſtaid, preſently chroughthe 
vyolence of her infirmity, they cauſed a great wearinefic 
ouerall her body, It was ſuſpeRed ſhehad beene poy= 
ſoned by a certaine Woman of anill fame, who had gi- 
uen her apeece of a Cake. Eating it, ſhee felt it paintull 
to ſwallow. Atrerthe which, ſhe beganrto feele ſtrange 
patnes at her ſtomacke; ſhee grew leane, vomited ſome- 
times, her ſtomacke fayled her , and ſhe felta dyſineſſe 


in her Head, with other accidents whichtorment VWo- 
B men 
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men with Child, eſpecially inthe 4, and 7, month, For 
about mid Tune ſhe was ſubietto Feauers & ſome kind 
of Convulſtons. Her paines did in like ſort increaſe; ſo as 
like a mad Woman ſhee tormented her ſelfe, growing 
bigge,pale & ſhort-winded, andin the end , ſhe wasſo 
o-pre{t with painc, as ſhe grewe blacke in the Face, 
like one that had beene ſtrangled. She was ſo tormented 
as foure te (carſe hol4 her, for caſtingher ſelfs 
from her bed tothe ground, there was no kind of Con- 
vulſion, but d:d afflit her, Theſe panges haning conti- 
nued by fits vnto' the 9. month, herParents, began to 
flie vnto the Phiſitians, I was firſtcalled , becauſeI dwele 
necreft. Butbeing from home , they repayred to Mai- 
ſer Bzxavsarp, who: conſidering of this diſeaſe 
thought ſhe had beene troubled with VVormes. It hap- 
pened after many gricuous pangues, that Nature wor- 
king by her force, made her to voydea quicke Eeleat 
her leege , the which was preſently brought vnto mee. 
It was a very Eele, great as a mans thombe, and a foote 
and a halfe long, with a good proportion., and all parts 
perfet. Three dayes before it came forth, both the 
Mayde and thoſe that were about her , heard a great 
noyle, andas it were a hiffing in her belly, And beeing 
come forth, the Maide ſayd : That ſhe had fele the Eele 
put forth her head before , and drawe it backe againe, | 
and then tothruſ{forth ſodainly and with violence. T his 
Ecle remayningamong tbe excrements, ſeemed for a 
greatſpace dead, but becing pur into a pot of water , it 
did flirre very ſtrongly. After the voyding thereof ,.the 
extreme pangues which had ſo much tormented her,be- 
gar to ceaſſe, But the Ecle which they had ript and 


clenled, beivg hanged vp whereas neither Cat not any 
other 
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other beaſt could reach it, vaniſhed in an inſtant, Soone 
after the Maide began to caftvp great abundance of wa- 
rer,the which I cameto ſee beeing like vnto vrine , and 
ofa ftrange taſte , as the Patient Gods This vomiting 
continued 15. dayes, in euery oneof thewhich, ſhe voy- 
ded about 24. pounds maigntof water at the mouth. I 
report not theſethings by heare-ſay,but for that I did ſec 
and toucht them with my hands, 1 was ao leſſe amazed 
to ſec, that beſides this great abundance of water which 
ſhe voyded at her mouth,ſhe madewaterin great abun- 
dance,twiſc or thriſe a daie, without any raking of her 
bellie, or any other part of her bodice : neither did ſhce 
drinke aboue one cup of V Vine,Beere or other liquor in 
a daie. Iasked her, itſhe feltno paynein one of the AL- 
ſeraicall-veines? She anſwered me, that herleft ſide had 
alwayes troubled her much, ſince the voyding of the 
Ecle, and that before, ſhe had felt ſome heauineſſe in 
that place : but ſince ſhe was troubled with great gnaw- 
ing and pricking, which made herto cric out, when1 
did but touch it with my finger. After ſhee had vomited 
ſo much water , ſhe began rocaſt forth lumps of haire 
at hermouth,ſomeas long as a mans finger, ſome more, 
ſome leſle, ſuch as wee fee fall from olde Dogges, in 
great quantitie for certaine daies, enough to haue ſtuft 
whole dozens of Tennice Balles. She caſtthem vp with 
great heauing attheheare and much paine , falling one 
night into wonderful tranſies, Hauing found her in a 
manner , like vnto one that was readie to glue vp 
the Ghoſt, and carefully obſeruing all things , beeing 
layd vpon her belly, I did ſee her caſt her ſelfeſo ſodain- 
ly from one {ide vntothcother , as if ſhe had not beene 
preſently ſaid, ſhe had bear _ head againſt rhe wall,

vatill nine, a1d then ſheeknew not any one. Ojrentimes A : 
(as in the4uffcation of the Matrix) ſhe grewe wonder- | 
tuilyred, and icemed very weary and toyled, with ſome | 
beginning ofa Feauer . Once or twile the fomed about 
the mouth, An] an other time , beeing inthe excremity 
of her fit , ſhee fell ſodainly intoa great laughter, and 
then preſently wept bitterly. Peing come vnto her ſelte, 
and falling preſently into a long extaſie, (he began in an 
inſtantto ſpeake, as if ſhe had addreſled her ſelfe vnto 
GO D, holding her hands vp to Hzaueh, ſhee ſpake 
» theſe words in effect. O great G OD; ſeeingthy beau- 
» ty is ſo great,anJ incredible, how long ſhal we remaine 
,, here? when wilt thou take mee out of this World, that 
,» [ may inioye thee ? hauing ſaid thus, as it were awa- 
king and looking onthem that were about her, ſhe ſaid: 
»» Which of you hath done meethis wrong to call mee 
»» backe intothis valley of miſery , and into the priſon of 
,» darkeneſſe, when as I did reſt fo tweetly , and did ſport 
,, My ſelte inthe goodlieſt Gardens that could be immagj- 
ned? I do not thinke that a ſiwple and ignorant Maide, 
(as this was ) could vtter ſuch words but 1 extaſie. In 
the meane time ſhe caſt vp great Jumpes of hayre mixt 
with much white matter,and verythicke : a1d ſomtimes 
like vato the dung of Pigions or Geeſe: In this abun- 
dance of fiith appeared [tle peeces of wood and ſhreds 
of Parchment. A lirrlc after ſhe had an other vomiring 
of a matter as black as coles; you would haue ſaidpro- 
perly it had been Inke,or rather coles beaten to pouder

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and mixt with water,the which continueda good while, 
$ two or three pounds cuery day , ſometimes with ſuch 
ſtore of white haire, long & hard, as it would haue made 


; & a good Ball. Aftertwo dayes, ſhe did vomit about two

This monſtrous caſting continued a whole weeke, com- 
ming ſtill at a certaine houre: andthe the fits of the E- 
pilepfie wherewith ſhe was dayly tormented ceaſed, the 
which notwichſtanding continued ſometime , once fa 
three dayes , and in the end euery ſeuenth day. Inthe 
meanetime ſhe did ſtill caſt haire, but not ſo aboundant- 
lieas before : but blacker and ſhorter, as if they had 
beene cut{mall , and with ita flimic humour, like vnto 

thick matter, 
About the middeſt of September,ſhe did vomit great 
eeces of parchment,halfe a ſpanne lone, like vnto the 
thicke and fleſhic skinne of a mans body. Afterwards ſhe 
caſt vp others , that were tliinner , but all black. In the 
end ſhee did vomit ſome that were very thinne, but 
ſtrong,amongſithe which there were three a foote long 
made in faſhion of lozenges , with ſtrange markes and 
figures. After theſe skinnes , followed an infinite num- 
ber of ſtones, which ſhee did caſt vp at a certaine houre 
euery night , with great noiſe and founding , ſuch as is 
& heardin walles that are pulled downe: ſcme werethick, 
others pointed, vnequallin forme, and of a darke coul- 
lour : they were all ſmall, and yer ſuch asthey did ſtill 
feare the maide would hate beene ſtrangled: ſome were 
couered with Chalke , and cymented together , in ſuch 
ſorr,as they might be ſayd to haue beene pulled out of a 
wall.Once in my preſence ſhe did vomit a pointed ſtone, 
as bip as two Cheſt-nuts, This ſtone remained aboue a 
B 3 quarter 
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quarrer of an houre inherthroate, during the which ſhe 
had no pulce nor reſpiration, ſo as Jayinga light feather 
vpon her mouth , itdid not moue: her hands and fecte 
grew colde, and her body ſhfte, as if it had beene an 
Image. Thinking that ſhe had finiſhed her courſe, and 
that painc had ended all her miſeries, I went out of the 
chamber,faying that ſhe was dead: when asthe Mother 
ca'l:d me ſodenly back uneyaying, that her daughter 
did Rirre,and opened her eyes . As ſooneas I was retur- 
ned,ſhe did caſt vp this ſtone with great violence: I did 
ſee ir come forth,21d heard the noi'e thereof falling in- 
toa baſ{on, the which did amaze both my lelfe, and all 
that were in the Chamber. Atthe ſame inſtant ſhe did 
ſpit out a peece of wood as bigzeas ones thombe, but 
with leſſe difficultie then the ftone : and withall ſome 
black haites,but few. There followed after an other ac- 
cident almoſtzncredible, where-with the maide had al- 
molt beene choakt, for ſhee did vomit vp a bone of a 
Triangle forme, ſollide without , and hollow andſpun- 
gious witlun, The next day ſhee caſt vp lictle boanes of 
diners formes and proportions , Among(ſtalltheſe were 
ſeene ſtones and haire, and then pceces of Glaſſe and 
Copper. Corxtiivs Gemma ſets downe the re- 
medies which he did apply, and maintaies,that part of 
her infirmitic grew by naturall cauſes, and part by the 
Impcſtures and illuſions of the Diuill, who was a c{aefe

them with many corruptions and falſe-hoods vnder his 
hand , both before the great Councell, and the Parlia- 
ment of Grenoble,vponthirteene Ads proceeding from 
the forcſaid Preſident P x r.15$ 0 xn,and theaboue named 
Counccllors . The firſt was a ſentence given inthe {ayd 
Parliament of Chambery for the Court dela Chambre, 
the 11.0f May 1539. The ſecond a decree for Maiſter

The firſt was the ſecond of Maie againſt 
GRAFFINs Cuuncellor, whome they tound to beleaſt 
charged,who notwithſtanding was condemnedina fine 
ofthree ſcore pounds vnto the King,and twentie pounds 
vnto T azovs , and ſuſpended from his place for a 
yeare. Tazove pleaded then with great ſhewe, than- 
king G OD. after the manneroft(oysss,l os va,and 


* others, forthe vitory which hee did ſce comming to- 


wards hint , euen as ( ſaydhee ) the ancient Fathers had 
done, forthe victories which G OD had ſent them :hee 
beganne and concluded his oration with a verſe of D a- 
v1D. Hiceſt dies quem fecit dominus. ©. But herein the 


poore man did finge like ynto the {ivanne . The ſaid 
GRAFFINGS 
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GRAFFINS þ eelded to this ſentence,and ſought no re- 
dreſſe . The ſecond ſentence was the 28. of Iuly in the 
ſaid yeare 1552, againlt the PreſidentP s 1118s 0n:by 
the which it was ſayd, thatthe decrees contained there- 
in , and impugned by T az ov t made by the ſaid Preſi- 
dent, were falſe andfallly framed : declaringthe ſaid Pre- 
fident,for cuer incapable to hold any royall Office,con- 
demning him to al ke mercieof G O D,the King ard of 
Ivſtice, and to paica thouſand pounds fineto the King 
and two hundredto IT az0y xhis goods tobe fortited, 
and to paſle the remaynder of his life where it ſhould 
pleaſe the King. The folemnity ofthe pronouncing and 
execution thereof was :that the ſayd Preſident, hauing 
one halfe of his bodic be-nummed with the palley, olde 
and broken with age,diſeaſes and cares, was brought in- 
tothe open Court,the doores bzeing open,and the Iud- 
ges ſittinginthe Caſtell of Dyon, where he was priſoner, 


by two Archers ina chater,attired in blakeraffara pinckt, _ 


with a roabe of blacke atten, a littlenight-cappe of fitke, 
and his ſquare cappein his hand. At this ſpeQacle and in 
his preſence,1 azo vs made a ſpeech. The ſentence was 
afterwards pronounced , & the poore old man was con- 
ſtrained with much a doe, andthrough the helpe of his 
gards (thathad brought him) to kneele downe, holding 
in his hands:a burning torch of wax weighing 4. pounds 
and aſked pardonof GO D: the King: of Tuſtice; and of 
T azo0vz. The faied decrees and other peeces thar 
wereumpugned were torne in his prefence , which 
done heintreated the Court that hee might bee freed out 
of the Caſtell forthe weakenefle and great infirmity of 
his perſon. Anſwere was made him , that the Court 


would conſider of it , Thethird ſentence was the fourth 
of

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of Auguſt, againſt the aboue named Boissonnea 
Preeſt and Councellor,by the which hee was found guil- 
tic of falſ-hood and other crimes mentioned in his pro- 
ceſſe,and thedecrees, declarations,and other peeces de» 
claredfalſe; depriued othis Councellors place,and con». 
demned ina hundred pounds fine to the King,and fortie 
poundsto Tazove , and his charges :andto remaine a 
riſoner,and for the common offence , he was ſent vnto 
lis Ordinary. The fourth ſentence was the ſamedaie 
againſt R o 2.» r another Councellor , all one withthe 
former. 
Afeer all this , theſayd Preſident, B o1ss on and 
R 0zer Councellors, hauing a ficme confidence inthe» 
ſclues that they had not offended, notwithſtanding theſe 
puniſhments,they go vnto the King and ſhewe him,that 
ifrhecrimes , whereof they are condemned bee proued 
crue,it were a monſtrous thing to ſce them liue in a com- 
mon-wea'e. But ifthrough the lander of their accuſer, 
they haue beene reduced vnto that extremity ; there is 
no reafon, (for the dignity where-with his Maicſty had 
honored them in the Soueraignty of. Savoje, ) that the 
cauſe ſhould be referred to one Parliament aloane,con- 
fiſting of a ſmall number , trodegradeanddepriuethem 
inthat ſort,oftheir good names, fortunes, and honours, 
leauing them nothing but their ſoules , whichis onely a 
remainder of greefe and perpetuall ſorrowe. They be- 
ſeech himto allowe ofa reuiſion, the which is gr aunted, 
and the cauſe committed to the Parliament of Paris: 
whereas all being wel viewed and examined , it was laid 


and iudged by a ſentence ofthe fixteene of May 15594. | | 
that the former decres of the 28, of Iuly and the fourth 
of Auguſt , were voide and thatthe cryminall proceſſe, 

by

by the whichthey had beene giuen,ſhould be viewed and 


Iudged anewe , without any reſpe& to bee taken of the 
ſaid decrees, & T azo vt condemnedincoſts, domage 
and intereſts. The Court at Dy#n,aduertiſed of this de- 
oree,atthe inſtance of T az ove, beeing muchtroubled 
inthe beginning,come vnto theKing,debarte the reaſons, 
and maintaine their decrees,ſhewing that it would cauſe 
impunity of crimes of importance, and blemiſh the pre- 
rogatiueof his Parliaments , They had good audience, 
with the ſayd T azov £,who pretended new matter,and 
concealed nothing Which hee thought might auaile 
him : alledging that this accuſation framed by him, was 
alwaies withthe quality of the Kings Arturney general, 
being ſo received andneuer reproued, and therefore hee 
ought not to bee condemned in coſts , domages and in- 
tereſts,like vnto a priuate party, although the accuſation 
were not ſo well grounded as this was . Some ofthe 
Court Parliament of Paris , which kad affiſted at the 
reſolution of the ſaid decree of nullity,were ſent forzthey 
come, and areheard with them of Dyon. 

All being duly examined, it was decreed by the Pri- 
uy Councell the7.day of March. 1 5 5 x. that the ſen» 
tence giuen the 16.0f May , vpon the faid Nullities, 
ſhould take effec, and touching the principall cauſe, 
the parties ſhould be {-nt torhe Court of Parrs, to bce 
indged in the preſence ofa Preſident, andrwo Councel- 
lors of the Court, named in the decree, andthree other 
Councellors hauing afſiſted at the indgement ofthe ſaid 
Nullittes ; three Councellors of the Parlament of Dyon, 
named by the ſaid decree, audrhree others of the ſayde 
Court of D#9# which had aſſiſted at the judgement gi- 


uen againſt the partics accuſed, and by ſixe Maſters of 
| Requeſtes, 
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Requeſts, The Proceſle beeing in queſtion, Tazo vr, 
( tearing that which atter happened to foctifie his accu- 
ſation, or rather to hinder the deciſion ) frames newe 
crimes , whereof no mention had beene made in the 
former Proceſle : whervnto theparties accuſed oppoſe, 
Whereypon the ng by his Letters Pattents of the 15. 
of September the ſame yeare , made a declaration, 
that ſending them to the Parliament of Paris, his mea-+ 
ning was not that the Court ſhould take knowledge of 
any other cauſe orcrimes, then thoſe for the which the 
parties had been condemned inthe Court of Parlament 
atDyon , and whereof they had complayned vnto the 
King: the Kings Atturney generall excepted, who vpon 
view of the ſayd Proceſſe , finding the accuſed to bee 
ouilty of other crimes, might make purſute againft them 
at his pleaſure. Morcouer they were charged by the ſaid 
Letters to do right vpon the repetition of money, adiud- 
gedtothe ſaid Tazo vs,for the purſute of the Proceſle. 
The ſaid letters were allowed and regeſtred the 18. of 
September, The Parties accuſed are againe examined 
and heard by the Court-, vpon the crimes wherewith 
they were charged. Taz ovs isallowedro makenewe 

rodu@ions ,and the accuſed to contradi& them, In the 
ende this cauſe being examined in ſo goodly an Aſſem- 
bly,a definite ſentence was giuen in theſe termes that 
follow. 

The Court doing rightto all , and without reſpe& to 
the quality ofthe Atturney general inthe court of Cham- 
bery , taken by the ſaid Tazove in theſaydProceſle: 
bur fo farreas it doth touch the corruptions and falſeties

which domages and Intereſts,the Court for ſome cauſes 
tem mouing , hauing taxed and moderated, thatis to 
ſay to the ſayd PziissoN two hundred pounds; to 
B 0185 0NNE foure-ſcore pounds; andtoR oz x rthe 
like ſome of 80. pounds: and that , beſids all other cx- 
pences , domages and Tntereſtes , which were adiudged 
vnto them by a ſentence of the 16. of May 1555. forthe 
paicment of which domages and intereſtes thefſaid T a- 
20 ve ſhould remaine in priſon , And asfor all other 
accuſations and crimes obie&ed by the fayd Tazovs 
againſtPz11s$0N, Botss0NNETAandRo zer, (the 
knowledge whereof was referred to the fayd Court ) 
both they & the parties were diſcharged by the Court, 
and freed from. farther ſute', withour any charges , do- 
mage, or intereſt of cyther party : reſcriing notwith- 
ſtanding power for the Kings Atrorney generall,to pro- 
ceed againſt the ſayde decrees of the 11. of May 1539. 
the 9. of March, the 20.of September , made in'fauour 
of the ſayd Earles of La Chambeyy , and Bilkop of 20- 
rienne, by way of Nulhtie, and for them to make their 
defences to the contrary . - ed toe Beacon 
And for reparation of the falfe and {landerous accufa 
ton, framed bytheſayd'T «2 oy z,apainſtPt 1155 0 N 
BorssonNns;and Ro z**r, and fot-'other miiſd:mea- 
nors, appearing as wel by the ancient'as the later prod? 
Qions , made in the ſaydeproceſſe, the Courthad con- 
demned the ſayde T a 0v-# to doe*pehance ay > 40s 
k ourt 
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Court , ona day of pleading, the doores being open, 
bare-headed, and bare-foote, on his knees, in his ſhert, 
and a halter about his neck,hiolding in his hands a burn- 
ing Torche of two pound waight : andthen to ſay and 
declare openly with alowd and intelligebleyoyce, that 
falſely , waliciouſly , ſlanderouſly , wrongfully , and a-« 

nl thetruth , hee had charged and accuſed the ſaide 
P L.1S$SON, Bo1ss0 nxz and Rozer ofthe fayde 

retended falſeties, crimes and offences , for the which 
bh was ſorry, and deſired pardon & mercy of GOD, 
the King , the Iuſtice, and of the ſaid Pxzrss0N, 
Bois s0nNNn8BandRozsr. 

And moreouer the Court did ordaine , that the 
petitions and complaints exhibited vnto the King by 
the ſayd Tazove, together with the ſuggeſtions of 
falſhood made by him againſtthe ſaid partics, ſhould be 
defacedand rent in his preſence. Andthis done, to bee 
led in the ſame fort by the Yſhers of the Court, and ſet 
ypon the marble Stone , being at the end of the Great 
Stayres of the Pallace, there to do the like penance,and 
foto becarted from the ſame place vnto the Plllorie at 
the Halles inthe Cittie of Paris, and there being ſet by 
the Hang-manto bee turned thrice about, and then 
to be carryed backe to the Concergery or priſon of the 
Pallace.

The Court of Dyonal- 
ſured chemſclues in their conceits to doe well without 
fraud ormalice, T hoſe of Paris according to their cu- 
ſtome, ſhewedcheir authority , which is ſupreme ; deſ- 
couering (it may be) ſome thing that was newe, and 
not before knowne . Itis not for mee, beeing a ſimple 
ColleQor, and who feares to ſpeake of ſuch aſlemblies, 
to giue any reaſons of the ſaid contrarieties. It ſufhcerh 
roſet downe the fat, and to compare the greatneſle 
of the Parlameut of Paris with the reſt, yet Imay- not 
conceale, what I heard a Councellour: of oneof the 
aboue named Parliaments lay , that (inthe queftionof 
Iuſtice of ſuch contrary decrees, vpon a crime pleaded 
before the King , who deſircdto vnderſtand the truth) 
thoſeof Dyon had iudged according to! their conlcieny 
ces, andthoſe of Paris iuftly and according vnto —_

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Before Tleanethts matter which is ſo exemplary and of 
ſuch conſequence, inregard of many the like accidents 
which do dayly happen, I will aduiſe the Reader ro cb-+ 
ſeruc the endeofthis accuſation, where the Huntſ-man 
is taken in his owne ſnare. 

This poore Acrzon, relyingvpon his quality , and 
gonerned by his paſſions, came to this ende, hauing 
drawne many great perſonages into danger: for ſeekin 
reuenge onely , hee rvined himſelfe. The which may 
ſerue for any one that ſhall attempt to accule an other, 
He was the Kings Attorney Generall , in aſouecraigne 
Court, and therfore a publike Accufor; and in chis qua- 
lity, he had powerto informe againſtall ſuch as he knew 
to be Offendors , without feare of the like | uniſhmene, 
(L.ommnes de dela;oribus lib, 10.6.) But he was found vnfur- 
nithed ofparts required in that place , becing tranſpor- 
ted by his paſſions and ſurprizedin ſlander. In which 
caſe, without reſpe& of his quality and place, hee was 
ſubicrothe puniſhment of a Slanderer.. (L./1 cautiones 
C. de ys quiaccu.non pos.) Whereas doing his duty accor- 
dingto the neceſſity of his place, and no otherwiſe, he 
needed not to haue feared any thing. Andas itis moſt 
profitable (as it appeares by the continuall complaints 
againſt all ſorrs of Oftendors ) to haue ſpeciall men for 
the defence and preferuation of thecommon-weale, of 
Lawes and good manners,andto accuſe MalefaQors : 
ſo it is neceffary they be Diligene, Confſtanr, luſt, of a 
good life and ſingular integrity. For he that will take vp- 
on him the chargeco accuſe , muſt ficſt examine exaQtly, 
and make —_ of his owne lite , before hee ſhall cxa- 
mine andſearch anothers : and rauſt thinke , that in the 
end hee ſhall reape ſhame and diſgrace , in ſecking to 
cauſc 
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cauſe an other to yeeld an accoumpt of his life, when as 
he himſelfe is ſubie co the like triall . In this caſe the 
accuſers {implicitie imports much ; who ought to bee 
fice from hatred, reuengeand other paſſions , which are 
conraty to the ſinceritic required in thoſe places : for 
that it 1s hard to haue a ſound wdgement with ſuch paſ- 
ſions,the which do hinderthe true office of an accuſer, 
which is, that in accuſing any one hee ſhould noleſle 
fearethetouch of his owne honor and good name, then 
the partie accuſed the preſeruation of his life and goods: 
and the accuſer ( it he be an honeſt man) muſtthinke and 
beleeue, that in beginningto accuſche brings his owne 
honour in queſtion, which ſhould make him carefull nog 
to propound any thing , whereof he is not aſſured. To 
this end the(/.crimints C.de ys qui aceuſ.non poſe.) isnotable 
and worthy to bee often read, the which comprehends 
cheſaid parties . Itis likely that the Iudges at Chambery 
werelinkt together in many things , and that Tazovz 
being froward, and reieCting ſome admonitions that 
were giuen him, framed this accuſation againſt his head 
and Preſident, who had powerto command him, and 
vnder whom he did exerciſe his place of Kings Atturney 
generall ,of whom he ſhould haue endured tome-thing, 
conftdering that the difſimulation of iniuries,, which he 
pretended ro haue ſuffered in his owne particular of the 
laid preſident, wauld haue done him more honour, and 
givenhim greater content , then the reuenge which-hee 
got by a ſentence at Dyon, although it had taken cf- 
tea. The corflict of men of that ſort is vniufi-and in- 
humaine: and hath been in old time reprouedat Rome itt 
many iudgements. L.P x1 19 fecking to accuſe CS x x- 
VILIvS his Pretor and commander , .whole Trea-

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ſurer heliad be:ne, was not admitted, The like was ad- 
iudged againſt M, Avsxzeirvs for L.Fitaccys his 
Generall. T. Atzvrivs had gouerned the Sardes a 
yeare , vader whome Powurry was Treaſurer. 
They had carried themſclues after difterent manners:

man»The Sardes made their complaints toI. Cars an, 
acculing ArzvTivs, Powest r hindred , ſaying, 
that hee was beſt reformed of his lite , for that he had 
beene alwayes with him , and ſerued him as his Trea- 
ſurer, demanding the charge to accuſe him from the 
which hee was reieted, C1cen o in his firſt accuſati- 
onagaintVerRss,to obtaine the place of an Accu- 
ſer,andto keepe Q.C nc111vs, (whopreſented him- 
ſelfe) from audience, he obic&ed the three principall 
reaſons before mentioned, The firſt, that hee was not 
free from blame himſelte , and namely in the gouern- 
mentof V err es, vnder whom hee had had charge in 
Sicilis, The ſecond, that he profeſied himſelfe his enc- 
mic, and therefore tranſported with affeion , which is 
alwayes to bee ſuſpeted. The third, that V = xzns is 
his Commander and Pretor , and therefore cannot bee 
accuſcdby him, without vio:ating all publike reſpeQ ot . 
honeſtie. Inthe Proceſſe made by N o w1vs the black 
Prouoſtof Rome againſt Cart Lys confederates,it 
was takeni!l ,that the ſayd N on1vs in his Interroga- 
cories,had examined thepriſoners:ifl vi1iveCarsAR 
(beingthen Pcetor ) were not of the conſpiracie : for 
the Pretoriall dignitie which hee thenheld , the which 
was one of the higheſt, and equall withthe Conſull : for 
the which the Prouoſt was blamed and committed to 
priſon ,alchough that one of the priſoners had named 


CAESAR, 
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Carsar, andthat he was preſently toprouide forthe 
preſcruation of the common-weale , the which might 
well allowe the accuſation of a Magiſtrate during his 
time, eſpecially by one of his familie , who had beene 
commanded, The whichthe Lawe hath declared intol- 
lerable, and worthy of puniſhment, as it appeares in 
L.ſi quis ex familiaribas,(and in the laſtlaws)C.degs qui 
accuſ. non poſe: whereas the Emperours declare ſuch ab- 
ſolutions abhominable, excepting no crime buttreaſon, 
To conclude , Yocem familiarium funeſlam amputari po- 
tins volunt quam audirt , I haue ſetdowne this Hiſtorie 
at large,for that it is famous, 7. Paponlib.s g. of bis col-

ASS! wards his army, being at Evening prater 

ina Church at Limnsch, there came in 
an olde man , his hayre ſomewhat reddiſh and hanging 
downe on his ſhoulders, bald before and without an hat, 
apparelled in a long blew roabe, and girded with a Lin- 
nen girdle , bearinga graue and reuerent preſence: who 
defiring to ſpeake with the King , made way through the 
preaſe, and without any other ceremony , went and lea- 
ned on the Chaire wherethe King ſate:{aying vnto him. 
Sir, I am ſent vnto you , toadmoniſh you to deſiſt from 
your enterpriſe , and to proceede no farther . If you 
diſpiſe my aduertiſement , 11] will come to you and to all 
your followers, Furchermore I am enioyned totell you, 
that if you haunt women too familiarly,and follow their 
counſell , it will turne to your ſhime and ouerthrowe. 
Hauing faid thus , hee preſently thruſt himſelſeinto the 
preſſe. Euen-ſong done,the king made this old-man to be 
ſought for, who could not bee found : and that which is 
yet worthier obſeruation ,diuers that had heard him vſe 
thoſe ſpeaches , and deſircdto vnderſtand the particula- 
rities,could not percciue what became of him, Amongſt 
others there preſer, DavipLinvss v was one,alear- 
ned anda wile man,and of a ſound life, who reported this 
ynto me, Not long after,the King contemning the good 


aduiſe of the principal Lords of his Counlel,p —_— 
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his deſeigne gaue battailero the Engliſb,inthe which he 
was ({laine with al the flower of the Nobility of Scotland,

L e vv 15 the ſecond King of Hungary,beeing at Buds, 
and the Caſtle gates ſhut(as the cuſtome is)whulſt hee 
was at dinner, there came one inthe l1keneſle of a defor- 
mcd cripple , who cried outthat hee would ſpeake with 
the King, to whome hee had martrersto impart concer- 
ning his great.good , andthe peace of the whole realme, 
Ar firſt, they made no reckoning of him , according to 
the manner of the Court , where the poore and ſimple 
are deſpiſed : buthee beganneto weepe and crie out,de- 
firyng that with all fpeede they would goeand rtellthe 
King of him, ſo as ſome of the gard mooued with his 
fpeeches , and to bee rid of the importunare cries of the 
man ( who proteſted hee would ſpeake to noother eare 
but the King)went and declared it vnto him . The King | 
commanded one of his braucſt Courtiers , to goe and 
knowe that ſecret, and to feigne himſelfe to be the King. 
But the cripple ſaid preſently vnto him; thou art nor the 
King, I haue nothing to ſay to thee : and ſecing the King 
makes no more account to heare me,go andrell him he 
ſhall periſh and that ſhortly . Pronouncing thele words, 
he vaniſhed away from before them all, The Courtier, 
the Gard, andthe King himſelfe,not regarding this , loſt 
their lives a little after ina batraile againſt the T#rkes.

I inty yeares ſince orthere abouts,a No* 
Jleman of Piedmont , found that his 
f wife (iſſued trom a meane parentage, 

whome hee had marricd tor his plea- 
4 (ure,)forgettin'g the honour of G OD, 
= che honour which her huſband. had 
done her , and ner owne honour ,had execrably polu- 
ted the houſe , chamber , and bed of her Lord and hul- 
band,by continual adultery with a Gentleman his ncigh- 
bour whom ſheec had wickedly alluced to her will . The 
Lord meaningto take chE in the fat , &thatthey might 

retend noexcuſc,hee lated many plots, and among the 
reft, he cauſcd a packet of letters to be broght vato him, 
by the which his Prince called him co Court, meaning 
to ſend him into France, where hee ſhould remaine ſome 
time . He imparts theſe letters vnto his wife, continues a 
whole day with her 5 makes very much of her:acquaints 
her familiarly with the whole eſtate of his aftaires:leaues 
her meanes, Iewells & all that was precious in his houſe; 
and after a louing faire-wel,he departs with al his traine, 
Ar night he ſtaies with one char kept a Caſtell of his,and 


| deſcoucrs vnto him his miſtortune and his deſcigne . In 


the meane time this wicked woman had ſcnt for her A- 
dulterer, who being ſhut vp in-one chamber, continued 
their filthy life . The Lord being followed oucly by this 
keeper ot his Caſtell and a grome of his Chamber,well 
armed ,and furniſhed of all things neceſlary., ina darke 
nightthey came vnto the Caſtell, wherethe Chaſtelane 
made himſelfe knowne vnto the Porter , ſayingrthat hee 


had letters of importance from his Lord , the which he 
muſt 
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muſt deliuer preſently to his Lady. The Porter opesthe 
gate preſently to one fo well knowne, & ſodenly al enter. 
Tae Lord forbids the Porter to make any noi!e,8& com- 
manding him to light a torch, hee goes direQly to the 
Lords Chamber, where the Chaſtelane did knocke . Ar 
this notſe, an old woman(who had bin their baude, ) aſ- 
ked who was their? It is [anſwered the Chaſtslane, who 
bringa letter vnto my Lady from my Lord,who paſſing 
hattely by my houſe,comanded meto bring it with ſpecd. 
This wonsan,dronke with her vilany , comandedtheold 
woma to receiue the letter at the dore, without entring, 
and ſhe would performe the contents, The olde woman 
opening the doore a litrle,was ſodenly ouerthrowne. The 
the Lord andthe twoothers enter armed, and ſc1ze vpon 
the Adulterers being naked, & confuſedintheir ſhame, 
The ſeruants of the houſe being ſodenly called,the Lord 
hauing giuen a graue and ſeuere ſentence vpon his detel- 
table Wife , condemned her to hang vp her vilanous A- 
du!rerer with her owne hands in the preſence ofthem all, 
hauing bound him hand and foote with balters. This ſen- 
tance being pronounced , the Lord ſent for great Cart- 
nales,the which he cauſed to be knockt ypon a beame in 
the Chamber, and calling for a ladder , hee forced this 
wicked womanto tie the halter about her Adukerers 
necke., And forthat ſhe had neede of helpe in this execu- 
tion , her Baude was condemned to ſecond her. Theſe 
two togither did hange vp this wretch after whoſe 
death , the Lord cauſed the bed to be burnt,and all thar 
did participate of their Adulterics, and commanding all 
the other mouables of the Chamber to be carried away, 
helefrt nothing bur a little ſtrawe for theſe rwo Maſtiues 
tolie on , appointing that the bodie that was hanged, 
Ca © 
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ſhould remaine there, and that the two women ſhould 
keepe it, vntill the ſtinke ofit had choakrtthem: he cau- 
ſedthe wiadowes andthe dore to be walled vp, leauing 
onely a little hole , by the which they might give them 
bread and water. Having paſt ſume tewe dates in the 
ftench, without conſolation,oppreſt with griete and dil- 
paire they ended their miſerable lives . Written in the 
Hiſtories of our times. 

In ourtime an Aduocate of GrafSe in Provence , called 
T o1ron10, married a vertuous young Gentjewoman, 
he managed the affayres of the Sigmior of Chabrie, A 
Gentleman liuing ina Caſtle not farre from thence, 
comming one day among many vnto this Gentlemans 
houſe, who was then abſent . Having familiar ac- 
ceſic to him andto the Lady ( who was about fortye 
yeares old, andthe Mother of foure children, where= 
of rwo were with her, young Gentlemen well bred ) he 
went yp into the Chamber, and found this Lady in bed: 
beeing ſer downe by her , after hee had acquainted her 
with ſome buſincſle for the which hee was come vnto 


the Caſtle, they centred 1nto ſtrange and deteſtable dif: 


courſes, againſtthe honourof GOD , and allreſpe&t 
of honour and vertue. The end was that from that time 
they poluted themſelues with a herrible and infamous 
Adultery. 

Being plonged into this Gulfe , Satan and their fi'thy 
luſts did thruſt them head-long into others, that were 
more ho!rible and fearefu!l , tor having made many pra- 


Ciſes together, the firſt artempr of their crucll wicked- 
neſſe, was againſt the Signior of Chabrie, who was maſ-” 


facred, walking alone in his warren, by two murtherers 
ſubordned by the Aduocate. After this paracide , the

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Adulrerers returne to their accuſtomed filthye courſe, 
without all ſhame or remorce, giuing {cope to theyr 
exccrable luſts: the which the cl1deſt ſonne could not 
diſgeſt: and ſeeing his mother could not hue any v here 
without the Aduocate, hee gaucher a graue admontt- 
on, adding many reaſons to excuſe his boldneſle. This 
curſed mother ditſembling her rage againſt her Sonne, 
complaynes of his conceit, wſtfies her ſelfe impudent- 
ly : and theſe drops of water of good and necellary ad- 
uice, did more inflame the fireof their vnbridled luſt. 
After ſhee had bitterly reprehended the indiſcretion of 
her Sonne , and highly extolled the Aculterous and 
Murtherous Aduocate, ſhe forced her ſonne tro make 
a {ubmiſſiue ſpeech vnto him full of excules . Burt not 
conrent herewith ſhe reſolued to kill him . There was a 
Gallery in the Caſtle, whereas the yong Gentleman did 
vſually walke, to behold the Gardin and pleaſant coun- 
trig about, It was high aduanced,and hung ouer a ltcepe 
Rocke, at the foote whereof lay this Garden. T he Ad- 
wocate by the aduice of this curſed Mother, did cunning- 
ly looſen certaine boards in the Gallery , ſo as the young 
Gentleman comming ſoone after in the morning(accor- 
ding to his cultome)to take the aire of this proſpect,ſer- 
ting his focte vpon theſe difioynted boards, hee fell 
down head-long where his brains were beaten our. 7 his 
was the ſecond murthey. . 

A yonger ſonne was yet remayning in the houſe, who 
doubting nothing that his Mother had beene the cauſe 
of theſe two Parricides, was yet greeued to [te the Ad- 
uocates carriage : Inthe cnde hee deſcouered ſomuch 
villany in their familiarity , as he held them to bee the 


eruell murtherers of that noble Familye, making ſome 
ſhewe -- 
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hew of his diſcontent, to ſee their brutiſh conuerſation, 
Hee ſpeakes roughly to the Aduocate, ani lookes bur 
fowerly of his Mather . Theſe wicked wretches reſol- 
ued to preuent him,fearing that he would attempt ſome- 
thing againſtthem , The Aduocate corrupts one in th: 
houſe with money ro murther him , who obſerucd rhis 
young Gentleman ſodiligently, as oneday being a hun- 
ting, whileſt his Huntſ-men rewarded his H ound; , hee 
Raying vpon the ſide of a Rocke, which ouzr-looke4 
a lowe champian, the deſcent whereof was very dan- 
gerous towards-the valey', by reaſon of the ſteepnefle. 
This murtherer , who had all che day watcht for an ad- 
uantage, did runne behinde him, and thruſt him downe 
ſo forceabvly,as this poore Gentleman was ſouneratthe 
bottome {laine , then hee felt the murtherer, who had 


ſo outragiouſly murthercd him , Theſe murtherers ater . 


all this ( finding thatthe ſeruants of the houſe,did marke 
and obſerue them, ) did practiſe to marite together: 
but there was one berwixt chem, the Aduocares wite. 
They conſpire her death, and the Aduocate (hauing 
many imaginations) lying one night by her,he ſtrangled 
her wich a Napkin, and ſhce being ready to giue vp the 
gnoſt, he began to cric out aloud , and rocall for his ſer- 
uants and neighbours to helpe htm . They coine from 
all parts,and he cryes and laments, ſaying, that a violent 
Catarre had ſuffocated his wife. The ſimple and vulgar 
ſort belreueditHis report. Bur he father of this honeſt 
Gentleworran, looking neerely into it, and ſecing her 
face extraordinarily {welled , and her throate black and 
pale,with other fignes of a violentdeath, ſcemed toal- 
low of t!i1cir opinions : and hauing perſwaded his Sonne 
in lawe to prouide for his VViues funeral, hee went 
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ſpeedily to the crininall Iudge , and brought him with 


his officers and ſome triends , to viſit this poore carcaſe, 
and to demand Iuſtice. The Sonne in Lawe being ac- 
cuſcd-and charged by the Magiſtrate to anſwer dircQly, 
s muate,and by his filence conteſſerth the crime : rhe Phi- 
firions and 9s 8" hauing giuen their opinion,that the 
G:ntlewoman had been ſtrangled. The Iudge ſends this 
execrable Parricide ro priſon , who without any torture 
confeſleth the fat. The Parliament of Ax aduertiſed of 
this faQ,ſends for him to fee him. As for his deteſtable 
aſlociate,hauing ſome ndrice thereof , ſhe packs vp the 
greateſt wealth ſhe had,and flyes ſpeedily into Savoy, & 
from thence to Genosz,where ſhe changed her name. The 
Aduocate, being brought to Azx, (beſides his laſt Parri- 
cidc)conteſleth rite deteſtable crimes before mentioned 
with all the circumſtances.He was condemned by a lcn- 
tence of the Court of Parliament, to bee (ent backe to 
Greſſe,there to bee quartered aliue inthe Market-place, 
where he was executed,to the great content of his father 
in Law,and of the whole country. As for that cruell La- 
die of Chabrie , ſhee was condemned by contempr , and 
executed in picture. In her voyage to Genoa (he was ac- 
companied by a baſe fellow,calledl auzsPaAliigR, 
who being ſome-whar icalous of the cauſe of het flighe, 
a moncth afterher coming to Genea,in a morning when 
the was gone into the Towne, herooke away all the had 
but the apparrell ſhce wore , and was never more heard 
of . Ar her returne, finding her ſelfe bare and nzked, 
after many Ciſcourſes , oppreſt with care and del- 
paire, inthe end ſhee went to ſerue a W 1dow woman, 
whoſe Daughters ſhe did reach,lu.ng yer {omey cares, 
contounded in her conſcience with ſhame, and dying 
in 
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inthe hands of GODS luſtice, hauing eſcapedthat of 


worldly Iudges. The Hiflorie of our times, 
Abour fiftie yeares fince a Milanor hauing notice gi- 
wen him in France, that his Wife carried her ſelfe bur 


looſely, who becing wel informedthereof(as it ſeemed) 


rooke poſt,to comethe ſooner to Milan,where being ar- 
rived, without going vpinto his houſe, he caſed his wife 


to bee called for , who comming dowae ſpeedely ro im-- 
brace him, counterfetting great ioye at her huſbands- 
arriuall, ſhe receiued a ſtabbe with a dagger in exchange: 


of her imbracing,calling her villanous, wicked, dilly-- 


all and treacherous. Atter which blowe, leauing his: 
wife in that eſtate as hee ſhould no more neede to 


feare any ſuch lewde dealing, hee rooke his horſe and (a-. 
ucd himſelfe, The hiſtory of 1talie. 


Many yeares before, a rich Gentleman of S/enma, 


calledN=11o, becing well aduanced in yeares, mar- 


ried a yong Gentlewoman , who ſuffced her ſelfe to bee: 


corrupted by a young Gentleman , vitng a Chamber- 
maide for the cloſe conuaying of their filthy trade, 
Ne L 1 o hauing diſcouered ( by the meanecs of a ſeruant 
of his)the wrong that was done him,and not ableto ſar- 
priſe the yong gentleman that had fo vilanouſly poluted 
his houſe, hee reuenged himſelfevpon his Wite and her 
Chamber-maide, the which he cauſed to be ſtrangled in 
a Countrie houſe of his, whether he had retired himſelfe 
tor the better effeing of his purpoſe,where he paſtthe 
_ of his dayes like a man confined. The Hiſtorie of 
Itabe. 

A French Gentleman , wheme I will not name nor 
theplace where it happened ( for ſome good reſpets ) 
becing married, fell in loue with one of his Tennants 


daughters 
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daughters,coming thether oftener then he was accuſtc- 
med, and ſhewing more familiarity then he ought. This 
maide had a Brother who was a Pricſt, but a man of a 
good ſpirit, He preſently diſcoucred whereto this Gen- 
rlemantended, yet for a time heediflembledir. Inthe 
ende, (ceing that this Gertleman did not ceaſlet9» 
court his Siſter ( whom hehad corrupted) and meeting 
him one day ashee came forth, hre fayde vato him, 
Sir pardon mee, excepting the reſpe& and duty which I 
oweyou, I ſee that yourtntent of commung hether is nci- 
ther good nor honeſt, and therefore I intreat you to for- 
deare to come,el{e I (weare vnto you, if I find youthere 
any more, I will make you repent it. At cheſe words the 
Gentleman did onely ſhake his head, and laught at the 
Prieſt, Some foure dayes after he returned according to 
his cuſtome, and having ſatiſfied his villanous luſt, hee 
went forth . The Pricſt who had almoſt ſurpriſed him 
inthe fat, moucd with a iuſt diſdaine, met him vpon a 
Bridge in the midd'ſt of his ſeruants,and ſtab'd him with 
a Dagger, in deſpight of them all. The Prieſt was pre- 
ſently flaine by the ſeruants of this miſcrable Adulterer, 
who carrying the Dagger in his breaſt, wentand dyed 
in hs wiues armes. An heroycall and worthy a&t, not of 
a Prieſt, but ofa Bk v 1 vs, or of any one more generous 
and valiant. Vxs. Cuaverton 1n his diſcourſes the 
I9. Chapter of the firſt Booke of the Hiſtory of the newe 
Vporld, Whereas B x nz othe Author thereof reports, 
that the Spaniards going to ſecke Gold neere vnto the 
gulfe ofVraba their Capraine carried away the Caughter 
of the Cacqueor Lord of the place priſoner , who foone 
after came vnto this Captaine accompanied with ſome 


of his friends,making ſhew that he came to redeeme m 
an 
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and to giue what ranſome he would demand. But when 
he was come into his preſence, he not only [pake proud- 
ly vato him, repioching him with injurious words , but 
allo ofteced him violence, ſhooting a poiſoned arrow at 
him,with an intent ro kill him, but he wounded him on- 
ly in the thigh, whereof he was in ſome fort cured by the 
application ofa burning iron, the which was the reward 
of his wickednes, The Spantaras hearing the noiſe,came 
inſodenly with their ſwords drawne , and flue the Cacy- 
quehis wife, and all his company . As for this villanous 
Captaine called Ho1z vb a: B x xz ofaieth,that having 

endured all extremities in his retreate out ofthe Countr 
inthe end he cameto Hiſban;ola, where finding himſelte 
ill of his wound, hee dicd within fewe daiesafter, with 
extreame paines . Hee loſt almoſt all his men vpon the 
Seain the voiage . And Gomarainthe 2, Booke ofthe 
gencrall hiſtory of the nates Ch.5 7. ſaicth,that growing 
deſperate for that hee could norcontinue his Conqueſts 
begonae, he left all, and became a Friar with his thighe 
ill cured, and dicd in this newe profefeſſon* The reſt 
remayning in raba, tothe number of ſeuentic only, vn- 
der the commandof Francis Przarneexpelled by 
famine ftothe land, chey did imbarke in two Briigrines, 
but the windes & waucs made {trange war againſtthe, 
Ecing gathered together at Sea by onecalled A xc1s o, 
they returned againe by land, where after infinite toiles, 
ſome were {laine by the /ndzans, & the reſt dicd miſera- 
bly ofdiuers diſeaſes, as Bxenzo & Gomara confeſle, 
In our time a Bourgelle of Yimes, an Imperiall 
Cirty, finding that his wife began to grow diſordered, 
hee did aduertiſe her ſeriouſly to carrye her ſelfe ina 
more ctuill and honeſt ſort; but ſeeing thaxſhee made no 
accomprt 
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accompt of his admonicions , on atime he made a ſhewe 
to gointothe Country, and ſodainely flipt backe into 
his houſe without diſcouery , hiding himſelfe in a fir 
place, whereas he perceiued that the {eruants were bu- 
fied in preparing a Feaſt : hee did ſee the Aculterer en- 
ter, and his wicked wite imb:ace him, yet he retayned 

himſelfe vatill that Supper was ended , thea ſecingthem 

to enter the Chamber togo to beJ, viing filthy ſpeeches 

the witneſſes of their wickedneſſe, partly executed, and 

that they ment to continuz it. Hee comes out off his 

Ambuſh, and firſt kil's the Adulterer, and then his wife, 

and hauing iuſtihed his proceeding before the Tuſtice, 

he obtained pardon for this puniſhment, which procee- 

ded from a iuſt indignation. 

Whileſt chatour Kings of Fraxce held the Duchie of 
Milmnichappencd that a Frenchman cameto Milan , and 
being lodged inthe houſe of a Gentleman of reſpet and 
repucation, he began to looke laciuiou;ly on his Hoſts 
wife, tro make much ofher, and to ſolicit her to adultery. 
The wife diſcouers this vaworthy attempt vato her huſ- 
band, and they rcſolued to prniſh this vilanous ſeducer, 
She prepares him a banket,ſceming to yecld to his tatre- 
tics: inſteed of dain:y wine, ſhe giues hima drinke, which 
caſts him preſently into a deadly ileepe ; and the Aila- 
ois comes and cuts the throat of this vagratetull gueſt, 

In the yeare, 1506.about Chriſtmas, an Aduocatein 
the Citty of Con#ance, corrup:cd an Attorneyes Wite, 
Who hauing ſome notice of their deteſtable crime, 
feigned that 3 had ſome (peciall buſineſſe which drew 
him into the Country for cerraine dayes: hee parts and 
returnes at night , hearing that they were rogether in a 


Whor-houſe at an old womans that dwelt by him: hee 
goes 
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o0es thither with three of his friends , whome hee left 
inthe ſircere, to hiuder any, that ſhould come to helpe 
them : then heeenters intothe houſe , with a ſtrong Cur- 
[y-coinbe of iron, made for thepurpole. Hee falls vp- 
onthe Aduocate being naked, and curries him fo rudely 
as he puls the cics out off his head, teares off his ſtones, 
and almoſta!l che {kin of his body : hee did the like vnto 
his VWite, although ſhee was with childe. The Aduo- 
cate dycd within three dayes in great torment : the At- 
tcorney tranſported himſclte to an other place, and his 
\Vife ſpent the remainder of her dayes there , confoun- 
ded with ſhame andinfamy. 

Some yeares before a cercaine man making profeſſion 
roteach chaſtety to others , did wonderfully importune 
an honeſtwoman,to depriue herofher honour, & made 
her to wauer: the huſ band diſcontented at this wrong, 
threatens the other to puniſh him if hee found him in his 
houſe: yet he continues his olde courſe: fo as one daie 
paſſing before che doore, the wife(hauing giuen a watch 
word vnto her huſband) began to looke familiarly on 
him,the which mooucd him to followeher euen into her 
chamber, where the huſband enters , who with a naked 
daggerin his hand, fayd that nowe his time was come 
for co be gelt, the other changing his feare into fury, fell 
vpon the huſ band , takes the dagger from him, and for- 
ceth him to promiſe chat he ſhall ſuffer him depart free- 
ly. Hauing extorted this promiſe, he leaues his hold,and 
is ſo depriucd of vnderſtanding, as hee laiesthe dagger, 
vponthe table . The hu! band becing freed tegards not 
this forced promiſe, but{eazeth ſodenly vpon hisdagger, 
and then with a new fury, with the helpe of his wife, lates 


hold vpon his enemy , binds him faſt, and preſently 
gelds 
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elds him, and ſo ſends him home blceding to his lod- 
ging, v here having contir.ued long licke , inthe end hee 
was curcd,buthe left runningatter women, 

A Germains wite of Voitland , was ſo vnchaſtand im- 
pudent as ( of many tha: cid encertaine her)to call three 
to a banket which ſhee had prepared forthem . But the 
huſ band( who had not beene ſommoned)cameto make 
it a bloudie feaſt, for hauing a Pertuiſanin his hand, hee 
entred into the Stoze, kills him that was ſetneereſt vnto 
his wife: runnes after the two other, who being ſeized 
on with feare,leape out atthe windoes and fo kill them- 
ſclues. He returnes to his wite,and perceth herthrough, 
A Germaine Gentleman hauing d'thoneſt'y alluredrhe 
Wife of a certaine Cittizen,the huſ band defirous to bee 
reuenged of this inſupportable affront , hid himſelfe ina 
ſecret corner of his houſe , and fees his enemy come 
who continues his inſolencies . Night becing come, 
theſe two wretches retier themſelues into a chamber, 
where they ſup and ie . The huſ band comes out of his 
hole,goes into the kirchin,and being defirous to drinke, 
he made a noiſe, ſetting the water pot in his place. The 
wife would haue called vp her ſeruants, but hearing no 
more noiſe, ſhe returned to her Adulterer , Inthe meane 
time the hul band was entred into the Stowe, to take a 
Caſ ke and his Curiraſſe, The wife awakes at this noiſe; 
ſheriſeth , comes into the S7oue, and demands who is 
there . The huf band ſaiethnothing , but followes her ſo 
neerc, as heenters ſodenly into the Chamber,and ar the 
h:{t kills the Gentleman, notwithſtanding any reſiſtance 
te could make with a Pertuiſan, which ſtood neere ynto 
his bed. His wife had caſt her ſelfe on the other ſide of 


the bed, to whom the huſ band, (diſcerning herthrough 
D the 
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the light of acandic) cryed, come out you ſtrumper, 
elſe I will thruſt thee through. Shee hauing often cryed 
hun mercy comes forth,and not able to pacifie him, ſhe 
beleecheth lum to {iitter her ro bee confeſt and ro com- 
municate before ſhe died, VVhy then, ſaith he,doſtthou 
repent thee withal thy heart forrthy offence. Alas, I: an- 
ſv.ered (he. Atthat word hethruſt her through with his 
ſ{v.ord; then laying the one bythe other , hee ſhuts the 
chamber. The next day all was publiſhed, andthe huſ- 
band ( charged for this execution ) by the aduile of his 
friends, abſented himſelfe, leaſt hee ſhould tall into the 
hands ofthe Gentlemans friends, 

A Gentleman. of Hungary , hauing taken one in his 
chamber that came to commit Adultery with his wife, 
caſt him intoapriſon, reſoluing there to famiſh him, 
And ro torment him the more , hee cauſed aroſted Hen 
to be ſomtimes preſented vnto him,that the ſme] lcherof 
might ſharpen his appetit, & make his hunger the more 
violent:torthe end this puniſhment might haſten his mi- 
ſerabledeath. Haul continued fixc dayes in this tor- 
ment, the ſeuenth he was viſized, where they found that 
he had caten the brawnes of both his armes. 

We read the like hiſtoric of a Germaine Nobleman 
in Tharinge, who v{cd a Gentleman that had comitted 
adultery in the like ſort,who liued cx. daies with the (mel 
of delicate meats that were preſented vnto him:his foule 
offence being puniſhed by this cruell torment, The like 
is reported by three famous writers, of a man who vnder 


_ * colourofdeuotion did corrupt many women who were 


before reputed honeſt: as in old times Tyxanwxvs S 4- 
TVRANS Prieſtdidin Alexanaria, Becing diſcouered and 
conuidted he was put to death. An ns An learned man 
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and of greatrepuration, ( being takenin Adultery ) was 
ſab'd and left dead inthe Chaber. Among other guitts 
which he did wickedly abuſe , he {pake French , Italian, 
Spaniſh, Germaine, Polonian and Latine perfectly, 8& was 
much tauoured by the Emperor and the Princes , it was 
about$80.ycares ſince, About the ſametimean other ta- 
mous man'ſccking to rauiſh the honourof a Woman,in 
ſtecd of a Beddc he fell into a Cauc, where hee brake 
his neck. 

A Surg1on diſdayning his honeſt wite,had abandoned 
himſelfe to a ſtrumper, Going on a time to hotſe-backe 
and aſked by his wife, whether he went, hee anſwered 
skornefully, Tothe Stewes. Going preſently to his A- 
dulcerefle : after a while hee returnes to Horſe , and 
oftring to manage his round , the Horſe leapes and 
bounds, and caſts o wretched Man out oft the fad- 
dlein ſuch ſort, as one of his feete hung in the Bridle : 
The Horſe being hot, beganneto runne ſo furiouſly 
vpon the ſtones as hee bear out his braines, and neuer 
ſtayed vncill he came before the Stewes , where this mi- 
ſcrable man remained dead vponthe place, 

Inthe yeare1 5 3 3.acertaine man inthe trowne of Cla- 
venne in the Gri/ons Country, hauing lookt vpon a faire 
yong Maide with an vachaſt cyc, hetryed often to cor. 
rupt her. Having no meanes to obtaine his deſire, vader 
the colour of apparitions and revelations , abuſing the 
ſacred nameof G O D, and ot the bleſſed Virgin , after 
an execrable manner (the which I will forbeare to rc= 


porr, for that I will not offend the eye nor earc of any 


honeſt and deuout Reader) he ſeduced this poore maide 
who hauing too late deſcoucred the Impoſture, the 


wretch was committed to priſon , notwithſtanding the 
D 2 allegation 
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allegation of his order, immunities and freedome, and 
beheaded publikely , and his body burnt to Aſhes.

== T is put in the number of the wonders 
| of Nature,the flying and ballancing of 
| thoſe which runne and guide themſelues 
I| vpon a rope . Somefew yeares ſince, 
| there was one well knownethroughout 
all 7taly, called the little Venetian,as well 
for that he was borne at Yerice ,as for his ſmall ſtature, 
but ſo nimble and expertto ruane vpon a rope Without 
any difficulty , as ſome-times hee tyed himſelfe vpin a 
Sack, hauing nothing but his hands free,to manage his 
counterpeize, Some times he put around Baſin vnder 
eyther foote, or Balls vnder his heeles, and ſo did runne 
with an incredible ſwiftnefle vpon a long rope tyde to 
the top of a houſe. Morecoucrhe was fo ſtrong,as with 
his knce he would breake the thigh bone of an Oxe, 
how bigge ſocuer . With his hands hee would wreſtin 
ſunder three great Nayles as big as a mans little finger, 
as if they had beene ſoft and plyable, Hz:e would take 
ypon 1s thoulders a beame of aboue twenty foote long, 
and a footethick, ſupporting it long,withour any helpe 
of hands , and then would hee remoue it from one 
ſhoulder to an other . Tix ovors a Door of the 
Lawe, Who had ſeene thele feates of agilitic and force, 
with many other witneſſes , haue reporred it vnto mee. 
A Phyſttion of our time makes mention of the ſame, or 
ofthe like, whom he ſaith he had ſcene at Ausbeurg, And 
of at other in Sileſia, who with his teeth would rake 


VP 
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vp a great Pipe, like vnto the Tunnes in Germanie full of 
Beere,without any helpe,and caſticouer his head. 
Fexpixand D' Avartos Marquis of Peſcars, 
Licutenantto the Emperour CuarLes thes. inthe 
Duchieot Milan, had a Spabiard in his troupes called 
Lve on, who was ſo ſtrong and ſo light of foote, as hee 
would with a theepe vpon his ſhoulders , out-runne any 
man 3 he was valiant and hardie to attempt and execute 
any thing, forthe confidence he had inhis nimble force. 
The Marquis deſiring to be truly informed of the eſtate 
of the French Armie, lying then neerevnto him), giues 
charge vnto Lve on to runne vnto their Campe, to 
diſcoucr ſome-thing . L v e o x bethinking himſelfe, 
takes an Harguebuzier on foote with him, in whome 
he truſted: and being approched neere vntothe Campe 
a little before day , hee viewed the ſcituation thereof, 
andthen comming neere vnto a French Souldior that 
ſtood Sentinell, who was not well awake , hee ſodenly 
leapes vpon him : and although the Souldier were 
ſtrong and of a bigge ſtature, yetL ve on takes him vp 
vpon his ſhou!ders , notwithſtanding any reſiſtance hee 
could make, or his crying out for helpe , and carryes 
bim vpon his necke like a Calue,'and fo returnes with 
ſpeed, being ſupported by his Harguebuzer, who ſhore 
at them that would approche neare them. Being come 
vnto the SpanſpCampe, hee layde his burthen at the 
Marquis his feete , who hauing laugh his fill at this 
Stratagene, and learned from the Priſoners owne 
mouth ( ſo pleaſantly carryed vpon a Genner with two 
legges )the eſtate of their Campe, hee preſently char- 
ved the French , giuing them ſo whotte an Alarum, 
3s heepreuented the execution of fhat which they had 
D 3 preten-

life of the Marquisof Peſeara. 
A Spaniardcalled P = x x,cameto Naples inthe yeare 
1555. where hee made tryall of his force,as followeth. 
A man that was ftrong and heauie, fate ſtriding oa his 
right ſhoulder , and another on his left : on his right 
2rme he carryed a man, and on his Jeft another ; Hee 
had two men vpon his fecte, and walked vp and downe 
with all this burthen , as if hee had not carried any 
thing . Then b:nding downe his hands , hee cauſed a 
man to ſtand vpon eyther of them : which done, hee 
ſtood vp, and raiſed his hands as high as his head. After 
this , they bound his hands with a ſtrong corde, the 
whichten men layde hold off, and ſtanding as firmely 
as they could, they ſought to ſhake him, burhe onthe 
other-ſide, drawing his hands vnto him, layde them 
crofle ypon his breſt with ſuch violence, as many of 
the ten fell downe. VVith his fore-head ( as if it had 
becne wich a hammer of Yron ) hee did beate a Naile 
halte in into a wall, true it is , that he did hure himſelfe 
alittle with that blowe. Stretching forth his arme, hee 
did thutte his hand ſo faſt, as thoſe ten men together 
could not force him to open it , nor to bend his arme, 
Two theeues finding him alone would haue ſtayed 
him : but hee tooke them both by the necks, and beats 
their heads fo violently together , as their braines flew 
out, and they were found dead-'in that ſort vpon the 
place. Hee hada pleaſing aſpet, aquickeeyc, and 
a gratious ſeucre countenance, not too tall, bur well 
proportioned , and his fleſh was ſo firme and ſynewic, 
that when hee did ſtretch forth his arme, and thutte his 
hand, it was impofhible to -pinche him , His yoyce 
WAS 
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was ſtrong and cleere, and hee did ſing very well, Hee 
was no great feeder. 

AnTaonts of Nebriſſe affirmeth,that he had ſeene 
a man at S#uille, borne in one of the Ilands of the Cana- 
ries, who withour reriring his left foote out of a Circle 
where he did ſer it, did offer himſelfe as amarketo any 
one that would caſt a ſtone at him cight paces of, and 
was neuer hitte , for that he did ſhift and turne himſelfe 
in ſuch ſundry ſorts and faſhions, as it was impoſſible to 
touch him, & for a farthing he would ſhew any mi this 
ſport.Nebriſ.in the 2.Decad of the Hiſt.of Spaine hib.2.c.1, 

We haue ſeene amai in taly,marching and dancing 
ona rope , which was ſtrained inthe ayre, holding two 
long {words , bauing his thighes armed , ſo ashce was 
forced to open his legges. He did go firmly and boldly 
thereon; Then would hee tye Baſins to his feete, and 
with them would runvpontherope,ſhewing ſuch nim- 
bletricks, as they ſeemed impoſſible ro them that had 
not ſcene them; Stmon Marolvs an /taban Biſbop, 
in his Canicular dayes. Colloq 4. 

Inthe yeare 1582.atthe ſollemnity ofthe circumciſi- 
on of Mahomet the 3.ſonne to A uvraruEmperour of 
the Tuwrkes, among many other ſports, there appeared 
50.men on horſ-back wel armed, with Cymiters by their 
fides,their Targets about their necks, bowes in their left 
hands, and in the right ſtaucs like balfepikes , after the 
Arabian manner, Inthe Parke appointed for Tufts ar _ 


ſtantinople,they had raiſed vp eight hils of ſand, of equal 


heigth and diſtance, 4.0fthe one fide,8 4. of the other. 
In = midſt there was a narow paſlage,but wel couered 
with fine ſand,that if anyone ſhould chance tofallin run- 
ning,it might be leſſe dangerous: vponthele hils of fand 

D 4 there 
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there were poſts ſer; the fourc of the one fide hauing 
round blankes at the end,andthe other foure had Ouals, 
all made of Letier and Paper very artificially . Theſe 
werethe markes whereat theſe fifty horſemen did aime, 
who began to march caſlily by this way , firſtin troupe, 
andrthen in rankes ,as it were in Battell. Sodenly they 
diſ-band,and begin to runne with a full carrier,one after 
another, ſo neere and ſo iuſtly , as one was at anothers 
hecles. In running they tooketheir Arrowes out of their 
quiuers,and ſhot with ſuch dexreritte,as they did hit the 
markes ſo {wiftly ,as the beholders eyes could not dif- 
cerne the ſhottenor the blowes . Atthe ſecond courſe, 
whereas they had ſhotte but at the round blankes, they 
now deltuercd their Arrowes againſt both , with a won- 
dertull dexteritie,fome-times viing thelefthand , ſome- 
times the right-hand, with one motion: for the third 
charge, in On oft their Arrowes, they ſome-times 
diſcoucred the right ſhoulder ,ſom-times the left , with 
their Targets,&that with an incredible ſwifrnes. More- 
ouer,in running a full carrier,they drew out their Cymi- 
ters, and cut theſe round markes, and carried away the 
walls,the which was done in one courſe. Then turning 
head ſodenly,they ſhott againſt the markes,& with their 
Cymiters,which they drew out againe,they beate them 
downe, and fodenly they bend their bowes againe , and 
ſ{hoote into the ayre. They did wonders with their halfe 
pikes, indiucrs kinds of Combares, andin the end they 
made cuen theſe hulls withtheir Cymiters,pulling away 
thoſe ſtakes that were ſet ypon the hills of Sand; they 
caſt them jnto the ayre, and in running , they received 
them againe , and held them in their hands . Then 
fianding vpon their feete in the Saddle, they began to 


runne, 
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runne, and to handle their Cymiters, bowes and ftaues 
as before, without any further repetition of theſe parti- 
cularities , I will noate one norable AR, the which 
perchance Wilbe held a fiction : bur I did ſee it . Of 
theſe fifty thereweretwo goodly yong men which with- 
drewe themſelues from the reſt. The one ſtood vp- 
right in his ſaddle, and bare his companion ſtanding vp. 
on his armes , Becing in this poſture , they runne the 
horſe a full carrier , and yer ſtood faſt,yea the vppermoſt 
ſh&# certaine arrowes at a pecle of wood which he that 
carried him heldin his right hand . Moreouer theſe two 
hauing tied two horſes togither by the bridle, one of 
them ſet one foote vpon one ſaddle and an other ypon 
the other, ſtanding as firmely vpon both as ifthey had 
beene glued togither , and carrying his Companion vp- 
rightvpon his armes, and holding in his hand that pecle 
of woode , againſtthe whichche other ſtanding aloft, 
ſhot without mifling , whileſt that the two horſes did 
ranne moſt ſwiftly. 

There were others which hauing fixe naked Cymi. 
ters tied the points vpward , vntotheir ſaddles , fer their 
heads into the ſaddle,and their heeles vpward and inthis | 
ſort did runne their horſes fo ſwittly , as you would ſay 
they had floweE Beſides their were twothat did fir in one 
ſaddle, andas the horſe did runne in his full ſpeed, they 
would leape downe and vp againe preſently. Others 
did turne in their ſaddles , their horſes running ſwiftly 
ſometimes behinde, ſometimes betore,doing admirable 
trickes . This donethe did all runne in troupe and ſtan- 
ding vpright intheir {:ddles they ſhot many atroWes. 
To end the ſport, ſtanding thus vpright,they did run one 


at another with their halfe pike, doing many qr 
which 
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which Lanciers are accuſtomed to do intheir Courſes 
on horl-backe. To conclude, Whatſocuer is done in 
ſkirmiſhes, Courſes, Combarts ; Duells , Battailes, Re- 
treats, and other militarie Acts , was therepraQtiſed by 
theſe fittice Caualiers . G xox Leen nisx1a Polorian 
in the diſcription of things done at Conſlantinople , at 
the Circumciſun of AuvRrartus Sonne in the yeare, 
I5 82. 
Artthis feaſt ofche Turkiſh Circumcifion , many dan- 
cers vpon the roape made goodly prootes of their qyxc- 
terity: but there was one which wonne the ſpurres from 
all the reſt. I knowe no man but was rauiſhed , ſecing 
him,runne ſo {wittly , with ſo good a grace , and withour 
ſtay. Anancient Poet ſaid in one of his Commedies,that 
the vulgar ſort were amazed to ſee one that went vpon a 
Roape. Butit this Poet had ſeene one like vnto this, hee 
would haue beene amazed for he mouated vponRoapes 
tied vnto Piramides,tothe heigheſtthat mightbe ſcene, 
with ſuch celerity as any one would haue thought they 
had beene ſteppes or degrees : then hee came downe 
back-wards , or vpon his belly , hauing no other ſupporr 
but a ſmall ſlaffe which ſerued him as a Counterpeze, 
Sometimes heeleaped vypon the Roape with both feete, 
ſometimes with one, then imbracing the Roape with 
both his feete, he hung downe-ward, and turningabour, 
raiſed himſelfe againe. Hee did ſlide with a ftrange 
reſolution, from the coppe vntothe bottome, and that 
which I eſteeme moſt in this agilety , at night he would 
tie ſtxenaked Cymiters to either foote,and continued his 
ſport by torch-light with ſuch admiration and applauſe 
ofall the world, as if happely any ofthe Spcators had 
delire to ſleepe,this man by his admirable agility did 
preſently 
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preſently aWake him . So as by the generall conſent of 

reat and ſmallinthis ſollemne *.ſſembly,he was called 
the chiefe maiſter of hisart. TheſameLzztLisx1, wn 
the ſame deſcription, 

I haue ofren ſeene with amazement, inthe Court of 
the Prince-of Bamberg ,a Germaine peaſant, norriſhed & 
bred vp(as he himſelte did aduowe ) amongrthebcaſts in 
the neere Mountaines , who was fo aQtiueand nimble of 
his body, as all that did ſee him in his motions and tume 
bling,were amazed, &thought that he vied ſome inchit- 
ment: the which hee neuer drempt of , That which was 
moſtro be admired in him, he ſhewed his nimblenes,nor 
ſtanding vpon his feete,but going vp6 feete & hands,like 
a Dog or a Cat . Inthe ſame Court there was a Duarfe 
which rid vponthe peaſant as if hee had bina horic, ma- 
king him to turne and bound , in diuers manners.as ari- 
der would do a Genet of Spaine: but when the Peaſant 
kſt, he would onerthrowe the Dwarte do what he could. 
Sometimes he would fight with maſtiues & grear Exglifþ 
dogs which his Prince had, and by a certaine counterter 
barking and a furious dogeiſh ſnarling,he would make 
them runne away . This done he would bound vpon his 
hands and his feete , with a wonderfull agility clyming 
vp,at the Corners and onthe wainſcot ot the hall more 
nimbly then an Ape although otherwiſe hee was rude, 
big,and of a heauy moulde .1 didtwiſe fee ( being at the 
Princes table ) after that he had caſt downe the Dwarfe, 
and chaſed away the dogges he leaped vpon © the 
pucſts ſhoulders,and from thence tothe T able, without 
ouerthrowing of diſh or goblet , and thei hee leaped ſo 
ſodenly downe, as you would haue judged him to haue 


beene a ſquirrell or a wild-cat 3 Hes would viually 
runne 
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runne as faſt vpon the toppes of houſes builtpointed 
and floape ,as our houſe Catts would do. Hee did fo 
many other Apiſh trickes, as in diuers places they tal- 
ked of him , as of an extraordinary thing and not heard 
of. I would not haneſet any thing downe inthis booke,if 
[ had nor ſeenc his trickes with mine eyes,andthatthere 
were not many credible perſones yerlyuing that had 

ſcene them. When I colle&ed my Hiſtorical dilcourles, 

he was then lyuing and married. Py. CamsRARIvVS 

a learned germaine L a vv1t 8, inhis Hiſtorical medita- 

tions, Chap. 5. 

When as a certaine T#rke danced vpon aroapein 
the Citty of Paris, his feete being in a baſin , many ſee- 
ing him in danger to breake his necke , trembled tor 
feare,and durſtnot well looke on him. Amer, Pare. 
in his 13. booke, Chap, 11. The Lord of Montargneſaieth, 
that hee had ſecne his Father ( being abouechreeſcore 
yeares olde ) laugh at their atiuities; hee would leape 
into the ſaddle, witha furred night-gowne aboute him? 
he would curne about the table vpon histhombe and did 
ſeldome go to his chamber, but he would leape three or 
foure ſteppes at once. Montagne in his Eſſaies, lib. 2.

| his 
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his latter houres in great care ,to diſpoſe of the honor 
and ceremonie of his Interment : and did coniure all 
Noblemen that did viſit him,to aſſiſt at his funeralls: yea 
hee made an inſtant ſure vntothis Prince , who went to 
ſce him when bee was drawing on , that his ſeruants 
might bee commanded to accompany him, alledging 
many examples and reaſons, to proue that it was a thing 
which belonged toa man of his ſort : hee ſeemedto de- 
part content , hauing obteined this promiſſe , diſpoſing 
according to his owne minde of the order of his ſhew, 
I haue not often ſcene a vanitice more permanent. Iris 
an other contrary curiofitie ( whereof I want no fami- 
liar examples ) which ſceme couſi-germaine vnto this, 
to goe ſtudying with paſſion, of this laſt at , to diſpoſe _ 
of his funeralls atter a priuate and vnaccuſtomed kinde 
of thrift, wich one ſeruant and a Lanthorne . Montargne

al Perſonage worthy of credit, that had 
A © in diuers parts of Aſia and 
PAN Egipt, afficmed to many, that hee had 
VV ſecne more then once 1n a certaine 


| times halfe the body : which done, they in hke manner 


hide 
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hide themſclues by little and little againe in the ground, 
The reſt not gjuing credit ro ſuch a meruaile, and I for 
my part deſiring to vnderftand the truth ot it , enquired 
of a Kinſ-man and fingular friend of mine, a Gentle- 
man as thoroughly accompliſhed in all vertues as may 
be: one that hath beene brought vp in great honours, 
and that is almoſtignorant of nothing, Hee hauing tra- 
uailed in the aforeſaid countries with another Gentle- 
man , a great and familiar friend alſo of mine, named 
the Lord A1txanpa of Schullembourg , tolde mee 
hee had heard of many , that this apparition was 
moſt certaine : and that in Cairo and other places of 
Epipt , there was no queſtion made of it. And the 
moreto aſſure mee, hee ſhewed mee an /faliar booke, 
Imprinted at Yenice , contayning diuers deſcriptions 
of voyages , made by the Embaſladors of Yenice into 
many parts of Aſia and Africa ; among the which 
one 1s entituled , Viaggio de Meſſer Aluigi di Giowanni 
di Aleſſandria nelle Indie . Towards the ende where- 
of I haue extracted certaine lines Tranſlated out of 
Italian into Latin (and now into Erglifh) as hereafter 
followeth, 

On the 25. of March, in the yeare 1540. diuers 
Chriſtians , accompanyed with certaine Ianiſſaries, 
went from Caro to a little barren mountaine , ſome 
halfe a mile off, defigned in times paſt for buriallof the 
dead: in the which place cuery yeare there vſually af- 
| ſembles an incredible multitude of people, for to ſee 
the dead bodyes there interred , as it were iſſuing out 
of their Graucs and Sezpulchers . This begins on 
Thurſday , and continues till Satterday , when they 
yaniſhall away. Then may,you ſec bodyes wound in 
| rheir 
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their ſheetes, after the ancient manner , but they arenor 
ſcene ſtanding vpright, nor going, but onely the armes 
or thighes, or ſome other part of the body, which you 
may touch, If you goalictle way off, and come by and 

by againe , you ſhall finde that thoſe armes , or other 

members , appeare farther out of the ground. And the 

moreyou change place, the more do thoſe motions ap- 

peare diuers and greater, At that time there area num- 

ber of pauilions pitched about the mountaine, for both 

ſick and whole, which repaire thither in great troupes 

firmely belecue that whoſoeuer waſheth himſelfe on the 

Thurſday night, with a certaine water that runnes in a 

mariſh hard by, it is a ſure remedy torecouer and main- 

taine health. ButT haue not ſeenethat miracle. Ir is the 

report of the/enetian.Beſidesthe which we hauca 7aco- 

bin of Vimes,namcd Fe 1 1x,who hath trauailed in choſe 

parts of the Leuant,and hath publiſhed a Booke in Dutch 

rouching all that hee hath ſeene in Paleſtina and Egipt. 

He makes the very ſame recitall. As I haue not vnder- 

taken tro maintainethis apparition to be miraculous, for 

ro confound the'e ſuperſtitious idolaters of Egipt,and to 

ſhew them that there is a reſurretion and litero come: 

neither will I refute it,nor maintaine 1tto be a Satanicall 

illuſion, as many thinke, but wili alſo leaue it to the 

iudgement of the Reader, for to determine thereof as 

he ſhall thinke good. Pu, CamtraRiy s, Countelloy 
of the Common-wealth of Nuremberg , in the 7 3. Chap. of 
his Hiſtoricall Meditations, 

I will adde ſomewhat herevnto, for the content of the 
Reader: STEvEen DveLais a cunning Goldſmith, 
and a wan of an honeſtand pleafing conuerſarion, being 
now ſome 45.yeares 01d,or thereabout-hauing — 

IUecrs 
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diuers Countries of Turkey and £gipr,made me an am- 
ple diſcourſe of the apparition betore mentioned, fome 
fitteene yeares ſince , aftyrming hee had beene ſpeQator 
ofit wihCriavpsRocarn,an Apothecary of Chab- 
ly in Champegne,and twelue other Chriſtians , hauing for 
theirtruchmanand guvde a gold-ſ{mith of Ottrantom A- 
puliaicalled AizxanverRMaAnIoTTH 
Hetold mee moreouer, that he(as the reſt ) had tou- 
ched diuers members of thoſe reſſuſtirants . And as hee 
was taking hold onthe heare of a Childes head,a man of 
Cairo cryed out, Kali, Kali,ante mataraſat: that is to ſay; 
let it alone, let it alone , thou knowelſt not what thou 
doeſt : Now for-aſmuch as I could not well perſwade 
my ſelfe that there was any ſuch matter as he told me of, 
though in diuers other reports , conferred with that 
which is to be read in our moderne Authors, I had al- 
waics found him ſimple and truce, wee continued a long 
time inghis oppoſition of my cares to his eyes, vntill the 
yeare I591.that having ſhewed him the abouc»ſayd ob- 
ſcruations of Door Camzrariys: Nowyou may 
ſee(ſayd he) that I hauetold youno fables. And many 
times ſince , we haue talked of it with wonder and reue- 
rence of the diuyne wiſdome, Furthermore he told mee 
rherevpon that a Chriſtian dwelling in Fgipr,had diuers 
times recotited vnto him,vpon talke of this appariti6 or 
re{urreQion, that he had learned of his grand-father & 
Father, which theit anceſtors had reported , having re- 
ceiuced it from handto hand time out of minde,that cer- 
tayne hundreth yeares agoe, diuers Chriſtians, Men,wo- 
men,and Children, being aſſembled in that mountayne, 
forto do ſome exerciſe of their Religion, were enuiron- 
ned and compaſled about by a great number of their 
enemyecs 
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enemies , the lietle Mountaines being but of a ſmall cir- 
cuite) who cut them all in peeces : and hauing couered 
their bodies with carrh , returned to Care. Euer fince 
the which, this reſurreion hath appeared the ſpace of 
certaine dayes before and after that of the maſlacre. 
Bchold a ſummary of Srzvsen Dverats diſcourſe, 

by him confirmed and renewed in the end of Aprill 

1600, when I wrote this Hiſtory, where-vatothat can 
be nothing preiudiciall which is recited by Max rin 
BAvMGARTEN inhis voyageto Egipt,made the yeare 
1507. publiſhed by his ſucceflors,and imprinted at N#- 

remberg ,intheyeare 1594. For in the 18. Chapter of 

the firſt Booke, he {aith,that theſe apparitions are made 

in a Mo/quee of the Turkes hard by Cairs,Thereis a faule 

in the coppy: and it ſhould ſay Hillock or little Moun- 

taine, not on the banke of Nzlus , as BAvuGAartaN 

writes,but halfe a mile of, as we haue declared.

1 fitic ofWittenberge.T heard my Tutors 
{{] often tell , that ona time , one being 
MY attyred after a ftrange manner , came

uerſitic,and dyedinthe yeare 1546.the ſeruant opened 
thedoore, and asked him what he would haue? Speaks 
with thy Maiſter quoth hee. The Diuine willed him to 
comein: and then this ſtranger propounded certaine 
queſhons touching the controuerfies which wereatthac 
inſtant about matters of Religion : whervntothe Diune 
hauing giuen a ready ſolution, the ſtranger pur forth

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harder, thou doſt ſomewhat trouble me, ſaid the Diuine, 
for I had other things in hand: and there-with riſing out 
off ais chaire, ſhewed him in a booke the expoſition of a 
certaine place where-about they contended, [1 this ſtrife 
he perce.ued that the ſtranger ia ſteede of fingers had 
clawes and tallents, likea bird of prey, Wherevpon hee 
began to ſay vnto him, 7s it thou they? Hearken to the 
{ſentence pronounced againſt thee: ( ſhewing him that 
place of the third of Geneſss ) The Seede of the woman ſhall 
breake the Serpents head. He added moreouer, Thos ſhalt 
not ſwallow vs allwp.The cull ſpiric mightely confoun- 
ded & enraged, vaniſhed away with an exceeding great 
noyſe, leauing ſuch a ſtinke behind him in the Szoxe,that 
it ſtunke of it a long time after, I oun Gxoncs Gor 
DELMAN, Dodtor of Laweat Roſtoth, in the treatiſe , De 
Mags Veneficts, Lamijs,Co0, broke 1.chap. 2. 

In the towne of Ertburg in Af1ſnia,the Diuel preſented 
himſelfe ig a humane forme, to a certain ſick-man, ſhew- 
ing him a booke, & cxhortrng him to recon vp all his fins 
he could remember, becauſe he would note them down 
in that booke. Acthe firſt the fick-man was ſome-what 
amazed, but recoucring his ſpirits, he anſwered : Thou 
faiſt well, I will ſet thee downeall my fins in order : bur 
frſt writs theſe words on the topin great Letters, The 
Seedeof the Wamanſhall breake the Serpents head . The Di- 
uell hearing this condemaation of his, fled away, lca- 
ing ths houſe full of an extreame ſtinke , The fame

"I N theyecare a thouſand fue hundred, 
KS) rherewas ſecnein 4lſatia, neare to Sa- 
| 22> werne, a Bulls head ,and betwixt the 
"157 horaes ſhined a very great ſtar. In the 
1 \ ſame yeare, on the 21 of May, there 
SSEFEEL was ſeenc ouer the Towne of Lucerne 
in $.iſſerland, a fictic Dragon, hortible to behold , as 
big as a Cale and twelue footelong ,the which did fly 
rowards the bridge ofthe riuer of Ruſſe which pafſerh 
there, Intheyeare 15 53. in the Duchy of Baztere , ouer 
alirtl: cowne cal'cd Y1/oe, was ſeene a Dcagon crowned, 
caſting tf -rth Aamies of bre at his mourch. Ouer the Cit- 
ty of M lan, inthe day time, the Heaners becing cleare, 
were ſeene many ſtars ſhining very bright'y, 

Inthe beginning of Tanvary in the yeare 1 5 1 4.abom 
eight ofthe clocke in the morning, inthe Duchy of + 
temberg were ſeene 3. Sunsin the firmament : that inthe 
middeſt was much bigger then the reſt. All three caricd 
the forme of along ſword , of a ſhining colour & marker 
with bloud, the points whereof d d ſtretch our far. T his 
happened cher2 day of the month , T he nexr day oner 


therowne of Ro7xil, there was ſcene a Sunne ſhewing a 
E 2 tor ble 
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terrible face , enuironed with circles of divers coulours. 
Two dayes before,and the 17.0f March following were 
ſcene three Sunnes: and three Moones alſo the 1r. of 
Ianuary,and the 17.of March. I amzs SToszr aPhi- 
fition of Memming made an ample diſcourſe, prog- 
noſticating vppon theſe apparitions, which were fo]- 
lowed by great troubles , namely in Swasbe . In the 
yeare 1 517. on Chriſtmas day, about the Abbey of 
Vinaire in Saxony, at midnight, the Heauens becing 
clecre and bright, there was ſeenc a Crofle of a reddiſh 
coulour. 

In September,in the yeare 15 20. at Viewnsin Auſtria, 
there were ſcene many prodigious fignes in the hea- 
uen. The firſt day from three of the clock afternoone, 
vntill fiue, the Sunne was ſecne enuironed with two 
great circles. Three dayes after abour noone,there was 
ſecue a burning Forke . The fift day in the morning 
there appeared three Sunnes , with many Rayn-bowes 
of diuers faſhions . The ſixt daye about nine of the 
clocke atnight, the Moone appeared full , traucrſcd 
with a Croſle, compaſled in with a Circle , and aboue 
it a halfe Circle . On the ſeauenth, at the breake of 
day, were ſeenethree Sunnes againe: and from fixe of 
the clock vntill ſeauen a Rain-bowe with three Moones, 
Pamprllys GENGENZACH Cauſed theſe prodigi- 
ous Meteors to bee cutte , and publiſhed a diſcourſe, 
the which hee ſent to the Emperour Crarr zs the 
fift. The ſame yeare the inhabitants of #/ſenbowrge, a 
Towne ſeated vpon the Riuer of Rhine, heard at noone 
cay, ſuch a ſtrange and horrible ruſhing of armes inthe 
ayre,and ſuch a noyſe of men fighting and crying as ina 
tet batrell, that it ſtrooke ſnch aterror and amazement in 

them, 
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them, as all runnc to Armes , thinking the Towne had 
beene beſeeged , and that the enemies were at theyr 
Gatcs. 

W hen as the Emperor Cannes theg.was crowned 
inthe Citty of Ax la Chapelle , the Sunne was ſeene en- 
uironed with a great Circlz, and a Raine-bowe in the 
Heauens. Inthe Town of Erfoy'd there were three Suns 
ſcene, Morcouer a burning Cheuron, the which was 
terrible , by reaſon of the grearneſſe and length. This 
Cheuron declining to the carth , made a grear ſpoile, 
then mounting into the ayre, it was conuerted into a 
cercular forme, Tos Fincezr in bi Collettion of the 
maruells of our Time, notes, that in the yeare 15 2 3. 
a Peaſant of Hungary, going a iourncy with his VWa- 
gon, was be-nighted and forced tolic inthe fields atten- 
ding the breake of day. Hauing flepta while,be awaked, 
and goes our off his Wagon towalke, looking vp into 
the ayre he did ſeethereſemblance of rwo Princesfigh- 
ting,with their ſwords drawn one againſt an other. One 
was of a tall ſtature and big :the other was lefſe and car- 
ried a Crowne vpon his head, Thegreater ouer-threwe 
and flue the lefle, then hauing taken away the Crowne 
hethrewe it as it were againſt the earth, ſo as it was dif- 
perſedin diuerspecces. Three yearsafterL avisLAvs 
King of Hungary was ſlaincin battell by the Turkes, The 
ſame yearein the month of May, there werethree Suns 
intermixt with diuers curcles ſeene at Zurich 1n Saiſſer- 
land, Two yeares afcer, alittle before the defeate of the 
King of Hwngary,three other Sunnes were ſeene in Hun- 
gary, which tome did interpr2tthatF = xv1x 4nv(afrer 
wards King of the Romaines,) the Vaiuode Ion and 
the Txrke, ſhould be at war for the Kingdome. 
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In the yeare 1525. there was ſecne in Saxony,about the 
death ofthe EletorFr rope x zc, furnamed the Wile, 
the Sunne enuironed with a great perfeAt round Circle, 
like in conlour to a Rain-bovw.In Auguſtthe ſame yeare, 
the Sunne ſhewed it ſelfe for ccrtaine dayes like vnto a 
great Bowle of fire , and of many ſtrange coulours : 
Soone after followed the ſedition of the peaſants in 
Germanie, 

In the yeate 152G.neere vnto Kanffburen, a famous 
Towne in Swazbe ,there werethree Sunnes {cene,enul- 
roned with many Circles. And for that there hath beene 
often mention made,and ſhall be againe of the appariti. 
on of threc S:nnes; which they call Paralies, I willtell 
you Whatit is , with their generation and fignification, 
Abour the true Snnnecreated by G OD, and making 
his limitted courſe in the mideſt of Heauen , there ap- 
pearein the clouds certaine lights, the which in bright- 
neſTe and forinc reſemblethe Sunne in ſuch fort; as one 
would lay they were very Sunnes , fo as you can hardly 
diſcerne the true from theſc imaginarie ones, called Pa- 
ralies, Paya Helios , as one would lay, neere or right a- 
gainſttheSunne, For ſuch ſhining Images, and faſhio- 
ned likethe Sunne,ſeeme to be right againſt it,although 
they bee many thouſand miles vnder it: forthe Sunne is 
in the middeſt of the Heauens , and the Paralies are in 
the ayre . Some-times by this name they vnderſtand 
the lileneſle of the Moone. And when they appeare, 
Prints ſayesthey are called night-Sunnes, Ir is moſt 
certaine,that they are made inthe clouds, and not in the 
firmament, which can receiue no ſuch impreſſions , by 
reaſon of their thinneſle, and continuall tranſparent 
brightneſle which bath no bounds . There is no —_ 
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but muſt bee recciued ina body thart is limited by ſome 
meanes whatſueucr, Thoſe things which are madein 
the Heauens , laſt and continue : but contrariwiſe the 
Parelies vaniſh ſoone.Neither are they inthe very ayre, 
which istranſparent and not limitred, yet they ſeeme to 
be in the ayre , the which is the receptacle of exhalati- 
ons and clouds: ſo as the Pareleis are faſhioned in the 
clouds. Beſides the cloud where they aremade,muſt be 
ſome-what thick, equall and mn to make a body, 
wherein the forme of the Sunne or Moone muſt be gra- 
uen, and of a meanethickneſſe, for if it did abound ,it 
could nor recciue this imprefſion. It muſt alſo be vni- 
ted like vnto a Looking-glaſle, elſe there can be no re- 
preſentation. And moyſt, that the brightneſſe and re- 
ſemblance may pierce into it , to make a reflexion. 
Such Images cannot bee receiued but in tranſparent 
bodies. 

Moreouer, this clowd muſt bee oppoſite to the 
Sunne, to receiue and repreſent the whole face of it, 
the which ſhould appeare but by halues, if it were on 
the one ſide, or not at all, if the Sunne ſhould ſhine di- 
realy aboue the clowd . The reflexion allo of the 
beames is neceſſary : for if they did pierce throughthe 
clowde, there would no Image appeare . The ayre 
muſt alſo bee calme and without agitation . For it 
the windes did blowe , the clowde would bee ſha- 
ken, and ſo nothing diſpoſed to receiue any ſuch im- 
preflion « As you cannot ſee your face in the waucs 
of a floud , but caſily ina cleerc and calme Water,the 
which is limitted ina Baſin or other veſlell. If the Sunne 
ſhines in ſuch ſort,as there is ay refieRion of the beams 
you ſhall ſee the reſemblance ofthe Sunne in this water, 
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euenas in a Looking-glaſſe, The likeis ſeene ina cloud 
compounded of water, as hath beene ſayd naturally, 
theſe like or ſceming Moones , are fignes of Raine: 
for that they are ror congealed but in cloudes that are 
ot arcaſonablethickneſſe. Such clouds are matter for 
raine, Supernaturally, they are forcrunners of the iudg- 
ments of G O D, puniſhing the World with Plague, 
Watre and Famine : As we haue ſeene in our Times. 

In the ſame yeare 1527. There was a great noiſe 
heard inthe ayrc, as of Armed men , that gaue Battaile. 
Soone after the Sunne ſhining in a cleare ſkie , it was ſo+ 
dainely enuironed with a great cloudie Circle. In the 
yeare 15 28. about nud-May ouer the towne of Zurich, 
there were 4.ſceeming-Moones feence,cnuironed with 2, 
whole Circles, and the Sunnecompafled in with fower 
{mall Circles, The ſame yeare the Towne of Yrrecht, 
being ſtraightly beſceged, and inthe ende taken by the 
Bourg«1gnons, there appeared in the ayre a fore-telling 
of their miſery, wherewith the Inhabitants were won- 
derfully amazed, which was a greats. Andrewes Croflc 
of a pale colour, and hideous to behold. 

The ninth of Tanuary 1 5 2 9. abour ten of the clocke 
at night, there was ſcene in Geymanie an openi''g of the 
Heauen, deſcribed by Iovianvs Poxrtaxvsin his 
Meteors. Two yeares after oucr Liſbone in Portugal, 
were ſcene fiery and bloudy apparitions in the Heauens, 
and ſoone after there fell many droppes of bloud out off 
the Clouds ypon ghe Earth. The cleucnth of Aprill 
I 5 42 .about ſeuen of theclocke in the morning, there 
were fcene chree Sunnes diſtinRly ſhining at Verzce,with 
ewo rain-bowes oppotite to the Sunne. T he firlt did not 
continuel ong. The ſecond being lefſe, remained vntill 

nine 
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nincof the clocke ; the one was very round like ynto a 
Crowne ; the true Sunne was inthe midſt, and the two 
ſceming at the ends: the other Raine-bowe aboue this 
-Crowne was very large, the two cndes beeing equally 
diſtant from the Earth. Thoſe ſeeming were ſoreiplen- 
dent, as Mans eye could not cadure to looke on them, 
30 more then of the brightneſle of the true Sunne, but 
that of theleft hand towards the South, did ſhine more 
thenthe other looking rowards the North, the which 
continued longer, and was more reſplendent in the de- 
clyning, They were of a reddiſh colour, extending 
their beames verye fare in the Ayre, even vnto the 
Earth . About the cade of the ſame month of Aprill 
in the ſame yeare, there was ſecne in Suiſſerland a great 
white cuccle ſkining like criſtall. In many Prouinces of 
Europe there were Dragons ſcene flying inthe Ayrein 
great troupes, ſometimes tothe number of foure hun- 
dred, hauing all roya!l Crownes vpon their heads: and 
their heads were like vnio thoſe of Swine , eſpecially the 
groine. Thoſe of Munſter iniVeſt phalra, did ſee in the 
daytime, the skie being cleare and bright, an armed 
Knghtrunning inthe ayre, 

The great commander of Malta, cauſed to be publi- 
ſhed inthe yeare15 3 2, Throughout al Exropea ſtrange 
apparition which happened in Aſſzriathar yeare, which 
was this. Abouttheſcuenth of March a Woman na- 
med R acx1tnns was brought in bed of a goodly 
Sonne, which had the Eyes ſparkling , and the Tecth 
ſhining. At the ſame inſtant that he was borne, Heauen 
and Earth were ſtrangely moued, the £ unne did ſhine as 
briohtar midnight as at noone-daye,and in the day time 


itwas ſo darke, as from moraing vnuill nightthey could 
not 
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not ſee any thing in all that country. Then afterwards he 
ſhewed himſelte, but of an vnaccuſtomed forme , with 
divers newe ſtarres wandring vp and downe, Ouer the 
houſe where this infant was borne, beſides other prodi- 
gies,fler fell from heauen,which flue ſomeperſones, Af- 
ter the eclipſe of the Sunne there happened a horrible 
tempeſt inthe Aire: then therefell pearles from heauen. 
Thenext day they might ſee a fiery dragon fliethrough- 
out all that Clymat « Moreouerthere appeared a newe 
Moraine, higher then any other,the which did preſEcly 
diuideit (clfe into two parts, and in themideſt of them 
appcarcd a colomneor piller,wherethere wasa certaine 
writing in Greeke,ſhewing that the end of the world ap- 
proched, then was there a voice herd inthe aire, exhor- 
ting,cuery oneto prepare himſelfe. The Child hauing li- 
ued two moneths, began to ſpeake like one of yeares, & 
by diuers deluſions,growes into ſuch credit, as hee was 
adored & worſhiped as a GO D , diſcoucring itſelfeto 
be an cuill ſpirit,the which had a great forceof enorinal 
thoſe Countries . Neerevnto /#ba#a Towne of Lu/atia, 
was ſecne incalme & cleere{ kie,the day after Vhitſo- 
day,inthe yeare I5 35.about two ofthe clocke in the at- 
ternoone troupes of armed mE,aduicing fro the North, 
co the part oppoſite , & there were cries heard in the 
aier,like to men that were in battaile . Ouer the towne of 
Vanaire in Saxopy., Were ſeenc three Cheurons of firein 
the aice. And hie day before the taking of Xunſter,there 
appeered ouer the towne ina cleereſkie,aCrofle &a na- 
ked {word. Aboutthe end of Iuly the ſame yeare, inthe 
Confins of Zurichin Suiſerland, there fell a furious and 
neuer herdoftorment inthe aire, being all on fier,with 
moſt horrible thunders . There fell out of the aire great 
flames of fire the which did quite conſume 5.houſesnere 
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vnto Adelſoge . The ſame moneth as the Inhabitants of 
emelwic were inthe Church, attheir mornings deuotis, 
there ſodenly appeereda wonderful light in the airc;then 
fell lightning which flue two men , & with the force of 
his exhalation , ouerthrew eliicty others tothe ground, 
halfe dead : hauing burnt all their clothes : but their bo- 


_ dies werepreſerued, being more aftrayed then hurt. 


The 7.of February 1536 about two ot the clocke, after 
mid-night, there was ſcene in the Element, ouerone 
quarter of Spazne, two armed men, running one at an 0- 
ther With their ſwords drawne*the one carricdon his left 
arme a target , onthe which was painted an Eagle, with 
this Motto about it Regnabo, thatis ro ſay Iwill raigne, 
The other had a great target with a ſtarre & a Creflant, 
andthis inſcriptio Kegnass. I haue raigned, Hethat Car- 
riedthe Eagle ouerthrew the other. The like Combate 
was ſeenc in Hongary 20. yearcsatter,the which we will 
note in order. In theyeare 1537. the firſt of February 
there was ſeenein /faly an Eagle flying inthe aire,carry- 
ing in the right foote a bottle, &in the left a ſerpent wre- 
thed vp:being followed by aninfiait number of others. 
Atthe ſame time alſo there was a Bo#rguigron crolle of 
diuers collours ſcene in the aire. 15. daies before there 
was ſeencin Franconia , berwixt Bamberg &the foreſt of 
Twuringe , aſtar ofhuge greatneſſe,the which declyning 
by degrees, turned intoa great white circle , out of the 
which ſoone after proceeded great guſts of winde & flat 
ſhes of fire , which falling to the ground , d1d melt the 
heads ofpikes and the bitts ofhorſes, wichout hurting of 
man or houſe . Inthe yeare 15 38. there were ſcene in 
theaire, ouer diuers parts of Germany, armed men figh- 
ting,and as it were killing one an other. 

Towardes the Eaſt there did ſhinea Starreof an 
| | vnaccuſtomed 
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vnaccuſtomed bigneſſe, hauing beames as red as bloud, 
and neere vntoita bloudie croſle and a flying Standard, 
Two yeatcs after was feene an other ſtarre in the clouds, 
very bright,as at the breake of day,it appeared the 25.of 
December. The next day there came out of the Moone 
two twinckling Starres ſhyning very bright. 

There was ſeene intheyeare 154T-three Sunnes,co- 
paſſedin with a Rainbowe. The yearefollowing , there 
were ſcene in Sax#ny , Rodds and Torches of fire. [nthe 
yeare1544-the 7. of April at cight ofche clocke at night, 
the \ kie being very cleere , there were ſeene ouer alutle 
Townein S#:ſ/arlana, called Wilen Twrgan , inthe face of 
the Moone.a whitecrofle ſhyning yery bright,the foure 
ends whereof ( eſpecially the nethermoſt) did farre paſſe 
beyond the face of the moone, Two daies after there was 
ſecne ouer Golaries in Suiſſarland , an honre before 
Noone, the ſkie beeing very cleere , a great Whitecircle 
ſhyning, wherofthe Center from the right part vnto the 
left , was enuironed witha Rainbowe, as it doth vſually 
appecre « This circle turned at foure of the clocke right 
before the mideſt of the rondell of the Sunne . The 29. 
of March 1 54. 5.about eight of the clock in the morning, 
there fell about Cracoutaa flaſh of lightning after a horri- 
ble thunder,ſo as al Poland was troubled therear,Preſent- 
ly afterthere appearedthree red croſles inthe Element, 
berwixt the whicn there was a man armedatall parts, 
who with a burning ſword did fight with an army , the 
which hedefeared,and therevpon came a horrible drae- 
go which ſwallowed vp this victorious man:preſEtly the 
heauens did open as they had beene all on fire, 8 ſo con- 
tinued for an houres ſpace. Then there appeered three 


Rain-bowes in their accuſtomed collours , vpon the 
higheſt 
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higheſt of which there was the forme of an Angell, as 
_ do repreſentthem inthe ſhape ofa yong man,that 
hath wings at his ſhoulders , holding a Sunnein one of 
his hands and a Moone inthe other. This ſecond ſpea- 
cle hauing continued halfe an houre in the viewe of all 
thoſe that would behold ie , certaine cloudes did riſc 
which did couertheſe apparitions, 

In baſe __ there was ſeencin the yeare 1546. 
for the ſpace of a whole houre, the heauens open, from 
che which did fall greataboundance of fire,ypon this fier 
there appeered ablacke Oxe,the which ſeemed to piſle 
fire. Aboue Belgeena Towne in AGſni4, and the Country 
about was ſcene an other opening of Heauen, the which 
continued two houres inthe nightthe 10. of February, 
and caſtforth beames cuen vnto the earth . Atthe ſame 
time wereſcene threeburning Cheurons, and of diuers 
collours , flying in the Aire . In the yeare 1547. there 
was ſcene aboue Halberſtad in Saxony , ablacke boule 
comming out of the mideſt of the Moone , and running 
violently rowards the North. The 15.day of December 
the ſame yeare, the Mariners of Hambourg,did ec inthe 
clementat mid-night, a burning globe and ſhyning as 
the Sunne , rowling towards the South , whoſe beames 
were ſo hot, as the paſſengers could nor abide _ 
the hatches, bur were forced to hidethemſclues thinking 
the ſhippes would bee ſet on ficr . They didalfo ſee in 
Sviſſerland,two armics in the Aire,, fighting togitker. 
Andtwo ramping Lions fighting, whereof the one pul- 
led of theothers head with his teeth . Aboue themap- 
_ a white Croſſe ſtretched out in length,hauing the 
owerend faſhioned hke a whippe. The ſameyearethe 


twelfeth of Aprill and the two following, preſently after 
| Noone 
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noone the Sunne was ſcene in his Spheare , like vnto a 
elob2 of fire , and at Noone-day the Starres appeered. 
Ten daies after, which was the 24. in Saxony, T #rin,Suiſ- 
fſerland, France and England, the Sunne appeared with a 
cloudie and bloudie Countenance,for the ſpace of foure 
houres, to the great amazement of many . Ic continued 
inthis fort ſome other daies following. The fiſt daies 
of Oober following , abont ſeauen ot rhe clocke inthe 
morning, there was ſeen in Saxony, the forme ofa dead 
mans Bcere, couered witha blacke cloth anda Crofle 
vponir of areddiſh collour , accompanied both before 
and bchinde with many figures of men in mourning 
weeds, either of them carrying a Trumpet wherewith 
chey beganto ſound ſo loudeas the Inhabitants of che _ 
Country did eafily vnderſtand the noiſe. In themeane 
time there appeared a manall armed, and cf a terrible 
aſpet , who drawing out his ſword cut off partof the 
cloath andthen with his hands he tare in peeces the reſt 
which done , both hee and all che reſt vaniſhed . In 
December the ſame yeare, about Remethere appeared 
1n the aire , three daics togither, aboutrhree of clockein 
che afternoone,a bezſom2as ir were dipt in bloud, anda 
red Crofle , oucr the which did houer an Eagle. In the 
moneth of May precedent : about Saxony ad the Mar- 
quiſate of Brandebourg , were ſeene two Globes of fire, 
lcaping about the Sunne, the greateſt of them did ſo co- 
erthe Sunne, as at Noone-day,it ſcemcd as it wereruſ 
tie. They did alſo ſee the fame' yearea furious Com. 
bate oftwo armies in the aire ouerthe Towne of Leen 
#:lbourg. 

The yeare 1548. the 2 3. day of Iuſie , the Moone be- 
ing atthe full, ic appeared ofthe collour of b!oud , ouer 
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Roſenſel 2 Towne of the Duchie of Virtemberg: and in 
this Moone was feene an arme of a blackiſh collour, 
with a hand ſtretched out: ſoone afterthe Moone hauing 
recouered her viuall light, it was againe ſeene withrhbree 
Cheurons or large barres of the ſame collour thatthe 
arme was,Which did croſle it diſtintly, Theſe barres be- 
ing vaniſhed,there appeered a Baurgurgnon crolle,black, 
vnderneth the Moone, at the two fides there appec- 
redtwo other ſtnal rondells, The yeare following,which 
was 1549+ in the morning,the Sunne being very bright, 
in the moneth of May, vpon a quarter of Germany, there 
was ſeene in the airethe figureof a man, atcired like a 
Germaine Pcince,abouethe which,there appeered on the 
other fide a Lion and a Sheepe, which ſeemed co 1ni- 
brace one an other willingly : before this Prince was a 
great garland of flowers, the which he would hauetaken 
in his hand, bur not being able , he tooke vp a ſword,the 
which was vnder his feete from the beginning , where- 
with he floriſhed twiſc orthrife abont lus head, and then 
- all vaniſhed into the cloudes. Inthe yeare 1550. were 
Y ſeenc inthe night, ouerthe Towne of Lepſuk in 3iſnia 
x three Globes of fire. Andin Auguſtthe ſame yeare, a- 
c 


bout Nuremberg , the ſkic being very cleere , the Sunne 
was ſeene of divers collours , and oucrita veſlcll ,the 
y which leaning on the one fide, there came forth bloud, 
Gy where-with the Sunne was made redde. On the other 
> I fide there appeered an Eagle with his. wings ſpred a» 
- B broad of diuers collours,bur without any feere. A little 
ad bencath the Sunne and the Eagle,was a Raine-bowe, 
7 8 and direaly vnderneth ic was a Man , holding a horſe 
by the bridle with his left hand , and with tus right #8

The 19. ofluly before , neerevnto Wittenberg in Sax. 
#%y there was ſeene inthe element the forme of a good- 
ly Hart and vnder it armies which did fight with great 
noiſe and feare-full cries. During this conflict there fell a 
ſhower of bloud vpon the Earth,the Soune appeared ve- 
ric hiddeous and as it were out of his courſe,diuided in 
ewo andin ſhewe approching neere the Earth . Some 
weekes before,there was ſeencalmoſtinthe ſameplace, 
a bloudy ſwordin the Aire , anda peece of Ordinance, 
mounted vpon wheeles . The 24. of Iune berwixt fixe 
and nine in the morning , the time being very clecre, 
there was ſeentin the Element, a blacke Crofle with a 
Lauelin, hauing a fiſh-hooke at one of the ends,and at the 
other three ſinall barres like vnto reſts, Ouer Le/bone in 
Portugall , there appeered the 28. of Ianuary 1551.4 
great handfull of bloudic roddes , with fearefull fiers: it 
rayned bloud , and there followed Earth-quakes , ſo as 
two hundred houſes were ſhaken and ouerthrowne, 
whereby aboue a thouſaud perſons were ſlaine. The 
21, day of March,abour 7. of the clocke in the moming, | 
there were ſcene at Magdebowry ſeaucn Rain-bowes and 
three Sunnes ; and atmightthree Moones , whereof that 
inthe mideſt, which was the right,kept her ordinary col- 
lour,the other two were of the collour of bloud . Theſe 
three Sunnes were alſo ſeene at(Witenberg in Saxony,with 
ten or twelue Circles that did inuiron them , ſome 
round , others but halfe and very ſpatious , others leſle, 
and ſome very ſmal, almoſt all of the collouroftheRain- 
bowe . The laſt daie of February , which was three 
weckes before, thoſe of Antwerp in Brabant had alſo 
ſeenerhree Sunnes , incloſedin diuers Circles and Rain- 
bowes. 

In 
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Intheyeare 1552. the19.of February,aboutthree of 
C:c clock in the afternoone, thoſe of Haclin in Brabant, 
did ſee rhe Sunne firſt of a blew coulour, then red, enut 
roned with a great circle and a Rain-bowe. About ele- 
uen moneths atter,the 23.of Tanuary 1553. about eight 
of the clock at night,there was ſeene at Ba/;cthe Moone 
enutroned with a great & cleerecircle,ofthe coulour of 
the Rainbow, the which continued three whole houres, 
[1 Iunc following , there were ſcene in the ayre , being 
clecre and bright,ouer the Towne of Coboarg , betwixt 
fue and fixe at night, diuers ſorts of men , then armies 
\I:ich gaue battaile,&an Eagle houering with her wings 
abroad.In Tuly were ſcene two Serpents ioyned together 
cac catingof an other, and betwixt them a fierie croſle, 
The ſame yeare the Cuty of Magdebowrg was ſtraightly 
Lclieged, & among other maruailes,the day after Eaſter 
t1e Sunne appeared very bright at the riſing,and enuiro« 
ned witha greatcircle as white as milke,the which were 
croſt with toureRain-bowes, the goodleſtthat cuer was 
ſcene. Ten dayes before, betwixt ſeauen and eight of the

| clock in the morning, were ſecne ouer the ſame Towne,

C [clues into long ſtreames, in the end they vaniſhed :the 
10 '7ht Moone which was in the middeſt, retained her ac- 
ultomed brightnes. The {ate yere died Duke Gz 08 Ge 
Vince of Anhalt,an excellent Dinine . The day of his 
F death, 


ap 
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death, there appeared in the night oucr the Towne of 
Vittenberg a blew Crofle. A few dayes before the bat# 
raile, giuen betwixt M ava1cs Duke of Saxomie, and 
A1lszxr Marquis of Brandebourg, there appearedthe 
imave of a'great man ina place of Saxonie: from the bo- 
dy of this man, which appeared naked, firft there began 
bloud to fall from him , drop after drop: then they did 
ſec ſparkes of firecome from him,and in the end he va- 
niſhed by litcle and little. In January 15 5 4+there appea- 
red three Sunnes twiſe in Saxony. The t. of February fol- 
lowi 1g, about Chalons in Champagne , was ſcene a great 
flime of fire, which went from the Eaſtro Veſt, like to 
a burning Torche , bending as a Crellent,, the fire did 
crack, and caſt out ſparkes of all ſides , like vnto a barre 
of Yron comming out of the Furnaife,whichthe Smiths 
did worke with their Hammers . Some adde that this 
Torche appeared about the Moone, and ſhewed the 
point of a Lance at one end , The 19. of February. - 
were ſecneat Nebre , two Croſſes of a blew coulour. 
And the ſame day at Greiſen in Twringe , they did ſec in 
the. Sunne which ſhined brightly , a blew Croſle , ſo 
catas it couered all the face of the Sunne : on cither 
ide it hada great Cheuron of fire, with diuers Circles. 
The 9. day. of Aprill , aboue Su/7zfield, halfe a dayes | 
journey neere-ynto Schuinfort , an Imperiall Towne, 
there appeared two Moones in the night, In Marche 
before, were ſeene Sunnes of diuers greatneſle , with 
ſome Circles in Bawaria and the Countric about . Firk 
the 6. of Marche betwixt eyght and nine of the clock 
in the morning , were {cence two Sunnes with a Raine- 
bowe. The 23. of the ſame moneth about an houre 
after-noone, thoſe of Nuremberg did ſee as much? ad 
more- 
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moreouer a Raine-bowe towards the Weſt, and the 
Sunnes enuironed with white Circles , continued three 
houres together , with a long burning Cheuron, The 
cight day loving, there were three Sunnes ſcene at 
Keinsbonrg, Their beginning was about an houre after 
noone: berwixt two and three they did ſhine brightly, 
and ended at foure of the clocke. They did caft out 
beames of the one ſide like vato a Commet: that in 
the middeſft towards the North, and the other two to- 
wards the Eaſt and Welt. 

In Marche the ſame yeare, were ſcene ouer diucrs 
Townes in Germanie, betwixt foure and fiue of the 
clock at night, diuers Bowrguignen Crofles , but moſt 
white, and in a manner touching one another . The 23. 
day of the ſame monetha little before Sunne ſert, were 
ſecnerwoParclics enuironed with the Sunne by a great 
Circle ouer the Village of Blech, Not farre from Ne- 
remberg the eleuenth of Iune, there appeared a Rodde 
of abloudie colour through the Sunne, with Starres or 
Boules of Azure . Preſently after there were ſcene 
two Squadrons of armed men , the which had blew 
Cornets , who for the ſpace of rwo houres, incountred 
together furiouſly , to the great amazement of many 
which did ſeethe beginning, the continuance and end 
of this apparition. The 13, of Tune, abuut five of the 
clockein the after-noone , oucrthe Towne of ene, the 
Sunne was ſecne ofa bloudie colour,to whom there ap- 
proched preſently from the South and Weſt, great and 
many boules of fire,the which did darken the light oft. 
And then appeared two Chcurons of a very red colour, 
crofling through the Sunne . The 24. day of Iuly, 
about ten of theclock at night, there appeared in the 
Io 6-5 ayre, 
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ayre,in that quarter of che Country which is called the 
high Palatinat of Rhine, Towards tic torreft of Bohemia, 
two men armed withall pecces, the one being of a farre 
taller ſtature then the other, having on his breſta bright 
ſhining ſtarre,and a flaming {word 1n his hand,as aiſurhe 
leſſer had. They began a furious combate,iu: ii tHe cnd 
the leſſer was beaten downe,and coutid not ſtirre ; v. her- 
vpon a chaire was broug'1t vnto the Viftorgin the which 
being {et and remained fome time,ſt]Imenacing with his 
{word in his hand him that Jay at his fecte,as 1t he would 
ſtcike him.Inthe end they both vaniſhed away. 

The 5,of Auguſt following,at 9. of the clock at night, 
nccre vnto S/o/pen, inthe South part of Heauen , there 
appeared troupecs of warlike men , who with great cryes 
andnoiſe of armes,charged one another furioutly,when 
tlic firſt charge was ended, there came aboundance of 
fire out of the clouds, which hindred the fight of theſe 
troupes. This fire vaniſhing,they returned to the ſecond 
charge: thenthe fire kindling againe , you would hauc 


faid it had beciie a kind of retreat, to rally themiclues f 
againe to gether on either part-which ended,they recturne ] 
againeto a third charge, the which being done,they all c 
vaniſhed. The ſame yere at Fribavrg in Miſnia,was ſecne w 
inthe open day ,the repreſentation of our Lord Izs vs n 
C ur 18T,as many Painters are accuſtomed to repreſent | H 
him,fitting in aRain-bow,the colours whereof were ex- A 


cceding liuely. And about another towne called FJ opodee, Þ gr 
the Sun riſing appeared as red as bloud, hauingaboutic 1! 

a ſtately Pallace,the which was all on fire.On either {ide 
ofthe Sunne was ſcene a high columne, very arrificiall 
faſhioned and of the coulour that the Raine-bowe . 1t 


ſeemed that their foundations did touch the ground, 
aid 
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and werevery large. The next day-the Sunne did ri(f 
with a pale cpulour -and this Pallace was aboue it ſhi- 
ning very orightly. The columnes or pillersalſo appea- 
red, but not lo faire and long as the day before. The 10. 
of February 1555. there were three Sunnes ſeene at //7- 
nairein Saxome, And the13.ot March, there appeared 
inthe ayre about 7«rmg: a fliming ſword . The ele- 
uenth of Ianuary 1556. towards the Mountaines which. 
compaſle in the Citty of Ausv9urg of the one (ide, the 
element did open, and {cemed toriue, whereat all were 
wonderfully amazed : eſpectally by reafon of tie pitti- 
full accidents which followed: forthe {ame day the me(- 
ſenger of Ausbourg (luc a Captaine ar the Citty gates 
with a Piſtoll . The next day, the v.ife of one that made 
ſword blades, thinking to ger a great booty, flue a Mar- 
chantin her houſe: and preſently after;her ſeruant killed 
herſelfe with 2 Knife. A day aiter, a Butcher was flaine 
inaquarrell: and two villages were quite burnt, The 
15. day of the ſame moneth,the Keeper of S. Katherins 
forreſt was found dead , being ſhotte through with an 
Harguebuſe, The 17. a Goid-fmiths man falling into 
diſpaire, drowned himſeife. The night following many 
were wounded tothe death in the ſtreete. I had forgotto 
note , thar the ſame eleuenth day of Ianuary , when the 
Heauens did open about Aasbourg,there happened ſuch 
ackangeinthe aire about A4zckhuſe in Bauieye, and fo 
greata light appeared in thenight, as it cid obſcure the 
light of Candles in their ſhops and houles(o as forthree 
houres ſpace,thoſe which would worke, had noneed of 
any other l1ght thenthat of Heauen, Some moneths af- 
ter,the Heauens began to open in another part of Swas- 
ke, out of the which there proceeded f{uch aboundance 
F 3 of 
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of fire, as many were ſtriken dombe with feare : there 
were ſome villages and ſmall Townes burnt and quite 
ruined, They did alſo ſec in the ayre certaine reſem- 
blances of Camels,the which deuoured armed men, 

In divers dayes and moneths ofthe ſame yeare 1556. 
were obſerued other appatitions: as in February inthe 
County of Bats , there were ſcene in the ayre armies 
of toote and horſe, the which did incounter together 
furioutly . In September , ouer a little Towne in the 
Marquiſate of Branatbonrg, called Cuſterin, about nine 
of the clocke at night, they did ſee infinite flames of 


fire comming our of theayre, and in the middeſttwo 


great burning Cheurons. Inrthe ende there was a voice 
heard crying, Miſerie, Miſerie unto the Church , Wee 
haue ſayd betorethat inthe yeare 15 36.there had beene 
ſeenc in the aye in Spaine a Combate of two young 
men, Vyv1irGanGSTRANCH of Nuremberg writes, 
that in the yeare 1556. ouera Towne in Hurgarte, the 
which he ca!les Babatcha,there was ſeene the 6.0f Oo» 
ber,a lictle before Sunne riftng, the reſemblance of rwo 
naked boyes fighting inthe ayre,with Cymiters intheir 
hands,and Targets vpontheir armes , Hee which carry- 
eda {pred Eagle vpon his ſhield, did charge the other 
which carryed a Creſſant (o furiouſly , as it ſeemed the 
body being wounded in many places , did fall from the 
Heauen to the Earth, 

At the ſame time, and inthe ſame place , was ſeenc 4 
Raine-bow with his accuſtomed colours,and ar the end 
thereof two Sunnes. Not farre frcm Ausboxrg, there 
was ſecncin the ayrea Combate bctwixt a Beare and 
a Lion , in December the ſame yearc: And at !/tter. 
berg in Saxony the 6, of the ſame monerh,threeSunnes, 


and 
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anda crooked clowd,marked with blew and red,ſtretcht 
forth like vnto a bowe, the S:nne thewing pale and ſad, 
betwixt the Paralies or ſeeming Sunnes: foure mo- 
neths beforethree Sunnes had beene ſecne betwixt Eufe 
choin and Baſil, 

Touchingthe ſ1gnifications of all theſe apparitions, I 
will not meddle with them . Since that yeare,many are 
obſerued in diuerſe climates of the world, eſpecially in 
Europe , other wonders 1n the ayre , euen vnto this pre- 
ſent age * whereof wee may wake mention in other 
Bookes. Atthis time we doe onely repreſent that which 
Coxrapys LicosraEeNnss hath collefted. I o8, 
Fincsr, Marc Fxyrs cn, and many others, in his 
great volume, De Prodigys et Offentts . As for Comets, 
ſhowers of bloud ,prodigious hayle, and other won- 
ders of Heaucen, we will ſpeake of them in their proper 


places. 
Of ſome that hane loit all appetite of drinking 


and eating, 


E haue ſeene inſomiediſcaſes, thepa- 
tients haue loſt all appetite of eating 
and dri;king,in ſuch ſon as they tooke 
| ina manner no ſuſtenance. Of this 
£&| number was a Nunn? in the couent of 

| Saint Barbe at Delfr, who being falne 

ſick of the Iaundite,inthe yeare 1562 

continued inher bed fix weckes together,Without eating 
or drinking. All this time ſhee receiued no nouriſh- 
ment, but ſome Kernells of Lymons,the which ſhe held 
in her mouth, and did ſome-times ſuck. The Father 
of this Couecnt led me thether, not ro miniſter Phiſicke 
F 4 vnta 
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72 
ynto her, but to ſee her as a miracle,by reaſ>n ofher long 
abſtinence : but rhe next day ater I had viſtced her, ſhe 
dycd: That which I will addeis more worthy of admi- 
ration. [n the ſam2 T owne of Delft, being accompanied 
by a Surgian, [ did viſita certaine {icke maide, of ſeauen 
& twenty yeares old & a halte,it was in May 155 6.atter 
the age of {ixtecneyeares , ſhc had never come our of 
her bed, hauing caten euery day {ince chattime burta lit- 
tlemoicell ot dried Cheeſe(as herkeeper had proteſted) 
neither was it poſſible to make her ſwallow any liquor, 
and yet ſhe piſt ſufficiently: ſhe went notto rhe ſtoole but 
oncein cight dayes. More-ouer ſhe was borne blind,ſhe 
fell to be tull of the droplicat the age of twenty yeares, 
bur this water vaniſhed away,and then ſhee had a ſound 
in her belly like thenoiſe of liue Frogges,in great abon- 
dance, accompanied with a ſtrangerifing and falling of 
her bellie,ſo as do I what I could,laying my hand vpon 
her belly,it was heaued vp. This monion did increale at 
the full Moone with great paines , as alſo at the flowing 
of the Sea: but at the wane of the Moone, and the cb- 
bing of the Sca, ſhee found ſome eaſe, This motion 
continued with her ſeauen yeares : and euery tenth 
wecke ſhee had her Termes , as her keeper did confeſle 
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Strange Appetites. 


v Here is no man almoſt liuing, which knew- 

eth not ſome particular Fitories of the 
\ extraordinary appetites of certaine wo- 
So men Withchild, for the which the learned 
5” Plufttions giue a reaſon . We will report 
ſome 
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ſome Examples to incite the reader,entring into the co- 
fideration of them and others that he ſhall call ro minde, 
to honor G op in fo many wonders, without naming in 
particular the diuers ſorts of theſe Appetites, which are 
as variable as the countenances,& conditions of women 
that be with child. I haue ſeene one who longing to bite a 
yong man by the nape ofthe necke, and torthat ſhe had 
torborne a little to ſatiſhi> her furious deſire, ſhe beg to 
tecle gripings and exteamepainein her belly . She ther- 
fore ikea deſperatewoman leapes vpon this yong man, 
gets hold of the nape of his necke, and bites him ſo ſore, 
as hethoughtto hauedied of it, Z.Viues,in kis Comment 
won the 7. Chap. de Cituit dei, Chap. 25. 

My Mother bearing mee in her wombe-an Appetit 
tooke her to cate Creueſes . She ſent ſodenly to ſecke 
ſome,and being impatient to haue them waſht:and made 
cleane,ſhe began to cate them rawe and aliue, vntil that 
ſhe had ſatiſfied her deſire . Trincavelle. lib. Chaps. 
Of the meanes to ture diſeaſes in mans body . A Wo- 
man of Nyſzes , beeing wich Child,and fecing a young 
man, a Fuller of cloth barelegged, ſheecame fo neere 
him,as with her teeth ſhe laies hold of one of his Legges 
and carries away a peece of it. He was content thee 
ſhould viſe him twiſe in this ſort, but ſeeking to returne 
the third time, heerefuſed her and Went his way . This 
poore woman a while after was brought in bedde of 
three children whereof: two were aliue and luſty , and 
the third dead. An other woman with Child longing 
for a Bakers ſhoulder , which carried her bread vntorhe 
Ouen,ſhereieced all other meate and drempronely of 
that . Her huſband dcfiring to content her, wrought fo 


with the Baker, as for a certaine ſome of money, he v. as 
CONtent 
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content his Wife ſhould taſt of that ſhoulder ſhee had 
ſo much defired . Hee had endured her teetiz twiſe 
but ſhe had bitten him of ſore, as he would not eadure 
a third charge . The woman Longing ſtill , fell in 
Labour of three Sonnes , two aliue and the third 
dead, 

In a village not farrefrom Andernae a Towne ſeated 
vponthe ine belonging to the Biſhop of Colley», a 
Country woman being with Child and diſtaſted, did 
long to cate of her hut bands fleſh. Her defire was fo fu- 
rious,as ſhe killed him, cate halfe his body,and pouldred 
vp the reſt: ſoone after the rage of her appetite being 
gon ,ſheconfeſſed the fa willingly vnto her huſ bands 
riends , that ſought for him . At Zymbonrg in Sileſua, the 
Towne where I was borne,a man coming out ofa Bathe 
bare Legged, with his pantofles , hee was followed by a 
woman with Child , who defirous to taſt of ſuch meare, 
gets hold of one of his thighes and with hereceth pulled 
ofa'peece of his heele, the man crying outmurther , yet 
would the not leaue her hold vntill ſhe had done. I can- 
not paſſe ouer with ſilence what happenedtoa Noblc- 
mans Concubine, who diuers mornings did eate whole 
handfullsof flixe or towe,being redie to ſpinne, Beeing 
falne ficke through chis diſordred appetite , an olde wo- 
man brought me her water; hauing vnderſtood that ſhe 
was diſtaſtcd , and being demanded of theolde woman 
what I thought of the Vrine,I anſwered hertbar the gen- 
tlewoman did winde more flaxe with her mouth then 
with her ſpindle . The olde woman thinking that the in- 
ſpeQion of the Vrine made me to diuine this, gaue it out 

that I was an excellent diuiner,the which purchafed mee 
ſuchcredit, as afterwards euery man regarded me with 
admiration, Evs 
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Evz S1sY LLEzmy Wife, hada ſiſtercalled Gn » x- 
vIEFVE, ſometimes marricd to PErzRleFtEvatof 
Heidelberg, who being with Child mtheyeare 1562.and 
very bigge , went tothe Bouchery to buy ſome peece of 
fleth. Hauing attended long and nor ableto ſtay any lon 
ger, ſne ſnatcht vp a peeceof flz(h, intreatizgthe But- 
cher to wey it. This rude vnciuill fellow pulls it out of 
her hand , weyes it, and giues it to an other woman that 
was by : where-with ſhe was ſo mooued, as her noſe be- 
gan preſently to bleed . The which ſhe wiping abonethe 
vpper lip,the Child where-with ſhe went, recewed ſuch 
an impreilton, as after ſome weekes , hertime being cx- 

ired, ſhe was deliuered of a Son, who had only thene- 
therlip,and ſo liued chus deformed a whole yeare, &then 
died of theplague,N.1lamz sFv rr rin hisObſernations 
of Phyſ«k.1 haue knowne women with Child which haue 
denoured quicke Eeles , not leauing any part . In Delft? 
there was one which did eate a whole ſheepes { kin with 
the woole . An other inthe Towne of Alcwar, did ſwal- 
lowe downe whole ladles full of Tarre,where-with mar- 
riners vſe to calke their ſhips; as if it had bn ſauory pot- 
tage, Such furious longings do not only torment women 
with child,but enen men: & childrev.M a « x daughterto 
Perer SassorT , being with Clild did eate great aboun- 
dance of chalke . We may produce diuers examples of 
women who during their being with Clvld , inſteede of 
bread & good meate, hauie cate nothing bur earth,aſhes 
and coales of the harth,plaſter pulled out of the walles, 
lalt-peter in ſellers , Snailes, Frogges, Pcares , Apples, 
and Plummes not halfe ripe , and when their defire hath 
not beene fully ſatiſfied , their Children haue ſuftred for 


it. And as for fignes and markes,ſcarſe ſhall you finde ten 
among 
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among a hundred, that haue not ſome token ofthis vio- 
lent paſſion of thetr Mothers. 

Some-times,ifin theſe appetits in women with Child 
do not ſodenly get what they long for, they fee!e of ir 
long time after they are delivered. Ina village calld 
Schuneden, in the Biſhoprike of Fulde , there was a wo- 
man with Childe , whopaſling by the way met witha 
fiiher-man, whom ſhe intreated to ſell her all che fiſh he 
had taken , but this rude fiiher-man refuſed her , not ca- 
ring for her carneſt requeſt , Being returnedvery ſad ro 
her houſe ſhe beganto weepe bitterly , for that ſhee had 
beene ſo fruſtrated of her deſire, There-vpon ſhee fell 
ſodenly ro haue an extreame defireto drinke water: but 
themore ſhe dronke, the more her delire encreaſed : fo 
as in one day ſhe did drinke aboue thirty pound watght 
of water , the which ſhe voided preſently by Vrine . She 
continued f{ixe monethes atrer her deltuery to drinke 
daylic, without interruption foureteene pounds of water: 
Inthe end ſhe cameto aſke aduice of me, and to (eeke 
ſome remedy for this paſſion, being accompanied by 0- 
ther women her kin{tolkes and frieads , who with othes 
did confirme this extraordynarie drinking to be true, 
and that during her lying in ,ſhe did drinkeeuery daie 
twenty pounds waight of water . The wite of Fx ar 
c1SCO BARBARIN a magnifico of Venice , during the 
time of her being with Child, dideate at diuers times,a- 
bout 20. pounds waight of Pepper and not nfiſcarcicd, 
After her deliuery ſhe had a menſtruos fluxe the which 
was cholerike and thinne, the which cauſed an vicer in 
the Matrix, whereot ſhe died M, N. of Florence. Cha.zo. 
of the 4. treaty , ſermon. 5. Ihaue ſeenc a woman which 


hath continued with this extraordinary and diſordred 
appetite, 
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appetite, a yeare after her deliuery, the which made her 
pale, flzgmatike and very leane. Her Child,did not live 
long. Gs s NE Rin the Hiſtory of birds , ſpeaking of the Pie,

The 
ſame man art one time did cate fourec 
ſcore rawe Leckes . To ſuch men the bellic is a ſacke, 
and they beeof the nature-of Diue-doppers . Wee 
haue Sl at Ferrara , who did ſwollowe and dil- 
geſt peeces of Leather, pot-ſhards and broken glafles, 
in ſuch ſort as cuerie man called him the Oftrige,the 
which doth diſgeſtiron, as we haue made proofe of one 
that was in Antwerp . Iremember that in my youth 
- I had ſcene a Germaine Captaine in the French Ar- 
mie who did ſwallowe his wine withour anie mo- 
tion of the throate. We haue ſeene manie Commedicus 
and ſuch like in our time, ſwallowe wine and meate, as 
if it were caſt into a ſacke. Others which did caſt 
vp as ſpecdely as out of a ſacke whatſocuer they 
had caten , withour any ſtrayning, I haue knowne 
fome men , that for a peece of money would ſwallowe 
many flint ſtones , 'and then voide them out with the 
EXCrements, 
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excrements. AzRxanan De porte Leon,gn his Dialogues 


of goll. 
Some fewe yeares paſt a young begging boye,, went 


vp and downeB a s1 1,getting ſomethingto liue by after 
2 miſerable manner : for two deniers hee would ſwal- 
lowe many ſtones and whole nuts, where-with he ſo fil- 
led his bellie , as touching it you mighthearethem rat- 
tle, asif they wereinafſacke. Thencaſtingthem all vp 
at his mouth , and waſhing them, hee would ſwallowe 
them againe, or others ,as it ſhould pleaſe them that 
gaue lum any Almes, After ſome monethes I found 
him at Fribourg , where he vied the ſame trade, But 1 
could not learne fince what became of him. In our 
time a Spaniard did fallowe in a ſhort ſpace foure 
goodly great Pearles, with a Croſſe of Gold , gamiſhed 
with fize pretious ſtones , and the ſtring whercat 
they did hang ; all which did belong to a Curtiſaneof 
Venice.. Hauing ſollicited her tolie with her, ſhee mea- 
ning to ſell this valawtull plcaſure at a great rate, des 
mandes of him fiftic Crownes for a night . The Spa- 
niard agrees, and promiſeth to paic her before hand. 
Shee thinking to ouer reache him , intreated a Ye- 
netian gentleman (that entertained her ) to fit her with 
ſome of his VWiucs lewells , that ſhee might ſeemerhe 
more braue and pleaſing to the Caſtillian : who ſee- 
ing this preye , tells her out fiftie Crownes . Then 
hauing her in his power ail the night , finding her 
faſt a.ſleepe , hee tooke the Coller from her Breaſt, 
and ſwallowed vp the Pearles , Crofle and ſtringe - and 
inthe morning hee retyred himſelfe leauing the Cour- 
tylan to compownd after-wardes with the Yenets- 


an for her Pearles . A» Vz8Aavs in the fiſt _ 
' Is 
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his Anaiomy Chap. 3. It was tou!d me tiac a certaine 
nan had 1wallowed the broken potat of a k3ite,and then 
did voide it againe in his Seege. 

AMousjier de Ronan hadafoolecalicd Gy vx on,who 
dis ſv allowea rapiers pointe , about three fiagers long, 
and tweluedaics after caſt itout againe by the ſeege,the 
which was not without many ſt-ange Accidents : yet 
he eſcaped . Many Gemlemen of Brittainemade him 
todoir M. Awzros Pars. b.24, Chap. 16, He re- 
ports an ocher Hiſtory which I wt! adde vnto this; C a r- 
x 01, Surgion to the Marcſhall Danuille did aſſure me 
thatFrRanctsGviilleMer,a Surgion at Sommers, 
alittle Towne fours Leagies from Monpellier had cu- 
red a Sheperd, whom certaine theeues had madeto ſwa]- 
lowe a kaifc halfe a foore longe , the handle becing of 
horne as biggeas ones thombe, the which conemm=d 
the ſpace of fixe monerhes in his Bodie , complayniag 
—_ by reaſon of his paine, which made him drie and 
very leane. Intheende,an Impoſtume brake vnder his 
arme-pit,caſting forth aboundance of verie ſtinking , in- 
fectious marterc . By this I npoſt ime, in p:eſence of 
the Officers of Iuſtice, the knife was drawiie forth ,the 
which Mowunſier I ovrt rt atamous Paylition at Mopt- 
pellier kept in his Cabinet , as an admirable,m2morable 
and monſtrous thing. Tae which Tauts Gvitie- 
vEAvya ſworne Surgionat Paris, did aſſure one hee had 
ſeeneinthe Cabinet of the ſayed [Ov nt nr, 

Ve wiladde out of the fame Booke and Chapter two 
other Hiſtories of t1ings that were ſwalloyed downe 
vnwitttagly,no leſſe memorablethen the precedem:M, 
AxTwonir, Brxivexivs a Piyſition at Florence, 
Writesthat a certaine woman did fwallo'y a needle of, 
braſle 


- 
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braſſe, mo no paine forthe ſpace of a yeare. Aﬀer 
which time ſhce felt a great paine in herbelly , forthe 
which ſhe had the aduiſe of many Phiſitions,making no 
mention of the needle which ſhee had ſwallowed. No 
man bcingable to giue her any caſe, ſheeliued-in this 
ſort for the ſpace of ten yeares. I1the end this needle 
came out at a [little hoale necte vnto her nauill , and ſhe 
was ſoone cured of it, Theother Hiſtory is of a Schol- 
lernamed Cnanssl Lant,borneat Bowrges, and ſtu- 
dying at Paris inthe Colledge of Plitis, He ſwallowed 
the care of an herbe called Gramer, the which a while 
after came out whole at his fade, whereof he had like to 
haue dyed, and was cured by Fzxnz1itivsandH v- 
6 vs T,Docors of Philick, 

Wee haue by fic potions , ſometimes lenetiue and 
' ſometimes ſtrong, cured a ſervant of the Lady of ls 

V a1s, who had ſwallowed a Key. And a foole inthe 

Cittie of Towr5,when as Fencers plated beforetheKing, 
gathered vp a ſwords point, the which he ſodenly ſwal- 
lowed,bcing almoſt halfe a foote long, A certaineman 
(the reafon thereof is vnknowne ) hauing ſwallowed a 
ſtick of the length and bigneſle of ones middle finger, 
he kept it in his body for the ſpace of ayeare, inthe end 
being ina certaine placeamong. many others , he was 
troubled with a violent Collicke ,the which forced him 
toreturne vnto his houſe, where he voyded this ſticke by 
the ſiege. There was at { #rich a Preacher well knowne, 
who hauing one day volancardy {wallowed a quicke 
Eele, voyded it whole and aliue by the fiege. Gezner 
ſpeaking of Eeles lib.q.of hrs Hiſtorie of beaſts. 

In the Emperour C ax 1 zs the fifts Court , there 
was a gluttonous fellow , who with a draft of Beergs

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ſwallowed a great Herring whole. And in the Towne 
of Alcmar in Holland an other at one dratt,did ſwallow 
three Dollers of Siluer, in a Potte of Beere, and three 
dayes after voided them by the ſeege. The /ameP zur 
F oxt sT #ntheaboue named Booke and Chapter, 


The following Hiſtories report the dangers many haue beene 
in, that unwittingly or otherwiſe, haue ſwallowed 
things that haue ſluck in the throate, or els 
where by the which there haue followed 
diners troubleſome andpitti- 


day, as ſhe was {ipping of Vhey, this morcell fell vio 
tently into the ſtomacke , by meanes whereof ſhee 
recouered her health . A Mans Daughter of Delft, be- 
ingthreeand twenty yeares old , hauing caten a Cowes 
tripe greedily, bein 'S hard and gluie,ſome morcels ſtopt 
her throate', ſoas for three dayes ſpace ſhee could not 
poſſibly ſwallow any thing . I cauſed a ſtrong ſuppoli- 


taric to bee gluen her, and after that I had cauſed - 
neck 
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necke to bee anointed with Oyle of Lillies, and ſweet 
Almonds , and then bound it abour with a Cataplaſme 
fitte ſor the griefe, when as all that were about her at- 
rendednothing but death,ſhe was cured. Another maide 
cight and twentie yeares 01d, hauing in September 1n 
the yeare 1582. ſwallowed a peece of fleſh that was 
hard and finewic,was in the hike danger for the [pace 
of 24+ houres,and in the end eaſed, the peecefalling in- 
to her ſtomack. 

A certaine man hauing eaten a Peach , would alſo 
{wallow the ſtone,the which ſtuck in his throate, where 
hauing ſtayed alittle , the party drunke a great draft, 
which thruſt it into the ſtomacke , and paſſing from 
thence into the guttes,it ſtayed at the great gutte neere 
the fundement, ſo as forthree dayes together hee could 
not goeto the ftoole,in the end it paſt forth with the ex- 
crements With ſuch anoylſe, as if aPiſtoll had beene 
diſcharged. Bur after that time he was alwayes tormen- 
ted with the Emeroydes , by reaſon of the excoriation 
of that part , cauſed by the roughneſle of the ſtone. A 
young maide hauing eaten much of a ſheepes lights, 
and finding her ſtomack charged, had a deſire to caſt, 
but the morcell ſtayed inthe vpper part of her throate, 
ſo as they were forced to vie Yrons to getthis morcell 
which was ſwolne , and had ſtopt the paſſage, of the 
which ſhee had like to haue dyed. Aaiſter T.Hov iis, 
The like did happen to another , who-had cateiy the 
Lights of an Oxe , hee had continually a. Hickortte, 
and could not ſwallowe any thing. Shee was caſed 
withourt the application of Yrons, but by the meanes 
of Ventoſes and other meanes , in the end ſhee caſt 
vpthe morcell, which from the ſtomack was mounted 

G2 into 
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into her throate. The Scheliographes upon the 1. Buoke of 
M.I.Hovurn of inward dyeaſes. 

A yong boy of cight yeares of age, hauing ſwallowed 
one of his fathers Counters, which hee vſed to caſt his 
accoumpt withall, felt nothing tor the preſent of this 
exceſſe: onely hee began by little and littleto looſe his 
fleſh and to growe thinne. After a yeare, hevoided this 
Counter with the excrements, but ſo conſumed by the 
naturall heate,as euery man did wonder at it: Aneat, Port, 
cent. 2:CUY.6 9+ 

An honeſt mother of a familie at D#ſſeldrop, being 
about to drefle a young child in March 15 64. hauing 
two pinnes, the one great, the other leſſer in her mouth, 
it chanced that her child was in danger to fall into the 
fire . This feare made the mother forget her pinnes, the 
which ſhee did ſwallow vpon this apprehenſion, ha- 
uingno other care but to laue her littleone. The pinnes 
remained ſome houres in her throate with great paine, 
Being called to ſuccour her, I commanded they ſhould 
forbeare to giue her any meate or drinke , before I had 
tryed with anengin to draw out the pinnes.Being retur- 
—ned,I vnderſtood they had made her-drinke ſow broth, 
which did force the pins downewarda little aboue the 
orifice of the ſtomack:this cauſed a new pricking paine: 
to remedyit,l cauſed herto drinke a great draft of Beere 
with Butter, and ſome big peeces of Rie bread mingled 
with it, hoping that the waight of the bread with tie 
drinke would drive downe the pins into the ſtomacke, 
ſeeing it was nor poſhble to get them our aboue . The 
which tooke effect ſome few houres after:the next day | 
made her to bee fed with good brothes , and Buttered 


Beere,then to reſt on her right ſide, without any waight, 
vpon 
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ypon her belly , hauing Cuſhions vnder herarmes , and 
vnder herthighes,to giue more ſcope,for the pinnes to 
deſcendintothe guttes . Afternoone they tooke her vp, 
but I did forbid them that they ſhou!d not ſhake her in 
turning her from one fide tothe other,but without ben- 
ding her forward or backward, ſhe ſhould walke vp and 
downe caſily,that thepinnes might paſſe intothe guttes: 
the which they did,and then ſhe voided them , the grea- 
teſt was ſome-what bowed, Shee was exceeding ſicke 
vpon this accident, but ſoone after ſhee was cured: A 
Venetian maide lying with a Needle in her mouth, chat 
was foure fingers long, fell a ſleepe, and ſwallowed it: 
at the end of ten monerhs, hauing beene gricuouſlly tor- 
mented,ſhe voided it in her Vrine , but in a meruailous 
forme, for a ſtone of the bigneſle of a Hens Egge, was 
growne aboutthis necdle Alex. Benoiſt. lib.z, of his Ana- 
tomie,Chap.g. 

Acertaine Gentlewoman of the Ducheſlc of /uilleys 
Chamber, corfing her lelfe , and holding her pinnes in 
her mouth , was ſtruck behinde by a certaine Gentle- 
man,wherewith ſhe did ſtart , and wich feare ſwallow cd 
the ſaid pinnes,the which ſhe voyded with her Vrinetwo 
dayes after, without any harme . At Nieumeghen ,a 
certaine diſſolute man meaning at one of the teaſts of 
Eaſter to ſhew ſome ſportto others , offered to ſwallow 
a Hens Egge whole,but the Egge being roo big, it Rated 
in histhroate, and ſo toptthe paſlage , as this diſſolute 
man was preſently choakt . Inthe yeare 1588. an other 
diſſolute tellow in the Cittie of Rovan, ſayingthar there 
was no boane in a Cowes foote, lafde a wager that hee 
would ſwallow one at a morcell. They bring him one, he 


takes it and thruſts ic into his mouth © but hauing ir in his 
G 3 throate, 
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throate, there it ſtuck: Notwithſtanding a'lthe careand 


applications of Phiſicions, he continued inthis ſort nine 

dayes,and in the enddyed without ſpeaking , hauing his 

tace monſtrouſly {welied. Euery man wert to ſee him, 

ſeruing as a ſpectacle of Gods judgement , Hiſtories of 
our Hme, 

BexNnarpade Nolks 1 Mantuany Gentleman,ofthe 
age of three ſcore and ſeuenyeares, a ſpare man , but 
luſtieghauing in his mouth a peece of fleſh that was full 
of ſinewes,the which he had not chewed well, he ſwal- 
lowed 1t. This morcell ſticking to the orifice of the 
throate,did ſo ſtop rhe paſſage, as it was not poſſible for 
hun to {wallow any thing, no not cleere water. Hee 
could ſcarce breath, the{limie fleſh did ſtick ſo faſt, as 
the Surgions could not poſſibly draweic vp., nor thruſt 
it downe. After ſeuen dayes, being rotten and difſolued, 
ic fell into the ſtomack: ſo as the patient was freed from 
ſuffocation . Bur for all this hee eſcaped not ; for his 
throate being inflamed with paine, and the application 
of yrons, beſides his weakenefle growing through the 
want of nouriſhment by the ſpace of ſeauen dayes, had 
ſubdued all the forces and faculties of his life, ſo as the 


foureteenth day he dyed. Maxctr, Donwar. lib,2. of 


his Admirable Hiſtorits,Chap,8, Another learned. Phi- 
fition doth tuſtific , that hee had ſcene one, who being 
rormented with a pointed bone, which ſtucke in his 
CO » after two moneths it came forth through the 
skinne. | 

A Barber being to Tent a woman in the bottome of 
her mouth , hee vnaduiſedly let it {lippe , ſo as 'it went 
by her throate into her ſtomacke,which cauſed ſuch an 
mdiſpoſition in thepoore woman, as. being waſted and 


dryed 
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dryed vp, after ſhee had Janguithed many yeares, ſhee 
dyed, I remember that a young man of Harlem, who 
had ſwallowed Guernetzes aliue (they belittle Fiſhes of 
the Sea , which ſome call Squilles, or Primotheres) hee 
felr ſo great paincin his ſtomack, as inthe end he dyed 
of a conſumption . An other hauing ſwallowed three 
Gogions altue , was choaked with the third, and dyed. 
A certaine woman hauing vnaduiledly ſwallowed a nec- 
dle,could not be cured, but in deſpight of all remedies, 
hauing languiſhed tomerime, in the end ſhee dyed, all 
waſted and conſumed. CHaritzs Soprkrtn was 
ſome-times troubled with an ague , without any appa- 
rent cauſe, whereof inthe end he dyed,being 35.yeares 
old. Being opened , they found a ſteele Needle ſticking 
in his liuer, Baz an cx a Surgion drew it forth,all eaten 
and waſted with age, and thewed it me, Carnes be- 
ing but three yeares old, had ſwallowed it by chance.

Ozxxr of Saint Severin a very val- 
| ant Captaine in his time, making a 
YI voyage into Syria, and going towards 
1 FA LESS Mont Sima, (to accomplitha certaine 
* 8&3) vowe made by him , according to the 
2/ deuotion of-thoſe times ) hauing del- 
couered certaine troupes of horſe, 
Which cametowards him, he demanded of them which 
aid condu@ him from the Sultz, what people they were, 
VWhethey had anſwered him trembling, that they were 
Arrabians,the moſt digerous theeues inthe world, with

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outany ſhewe of amazement , but incorraging his cottt- 
panic hee ſaid vatothem,thatthey muſt vn/adethcir car- 
riages ,to the ende that thoſe which came might finde 
dinner readie as ſoone as they were arriued,, whereof 
they had great necde, conſidering that they had beene 
much tormented with heat and duſt, And whileſt his 
cople did what he had commanded, he went to meete 
them,and ſaluted them after a gratious manner, ( being 
by nature a goodly perſonage , both for his ſtatureand 
countenance ) making much of them and ſeemingto 
haue no diſtruſt of them , but with a ſmiling counte- 
nance he tould them by his truch-man , thatthey were 
wel-come . VVhich words beeing pleaſingtothelſe Ar- 
rabian thecues : they did willingly accept the offer which 
he made them,ſo as they dined cheerefully with him: and 
after they had receiued ſome ſmall preſents, they went 
their way, hauing forgotten alltheir barbarous cruelcie, 
and giuing him many thankes for his good cheere. In 
this report wee ſce of the one part an at of great Tudge- 
ment, hee falling ſodenly and vnawares into the hands of 
men without mercie : and on the other fide an a of 
great humanity of men which ſeemed to haue nothing 
humaine bur the face, and in crueltie receyuing the na- 
eureof Lions, Tigers and other ſauage Beaſtes . So as 
in my judgement the Poets would not haue giuen much 
leſle commendations to this Captaine , then they gauec 
co Oxyntyvs, for that with the {weete ſound f his 
harpe, hee had mollefied the hearts of cruel] and ſauage 
Beaſtes .

him a litrle aboue theright eare, with- 
outany ſhewe of contuſion or hurt, He did neyther 
ſer downe nor tooke any reſt for it :'but fiue or ſixc 
houres after he died of an Apoplexie, which this blowe 
didcauſe. A quarrell beeing berwixttwo young men, 
rhe one gaue the other a boxe vnder the eare , wherevp- 
on hee fell into an Apoplexie and died within fewe 
houres after . Hethat ſtrooke him was preſently put in 
priſon, and the Phyſitions were called for,to knowe their 
opinions vpon the caule of this yong mans death. Some 
did attribute it to the blowe ir ſelfe, ſaying that the mat- 
ter had beene mooued there-witk : others imputeditto 
repletion and ſuperfluity of humors, cauſed through ex- 
ceſle of eating and drinking : others to rhe humi- 
diry of the place, whereas death had before long llepr. 
This diuerſity of opinions ſtayed the Tudge from pro- 
nouncing of a definitiue ſentence.VWe haue alſo knowne 
a fuller of cloth, calledP = x xx , who flue ayoung man 
with his fiſt, hitting him on the tomacke A w T,B x x 1- 
vENIv$inthe 110.

 AxpDovinduFerRits, ayong youth of 13. yeares 
age was lightly hurt with a ſalloweſtaffe on the head, ve- 
ing caſt by chance our at a garret windoe .

— JS cowards the noſe, & paſt throgh berwixt 
thenape ofthe necke &the care with ſuchviolEce,as the 
head with a peece ofthe Lance was broken , and ſtucke 
in his head fo faſt, as they could by no meanes drawe it 
out, but with a Smithes pincers. Notwithſtanding all 
this great violence which was not without ſome fraRure 
of bones,finewes,Veines, Articres, & other parts,yet he 
was cured and [liued many yeares after, hee was after- 
wards {laine at the cege of Orleance,in the end of the firſt 
ciuill warres in our time in France . T he Hiſlorie of our 
Hme. 

Hz xy of LZorrarne his Sonne, in an incounter nere 
vato Dormans , inthe yeare15 75. hauing had the better 
and purſuing ſome that fled,recciued a ſhot with a piſtol! 
inthechecke ; ſome ſayd-irt was with a harguebuſe,with 
the which he fell downe halfe dead vpon theplace , yer 
he was cured, and afterwards ſlaine at Blozs inthe yeare 
1588. Hiſloryof Hzexxv the 3, The Seigneur 
of Saint /ean, One of the ſtabletoKing Hz wr 2.ata 
Taney before the houſe of Guifſe, recciued a blow with 
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the ſplinter ofa Lance within his viſer,of the length: and 
bignes of ones finger , vnderthe eye, which rannethree 
fizgers into his head. Fhad him in cure, being aſſiſted by 
many Learned Phylitions and Surgions, andatthough 
rhe wound through the violence of the blow, were very 
dangerous,yct he Was cured , with the help of G OD, 
M. Aus Pas E, lib. g. Chap. 9. 

A leruant of the Sergneur of Champagnes,a gentleman 
of 4740u, Was woundedinthe throate with a ſword, ſo as 
one of the ingular vaines was cut, with the Articr ofthe 

 winde-pipe by meanes whereof hee had agreat flux of 
bloud ,neither could hee ſpeake at al!, vntill his Wound 
were {owed vp and dreſt, Whileſt that che medicaments 
were liquiaghe drewe them through the ſticches, and put 
them outathis mouth . So as conſidering the greatneſſe 
of the wounde, and the nature of the parties that were 
wounded , eſpecially ofthe Artierof the winde-pipe and 
of the ingular vaine, the which arc ſpermatike , cold and 
drie, andthere hard to itoynetogither againe, beſides alſo 
that the Artieris fabie vnro motion , which is made 
in the ſwalloing , by reaſon of the inward filme , the 
which holds.to that of the aſophage ( which is the paſſage 
for cating and drinking ) the one obeying the other by a 
reciprocall .motion confideting allo the vie of the ſayd 
parties, Which is thatthe Artier ſerues for reſpiration,the 
which1s neceflary for the fymmetry and vital heat ofthe 
nart:& that the ingular veine 1s very neceflary for the nor- 
riſhment of the ſuperior patt . Morcouer hauingregard 
vnto the greati quantity of bloud which hee had loſt by 
his wounde ( the bloud being the Treaſure of nature, the 
preſeruer of naturall. heate and of the virall ſpirits ) and 
other accidents ;I didconclude that hee was but a dead 
man. 
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man:yetl canaſſure yourhar he eſcaped : the which I 
belecuc happened ratherthrough the grace of G OD, 
then by any helpe of man or medicaments, Af, Amb. 
Pare lib. 9.6.31. 

Beingat Thurin, in ſervice withthe deceaſed Lord of 
Montiean, | was called to dreflea fouldier called L' E- 
vsSQVs, borne at Paris, who being then vnder the 
command of Captaine Kenouart,had three great wounds 
given him with a ſword , whereof the one was on his 
right ſide vader his pappe , running into the emptineſle 
of his breſt, from whencethere had falne great aboun- 
dance of bloud vpon the Mydriffte , which ſtopt his 
reſpiration, neither could he ſpeake but with great diffi- 
cultic,hauing a very violent fcauer, and with a cough he 
caſt bloud at the mouth, ſaying, that he felt an extreame 
paine on that ſide that was hurt . The Surgion who had 
dreſthim firſt , ſtiecht vp his wound in ſuch ſort}, as no- 
thing could come forth, thenext day I was called to viſit 
the patient , where being come, ſeeing the Accidents, 
and death approching. I was of opinion to vnſowethe 
wound inthe Orifze, whereof I found congealed bloud, 
ſo as I cauſed the patient to be lift vp often by the legs, 
his head downward, leauing a part of his body vponthe 
bed,leaning with one hand vpon a ſtoole that was lower 
thenthe bed, Being planted thus , I cauſed himto ſhutt 
his mouth and his noſe , that his lights might ſwell , and 
the Mydrifte riſe,and the muſcles betwixtthe ribbes , & 
of the vpper part of the belly together , ſhould tetyre 
themſclucs,that the bloud fallen into the ſtomack,might 
be caſtout by the wound: and the berrer to effe& ir, 
thruſt my finger deepe into the wound , to difſolue this 
congeled bloud , fo as there came torth nere ſeaucn 0 
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eight ounces , alreadie ſtinking and corrupted. Then 1 
cauied him to be ſerin his bed , making inicQions into 
the wounde, with barley water , inthe which I had cau- 
ſed Melroſayuwm & ſugarcandic to be boyled,then I cau- 
ſed himto be turnedfrom onefidevntoanother, and a- 
gaine I made him to be lifted vp by the Legs as before, 
Thenthey might ſce come torth with the ſaid Inietion 
little gobbers of bloud. This donethe accidents decrea- 
ſed , and by little 8 little did ceaſe. The next day I made 
him , an other InieRion, to the which I added Cen- 
tory, worme-wocd and Aloes,toclenſeirthe better,but 
the patient hauing tould mee ſoone after , that hee felr a 
eat bitternes in his mouth & had deſire to caſt, I found 
that theſe bitter InieQions profiting one way , did hurt 
an other, ſo as I did not continue them, bur intreatingthe 
wound more wildly , the patient was cured beyond my 
hope. T he ſame Author, lib. 9. C hap. 32. 
M.PzTzxSoLitrrafamousPhyſition of Asrillac, 
being purſuedduring the firſt troubles by certaine horſ- 
men, which ſought his life , and oner-taken a quarter of 
aleague from Argentat in Limoſm, as heethought to ſaue 
him ſelfe with others , hee recetued many dangerous 
wounds and yet was myraculouſly cured : as it was vere- 
fied by ſuch as did viſit & drefſe his wounds, firſthe had 
a ſhot with a Harguebuſe, hitting him aboue the thigh 
boane and paſſingtothe other {1de, then he had an other 
ſhor vnderthe left arme foure fingers from the ſhoulder 
which carried away a peece: he had a piſtoll ſhot vpon 
the ſame ſhoulder ſloping downe-ward : and an other 
inthe face, taking him vnder the eye , and paſſing vnder 
his chappe:He had foure wounds witha ſword vponthe 


leftarme, from the elboe downe-ward,he was ſtabd wit!) 
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a dagger vnderthe left pappe,the which meeting with a 
rib paſtno farther: hee had an other ſhot witl'a piſtoll 
almoſtin the ſame place running betwixtthe ſkinne and 
the ribbes,& comming forth behind,and a great wound 
with a { word aboue the eyc,and an other vpon the head, 

Being thus wounded and left as it were for dead,theſe 
muxtherers hauing taken away his purſe and three gold 
rings,hauing cotinued about two houres vp the place, 
inthe cnd he did riſe :andas he laboredto creepe heeſ(- 
pied a ſoldiarcomingtowards him witha naked (word, 
of whom hauing demanded helpe in GO D Sname,it 
mooued the ſoldiar to do him no harme, but ſecing him 
in this eſtate , hee fled as if an enemy had beene behinde 
him . Herevpon, creeping forward a little,as well as hee 
could, hee meetes with a young Sonne of his owne bee- 
ing but cight yeares old , who flying alſo had ſtraycd in 
the fields, who ſupporting him of the one {ideas well as 
heecould , hee conducted him vato a village , where all 
the relecte that hee could get was that they did not 
make an endeto kill him, althoughthat hee were in this 
pittifull Eftate, and that this poore Infant with teares 
and lamentations,did offer them his clothes, and would 
haue ſtript himſelfe before them, tothe end they ſhould 
ſuccor his poore Father , Paſſing on farther,ſometimes 
ſtanding, ſometimes lying downe , GOD preſented vn- 
to him an other of his Sonnes , about ten yeares olde, 
and beeing ſupported by him on the other {ide , GOD 
gaue him ſtrength ynough to come vnto an other vil- 
lage, where with ſome difficulty he recouered two eggs 
with ſome hurds ,the which were applyed to his grea- 
teſt wounds : then giuing him a lictle wine , and ſetting 


him (as well as they could ) vpon a Mare, they con- 
duQted 
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dued him to an other village , where his Wife ( who 
remayned with a gentleman that was neighbour to thac 
place ) came preſently vnto him : and was affiſted by 
che ſingular and extraordinary grace of GOD ſo as 
hee recouered his life and helch. Hiſtory of France under 
Cnaxisstheg. " 

During the ſayd firſttroubles , among other battles 
that were giuen, that of Saint Gillesin Prowence is noted 
becing the 27. of September 1562. In the which 
certaine Sp4»ijſh Capraines with their companies , who 
ſtriving to make it good vpon the di-route,gotnothing 
but blowes , and werein a manner all cut in peeces and 
ſlainevpon the place « Thoſe which ſuruined laie ſtill 
and did counterfet themſclues dead . Ofthis number 
there were two Captaines, the onecalled Arpnons o, 
the other Manxzic, both were Caſlillians , Ar 
PH ON $O had ſcauen wounds with a Courtelas vpon the 
head , his caſke hauing beene beaten of and hee outr- 
thrown:foure of them had entred into his head,the other 
three had but cut the fleſh vnto the boane : on either 
arme hee had foure great cutts, cwo about one of his 
Elbowes and his wrift, beſides hee had fixe thruſtes 
kn his thighes. Hee and Man 1c with 260, others 
that were Wounded did faue thernſelues as they could 
and were carried to Arles a neere Towne , where 
they were dreſt. Manx1c, kad manie wounds in 
.the head, armes , breſt, ſides and face, contynuing two 
daies without ſpeech or pulce . In flying hee had 
caſt himſelfe into the Riuer .of Rohan , where hee 
had remayned in the Water vppe to thechyne, forthe: 
ſpace of 4. houres,ſometimes lifting vp his head, ſome- 
times playing the: Diue-dopper , vntill the night was 
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come, and the viQors being retyred, he ſwammeouer 
the river , Abouc ahundred others that were wonded 
did ſtrive to paſſe the riuer, defyring rather to hazard 
themſelucs in that ſort, then to fall intothe hands ofthe 
French who were iuſtly incenſedagainſtthem . But ma- 
ny of them) were drowned , their ſtrength fayling them 
in the mideſt of the waues, Thoſe which eſcaped halfe 
dead, died in a manner all inthe Hoſpitall at Aries. The 
wo aboue named Capraines, after they had endured 
newe deathes inthe hands of Surgions and Phyſitions, 
were after ſome weekes ſet on foote againe, but well 
marked in diuers places to ſerue fora remembrance and 
an exampleto their Countrymen, who notwithſtanding 
haue not well conſidered of it. Manx 1chadrecciued 
two thruſts with a Halbard betwixt the ribbes , but 
there came not much matter out of his wounds: but 
at the endeof three weekes hee voided aboundance of 
rotten filthe by his fondement , to the great amazement 
of the Phyſitions , for that from the breft vnto the guts 
there is no common paſſage, for any corrupt matterthat 
is in the ſayd breſt, Inthe ſame Battayle a foote-man 
had a ſhot with a Harguebuſe , the which peerſtthe leſt 
Temple, and came out onthe other {idea little vnder the 
right Temple, haning ſhattered his head in two : yethe 
was miraculouſly cured . He had becne dreſt at Niſmes, 
bur finding himſelfe nor well cured, he cameto mee,and 
I did ſuccor him wich my beſt ſkill , Yerhe contynued 
blinde and deafe of this wounde. Neither the braine 
nor the filme of it had not beene toucht, but the baullet 
hauing broken the head had paſt cloſe by it vnto the 
other ſide . Moreouer, by reaſonof thebloweand the 
contuſion , ſome little bloud diſperſingit ſelfe _ the 
newes 
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ſinnews of theſight and hearing, it cauſed anobſtruQi- 
on, whereof followed a blindneſſe and deafneſſe, An 
other borne at arſerlles, beirg Ancient to a company, 
had a Harquebuſe ſhior in the breſt,ſo as the Bullet came 
forth at his back,and yerhe was cured. 

Another of Arles, had his head halfe cut off with a 
Countelas, ſo as it had neede to be propt vp,'the blowe 
being giuen berwixt the firſtand ſecond Yertebre (a joint 
inthe body , wherethe ioynts ſo mecte , that they may 
rurne as ip the hucle-bone)ſodeepe and ſo large,as they 
might lay their handinit, yet hee was chred, and liued 
foure yeares aſter this wonderfull wound, Another cab 
ledCiavp s of Savoy, hauing his head almoſt cleftin 
two with a Courtelas, he neuer had feuer nor any other 
2ccident (the whichare vſuall in ſuch like wounds ) bue 
the broken bones being taken out according vnto Arte, 
in two moneths he was cured. Two others, the one ha- 
uing his thigh all brokenin peeces with a Faucon ſhott, 
(the bullet whereofwas drawne out of it,) and the other 
woundedin the Ancle, after they had ſuffered much, 
were cured, without cutting of thigh or leg, Fn. V a1- 
LER1O LASP the 4.Booke of his Phiſucall obſerwations, ſets 
downetheſe Hiftories at large , and the remedies that 
were applyed, and the meanes that were vicd tocure 
theſe hurt men,the which we deſcribenor, it belonging 
to learned Phiſitions and Surgions, who beſides the me- 
dicaments, haue reſpe& to many neceſſary circumſtan- 
ces , Which are to be conſidered of in ſuch accidents. 
In an incounter neere vnto Ciſtersn,a Gentleman called 
the Cadet of 2onſtier,was ſhot witha Harguebulc, be- 
twixtthe fift and fix rib : the Buller croſt his breſt, and 
came forth within two fingersof the back bone. There 
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were drawne forth with the[Builer; twelue ringles of a 
ſhirtof Mayle which this Gentleman did weare : ma- 
nie others ringles ofthe fame {1de,remained among the 
Muſcles , betwixt che ribbes and the backe , and ſome 
others driuen into the body came forth with the cor- 
ruption of the wound, wheicof hee was cured within a 
yeare, Burt hee had a difficultie in breathing,the which 
continued the remainder of his dayes, by reafon of this 
wound. A ſeruant belonging to the Seigneur of Meiawes 
a Gentleman of Arles, being ſhot inthe rightarme, in 
theſame incounter,betwixt the eibow and the ſhoulder, 
and i] handled by the Surgions that were in the Armie, 
he cameto Arles, hauing his Arme putrified and flink- 
ing ſo ſtrongly , as no man could endure him ,1t was all 
black,foft, and extream!y colde,the parient falling ſom- 
times into a ſwound , The Surgions being aſſembled 
with me, wee reſolued to cutoff his Arme ſpeedily, to 
lauerthereſt of the body . Hauing therefore with a Rai- 
ſor cut his Arme aboue the dead fleſh,they cutthe bone 
infunder with a Sawe,and ſtopt the Flux of bloud with 
Canters fitte for it: ſoas within one moneth the man 
was cured. VALLERIOLA 71 the ſame Obſeruation, 
At the ſame incounter,a Prouencall Souldier was ſhott 
intothe arme with a Musker,the which brake the bones 
and did ſoteareallthe reſt, as the Arme did not hold by 
thethicknefle of ones finger, from falling. All the Surgi- 
ons were of opinion tocut it off, except one called Mai- 
ſter Div1zk Txsre, amanvery expert in his Arte, 
wao 1n one moneth cured this Souldier, who had in a 
manner all the motions of this Arme thus tattered, 
whole and ſound . Another Souldiar ſtroken with an 
Harguebuſc ſhortc in the face, the Bullet entring atthe 

mouth,

mouth, and comming forth at the leſt fide, towards the 
lefr Temple, hauing broken the vpper Iawe-bone,yer he 
Was well cured. | 

A certaine Porter inthe Towne of Arles,falling to be 
a Souldiar inan incounter, he receiued athruſt three fin- 
gers vnder the Nauell, onthe left fide, giuen with ſuch 
force,as it pierced vntothe backe, berwixtthe third and 
forth ribbe neerevnto the bone : yer hee was cured by 
the aboue named Surgion. Vee haue (faith V au u z- 
R10LA) held theſe aboue-named cures worthy the re- 
pens that none ſhould deſpaire of difficult things , nor 

roo confident of thoſe which feemelight . For thar 
ſometimes wee ſee him dye , whome the Phyſitions a(- 
{ſured to ſee ſoone recouered, and him to eſcape, of 
whome they had loſt all hope . And that both Phyfi- 
tions ( and all others that ſhall read theſe Accidents ) 
may rememberthat wonders do fall out in ſuch wounds 
and cures , as in other workes of Nature, to the praiſe 
of Almighty GOD. . 

In the warre of Sauoy 1589.and following: a young 
Souldicr hada Hargucbuſe ſhotre in the fore-head, and 
the Buller remained in his head, Hee was hadin cure by 
an expert Surgion,ſo as within few monerhs hee retur- 
ded againe to Armes, And in a certaine Scallado, being 
falne from a high wall into a ditch , hee did ſo bruze his 
head, as hee dyed, The Buller which remained of the 
mar gyas wound , was found in the hinder part of his 

cad, without hurting of any part about it « Meme- 
ries of our time. 

An other in the ſame warre, hauing a Buller paſ- 
ſing betwixt the great gutte , the bladder , aud the 


ſtones , was not hurt in any part of them, but after hee 
H 2 had 
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had beene carefully dreſt and lookt vnto , hee was euer 
after well , and ſo continues at this daye. 1» the {ame 
Author. | | 
_ I have dreſt many which haue beene thruſt through 
the bodies with Rapiers, and (hott through with Piſtols, 
and haue beenecured.For example, I had the Clarke of 
the Kitchin to.che Ambaſſador of Pertugall in cure at 
Meluw,who had beene thruſtthrough the body, where- 
by the bowels were ſo-hurt, as in drefling him there 
came out at his wound a great quantitie of filthy mart- 
ter: and yet he was cuged, I was an other time called by 
a Gentleman of Pars,whoſe name was Gt 1. sleM a1- 
s TR, Seigneur of Belle Iambe, remaining in the ſtrecte 
of Saint Andrew des Ars , in the preſence of Moanſier 
B oTAL , ordinary Phiſition to the King and Q1eene, 
and RicnuarpHysBe rr his ordinary Surgion, 
and] amts Gviiiemeay the Kings ſworne Surgi- 
on at Paris,men well practiſedin Surgery , who had bin 
thruſt through the. body with a Rapier , ſo as for many 
dayes he voided bloud by the mouth, andby the ſiege in 
preat aboundance , which ſhewed that his bowels and 
inward parts were pcriſhed: yet in fifteene or twentie 
dayes hee Was cured . Maiſter Amzxoss Pars, 
kb.10.chap.4. 

A Shoomaker of Auignon, hauing beene ſore woun- 
dedinthe night vpon the head with a ſword, which had 
cutte him euento the firſt Mermbrana.or Filme, there 
followed many fearefull accidents , ſo as after his firſt 
dreſſing and letting bloud , hee fell into a ſoundingor 
ſwonding,and was ſeuen dayes without ſpeaking, yet in 
the end hee was cured, The ſame Anthoy in the 9g, ob- 

feruation of his 5. Booke. 
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Anrtaox1s my fathers ſeruant,a Fleming by nation, 
being ouer-laden with Vineat Shrouetide, and being 
mounted yp into one of the higheſt chambers of the 
houſe,he leaned at a window that was open,when being 
oppreſt with the tume of Wine, his head carried away 
his body , ſo as hce fell vponthe ſtones in the ſtreete, 
whereas his head was in a manner all beaten to peeces, 
and he held for dead : for he moued no member,had no 
feclingnor ſpecch but likea ſtock : and as it were giuing 
vp the ghoſt , hee continued ſeuen dayes together 1n his 


 bedinthateſtate: notwithſtanding three of the Phiſiri- 


ans atthattime in Montpellier,thatis, Gx1r on the cl- 
der, Txnaweiert andFavcon, accompanicd by P s- 
Txx Altzins, ANTON1Is Bargiliak, and Ni 
cHoLas le Blors Surgions,did warrant his life with 
the helpeof G O D. True it is,that he continued almoſt 
blinde andquite deafe of this fall, all the reſt of his life.

for he ſaith that a Germaiye being in a

2 chroate , the poore-man diſcouering a 

a flight of Crowes , ſayd . O Crowes, 
1 call you to witneſſes and revengers of my death . Hee 
was preſently murthered by thele theeues : who three 
dayes after being drinking in an Inne , behold a fl:ighe 


of Crowes come and fall vpon the top of rhe houſe, 
| |S Thea 
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Thenthe thecues began to laugh, and to ſay one vnto 
anutlier. Hoe, behold thoſe w hich will bee reuenged 
tor his death, whome wee diſpatchr the other day . The 
icraantvuderſtanding this ſpeech , diicouers1t vnto his 
Maiſter , who makes report vnto the Magiſtrate, and 
hee apprehends the theeues , vpon their varications 
and Uiuei ſe anſwers, hee doth fo preſſe chem, as they 
confelle the trueth, for the which they were executed. 
In the collection of Memorable ſpeeches made by this 
D3uine. 

Conran dclaRoss, Secretarie toMaxINIL1-. 
a Ny the firſt Emperour of that name, a valiant and wiſe 
Gentleiran , hauing croſt through a long Forreſt, and 
forced by reaſon of the approching night to lodge As 
hee could, ſicecntredinto an Tnne, where as the hoſte 
wasa Theeſe. Being in his Chamber , and reaſonably 
welt entertained , hee perceiued the ſeruant to weepe, 
and did [ecretly vnderſtand from her, in what danger 
heewas. She to:d him among other things that the 
Hoaſts cuſtome was to ring a little Bell , at which 
{ound many theeues centred into the lodging,and preſent- 
lic oneamong them entred intothe Chamber , whereas 
the paſſengers were lodged , who making a ſhew to 
ſnufte the Candle, ſhould put it out : then the thecues 
entred, and alling vpon the pallengers, flew them. 
C ox nA p bethinking himſelfe, cauſed aLanthorne to 
bee brought him by the ſeruant, and a Candle lightin 
it,the which he hid vader a bench, he!d }is wepons rea- 
dy and attended his enemics. He was {carſe ſet atthe 
Table, but a'peaſant enters , who counterfetting the 
rarler , puts out the Candle. But Conran cauſing 
the Lantherne with the light to bee preſently = 
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forth, and having his armes and his ſeruants ready, hee 
valiancly reſiſts theſe theeues , flue ſome, pur the reſtto 
flight, layes hold vpon his Hoſt, and deliuers him vnto 
the Magiſtrate, who cauſed him to bee executed. The 
ſame Author. Some yeares paſt, I did fee broken 
vpon' the wheele by the indgement and ſentence of 
the Bayliffe of Morges (vnder the gouernment of the 
Seigneutic of Berne) a young man, about the age of 
twenty yeares,who counterfetting himſelte dumbe, and 
asking almes of paſſengers, vnder colour of paſſing on 
his way with a lixtle Bell in his hand, which was as a 
watch-word to his companions ( the number of the 
ſtroakes making thein to diſcerne the number of the 
perſons and their qualities ) was found to haue beene art 
twoand twenty murthers, and with his owne hand,had 
cut inany mens throates. He dyed miſerably, roaring 
like a Bull when they brake his bones. The Emperour 
Cuarxrtes the fift becing in Gerymante , whereas af- 
fayres of warre kept him , hee was conſtrained to ſend 
one of the cheete of his Court into Spazre, to haue a 
care of affaires and difhculties that ſhould ariſe, This 
Ficeroy , ayoung Prince, much giuento hunting , Was 
oneday in the kingdomeof Granado, and being in pur- 
ſure of a wilde Beaſt, hee ſtrayed fo farre from his peo- 
le,as following his game through a great wood with- 
out reſpe of time or waye , hee found himſeite in a 
deſolate place and NI__ . By meanes whereof 
hee began to looke all about him , to ſee if hee could 
diſcouer ſome houſe or other place where hee mighr 
ſhrowde himſelfe, Therevpon he fees a little Cortage, 
and riding chether, hee intreates the Peaſant that dwelt 
there , to lodge him that night. 1he which the peaſant 
H 4 oranted, 
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granted, and recciued him into his Cottage , where at 
that time there were (xe perſonnes,that is, the Peaſant, 
his Wife,his Sunne of tweaty yeares of age, his Daugh- 
ecr in Lac, newely married , a ſeruant which kept his 
Cattell , a rough fellowe and of an ill ape, andthen a 
lictle Daughter . The Prince beeing lighted from his 
horſe recommends him vato this vallet , and then he en- 
ters unto the Peaſants houſe and drawes neere the fire, 
whileſt they make ready ſupper, not dreaming of any 
harme. Theſe people not knowing the Prince, nor he diſ- 
couering himſelte to any ; they ſeeing him ſo richly ap- 
pareled , and of a goodly preſencethey held him to bee 
ſome great rich-man , and thinking itnot ficto let go ſo 
fat a preye,, they beganneto deuiſe ſome meanes to kill 
him, and to get his ſpoyles . After ſupper they prepare 
him a bedde ina certaine Chamber , which had but a 
weake doore, caftero force. In going vp and downe, 
the Daughter in Lawe newly married ( who had an 
Inckling of this cruell plot) taking pittie of this young 
Prince, whomeſhee did ſec of ſo goodly a ſtature, and 
of an honourable port and carriage, called him aſide: 
hauing drawne him apart and intreated him tokeepe 
ſecret what ſhee ſhould tell him, ſhee diſcouers the en- 
rerpriſe breefely vnto him,whileſt the Father, Sonne and 
vallet were complotting againe a newe in the ſtable. 
ThePrince mooued atthis report , and inclyningto be- 
lecuce ſome-rthing was readie to diſcouer vhat hee was. 
Bur doubting preſently that it would but hazard his life, 
in commirting itto the fayth of ſuch barbarous people, 
which did ſo wickedly violate all the rights of huma- 
nitic and hoſpitality , to conſpire againſt any man, 
whome they did ſee info braue cquipage,well — 
an 
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and courteouſly receiued by them : hee choie rather 
( vnder G OD) totruſt vnto his owne valour ,thenvnto 
the worde of men that had no faith, and whoſe hearts 
were couered with diflimulation and bloud. Hee ſuffers 
himſelte then to bee conducted by the Peaſant intothis 
lictle chamber,and hauing ſhut the doore vnto him hee 
drewe agceat heauy Cheſtvnto it, to ſeruc as a Barrica- 24 
doc.and then hee held his rapier ready,and by him was a 
long piſtoll bended andprimde , watching andattending 
what would become of the report of the Daughterin 
Lawe:Preſently the Peaſant ( whothought he had beene 
a {leepe by reaſon of his trauell of hunting) came ſoftly 
to the doore, thinking to enter it without any d:fficultie. 
But being fruſtrate off his expeQation, he beganneto 1n- 
treate his gueſtto open him the doore, for that he would 
take a covering for a bed out of the Cofer, of thewhich 
hee had great neede. The Prince (whoſleptnot) an» 
ſwered . Retyre importunate man , 1 am nowe at yeſs, 
and will not open the doe at this time . Then thePea- 
fant beganne to cxclaime , crie out and ſay,that hee was 
vndone and that there was one would braue him in his 
owne houſe wherevpon heefalls to his armes,and threa- 
tens to breake all, yeato kill him that was in that little 
chamber ifhe did not preſently open,and yeeld vnto his 
mercy. The Peaſant & his man coming to breake downe 
the doore, the Sonne ſought to enter the Chamber by 
a windowe, and al] togither made a mamueilous attempt, 
The Prince ſeeing himſelf reduced to extremiry,diſchar- 
geth his piſtoll at the doore , peerceth it caltiy,and kills 
the Peaſant, then drawing backe the Cheſi, hee iſſues 
forth with his rapier in hand , diſpatcheth the Sonne, 


and runnes after the ſeruant , who ſaues himſelfe by 
flight 
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flight . But all was not yertdone, forthe cryes of the 
hoſteſle, and the extraordynarie noyſerthat ſhee made, 
did awake the other neighbour ſhepards,who camerun- 
ning With their Armes , enuironed the houſe , and cried 
out murther . The Prince ſtanding vpon his gard, had 
patience vntill ic was day , and feeing this troupe of mu- 
tiners to encreaſe,he beganne to let them a[then vnder- 
ſtand what hee was , threatning to cauſe them all to bee 
hanged,ifthcy did refuſe to affiſt him and ro condu& 
him . If they would not belecue him , they ſhould fetch 
the Magiſtate of the next place : and ifthey did not ac- 
ceptof that condition, their ruine and confuſton was at 
hand. Being mooucd with the ſpeech and preſence of 
a perſonage lo farre different from their condition, they 
beganne to growe ſome-what milde : yerin ſuch ſort as 
they lay hold of him,binde him , and areleading him to 
the Gouernor of a Towne, which was ſome leagues fro 
rhence . The Princes gardes arryuing in the meane time, 
ſeeing him in this equipage were readie to cur all chis 
troupe of Peaſants in peeces: but the Prince did expreſly 
forbid them , All the former being diſcouered and exa- 
mined, the Peaſants confederates were puniſhed accor- 
ding to their merits, the ſeruant was broken vpon the 
wheelc , tae theeues houſe burnt, andthe Daughter in 
Lawe was richely recompenced for her faich-tulladuer- 
tiſement. 

An Italian called Fxancis qv ino, hauing corinued 
ſome-time at Bolonza the tatte, one of the beſt Gentle. 
mens houſes of the Citae, and had beene held tor ſome 
honeſt gentleman, and of a good koule, confiderin g his 
ſtately carriage * Inthe end hee was diicouered to leade 
this life which tolloweth , vader collour of keeping the 
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ordynaric houſe for play at diceand cardes,and ſeeming 
alſo to bee verie deſirous to haue ſtillnewe Companie, 
andro ſhewe him ſelte ſtately, hee made himſelfe ro bee 
viired by them that were newely arriucd inthe Cittie. 
And as ſoone as they were entred, afterthat hee had per- 
formed the vſuall complements of the place,hee would 
fer him downe to plate with them , commanding in 
the meane time that they ſhould make readie dinner, 
ſupper orabanket , according tothe hower of the daie. 
Bur in ſtcede of preparingit . Francis qQvinohada 
theete or murtherer, who ſtood hidden behinde and pre- 
pared to beate him downe that drempt not of it, ks 
as FRAnc1sQyvINno ſhould giue him a figne , Hee 
continued this traine fo long, as they fay when they 
were taken and had confelled all, there were foundin 
Priuies foureteene or fifteene bodies of ſuchas had bin 
thus ſlaine,by Fx ancisQvinoandhismurtherer. In 
the end this was their puniſhment . After they had beene 
pincht wich hot burning pincers , their breſts were ope- 
ned, and their hearts ſodenly pulled our,the which were 
ſhewed vnto them. Conformitie of ancient merucills with 
Moderne. lib, 1. An other theete in our time called 
Vititvineve, of the Colity of Toxerre,had with him 
a ſeruant which ſerued him fora murtheret & al aquay. 
Althree weretaken inthe end and puniſhed at Pars, the 
Laquay was whipt , the murtherer burnt aliue andthe 


certaine Hermit lyuing in a mountaine of Suiſſerland, 
where for certaine yeares he had lived auſterly,and with 
reputation of holinefſe among them of the Countrie 
came one day to Lucerne, and lodged with a certaine Wi- 


dow,whom he approched nere vnto,cither to depriue 
her 


maiſter broken vpon the wheele . /» the ſamebooke, A 
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her of her honour,or totake her purſe : ſhee crying out, 
a ſeruant of hers came,whomthe Hermit flue preſently 
with a Dagger. The widow running ſpeedily out of the 
houſe,crycd out for helpe, A countryman comes in to 
ſuccour her,and is {laine as her ſeruant was : then a 
Bourges of the Towne,and aftcr him his ſeruant. Some 
others running thether,(but better aduiſed by the exam» 
ple of the former, ) ſurpriſed this theefe , who fallingto 
the ground , ſpake no other words, but Jctz hab tchs 
offder teaſchen : chat is co ſay : Now I haue paſt the 
me. 
TA Weauer borne at Baſi,giuen to ryot and gourman- 
diſc,andnot able by reaſon of his ſmall meanes to, con- 
tinue this wicked courſe of life, hee praQtiſeda notable 
villanie. Remaining in theterritories of Solevre, he reſol- 
uedto go viſit a Kinſman of his at Bzſil, called Awvzew 
A 6 t « a Binder of bookes,a very honeſtman,who had 
beene Tutor,and as it were a Father to this lewd young 
man called P a y 1, who determined to kill his Kinſman 
and Tutor, andto ſpoile his houſe. The 15. of Februa- 
rle 1563. he came carly-in the morning and knockt at 
his Kinſmans doore : the maide ( who knew him well, 
and ſuſpefted no harme ) opened him the doore., Hee 
enters into An pxzvvs Chamber,who was yet in bed, 
being an aged and a ſickly man.Afﬀter the manner ofthe 
country, A nD x « yv asked him courteouſly the cauſe of 
his voyage, and how his wife and children did . For an- 
{wer,this Theefe takes vp a Binders Hammer , and kils 


©. the goodoldman. The {eruant which had opened the 


doore, being an honeſt young maide , called Sans 
Faicx1ssallyedto Anxpas vv,and which goucrned 
his houſe, who the day before had beene promiſed in 

mariage, 
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Carriage, and made furetoIouxn Ho 2yin1anapro- 
feſſor in Philolophie at Baſidl. Shee running vp at the 
noyle, was beaten downe by the theefe withthe ſame 
hammers, and then he cut her throate with a knife which 
booke-binders doe commonly viſe . Thenhe opens the 
Chefts,& findes ſome goblers of filuer, with little coine 
the which he carries away . To hidethis horrible fa, 
he ſerts fier of the Stoxe , hoping that the houſe being fi- 
red,both theſe bodies ſhould be conſumed to aſhes. Bur 
the fier beeing ſoone quenched by the neighbors , they 
found theſe rwo bodies thus miſerably murthered, This 
wicked wretch was ſotormented with thereuenging fu- 
ries, and prickt with remorſe of Conſcience,as hee could 
not flie away that day, but was takenin avillagenere vn- 
to Baſd, and brought backe vntathe Cittie,, whereby 
reaſon of bis theft , murther and burning the houſe, hee 
was executed aliue by three pun:ſhments,by the wheele, 
the giber, and by fire, the laſt day of the ſame nfoneth. 
Tromas RoDoLPutof Schafouſe , oneof thoſe who 
vnder the name of ſtudents giuethenaſelues more liberty 
then they ought, hauing deſcouered that Town Scuvan 
FELDERand his VWitfe,(in whoſe houſe hee had former- 
ly frequented) were goneto Francfort, he went pretent- 
ly to Sprendehing anere village, whereas the aboue na- 
med remayned, and gives them ro vnderftard that they 
were returning and neere at hand , with good companie 


 withthem,and that hee was come before ro make readie 


dinner . Hetherefore ſent the ſeruartto fetch ſome'fiſh: 
and then hee beganne to intreate the Daughter of the 
houſe called A wuz 11s, ro drawe him ſome wine , Shee 
ſaying thar they muſtſtay for her Fathers comming hee 


growes into choller, and demands a knite to pill an aple, 
with 
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with this knife he kills a yong Child of foure yeares old, 

rand-chid to Ioan Scavanegives,and then AuwtLy,who 
would haue defended her Nephew. Hee then flies away, 
and the Pcaſants runneafter him;ouertake him, 8 bring 
him to the Caſtell of Ofenbach, where hee confeſleth the 
faq. But one night following, by.an extraordinary 
meanes, he vnchaines himſelfe , getts ot of a Dongeon, 
and enters cunningly into the Earles Chamber , beeing 
then abſcnt : there he remaines hidden two Quics, pickes 
a Cofer,and takes out a bag with fiue hundred florins of 
the Rhine, and caſtes it vpon the banke of the River of 
An , which runnes along that Caſtell, then hee ſlides 
downe by a windowe that was grated,with the helpe of 
the roape of a boate which hee found tied there: andfo 


flics to Francfort, where being deſcouered by the Coun- + 


trymen vntothe Magiſtrate , the two and twenty of Fe- 
bruary 1570. hee was pinche and broken vpon the 
wheele. 

Not long ſince there were two Engliſh men lodged to- 
gether,nereto Saint 4ſarceaux gate at Paris : whereof the 
onehad good ſtoore of Crownes anda great Chaine of 

1d,with ſome other rich TIewells which hee common- 
ly carried about him. His Companion intending to bee 
Maſter of theſe [ewells,drewe him out to walke towards 
Bots deVincennes,and beceingin the vygnes , hee fell vpon 
him,and cut the wind-pipe & the mouth of the ſtomack 
gluing him cenaine ſtabbes with his dagger , and thin- 

ingthat hee had {laine him, he left him in a manner na- 
ked. Hauing commitred this trecherous AQ , he retur- 
ned preſently to the Cittic . He that was wounded , ma- 
king ſheweto haue beene dead , riſes vp afterward , and 


creeps to peaſants houſe,who for pitty cauſed him > ” 
| reſt, 
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dreſt. He was carried to Pzris, where ſoone after one 
of his Companions ſent for me to haue him in cure:and 
I found that he had the Artereinthe wind pipe andthe 
mouth of the ſtomake (which is the paſſage tor meare & 
drinke ) quite cut . I did ſodenly ſticch vp the wound ta- 
king the Artere,and drawing the two extreinites as nerc 
as I could pofſibly one vato an other, bur not of the 
mouth of che ſtomacke , for that it was retired towardes 
the ſtomacke,then I applyed remedies vnto his wounde, 
with aſtringents and FA Ligatures.. As ſooneas cuer he 
was thus dreſt,he began to fpeake,and toname him thac 
had committedthis excefſe . The murtherer was taken 
ſoone after in rhe Suburbes of Saint Marceas, and was 
tound ſeized of tlie patients goods wherevpon hee was 
putin priſon, & the fa& verified after the patients death, 
the which was che fourth day after his wounding , The 
murtherer was broken ſoone after and Jaied vpon a 
wheele neere vnto Saint Catherine du Yaldes Eſcholiers. 
M. Ams.P ax. bb.g. Chap. 31. 

Tnthe firſt troubles a gencleman hauing ioyned with 
the troupes that did beſcege Mowlinsin Bowrbonois , was 
ſo ſurprized with ſickneſſe, as hee could hardly followe 
the Companie which diflodged ; and being lodgedar a 
Bakers,called I o#nM on,who ſeemed to be his friend 
and ſeruant, hee had ſuch a confidence in him,as hee had 
rather ſtaie behinde then goe anie farther , hauing 
made his hoſt acquainted with his monie , who pro» 
miſedto keepe itſafe for him ( contrarie tothe common 
courſe of ſuch men ) with an other younger Brother 
of his of thirteenevr fourereene yeares of age . But they 
wretch kept no promiſe with them , but contrariwiſe 
as ſoone as night was come , hee led thena our of the 


houſe. 
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houſe vnto the ditch , where hee did but haltfe kill chem 
ſo as they remayned there Languiſhing a wholedaie, 
and could neither liue nordic: Yet no man had compaſl:- 
fion of them: But G OD tooke reuenge a while after ; 
tor it happened ,that this murtherer beeingingard, a 
Companion of his ſhot him by chance through the 
_ arme, whereof hee languiſhed for three monethes,and 
then died madde . Hifterie of France under C uarLtss 
theninth. 

The Citty of Bourges hauing beene yeelded by the 
 Sejigniewr of 1uoy during the firſt troubles , thoſe which 

had held it before were forbidden to talke within the 
Cittie nor without, norto meete aboue two togither. 
Among thoſe which made a paſtime, vnder collour of 
this decree to murther ſuch as they merteralking toge- 
ther, there was onecalled Gar Gt r, Captaine ofthe 
Quarter of Bowurbonne,who made a pradtiſe of it . VVho 
falling ſoone after into a burning feuer,did runne vp and 
downethe ſtreete,blaſpheming the name of G O D,cal- 
ling vpon the Duuill, and ſaying vnto all, that if any one 
would go with him intohell, hee would pay his charges, 
and ſo hejdied madde,whereat his Companions didbut 
laugh. the ſame Hiſtory. 

Pzrzx Mar 1n, ariderinthe Kings ſtable,holding 
the poſtin a place called Liege, towards Poitow , a man 
without reproch,vpon a ſimple accuſation, without any 
other formeof proceſle, was condemned by a great No- 
bleman, during the furie of the firſttroubles robe drow- 
ned , This Nobleman commanded a faulconer of his 
preſently to execute the ſentence, vpon paine to bee 
drowned himfelfc if he did it not . The which was done, 


But GOD ſtayed notlong to take reuenge: for three 
| daxs 
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dayes after, this Faulconer and a Laquay , being fallen 


out for the ipoiles of this man, they ſlew one another. 
The which being reported vntothe Lord, ( a moſt vn- 
ſt Indge ) it forced him to haue ſome remorſe, and to 
ſay openly , that he would it had coſt him fue hundred 
Crownes, ſo as this poore Rider had not beene drow- 
ned. But it was a {mall eſteeme he made of an innocent 
mans life. 1n theſame Hiſtorie ib.7. 

Some troupes of Peaſants of Couleuys,Ceriſiers, and 
other places in Champagne, hauing committed many 
murthers and ſpoiles in diuers places, were defeated 
here ang therc,and didina manner all periſhof violent 
deaths, during the firſt troubles . I will note here two 
notable particularities concerning two ofrhoſetroupes. 
The one ſecking to ſet fire to a houſe, fell downe ſtarke 
dead, being caſually ſhotte with a Harguebuſe by one 
of his companions, The other dragging apoore man 
| and his wife to 2 po to haue them ſhotte , receiued 
c 


a ſhotte with a Harguebuze , which depriued him of 
his life, and his priſoners eſcaped by that meanes . 1n 
; the ſame Booke. It hath beene obſerued inthe laſt peace, 
t that of a thouſand murtherers which haue remained 
vnpuniſhed in regarde of man, there are not ten hich 
o haue not felt the reuenging hand of GOD, andhaue 


0 not made moſt wretched ends.

whom (being returned ) hee was ſo angry (becauſe hee 
had ſtayed longer then he would haue had him ) that he 
flung a great clod of carth at his head , wherewith the 
boy fell downe dead rothe ground . The Father ſeeing 
it,couered him with ſheaues, and in great diſpaire gotte 
him home to his houſe, where his wife was bathing her 
ſelfe,and giuing ſuck roalittle childe , whereof ſhe was 
newly deliuered : and went into his barne and hangd 
himſelfe . Which being reported to the poore woman, 
by one that by chance had beene in the Barne and ſeene 
him, with the feare ſhe was in,and haſt that ſhe made to 
runnethicher,ſhelet her childefall into the bath, where 
it was drowned. Preſently therevpon,the poore woman 
almoſt beſide her ſelſe with the wofull ſpeRacle which 
ſhe had (eene,finding ar her returne the infant drowned, 
entred likewiſe into ſuch diſpaire, that ſhe went back to 
the Barne,and there ſhutting the doore to her, hung her 
ſelfe by her husband. Wha ſtrange and horrib!c efles | 
of the choller of an ill aduiſed Father ? and how great | 
cauſe haue Fathers, Mothers , and Children, to recom- 
mend themſeclues humbly and inceſſantly ro G OD.

Conformitic of ancient meruailes with moderne, 

Inthe yeare 1578. a woman in the towne of Bochne, 
bathing her little child, heard a pretty bigge boy of hers 
cryc very pittifully without doores . VVherevpon ſhe b 
ranne out inall haſt , and found him wounded to the 
death with a knife that he had in his hand , whereon by 
miſchance he was fallen. The Mother excecding hea- 
ue, returned tothe little one in the Bathe,and foundit 
drowned... T herewith the husband came in, and being 
ina mighty rage at ſuch a {peQacle, fell on his wife and 
killed her with beating. Seeing thoſe three ſo meer 

dead, 
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dead,vrged by his conſcience , and with compaſſion of 
ſuch a ſight, hee ſonght about for a corde, wherewith 
hee ſtrangled himſelte. Andanvy Dvpiriys #n the 
Treatiſe of Comets, 

In the Marquiſate of Brandebowrg, a certaine Mo- 
ther tranſported with a wonderfull fury , killed her huf- 
bandand two of her Children, and then hauing tyed 

reat ſtones about their neckes , tooke them and caſ} 
them all three into the bottome of the River Odera. 
Maifler Anoxtvw Honpores in his Theater of 
Examples. 
he yeare 1536, in a village of Sileſia , named 
Kukendorff , another woman killed three of her Chil- 
dren, inthe abſence of her husband , and then killed her 
ſelfe. In the ſame Theater. 

The yeare 1540. in a Village by Awnebery , a cer- 
taine Countrey-man killed and flayed a Calfe , inthe 
preſence of ſome little Children heehad. And bein 
gone abroad not long after abour buſineſſe,and his wite 
forth of doores, the children which were left at home, 
with a little one lying inthe Cradle,went & committed 
an horrible Ade, They tooke a Knife , and cut the little 
ones throate: ſinging , Wee will kill the Calfe, But ſee 
ing the bloud, and the littleone dead , they began to' 
be affrayde, and went and hiddethem in the Furnace of 
the Stowe. The Mother ſuſpeCting nothing, came home, 
_ andbefore ſhe went into the Srone,kindled a great arme- 
full of Hempe ſhailes,and threw them intothe Furnace: 
then ſhee went into the Stove, and ſeeing her lictle one 
killed and lye bathing in his bloud , ſhee ranne our into 
the ſtreere,crying for helpe . The neighbours came to 


her,and asked her what ſheayled: ſhe carried them into

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the. Slonegand (hewedthem themurtner , As they were 
buſi. looking| an the childe , the mother asked tor the 
reſt. They were called and fought for vp and downe : at 
length with the noyſe which the laſt made giuing vp 
the Ghoſt, they were found ſmothered inthe Furnace. 
Our of the'nz'ghbours had heard them fing, Wee well 
kill the Calfe. Ton, Fince i. in the 2. Booke of the 

Mexuatles of his time. 
The twentith day of NouembHer 15 5 t. in a Vil. 
lage of Heſſe, named (Verdenhauſen , a woman ſtrangely 
deſperate,haiing ſhut all the doores of her houſe,tooke 
a ſharpe Axe,and ranafter her eidelt Sonne, being ſome 
cight yeares ot age. Hee percetuirg his Mothers bad 
quicde,ranne away into the Cellar, and hid himſelfe be- 
hinde a barrel] . She lighted a Candle, and fought him 
xp and.dowae 1n.cuety cornet of the Cellar . The Boyce 
Aecing hercome, held vp both his hands,and with teares 
be'ought her ro pardon him . But ſhee neither regard- 
ing his teares nor'prayers, cloue his head in two, and 
rhen cutte his armes in peeces .. That done, ſhee went 
out of the Cellar, and ranne afcer a Daughter ſhee had 
of flue yeares olde , whome ſhee cloue downe to the 
middle . Behinde the doore ſtood a pritty ladde of three 
yeares olde, waomethis furite caught by the hayre of 
the head, and dragged him intoa little yarde , where 
ſhe cut his throate. There lay an Infant of fixe moneths, 
cryiagin the Cradle, him thee drew from his reſt, and 
hurled him into the yarde, andatrhe laſt chopped oft 
his head, VVhich done, and no body letr , ſhee tabbed 
her-felfe with a Knife into the throare : where-with 
not-with-ſtanding ſhe died not preſently. Theneighbors 
that too late had heard the Children crye, after ns. 

a 
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had knocked a good while atthe doore, in the end brake 
ir open and finding that pitious ſpeQacle, ranne to the 
mother , who come to her {elfe, and remaining a pritty 
while after aliuc , declared all that had paſt, and with 
great acknowledgment of her ſinnes,and hope of Gops 
mercy, yeeldedvp the Ghoſt. I' oz. Finczr inthe 2. 
booke, Maiſler AnvrtEvy Honpoke in his Theater, 
Theyeare 1550. ina certaine village of the countric 
of Alſace, one ADamSTECKMAN a labouring man, 
that gotte his liuing by drefling of Vines, hauling re- 
ceiued wages of a maiſter of his that had ſer him on 
worke , went to the Tauerne and loſt his money at 
Cardes. Being exceedingly grieued, and thereypon ta- 
ken witha paine in his head , hee fell into deſperation. 
Eaſter come , his wife, conſtrained by neceſſity, tooke 
her eldeſt ſonne with her,& wentto worke inthe Vines : 
deſiring her husband to looke to the houſe & children cil 
ſhe came againe.Being alone he fell into ſuch thoughts, 
that ouercome with deſpaire by reaſon of his pouerty, 
he determined to make himſelte away « Viki 
tookean Hammer and ſought vp and downefor aplace 
where he might knock in a nayle to faſten a corde on, 
and hang himſelfe.Bur finding none to his mindea girle 
he had of ſeuen yeares old, came vnto him & asked him 
what he ſought : without anſwering her,he went intothe 
Stoue, where a little boy ſom-what yonger followed him 
and asked him for bread: bring me a knife, faid he, and I 
will giue thee ſome. Thegirle ranand fethim one: wher- 
with he cut both their throates,and another little ones in 
the cradle, The mother at her returne ſecingrhar pitious 
ſpeRacle,ſwouncd,and died with griefe. The murtherer 


was apprehended, & executed as he delerued, The ſame.

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Inthe ycare 1555.2 countryman hard by 4ldendorfin' 
Heſſe,asking his wife for his cinner, &(he otherwaies bu- 
ſicd, not making ſuch haſt as he would hauec had her, the 
wreich went & cut off one of the thighes of a little child 
he had lying inthe Cradle,and carried itto the Mother,

Theſame yeare,a woman great wich child, inthe Di- 
ocefle ot t1e County of /ſenberg,gently intreated herhuſ. 
band to inuite certaine women todinner, Who ſhe ment 
ro haue at herlabour . Hze ſurpriſed with ſtrange fury, 
ſpurned and kicked her with his feet,then ſtabbed her in 
diucrs places with his dagger, & killed her togither with 
her fruite. The ſame. Itis 40.ycares agoc,orthereabourt, 
that a certaine {aſian namedBarxTHOLMEvy, being 
ouerthrowne in a certaine ſure he had at ence , which 
concerned [iis whole eſtate, ſo much forgot the power 
and mercy of G o, thathee concluded with himſelfe, 
that his three daughters when they came toage, inſtecd: 
of being honorably maried,were of neceſſitie to be pro- 
fituted. Topreventthe which hefound no other meane 
(in his ſhop of whom he thentooke counſell, & that had 
put ſuch a conc]uſis in his head)then to cut their throats 
while they were yong- which he executed onenight,ha- 
uing to that end borrowed a Barbers Raſor, the cucning 
before. Thenext day, euery one ranneto ſee that pitious 
ſpeQacle , and found that one of his daughters had her 
hand almoſt halte cut off, vherewith ir1s to be preſumed 
ſhe had thought to haue reſiſted the fathers rage.

In the treatiſe of ther conformity of ancient meruailes with 
modeyne, A Switzer hauing taken his wite in adultery,8 
po her forthe time, a little while after bethought 
Imſelfe,and reuoking that pardon, killed her: alledging 
hecould not endure a woman that had plaied him ſuch a 
pn. Afterward, he diſpatched his children likewiie, 
aying,he would not haue children, that ſhould be called 

- the children of a whore. And itis ſaid,that when he had 
murthered his wite and children,he alſo murthered him- 
ſelfe, falling downe headlong from the top of a high 
Tower, hauing firſt written ina paper , which he pinned 
about him, the fat he had committed , and the reaſons 
which had induced him therevnto , and thatknowing he 
ſhould diefor the ſaid fat, hee choſe rather to execute 
himſelfe,thea to ſuffer a ſhamfull death. 1n the ſame trea- 
tiſe. A Millazois about the yeare 15 60.vnderſtanding in 
Francethat bis wife plaid falſe with [1im,and(as it1s to be 
ſuppoſed ) being thereof thorowly informed, tooke poſt 
horſe,and rode home to Milan: where alighting,he went 
not in , but ſent for his wife to the dore , who comming 
to him,and ſeeming to be very ioyfull of is returne, he 
ſhot her thorow with his Piſtoll, which clone,he ſuddenly 
mounted againe on his horſe, and ſaued him'elfe. [z the 
ſame treatiſe, Aboutthe ſame time,or a littleafter,a wo- 
man of Switzerlana hauing received another into her 
bed in ſteed of her husband,8& percciuing afrerward that 
the had beene deceiued,and that it was not her husband 
that had line with her , was ſo-ouercome with anger and 
griefe, that ſhe went and drowned her ſelfe. 1n tbe ſame. 
lovianPoxrtanys recounts, that an /taliar Lord 
hauing killed one whom he ſuſpeted with his wite, was 
ſo ſtraightly beſieged by his brother,rnat out of all hope 


to eſcape, he killed her firſt, & his children after,andthen 
I 4 threw 
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threw himſelfe downe headiong from the higheſt towre 
of his Caſtle. Wherevpon the brother of him that was 
killed, moſt cruelly murthered all ſuch as he could meer 
withall,and knew to be any way of kinne to that /taliar 
Lord. 1» the ſame Treatiſe. 

A yong, Spaniſh Maide,hauing abandoned her ſelfe to 
a Getleman,vpon promiſe of marriage , which he had 
made her , though the were but meanly deſcended, vn- 
derſtanding that he was married to another, conceiued 
ſuch hatred againſthim, that ſhe conſpired his death by 
all te meancs poſſible ſhe could deuiſe. And at laſt vſed 
this fame; ſhee perſwaded him by her flattering Jetrers 
tocome againe and ſee her, T he time appointed, ſheat- 
tended him, hauing made all things ready, with the ayde 
of an old woman confederat with her,for to intreate him 
as her wicked minde, prouoked with an extreame deftre 
of reuenge,counſelled her vnto. VWherfore the berter to 
accomp!iſh herdeſigne, although at firſt ſhe had recei- 
ucd him withteares & complaints,yet ſeeming at length 
to be ſatisfied with reaſons that healledged, and to bee 
ſom-what appeaſed , ſhe permitted him to vſethe ſame 
privitie with her as before, Wherevpon the Gentleman 
got him to bed,and ſhe with him, ſtaying but cill he was 
a {leepe for to execute her furious enterpriſe : which ſhe 
performed, 8& nor contented with many mortall wounds 

that ſhe had giuen him(for awaking art the nrſk, he found 
' himſeltcſopeſtered witha corde, whichthe old woman 
drew ouer him,that he was not ableto ſtirre either hand 
or toote ) ſhe vſed diuerſecrue!ties againſtthe dead bo- 
die, before the furie of her rage could: be extinguiſhed. 
Andforthis ſtrange murther ſhe was beheaded , hauing 
voluntarily accuſed her ſelſe, /n the ſame T reati/e,

of the age of 24. yeares , modeſt and vertuous , beeing 
brought in bed the 15. of Nouember r557.of a Daugh- 
ter baptiſed the next day,was not found in her bed. The 
ſeruant hearing the Childe crie, cameto the bed, thin- 
king to finde her Mifters, and to awake her. Being ama- 
zed at her abſence,ſhee runnes to her Maſter, who being 
wondettully perplexed ,takes the Childe in his armes, 
and feekes the Mother in cuery corner of the houlc. 
The ſireetes were couered with ſnowe, ſo as there was 
no ſhewe that ſhe had paſt out of the houſe .. Inthe end 
thehuſ band and the ſeruant with others , went into the 
ſeller,but they here ſometramplinginthe wel which was 
neere vntoit . The huſ band much perplexed calls to 
his neighbours , and tells them his miſery , wherevpon 
they heard one ina gardine which knocked atthe doore, 
and hauing opened tt , they ſee the poore woman almoſt 
dead with colde , complayning that ſhe had beene long 
inthe well , as her apparell did witneſſe , Being deman- 
ded howe ſhee came into this well beeing cloſſe, and 
which had bur a verie little entrance, ſhze could giue no 
reaſon , neither was there any one that could conceiue 
howe it came. Beeing afterwards very ficke for ſome 
dates ſhee beganne to recouer her helch,ſo as the 24. of 
December ſhee did rife , \wadled her Child and ſerher 
downetodinner . The maide going into the Celler to 
drawe beere , ſhe gocs to bed andfalls a ſleepe. The ſer- 
vant being returned findes hermiſtreſle aſleepe,and the 
Cradle emptie . Beingamazed ſhee runnes tothe well, 
comming vnto hec minde, and ſees the Infant yponthe 
water.the which was takenout by two of the Senators of 
the Towne,inthe preſenceof ConrapadelaP nrcn, 


Miniſter 
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Miſter of the Church , The Mother ſl-pt ſoundly. Af 
ter they had praiedat her beds feete, ſhecopened her 
eyes , and beganto ſay vnto the aſſiſtants,why haue you 
awaked me? I did enioye an vnſpeakablz content. I haue 
ſeene my the Sauicur,and I haue heard the Angells , fal- 
ling a {leepeagaine, after foure houres ſhe did awake,re- 
members her child and calls for it,and findingit not,ſhe 
afflicts androrments her ſelfe after a pittifull manner, A 
certaine man named Ioun Gvy , Sonhe to Ems Gvya 
Capperinthe tawe of Chaſtillon vpon Lion,had bin very 
difordred all his life , cauſed for the moſtpart by the in- 
dulgence of his parents. Ir happened one Sater day in 
September 1565. that the Sonne was debauched accor- 
ding to this cuſtome,and returned home very late, wher- 
atthe Father was much diſpleaſed , ſaying, that ſecing 
| hecontinued this wicked courſe, he ſhould be inthe end 

conſtrayned to chaſe him our of his companie . To 
whome the Sonne(bceing full of pride, ) anſwered pre- 
ſomptuoutly, that he was ready to depart,cuen preſEtly, 
ſo as they would give him his clothes : vpon this diſpute 
the Father weut to bed , beeing forced to threaten is 
Sonne,it he would not be ſilent . Inthe ende, ſeeing chat 
hee preuailed not!, and notable any longer to bearethe 
proude replies of his Sonne , heeri'c out of his beddein 
chollor to punniſh his vndutifullnefle: who ſeeing his 
Father approche in choller to beate him , hee ſfodenly 
layed his hand vpon his ſword, and rebelling againſt 
his Father , thruſt aim through the Bodie. wherevpon 
hee fell ſodenly to the ground, crying out with a loude 
voice that hee was dead . The neighbours amazed at 
this crie , came in preſently » and ſoone after theIuſtice: 
who found the olde man layed all along readie to giue 
\P 
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vpthe Ghoſt, dying preſently after . The bloudie ſword 


was alſo found by his Sonne , who warmed himſelfe, to 
whome the Father (mooued with compaſſion, and for- 
getting the crueltie hee had vſed againſthim, ) had of- 
tea faied , Sonne ſaue thy ſelfe. I pardon thee my 
death: the Mother had alſo giuen him the like councell 
to eſcape: hut G O Dby his powerdid ſo ſtaie him , as 
hee hadno powerto flie , Becing canied to priſon and 
examined, at the firſt hee couered his parricyde , ac- 
cuſing his Father that hee had ſlaine himſelfe. But his 
excuſes beeing tound friuolous, hee was condemned 
tro haue his right handcutoff, then to beepinched with 
hot pincers , and in the ende hanged by the feete vpon 
a =_ , and ſtrangled witha ſtone of ſixe ſcore pound 
w hich ſhould bee hanged at his necke . A wicked coun- 
terfet beeing priſoner with him , aduiſed him to ap- 
peale vnto Paris, But hauing freely confeſſedthe Par- 
ricide,hee reuoked his appeale and was executed . The 
Hiſt oxy of our times.

Two Bretheren gentlemen falling out at tables , the 
one of them gaue the other a wound with his knife , juſt 
on the ſeegeof the heart: the huit gentleman bleeding 
coping carried and layed on a bed: whereas all 
ſignes of death appeered. Beeing ſent for I applied that 
tothe heart which I thought fit ro ſtrengthen it, The pa- 
tient hauing beene as it were at deathes doore vntil mid- 
night, beganne to cometo himſelfe ; and hauing vſed all 
the meanes poſſible I could deuiſe for his preſeruation, 
at length I ſawe him cured ; whereby I knewe the heart 
had not beeneperiſhed , as atthe firſt Idoubted ,but the 
filmeor Capſulathereof ( calledPzx 1carpionby the 
Greekes ) was lightly tainted. Theſame Author Chap. 6. 

Ve haue ſeene Anruony ALlrGiar hurt, and ha- 
uing his Pericordian vntoucht. True it is that hee did 
ſigh very much and lowd . The. internall parts beeing 
hurt, bring death foure waics;cither through neceſlity of 
their function and office, as the Lunges : ct by reaſon of 
the excellency of theirnature, as the Hart : orthrough 
much loſle of bloud as the Liuer,the great arteries , and 
veines : or through the malignity of Sympromes and ac- 
cidents, as the neruieparts, the ventricle , and bladder, 
Although ſomeparts G incurable,yet are they not mor- 
tall of abſolute neceſſity: otherwiſe, death would enſue 
ypon the incurable hurts of boanes, griſtles, and lyga- 
ments. The Pericord;on then is not mornall of it ſelfe;but 
becauſe it is impoſſible to atraine it-, without offending 
many othernoble parts, Carpan inhisCommentaric 
on the Aphoriſmes of Hipocrates, booke.s. apb. 18.

ſitic of Rome, I found thatthis yong man had no Pexricay- 
dion: by meanes whereof in his life-time heeſwounded 
very often, and ſeemedas one dead : through which de- 
f.&t atlengthheedicd, Corvmryvs, booke 15, of lis 4- 
natomy. 
A certaine Theefe, being taken downe from the gal. 
lowes, where he had bene hanged;and not quite ſtran g- 
lcd, was carefully looked vnto and recouered . But like 
an vgratious wretch as he was, returning to his old trade 
againe , hee was apprehended and throughly hanged. 
\\' herevpon we would needes Anatomize him,and wee 
found chat his heart was all heary. Whichis likewiſe re- 
ported among the Grecians of Ariſtomenes, of Hermo- 
enesthe Rhetorician , of Leonyaas, of Lyſanaer, and 0. 
thers.namely of a dog that Att x Ax DeRtne great had. 
This haire denotes not onely prompritude of Courage, 
and peruerſe obſtinacy ; but many times valour contem- 
ning all danger. Bs niv.tEn1vs in Chap. 83. de Abditis 
cauſes. 'pon a certaine time making the Anatomy of 
a man at Ferrara , wee found his heart cleane couered 0+ 
uer with haire, and indeede he had beene all his l;fe time 
a deſpcrate rufhan , and anotable theete, Awmary s the 
Portingalejn Centur, 6 Cur. 65. | 
Being at Venice and preſent at the execution of a very 
notoricus theefe, the kangmanthat quartered his bodie, 
found his heart meruailous hairye. M. A. Murct booke, 
12. of his dywers readings, Chap. 10. Thaue ſce'tethe /ep- 
1a;that diſtinguſheth the ventrycles of the heart, to be 
a griſtle in ſome mens Bodies :1n others the left ventri- 
cle wanting,or fo little as it could hardly bee diſcerned. 
Columb. booke, 15. of his Anatomy. 1 found inewo mens 
bodies thar I opened, a boanc inthe rootes ofthe great 


Artery, 
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artery, and of the arteryall vaine, Conn, GzmMary 
the 2. booke of his Cyclognomia,pag 75.11 another I found 
a little boane berweenethe griſtly circles of the heart, & 
the cluefe artery and arteriall veine, like tothe boane 
- whichis commonly found in the heart of a ſtagge.Corn, 
Gemma in the 1. booke Chap. 6, of his Coſmocritf. 

Do@or Mz1ancuraon in his firſt bouke of the Soule, 
reſtifies of Castmix Marquiſe of Brawdebourg, a Prince 
greatly afflicted in his life time with ſundry griefes , and 
conſumed with long watchings , that beeing opened 
after his deceaſe , the humor encloſed in the fylme of 
the heart was found quite dried vp,and the heart ſo ſcor- 
ched that it was like a peare burnt in the fire. Tn. lozpan, 
in the 1. booke of ſignes of the plague, Chap.16. 

Not long fince a Romaine gentleman died , afterhee 
had Ianguiſhed alongtime. Being opened,no heart ap- 
peared,neither was x An8 any part of it butthe fylmelett: 
the vamealurable heate of his long ſickneſſc hauing who- 
ly conſumed it. Bern, IsLasrvs in the 28, Chap. of the 5. 
booke,of the nature of things. 

A young Prince,being ſickly, and very much troubled 
with a payne at the heart , aſſembled a great many Phly- 
fitions togither for toconſult of his diſſeaſe . Among o- 
thers there was a young praCtitioner, who declared how 
he had read in certainenotes , thatthe vſe of garlick cue- 
rie morning expells a kinde of worme that teedes vpon 
the heart. But boththe remedy and the young manthat 
propounded it were deſpiſed . Not long after this Prince 
dicd , and hits body was opened by the commandement 
of his Father,for to ſee the cauſe of his ſickneſle & death. 
Thediſſetion made, they found a white worme,hauing 
a ſharpe bill of horne like a pallers , gnawing the heart. 

The 
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The Phyſirions tookeit aliue and [aydit ona table,ina 
circle made of the iuyce of garlick. The worme began to 
writh and wriggle cuery way,ſtill eſchuing the iuyce that 
compaſſed it about . Finally fu a the ſtrength 
and ſauor of the garlick , itdied within the circle : to the 
aftoniſhment of thoſe that had deſpiſed fo eaſie a reme- 
dic, I. Heransrerr in his treatiſe of the plague. 

It is not long agoe that in the great Duke of Tuſcans 
Court, a certaine Florentine becing aſſiſtant atthe mer 
conceites of a pleaſant teſter, was ſuddainly ſeized with 
vnexpeRted death ; whereat the company and his friends 
being much abaſhed for their better ſatiſtaQion, after 
he was knowne to bee ſtarke dead. they had hum opened: 
and there was no cauſe diſcerned of ſuch a death but on- 
ly aliue worme , which the Anatomiſts found inthe cap- 


ſ»laor filme of the heart. P. Spyware & Phyſuion: in his 


Obſeruations. 

A certaine woman hauing voyded for the ſpace of 
many da'es together a thick and purulent vrine,at length 
died, and becing opened , was found interrefled inthe 
heart with certaine impoſtumes and two ſtones. I. 
Hov1ies , Comment t.08 the 6. booke ſet? 2, aphori/.4.of 
Hippocrar, and the Comment . on the 75o apk. of the 4- 
booke, The Emperour M ax11ttanthe ſecond had 
three little ſtones found in his heart of the bignes of a 
peaſe, but not of .equall quantity and weight . In his lite 
time hee was very much afflicted with apantingot the 
beart, I. VV1sx #n the 4. booke Chap. 16, of the impo - of 
euill ſpirits . Ja the heart of Tzxoms Scuerzenthat died at 
Parisin the yeare 1547.& was opened in the preſence of 
SyLvrvs, Hoviies & Fexxer, profeſſors in Phyſick,there 


was folid an hard, blackiſh ronid ſtone as big asa nutm ke 
an 
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and weyghing Certaine drammes, to the great wonder 
ofall men. A»#x M vn L Phyſition. 

In dwers mens hearts there are found Cornes or hard 
things , like vnto ſtoanes of the bignes of a nut : in others 
fat 11 the ventricles , or verie thicke Carnollities , ſome- 
times of ewo pounde weight: or other ſubſtance likethe 
marrowe of ſodden beefe, Alſotumors & :tmpoſtumes 
of the bignes of an hens cgge, which in ſome haue cau- 
ſed corruption of the membrane of the heart, in others 
waſting of the heart irſelte,in others matcory and long 
congealed vicers. The Hiſtory of them are deſcribed 
by the Doctors of Phyſick, Be xiventvs, Iacor, 
VeSALIvs,ERasrtvs,ColvmBvs, FeRNELILVS, 
Hovrizs,loves kr,and others in their obſeruations, 
Commentaries,and diſputations  Vhich it ſhall ſuthſe 
to haue touched in a worde. 

Touching thehurts of the heart, Fexxeavs in the fir 
booke of his Panthologia,Chap. 12. holds that ifthey bee 
notdeepe, and penetrated farre into the ventricles of the 
heart, the perſon hurt dies not preſently . To which ef- 
feaTounsS cnt ncx, of Grafenberg,DoGor of Piiſick 
at Fribourg recounts in the 2. booze of his PhyſCkall 05- 

ſeruations , Obſerue 209.that hee had heard a learned 
Phyſicion tell, how a certaine (choller ſtudying at Inpo!- 
ſtad, beaing ſtabbed with a poygnardinto the heart, the 
ewo ventricles wherof were found pearced through and 
through, ranne a good way bleeding , and liued a full 
houre after, ſpeaking and comending himſelfe to G O D. 

I proteſt I haue ſcene a gentleman at Thurin , which 
fought with another, that gaue him athruſt vnder theletc 
pappe penetrating euen intothe ſubſtance of the heart, 


and yet forall that he firuck diuers blowes at his enemy 
that 
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tat ranne away from him , purſuing him the length of 
two hundred pace, and then tell downe dead to the 
ground. After which I opened him, and found a wound 
inthe very ſubſtance of the heart, ſo bigge , that one 
might haue laid his fingerin it , and a great quantity of 
bloud falne vpon the Diaphragma. Amur, Pare in the

Of Comets. 
IN this Section I will briefly repreſent 
| the Comets ſcene in Exrope for theſe 


Y, logie,Licuosrents and others haue 

F obſerued vpon. this point. In the yeare 
1500.17 the monethof Aprill,a Comer appeared in the 
North, ynder the figne of Capricorne. The ſame yeare 
PrixceCnarLles was borne,afterwards Emperor,the 
5. of that name: and SoLY MAN Sultanof the Turkes, 
Soone after folowed the ſpoile,which the Tartares made 
in Polonia, the famine in Swabe ; a plague tnroughourall 
Germaniezthe taking of Neples by the French; A riſing of 
the peaſants in the Biſhoprike of Spire,againſt che Biſhop 
and the Canons : the taking of oden and ſome other 
places in Morea by the Turkes: Is Mat L Sophie expel- 
led out of the kingdome of Perſia by the Twrkes,whereot 
they ccazed. The ſecond yeareafter the plague, made a 
horrible ſpoile,almoſtthroughont all the whole world, 
the which had for fore-runners, figures of croſſes falling 
out of theayre vpon mens clothes. A warre followed in 
Bauariarwoyeares after this plague: aſterthe which ma- 


ny great men,both ſpiritual! & temporal died. The Em- 
| K peror 
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eror Max1MILIAN the. vanquiſhed the Gueldeys; 
and then the Hongariens, whom he reduced vnder his o- 
bedience. Inthe yeare 1506. a Comet appeared in Au- 
guſt rowards the North, couering the ſignes of Les and 
Virgo, hauing neere vntothe Chariot a thick and ſhining 
taile,ſtrerched our berwixt the wheeles of this Chariot, 
for which cauſe ſome Aſtronomers called it the Pea- 
cocks taile.InSeprember after,di:dP x11 1e the 1,king 
of Spaine, fatherroCuaries and FerDINAND Em- 
perors. The ſame yeare the Tarkes were defeated in bat- 
taile by the Perſians ,and onthe other (ide , they tooke 
Moeogenin Morea from the Chriſtians, and defeated their 
fleete. Then tollowed a ciuill warre betwixt Barazsr 
and his fonneSz 11m: and Francis Srorcs Duke 
of Milan , was takenin /taly by the French. As for that 
which happened in the following yeares, the Hiſtory of 
our time doth (hew 1t,as well in reſpeC& of warres,I[nun- 
dations, death of famous men, and merucilous alterati- 
ons in Ewrope,the cauſes whereof we will attribute to the 
iuſt iudgements of G O D, puniſhing the ſinnes of the 
world : we ſay only that Comets ſeeme ofrentimes to be 
fore-runners and Trumpets of the wonderfull iudge- 
ments of the Lord,as a French Poet ſpeaking ofa Comet 
ſceenc inthe yeare 1577. ſaid inthe 2. day of his weeke. 
O frantick, France ! why dooft not thou make w/e, 
Of the ſtrange ſignes whereby the Heauens induce 
T hee torepentance ? canit thou teare-leſſe gaze, 
Een night by mght on that prodigious blaze, 
That hairy Comet that lon ſtreaming Starre, 
Which threatens Earth,with Famine,Þlague,and Warre : 
(The Almighties Trident ,ard three forked fire, 
Wherewith he ftrikes vs in his greate#t ire? ) 
But let vs confiderthe other Comets, according to the 
- = 
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order ofthe yeares. In Nouember 152 3.there was ſcene 
a Comert,and ſoone after,the heauens teemed all on fire, 
caſting forthinfuuce flames of lightning vpon the earth, 
the which did tremble: afterwards there hapned ſtrange 
Inundations of water inthe realme of Naples, Soone af- 
ecr followed the taking & captiuity of Frans 1. King of 
France : Germanie Was troubled with horrible ſeditions. 
Lzvy1s King of Hungary was {laincin bartaile againſt 
the Twrkes, There were wondertull ſtirres throughout all 
Exrope, and Rome was taken and (poiled by the imperiall 
Armie.Inthe ſame ycare of the taking and ſack of Rome, 
which was 1527.there was feene another more tearefull 
Comet then rhe precedent: there followed after it rhe 
grcat ſpoiles which the Twrkes made in Hungary : a fa- 
mine 1n Swabe , Lombardie, and at Yenice; warre in wit- 
zerland: the ſiege of Vienne in Auſtria : the Sweat, in 
England:the ouer-flowing of the Sea in Hollandand Ze. 
land,where it drowned a great Country , and an Earth< 
quake in F#rtugall, which continued cight dayes. 
Intheyeare x5 31.from the 6.0f Auguſt vnto the 3. of 
September,there appeared a Comet , marching ſlowly 
by the ſignes of Cancer, Les,Yirgo,8&Lbragthe which was 
followed by many troubles &great changes inGermany, 
in Denies and elſe-where: and another Comet was 
ſeenc theyeare following greaterthenit . Soone aſter in 
the yeare15 33. appeared an other Comet inthe end of 
July. Hiſtorians write the wonderfull chavges which 
followed nt. Thoſe of the yeare 1538.1556.1558.andin 
_ thefollowing yearcs vnto this age,i/auc bin wonderfull, 
hauing Ecclipſes of the Sunne moſi commonly going 
beforethem. And as for that which hath happened ſince 
in Exrope, no man is ignorant thereof, if hee bee nor 
K 2, exceed- 
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_ exceeding ignorant. The moſt feartull of allche Comets 
"in ourtime, was that in the yeare 1 527, forthe {ight of ic 
ſtrooke ſuch a terror into many,as ſo:ne died, others fell 
ſick. It was ſeene of many thouſands of people,ſeeming 
very long and of a bloudy colour. Onthe top therof was 
ſcene tie repreſentation of a crooked arme holding a 
great ſword m his hand,as if he would ſtrike. At the point 
of this ſword werethree ſtarres . but that which touchrt 
the paint direQly, was more cleere and ſhining then the 
reſt. On cither ſide of the beames of this Comer were 
ſecne many barcle-axes,daggers,bloudy {words,among 
the which they did marke a great number of mens heads 
cut oft, hauiag their beards 8 haire horribly curled. And 
hauc wenot (eene for the ſpace of 35, yeares,throughout 
all Europe, the terrible effects vpon the earth of this pre- 
ſage in Heauen.But we may not forget the new ſtarrezas 
great as the day ſtarre, the which appeared among the 
fixed Starres ,necre vnto CaſKoperathe 9.of Nouember 
1572. having the forme of a Lozenge. Corwaitvs 
GzMMA and other learned Aſtronomers, which have 
written Bookes thereof, ſay that it continued ſtill in one 
place for the ſpace of three weekes, and they hold that ir 
reſembled the ſtarre the which appeared to the Wiſe- 
men comming to adore IxsvsCurisr in Bethlehem, 
preſently after his birth. It continued in the firmamenr 
g.moneths or there abouts. Others ſay thar it laſted vnrill 
the beginning of March 157 4+fadiag by little and little. 
G<EMma ſpeakes wonders in the 2.Booke of the Coſmo- 
critique.Chap.z. But for that he doth diſcourſe & diſpute 
thereof at large,ic ſhall ſuſſice vs ro note this wonder,the 
whichhe eſteemes merucilous(as in deed it was)among 
allthe extraordinary wonders of Heauen, tince the nati- 
uitie of our Sauiour. A 
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Vssan Ac a oneofSvirtan So- 
MI t14ans Chamberlins , ſent by his 
Mailſter to treat a Peace, with the Per- 
ſian,according to the commiſion that 
was giuen him, hee ſeazed vpon B a- 
o 14zEr ſonneto SOLINAN, becing 
priſoner 1n Perſu , and by the fathers commandment 
ſtrangled him with a bow-ſtring. His foure ſonnes paſt 
the ſame way. Flying out of Amaſis hee had left one 
 newely borne, thewhichS 01 14 an had cauſed to bee 
carried ro Pruſſein Bithinia, where it was brought vp. 
Bu: newes being come, that Barazs r was diſpatcher, 
Sorituanſentagromeof his Chamber ( in ae 
truſted much,) ro Þrofſe , to put this lictle Infavet co 
death. This Eunuch or Grome of his Chamber, being 
a man ofa milde diſpcſition, had carryed with him one 
ofthe Vſhers of the Chamber ( a man fir to execute all 
deſperate and bloudy Commiſſions ) to vſe him for the 
ſtrangling of Batazz rs little ſonne. He enters into 
the Chamber, and putting the cord abour the childes 
neck to ſtrangle him,the Infant beganto'ſmlle on him, 
and riſing vp , ſtretcherh forth his little armes to im- 
brace him, ſtriving to kiſſe him.

"T4 Ryzyche King and the chicteſtofthe realme, 
ARS: $A becauſe they went not about to con- 
quer thoſe places againefrom theTurte(then very much 
entangled elfwhere ) which hee held in Hungary. Bur 
King | ps anph louing his caſc,little regardedit, and his 
Nobles ruled him in ſuch ſortthat he commanded them 
in nothing . Therevpon the Popes Legat publyſhed 
pardons for all thoſe that would Croflethemſclucsto go 
warre againſt the Twrke . Suddainely there gathered 
rogither a wonderfull Company of theeues and rob- 
bers, from cuerie corner of Hungarie, And therewith 
all great mulcitudes of the Commons(notable any lon» 

erto beare the inſolencies of the Nobility , much leſſe 
of the Biſhops) flocked from all partes to the Campe. 
The Kings negligence had giuen liberty to the intoller- 
able diſlolutnes and Crueltie of the Lords ouer their 
ſubie&s . This army of Commons hauing created them 
a generall,in an inſtant diſperſed themſelues & comirred 
a moſt horrible ſpoile almoſt all over Hungarie: mur- 
thering al the Gentlemen and Biſhops ti:ey could meete 
with alt. The richeſt & thoſe that werenoblyeſt deſcen- 
ded were empalcd aliue, This cruell rage contynving, 
the King began to ſtir,& by his comand cerraine rownes 
joyning their forces ro a number of the Nobilitie vr- 


der the conduc of a Lord named Boaxnisw3s52,had 
ſome 
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ſome Confits with thoſe Croy/adves, wherein a great 
ſort of them were ſlaine, & many taken which were exe. 
cutedin the Capitall City of the Realme . Finally Ion 
the Sonne of V arvops Steven,( that afterwards poſſeſſed 
himſcife ofthe kingdome)defeated themin a ſet Battaile, 
and hauing cur the moſt part of themin peeces , hee 
rooke their Leaders, whome hee put to death with ſuck 
firange torments as I haue horror to rememberit, for 
he cauſed the Generall of theiePcaſants called Gz orcs, 
to be ſtript naked, ypon whoſe head the executioner ſer 
a Crowne of hot burning iron :then he opened ſome of 
his veines,and made Lv c ar 1v s his Brother drinke the 
bloud which iſſued from them . After thatthe cheefeſt 
ofthe Peaſants ( who had beene kept three dayes With« 
| out meate were brought forth , and forced to fallvpon 
| the bodice of G = o x« = ( yet breathing)wirh their reeth, 
| and euery one to tearc away and cate apeece of it. In 
the mideſt of theſe horrible rorments, G zo x 6 z neuer 
crycd ; bur onelie bec-ſought them to take pitrie of 
his Brother Lvcartivs , whome hee had forciblic 
drawne into that warre . GzorGe beeing torne in 
peeces , his bowells were pulled out and cut into mor- 

cells , and ſome becing boyled and the reſt roaſted, 
the Priſoners were conſtrained to feede onthem : which 
done all chat remayned with Lvcarrvs were putto 

moſt horrible and Languiſhing deathes . Ancxample 
of greater crueltic can hardly be-founde {tncethe world 

was a world. And no meruaileift G O D hath puniſhed 
the King and the Realme of Hungary for ſuch ſtrange 

and extraordinarie Cruelties , ſuffring the cruzleſt peo- 

ple of the North, namely the T#rkes,to make that ſpoile 


which they haue and continually yer doe there . Cruel!

During rhe Peaſants warre in Germamie , inthe yeare 
1525. both before and fince,a Gentleman their enemy, 
not contentto haue maſlacred a great number, eucn of 
thoſe which had humbly craued pardon of him, confeſ- 
ſing that they had beene ill aduiſed, hee gloryed in all 
companies of his braue exploites, adding therevnto a 
commendation of his thefts , hauing cut many good 

urſes, and ſlaine great ſtore of Cattell. Some mo- 
neths after this furic, ne fell ficke , and Janguiſhed many 
dayes of anextreame paine inthe Reines of his backe, 
the which thruſt him into ſuch deſpaire , as hee did 
not ceaſe to curſe and denie his Creator, ( who is pa- 
cient ,iuſt, and fearefull in reuenge, ) vntill that both 
ſpeech and life failed him. The ſeueritie of GOD $ 
Iuſtice doth yet purſue his houſe: for ſoone after , his 
eldeſt Sonne ſeeking to exalt the proweſle and valour 
of his Father , who in the Peaſants warre had done 
wonders aboue mentioned, and excelled all his com- 
panions : and vanting much of theſe valiant exploites 
in an open aſſembly at a Banquet , a Country-man, 
mooued at this brauerie, drawes out his Dagger,and 
ſtrikes him dead vpon the place. Some fewe dayes at- 
ter ,the plague falles into this cruell mans houſe , and 
kitls all chat remained. 

In the yeare 157 7. in the beginning of Septem- 
ber, the fire of the ſecond mondic being kindled in 
France : the Prefident of Birague, ( afterwards Chan- 
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cellor and Cardinall ) being at that time -Gouemor of 
Lion, there were thea in Zzox#, two Bretheren called ' 
Bovasars, Gold-ſiniths by their profeſſions ,' bur 
very, much diſordered . As the liberty of thoſe times 
did giue meatines oma ny tO elutte their paſſons vpon 
them Whoine they. did maliice: the Boyx cars laide 
hands vpuna companion of theirs a Dyer , vpon pre- 
rext that hee was of a contrarye reltgion ; but it was 
to reucnge them-ſelues for aquarrell which they had 
formerly againſt him., and not ended to their liking. 
They take him and lead him to their dweliing houle, 
rowardes the Abbey of E/zay , becing out of the way, 
farre from reſort of people. They binde him faſt hand 
and foote,and thentye him by theneck vato the Chim- 
ney,{o as hee did hang vpright ,not being able to ſitte 
nor leanc any way .. They leaue him in this fort a whole 
day, threatning him with preſent death . Ar night they 
bring in men ot their owne forte and lining to Supper, 
to bee ſpeQators of this Tragedie : rhey are merry 
and make good cheere, and after Supper they ſpend 
the time, ſome in playing at Cardes, others in pinch- 
ing, prickiag, and burning the noſe of this poore pri: 
ſoner , being bond hand and foote, and tyed in the 
corner of the Chimney . This continued vnrill elcuen 
of the clocke at night, when their companions went a- 
way and retyred . As for the Boyzcars, with-out 
proceedingany further, they caſt themſclues clothed, 
with their Swordes by their ſides ,vpon a Bedde, where 
tiicy both fell preſently a ſl:epe . Their Laquay ( who 
was in the corner of the Chimney, ) doth as the Mai- 
ſicrs. The priſoner perceiuing them all a fleepe, and 
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remembring how they had threatned him , begins to 
thinke how hee might eſcape, and haning recommen- 
ded himſelfe ro GO D , from whome onely hce atten- 
ded heipe , ee did ſtrive inſoch ſort, as heevntyed one 
hand, and then the other, afterwardes his necke, and 
laſtly his tecte. Being thus looſe, hce was mightily per- 
plexed what hee ſhould doe. For if theſe people did 
awake, I:ce was but a dead man, hauing no mcanes to 
deiend himielfe, they being armed , and hee diſarmed, 
and hee alone agaiuſt three : for the Laqueye was 
growne great. I: he had hada Tablecloach ,a Sheere 
or a Coucring, hce might haue lipt downe by the win- 
dowe: but in opening ic, the noyſe might awakethem, 
ſo as they might followe him and ouer-take him, the 
wayes beeing ſtrongly and yery ſtcaightly gardeds In 
this greeuous perplexitie, hee diſcouers, that the La 
quay ( who {l-pt in the other corner of the Chim- 
ney ) had a Dagger at his Girdle. Hee therefore re- 
ſolues ro kill thoſe two brothers lus enemies with this 
Dagger. 

But there was ſome difficultic and hazard in the 
taking of it , tor that the Laquaye awaking would 
give the Alarum , yer by the light of the fice,, bee 
comes ſofrely vato him, and drawes out his Dagger, 
ſoquickly, and in ſuch forte as the Laquay ſtirrcd nor. 
Huingir,hee ſoden!y went vp into the Chamber, and 
leaped vpon the Bovix 6 arts , and.ſtabbes cyther of 
them in the breſt with this Dagger . As hee would 
haue doubled his ſtroake, one of them leapes vp and 
layes hold of an Halbard which ſtood hard by, he runs 


alter the Dyer, who flyes downe the liaues apace to 
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ſaue himſelfe,at the foote whereof this Bovroar fell, 
and preſently dyed. The Dyer mounts againe , and 
fiades the other dead in the Chamber. Hee begins to 
threaten the Laquaye to kill him preſently, ifhe made 
any noiſe: hee tooke a Candle, lead the Laquey into 
the Scller, and forceth him to eate , and to drinke a 
Glaſſe of Wine, then hee bindes him ſurely , dooing 
him no other harme, barres rhe Sellar doore, comes 
vp and rakesthat which was eaſieſt to bee tranſported, 
out of his enemies Chamber . And at the breake of 
daye , the Gardes beeing rayſed , hee leaues the houſe 
lockt , and fo gettes out at Saint SzzAsTIANs gate, 
without any-hinderance or ſtaye , the which was to bee 
admired , ſeeing they ſuffered none to goe out bur 
with a Paſporte . The friends and companions of 
Bovrcars,ſceing themneyther in the mornirig nor 
after Dinner , grewe into ſome doubt, and after no- 
tice giuen to the Captaine of the Quarter , vnder 
whome theſe Boyxc arts hadchargeand command, 
with his conſent, they brake open the doore, and then 
drewe forth the Laquay , who cryed for helpe in the 
Sellar , and found the reft as wee haue ſayde. The 
Dyer liued ſome time after, and reported this Hiſtoric 
to many,and dyed elſ{e-where. Memoires of Lion, 


Notable delinerances and by 
extraordinarie 
meanes. 


SYuon Gxinavs a leamedperſonage, among ma- 
ny of our time,bcing gone from Heidelberg ro Spire, in 
- the 
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the yeare 1529, where there was an Imperiall Dyer held, 
was deſirous to hearea certaine Preacher much eſtec- 
men for his eloquence. But hearing many propoſitions 
come from him againſt the Maieſtic and trueth of the 
Sonne of G OD. At the end of the Sermon: he followed 
the Preacher,faluted hum courteoutly,and intreated him 
ro heare him with patience. They enter mildly into dil- 
courſe. Gxinz y s ſhewes him his errors grauely and 
plainely,aud puts him in minde whatP o11carvys(a 
Diſciplerothe Apovſtles) was accuſtomed to doe :if he 
chanced to heare 2ny vntructh or blaſphemy in the 
Church: exhorting him in thename of G O Dro thinke 
of his conſcience, and to leaue his erronious opinions. 
The Preacher cuts him off ſhort, ſeeming ro haue a de- 
fire to conferre more priuatly , as hauing haſt ro gore 
home to his houſe : He demands Gx 1nz vs name,and 
ſurname , and his lodging, inuiting him to ſee him the 
next day,to diſcourſe more amply rogether,and makes 
great ſhew to affect Grinevs friendſhip : adding, 
that the publicke ſhould receiue great profit by this 
their conference. Moreouer he ſhewes Gx1xzv s his 
houſe , who reſolued to viſit him at the houre appoine 
red,and fo retires to his Inne, Butthe Preacher diſtem- 
pered with his cenſure , deuiſedin his choughts , a pri- 
ſon, a Scaffold,and death, for Gxinzvs: who dining 
with many worthy men , reported vnto them , what 
ſpeeches hee had had with this Preacher. Therevpon 
onecalls for Door Put L1e, beeing ſet at the Table 
neere vnto Gxinzvs , Who goes out of the Stowe, 
and findesa graue olde man , of a louely countenance, 
well apparelled,and vaknowne , who with a graue and 
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plcafing ſpeech began to ſay: That within one houre 
there would Officers come iato the Inne , ſent from the 
King of the Remaines, to carrie GrINEvs to priſon. 
The old man addes there-with-all a commandement 
ro GxyNevs todiflodge ſpeedily out of Spire,exhor- 
ting PalL1e not todeferre it; And then the olde man 
vaniſhed away. DoGtor P x111e, who hath reported 
this Hiſtory, 1» his Comentarie pon the Prophet Daniel, 
Chap.1o.addes theſe wordes : I came vnto the compa. 
nie,and deliucred what the olde man had ſaydvanto me, 
willing them to riſe from the Table. Preſently we croft 
the Marker place, hauing Gz1nez vs in the middeſtof 
vs, and went dCirely ro the Rhme, which Gainzys 
paſt ſpeedily with his ſervant,in a Boate. Seeing him in 
lafety we returned to the Inne, where it was told vs,that 
preſently after our departure, the Sergeants were come 
to ſecke for Gxrnuys. GOD be praiſed , who hath 
giuenvs his Angels for Gardiens,that with more peace- 
tull thoughts wee may doe our duties in the vocation 
where-vnto he hath called vs, 

Inthe yeare 1539.inthe beginning of Iune,an honeſt 
widow-woman , charged with two Sonnes in Saxony, 
hauing not where-with-all to liue in a time of great fa- 
- mine, attyred her ſelfe and her Sonnes in their beſt 
clothes , going towards a certaine Fountaine to pray 
vato GOD , to haue pittic of them and to relecue 
them. Comming forth, ſhee meeres with a graue man, 
who ſalutes her courteouſly, and after ſome ſpeech, 
hee demands of her, if ſhee thought to fide any thing 
ro cate at that Fountaine? The woman anſwered ; No- 
thing is unpoſſibleto G O D. It it were not ay 
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him to feed the Children of 1jaell forty yeares in the 
deſert, ſhould it bee troubletome to nouriſh mee and 
mine with water ? Speaking theſe words with a great 
courage , this manj( whome I holde to haue beene an 
Angell) ſaydvato her. Sceing thy faith is ſo conſtane, 
returneto thy houſe , and thou ſhalt finde three laden 
with meale, ſhee rerurned, and did ſce the efteQ of this 
promiſe. DoFor Anvxzvy HonDory, in his Thee 
ter of Examples. 

Intheyeare 1553. the 18. of Nouember, it hapned 
at Sehilae, alittle Towne in the Dioceſle of Torge, that 
VssBain ExMTRAYrT,an inhabitant of that place,ha- 
uing a deepe Well, but halfe drie , by reaſon of certaine 
ſtones that were falne out of the wall,did bargaine with 
a Maſon called Vxzain Hzmzzxs , to put thoſe 
ſtones into their places. Having ficted himſelfe with pee- 
ces of wood,and a ſcaffoldinthe VVell, he goes downe 
lower with a Ladder, to take vp a Hammer which hee 
had lefr amongrthe ſtones, Hee was {ſcarce gone downe, 
but the earth and ſtones ſhake,and fill vp the Well,and 
couer the Maſon who was at the toote of the Ladder. All 
ranne thether, and hold the man to bee ſmothered, ad- 
ding that they muſt fall vp the Well, and that ſhould be 
his graue. The Iuſtice reſolued,that they ſhould pull out 
all this rubbiſh , and ordaines, that the Maſons body 
ſhould be buried among other Chriſtians in the com- 
mon Church-yard. According to this decree, they be- 
ginto worke the 11.0f the ſame moneth. About two 
of the clocke after noone, the worke-men labour to 
drawe out a great ſtone , and finding that it was hol- 
low vnderneth, they put downe a long pole to ſound 


the depth . They pricke the poore Maſon on the 
L 4 noſe 
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nole with the end of this pole,who beganne to crie and 
ro intreate them to drawe him out . The, workemen 
hearing this confuſed ſound labour with more cour- 
rage then before, and aboutten of the clocke at night 
they c{pic him ſtanding right vp behinde the Ladder, 
becing vp to the knees in the myer . Beeing all glad, 
they prepare to drawe him forth. But behold an o- 
ther tall of Earth which couers him aboue the head. 
Then euery man thinking that hee was dead , was rea- 
dic to leaue theworke : but by the aduice and comman- 
dement of the Bourguemaſter called I a wc =  /e 
Five, they returne to their worke, and hauing ta- 
ken awaie the Earth , about mid-nighe they finde 
him aliue and without anie hurt , and drawe him out 
of the well WW here hee had beene almoſt foure daies 
and foure nights without meate or drinke. I os. 
Fincs 1.4b. 2,of the celleftion of wondeys of our time. 
Inthe yeare 1552.Fraxcis Pervs1en a maker of Wels,of 
the age of 60,years,digging the 5.0t February a Well at 
Liosin afarme of Levvis 4 Hexs, on the fide of S* Sebaſ- 
t1ans mount towards the red Croſlezthis wel being made 
fortic foote deepe , the carth falls and fills itvp . The 
poore man beeing in the botome ſhrowds himſelfe vn- 
der aplanke, by meanes whereof he was preſerued from 
this heauy waight of earth, which elſe would haue ſmo- 
thered him;hauing ſome meanes to breath,thruſting hj 
fiſt into the Earth ſome-times , to haue the more aire. 
Hecontinued thus counecred in the botome ſeauen daits, 
without eating, fatiſtying his ſtomake with his vrine,and 
hoping onely 1n G OD for his deliuery . He cryed out 
ſometimes for helpe , but they heard him not, yet hee 
heard them that walked,and the noy ſe they made aboue, 

yea 
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yea the ſpeakingof Men,the ſtriking of the clocke, and 
the ſound of Bels. The ſeuenth day,when they thought 
to finde him dead, and that they prepared his graue, 
they that wrought, heard his voiceinthe botome of che 
well , which made them to haſten their worke , hea- 
ring him to crie for helpe, In the endethey deſcouer 
him , and hauing made him to take a glaſle of wine, 
they drewe him out with a rope, the which hee held 
luſtely, without bynding or the helpe of any perſon, 
Beeing out , and ſoundof Bodie and minde, after that 
hee haPgiuen tharkes vnto GOD , hee opened his 
purſe, in the preſence of manic , and after hee had 
counted his monie , hee fayed merilie , that hee had 
beene witha verie good Hoſtes , ſeeing that in ſeauen 
daies hee hadnor ſpent anic thing . Memoires de Lion, 
There be many that eſcaping our of dangers are com- 
pelled by the conſideration of ſftrangecuents,to confeſle 
that G O D hath deJmered them withour tlie aide of any 
ſecond cauſe . Of many examples I will chooſe and re- 
cite one Which 1s worthy of note . T he Dukes of Saxony 
FxzpeRick the Eleor and Tonxbhis brother went 
one day by bote along the riuer of Elba from Torque to 
IV/ttenberg. The water was all covered cucr with great 
pieces of Ice newly broken . 1 hoſe pieccs ſo ran againſt 
the boate and bruiſed itin ſuch ſort,that afſoone as the 
Pcinces were landed,itſplirintwo and ſanke . ThePrin- 
:es with great aſtoniſhment(conſidering ſuch a ſpea- 
c'e from the ſhoarc, and in what danger they had bin by 
reaſon of the greatneſſe, depth, and fury ofthe rmer)ac- 
knowledged, that G O D had preſerned the bote, vnti:l 
ſuch time as they were landed. And hauing bin a long 


time inthis conſideration, without ſpeaking a word, the 
Elcctor 
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Elector ſay to his Brother. Let vs confeſſe that GOD 
hath preſerued vs,andtherfore let vs giue him thanks for 
bis affiſtance in this & many other dangers. But whereas 
| you lawethe boare fall in peeces aſſoone as we were out 
of it,verily I am aftraied thatour houſe of Saxony will go 
tro tuine after the death of vs two.Peycer in his Commen- 
t:xy of the principall ſortesof Diuinations, book. 1. Chap.r3, 
The yeare 1558. a meruailous thing happened at Mechel- 
rode in Almaigne , confirmed by the teſtemony of diuers 
credible perſons. Abour g. of the clockeat night,a per- 
{onagea:tyred in white,and followed by a white dogge, 
came and knockedatan honeſt poore womans dore,and 
called het by her name . She thinking ic had bin her hul- 
band, who had beene a long time in a farre Country, ran 
preſently to thedore . This perſonagetaking her by the 
hand, aſked her in whom ſhe putallthe hope of her ſal- 
uation? In Ieſus Cuxrs r,anſwered ſhe. Then he com- 
mandecd her to followe him: which ſherefuling to do,he 
exhorted her to be of good courage , &tofeare nothing; 
that done,he led her all nightthrough a forreſt. The next 
day about noone hee ſer her vpon anexceeding high 
mountaine, and ſhewed her things which ſhe was neuer 
able to expreſle. Hee enioyned her toreturne home,and 
to exhort cuery one to turne from their wicked waies : 
addingthat an horrible deſtruction was at hand:and hee 
commandcd her alſo to reſt her felfe eight daies in her 
houſe , atthe end whereof he would come to her againe. 
T heday following in the morning,thewomi was found 
at the cownes end, and carried home to her houſe, where 
ſhe continued eighe whole daies without cating or drin- 
king . When her neighbors and friends perſwadedher 
to take ſome ſultenance , her anſwere was that being cx- 
treame 
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rreame weary,nothing was ſo agreableto heras reſt; 8 
how within eight daies the man that had carried her 
torth would come againe, and then ſhe would cate. As 
indecde 1t cameto palle: but afterward,this woman ſtir- 
red but lictle out of her bed,fighing from the bottome of 
her heart,and crying out very oftemO how great are the 
ioyes of that life ! and how miſerable i; this life ! Beeing 
demmanded whether ſheethought the perſonage attired 
in white, which appeared fo vnto her, tobee a good An- 
gell,or rather ſome euill ſpiritihat had cranſformed him- 
ſelfe into an Angell of light > She anſwered, Itis not an 
euill ſpirit : itis an holy Angel , who hach commanded 
mee to pray inceſſantlieto G OD, androexhort both 
great and ſmall vnto amendment of lite. If any one queſts 
oned with her concerning her bcliete : I conteſle ( fayd 
ſhee) chatI am a poore ſinner * but I beleeuethar Teſus 
Cuxt1srhath obtayned me remiſhon forall my ſinnes 
through the benefit of his death and paſſion: The Mint 
ſter « the place teſtified the fingularpiety and humble 
deuotion of this woman,addingrthat ſhe was wel inftruc- 
ted, and could yeeld very good reafon for her reitgion, 
I oz.Finc e191 his 8, booke of Myracles. 5c. 

In the yeare r546. a great perſonage of Germane, 
hauing beene ſtayed three daics at Hale in Swabe by 
the furie and roughneſſe of the Waters , finally vr- 
ged by necefſitie to paſle ouer , heeembarked himſelfe 
1n a ſmall bote for to crofſethe Riuer , accompanyed 
with three of his Sonnes and a learned Diuyne his friend. 
And ſeeing his bote readie to bee overwhelmed, and 
himſelfe and the reſt drowned , withour any apparance 
of reſcue, full of faith and hopein GO D, he ſaydto his 


iriend : VVhat triumph would Satan make thinke 
you, 
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youand how glad would he be, if we two, and my three 
ſonnes ſhould bee drowned in this loud ? Bc hauing 
elcaved the danger,they came ſafe ro Jand, and that per- 
ſonage hauing taken order for certaine great affaires, 
dycd within a while after very peaceably, inthe inuocati- 
on ofthe nameof G OD. AMiifter Anvve vwHoxs- 
DoR Fri his Theater of Examples, Pag.296. 

The yeare 15 3.in a village of Seſia,named 0l/t,ha- 
pened the ſtcangeſt and moſt furious tempeſt in rheayre 
that cuer was ſeene : for it made euen the ſtrongeſt hou- 
ſes that were built of hewed ſtone to ſhake, and ouer- 
threwe diuers . Oneof the inhabitants of the Village, 
named Lavvrtncet ThornaRosKE , hauing his 
houſe ioyning to the market place, and being verily per- 
{waded thatthe end of the world was come , by reaſon 
the Element was all of a flame, and that great flakes of 
of fire flew abour , ſhutre himſelfe vp in his houle , and 
falling on his knees with his wife and children, beganto 
pray very carneſtly vnto GOD, and to fing Hymnes 
and Plalmes of repentance. During theſe holy exerci- 
ſes,a greatclap of Tempeſt, with a wonderfull violence, 
tore away the vpper part of the houſe, that was all of 
hewed Stone,together with the roote, and flung icallto 
the ground, without hurting cither the Father, the Mo- 
ther or the Children, Butin another place this tempeſt 
did great harme : for hauing ouer-throwne a Pinnacle of 
the Towne-houſe, made all of great foure ſquared ſtone 
cimented and faſtned together with Clampornes and 
barres of Yron, flue perſons were ſlaine with the fall of 
the houſes, wherevpon this ruine lighted, Whereas con- 
trariwiſe three others,and a Child lying in a little bed, 
were preſerued in another houſe vnder the ſame ruine? 

and 
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and it beingdemanded of the Child,that began to prat- 
tle,who had holpen him in that danger,hee lifted vp his 
little hand,and pointed to Heauen, M. Auzzosa Morea 
in his expoſaion of the 19, Pſalm. 

No-leſſe horrible and dreadtull was another tempeſt 
that ranne ouer all the Country of Myſaia vpon the 13, 
day of Auguſtr5 59. VWhichthundring very ſtrangely in 
the aire, and ouerthrowing all that it encountred : acer- 
taine woman got her ſelfe with all ſpeede into her Stone 
with foure Sonnes ſhee had and her maide . And then 
turning her ſelfe vnto them (thee ſayd , wee hane often 
heard tell of the laſt day , but wee neuer regarded ir till 
now we ſee it come: Which ſayd , they all tell downe on 
their knees, calling vato G O D for mercie . Therevpon 
a fur1ous guſtof windetore away theroote of the houſe, 
and tearing downe the walles , brake the poſts ,ſeclings 
and bords of the Stoxeallto fitters . Burt in the middeſt 
of this fearetultempeſt, the Mother , Children & Maide 
ramgined ſafe and vnhurt, although the timber & ſtones 
flew as thick as hayle about their eares. Satanſeeming 
tobee in the middeſt of this florme, and confounded by 
the feruent praier of the little flock,darted a great beame 
of twelue foote long, as though it had beene an arrowe 
Aying inthe aire,with the ayde of a violent whirle-winde, 
iuſtthrough the windowe of the Stove atthis poore com- 
pany kneeling againſt a bench. But the holie Angells 
turned it another way, ſo that it lighted with terrible 
fury in a corner right againſt the fornace of the S7ove. 
The ſame tempeſt ouerthrewe a Country-mans houſe, 
vpon his wife and ſome of theirneigbors which were in 
it atthattime, and yetthey were neuer hurt with the ru- 


ine. Fixct 1 in 415 3. booke of the meruayles of our time. 
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lon SrAvGEmerrs , Miniſter of Nerthuſe, going toan 
hot-houſe accotding tothe manner of the Germatns, and 
remayning there a good while with his Children ba- 
thing theiaſclues, af[coneas euer they were goneout of 
it, the place ſanke and feil downe without hurting any 
body. 1 Maxvs 7n the firſt booke of his Collett ions. 

Vpon Eaſter cue 15 65. after horrible whirle-winds, 
thunder , lightning , hayle and fignes of fire inthe aire,a 
violent imindation of waters, diſgorged it ſelfe vpon a 
g:catvillage!named Greſſeinthe dioces of Friberg in Mi- 
ſm1a: the torrents and ſtreames wherof [welled v.ith ſuch 
fury in an inftant,thatthey ouerwhelmed forty houſes in 
that village, withour the loſſe of any creature ſauc one 
Chiide, There were many preſerued as it were by mi- 
racle: two Chiidren with their mother were found vn- 
couched of the water vnder the ruines of a houſe ina 
heape of ſtrawe-alſotwo others ina Ceilar: a nurſe with 
her Childe teaning againſta Ladder, a blinde man in bis 
entry, and diuers others both great and ſmall 1n-hieh 
places which with-ſtood the fury ofthe water. Pn, Lo- 
NICER #8 his T heater of examples in the example of the 3. 
Commandement pag. 198. 

I knewe an honorable woman of ſingular pictic and 
modeſtie , thatſome twenty yeares fince,through an cx- 
traordinary and long {upprefſion of her tearmes was a 
great While and at times very ſorely troubled in minde: 
{othatſhe was ofren determined co haue kilted her huſ- 
band ileeping, and her ſelfe after . One day her keeper 
being gone forth about ſome buſineſſe, ſheerole out of 
her bed, and in her ſmock ranne into a garden behinde 
her houſe, where by a rope of the well, which was ſeauen 
or ciglht fathom, the let herlclfe downe tothe es 
| al 
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and then by the ſamerope gor vp againe, and returned 
all wet ro her Chamber, hauing beene vp tothe Chin in 
water. Not long after,ſeeming co be ftome-what better, 
ſhe walked abroad and carryed along with hera Son of 
hers,that is now of very great hope, bar wasthen ſome 4. 
or 5. yeares old , with fuil ententto drowne him and her 
ſelfe in a riuerthat was thereby : vnto the bridge where- 
of ſhemade many 1ournies, being ſtill entertained with 
the Childes comfortable prattle . Returning home a- 
paine,, Within'a while after. ſhee was eaſily recouered, 
namely, by lectingof blond in che Saphena,and taking of 
a gentle purgation. After wi:ich the had 4.or 5. (weete 
Cmildren..She hath many times told me that in thoſe ac- 
cidents a manatrired inwhite,2nd of a very pleaſing coti- 
tenance appeered vrnto iter, whotooke herby thehaad, 
and kindly exhorted her to truſt in G-OD ,. Beinginthe 
Wel(&ſom-what that was very heauy lying on her head 
and laboring to make her Jer gotherope, for to plunge 
her ouer head and cares in the water &.ſodrowne her, ) 
this ſame perſonage came vnto her, tooke her by the 
arme , & holpc her ro get vp againe, Wnichſhz conid ne- 
ver haue done of her [elfe, He alſo comtorted herin che 
garden, and led her very gently to her Chamber, where 
hee vaniſhed away . In like manner- hee mer her as 
ſhee was going towardes the bridge : aid followed 
bera loofe of vill ſuch time as ſhe returned home. 
Beeiag thorough well , ſhee deſired nocling fo much 
as leaue this world , and. her. praters daiely tended 
to that efiet. At length G OD heard her, and about 
a moncth before her ſtcknefſe whereot ſhee dyed, 
going into the kitchen for to. waſh her handes and her 


face , one of her eye tceth-on the right fide fell _ 
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of her head , without any precedent or enfuing paine. 
Wherevpon ſhe went vnto her hul band beingin bed, 8 
ſhewing him the tooth ſayd vnto him, huſ band the Lord 
calls me: and itis the accompliſhment ofmy deſires .O 
whar an happy creatuream I! Her huſ band ſomewhat 
mooued therewith,cadeuored notwithſtanding to com- 
fort her, and falling of purpoſe into other talke,aroſe, & 
went and prayed . Afterthat, this honorable dame ſhe. 
wed her ſclfe alwaies merierto her huſ band andfriends 
then before, being grauc and ſeuere to her children,and 
was fairerand luſter chen euer ſhe had binin ſeauentene 
yeares that ſhe hadliued a wife. Towards the endof the 
moneth,there being no apparanceof any ſuch matter,as 
ſhe was going to riſe betimes in the morning,according 
to her cuſtome;, forto looke to a young child ſhe had,and 
rotendthe affaires of her houſe, ſhee was conſtrained to 
keepe her. bed « Wherevponher huſ band comming in, 
ſhe put him in minde of her tooth andthe ſpeeches ſhee 
had vſed to him abourtit, and therefore exhorted him to 
ſubmithimſelfe vato the will of GOD . He being gon 
vp for to commend his deare moitievnto him that neuer 
reietcth the praters of his ſeruants,ſhe tooke al her iew- 
ells and putting them vp in her purſe ſent them by her cl 
deſt Daughterto him,and deſired himto keepethem for 
herſake, Hee came downe, and gently rebuked herfor 
this apprehenſion, Ol huf band, fayd ſhee, I haueno 
neede of any thing in this world, for I am going to my 
G OD.O how bleſſed am I ! during her ficknetTe, which 
laſted ewenty daies , I was for the moſt part preſent with 
her, becing tied therevnto for diuers reaſons. Sheeput 
mec in remembrance againe of that I hauedeclared be- 


fore, and from ſo many excellentdeliuerances.drewcan 
aſſured 
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aſſured argument of her ſaluation. The day of her de- 
ceaſe approching,ſhe began to ſmile, and being deman- 
dedthe cauſe thereof by mec; (ſheeanſwered foftly in 
mine care,l| ſce my man, O how beautifull he is ! then 
crying out ſhee ſaid; Stay for mee, ſtay forme. Allthe 
while ſhe was ſick,ſhe made no accountneither of chil- 
dren, kinsfolkes , friends, nor of any other thing in the 
world . And when her busband many ons als 
their children vnto her,ſhe ſayd nothing, but , Godbleſſe 

ou, God be your Father and Mother ; and tothe yongeſtof 
them ; Hah little Souldiar | Sheneuer commended them 
but once vnto her husband. And after that, ſheebcheld 
them with a regardleſſe eye. A quarter of an houre bee 
forc her departure, ſhe called for her Petti-coatertoriſe, 
and as ſhe was about to go out of herbed, ſhe deſired to 
be made vnready,and being, laid downe againe , ſhe ſent 
for hec husbandand vſed theſe words vnto him . Behold 
the end of my deſire,and the beginning of my felicitie. Tzsvs 
Cur1srT # my hope :Good husband, 1 deſire but one thing 
of you. Pray unto G OD for me. Her husband and chul- 
dren being proſtrated on their knees , after an earneſt 
praicr vnto GOD, ſhe cloſed her eyes as if ſhe nad been 
going to ſleepe,8& died with a (weerer countenance then 
cuter ſhe had had inal her life before. ExtratFedout of my 
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Demontacks.

A rough there be many times ſome naturall cauſes 


ofphrenſie or madneſſe : yeris it without queſtion, 
that the Diuill entreth into'cerraine perſons,andin them 
cauſerh 
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cauſeth furies & torments, eicher with naturall cauſes or 
without them:ſceing ſuch as are ſo diſeaſed beofren cu. 
red by remedies which are not naturall.Many times allo 
ſuch ſpectacles are ſo many prodigies and prediQtions of 
things to come. Soine doſen yeares {ince, a womanin 
the country of Saxony , which could nether writenor 
read , being tormented of the Diuill, and her fir being 
paſt, ſhe talked both in Greeke and Latin,ot the warre of 
Saxony that happened atterward,and pronounced words 
inGreeke and Latin, the fence whereof was , that there 
would be greattroublevpon earth, and ſedicion among 
che people. Pu. Mt LtancutH on 8 ont of his Epiſtles. 

Foure yeares before that, there was a Maide inthe 
Marquiſaceof Brandebourg, Who pulling away the haires 
from the Furre of any ones garment that came before 
her, thoſe hayres were preſently turned into peeces of 
the country money, Which this maid gnawed on withan 
horrible grating of her tecth . There were diuerſe that 
hauing ſnatched ſome of thoſe peeces out of her hand, 
found them to be very money indeed,and do keepethem 
{tili. This maide was very much tormented at times: but 
within a while after ſhe was thoroughly cured, and euer 
{ince liucd in good health , She was often-times prayed 
for,and neuer any other ceremonie was vſcd. The ſame. 

I haue heard, that ia /taly there was a woman a very 
idiot, poſlefſed of the Diuell, who being demanded of 
Lazaxvs BonaAmiavery learned perſonage,accom - 
panicd with his Schollers , which was the beſt verſe in 
V 1x 611, ſuddenly anſwered. : 


Diſcite iuſiitiam moniti,e non temuere Diuos. 


This ſayd ſhee, is the beſt and worthicſ verſe that ener 
ViRkGiL 
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V 16 1Linade, get thee gone, and come no more to 
tempt me, Pu,MzLancutron inhiepiſtles.GP n v- 
CE Rin ther,bocke of his Comentery of Dininations,Chap. 
9. P.Bovisrtavyn 26.Chap.of his Prodigious Hiſtories, 
Anthony Benlvenivs inthe$.Chap.of kisbooke 
of the hidden cauſes of diſeaſes , writetl1 , that hee ſaxe a 
young woman of the age of 15. yeares, whoſe hands 
bowed very ſtrangely backwards , aſſoone as a certaine 
aine tooke her inthe bottom of her belly. Arher feare- 
full cryes, her belly (welled ſo big , that one would haue 
thought ſhee had beene gone 8. monerhs with child: ft- 
nally ſhe loſt her breath, and not able to continue in a 
place,ſhetumbled from one fide of the bed to the other, 
putting her head many times betweene her legges , as if 
ſhe would haue plaid ſometumbling trick . Then being 
queſtioned concerningrthat which had befalne her, ſhe 
neuer remembred any ſuch matter, Bur ſearching, ſaith 
he,the cauſes of this diſcaſe , we were of opinion thatir 
procceded from a ſuffocation of the Matrix , and from 
malignant vapours fuming vpward, tothe detriment of 
the heart and braine. VV hervpon we endeuoured to calc 
her with medicines , but that ſeruing to no purpoſe, ſhe 
became more outragiousthen before , and at Jaſt began 
to vomit Jong crooked Y ron nailes , tagges of points, fil- 
led within with waxe,and wound all about with hayres, 
and ſo great a portion of her breakfaſt, that it was nor 
poſſiblefor any man wharſocuer to ſwallowe it whole. 
Hauing ſundry times began ſuch manner of vomitings 
in my preſence, I miſtruſted that ſhee was polleſſed of 
an euill ſpirit, which charmed the eyes of the aſſiſtants, 
whilſt he caſtchoſe things abroad. As preſently there- 


vpon it was verified by more apparent ſignes &proofes: 
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for afterward we heard her making prediQions & doing 
other things , which ſurpaſſed all vehemencie of fick- 
nefſe,yea all humaine vndetſtanding. I:VV 1: x #n the 4. 
Booke of diabolical impoſtures ,Chap.6, 
Mze1inoRCiartn,aGentleman dwelling at Bouten- 
brouck,a Caſtic inthe Dachicof /ailhers, had a ſeruant 
nam<d VV 1111am, who 14.yeares togerlzer was tor- 
menced of the Diuill . One day ſwelling mightily about 
the throate, and looking very pale, fo that they were af- 
fraid he wou'd haue faine downe: I vÞ1T n his Miſtreſſe 
a very honeſt Gentlew oman , gathering her folkes toge- 
\ ther,began to call pon G O D : where-vpon there ſud- 
dainly iſſued out of this VV1iLLlliams mouth, amongſt 
other traſh,a'l the fore-part ofa Shepheards breeches, 
Flint-ſtones, ſome whole & ſome broken, little bottoms 
of thred,a falſc head of haire,needles,a peece of a boyes 
filke doublet, and a Peacocks feather, Being demanded 
conceraing the cauſe of his ficknefle, hee an{wered that 
he met with a woman hard by Camphuſe, which blowed 
in his face, from whence he thought it proceeded. But 
afterward whenhe was well,he confeſſed that this accu- 
ſation was not true, and that he was induced by the diuill 
to ſay ſo. Furthermore, headded,that all thots prodigi- 
ous things came not qut of his body , but werethrowne 
againſt his mouth by the Diuell whilſt they ſaw him vo- 
mit. One day being more carefully looked vnto,by reaſ6 
they were afraid he would haue done himſelfe ſome mil- 
chiefe, his eyes remained fo faſt cloſed together, that it" 
wasimpoſſible to open thE. At length Gexraype,Ciarns 
eldeſt daughter,ot ſome 12.yeares of age,comming vnto 
him,exhorred him to pray to G o , that it would pleaſe 


him to reſtore his fight againe: wherevypon W 11 114 
deſired 
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deſired hertopray,which ſhe did; and her cies were im- 
mediatly opened ,ro the great amazement. of all-rhat 
were preſent. The Diuil often perſwaded him notto giue 
earc cyther to his Miſtreſlſe or any other that troubled 
his head, withtalking to him of GOD , who could ncr 
helpe him,ſeeing hee was once dead,as hee had heard it 
publickly preached. Another cime ſtriuing to pur his 
hand vnder the Kirck.in-maides clothes ,and ſheerating 
him for it by his name, hee anſivered ia a big voices My 
nameisnot VV1tiianmburBasetizseys:wherevnto 
his Miſtrefſe replied 5 Thinkeſt thou theretorethat wee 
feare thee? Hein whom weetruſt, is of farre moreinfi- 
nite power and ſtrength then thou art. Then C x ar nin 
cited with a holy zeale in rhe preſence of all his houſe, 
commanded Sathan,inthenameofIssvsCunis r,to 
come forth of him,reading the x 1. Chapter of the Goſ- 
pell of S*. Luke, where mention is made of a dumbe Di- 
uill caftout by the power of our Sauiour,as alſo of Bzzr- 
zÞBv3 Prince of Diuils. In the end W 11.11am began 
totake ſoine reſt, and ſlepttill morning , like a man in a 
traunce? then takinga little broth, and teeling himſelfe 
chrough well, hee was carried home to his friends , ha- 
uingfittthanked: his maſter and miſtrefſe, and defired 
G ODtorecompencethem for the paines they had ta- 
ken with him during his affliction. After that he maried, 
and hadchildren,and was nener tormented more of the 
Divill. I.V 1 =x, #n the booke epe.before mentioned, 
Vponthe 18.day of March 1556. avery memorable 
matter happened inthetowne of Amſterdam in Holland, 
whereof Maiſter ADxran Nicxotas Chancellor 
of Gueldres,makes a publicke diſcourſe, containing this 
which enſuecth . Some rwo- moneths agoe , or there- 
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about (ſaith he) thirty children in this Towne began to 
bee tormentedafrer a ſtrange manner, as thoughthey 
had beene lunatick or madde. By fitts they threw them- 
ſelues againſtrhe ground, and this torment laſted halfe 
an honre or an houre at the moſt. Whenthey roſe a- 
gainc,they neuer remembred any paine they had felc, 
nor any otner thing they had done in their fitte, bur 
thought they had {lept. The Phiſitions to whom they 
had recourſe, did them no good, becauſethey were of 
opinion that their diſcaſeproceeded not from naturall 
cauſes. Wherevpon their Parents imagining they were 
bewitched, reſorted vato Witches : bur they preuailed 
as little with all their ſorcery . Finally they repaired vn- 
to Exorciſts, by reaſonthey were perſwaded heir chil- 
dren were paſicfſed, becauſe vpon theſaddainethey ſaid 
many things which ſurpaſt their capacitic nl age, 
Thefe Exorciſts emploied all their cunning,andloſttheir 
labour. During their exorciſmes, the children vomited 
agreatſort of Needles, Pinnes , Thimbles , lumpes of 
Cloath , pieces of broker Pottes , Glaſſe , Haire , and 
other ſuch chings : for all which not-with-ſtanding, they 
werencuer the better, but at times fell into the ſame cx- 
eremitie againe, tothe great aſtoniſhmenc of all njen for 
the rareneſſe of ſo ſtrange a ſpeRacle.. I W1zn in his 
4.Booke,chap.8. 

Thelike happened at Rome, the yeare 1553. for inthe 
Hoſpitall of the Orphans , abour ſeuenty Girles were 
olleſſedin one'night , and continued in that eſtate 
abous two yeares, Carp ax, in the 4. Booke de waria- 
tate, Chap. 17 6. 

lonun Lancorvs a very learned Phyſition writeth 
in the firit Booke of his Epiſtles , thatin the yeare 1539.

this which followeth happened at Fungeſtall, a Village 
inthe Biſhoprick of Eyſeten , verified by anumber of 
good Witneſſes « Viric NavsB$$SAR 2 
man dwelling in that Village, was miſerably tormented 
with a paine 1n his hips.One day the Chirurgion having 
made an inciſion in the skinne , drew out a great Yron 
Nayle: the paine abated not for all that , but contrarily 
ſo encreaſed,thatthe poore man became deſperate, and 
with a ſharpe knife cut his owne throate. As hee was 
canjy forth to be buried, two Chirurgions in the pre- 
ſenceof a great many people, opened his ſtomack, and 
there found ſome round pieces of wood, foure Stecle 
Kniues, ſome very keene , and ſome dented like a Sawe, 
alſo wo Yron barres of 9, inches long a peece: and 2 

reat lumpe of hayre. I wonder how that Yron could 
= contained within the capacity of his ſtomach: bur no 

ueſtion,it was a deuiſe of the Diuill , who cunningly 
Cenoted all thoſethings forto make himſelfe be feared, 
I. Wiz inhis 4.Booke,Chap.g. ; 

The torments wherewith the Diuill afflicted certaine 
Nunnes at er/et in the County of Horne, are meruat- 
lous and horrible. Which came firſt ( as it is reported) 
by the meanes of a poore woman, who in the Lent 
time borrowed a Quarte of Salte of the Nunnes, 
weyghing three pounds or there-about , and payde 
them twiſe aſinuch againe, a little before Eaſter, Af 
ter that they found little white Pellets in their Dor- 
tor, liketo round Sugar Plummes , and Salte in tafte, 
whereof not-with-ſtanding none of them did cate, nor 
knew not from whence they came . Shonlye there-vp» 
on they heard a thing , which ſeemed to grone like a 


licke man: they likewiſe ynderſtood a voyce , Willing 
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certaine of the Nunnes to come to one of their Siſters 
that was fick: but there was no ſuch matter when they 
came. If atany time they chaunced to make watcr in 
their Chamber-por, it was ſuddainely ſnatched away,ſo 
that they all berayed their beddes . They were often 
drawne about the houſe by the heeles , a1id ſo tickled in 
the ſolcs of thei, feete,that they ſwouncd with laughing, 
Some had pieces of their fleſhplucked away, and others 
had their legges,armes and face turned back-ward.. Di- 
uers of them becing thus toriented , vomired a great 
quantity of black licor,l1ke vnto incke,although they had - 
eaten nothing in ſeauen weckes before, but a little tuyce 
of rapes, without bread, ſome were hoiſted vp inthe aire 
rothehighth of a man, and preſently throwne downe a- 
gainſtthe ground . As certaine of their friends came to 
the Couent for ro make merry with them who ſeemed 
to be almoſt well , on a ſuddaine ſome of them fell back- 
wardas they ſateat table , quite depriued of ſpeach and 
ſence: the reft lay all along as though they had bin dead, 
with their armes and legges bowed back-ward , One a- 
mongſtthem was hoiſted vp inthe aire,and albeirthoſe 
that were preſcat ſtroue with all their might to hinder 
it, yet was ſhee ſnatched vp ſpight of their teethes , and 
then ſo throwne againſtthe ground, that (hee ſeemed to 
be dead : but ryſing vp againe within a while after as if it 
had beene out of a found fleepe , ſhe went outof the re- 
feory hauing no hurt, Some wentvpon their knees, 
as it they hadno feete. Others chmbed vp to the toppes 
. ofcrees, andcame downe againe aslightly,as if they had 
beene Cacts. This torment of the Nunnes continued 
three yeares openly knowne: but afterward it was kept 
cloſe. I. W 12 1, bb, 4. Chap.10., 
With 
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With this ſame agrees that which happened to 
Saint Brigitts Nunnes ,in their Couent hard by Xazte. 
Sometimes they ſkipped and bleated like ſheepe, orro- 
red in moſt hoirible manner. Sometimes they were .- 
thruſt our of their pues in the Church,or had their vailes 
pulled of their heads : and many times their chrotes 
was ſo ſtopped , that they were nor able to ſwallowe 
any meate. This ſtrange calamitie endurcd the ſpace 
of ten yeares in ſome of them . And it is reportzd 
that a young Nunne ſurpriſed withrhe loue of ayoung 
man was cauſe thereof : for her parents hauing denyed 
her him io mariage , the Diuel| raking the forme of that 
young man vpon him appeered vnto her in her greateſt 
flames,andcounſelled herto become a Nunne,as incon- 
tinently ſhee did . Becing ſhut vp in the Couent ſhee 
greweas it were furious , and ſhewed euery one ſtrange 
and horrible fights . This 1inconuenient hike a plague 
infected diuers other Nunnes . Thefirſt becing ſequel- 
tred ,abandoned herſelte to him that kept her , and had 
ewo Children by him . Thus Satan within and without 
the Couent wrought his deteſtable eff:&s. I» the ſame 
booke and Chapter. 

I hauc heard that the Diuell for certaine yeares togr 
ther tormented the Nunnes of Heſſymont at Ni:wmeghen. 
One day he entred with a whirle-winde into their Dor- 
tor, where he began toplay ſo melodiouſly on the Lute 
and Harpe,that the Nunnes feete tickled to dance. Then 
hetookethe forme of a dog,and leaped into one of their 
bedds,it was ſuſpeted of incontinency . Other ſtrange 
things happenedthere, as alſo in another Couent hard 
by Colenabout the yeare 1560, Where the Diuill wa;- 


kedinthe likeneſle of a dog, and hyding himlelfe __ 
the 
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th: Nunnes Clothes, played moſt filthy and ſhamefull 
trickes , The like he did at Henſbcrginthe Duchy of Cle- 
wes,vnder the figure of Catts, [» the ſame booke and Chap, 

AnTtuonySvcavery, Kinghtof theorder ofthe 
golden ficece, aperſonage of great reputation ouer all 
Flanders , and Counſellor in the priuy Counſell of Bra. 
bant beſide three legitimate Children had a baſtard,that 
rookea wite at Bruges: Vho alittle after hermarriage 
began to bepittifully cormented of the euill ſpirit, inſo- 
much that where-ſouer ſhee was, euen in the middeſtof 
Ladies and gentlewomen, ſhe was ſuddainly carried a- 
" & drawnevp and downe the roome,8& many times, 
callnow into one corner , now into another,albcitthoſe 
that were with her labored ro hold her and keepe her 
from it . But in theſe agitations ſherooke but little harme 
in her body . Euery onethought that this inconuenient 
was procured vnto her by a wench whom her huſband, 
(that was a proper gallant yong man)had ſomtimes kept. 
Amidſt theſe accidents ſhe became with Child,but cea- 
ſednot forallthatto bee tormented of the ſpirit . The 
time of her delivery come , there chanced to be but one 
woman in her company , who was preſently ſent tothe 
mid-wite and other women for tocome to her labor. In 
the meane time it ſeemed vnto her that the wench( of 
whom I ſpake)came intothe Chamder,and ſerued her in 
ſtead ofa mid-wife : wherewich the poore gentlewoman 
was {o exccedingly frighted, that ſhe fell into a ſwound. 
Being cometo herſclte againe ſhe felr that ſhe was dil- 
charged of her barchen: & yetno Child appeared,wher- 
ateuery body was greatly amazed, Thenext day when 
ſheawaked thee found a Child made vp andlayd by her 


in the bed:to the which ſhee gaue ſuck at ewo ſeuerall 
times, 
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times. Fallingaſleepe apaine wirhia a little while after, 
the Child was taken from her fide, & neuer ſecne more. 
The report went that certaineſcrolles and magical Cha- 
raRers werefound about the lock of the Chamber dore, 
This hiſtory was recounted vnto mee, by my brother in 
Lawealcarned and vertuous gentleman who had recei- 
ued it fromthe gentlewomans huſ band and brother , & 
from givers others thathad viſited her in her Child- bed. 
I, vw IE RP his 3. booke Chap.3 4+ 


Here we might report the monſtrous and innumera- 


ble convulſions which happened to the Nunnes of Ken- 
ztorpinthe Country of March not farre from Hammone. 
A little before their fic and during the ſame, they caſt 
forth a ſtyoking breath out of their mouthes , which at 
times continued certaine houres . In the middeſtof their 
aine ſome of thE were of good memory,& both heard 
and knew thoſe that were about them, alchough by reaſs 
ofthe convulſion of their toungs & partes, ſeruing to re- 
ſpirarion , they could nor ſpeake intheir fir. Now ſome 
weretormented morethenothers., and-ſomeleile . Bur 
this was common to them all, that aſſoone as one was 
tormented, atthe onely noiſe of that one the reſt, ſepera- 
ted in diuers Chambers , were alſo tormented. Oneof 
the ancienteſt of the Couet , & of the fiiſt that was afflic- 
ted, named Anns Lexcon, diſcourſed the whole hiſtory 
vnto me. Vhen firſt of all ſhe felr a paine in her left ſide, 
& that it was thought ſhe was taken with the falling ſick 
neſſe,ſhe was ſenttothe Monaſtery of Monherrie:where- 
ynto ſhe conſented through acertaine denotion, and at- 
rerſhe had drunke there in Saint Corneli#shead, the re> 


port went, that ſhe was much better then ſhe had beene: 


which was found cleanc otherwiſe, For both ſhe & the 
reſt 
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reit,being in worſeeſtatethen before, ſent to a cunning- 
man, who certified them that they were all poyſoned by 
their Cooke,namedFrisn Camenss. The Diuill tak- 
ing hold on this occaſion, began to torment them more 
then before, and which was worſe , induced them to bire 
and beare one another , and to throw one another to the 
zround, which they did without any harme, and as caſi- 
lie as if they had beene teathers, inſomuch that rey ve- 
.ry well percciued their will was not in their owne pow- 
cr.. When they were kept from fighting and doing any 
other violence; thenthey tormented themſelues in moſt 
grieuous maner,andafſoone as they were letalone, they 
fell to biting of one another,and yet neuer felrany hurt. 
If Anx = ſpakein her fic, it ſeemed to be done by meanes 
of ſome other that drew her breath in and out . Shee vn- 
derftood her ſelfe ſpeake: but the ſpeech ended , ſhere- 
membred nota word of that ſhee had ſpoken, vnleſle it 
were repeated vnto her againe : for then ſhe remembred 
chat ſhe had pronounced it. Ar any time when ſhe ſer 
herſſelteco pray zincontinently ſhee was moleſted by the 
cuill ſpitic : to that ſhe could not, as willingly ſhe would, 
cicher atrentiuely proſecute her purpoſe, or moue her 
tongue , Bur if ſhee chanced, without thinking on it, to 
murter a Pater noſtcr,or an Ave Maria on her Beads,ſhee 
was ſo farre trom being hindered, thatthen ſhefelr eaſe. 
* Otherwaies, ſhee was altogether dull, and deſticute of 
ſence,diſcretion and iudgement : ſo thar ſhe could neuer 
tiinkea {uiſedly on any ching whar-ſo euer , If any good 
deuoute man that feared GOD, fortuned ro conferre 
with her,then it ſeemed che Dmill would puniſh her for 
ic. Bac contrary wiſe, if other women talk:4 with her 


a99u: treifling and ordinary matters , therein (hee tooke 
picalures 
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pleaſure ,and was caſcd by it, Noweall theſe Nunnes 
thus rormented felr a paine, that got vpward by litrle and 
littls from the ſoles of their feere,v hich ſeemed to them 
to bee {kalded with hot ſecthing water. And though 
chey wereal: thus ſtrangely afflicted, yer loſtthey nor 
their apperite,bur ſhl] receiued ſuſtenance. The Diuell 
ſpake very often and much by the mouthes ofthe yon- 
geſt which had heir ſpirits troubled; ynto whom hepre- 
ſented himflfeinthe forme of a black Carte, andin the 
l:kenefle of E/ſe Kamenſe, vr of her Mother,or Brother:ſo 
as euery onethought, ( but falſely ) char choſe perſones 
werethe cauſe of ſuch rorments . Ann x being refolued 
to returne no moreto the Couent, from whence her pa- 
rents had taken her, butto ſerue GOD deuoutly, fo as 
(with asmore ſetled iudgement), this calamity left her: 
notwithſtanding if ſhe received bur letters from the Ab- 
lefle, ſhee felt a ſhwering through-our all her Body,as if 
ſhee ſhould preſently haue fallen againe into her former 
inconuenience. Notlong after ſhe maried,and was ne- 
uer troubled with that calamity more . She told me al- 
ſo that Es: Kamenss was afflicted 1 the ſame manner 
as the reſt were, namely with the falling fickneſſe,& that 
many times ſhe talked idely too wherevponthe Nunnes 
were perſwaded that ſhee had bewiched her ſelfe,to the 
end ſhe might not be ſuſpeRed of that ſhe had done,in- 
ſomuch that they all ſet von this maide,whom rhe cun- 
ning man had told them was a witch . The poore wench 
beeing carrycd beforethe Iuſtice, at the ff conteſſed 
that ſhee was cauſe ofthar heauy ſpeacle , wrought by 
meanes of the mixture of certaine poyſons : being at the 
place of execution , and ready to die , ſhe proteſted that 
thee had nener vſed any poylon, but onely ar times. 

pronounced 
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pronounced certaine Cutſes. 

After that Elſe and her mother were burned , ſome of 
theinhabitants of Hammone,a towne there by , began 
to bee torm:nred of the euill ſpirit. The miniſter of 
che place got foure or flue of them into his houſe, for 
to inſtruct and fortifie them againſtthe impoſtures of 
the enemy . Bur when hee had recited ſome articles 
of a Chriſtans beliefe , they beganne to mockethe Mi- 
niſter, andto name certaine women of the Towne, to 
whome they ſayd they would go,mounted vpon Bucks, 
which ſhould catry them thither . Incontinengly one of 
them got him a ſtride vpona forme , crying out that hee 
was ryding away . Another ſteppingvp behinde him, 
fell back-ward quite ouer and ouer , andlighted againſt 
the Chamber dore, which flying open , hee tumbled 
from the toppe of the ſtayres downe to the bottome,and 
had no hurt. Aboutthe ſame time , ina village named 
Hoxel , hard by the ſame Towne , dtuers men were 
_ ly ctormentedof the cuil ſpirit, I, VV 1s & i» booke 4.. 
Chap.I1. 

The Nunnes of the Couent of Nazareth at Cologne 
were tormented almoſilike thoſe of Kantorp . Haug 
becne along time diuerſly vexed by the D:uell, much 
more in the yeare 15 64. For they were layd along vpon 
the ground as ifit had beene to haue had the company of 
man: during which indignity their cies rernained cloſed, 
which afterwards they opened very ſhamefaſtly,8e as if 
they hadendured ſome gricuous paine. A young wench 
named Gzxravpe , of 14.ycares of age, gauc way to all 
this miſchicfe . She had beene often abuſed with thoſe 
wanto apparitions in her bed, wherof her laughter made 


proofe , alrhoughſhe had ricd diuers meanes toremedy 
it, 
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it,but a'l in vaine , For as a fellowe of hers lay on a pallec 
by her , only for ro keepe her from ſuch apparitions, the 

oore wench grewe affraied hearing the noiſe that was 
made in Gertrudes bedde,of whome at length the Diuell 
tooke poſlefion , and beganneto afflid her with ſundry 
ſorts of Convulſions, [nherfir,ſhe was like a blind body, 
vtrering ſtrange and inconſtant ſpeeches tending to dif- 
paire , The like diddiuers others: an1 fo this plaguepre- 
uailed by little & little, & augmented much more,when 
theſe poore afflited ſoules began to hauerecouſevnto 
vnlawfull remedies . Now whileſt the Diuell cormented 
them thus,ſome of them were taken with the plague,and 
as long as they had it;the cuil ſpirir neuer troubles them, 
throngha ſingular goodneſſe of GOD, who lymiterh vn- 
to Satan certaine boltids, which he cannot paſle(witneſle 
Ios)in afflitingthoſe wh G O D hath deliuered vpvn- 
tro him for atime in this world. The beginning of all this 
calamity proceeded from certaine lewd youthes , who 
hauing gotten acquaintance, by playing ar ſtoole-ball 
thereby with one two of thoſe Nunnes, climbed ouer the 
walles,& enioyed their loues. Bur afterwards leauing of 
that courſe,by reaſonghey were depriued of the meanes 
to continewe it, the Diuell corrupted the phantaſie of 
thoſe miſerable creatures , and entreated them as hath 
beene declared. I. WV 1: & booke i, Chap. 12. 

To theſe may be added another Nunne of the Couent 
of Boſteaxe,hard by Saint Johns Church,named [ vp 1TH, 
whom I haue ſeene tormented of the Duuill with ſtrange 
convulſions for hee ſo ſtopt her throate that ſhee could 
not ſwallowe any meate,and many times held hertoung 
n ſuch ſore , that hee kept her from ſpeaking : likewiſe 


' haue heard her ter ridiculous and horrible ſpeaches, 
With 
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VVich her Iwill ioyne another maideſeruant toa Nunne 
of agreat and nobic houſe, A Country tellowe had pro- 
miſed her marriage ; but hee fe!lin Joue with another ; 
whereat ſhe was fo gricued , that being gone ſome halfe 
a mile from the Couent,ſhe met the D-uell in the likenes 
of a proper yong man, who began to talke very familiar- 
ly with her, diſcouering vuto her all che Country fel- 
lowes ſecrets, withthe ſpeech hee had vſed to his newe 
loue : and that to the end he might haue madethe wench 
fall into diſpaire, and ſo drawne her to haue made herſelf 
away . Being cometoa little brooke,he tooke the botcle 
of oile, which ſhe carricd,that ſhe mighethe berter paſle 
ouer the bridge : and enticed her to go with him to a 
place] that hee named , which ſhee refuſed|, ſaying 
what would you haue me do going along thoſe mar- 
ſhes? Wherevpon he vaniſhed away, which ſo aftrigh- 
red the poore maide that ſhe fell into a ſwound: her Mil 
tres being aduertiſed of it, ſent a litter to ferch her rothe 
Couent . Where ſhe lay along time lick, and as it were 
depriucd of ſenſe being troubled in ſpirit after a ſtrange 
manner , and diuers times complaynedthart ſhe was mi- 
ſerably rormented of the Diuell , who would hauo her & 
carry her away throughthe windowe. Afterward ſhz was 
married t9 that Country-fellowe,and recouered her for- 
mer health; Theſame. 

Ar Lexenſteet,a village belonging to the Duke of Brun/- 
wick, there was a maide named MarGarsr Acniis about 
ewenty yeares old, dwelling with her Siſters . Vponthe 
ſecond day of June , going to make cl:ane a paire of 
ſhowes, the tooke one of her kniues,that was ſome halte 
a foote long: and as ſh2e was beginning to ſcrape them 


being ſet in a corner of the Chamber, and very _ 
witl) 
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with an ague, that had held hera longtime, ſuddenly an 
0!d woman came in,who asked her whether the had her 
ague ſtill, and how ſhe felt her-ſelfe in her fickneſle ; and 
ſo without any farther talke departed. After the ſhooes 
were madecleane, this maide let the Knite fall into her 
lap, which ſhe could not finde againe,although ſhe had 
ſought very diligently for it: wherear ſhe was ſome-what 
afraide,but farre more,when ſheperceiued a black Dog 
lying vnder the Table, whom ſhe drouc away,hoping to 
finde her Knife, The Dog being aage1d began to ſhew 
his teeth,and grinning at ker , got 1ato the ſtreet and ran 
away.Pccſently wherevpon this maide thought ſhe feltI 
know not what , running downe on-the one ſide of her 
back,as it were ſome cold humor, and immediatly ſhee 
ſwounded,continuing ſo till the third day after, when ſhe 
began to find a little eaſe,&ro receiue ſome ſuſtenance. 
Now being demanded c5cerning the cauſe of hergriefe, 
ſhe anſwered, that ſhe was well aſſured the Knife which 
fell into her lappe was entred iaro her left ſide, in which 
place the felt a paine. And although her friends contra- 
diced her , becauſe they attributed this indiſpoſition to 
a melancholy humor,and that ſhe ralked idlely by reaſon 
ofher fickneſſe, long abſtinence,and other accidents: yet 
ceaſed ſhee not toperſiſt in her continuall plaints and 
teares,ſo thar her head became very lignt,8 ſome-times 
ſhee remained two dayes togither without taking any 
thing, alchough they vied both faire meanes & foule to 
draw her therevnto, Her fits were worſe at ſome-times 
then at other ſome, infomuch that ſhee tooke bur litcle 
reſt,becauſe of the continuall paines that tormented her: 
whereby ſhee was conſtrained to go cuen double on a 


ſtaffe. And that which more augmented her griefe and 
N duni- 
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diminiſhed her eaſc , was that ſhe verily beleeued the 
knife was in her body,and yer cuery one obſtinatly con- 
traditcd herin ir, and propounded the impoſliblitie 
therof, imagining chat her braine was diſtzmpred,con(t» 
dering nothing was ſeene that might induce thEco ſuch 
an opinion, faue her inceſſint teares and complaints, 
waerin ſhe continued the {pace of certaine moneths, & 
to ſuch time as there appeared on her left fide a tumor 
of the bignes of an Egge, like to anhalfe Moone,which 
encreaſed or decrealed according as the ſwelling waxed 
mareorleſle . Thenthe poore wench began to ſay :You 
would not beleeue the knite was in my body till now : 
but ere long you ſhall ſee how it is fixed in my ſtde. And 
indced on the thirtith day of Tune, namely about thir- 
teene moneths after, ſhe bad firſt ſuffered this affliion, 
there iſſued ſuch an abundance of matterour ofthe vicer 
which was growne onthat fide , that the ſwelling began 
to allwage,& then the point of the knife appered,which 
the maid would haue pulled out, had ſhe not bin ſtaid by 
her friends, who ſeut be Dake Hzxzzs Chicurgian, be- 
ingatrhat time reſident in the Caſtle of Wolffbutel. The 
Chirurgian comming thither on the 4. day of Iuly,defi- 
red the Miniſter,to comfort, inſtruQ, and incouragethe 
maide,asalſo toob{crue her anſwers, becauſe cuery one 
ehought ſhe was poſleſied. She conſented to be ruled by 
the Chirurgiz,alchough ſhe was perſwaded thatpreſent 
death would caſue. The Chirurgian perceiuingthe point 
of the knife which appeared in her left fide, with his in- 
firuments drew it forth : and it was found in all reſpeRs 
hketo the other that was 1n her ſheath, and very much 
vſcdabont the middeſt of the blade. Afterwards the v 
ccr was healed by the Chururgian, In the ſame booke,6h.14, 
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Candan Writeth that a certaine Jabourera friend of 
his andan honeſt man,declared vnto him,how for many 
yeares together he was fick of an vnknowne diſeaſe : du- 
ring the which , by meanes of certaine charmes, he had 
often-times vomited glaſſe,nailes,8 haire:and although 
he was afterwards recouered by that meanes, yet hefele 
a great quantity of broken glaſle in his belly, which made 
ancyſelikea 2 many pieces of broken glaſletyed vp 
together in a bag. Moreouecr he added how that noiſe ve- 
much troubled him,and that euery eighteenth nighe, 
about ſcauen of the clock,for cighteene yeares ſpace,af- 
ter he was well,he felt as many blowes on his heart, as 
the Clockſirooke houres : which hee endured not with- 
out great rorment, 1ntheſame booke,Chap..,7. 
Bur yer farther ro ſhew the ſleights and ſubeilcies of 
Sathan,who with efficacic of error turmoiles ſuch as the 
diuine iuſtice deliuers vp vnto him, Fwill addeanother 
hiſtory touching a child Dementack, written by D. Hanar 
CoLtn of Boſleduc, to Avcvsrine Hvnays a Door of 
Lovaine the 3. day of March 1574.as followeth. A child 
of ourtowne foretels,that the wicked & tyrranicall com- 
plot ofthe rebels ofthe Low-countries ſhalnow takean 
end. Wefcare notwithſtanding leaſt ir be ſome deuiſe of 
the euill ſpirit: albeit no man can diſcouerany ſuch mat+ 
ter yet. This child cries out & bids euery one pray heartl- 
ly and inceſſantly vnto G O D: he himſelfe with hands - 
heaued vp,prayes 3.times a day. Hee hath foretold mer- 
ucilous things of our time, & all that he hath foretold is 
cometo am failingin any circumſtance . Alſo hee 
ſaith , that the Angell G azxy = x hath reuealed vnto 
him,how all theſe Tragedics of Handers ſhall end,before 


next Summer be halfe paſt : and how the King of Spaine 
N 2 ſhall 
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ſhall come into the low-countries,& appeaſe all by moſt 
happy meanes . He hath likewiſe forerold the very mo- 
ment of time of the raking of Aiddelbeyough,and infinite 
other things come to paſſe according to his predictions. 
(moſt vnworthy)was allo called io examine this child, 
and was wonderfully amazed to ſee fo ſimple a thing, 
which canneither write nor read,anſwer fo readily to all 
dema:ds ,and reſoluethe greateſt difhculties could bee 
propounded. And becauſe Sathan transfigures himſelte 
into an Angell of light, L obie&ted many and ſundry que- 
ſtions vnto him : bur ſo farre isit from an Angell that ab- 
hors the croſſe of our Lord,or the name of I s v s: that 
contrariwiſe ithath taught the child a praicr,in ſubſtance 
containing theſe words: O Izsvs of Nazareth, which was 
crucified for vs, haue mercy upon vs :helpe vs pooye ſinners 
that we may returne againe onto the faith, IN 1: xn 1. 
Booke,chap.ro.where headdeth thts cenſure. The contra- 
ry cuent hath manifeſted, that this child was poſſeſſed of 
the divill , who ſpake and prognoſticated by his mouth. 
Forthe troubles of Flanders ended not the Summer fol- 
lowing,nor threeyeares(we may ſay,nor fiuc and twen- 
tie yeares) afrer,neither was, noris there any newes of 
the Kng of Spazres comming into the Lowe-Coun- 
tries. Now the ſpirir of GOD cannot failc nor erre 
in the [caſt point that is. Therefore one may perce:ue 
Who that G azkx1te1 was, that could declare the ver 
moment of-rime,of the taking of XLddelboroughin 7 ea- 
land: to wit, the Diuill , who being a ſpirit, tranſports 
himlſelfe in an inſtant from one place to another, by rea- 
ſon of his incomprehenſible {wiftneſſe. Hee it was that 
moued this childeto the prayers beiore ment:-ned, the 
better to colour his inpoſtures and lyes,For fo hee hath 
accultos 
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accuſtomed tomingle truth with falſehood. As Doctor 
C 01xzn may acknowledge,if he be ſtill aliue,in the be- 
ginning of this new age 1600. It hee be departed this 
world,I leaue the deciftonthicreof to his companions, 
The yeare 1594. in the Marquiſate of Brandebourg, 
chere were ſcene aboue eight ſcore perſons together 
Demoniacks,which vttered meruailous things,and both 
knew and named ſuch as they had neuer ſecne: amongſt 
thoſe perſons they noced ſome which were dead long 
before, that walked crying out vntocuery one to repent, 
toleaue off all diſfolutenefle in apparell, &c. and de- 
nounced G OD S iudgments, affirming that they were 
commauded by the Lord to preach amendment of lite, 
whereby fianers might bee eng againeto the right 
Way. Theſe Demonacks raged exceedingly where-fo- 
eucr they came, and belched forth infinite our-rages 
againſt the Miniſters of the Church, talking of nothin 
bur of apparitionsof good and cuill Angels. The Diui 
thewed himſelfe in diuers ſhapes , and in the Sermon 
time flew ouer the Church with a terrible noyſe and 
cric: ſtrawing points and peeces of gold and filuer all 
alongas hee went. Iaqyzs Horsr DoGorof Phy- 
ſick, in his Hiftory of the Sileſian Childes golden too th.Let 
vs adde that which a certaine Friſlandey preſents, in his | 
colleion of Hiſtories, intituled Meycurius Gallobelgitus, 
the yeare 1594.in this manner . I will ſhut vp this dil- 
courſe with the words of IaqQyzs Corti a DoQtor 
and Preacher in the Marquiſate of Brandebourg , who 
hath publiſhed a Booke of itin Dutch. After hee had 
exhorted the Almargnes to giue ouer all difloluteneſle, 
exceſle and diſorder, principally in apparell : then all

As the euil] ſpirit 
was about to make a maide of Spzyvdaw whom hee pol- 
ſelſed, ro drowne herſclfe , and certaine good folkes la- 
boured to hinder it, alledging the Hiſtory of the Gada- 
rens, into whole Swine the Dijuils cou'd not enter, bur 
by chepermiſſion of Ixs vs Cur1srT : the Divillfirer 
ching forth the nand began to ſay: Y ou are thole Swine, 
and becauſe there is nothing but glutrony and drunken- 
| neſſe amongſt you, you are allin my power, Others be- 
| ing demanded,why they tormented G ODS creatures, 
anſwered : The Lord commands vs to doeit, you will 
neither heare, belccuc,norpray:theretore we are your 
tormentors. Doctor Horit (hewes diuers reaſons, how 
that reſurre&ion of the dead aboue mentioned, was dia- 
bolicall,and ſuch another as the apparition of a tale $ a- 
My BL raiſed by the witch, mentioned in koly writtegand 
in all the reſt doth proue, that in all theſe accidents they 
diſcouer the impoſture and furie 0: S than, the fearefull 
exccutionec of GODS iult iudgement.

Theſe two marryed tolkes , lining very honeſtly and 
without reproach in their meane condition , had bes 
rweenethem a Sonne, borne the 22. day of December 
1585. fouredaycs after he was Chriſtened and named 
CuRIsSTOPHER, catcfully brought vp , and in the 
yeare I 5 93. ſent to the Schoole of the Village a- 
monegſt other Children. A little before Eaſter, a cec- 
raine G'irle diſcouers that this Chlde hath tk e laſt great 
Tooth of the left ſide appearing all of cleance Golde : 
diucrs others therevypon tinde it ro be fo. Suddenly the 
report of it is diſperſed all about, fo that the Dukes of 
Sileſaa, Lignits , Brige , Munſterberg, e6. and diucrle - 
Gentlemen and Cutizens of credit, cauſe the Childe 
to bee brought vnto them , that they might ſee him. 
Amongſt others , Monficur Anxvrs, Biſhop of Niſſe, 
gd chiefe Gouernour of Sileſia, made him to be ex-

Peeily brought vato him to Nifſe , where in his pre- 
ſence certaine Chirurgians very diligently and atren* 
tively conſidered the force, matter, toime,& diſpoſition 
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of this tooth. In the yeare15 94. about the moneth of 
September going into Szle/ia tor roſcll a certaine houſe 
that I had at Secidniz , and ſtaying at Reichenbach a 
rowne diſtant ſome hourcs iourney from (Wergeldorff, 
| ealily obtaynedotFxzptricxdeGriiorne(vnto 
whoſe Soune beeing ar thar- time ficke, I minyſtred 
phiſick, ) ro haue this Childe brought vnto mee , by his 
Mother to a kinſmans houſe of mine, named Msicuos 
Hoxsr where!with the principall men ofthe place, in 
the fore-noonea little before dinner, I very diligerly be- 
held at two ſeucrall times this goldentooth of Curt s- 
ropuerRMyLLERs,l tooke holdofit with my fingers, 
and wagging it in andout, I found it firme and inmo- 
ueable : hauing made him open his mouth, I ſaw the 
gold ofthe ſaid rooth, ſhyning very bright: it was the laſt 
great tooth of the lower iawe onthe left ſide,being a lit- 
tle thicker then the other great teeth , but of the ſame 
forme and higth, hauing \ 8 gumme very ſound, loft, 
red, andin every pointasit ſhould bee . Iobſeruedalſo 
that at thattime che Childe being about eight yeares 01d 
hadall his teeth except the great tooth next to that of 
gold , which by meanes thereof thorough a ſpeciall pro- 
uidence of G OD appeared much the better ! Herevp- 
on being in doubt whither hee chawed with that tooth 


aſwell as with the reſt, I defired mine hoſtto make the 


Mother and the Childe to ſtay dinner, Wee were no 
ſooner riſen from table, but I ſent againe forthe chiefeſt 
perſons ofthe towne, and in their preſence I opened the 
Childes mouth , where] foundthe meate yetremayni 
chawed vpon this tooth of gold, Then cauſing 
mouth to be waſhed very cleane with faire water , with 


a toucl1-ſftone I rouched the tooth , and found that the 
gold 
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gold approchedto the carat ofthat of Huwgarie. This 
Childe is of complexion hor anddrie, prettily in fleſh, 
of a good ſtature and a luely ſpirit , peaccable and 
meruailous ſtudious , inſomuch that I was faine to giue 
him a couple of bookes that hee begged of ince, I. 
Hons r Dottor of Phiſuke in his Hiſtorycall and 
Philoſophicall deſcourſe of the Sileſun .

mercie is ceraine; tor his ele ,butT am areprobate, 
a veſſc1! of wrath and curſing , and [ doe alreadie feele 
the torments of hell: When they did exhort him to call 
GO Dhis Father , and Igsvs Curisr his Sonne, 
My mouth ( fayd hee ) doth ſpeake it but my heart 


- hath horror of it . I beeleene that hee 1s the Father of 


others , but not of mee, When thiey did laic before 
him

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him that hee had knowne G OD, heard his worde, and 
recetued his Sacraments . I bur ( hee added ) that I 
was an hipocryre , and guilty of many blaſphemies a- 
gainſt GOD. Andthen he returned to his ordinary dif- 
courſes, I am aveſſel| prepared to wrath and damnation, 
I am damned. I burne. H. Bzron #n the treaſor of a 
Chriſtian ſoule. 

A learned man at Louvain called M. Grnxracn, 
hauing profited ſo well in his ſtudies , as hee was 
one of the firſt among the Learned of our time , bee- 
ing toucht with a greevous ſtckeneſle , hee ſighed con- 
tinualy , and feeling himſelfe ro drawe neere his ende, 
hee beganneto deſcouer the grounde of his ſighes, ſpea- 
king ſuch fearefull wordes as deſperate men are ac- 
cultomed to proferre : crying our and lamenting that 
hee had liued verie wickedly , and that hee could not en- 
dure the Iudgement of GO D : for thathee knewe his 
ſinnes were ſo great,as he ſhould neuer obtaine pardon: 
ſo as in this diſtreſſe hee died , oppreſt with greeui- 
ous and horrible deſpaire . The Hiſtoric of our 
Times. 
© M. Axxnovr Bowtr,alcarned manof the ſame 
place , receyuing an impreſſion in his braine from a 
Sophiſter , of ſtrange opynions touching our Saluation, 
hee beganne to growe wilde, Onedaie going out of 
Lawvaine With three Schollers to walke : Vpon his re= 
rurne vnto the Towne , hee did fir downe neerca foun- 
raync, fayningto reſt him, The Schollers went a Iitcle 
before , not doubting any thing . In the meanetime 
B omzr doth ſecre:t'y drawe forth a lictle knife , and 
ſtabbes himſelfe in the breſt . The Schollers retur- 
ning toWardes lum, c(piedhim to fall , and running to 

him 
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him,they did ſeethe fountaine red , with bloud. They 


cameto him all amazed , and findyng the wounde, they 
carried him as well as they could to the neereſt houſe ; 
and doubtingrthart it might bee deadly, they exhorte( 
himto aſke GOD mercie, for that hee had done vio- 
lence vato himſclte. Hee ſeemed vnto them to haue 
ſome remorſe,as well by his ourward countenance as by 
ſome wordes which hee deliuered with a languiſhing 
voice, But inthe meanerime,(ecing a knife hang at one 
of the Schollers girdels, hee ſeized thereon ſodenly and 
ſtrikes 1imſelferothe heart , whereof hee died preſently, 
In the ſame Hiftorie, 

MF. IautsLaromys, one of the chiefe Doors 
in the Vniuciſitic of Lowvarn, beeing one daie out of 
countenance in a Sermen before the Emperour 
CurarLtsthefifre returning aſhamed and confounded 
from Bruxelles to Lowvaire, lo as after hee did to appre- 
hend this diſhonour, as hee fell ſodenlie into deſpaire, 
whereof hee gane manie teſtymonies in publike : the 
which did mooue his friendes to kcepe him cloſcin his 
houſe,from that time vnto his laſt gaſpe , poore L ar 0- 
vs had no other ſpeech, but that hee was reicted 
of G O D,that hee was damned,andchathe hoped forno 
mercy nor faluation, as hauing maliciouſly made warre 
againſt the grace and truth of GOD. Hee died in 
this deſpaire, neither was it poſſible for any triendes 
nor Phyſitions to make him change this opinion. The 
ſame aathor. 

Inthe end ofthe yeare 1545. in aſmaltowneof the ter- 
ritory of Padeua, called Cixitelle there was a learned 


Lawier and A duocate, a wile and veric Rich man , and 


an honourable Father of a famelic , called Francis 
SPLE RA) 
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Sp1eRA,Who having ſaid and done diuers things againſt 
his conſcience,to maintaine himſelte and his charge,be- 
ing returned to his houſe , he could neuer reſt an houre, 
no not a minute, nor feele any caſe of his continuall an- 
guiſh. And euen from that night he was ſo terrified and 
had ſuch horror of his ations, as hee held himſelfe for 
loſt. For ( as hehimlelfe did afterwards confeſle) he did 
ſceplainly befote his cies,all the torments,all che paines 
of hell, and of the damned,and in his ſoule did heare the 
fearctull ſentences being drawne before the iudgement 
ſcate of Ix svs Cunisr. The next day and fo tol- 
lowing, it was impoſſible to ſee him reſume any cou- 


rage: bur his ſpirits were ſtrangely troubled , and the 


terror tooke from him all reſt and appetite . This Acci- 
dent was ſo grieucus to his friends and familiars,as ſome 
repented them much, that they had beene the cauſe of 
ſo great an inconuenient by their prayers andintreaties, 
Others ,thinking it did proceed from ſome cholerick or 
melancholy humor(the effes whereof are often-times 
ſtrange in thoſe braines which are violently toucht ) 
were of opinion to ſend him to Padous,to be Phylicked 
by the learned Phyſitions,reuiued by honourable com- 
panic,and ſerled by the conference of learned men that 
werethere, to ſome of the which he was well knowne. 
His wife and children, with ſome of his familiar friends 
did accompany him, and hee was lodged in one of the 
chiefe houſes. Fxis1mitaGABELLOCAT and Crag: 
s vs ( famous and excellent Phyfitions ) did vifit him, 
and gine him Phyſicke with a * 965 affection : and 
found ſoone that he was little ſicke in body,bur grieuouſ- 

in minde: forin all other things hediſcourſed grauc- 


| lyandconftantly,ſoas none of his familiar friends could 


deſcerne 
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decernethat the quickeneſle of his diſcourſe and rea- 
ſon was any thing impaired or weakened , continnuing 
ſill in this continuall anguiſh, manie were much troub- 
led, anddaylic his Chamber was full of people; ſome 
curious to {ceandro heare; others( but very fewe) were 
deſirous to drawe tum to hope inthe mercies of GOD, 
{ was preſent at many of his ſpeeches, wich ſome menof 
honour and learning. To deliuer that which I could 
obſerue. I beganne firſt to note his age and his faſhion, 

| He was about hitty yeares old, free from the violent paſ- 
ſionsof youth , and fromthe coldneſle of old age . No+ 

thing came out of his mouth that was lighly or fooliſh- 

ly ſpoken, or that might diſcouer any doting in him zal- 

though hee did dayhe diſcours of graue and impor- 

rant matters with the learned , and that ſome didpro- 
ound vnto him high queſtions,eſpecially in diuinity . I 

will briefely relate ſome ſpeeches they had with him, 

during his aboad at Padowazand I wil. not forget that hee | 

declared with a ſetled Iudgement, that hee gid ſeethe 

eternall vengeance of G O D prepared againſttheſinne | 

which hee had committed . Forthat he did finde in him 

ſelfe,that thoſe things which G O Dhad giuen to others, 

ro reioycetheir ſpirits and to live well and happely,had 

all conſpired againſt him in deſpight of his horrible for- 

fer . For although ( ſaid hee )rhatG OD fora great 

bleſſing had promiſed to many holie men,a goodly iſſue 

anda great number of Childien, in whoſe love and obe- 

diencc they may repoſe their age,and that there was no- 

thing more pleaſing inthis preſentlife , yetin the mid- 

deſt of his miſeries , the hands and faces of his Children 

were as horrible vato him as the hang-mans . It cannor 


well be expreſt, what greete and vexation hee ſeemed ro 
rcceluc, 
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recciue, when his Children brought him meate , forcing 
him to eate,and threatning him when hee refuſed ir. Hee 
confefled his Children did their dutics,8 yet he tooke al 
inill part (ſaying) that hedidnot acknowledge G OD a- 

more rhis Father, bur did fearchim as an aduerſary, 
armed with judgement ,For he had bin three weekes 1n 
this apprehenſion, when hee ſpake theſethings, without 
eating or drinking , but what they forced him vnto, the 
which he recciued with great difticulty,the which hee re- 
fiſted withall his power , ſpitting out that which they for- 
ced him to take, Some of the Affiſtants were of opinion 
co make him a fraied, to make him the more apt, tore- 
ceiue foode;firſt forthe Soule,then forthe bodie: aſking 
him if hee did not feare greater and ſharper rorments 
after this hife , then rhoſe heethen felc ? Hee confeſled 
that hee did expe farre more ſharpe, and had alreadie 
horror of them: yer hee deſired nothing more then to 
bee caft head-long into them , that hee might not feare 
other more grecuious torments. They aſked him a- 
eaine,if hee thought his ſinne to bee ſo fowle,as it could 
not bee pardoned through the bountie and infinite mer- 
cievf GO D?> His anſwere was, that hce ſayd ſinned a- 
inftthe Holie Ghoſt, which was ſo greata finne , as ic 
15 called a finne vnto death, that isto ſay , ſubie&trothe 
eternall vengeanceot GOD, andtothepaines ofhell, 
Whereof this poore wretch diſcourſed amplic, learned. 
ly and to ſubtilie againſt himſelfe. Learned and Godly 
men, which did aſſiſt tum,omitted no teſtymonics that 
might afſurea wounded conſcience,that G O D is mer- 
cifull, gentle and readie to pardon . But all this could 
not diucrt him from his opinion, neither eould they 


d;awe any other thing from him, but that hee defired 
much 
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much that hee might returne to ſome hope of pardon. 
Burt it fares with mee ( ſayth hee) as with Cryminall 
perſons , ſhut vp in cloſe priſons and fertered hand and 
foote . Sometimes hey are faluted by their friends pal- 
ſingby, who aduiſe them to breakeprilon and to deceiue 
their gards if they can, Such we 00 would gladly 
followe their counſell, butit is a vaine deſire - Euen fo 
is mine ſaied hee. As tor the ſcriptures which were 
cited vnto him, touching the loue and affeRion of GOD 
the Father by reafon of his Sonne Is sy 8 Curt 57, hee 
did aduowe them , adding , that they did belong onelic 
rothem whome Izsvs Cuxisr did repute his Bre- 
theren and his members : but as for him hee hadre- 
nounced that loue ,and willingly reieRted. all Brotherly 
allyanice : neither was hee ignorant in howegreat tran- 
quillity of minde they _ bee , who had once im- © 
braced the promiles of ſaluation , and did reſt chem- 

ſelues continually therein, For confirmation whereof 
this his ſad deſaſter ( ſayd hee, ) was propounded for an 
example before all mens eyes : that if they were wiſe 
they ſhould not hold it Iight , nor happened by any 
chance : but to learne by his ruine, howe dangerous 
it is to fall anie thing from that which beclongs to 
the great glorie of the Sonneof GOD. Addingrthat it 
was a {lipperie anda verydangerous paſlage, yea moſt 
fearefulltro him that ſtood not carefully vpon his gard: 
Moreouer foraſmuch as ſuch euident examples of 
the vengeance of almightie G O D,did ſeldome appeere 
rotheeyes of men ,they deſerued tobee the more carc- 
fullie regarded . Thatamongeſt a greatmultitude and 
number of reprobates inthe worlde,, his calamuic was 


not ſingular; but his onely punniſhment and. "m_ 
id 
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did ſfatiſhe GOD , a inſtIndoero admoniſh all others 


to haue a care of themſclues. He added with all, that 
therein hee did acknowledge the feuerity of GODS 
iudgement , who had cholen him to makehim a ſpecta- 
cle rather then any other: and to -admoniſh all by one 
mans mouth , to abſtaine from all impietie: confeſſing 
moreoucr that there was no reproch nor punniſhment 
which hee had nor deſerued , by reaſon of his fowle 
offence . Afﬀer that hee had diſcourſed ſincerely and 
grauely of the diune Tuſtice; hee ſayd that they ſhould 
not take it ſtrangethis his long ſpeech touching the 
true reaſon of the will of GOD; for that oftentimes 
GOD dothwreft out of themouth of reprobates moſt 
aſſured teſtymonies of his Maicſtie , his Iuſtice, and his 
fearefull vengance: as wee ſee in Iv ya s confefling his 
owne finne and iuſtefying his Maſter. Vſing a long 
| diſcours-vpon this ſentence, and defirous to ſhewe the 
4. greatnefle of GODS Iudgements - there are ſome 
({ayd hee, )who haue all chings ſo wiſhfully, as they liue 
in all delights , without feare or apprehenſion of any 
harme , as hauing attained the higrth of all felycitic : 
who notwithſtanding areregiſtred for perdition, where- 
of Ixsvs Curisr propounds an examplein therich 
| man. enioying all the pleaſures of the world witha full 
| gorge, becing after hisdeath tormented in hell: where- 
'þ of mentions made in the {ixtcenth Chaprer of the Golſ- 
pell after Saint Luke . That GOD doth often pro- 
pound 'vnto makinde a hope of reward to drawe him to 
the right beleefe of His holy will ; and oftiimnes hee doth 
ans; aac them from their Impicties by prodigious | 
and fearefull ſignes . And yet as Impictic is naturall 
to Men , they make not their profit of ſuch inſtrucions, 
| and 
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and thinke not that it concernes them + but contrary- 
wiſe impure ic toany other'thing, rather then tothe 
wiſedomeof G OD,to feare and reuerence him. Heres 
vpon he made a bitter inuectiue againſt a cerraine Phi- 
loſopher , whom hee had knowne aboue twenty yeares 
before, forthatthis Moro s ons had beene fo impu- 
dent,todeliuer in his leſſons, yea to write it, and to pub< 
liſhir in Print,that all the miracles thatle svs Curisr 
had done vpon the earth, might well be done by a man, 
that were skilfull in the knowledge of Naturall things. 
It were hard to. repreſent the admiration where-with 
they were ſurpriſed , and with what compaſſion they 
were moued that cameto viſit him, for the diſcourſes 
which they heard from his mouth. Euery man laboured 

earneſtly to reduce this poore man to ſome hope of his 

ſaluation. Among others , there was one, a reuerend 

man for his holynefſe of life, who departed not from the 
patients bed : It was the Biſhop of Caps & 1ſiria, in 

the Yenetians tertitories « Hee ceaſed not to exhorte 
Sp18RaA , and laboured by many teſtimonies of the 

holy Scriptures to diuert him from that apprehenfi- 

on: beſecching him by their friendſhip, by his loueto 

his Wife and Children, and for that his health ſhould 

bee precious vnto him , that hee ſhouid haue a care 

of himſelfe , and print in his heart a hope and truſt of 
ſaluation by Ixsvs Cnntsr , Adding that hee did 

not thinke that his ſpirit was alrogether voide and de- 

ſtirute, of ſome good and heauen]y inſpiration, ſeeing 

hee ſpake ſo holylye and deuoutly of the excellencie 

of Chriſtian religion.

Althoughthe ſicke man knew well that theſe admo- 


nitions proceeded from a fincere and true heart : yerfor 
O that 
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that hee had diuerſe times reiectedthem, hee began to 
frowne,faying vnto the Biſhop.You belecue as I thinke, 
that I doe willingly nouriſh this obſtinacie inmy minde, 
and that I take delight in this vehement paſſion of de- 
ſpaire. If you bee of that opinion, you are decciued. I 
willrell you (to the ende you may knowe my refoluti- 
on )thar if'1 could bee perſwaded that the judgement. * 
of GOD might by any meanes bee changed or miti- 
gated for mee, it ſhould nor greeue me to bee rormen- 
ted ten thouſand yeares with the ſharpeſt paines of Hell, 
ſo as L might hauc any hope of reft after this long ſuffe.. 
rance. But cuen in that whereby you doe exhorte meto 
gather ſome hope:.I ſee all meancs of healch,and par- 
dontaken from mee. Forii the'teſtimonies of holye 
Scripture haue any authoriue ( as they hauc ) doe you 
thinke that Ins vs Curisr hath ſlayd in vaine. That 
be which bath renounced him before men, hee will re- 
nounce him before his heaucnly Father ? doe you not 
fee that it concernes mee , and thatir is asit'were parti- 
cularly verified in my perſon ? what ſhall become of 
him whom the Sonne. hath difauowed. before his Fa- 
ther? when as you ſay that wee muſt hope for no ſalua- 
tion but in Its vs CxxisrT. Therevpon hee did ex- 
und certaine paſſages of the Epiſtle tothe Hebrews, 
and of the ſecond Carholike Epiſtle of Saint Petey , our 
of the which hee drewe terrible concluſions againſt 

humſclfe. 
Vee cannot beleeue with what grauitie and vehe- 
mencic his wordes were dcliucred , neyther was there 
euer man heard pleading better for himſelfe, then Se 1- 
s RA did then againſt himſelfc . Hee did alledge nota- 
ble things of GODS Iuſlice, dereſting his ar” 
lifes 
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life : admoniſhing all that were about him very earneſt- 
lie : not tothinke chat a Chriſtians life was a light thing, 
and cafily diſcharged. Thar it doth-not conſiſt onely 
in hauingthe head Baptized , in reading certaine verſes 
and Texrs of the Gofpell, and to beetermed an boneſt 
wan : bur it was needfull he ſhould le as the doatine 
of trueth doth command him. Thereypon hee repea- 
red a Text our of Saint Peter, cxhorting vs to ſhewe 
chrough holyneſſle of life, cerraine fignes of the loue of 
GOD towards vs, and of the confidence wee ſhould 
hauein him. Hee ſayde moreouer,that hee had knowne 
many, who after they had taſted the ſweetnefle of true 
felicitic , they ſuffered them-ſelues to bee ſo carryed 
away , as they had no longer care to perfarme that 
which belonged to a Childe of GOD. Hee proteſted 
that hee had ſome-times imagined that his finnes had 
beene hidden, and that hce could not bee puniſhed, 
forthat Cur1sr had made fatisfaQion for them : but 
then hee knew coo late , that thoſe things belonged 
otiely to the cle& and choſen of GOD , betwixe 
whoſe ſinnes, and the heauenly and celeſtiall Throne, 
Izs vs Cnnisy ferts his precious bloud', and the 
dignitic of his obedience; as-a vale-and ſhadowe to 
couer them : and doth plant them againſt the diuine 
vengeance, as a high and ſtrong Rampar, that finners 
repenting them , might not bee oppreſt nor drowned 
with the deluge and oucr-flowings of their offences 
and finnes, As for himſelfe , ſeeing that hee had re- 
nounced our Saviour Issvs Cnr1sT , hee had as 
one ſhould ſay , ouerthrowne this ſtrong Rampar with 


his owne hands, ſo as after this ruine and ouer-flowin G 
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the deluge of waters of this vengeance, had cquered 
and ſwallowed vp his foule, One of his moſt familiars 
ſaid vnto him,that he did hold che cauſe of this his great 
rormentto procced from aboundanceof melancholie 
humours, which did ſotrouble his brame. Seiz a re- 
membring,that hee had many times refuted that opini- 
on, and ſccingthey wereto begin againe, ſayd vntothe 
other , you may thinke what you pleaſe: but GOD in 
erueth hath troubled my ſpiric, and depriued mee of 
iudgement , ſecing it is impoſſible for meeto haueany 
hope of my ſaluation . Haning continued in ſuch and 
the like ſpecches , during his aboad at Padou , they 
carryed him backe to his houſe at C:iteile , wherehee 
dycd in this deſpaire . This which is worthy of conſt» 
deration among the Hiſtories of our time, is drawne 
out of a diſcourſe publiſhed by Maiſter Hzsnxz1s 
ScainGzR,a learned Lawyer , who- was then at Pa- 
doua , did fee and many. times talke with this poore 
SplERA, 4 
. About twenty yeares before, a very famous Door 
throughout all Germanie called K x av s, remaining at 
Halle in Swabe, hauing often-times turned his conlſci- 
ence, ſometimestowards GOD, ſometimes towards 
the worlde , hauing- inclined in the end to the worſer 
part, fayd and confeſt publikely , that hee was vndone, 
and fell ſo deepe into defpaire , as hee could neyther 
recciue nor take any comfort nor cdnſolation, ſoas in 
this miſerable and wretched eſtate of his ſoule, hee 
ſlew him-ſclfe moſt miſerably. /» the Hiſtorie of Ger- 
manie, 
Cardinall Cnz scn nc, being at Yeroxa, to paſſe on 
farther 
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farther about ſome matters of importance, was much 
croubled the 25. of March with writing , and hauing la. 
boured very late ar night, riſing a little out of his chaire 
co take breach, he imaginedthathe did ſee a black Dog, 
4 of an exceeding greatneſſe, hauing fiery cyes, and his 
|= cares haoging tothe ground , which came directly to- 
wards him,and then hid himſelfe vnder the Table. Hee 
was preſently like one in a ſowne , bur beeing come a- 
gaineto himſelfe, hee cryed out alowd, calling his ſer- 
uants that were inthe former Chamber, and comman- 
ded them to ſecke this Dogge with alight. Bur not find- 
ing him there,nor in the anti-chamber , a Feauer ſeized 
on him , and encreaſed in ſuch ſort ,as hee dyed . To- 
wards the ende of his lite, hee crycd often to his ſer- 
__ uants: Driue away this Dogge which comes vp to my 
{ bed, Itwas not poſſible to refolue norto comfort him, 
But hee dicd in great deſpaire at Verona, Hiſtorie of owr 
time. SLEIDAN, (1b.2 3, of his Comentaries 
., 'Vnder the raigne of King Fxancts the ſecond, 
the Kings Aduocarte in the Parliament of Dauphin, 
called P ons nas, after that he had fold his patrimo- 
nic, his wives, and borrowed much money of his friends 
to buie this office , hee conſumed what remained in 
keeping of open houſe, hopingto be ſoone recompen- 
cedto the double, Bur beeing falne ficke of a dijeaſe 
vnknowne to the Phyſitions , hee fell into deſpaire of 
GODS helpe and mercy : and repreſenting daylye 
vnto himſelfe the death of ſome innocent perſons cxc- 
cured at Romans and at Valence, whome hee had pur- 
ſued. Hee denyed GOD, called vponthe Diuill, and 
made all the horrible curſes and Imprecations that 


might bee imagined. His Clarke , ſeeing him in this 
O 3, deſpairc, 
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deſpaire,(paketo hum of the mercies of GO D, alledg- 
ing certaine paſſages of the Scripture to that purpole. 
But inſtecd of turning vnto G OD , andasking pardon 
for his offences, he ſayd vnto himz O STEzpxzsn how 
blackthou art ? the young man who was rediſh hayrd, 
excuſed himſelfe: the Aduocare replyed againe, how 
blackthou art? bur it is with thy finnes. 1hat is true 
anſwered the Clarke, butI hope inthe bounty and mer- 
cies of GO D: then expounding his ſaying art large, 
PoxsaenaAs beganto cry out like a deſperate man,de- 
teſting his ſeruant,as one of the wickedeſt and moſt mi- 
ſerable men in the world. Ac this crie ſome of his friends 
came running, whom hee commanded that S Trzprzn 
ſhould be hadto priſon,and his proceſſe made. Herevp- 
on deſpaire did ſo increaſe in him, as with figthes and 
howling he gaue vp the ghoſt, after a fearefull manner. 
His Creditors did ſcarce giue them leaſure to draw the 
body out of the bed: for cuery man ſent to ſeize vpon 
the moueables which Ponszxas had lefr, and of all 
his goods, the which was farre ſhort of their due. The 
which all men did finde very ſtrange: for that before he 
entred into that office, he was heldto beasriche as any 
one of his profeſſion. Yetthere was neuer ſo great mi- 
ſery ſcene, for there was nothing but the ſtrawe left for 
his Wite and Children, who were taken away in pit- 
tieto bec brought vp , elle they muſt haue beene glad 
to haue begd their bread , or dyed for hunger, ſo bare 
this houſe was made , The Hiftorie of France , under

: Idid helpe another, who being of a chollerick and 
quarrelling diſpoſition , vied commonly to dreame that 
he was fighting with one or other , and therevponriſin 
out of his bed,ran to his weapons , drew out his rages 
and fencing it after a ſtrange manner, ſtruck and foyned 
arthe Chamber walles, infomuch that they were faine 
to take away euery thing out of this Chamber that 
might cither hurt himſelfe or others. 1» the ſame. 
B:f(ides theſe two I knew an Artificer that in his 
{leepe roſe out of his bed, and going out of the Cham- 
ber went vp and downe the ſtaires , and all about the 
houſe without any harme. Vpona time he went ſtarke 
nakedin his {leepe to his ſhop , and with his Keyes vn- 
locked the dores of it : where-vpon beeing awaked by 
ſome of his friends that mette with him, hee became 
ſo aſhamed , that hee neuer fell into the like againe, 
In the ſame. 
Lying in an high chamber inthe Colledge of Francfort 
O 4 ypon 
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V-ON Odera With maiſter Maxrin Gvrrexee x- 
G E Ry (udent in Phiſtck , a young man of a ltaely ſpirir, 
{mall ſtature , and ilender body , but of a moyſt braine : 
and chancing to awake, I ſawe him walke ſtarke naked 
vp and downe the Chamber being faſt aſleepe,and then 
get vp intoa great windowe that was wide open, and 
there ſtand . Suddainly I ranne to him and caught him 
in mine armes , fearing leſt hee would haue tipled out of 
the windowe,and hauing carryed him to bedde , I aſked 
him what hee did? Nothing fſayd hee : and whenhee a- 
waked hee neuer remembred any thing hee had done. I. 
Hors rt. Phiſition , in his learned treatiſe of the nature 
of night-walkeys. 

Before I wentto ſtudy Phiſick at Francfort , defiryng 
to ſee other vniuerſities, I was {ent for to bee Tutor ro 
three young gentlemen of Mi/nia, whoſe Father named 
GEoRG Ede SCHLINITZ, Councellor to divers Prin- 
ces,and a graue and vnreproucable perſonage, told mee 
char he and two of his Bretheren had walked many times 
in their ſleepe whilſt they were ſtudents ar Lipſic , yea 
and gotten vp into garrets and climbed vp on the toppes 
of houſes : ſothat one of his brothers chanced to fall and 
breake his thigh, At length their Tutor looking narrowly 
vnto them , whipped them wel-fauoredly, aſſoone as 
they got out of their bed : which hauing continued twiſe 
or thriſe vntill ſuchrime as they awaked,vy that meanes 
they were helped. Theſame. 

Three young gentlemen bretheren, lyingtogither in 
one Chamber, one of them roſe vp naked and ſound a 
{leepe, carrying his ſhirt in his hand , & went tothe win- 
dowe, where he caughthold of a corde hangingat a cer- 
taine pulley, and winding vp himſelfe to the roppe of 2-1 

houſc,

ouſe, met wichaPies neaſt, got out the young ones, 
wrappedthem-vpin his ſhur,let bimſelfe down? againe, 
re-entredintothe Chamber window,layd himielt down 
in his bed,andlepras betore . Awaking inthe myraing, 
he beganto ſay to his brotaers, Wor you what I dreamt 
ro night? mee thought I ro{cont of my bed , wentro'the 
windowe, & got vp to thehoulerop, where 1 forid a Pies 
neaſt and brought away the young ones . His brothers 
laughed ar it: and after other talke, goingto riſe, hee 
ſought vp and downe tor his ſhirte , which ar laſt hee 
found with the young Pics wrapped vp in it . They 
ranne preſently and looked vp to the toppe of the houſe, 
and (awe where the Pies neaſt had beene pulled out. The

ſleeping . Atloone as hee had fuppt he would haue fal. 
len into ſo dead a fleepe, that for any noiſe could bee 
made heneuer waked. After that with pinching & pul- 
lingof him they had made him looke vp,it they carried 
him to bed, he flepr as before: but the next morning hee 
neuer remembred any thing had bin done over night, 
Morcouer,wharſocuer he held, being ſo a {leepe,were it 
theend of atable, a naile inthe wall,a napkin or any gar- 
ment,they wete faine to haue two or three men to open 
his fingers , and make him letgoe his hold: infomuch 
that many times hoiding his clothes in his hand, they 
were forced to carric him to bedde, and ler him lie ſo 
with them till hee awakedof himſelte rhenext morning.

It is not long ſince that the Duke of Holſt Cooke ryſing 
in his ſleepe went downe out of his Chamber , and ha- 


uing paſtthrough a great wide-courr,cntred into the kit- 
chen, 


A young Scholler at Blackenbeurg did many things | 
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kitchen , and got intothe Well ſtradling with his feete, 
and with his fingers clinging ſo hardto the {ides of ir, 
that in this ſort he deſcended with nothing but his ſhirre 
on till he cameto the water , which wetting the ſkirte of 
his ſhirte it ſtruck ſo cold on his heeles that hee awaked, 
and began to cry out 1n his language , O mein bein helfft 
mirthat is to ſay. O my legs,helpe me. The folkes of the 
houſe wakened with the cry,& ſomewhat vnderſtanding 
the voice, ſought for kim, & finding him hangingbythe 
hands & feerc againſtthe ſides of the Well they reached 
him downe a ladder witha candle and a lanthorne . Bur 
notable to get him vp that way , they let downe a great 
bucket willing him to pur his right footein it , and witl1 
his hands to hold faſt bythe chaine of the Well . By 
which meanes he was drawnevp hauing beene as it were 
frozenin the Well, rhey carried him to bedde , where 
heloſt his ſpeech and opened his eyes very ſeldome and 
that with paine. Being ſent forto viſithim , I ſpent all 
that daic in fighting with the apoplexy. Arlength hee 
began to ſlirre a little , and co mutter forth ſome words, 
bur vomyting exceedingly . The next daic I found 
him come to himſelfe againe and talking : hee tould 
mee howe that night that hee was fo in the well hee 
dreamt that hee was walking, and with ſtumbling had 
like to haue fallen, and thaz him thought hee had 
beene ouer head and eares in water, Finally afrer 
a fewe daics hee was thoroughly recouered againe, The 
ſame. 

A Spaniſh gentleman, ſfurnamed T ay 1a, roſeoften- 
times in his ſſeepe,and did many things about the houſe, 
going from one place to another without awaking : but 
ro the end no nuſchance ſhould come vnto him, he had 

| alwaics 
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alwaies a baſcn of water ſet by his beddefide. Nowe 
one nightinthe Sommer-timzhearoſe in his ſhirt, puta 
cloake about him, got him forth a dores , becing allthis 
while faſt aſleepe, and met( as him thought ) with ano- 
ther man Who demanded of him whither hee went fo 
late. Iris ſo hot, anſwered T a1 athat,TI meaneto go & 
waſh my ſelfe . And ſo will I quoth the other,come lets 
goalong togither.Vithal my heart.fayth T ap 1 a. Ther- 
ypon they got themto che riuver,where T a p1aputting 
of his cloake and ſhirte , was going into the water : 
bur the other icaſting beeganne to ſay , you cannot 
ſwimmelam ſure : marrie but I can, replyed the gen- 
tleman,and it may bee better then y'ous 

Well( quoth the other ) then followe mee . And 
ſaying ſo, hee gotte him vp on a bridgethat was thereby, 
and leaping downe into one of the deepeſt places of 
the Riuer , lwamme vppe and downe and called to the 
Gentleman, ſince you bragge ſo much, doe as [haue 
donne. T 4214 followes him, and leapes into the Ri- 
uer as all this was donne in his ſleepe , ſo afſoone as his 
feete rouched the water hee awaked and laboring all 
that poſſiblic hee coutd , hee beganne to call that other 
who was not to bce ſeene . Wherevpon fearing it 
was ſome euill Spirit that had drawne him jnto that 
danger ,after hee had recommended himſeite vnto 
GOD, hee ſwamme ouer the Riuer , rooke vp his 
cloake and ſhirte, and returned home, recounting that 
which had happened vnto him : and afterwardes vſed 
meanes not to fall into'the like perrill, againe.» A. 
de T oxqQytuanos in theendeof the third date of his 
Hexameron, 


There haue bin many found, who ryling thus eeping, 
all 
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and going vp into windowes that haue beene open,haue 
falnc downe to the ground, breaking rheir Armes and 
legges : others hue beene found itarke dead- and ſome 
ſo grieuouſly wounded,as they haue {oone atter giuen vp 
the ghoſt, Bur it ſufticeth vs to propound ſuch as haue 
eſcaped (the which are ſer downe in Bookes that wee 
haue ſeene ) vntill that time may diſcouer the reſt , by 
ſome man more diligent then my ſelfe , who may note 
all if it pleaſe him, 

I haue heard of a young Maiden at Paris, which did 
vſually euery niglt goeto barke her ſelfe in the Riuer, 
being a fleepe : The which ſhee continued long, vntill 
that her Father being aduertiled thereof, watched her in 
the Streete , and whipr her well , to make her leaue this 
cuſtome: whereat the Maide awaked , and was muci1 a+ 
ſhamed to ſee her ſelfe naked inthe ſtreete, Mazſter L. 
lovzztrr (ib,z.chap.1o, 

[tis allo reporred,that a Scholler, hauing had a quar- 
rell che night before with one of his companions,riſe vp 
in his {leepe, and went and flue his cnemie lying in his 
bed in another Chamber, and then hee terurned to his 
owne bed without waking, as it was ſuppoſed : for the 
next day the Iuſtice being called by the Hoſt, found him 
a{leepe, and his Dagger bloudie , conteſling that hee 
had dreampt that he had {line him , who they ſayd was 
murthered, Iz the ſame Author. There are(faid he vpon 
this report) many ſuch examples, by the wiich we may 
conclude,that beſides the nacurall and vitall faculr!es of 
the ſoule,(the which he affirmes ro be very powerfull in 
fleepcrs ) theſe allo taar are dedicated and ſubieR to our 
willes,do lavour,cauled by the meanes of the Muſcles: 
as tO gn,to imbrace,to ſpeake.

N BE L 1 v ${ome-times Conſull of Gos- 
de in Holland , reported this Hiſtory

W Oftbrouch necre vnto Yirech there 
I dwelt a widowe , who had a ſeruant 
whome ſhee imployed about neceſſary affaires of the 
houſe . Hehauing obſerued , (as ſeruants are often cu- 
riaus)that this widowe went late inthenight, whenall 
were at reſt, into one certaineplace inthe flable, ſtrer. 
ching forth her hands vponthe racke, whereas they vſu- 
ally put haie for their Cattell, Hee wondring whatir 
ment,reſoluedto do as much without the priuity of his 
Miſtreſle,andto trie the cfte of this cexemonie, Soone 
after, following his \Miſtreſle who was gone into the ſta- 
ble , hee goes and takes hold of the racke, Sodenlyhee 
fecles himſelfe to be lifted vp intothe arre, and to be car- 
ried intoa Caue vnder grownd in a litrle Towne called 
Y uich ,whereas hee found a Synagogeof Sorcerers,de- 
uiſing togither of their witch-crafts . His Mrltreſle a- 
wazed atthis vnexpected preſence,alked him howehee 
came iuto that companies to whome hee reported what 
had happened, She beganne to bee ina great rage a- 
gainſthim, fearing keaſtthoſe mighty aſſemblies ſhould 
be deſcouered by:that meanes , yet ſhee.conlulted with 
her companicns what was to be done in that difficultie, 
In the ende they concluded to entertainethis new gueſt 
friendly, 
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friendly , forcing a promiſe from him to keepe filence, 
and to ſweare not to. deſcouer the feerets which then 
had beene made knownevnto him, beyond kis hope or 
merit . This poore man) promiſeth wonders , and flat- 
cers cuery one: and leaſt hee ſhould bee moreroughly 
handled, he makes a ſhewto bee adinigted of that Sina- 
goguc if-it pleaſed rhem, In theſe Conſultations the 
time was ſpent ,andthe houre of departure approched. 
Then they make an other conſultation at theinſtanceof 
the Miſtreſſe ; whether forthe preſtrugrion of many , it 
werenotexpedientto cut the ſeruants throte , or to car- 
rie him backe. By a common conſent they inclyned co 
the milder courſe,to carry him backe againe, ſecing hee 
had taken his oath notto reuealeany thing . The Miſ- 
treſſe vndertakes this charge , who (after proteſtations 
made ) takes him vpon her backe, pro miting to Carrie 
him backe vnto her houſe, But hauing made part of 
the way , they diſcouered a Lake full of reedes. The 
Miſtreſſe meeting with this occaſion, and fearitig ſtill 
that this young man( repenting himſelfe that hee had 
becne admitted to theſe helliſh feaſtes) would deſco- 
uer what hee had ſecne: ſhakes Him violently from her 
ſhoulders , hoping ( as it was likely ) that hee ſhould 
looſe his life ,as well through the violence of his high 
on ,as thathce (ſhould bee buried in the muddeof the 
ake. > ad 

Bur as GOD is infynitly mercifull ,defiring hot the 
death of aſinner; but that hee ſhould convert and line: 
hee did limmir the furious defleins of this Sorcerefle, 
and would nor ſufterthis youngmantobee drowned,ſo 
as his fall was not morrall, for tumbling downe , hee 
met witha thicke tufte of reedes , which did abate the 


violence 
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violenceof his fall; yer he was verie ſore hurt , hauing 
no meanes to helpe himſelfe buc with nis tongue, beeing 
all the reſtof the night in extreame paine in this muddie 
couch.. Daie being come, inlamenting and crying out, 
iewas the willot G O Dthat fome: paſſengers beciog a- 
mazed at this/ extraordinary Clamor , after they had 
ſought dilligently , tound this poore Bodie halfe dead, 
hamng.- both his knees our of ijoynt . They inquire 
whence hee.was , and bow: hee came inthat caſe: and 
heariag.thewhole diſcourſe ,after they had drawne him 
ut of that miſerable placethey cauſed him to beetranſ- 
portedina Cart to Ytrecht, The Bourgemaſter, called 
{ou not Colombearg(a vertuous Gentleman ) rauiſhed 
with admiratioh fat fo. ſtrange; araccident , made adil- 
heeirmquirieot chemarter, and cauſcdthe Sorcereſle 
to bee apprehended and commuted to priſon, where 
ſhee confefled all.chat bad-paſt voluntarilie and with- 
out torture, beſeeching him torake ſoimepirtie of her. 
Bur by a generall;confent this: WOIman:-was condem- 
ned and pnbirckly-burat., The ſeruant laie Jong bee- 
fore hee was.cured of | his. hurtes , eſpecially of, his 
thighes, becing punniſhed for his deteſtable curiotttie, 
Maiſter Bavpovin'de Rover i bis medicinall Epiſtles, 
Epift. 50. | 

E x A$Mv5s4in his Epiſtles vpon the report of H s xx y 
of G1azis alzarned man in our time , Writes that the 1 0, 
of Aprill r533.in an Inne at Saltac a Towne in Su1/- 
ferland , diſtant ſome. cight good Leagues from Fri. 
bourg,asnight approched they heard a certainc hiſſing, 
which ſeemed to come out of oneof the Chambers. The 
maſter of the houſe ſuſpeRingrhere were ſome theeues 
did: runne to that place , Whereas hee found not any 
| man, 
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man , but hee ſtil herd the famevaice inthe garret, and. 
from thence onthe toppe of the Chimney . Then pre- 
ſuming-it ſhould bee ſome cuill ſpirit, hee ſent for two 
Preeſtes to coniure ir, who hauing begunnethcir exorciſ- 
mes,the ſpirit an{weted chem, that hee cared not for the, 
tor the onie wasa whore-huinter , and both were theeues, 
ſo as in defpight of all they could doe , hice would burne 
the Towne,as he had vnderraken. Some thoughtir was 
for Icloufie which hee had conceiucd againſtthe hoſkes 
Sonne and the maide of the houſe., of whome hee had 
had carnallknowledge,by the ſpaceof foureteencyears, 
as ſhe confeſſed afterwards at herdeath. Hauing ther- 
fore raiſed this creature inan inſtant; to the toppe ofthe 
Chimney, hedeliuered fire imo her hand;commandin 
herto fire the Towne ,thewhich ſhee did, ſoas inleſle 
then an houre all was conſumed to aſhes, neither could 
water or vineger quench this fire.. This was a reall 
thing , andthe fire alſo which the Diuell brought , was 
reall and matetiall ; but ofah othernaturechen the com- 
mon fire ,or any artificiallthat canbeemade. Andyet 
it came not-from aboue, as the fire of lightning , the 
which burneth lietle ,if ic fall not by chance among gon- 
powlder ,2s in theycare1500-It happened at Parss in 
the Tower of Bully: and ſence at Macthinin Brabant and 
atYeniſe . Blaiſe Viginere in his treaty of Comets. 

I will addevnto this hiſtory whatP nitiyCane xa: 
k1vs reports , who ſayththartthe fircfell here and there 
ypon houſes like vnto fiery boullers , and when that anie 
onedid runneto helpe to quench his neighbours houſe 
being on fire, they called him backe preſently ro ſau his 
owne. They had great difficultic to ſaue a Caſtell of 


free ſtone,ſcated a good waie from the Towne. I haue

nigi;: Cracria the: Capirdll Citric of Poland: was'ſerr 
on fire, the whichwas ina manner all burnt, It was a 
wonderfull ruine, by reaſon of many thouſands of hou« 
ſes that were conſfomedro- Aſhes, Maiſter'Cromer, bb, 
30. of the Hiſtorie of; Poland, b: 
Lathe yeare IF14-the 12, of Tanuary at night ,fire 
tooke the Realze art Yemce , and firſtconſumed the riche 
ſhoppes,, which were very many . A Nottherly winde 
blowing very,yehemently.;carrycd this fire tothe nexr 
hogſes.;ip an, inſtant all-wagon-fre:;ſo as iffinite buil- 
dings were ruined. Saint I ouns Temple, the Meale 
Market, and al.the buildings abour it. The ſhoppes of 
Gold-ſ{mizhs and changers were conſumed... This fire 
continuedall nigitt, and' could not bee quenched; but 
1n: making place, by the.ruine of houſes , and whole 
ſtreetes., Moſt part of the 'Cittic was defaced by this 
accident,. Since it hath beene ſo reedefed)}, beautified, 
and, inlarged , as this loſſe, hath nor beene ſecne theſe 
many yeares, PB. Lov 3x +; lib, 12. of his Hiſtories. * 
The yearg' 15 1844n June ; aftera horrible Ecclipſeof 
the Sunne there followed at the ſame hourea terrible 
fireat Viennain Auſtria , the which burnt a quarter of 
the Cittie. The Emperoyr Mu x1M111Aaw the firſt be- 
ing with his Court at /»ſpruch, fell ſicke hearing of this 
newes, and dyed of a continuall feauer. PE FRbkN 
is the life of the Emperonrs. EH 
Intheyearc 1536.the 2.of May, a guſt of winde ha- 
uing ſcattered ſparkles here and there, firetooke i many 
houſes ar Delft ,a.great, fayre,/&hd famous Towne in 
Holland, ſo as in fewe houreszthe greate(l part thereof 
was ruined, and had like to. haue beene all conſumed 


by 
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by this fice. Bur. it hath beene fo repayred ſince, as ar 
this day itisone of the pleafingeſt and moſt delighrfull 
Townes that can be ſecne. In this fire there happened a 
memorable accident, Men of credit did ſee that time a 
Storke ( whereof there are great numbers in Holland ) 
which comming from her prey;diſcoucred, that the fice 
had taken theneſt;, where her young ones were . She be- 
ganto fall vponit, to ſee if thee could preſerue them 
from the fire : but for that they were yet vnfethered, and 
chatcherewasno meanesto drawethem forth, ſhee fell 
ypon them with her. wings ſpred abroad , and coucring 
heryoung ones, was ſo conſumed: to Aſhes with them. 
What a reproch is this charitable Bird vnto ſome fathers 
and Mothers,which haue no feeling of nature,nor of hu- 
manitic, buc onely the face, Axva.

In the yeare 1539. berwixt Inne and Iuly , ypon 2 
Thurſday ar! night , fire tooke at Conſtantinople , neere 
vnto the priſon appointed for criminall perſons ,in the 
ſhops of fuch as ſold Tallow, RofinOyle and ſuch kke 
Ruffec,lo as it rookehold of the priſon which was barred 
very cloſe, and there ſmothered ſeauen: hundred men. 
From thence it diſperſed it ſelfe on. cuery {ide through 
the Cicty,8: commingto another priſon;they were con- 
ſtrained roler them forth, elſe.chey-hadall- periſhed : for 
ma momencthis priſon was coalumedto Athes.. Then 
the fire advanced towardsthe wodden gate, where as the 
S:nithes forges be,& ſuch asdeale in Y ron works: from 
thence it tooke hold of.che Capraine of the Janiſarics 
houſe, &conſumesallirniecesmntharquarter . Then ir 
gets into the:Tauerners ſtceer; 8& that being conſumed,it 


doth ſeize vpona great place called Taihrai Cala zrhen it 
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eurned towards 'the Capper-ſtanhs , and the Glaſſe- 
houfes;enuironing all that quarterthat is-about the pain- 
ted: Szoues, Then going on ,.it came tothe place where 
the Tewes dwelt, where.itmadea wonderfull ſpoile, for 
thatthe houſes ftand very cloſe. The flames flewto the 
gare of the: Fiſh-market , and conſumed all that it in- 
countred-berwixt that and the Iewes Streete , whoſe 
houſes were burnt to Aſhes. Neither was it poſſible b 
any meanes to quench this fire, ſo as it continued all 
night, and the next 'day., euen vnto the cucning, haue- 
ing waited and conſumed the beſt-part of the Cittie, 
and Subtbes thereof, 'yrto the'Sea-ſhoarc. The An- 
pales of Turkie. | | 

Intheyeare 1546. on Saterday the ſeuenth of Aur 
guft, fire fell from -Heauen upon Mackiin in Brabant, 
and fiered a Tower, where was a hundred Barrels.of 
poulder, This Towre was quite oucr:throwne , with a 
peece of. the Towne'yall, of ewo hundred paces, neere 
vntothe ſayd Towre. Then the fire of this poulder tooke 
hold ofrheneere places, and did ſo fireall the Townezas 
ifa __ ſhower of raine had not falne;, this great Cittig 
had beene conſumedto Aſhes.The next day they found 
ſo many dead carcaſes,and foſtinking, as they were for- 
ced with all ſpeed to make great holes , and ro burie 
them by dozensar a time. Allthe Sunday was ſpent iri 
ſuch burials, The number of the hurt exceeded a hun- 
dred and fiftie « They found a Woman with: Childe 
{moothered vnder certaine ruines , who becing ſpeedis 
lye opened, her Childe Was found. breathing, and was 
Baptiſed. A Gentie-woman leaping out of her bedde 
to open a windowe in her Chaimber, her head was cutt 
off with a Thunder-boult, fo as it hung with-our +: 
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by apeece of theskinne. Ina corner of aſtreete , necre 
yntoBzxRNaARDs Pallace, a Tauerner called Cr ors, 
being gone into the Seller ro drawe Beere for his gueſts, 
whereof ſome played at Cardes : the houſe in a mo- 
ment was ouer-throwne , the players among others 
were cruſht in peeces , hauing the Cardes yer in their 
hands, when they drew them from vnder the ruines.No 
one inthe houſe eſcaped butonely the hoaſt,preſerued 
by meanes of the valted Caue intorthe which hee was 
gone, Three dayes after this pittifull Accident , there 
were many found in Caues dead for hunger , others 
ſmothered, or fainted away , with the terror and inſup- 
portable ſtinke of the lightning . They found a man 
and a woman that were carryed away ,and as it were 
ryed faſt betwixt the branches of a Tree. The ſuburbes 
of Neckedſpſ1s were ina maner all ruined. This Cittie © 
plcaſant and fayre before , was all diſfigured , and as ic 
were torne in peeces: her ſtately buildings ſpoiled and 
ouerthrowne: among others,the Emperors Pallace,the 
Lady Max 6 verirt s,and that of Berque,were ſkrooke 
with lightning , and ouer-throwne , The houſe of the 
Italian Bankers was quite ruined : the Poſte lodging 
ſpoyled, andthe Stable carrycd away withche Horles., 
A part of the Auguſtines Couent , and of other Tem- 
ples in the Cittie were broken . The Count of Hoer- 
ſirats houſe endured , and brake the ſhocke of this 
ſtorme, the which ceaſed when it had ouer-throwne it. 
With out it nothing had beene left ſtanding, neyther 
within the Towne nor about it « There were found 
huge quarters of free Stone caſt by the Tempeſt,aboue 
ſixe hundred paces from the Wall, tothe great hurt of 
thoſeplaces wherethey fell. It was a fearctull Tempeſt,

In the Country of Agenos is the famous houſe of 
B x a vv1LLz,ſome-times very riche, andof greatpoſ- 
{cffions, from the which the Marſhall of Monlscs wife 
was deſcended. Itis held for a true Hiſtory , that the 
Grand-mother of the ſayd Lady had nine Daughters 
at one birthe, that were all married and had Children. 
The Mother and the ſayd Daughters ſucceſſively were 
interred at Saint Crepſi,che Collegiall Church of Agen, 
built and founded by the fayd houſe of Bs av-v11 mz: 
the Mother hauing madeher Tombe in the Church v 
ona portall, betwixtnine others which ſhe had alſo cau- 
ſed to bee made for her Daughters , in memory thereof, 
I haue ſeene ſome of them being at Agey in the yeare 
1577+ inthe ſaid Church. The —_ haue beene ruined 
duringthe ciuill warres : And this was the Hiſtory. The 
Lady of Bzav-vitis hada Chamber-maid chat was 
faire andlouely with whom her husband ſeemed to bein 
loucſo as ſhe to be honeſtly rid of her,married her. This 
Maide at her fiſt lying in, had three children, which 
madethe Gentlewoman ſuſpe that her husband had a 
ſhare inthem , imagining it not poſſible that one wo: 
man could concciue by one man ſuch a number of chil- 
dren. The which increaſed her icaloufte, and not-with- 
ſtanding any perſwaſions , ſhee began to defame and 
hate this poore Maide more and more. 
It happened a while after thatthe Gentlewoman was

owne ſentence, the was fo tempred by the euill ſpirit,as 
ſhee reſolued to cauſe eight of her Daughters to bee 
drowned , and to keepe one : keeping the marter lecreat 
betw'xt the Mid-wife and her Chamber-maide , to 
whomerthis curſed Commiſſion was given , But it was 
G O DS will thatthe huſband comming from hunting 
mer with the Chamber-maide, &deſcouering the prac- 
riſe preſerued his innocent Daughters from death, cau- 
ſed them to bee nurſed vnknowne to the Mother , and at 
their Chriſtening called them all Boxcve,by one name, 
and ſo hee did the ninth which the Mother had reſcrued. 
When they were ſome-what growne,he cauſed them all 
to be brought into his houſe appareled in one livery, ha- 
uing alſo attired that with in the houſe of the ſame ſorr. 
Being altogither in one Chamber, hee cauſed his wife to 
come in , accompained with their Parents and familyar 
friends: and biddehier to callBovrc vt. Atthis call 
euery one of the nine anſwered, where at the Mother 
was much amazed , and the more for thatthey wereall 
of the like ſtature,face, countenance and voice,and inthe 
Iike apparell, which made her heart to giue that they 
were her nine Daughters: and that G OD had preſer- 
ued the eight , which ſhee had expoſed , and held to bee 
dead whercof her huſband did ſatiſficher, reproching 
vnto her her inhumanity before all the companie, and 
ſhewing her that this might chance to confound her in 
the bad opinion which ſhe had al waies held of him con- 

cening 
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cerning her Chamber-maide.M,L.Iovezar, 4b,z, 
Chap.2.of his popular errors. 

I have heard that inthe houſe of EsrovrneAvin 
Perigort there chanced the like Accident about 300. 
years ago, The Lady had 9. Sons at on birth, and would 
haue expoſed cighr of them , rhe which were happely 
preſerued ( through the grace of G O D)by the Fathers 
meecing them . All nine liued , and were aduancedto 
great places: foure were ofthe Church , and five of the 
world. Of the Clergie men one was Biſhoppe of Pe- 
rigueux and Abbot of Branlaume . The ſecond was 
Biſhoppe of Paniez, The third Abbot of Grand-Selwe, 
and the fourth of the houſe of GOD. Ofthe ſecular 
men , one was the Kings Lieutenant at Reole againſt 
the Enghſb . The ſecond had a goucrnment in Bowr- 
gongne , and the other three were in great credit 
about the King. All this is ro bee feene at this daic 
painted ina great Hall, in the Caſtell of Efournexe, 
as the Sergneonr of Eſtourneau hath tould mee , bee- 
ing iſſued from that famous and verie ancient houte, 
and nowe Steward of the King of Aaunaryes houſe , 
which is now King of France. The ſame Author liber, 4. 
Chapter 2., 

That of the Poxrcelets of Arles in Provence , is almoft 
like vnto this, out of the which is iſſued the Noble houſe 
of the Conxertis : who were {ocalled,for that the Cham- 
ber-maide which carried the eight ro drowne , beeing 
met by the huſband, fayd rharthey were Pigges which 
ſhee went to drowne for thatche Sowe could not keepe 
them , Some ſay it came by the curſeof a poore vo- 
man, who begged an almes of the gentlewoman ofthe 
houſe : the ſayd poore woman ' having OO 

: Chuldren 
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Children about her . The which the gentlewoman re< 
proched vnto her,as proceeding of wantoneſſe,and rhat 
ſhee was too much giuen to men, Thepoore woman, 
(who was honeſt)didthen prate, that che gentlewoman 
might conceiue with as many Children , as a S>we hath 
Pigpes. Ir fo fell out by the will of G OD,to let the La- 
die vaderſtand , that wee muſt not imputethat to vice 
which is a great bleſſing. 

They report as much of the Noble famelic of Srous 
at Padows , which carries a Sowe in their Armes , in //.4- 
kencalled Scrora,andin corrupt Langage Scrous, 
which is the ſurname of chat famelie. In the Annales 
of Lombardi it is written , that in thetime of Ar 6 1- 
xo nr the firſt King ofthe Lombards,there was a ſtrum- 
pet brought in bedde of ſeauen Sonnes, and thatthe 
— oneof them ſucceeded the ſayd Atcrimonrt. Ioun 
Pxcvs Prince, of Mirandols writes in his Commen- 
raries vponthe ſecond Plalme ,thatin Ntahea Germaine 
woman was brought in bedde at twile of ewentie Chil- 
dren, at the firſt birth ſhee had twelue, and that the bur- 
then was ſo heauie , as ſhee was faine to keepe it yp 
witha towell. A1isvcacisagreat Phyſition, and an 
Arrabian Surgion , isa witneſle ofa woman thathad 
ſeauen Children , and of an other that miſcarried of 
fivetecne well proportioned, Prints makes mention 
of one that miſcarried of twelue. Marrin Crxo- 
ME Rinhis Hiſtoric of Poland writes that the wife of the 
Earle Vixzos1as in Cracouta was dcliucred of fixe 
and thutic Children aliue , inthe yeare 1269. Butthatr 
which excecdcs all other examples and which is extra* 
ordynarie, ſupernatural! and miraculous , is that which 
is written of a Counteſle of Helland, the which Levvie 
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G v1cnanv 1x doth ſer downe in his deſcription ofthe 
Lowe Countrics ,as itis teſtified in an Abbey neere to 
the Hage. Mancverirs Daughter to the Noble 
Lord, Flerent Earlc of Hollandand of Mathilde Daugh- 
terto Hzxxy Duke of Brabant ,SiſterroW1ttian 
King of Germany, being about two and fortic yeares old, 
was brought in bed on friday before Eaſter, in the yeare 
1313. (as Hiſtories do write ) of 365. Children , males 
and females,the which (inthepreſence ofmany Noble- 
men and Gentlemen) becing Jayed orderly in a great 
baſin, wereBaprized by a Biſhoppe : the mates were all 
called by onie name o nn, &the femalesEt1zazt ru, 
All died ſoone after , and ſo did the Mather , and were 
buried togither in one graue. L. Vives Erxasuvs 
and others which reportthis Hiſtoric, ſay , that it was 
for-aſmuch as the fayd Ladie had mockt a verie poore 
woman as ſhee wasa begginge ſome releefe of her, 
forthat ſhee carried two Twinnes, Shee did blame her 
verie much ( ſaying it was impoſhble that a woman 
ſhould haue two Children beegorten at one time of 
one Father . Here-vpon the puore woman made her 
earneſt praicr vnto almightie GOD, that (for proofe 
of her innocencie, becing wrong-fully accuſed ) that 
the Counteſle might carrie as manie Children at one 
birth as there were number of ſcuerall daies inthe whole 

cares 

To returne to our Hiſtories of fewer Children ar a 
burthen , wee haue ſeenc a woman at Aubenas in Vi- 
wares, who at her firſt burthen had two Children, at 
her ſecond three, and at the third foure. At Orillacin 
Auvergnethe Wife of onecalled S azar 1t had three 


Sons at a birth. The firſt &rhe laſt lived 24- houres the 
middle 
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middle(who therefare was called I on of three )came 
ro mans eſtate; was marryed at Parts, and Jiued long. 
The Wiſe of a Capper in Roan, crooked and little, had 
fiue. Sonnes at one birthe, in the yeare 1550. All this 
is extratedout of Maiſter L. lo vs ur T.{ib.3. chap. I. 
of his popular errors. Let vs adde herevnto ſome other 
Hiſtories. 

Inthe yearc 155 4.at Perme in Switzerland,the wite of 
Iron Gzriinczkxa Doctor , was deliuered of fiuc 
Chyldren at one birthe , three males and rwo females. 
PLi1nis talkes of a Greeke, who at foure burthens had 
rwenty Children, whereof themoſt part liued. Dar s- 
CHAMPS inhis French Chirurgeric writes, thata Gen- 
tle-man of, Sjenna,calledBonavenTvaE SAVELLI, 
had aſſured him, that a ſlaue and Concubine of his, had 
ſeuen Children at one birthe, whereof foure were bap- 
tized. And inour time betwixt Sarfte and 2Maine, inthe 
pariſh of Seaux neere vnto Chambellay,there is a Gentle- 
mans houſe called Maldemette , whoſe wife had the firſt 
yeare ſheewas married two Children,the ſecond yeare 
three, the third foure ,the fourth fiue , and the fikt yeare 
{1xe children, whereof ſhe dyed- one of thele fixe chi 
dren is yet liuing,Seigneor of that place of Haldemette 
Maiſter Ams.Pars ib.2 4.chap.5. 

They haue ſeene often in Spaine, a woman deliuered 
of three Children : and not long ſince, a woman had 
foure. at a burthen. Ic was generally reported a good 
while face, that a great Lady.was brought in bedde at 
Medina acl Campo of ſeauen Children. And they (ay that 
a Nationers Vie at Salamanca had nine. Secing wee 
txeate of thoſe Admirable Hiſtories, of many Children 


delivered at one birthe,I will report what A vicsxxe 
doth 
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doth witneſle inthe ninth booke of Creatures, of a wo- 
man who at one birth brou ghe forth 70s Chluldren well 
pro portioned , And ArznxrtheGreat writes that he 
hath heard for certaine ofa Phyſition, which beeing cal- 
ledinacertaine Towne in Germemi,to viſit aſicke Lady, 
found that ſhe had beene deliuered at one birth of x50. 
Children, all wrapttogither in alittle filme, as bigge as 
a mans little finger, all which came forth alive with their 
juſt proportion. A. Toxqysmapo in the firſt daies 
worke of his hexameron . It is admirable , that a woman 
ſhould haue ſo many Children , ſoſmall, and yerpro- 
portioned and aliue, as wee haue ſeene of the Counteſle 
of Holland, and other women aboue mentioned by Av1- 
cenns and A 1Bz kT. For the explayning ofthe whole.1 
will adde that which ConsranTtivs VaroLtivs 4 
learned Phyſition at Bolonia the fatte doth write in the 
4. booke of his anatomie. I haue ſeene (ſaith hee ) an a- 
bortiue frute ofthree weekes ,confuſedly proportioned 
of the bigneſſc of a barley curnell , where I did notethe 
head andthe breſt , but noarmes nor thighes . Moreo- 
uer haue ſcene an other of fixe weekes old , having a' 
diſtin forme of the bignes of a Bee,where did appeere 
the eyes, the noſe, the mouth , theheart , the lights,the 
ribbes,thebacke,the liuer , the Midriffe, the ſtomacke, 
thereines,the bowells,theyard & other parts:thewhith 
[ ſhewed vnto many. The armes and thighes bepanne 
to bud forth, beeing very ſmall in proportion to thereſt 
of this lirtle Bodie , forthethighes were no bigger then 
a graine-of mill, and thearmes twiſcas bigge . Thaue 
ſcene many other ſuch aborie fruirs, of the bigneſſ&of # 
beane,a ſnaile ora frog. Whereas I hauealwaies found 


allthe parts , and did euer obſeruethattheextremities

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were leſſe in proportion then the reſt: in ſuch ſore not- 
wichſtanding,as the ſpirit quickning this maſle,doth fal-

Conrad Licosraans sin his collection of pro- 
digjes, reporting the hiſtoric of a Germamme, who at two 
dcliuerics had rwenty Children , addes that in the terri- 
toric of M opzna,an/tebancalled Anrto nia,about 
forty yeares old , wo had beenealwaics accuſtomed to 
haue foure Children at atime, or three atthe leaſt, had 
then forty as the Biſhop of Comeodoth teſtcfic, who wrir 
the Hiſtorie, :

Hauing langwiſhed 
thus a long time,ſhee dyed, and was opened the {txt day 
of February 1565. by FLoxenTt Puiliie, and M 1- 
cuz P1cxarD, Who found nothing within her but 
rotten bones, and eſpecially thoſe of the head , with ad- 
miration how ſhee could ſo long ſub-ſiſt, This woman 
ſeemed to haue beene curable , by the Gaſirotomia, or 
ſcion of hir belly , it her greefe had beene knowne in 
time, and the remedy that is vſed in Ceſarien birthes, 
practiſed diſcreetly. Fx. Rovs s s T in his Hiſters- 
tomotie. 
CartunrRInNE des Fiz r3,Lady of Oucy neere vnto 
Milly, in her ſecond marriage fell ſicke,and with Childe 
at one inſtant , not imagining that ſhee was conceiued, 
and was Phificked at Payis being ficke, as the other had 
beene at Orleans , with many helpes , yea entring into a 
ſweating diet,not with-ſtanding that one of the Queenes 
Mid-wiues did iudge her to be with Childe, by all the 
accidents of a womanin that caſe, orderly obſerued by 
her, from the ſtaying of her termes , vnto milke inher 
breſts, and ſo totheninth moneth : at whichrime all did 
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ceaſe withthe free niotion of the childe , having then 
paines of child-bearing without effe&, and preſently 
after there followed all the ſtgnes of a dead childe: 
whereof they yet tooke no heed. So returning from 
Paris.to her houſe, ſhe cucr atter carried this child ſuffo- 
cated,cucn vnto her dyingday, which was fifteene mo- 
neths after the ninth precedent, thatit was alive . The 
ſoft parts rotting and falling away beneath, were held 
with good reaſon,by N.P ox: r alearned Piiſition of 
Mela , for fil:he comming our ofthe Marricall vicer, 
and the bones remaining tor a tumor of the ſpleene. 
In the end being dead and opened, the ;. of October 
1570.by Lv c CnaMpENAISandlamuass Dazirs, 
Barbers at Milly .in the preſence of the Scigneiors of 
Verran and laGaintere, With many others, there was yet 
found in her much corruption , no matrix, and all the 
bones of a child, ſomerotten, others whole, and among 
others oneof the two that ioyne vnto the ſhoulder vpon 
the breſt, hauing already piercedthe skin that couereth 
the bowels,andrhe Mulcles of the belly,nothing remai- 
ning but theskin which did appeare without on the left 
{ide all blacke,the which had long before beene taken 
for a tumor of the ſpleene. Ifher griefe had beene well 
looked into, by the concurrence and continuance of 
ſignes in her greatneſſe, the child being dead, and other 
co-incidences wel oblerued by order,and knowne what 
it was: there had becne hope, when as ſhe could not be 
deliuered, to kaue ſaued both her and her fruite by the 
Gaſlrotomia, or Caſarien{eion ? or elſe the child being 
dead, to hauc preſerued the;Mother , by the meanes of 
this ſeion ,beceing then the onely and moſt neceſlarie 
remedie. 1# the ſame Treatic.

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The like mournfull effe followeth tke like cauſe, 
inthe Wife of a Chirurgion at Montpellier called A y- 
SME, aſſhſted ( as itisto be preſaged)) by the molt fa- 
mous Phiſitions of rhat reuerend Colledge: whoas Mai 
ſierRonpz1szr reportsin the 65 ,Chap.of his Method 
of Curing ) bauing a childe rotten in the Matrix , caſt 
out a part by morcels , the great bone remaining be- 
hinde, ſoas within a whilc atter ſhe dyed. i» the ſame 
Treatie. 

Maiſter TI. Atizovx alearned Phyſition at Sensin 
Bourgonpnewritesina Letter of histo Fa. R ovssnT 
theſe wordes, Here neere vato my lodging hath fallen 
out an accident, as ſtrangely as your Ceſarien ſeftion. 
A woman with childe, being aged, or otherwiſe, could 
not be dceliuered but by morcels : thee had eyther fide 
of the bottome of her belley very much ſwelled, by 
reaſon of the violence of their Inſtruments , with all 
ſi2nes of an Impoſtume, the which did alſo commu- 
nicate with the paſſages of Nature, from that part of 
the belly ( beeing layde open by coroſey ) came a great 
aboundance of filthe, and as much more of the like 
ſubſtance and coulour by the neather parts,ſhee would 
not ſuffer mee to ſound it with the Inſtrument, to de- 
ſcerne preciſely and aduiſedly the bottome of the Sy- 
nuofitie: but withour it, it appeared plainely, that the 
Impoſtume and the ouer-ture thereof did pierce into 
the Matrix , by the common accidents obſerued and 
kept, according to the order of times , and by the 
like excrements , the one andthe other beeing cured 
by the ſame meanes , and at the ſame time. 4n the 
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A dead Childe, having beene violently drawne with 
10ns from a bakers wite calledCornrrz Simon, 
without hurting the{kinthat lapt'the Child in the belly; 
ſheehappcnedin 5. daies to haue a great ſweling of et- 
ther ſide in the botromeofher belly, with apparet ſignes 
of an Impoſtume;, ſo as an opening was made by Coro- 
ſiue,on the one {ide,from whence the Surgion did drawe 
with his hand a quantitie of congealed bloud, rotten and 
ſtiaking , the other ſide abating nothing , neythercould 
the Surgion bring away any of the { kinne that lapt the 
Child being forced to make a new opening on the other 
fide, fro whence he diddraw the skinthat laptthe child, 
not Without extreame paine inthis danger and deſpaire: 
for ſheeremained as one halfe dead, and kept her bedde 
threeyeares , twoyeares after ſhze went with Cruches, 
then with a Staffe , and inthe ende ſhee recouered her 
helth inſuch ſort,as ſhee had many Children andamon 

others,one named Sz BASTIEN, who lined long, 1s the 


ſame treatie .M.N.de Viiiexevevs an ancient Phyſition 


in Provence , writs to the ſame Fx. Rovssszr theſe 
words. Iconfeſſe in this long time that I haue liued(he 
was then ſiztic yeares olde and lived aboue flue 
and twentie yeares after in great vigour of bodie and 
minde) I did neuer ſee this practiſe whereof you write 
vnto mee, of a woman delivered of her Childe by the 
fide, andyet toliuc ; I do well remember that Mayan 
&P 118sN ont shauingthe lowerpart of her belly 
much ſwelled , 1cauſed Maiſter Ma vx ace a Surgion 
of this Towne of Yaxreasto make an openingin the bel- 


lie by an aQuall Coroſiue , pecrcing into thehol- 


 lowesofthe matrix, from whence there iſſued as well 


by the neither partes as bythe place fo opened aboue 
. ſeaucn 
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ſeauen potnds of filchic matter , the one like vnto the 0. 
ther,and to bee the better aſſured of the place, wee did 
open the nether part with an inſtrument where wee did 
ſcethe greatneſle of the matricall vicer , the which wee 
cured in ſixe monethes , fince which time ſhee had a 
Daughter,this was inthe yearc 1552.V 1L.LENEvyevs 
ſeemes to deſlcine a conception, and the fruice wholie 
putreficd , and reduced into this merueilous quantity of 
corruption, althoughthat M.R ovss T thinkes it was 
onely an Impoſtume in the matrixe, The ſame V 11. 
LENEVEFVE reports in an other letter to the ſayd 
R oyss8r, that he had cauled the like cauterifationto 
be made vpon that which is vpon the belly of a woman 
married to Bx1s5=T an Apothicary at Mont-limary, in 
theyeare 1558. peerclngit even intotlie inward part of 
the matrix, ſo as the corruption ſprongoutto the beddes 
feete, and at the ſame inſtant a greatquantitic of the hke 
''th came forth by the lower partes . Shee was cured in 
. monethes, and ſoone after concewed, and ſince ſhze 
hath had three Sonnes and one Daughter. 7» theſame 
treatie. 

M.Martaias Cornax Phyloſopher and Phyſiti- 
onto the Emperour at V7enna in Auſtria reports (in a 
Treatie writtenin Latin,and often printed, ) ſome admi- 
rable and memorable Hiſtories, like vnto the former, I 
will ommit many circumſtances of places, yeares and 
daics , peiſonages and witneſſes produced to anoydete- 
diouſneſle : the ſumme is this . MarG variTte wifeto 
the hoſt ofthe red Creuiſe at Vienna about 25. yeare old, 
who before had had ſome Children,ſhze was concemed 
forthe third or forth time , in the yeare 1545. hauing 


felt ( as of uſtome ) the Childeto ftirre,andthetime of 
: her 
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her dceliuerie come, (ice could bring forth nothing: ſo 
as for the ſpace of foure whole yeares ſhee carried 
her Chi!de dead, the ſame becingpaſt ( as it appeered ) 
from the hollownes cf the Matrix being rotten, through 
the bodie, vicercd there-with trowardes the bowells, 
and there cauſing a great ſwelling , an opening was 
made by the aduiſe of C o xwa xinthe middeſt of that 
which is vpon the bcllte to voide the corruption, The 
Phyſitions and Surgions could not thinke there was 
anie Childe , conſidering the lapſe of time , during 
the which the poore woman [ad beene afflicted with 
veric ſtrange paines, Yet a Chiide was drawne from 
her which was not fo rotten , ( the which was admi- 
rable ) but it might wel] bee diſcerned for a male, 
There happened an other wondertull ſtrange thing, thar 
this honeſt young woman which had liued with death 
for ſo manie yeares , was in a manner miraculouſly 
drawne out of the grauc, and recouecred her perfect 
helth. Let vs adde a third mcruaile : ata yeares ende 
{hee conceiued , and bare an other Sonne his full time, 
The time of her deliucrie becing come , becing in 
ſome great difficultic, and almoſt without any poſhble 
meanes to bee deliuered like vnto other women. Co n- 
NAXx Was Called the ſecond time , who aduiſed the Mo- 
therand other women there preſent, that they ſhould 
ſuffer her to bee opened , as atthe former time: giuing 
veric manie reaſons for his Counſell wherevnto the 
young woman yeelded. But the Mother and the 0- 
ther women that were there oppoſed mightely againſt 
it , ſaying that they muſt referre all tro the almightie 
G OD, and ſetnature worke, incafing herby ſome 0- 
ther meanes lefle dangerous. Co xxa x becing thus 


gain- 
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gaine. ſayed, retired with the Surgion who had made the 
former ſeXion . Bur preſently afterthe young woman 
dyed and could not bee deliuered . Soone atter they 
cald them back, and being dead there was drawnefrom 
her by ſetiona goodly boy , likely to haue liued if hee 
had beene helpt with his Mother, as this learned Phy fiti- 
on did pretend. 

Inthe ſame workethere is aletter wrictento the ſame 
Cornax by M, Acuiitss Gassar a learned Phylition of 
Auf bourg, conteyning the like hiſtory inthe ſame circi- 
ſtances of a woman, to whom a yeare being paſtthat ſhe 
could not bee deliuered of a Child at the due time, the 
Child(like vnto that of the woman of Vienna ) was gone 
frothe hollownes of the Matrix bertneg vicered, towards 
thekidneis,as itdid appeere plainly, A that it had made 
a ſhewe of .an Impoſtume in the bellic, and principally 
on the left ſide, the Surgion drewe from her boane, 
aſter boane,who beeing cured had a Childe ſince, 

Hee reportes in the ſame. booke the Hiſtorie ſent 
ynato him by Maifter Gi:tzs HzxTto 6s a famous 
Phyſttion at Bruxelles, of a woman , who not able to 
beedeliuered of her Childe , the fleſh and ſofte partes 
of the Child being voided belowe in rotten corruption, 
they did feele the bones to grate together , and did 
marke them with the hand vnder that which couers 
the bellie and yetthis accident which was fo ſtrangely 
troubleſome and inſupportable to a fine and delicate 
woman, did not much hinder the actions of rliis cour- 
ragious woman : who carried this Crofle thirteene 
whole yeares . This could not bee without peer= 
cing of .the Matrix , the which notwithſtanding was 


cured, as needes it mult, for that no filch nor corruption 
ciſblled 
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diſtilled downe by rhe lowerparts,'as elſe it would haue 
done. More-ouer ſhe had hertermes orderly : and deft- 
rednothing ſo much, as to findePhyſirions and Chirur- 
gions that would vnder-take to make a conuentent ſeQi- 
on,to draw forth thoſe cracking bones. 

Maiſter Fxancis Rovsssr, (repreſenting in his 
T reatie of the C/ariens delivery(the third Hiſtory aboue 
mentioned by C o x n a x ) confirmes them by an other 
very admirable of Arzycasrs a Phyſition and Chi- 
rurgion, the which I will diſcribe here , although it bee 
ancient, hoping that this digreſſion ſhall not be vaplea- 
ſing. I haue ſeene ſayd hee ( inthe ſecond booke of his 
Surgeric ) a woman (in whoſe wombe a Childe bei 
dead) conceiued of another,the which alſo dyed there: 
long after there did riſe a ſwelling at her Nauell, the 
which was opened,and yeelded corrupt matter. I was 
called,and did looke to her long, yet could I not ſtreng- 
then it,alchough Idid apply ſtrong attraQtiues, and ma-+ 
nic bones came forth, oneafter another : the which did 
amaze me, knowing that there are no bones inthe bel- 
lie : Makingthereforea ſearch of all, I found they were 
thelittle bones of a dead Child.,ſo as after I had drawne 
forth many , I curedher,yetthe Vicer did alwayes ſweat 
forth ſome-thing, Arzxanvs x Banorsr aPhyliti- 
on of ourtime,#n his prattiſe, in the Treatie of the difftcul- 
tie of Child-bearing, reportes the like Hiſtory to that of 
AlzvCASIS. 

Inthe Suburbes of Sully vpon Leire,Mancverrts 
PrxzvosrT,wife toParaRr Dorn rt a Milner, being 
apparantly with Childe, and come to hertime,nor able 
to be deliuvered,not-with-ſtanding any helpe of her wo- 


menſhe grew by little and little ſo extreamely licke,and 
{o 
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ſo great, by reaſon of the Childe and otherthings thar 
were putrefied ,that beſides the generall ſwelling of all 
the bellie, aboutthe eight or ninth moneth, ſhee had a 
particular ſwelling about her Nauell, ſeemingto be a ſof 
Impoſtume, red and readie to breake,the which Maiſter 
ſtr1szx GALLEMENT a Surgion did open With an ac- 
tuall Coroſiue, on New-yeares daic, inthe yeare 1550, 
Thenext day at hec ſecond dreſſing, beeing deſirous to 
knowethe reaſonot certaine haires which ſhewed them 
ſelues at the Orifice; I found that it was the head of a 
Childe rotting,which heedrew our at the opening, with 
the reſt of the bodie, which was knowneto bee a female. 
Shee was ſoone cured, and after the death of the ſayd 
D o xe 1,ſhee married againe , andliued helrh-fully 27. 
yeares after and then died of a flux in the yeare 1577. 
Shee had no Children neither before nor after, Fx. 
RovssEr inhisTreatie of theCeſarien ſettion. 

M.I Hovr1zx,intheende of the firſt Tome of 
his Booke intitled . Of inward ai/eaſes, ſayeth that a wo- 
man at Paris had a Child, who for fifteene daies before 
that it was borne, had an arme ſticking out at her 
Nauell,and yet ſhe remainedaliue and fo did th&Child, 
ſhe did not ſer downehowe ſhee was dur or by 
what part, neicher whether ſhee had any Childg after- 
wards,the which would haue deſerucd a relation; $$ well 
for the theorike as thepraQtiſe. Without doubr EY 
not be without ſome greatylcer in the matrix,alchobgh 
the Childe were not afterwards drawne forth belowe. 
On the other{ide it is a verie ſtrange thing, that a Childe 
could be ſo liuely in that eſtare,hauing madeſuch worke 
inthe matrix , andinthat which wrapt him in,;the which 


hee had paſt through aboue with his arme: for _— 
wiſe 
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wiſcit could not be . In theſametreatie. Thaus learned 
of Mownſierr Byxo rt, alcarned Phylicion to the moſt 
famous Princes , A ntotinstTts of Bowrbon Dowa- 
ger of Guiſe , that thee had often told him , that ſome 
time before her marriage, beeing rwentie yeares of age, 
and yet bred vp vnder her Mother, ſhe did ſee,(becing in 
a Church at [2 Fere 1n Picardie ) that they preſented vnto 
her Mother a young fick creature, pale, weake, ſivelled, 
and ſo ſtrangely tormented with paine, as they knew nor 
what to ſay toit , nor whatto hope of it « ThePrinceſle 
hauing cauſed her to beeviſited by certaine Midwiucs, 
deſcouered what it was: that this greeuious ficke crea- 
cure , whome they held to beea very pure Virgin, had 
a Childe conceiued in her, and thee beeing great, it had 
beene long dead and rotteninher bodie , whereof not 
withſtanding ſhee was ſoone cured , and liued very 
long after in good and perfedt helth . 1» the ſame 
Treatte, 

Baxzanxa Fultikremayning at {wpfring inthe 
Bayle-wike of Bremgarten in Suiſſerland, becing concei- 
ued of her third Childe, and readic to bee deliuered, 
was in labour eight daies together with great greefe 
and paine , and not deliuered. Inthe ende, notable to 
endure anic more, ſhee remayned altogither in her 
bedde : then there appeered vnto her vpon her bellic, 
abouc the Nauell a bladder, of the bigneſle of ahazell 
nut, the which had put her to exceeding great paine 
for three daics together , and in theende at her inſtant 
requeſt, it was peerced and opened by a certaine neigh- 
bour of hers , vſing an aule to that ende. The bladder 
being openedand growne large by reaſon of the ſwel- 


ling of. the bcllie, preſently that which incloſed the 
Childe 
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Childe appeered . They called Ionun Bovncotrsa 
Surgion, who hauing conſulted with the Midwives, with 
their common conſents , made ſuch an inciſion with his 
raſor, as one of the Clildes elboes came forth and ſhe- 
wed ir ſclfe :the Surgion takes hold of it with pincers for 
chenonce , and drawes the Childe out whole by this 
breach , but dead and halfe rotten. The Mother ha- 
uing ſuffred no greater harme , then ſome hgh fayn- 
tings during the operation, The wound becing cu- 
red,according tothe precepts of Surgerie, ſo that with- 
in three-weekes ſhee was fer on foote , not without 
great diſcommodity , for that ſhee was forced to vſe 
2 great rowle continually , and notable to ſtand vp but 
with meruelious great paine, ſo as after two yeares ſhee 
died, Gasrar BAvHniN #8 the addition to the Hiſtory 
of the Ceſarien aclinery . 

A Country woman being with Childe , and cometo 
the 8, moneth, becing vpon the waietogoe to themar- 
ker at Sancerre., was caſt by her horſe aud fell againſta 
ſone; of this fall ſhe continued 24. houres without ſpea- 
king or moouing, The next day ſhe had a ſharpe feuer ac- 
copanied with very violent accidents, as ordynary fayn- 
ting, vomyting and idlencſle of the braine. They did 
purge her , let her bloud , and applyed v hat they could 
tro temper the heate of this. great feauer . Aﬀeer a 
moneth ſhee had a ſwelling necere vnto the Nauell, 
as bigge as ones fiſt . That beeing opened there 
came forth a great quantitie of corruption , and then 
prittic bigge peeces of rotten fleſh, andinthe ende the 
bones of the Infant which ſhec bare . Hauing had this 
woundten monethes,inthe end ſhee was cured, butyer 


ſhee continued barren, Some thinke that if ſhee 
| beene 
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beeae helpt by a diſle&ion in the b2llie, the Child might 


haue beene ſaued, N,N avr1csinthe comment vpn 
th: 1. booke of Hippocrates of womens diſeaſes Text. 3. 

A fleming hauing her Ciulde dead in her bodie;could 
not be deliuered,ſo as it didrotte within her,notwirthſtan- 
ding any remedics that were applied to make Her voide 
the peeces . Intheende ſhe her elte borrowed a Surgi- 
ons inſtrument , called aCyanes Bil,wich the which ſhee 
her (cle pulled out the bones of this Child being rorrten. 
Then hauing eaſed herſelfe by Lotions , Fomentations, 
Bathes,and orher fic helpes , ſhee recoucred her perfeRt 
healch.

In the moneth of September, the yeare 1566. a 
Maide of Stzon Ricurtzrs, a Citizen of Miſas, 
dwelling by Wolfgang Ber , let a little Boy (which ſhee 
held nherarmes) fall from a very htgh window. Hee 
lighted firſt on the end of a Waggon , and thenon the 
pauement, but was not any Way hurt. 1» the ſame Broke, 
pag 227.228, Theyeare 1568.inthemoneth of Iunc- 
Exaswvs theſonneof Worec anc Bewn, being 
but foure yeares old, fell out of a window of his fathers 
houſe intothe ſtrecr,& had no harme. /n theſame pa.22 9 

In a Village hard by Cygne,a certaine Countri-woman 
willed alittle boy ſhee had to go and fetch home their 
Oxenthat were feeding by a woods fide . Whilſt the 
child was away, there fell ſo much Snowe, that vpon a 
ſuddaine all the wayes were couered,8 the nightcame 
on ſo faſt, that the boy was encloſed in the mountannes, 
and could not getout. The father & mother taking more 
care for their child then Oxen, roſe betimes in the mor- 
ningto go ſecke him:but the ſnow was ſo jar chat they 
knew not whereto looke him. Thenext day they traced 


the forreftto finde the body,which they were verily per- 
| R ſwaded 
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ſwaded was voide of life , but at !aſt they found him fit- 
tiag on a banke, which the Snowe had neither couered 
nor cottched. They asked him, why he came not home 
allchar while: T'ne child anſwered (hauing felt no colde 
nor harme at all)char he ſtaiedell it was cuening, [Then 
they asked him wher her hee had caten any thing or no, 
A man that 1 knew not, ſaid he, came hether & gaue me 
Bread & Cheeſe: wherat exceeding ioyfull,they carried 
him home. I. Manrtvs #» the firit booke of his ColletFions, 
The yeare 15 65.about the end of September,a maide 
in the towne of 44:/n4,rthat was an Ideot, lead alittle 
- girleof threce.yeares old out of the Towne ( vnpercet 
ued of any.) and hauing carrycd her to a riuer called 
Trebiſa,which was riſen fome-whart.high with rainerhar 
was falne, ſtripped the girle,&toake her vporther ſhoul- 
der,and waded ouer the riuer , then returned and made 
the childready againe : but being weary of her carriage, 
ſhe lefrthe poore infant inthe winde &the raine,which 
was thenvery ſharpe and bleake. Thegirle remained all 
the whole night, and halfe the next day on the bare 
ground, where ſhe was found (as GOD would ) by a 
Countric wench,who tooke her vpin her armes, & car- 
ried hero a farmethere by. From whence ſhe was con. 
ueyedto her Father and Mother, that were in great per- 
plexitic forthe loſle of cheir child. Gzonxoz Favns 
iu the 3 .booke of his Annales of Miſna, 
Theyeare 1558. there fell \uchan horcible raine and 
.rempeſtin Therimge , thatin an inſtant it ouer-threw di- 
uers houles,and the torrent was fo furious, that it carri- 
ed away a great number of perſons of all ages. Amongſt 
. thereſt a vyolene inundation of waters ouerwhelmed 
apoore labourers houſe of Burcktonne, where his wite 


lay 
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lay newly deliueredof a Sonne , and ſwallowing vp the

Anvaxevy MaexcxTER recites ina certaine fune- 
rall Oration by him written , touching afflitions , that 
being a lctle boy , he had beene miraculouſly.preterued 
from waters,& trom manifeſt danger ofdrowning three 
ſeuerall rimes- firſt at Sechoxſe, next ar Wittenberg , and 
laſtly at Perleberg, where this which enſuerh hapned vnto 
him. As hee was ſtanding on the bridge of that place 
which was very high,certaine Royſters,thronging along 
in great number and haſt,puſhed him ouer the bridge in- 
to the middeſt of the ſtreame.

In theyeare 15 65, the 10.day of March,about ſeuen 
of the clcck iathe morning the Treaſurerof Rofenbourg, 
atowne ſituate onthe riuer Sala, gaing fromthe rowne 
tothe Caſtle,went (as of neceſſity he was to do)ouer the 
bridge,fallowed by apritry little boy his ſonne, who ga- 
zing on the ſwiftnes of the ſireame,& going to take away 
ſomedurtthat ſtuck on his ſhooes, ſlid in ſuch maner in 
an open _—_— place ofthe bridge,that he fell.into the 
bottom of the river. A fiſher-man beingin agarden not 
far of, heaxing the noyſe of his fall, ran thither, and with 
great danger of his life leaped in after the poore childe, 
whom the waues had carried all along the Caſtle walls.

On Eaſtcreue the ſameyeare , about eucning, a furi- 
ous inundation of waters ruſhing on the towne of 1ſtbe 
in Saxomte, did eſpecially and as it were with an agree- 
ment made betweene the waters , beate vpon the houſe 
of an honeſt Citizen named BaxruotmEtvy Vocor, 
Incontinently the fore-part of the houſe, and a piece of 
the Stowe fell downe, within the Stove was a lictle childe 
ina Cradle. I he Father and Mother aſtoniſhed with ſo 
ſuddaine a viſtration,and hearing the noyſe of the cradle 
roſt with the waues,got outthe childe, andcarryed itto 
oneMicnaztt Fearss a neighbor of theirs. There 
remained foure other children lying in an high chamber 
of the houſe. The Father more carctull for their liues 
then his owne,entred againe into preſent death, and ha- 
uing paſt many dangers,got into the Chamber & tooke 
vptwo of thoſe children in his armes. Therevpon the 
floore ſanke vnderneath his feete, ſo that he fell into the 
water, Which carryed him to a great ſtacke of wood, 
whereon hee caught hold , and with much paine ſtayed 
himſelfe by it ſome halſe an houre, loden with his two 
ſonnes,and crying out for helpe . But no dody could get 
to him by reaſon of the wonderfull furye of the raging 
waters.Secing himlſelfe deſtitute of all humane affiſtance 


' andas it were diſpairing of his owne life & his childrens, 


he humbly commended both himſelfe and them to the 
mercy of GOD, calling the Prophet Ioxas to mind,that 
was preſerued amidſtthe ſeas, andinthe belly of a Fiſh. 
As he was praying vntothe Lord,a great beame,driuen 
alongby the waues,carricd away oneof his ſonnes ; an- 
other greater then that , comming vpon him with great 

K® I violence, 
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violence,made him let go the ſtake by the which he had 
held ſolong,& whether he would or no caried him with 
his other ſonne into a garden behind his houſe, Being 
there with their heads ſcarce aboue water, and remem- 

bring his other ſonne, he began to call him? rhe child an- | 
ſwered him from a beame, wheron the fathereſpied him 
ſitting aſtride. Therher he ſwam, and ſetting them both 
on his ſhoulders,he got to a great pile of wood, &clam- 
mering vp on it,there reſted himſelt with his two ſonnes 
ſome fiue houres. The next morning betimes,the waters 
being falneghe carried them to Feaures Stowe, wherethey 
beganto cometo themſelues.As for the other two chil- 
dren lying a bed inthe high chamber , the goodneſſe of 


| GOD preſerued them after a meruailous manner. The 


Father becauſe he could not goto themby the accuſto- 
med ſtaires , got his neighbour ta breake open a way 
through the wall that parted their houſes, and entring 
into the chamber found them in their bed faſt a ſleepe, 
the diuine prouidence hauing with his band held vp that 
part ofthe chamber;as it were in the ayre, all the reſt of 
the houſe being ouer-whelmed and carried away by the 
waters: aſſoone as cuer he was returned againe through 
the wall with his children, the chamber and the bed fell 
preſently downe. Thus were theſe fiue children miracu- 
louſly preſerued , contrary to all hope or expeQarion.

Preſently where- 
vpon he went to a Shoowakers ſhop , and bought him a 
new paire of ſhooes,leauing his old behind him, which 
the Shoomakers ſonne threw vnder a bench, Two or 
three houres after,the fathers ihop hauing bene opened 
by the commandement of the Magiſtrate*, who had vn- 
derſtood that the neighbors'had heard ſoine great ſtirre 
in it,they found thetwo old folkes murthered,wherwith 
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the Soune ſcemed to bee ſo exceeding grieued , that no 
man cuer m:{truſted him to bee the author of ſo exe- 
crable a deede., Nowe it torruned thatthe ſhoomaker 
looking for ſum- what els vnderhis bench, toundthe old 
ſhoes which the young {mith had left behinde him all be 
ſprinkled with bloud . And it was alſo noted by others 
that the wretch had his purſe better lined then it was 
wont to bee , which beeing reported to the Magiſtrate, 
hee was ftraight-way aapprehended-. Wherevpor® 
without any torture hee confeſſed the faQt,and was exe- 
cuted as hee deſerued, They ſaythar the peſtle which 
was ſet vp ouer the iudgement place doth continuallie 
ſhake yet. Þ nu.

The yeare 15 60. a wicked wretch in the Towne of 
Baſill poylened his owne Father, beeing a wealthy man 
and of an honeſt conuerſation, VVhich being afterwards 
diſcouered and proved againſt him , hee was firſt of all 
laied ſtarke naked on a bare planke,8& ſo drawnethrough 
the chieteſtſtreetes of thetowne, then hee had his fleſh 
plucked away in foure principall places of his body with 
hot burning pincers,laſtly hee had his bones broken, and 
was leftſo aliue on acart wheele , where hauing langui- 
ſhed in grieuous torments the ſpace of nine houres,with 
great acknowledgement and deteſtation of his damna- 
ble fa&t, he gaue vp theghoft.

VW herevntothe Sonne anſwered very ſay» 
cily,that it ſhould not neede, for hee would goe of him- 
ſelfe , and that forth-withit hee might haue his clothes. 
Therevponthe Father wentto his Chamber, and being 
a bedde was faine to threaten his Sonne for tomake him 
hold his peace,he was ſoluſty with his tongie. At lengrh, 
ſeeing hee , bur loſt his labour, andnor able any longer 
to endure his proud and fawcy anſweres hee roſe in an 
anger out of his bedde for to go and Chaſticethe arro- 
gancieard diſobedience of this vnruly youth: who ſee- P 
in ghis Father comming to beare him , caught a \worde 
which hunge in his Chamber and rebel'ing againſt his 
Father ranne him quite through the bodice”; Vhere- 
withall he fe!l preſently downe, crving outhe was flaine. 
The neighbors flighted with his crie came running in, 
and found the poore Father, lying all along onthe floore 
ready to give vp the Ghoſt, as within a little while after 
he did: and his Sonne ſtanding by him withthe ſword all 
bloudie in-his hands : who notwithſtanding that his Fa- 
ther mooued with compaſhon and forgetting his vnna-. 
trall cruelty towards him had willed him to ſane him- 
ſelfe,and that his Mother had alſo perſwaded him there- 
vnto, yet had 'not the power to ſtirre a foote . Sothar 
apprehended and examined,at firſt he excuſed himſelfe; 
ſaying that his Father ranne vpon the ſword himfelke. 
But his excuſes found frivolous, hee was condemned to 
! hanehisrighthand cutof, then to haue his fleſh plucked 
away in foure places of his body with burning pincers, 
: and 
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and finally to bee hanged by the feere on a gibber , and 
there ſirangled witha ſtone of a hundreth and rwentie 
pounds weight which ſhould be tyed abour his neck. All 
which(haiiing confeſſed his fault)hee patiently endured, 
calling vpon G OD for mercy cuen totheverie laſt gaſp.

A fciend of minea man of a great ſpirit and worthie 
of credit , becing one night at Naples with a kinſ-man of 
his, heard the voice of a man crying out for helpeinthe 
ſtreere.

VWhere- 
vpon hee went forth of dores and was preſently encoun- 
tred by that fiend.

Ayoung man borne at Gabres , not farre from Rome,

ſayd Father. Vpon the way hee metthe Diuell, in the 
likeneſſe of a deſperate rufhan, with long haire,and rag- 
ged apparel, who comming to him, demanded the = 
of his diſcontent, The young man anſwered that hee 
had beene at ſome wordes with his Father, and deter- 
mined to be mecte with him ſome way or other, Wher- 
vato the Duuell replyed that ſuch an inconucnient had 
befallen him , and therefore deſired him they might 
keepe company togither , for to deuiſe ſome meanes to 
bec reuenged of the wrongs they had ſuſtained. Night 
approching they went into an Inne, and lay togither in 
one bedde . But thewicked fiend , when the young man 
was a fleepe caught him by thethroate, and had ſtrang- 
ledhim , if hee had not awaked and called to GOD for 
helpe. Wherevpon the Duell vaniſhed away , and in 
his departure ſo ſhaked the Chamber , that both the 
roofeand walles crackt in ſunder . Whereat this young 


| man was grecuiouſly terrified with ſuch a ſoddaine 
ſpeacle, and almoſt dead with feare , repented him of 


his wicked life , and guided from thence forward by a 
better ſpirit , became an enemy to vice, paſtthe reſtof 
his life farre from the rumors of people , and fſerued 
for a good example to his neighbors « 1# the ſame 
booke and Chapter.

In the end 
being ſome-whart eaſed , ſhee liucd in paine 25. yeares 
more,carrying this dead frutein her _ whereof in 
the end ſhe dyed, hauing carryed it 28. whole yeares in 
her belly. Her Husband cauſed her to be opened , and 
the childe was found conuerted intoa hard ſtone, then 
drawne out of her wombe, and kept for a great mer- 
ueyle,as many haue ſeene it well faſhioned, as ifſome 
excellent worke-man had cutteir in this Caue, hauing 
the members whole and proportionable, like vnto a 
childe of nine moneths old, being opened , they found 
the heart , the liver , the braine, and other parts, very 
hard, but not like vnto the exterior parts. It is a female: 
the body is not ſubic& to rottenneſle, nor eo ruſt, no 
more then one of the hardeſt ſtones , which the beſt 
Statuaries can worke in. *Maiſter Inon & Atinovx, 
and S1Mon of Prounancheres, learned Phyſitions of 
our time, which haue ſeene this Childe of. Stone , and 
haue had this wonder in their hands , haue written 
the Hiſtory at large, and publiſhed an ample diſcourſe 
thereon. 

I will adde here-yntoan other memorable Hiſtorie, 
written by Maiſter Inox Scuz nc x of Greſenberg , a 
Phyfition at Friboarg in Briſgart , from whom I haue. 
drawne a great part of the reports of the wonderfull 


accidents of mans body; ——_ in his ———__” 
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of the Hiſtories of our times. C1avps of Saint M av- 
x1cs,a famous Phyſition and profeſſor at Dale, did 
write ynto Monficur Qv en z,Senator and the chicfe 
Phyſition at Fribourg lat the 25.day of Ianuary r595. 
cauſing a woman that was dead to bee opened , of the 
age of 37.yeares,they found her wombeto be of ſtone, 
waying (cuen pounds , the Liuer with one onely griefly 
lumpe, the ſubſtance of which was round, the bladder 
of ſtone, the skinne that couers the bowels ſo hard, as 
the Surgions Razor could hardly enter it. Theſe things 
(ſaid he ) did amaze vs much , how the ſpirits were car- 
ryed throughout all the body : and how it was poſlible 
for this woman to liue ſo long without ſome apparent 
diſeaſe, I cauſed this wombe of Stoneto bee opened, 
hoping to finde ſome fruite of the ſame ſort, like to that 
of the women of Sens in Bowrgongne , but I found that 
it was onely ſtone within,as wichour,

Vnder this alſois comprehended an other like extraRi- 
onof a Childe dead in the Mothers wombe,, when as 
by ſome other khelpe of the Mid-wife', Phyfation or 
Chirurgion, that is more caſte, more ſafe, and more 
common, there js no meanes to haue it, and that elſe 
they finde the Mother muſt dye with it : as it doth day- 
lye happen in women of all ſorts, after that chey haue 
beene miſerably broken, 

It is not long tha I ſufficiently diſcouered ( by the 
report of cerraine ancient graue men of Ally in Gafte- 
nots ) that it is tnue,, whereof they make no doubtrin 
rhat place , that the wife of one named Goparr, re» 
maining then at Meſnill a Pariſh of Milly, had ſome 
certaine yeares before had ftxe Children , after this 
manner, that is to ſaye : The Childe hauing beene 
drawneby an inciſion made in the Mothers fide, and 
neuerother-wiſe , the Children ſtill liuing. Theworke- 
man was N1cnolas GvillsrT aBarberat Mill, 
after whoſe death, for want of her accuſtomed helpe, 
this woman. dyed , not being by any meanes able to 
bee delivered as ſhce was in times paſt; A probable 
Argument that it was a deepe Phyſome,or a naturall 
ſtraightneſſe, capable to recciue the Inſtruments of 
generation or pfocreation, bur not to deliuer forth the.

N o 1 n,a very expert Surgion of Pithuiers,and by G 1 15 
Les le Bxyn, that they together had at diuers times

lead meto her,to ſee the place of the Incifion, I vnder- 
ſtood that ſh:ze was dead a little before of the plague, 
which was thenvery violent in that Countrie, I have a 
learned Epiſtle of Mounfier At1z0 vs Phyſicion of 
Sens , ſetting downe orderly and ar large, how that

ficicut witneſſes of their fathers birthe, as well by the 
common report , as by their fatkers often telling, The 
ſame Author. 

Monſieur Pz 110n a famous Phiſition at Angers, 
hauing heretofore reported to Maiſter Lavnxzncs 
Cor1ora Chirurgion of Paris,a like worke in Anies, 
hath fince confirmed it by a Letter which he gaue me, 
teſtifying that it was done by Marnvain Da30- 
NA1Rs Chirurgion. 

Maiſter Dzx1s Axmananrt a Phylition at Gien, 
and my ſelfe haue ſeen a little before the troubles, in 
the Hoſpicall of Chaſlon vpon Loire , a woman bee- 
ing ſicke of a continuall feuer, bauing a {wellin 
on the left {ide of her belly, andtherein a is Cieatriſe,

N che yeare 1 5 4.8. the Commons of Guy- 
= enne, Santonge, and Angovulemsis fell into a 
*& A Af ecbcllion by reaſon ofche extorſians of the 

WA Ay Cuſtomers and Farmers of Salt ; In a fewe 
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weekesthey grew to the number of fortye 
thouſand men,armed _ clubbes and Raves , ages 6 
with the Ilanders., By a generall conſcne they ran vpon 
the Cuſtomers and Farmers of ſalt ( alchough the King 
of Nawarre ſought to appeaſe them ) executing theirde- 
ſcigne with cxtreame furye againſt all that they could 
take : The Commons of Geſcoigne riſe in diuers places 
(the killing of certaine Officers of the Kings that had a- 
buſed their places being the cauſe.) The Maiar, Turates 
and others that bare office in Bourdeaux , and the Lord 
of Monncins(in place of the Kings Lieutenant there) in- 
ſteed of remedying theſerumults atthe beginning tem- 
poriſed ro mu ch,e{pecially the L, of #s,for that hc 
gaue way tothe infolence of one of the cheefeof theſe 
Rebells called ZaVztxs xz, who greweſo bold that 
ſhortly afrer hee raiſed all the common people by the 
Tocſaine, (or larumbell ) Becing ſhut vp in the Caſtle of 
H.,now & then he ſear forth certaine Harguebuzijersto

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make the people affraide.But this deuiſe tooke not effet 
for ſuch iſluings did ſo heate the Cittizens that hauing 
found a V Ex Gns,Esronnac, Maqvananando- 
thers ( men according totheir deſire ) they preſently to 
armes ,the Cuſtomers or Exactors beeing they they 
ſought for,vnder which collour (pretendingthey fought 
for the ExaQors ) many honorable houſes were ſpoiled: 
vpon this the Commons being recciued intothe Towne 
they rung the Alarum Bell , no man daring to bee ſeene 
but armed and in company of ſome of theſe rebelles,for 
otherwiſe they kild all they met. The Counſellers of 
the Court of Parliament were conſtrained to leaue their 
Gownes , and berake them to their Dubler and hoſe, and 
Capt after the faſhion of Marriners to carry a pike and 
march amongeſtthe rude multitude. They conſtramed 
the Lords of Sawlx brethren , the one Capraine of the 
Towne the other of the Caſtle called Trompette to bec 
chiefe and aſſiſt at the ſpoile of certaine of their fellowe 
Cictizens & friends houſes , maſfacring the before their 
faces « The Towne-houſe furniſhed with an innume- 
rable quantity of armes was ſpoiled, Monz1xs 
Lieutenant for the King veric vnaduiſedly left his forte 
to come and make an orationtorthis inraged muſtirude, 
where hee was by them {laine , and rhe Carmelites in 
danger to haue their houſe ſpoiled for that they: had 
buried bim intheir Church; ſhortly after theſe ſpoilers 
becing charged begamero; reticr and the Parliament 
began to take courage exccuting ſomeofthe principall 
ofthis commotion and. amongeſt-thereſdzsViro xs 
who was drawne in peeces by fourechorſes .

The other is of a young man that came to Paris inthe 
ycare 1445- Not aboue twentie yeares olde who 
knewe ( theſe are the wordes of a Notary of that time.) 
all the ſeauen liberall Artes, by the Teſtimonie of all 
the learned Clerkes ofthe Vniuerſicieof Paris, and could 
play on all kinde of Inſtrumentes , ſinge and ſettberter 
then any other; exceeding all in Paris and there abouts 
in painting and limming ,a very expert Souldiar , play- 
ing with a two hand {worde ſo wonderfully as none 
might compare With him , for when hee percciued 
his enecmic comming hee would leape twentie or foure 
and ewentie footes vpon him. Hee was alſo a Maiſter 
in Artes, a DoQtor in Phiſick, a Dofor of the Ciuill and 
Cannon Lawe, aDoQor in Diuinity : And for certaine 
hee hath diſputed with vs of the Colledge of Nauar,bce- 
ing fiftic in number of the beſt Schollers in Paris, and 
with more then three thouſand other Schollers , to all 
which queſtions aſked him hee hath anſwered fo bold- 
ly,asSitisa wonder for them that hauenot ſcene him to 
belceue it . Hee ſpake Latin , Grecke , Hebrewe, 


Caldey, 
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Caldey, Arabique , and many other tongues. Hee was 
a Knight at armes; and verily if it were poilible for a 
manto lue an hundreth yeares , without cating, drink- 
ing,orfleeping, and continually ſtudying,yer ſhould he 
not attaine to that knowledge that he had done, certain- 
licit was a great aſtoniſhmentro vs , for hee knew more 
then in humaine reaſon might be comprehended. Hee 
vnderſtood the foure Doors of the Church, and to 
conclude , not to bee parareld in the world for wiſe- 
dome. Bchold then this prodigious ſpirit with ſome 
others that we haue ſeene in our Time, amongſtwhom 
was lounPicvs,and Ioun Francis Picyvs his 
Nephew, Princes of Afrandola, I viivs Cansan 
Scar1czs,andothers forthe moſtpar:t dead, & ſome 
other yet living, whom will forbeareto name.

I have ſeenea man inthe Towne of Aft, who 
in thepreſence of the Marquis of Peſeara handed a 
Piller of Marblethree foore long, and one foote in Di- 
ameterzthe which he caſt high intothe ayre, then recci- 
uedit againe in his armes,then laſh ir vp againe, ſome- 
time afcer one faſhion, ſome-rime after another, as cafl- 
lye asif he had beene playing with a Ball , or ſome ſuch 
liccle thing . Hee brought from the Shamb!es certaine

he tooke another Oxe-foore, and brake it againſt his

Intheyeare 1582. in the months of May and Tune, 
at a {olemne feaſt of the circumciſion of Manvmarr, 
the fonneof Amvrarr Emperor of the Turkes , was 
ſeenc amoneſt many other aftiue men, one among the 
reſt moſt memorable ; a luſty man , and wonderfull 
ſtrong, worthy to bee compared withthat moſtfamous, 
M 1 1.0 of Crotonne., who tor proofe of his prodigious 
ſtrength, lifted vp a peece of wood that ewelue men had 
mucha doe to raiſe from the earth, which he tooke and 

put vpon his ſhoulders, where hee catiedit without any 
helpe of bis hands : and afterwards 'yig downe flat, his- . 
ſhoulder and his thigh tyed together, he bore vpon his 

brell a grcat & waighty ſtone,that ten men had rowled 
checher,making but a ieſt of ic. And which is athing yer 
mote wonderfull , foure men ſtood leaping with long 
peeces of wood vponhis belly : Beſides this hee brake 
with his tecth and hands a Horſe-ſhoe, with ſuch force, 
that one part remained betweene his tecth , andthe reft 
in two peeccs,ia either hand one. Atthe third blow with 
his fit,he brake a Plow-ſhare : hee lickt the Plow-ſhare 
with his tongue , being taken* red hotte out of the fire: 
he was coucred with a great plle of ſtones, but heneuer 
turd one jor,bur remained firme and inuiolable, as ifhe 


had 
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had beeneptanted there. The ſame man, with his teeth 
onely,fadled, bridled, and harneſta Horſe, with man 
other wonders,which gothim much-money, and praiſe 
of all, by reaſon of his extraordinary force. Gzox 6 z 
Luzz15x1 4 Polandey, in his Deſoription of things done 
at Conſtantinople , at the Circumſition of the Sonne of A- 
MYRATH), I582. 

Amongſtthe Germaines of our timegtherearetwo re- 
corded for ſtrength : G x 0K 6 n Baron of Frensbeyy,and 
I ox Baron of Schuartzbourg : they cafily broke horl- 
ſhooes with their hands : Fronſerg neuer found man-ſo 
ſtrong,but he would remooue him out of his place with 
the lictle finger of his right hand, he would ſlay a Horſe 
(how ftrong ſo cuer ) in his fwifteſt courſe with one 
hand. And would remooue with his ſhoulder a Cannon 
whether hee liſt ; Sehuartzbowrg would wreath Horſe- 
ſhooes, as if hee had beene ſome plyable ſubſtance. 
Por ocovy a, Captaine of the Caſiques of Poland(be- 
headed by the commandement of chelateKing S tz 2 
van) would breake Horſe-ſhooes , as eaſily as a mary 
would tcare a peeceof Paper. 

GrzonxGr leFarvara(alcarned Germarne ) writes, 
that in his time, intheyeare 1529. lived at Minis in 
Thuringe, one called Nicn ot as Kivnns x, Prouoſt 
of the great Church,that was ſo ſtrong, as without Ca- 
bleor Pully,or any other helpe, hee fetcht vp our of a 
Cellar a Pipe of Wine,cariedit out of doores,and laid it 
ypon a Cart. A Chanoin of the ſame Church called 
Exxz sr,of the houſeof the Earles of Marsfelt,a ſtrong 
and tall. man,would needs one day wreſtle with him: N1- 
©0 1A tooke him vp and lifted him into the ayre. and 
afterwards caſt him againſt a doore , with ſuch force, 
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chat hc broke it, not-with;ſtanding thatit Was faſt [ocke; 

KingCnanLies the nieth taking pleaſure ia exerci- 
ſes of the body, being at Bl>s, cauſed a Breton ( a man 
of lictle truce, but well tet robe ſent fortorhe Court, 
to wrellle body zo body aganft all. comers , many both 
great and ſmall txyedtheir ſttrengthiwith him , but hee 
toyld chemall , caſt ng one ouer his head, anotherinto 
the ayre,with his hceles vpwards , ſome. a: it they had 
bin Ferhers,others like little ſtones he caſtinto he ayre, 
and fo againſtche ground, it being vnpoſlible for any to 
calt hum co che ground : Some-tim es he would lye flatt 
vponthe ground, but who ſo-cuer came necre him,was 
forced to make one leape or other, rothe great content- 
ment of the beholders. To conclude, another braue 
wreſtler,would necdes buckle with him , but inthe end 
the Breton hauing his adueriary vpon his knee, firſt lifr 
him yp intathe ayre,and afcerwards lockt him fo faſtin 
his armes , as hee cruſht him fore: and to end his con- 
queſt,hecaſthim with ſuch violence againſt the earth, 
as he was lifted vpyand caricd halfe deadto his lodging, 
whereof he dyed ſhortly after.

two young Prieſts by Thunder , who in Harucſ time 


comming 
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comming from ſinging of maſſe for aritcch man dead, 
after dinner retiring themſelues, were incountred with a 
rorment of the aire accompanied with thunder and 
ſtrange lightning. Theſetwo young men, recouering a 
little wood fat them downe togither vnder the Trees : 
Burt they were kild by thunder, where the next day after 
dilligent ſearch for them , their kinl- folkes found them. 
They thought ar firſt they had but {lept, but ir proued a 
perpetuall ſleepe: ſtripping and ſearching them they 
could finde neither hurt nor marke on their bocies bur 
cither of their hatrs a little finged and in the middeſt 
their was a ſporofthe bigneſle of a Carolus which is a- 
bout the breadth ofa groate: Theirpoore bodies ftunck 
ſo wonderfully tFat none could incureabont them. M. 
D. BeavLizv #n his treatiſe of thunder and lightning, 

* About the yeare 1536, vpon a Sunday in ſummer 
was kept an exceſſive and diſſolute marriage ina village 
halfe a daies iorney from Poitiersthe which hath but 
one ſtreight and long ſlreete. Inthis day and place a- 
bout noone happened a ſtrange and fearefullthunder, a 
Globe ot fire of the reartefſ of a bowle tell inone of 
the corners of the Towne , and ranuealong the ſfreete 
without | urting any bodie, to Saint Georges Chnrch, 
where it becing entred it madea ſtrange ſpoile raking a- 
way the Tombes of the dead, ranneto the grear Altar 
and ſpoiled a fatre Image of our Ladic hoſdinghtrlfele 
Childe in her armes , beſides ittore awaythe pauement 
in diuers places of this Church , and brake achaine of 
iron that held vp the Crucifix,caſt it downe &brake one 
arme of it z and afterwards grazing alongthe walles on 
the left hand, without hurting them that weretolling 
the bells,(morethen for feareto runne away)it mounted

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vp into the Stceple (a very faire building ) the which ic 
burnt in ſutch ſorte that all the Belles both great and 
ſmal were melted,the mertall falling vpon the pauement 
of the Church.

Traualing through /falie not farre from Evgubio, I 
ſawerthunder light 'vpon two peaſants , riding vpon A(- 
ſes, killing both men and beaſtes vpon the place:they 
had a third manin their companie who had the bones 
of one of his armes ſo broken , as one could not ſee 
whethertheir were any bone at all, this blowe , cauſed 
ſuch pittifull greefes in this poore man and did ſo tor- 
ment him as he deſired notto liue. 

I haue ſeene two men,(the Father and the Sonne) 
hauec their bodies ſo amazed and deaded with thunder, 
thatI thought verily they had becnefalneinto an Apo- 
plexy : They remained ſeauen daies togither without ea- 
ting, drinking , peakingor moouing : In the endel cau- 
ſed them to bee ler bloud , giuipg them ſharpe gliſters, 
rubbing and noriſhing their bodies , ſo as in ſhort time 
they recouered their former healths , Certaine months 
before the death of Hiro 11T o of Eſte, Cardinall of 
Ferrara thunder fell vpon his Pallace andentred into my 
Chamber, light vpon one of my ſeruants ſwordes han- 

ing at the bgdde-fide melted the point of ic making a 
little bullet of it, and neither broke nor hurt the ſheath : 
Mynnrty 8inhis Annotations upon the 31. Chap.of the 2, 
beoke,of Senecas naturall queſtions. 

About the yeare 1560. Neerc to Benexida a Towne 
of Spaine,as two men walked togither in the open fildes, 
a ſtrange tempeſt aroſe, to the great aſtoniſhment of 
them both, they ſecking by flight to ger ſome couert, 


and percciuing the tempeſt to encreaſe caſithemſclues 
flag 
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flat to the ground ; where they felt the tempeſtreadie 
ro liftthem from the ground. In the ende one of them 
perceiuyng the noiſe to ceaſe , lifted himfelfe vp, the 
whirl-winde hauing much amazed him , thoſe which 
perceiued him comming,& the other lying ſtill, went to- 
wards him, but him they found dead hauing his bones ſo 
broken,as one mighthaue wriched his armes &legslike a * 
gloue , all his Bodie ſeeming nothing but fleth: likewiſe 
his tongue was taken away and could not bee found, 
notwithſtanding that they made dilligent ſearch forit : 
Their were diuers Indgements vponthis accident , one 
ſayd hee was an ordinary ſwearer and blaſphemer of 
the holie name of G OD , and therefore was perticu-' 
larlic chaſticed in that parte that had moſt diſhonored 
his creator :By ſuch a fore named whirl-winde a Towne 
of Spaine called Algadefie was wholie ruined, the hou- 
ſes and buildings beeing layd flat with the ground . The 
five and twenty of Mav 1566. about three a clockein 
the afteinoone, a clap fell vpon the Caftle of Afiſmia, 
burnt a floore of a Chamber, melted kettles and Pannes 
ſpoiling all the Chambers, entring and goingour atthe 
windowes, then downe into the cellars to the greata- 
mazement of all, but hurt not any perſon: Three yeares 
afrer , thenineteeneth of Iulie the thunder hauing rored 
from cight a clocke inthe morning till foure in the af- 
ternoone the boult about one a clock light vpon the 
Colledge Church ofthe Towne-houſe , Much Cartel, 
and ſome meri were found dead inthe ficildes:amongeft 
other mtmorable accidents , the lightning ccized 
ypon a Country fellowe , who burner all his Bodie ouer 


three daies after,and then died:

Ioaculm tie 2.0t that name Elecor of Brande- 
bourg had a peaſant in his Courtcalled ZittleM 1cus 
by AnTiPaRaAs 15,forhe was eight foot high, which is 
a great ſtature of a man in our time, but little and ſmall in 
compariſon of great nien in old time , namely of Goliath 
and others about «des, MaTtntvy Hor srtinhiscol 
ledtion of the combate betwixt D avivandGoLliarn. 

I haue ſeenca young mayden of a Giant-like ftature, 
whom they did carry from Towne to Towne, to ſhewe 
her as a prodigious thing for the fight of whome 
euery man gaue ſome thing, wherewith her Mother that 
conducted her and ſhe were entertained . She was ina 
hired Chamber by her ſelfe, and there ſuffred her ſelfe to 
be ſeene with admiration. Going as others did, | inquired 
carefully of euery point, and did learne both from her- 
ſelte and her Mother( who was a woman of a meane ſta- 
ture)that the maidens Father was nottall,that in all their 
ſtocke, there was not any one that exceeded the height 
of other perſones : that her eng vntill ſhee was 
twelue yeares olde vas very little, bur falling at the ſame 
time into a quarten ague, Which had held her ſome 
monethes,comming to leaue her, ſhee beganne then to 
growe ,all her members beeing proportionable tothar 
height : ſo as when I did ſee her ſhee was about fiueand 
m— yeares olde , neither could I note fromthe head 
vntothe ſole of the foote any diſproportion in any of her 
members: but a fir meaſure in cucry oneof them, Ar 


this age of 2.5. yeares,ſhee had not yer had her monerhly 
TIermes: 
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Termes: nature ſeeming to haue required and reſtray- 
ned this excrementall bloud, for the norriſhment and 
preſeruation of fo greata body . Shee was helth-full,ill 
faced , black, ſimple and grofſe wricted,and heauy of all 
her Body , for the vitall vertue infuſed atthe beginning 
into this body , according vnto the meaſure due to the 
greatneſle of an ordinary perſon , diſperſed afterwards 
into ſo great a Matle, could not with equall power ſhew 
the efhcacie of hisworke , as in a meane bodie : and 
experience doth ſhewe that verrue reſtrained ſhewes it 
{clfe morevigorousthen when it is rwo much diſperſed, 
for the regard of naturall cauſes of this extraordinary 
greatneſlc, by the meanes ofthe quarten ague; wee will 
leaue the deciſion vnto Phyſitions , and will not dif- 
pute with them: but in a word , ifa perſon that is about 
the age of twelue or ewentic yearcs comes to growe 
chrough a ſickneſle, ſo as in proportion of Bodie ſhee 
comes to bee twiſe as heigh as anie other , wee muſt 
confefle that this force of nature is extraordinarie and 
admirable, 

We haue drawnethis Hiſtoric out of Maxczirvs D 0- 
NATvySalcarned Phyſition, Z5b. 3 .Chap. 14. Where 
as hetreats amply of the cauſes of the Giant-like height, 
as his profeſſion did require. 

After the victorie which King L = vv 1s the twelfth 
obtained atthe Bartaile of Lode, becing gone to Mlan,l 
found a young man in the hoſpirall , fo great as hee 
could not ſtand right vp , hauing not ſuffycient norriſh- 
ment of nature, for the thickneſſe of his Bodie , and 
the proportion of his forces. Hee was therefore 
layd vpontwo beddes , the one ioyned long waics vnto 


the other , the which hee did fall with his length.

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The Samogitiens which inhabite betwixt Pruſa 
and Ziuorta, arc veric talle, and yet ſome-times they 
ingender Children which (come toage) are of a ve- 
ric ſinall ſtature, and ſome-times others which growe 
wonderfullgreat.

There was 1n ourtime in Beurdelois, a man of an vn- 
meaſurable heigth and greatneſle, by reaſon witereof he 
was called the Giaat of Bourdeaux, King Francis a- 
mazed to {ce ſo long abody,commanded hee ſhould be 
one of his Guarde, Hee was a peaſant of a groſe ſpirit, 
ſo as not adble to ayplye himſelfe ro a Courtiers life, 
after ſomedayes, hee gaue oucr his Halbard , and retur- 
ned to his Village. An honourable perſon who had 
ſeenc him Archer of che Guarde, did affure mee, that 
hee was of ſuch a heigth, as any other man of an ordi- 
narie ſtature might goe right vp betwixt his legges, 
when hce did ſtride. I. Cnas3aGnon imhis Treatiſe 
of Giants, Chap.6. 

Inthe yearc 1571 there was a Gyant ſcene at Paris, 
whome euery man did runne to ſce . Hee kept himlelfe 
very cloſe in an Inne, and no man could hauethe fight 
of him. , but in paying to ſec Þim... Entring into the 
Chamber where hee was kept , they did ſee with admi- 
ration, a manof a ſtrange height, ſictingia a Chaire: 
but their wondring increaſed when as they did ſee him 
riſing from his Chaire,forthen hetouchr the plancher 
of the Chamber with his head,the wiich vas very high, 
after the manner of the French floores, They ſayd hee 
Was a Polonian or a Tranſulsanian , This Gyant had 
a Wife of a wonderfull large body , and verye fatte 
with-all , but verye lowe in compariſon of him * of 


whom: 
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whom they had a young Sonne borne, who was in ſhew 
to prouc one daic almoſt as tall as his Father . Atthe 
Weſt-Indies( deſcouered ſome hundred yeares fince ) ma- 
nite Giants haue beene ſeene, as they witneſſe that haue 
written their Hiſtories . Neere vnto the Antartike Pole, 
thereare ſoine found , oftenor twelue foote of height : 
aSalſointhe Tland of Sumatya(or Taprobane)which is to- 
ward the Eaſt-1ndies. Theſame Author. 

Mz1cauror Nvnsz in his letters where hee dif 
courſeth of the affaires of Cx 1na, reports that in the 
chicfe Cirtie called Pagwuin, the Porters arc fiucteene 
foote heigh, In other letters written inthe yeare 1555. 
heedoth auerre that the King of Cana, entertaines 
and fecdes five hundred ſuch men for Archers of his 
gard.

LopovicvsVivesalearned Spaniard, in his An- 
notations vpon the 15. booke of $. Avcvsr un ade Ci 
witateD = 1. Chap. 9. Saith thathe had ſcene inthe great 
Temple atYalencia,a mans eye-tooth bigger then his fiſt. 
Iloszen Acos ra in his Hiſtoric of the Indbes , ſayth 
that hee had ſeene one bigger , and the reſt anſwerable 
ynto it. Burt for that it 1s to bepreſumed,thar ſuch teeth 
were of Menthat had beene dead many ages before,we 
will not inſiſtany more vpon them . In our time we haue 
ſcene among the Archers of the deceaſed King of Na- 
warre, a Biarnoss of forall a ſtature, as hee did equall his 
Maiſter being mounted vpona great horſe , ſo as he did 
exccede the talleſtmen inall che Country by the head & 
the ſhoulders . Hee wasa goodly man, actine and plca- 
ſant. And contrarie-wiſe there was ſecne at Paris , one 
called the great Smithe , a man of an ill faſhion, but ex- 
cceding tal,in compariſonof many of meane ſtature, 

AxToNy 
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AnxTtowiaP1GarsrT a great traneller in his time, 
afficmes that he had ſeene towards the Antarticke pole, 
ſo tall a gyant,as othertall men did not reach with their 
heads aboue bis nauill: and others beyond the ſtraight of 
Mage'lan,y;hich hadrheir necks a cubit long,and the reſt 


of their bodies anſwerable.

H:e makes mention in the ſame place of a woman 
which did common!y purge her ſelfe of hertermes, by 
the noſe, for thirteene moneths together: during the 
which,becing ler blood inthe Saphena vaine,andpurged, 
ſhee was cured.

Piyſicion ſuffred him to lye one night vpon the Strawe, 
and gauc him Onions, Salt, andcolde water; holdingit 
good topleaſehim in this extremitic . Butthe next da 
he found his ficke man halfe cured , warming himſe!fe 
againſt the fire. \Ve haue obſerued ( faith the ſame S 0- 
LINANDER) ſome ſickmen, who hauing eaſcin their 
rorments, hauechewed and ſwa'lowed the receits writ- 
ten by their Phyfitions , and haue beene cured by that 
meanes.

In the morning he takes a boare , with his Daughter,his 
ſonne in lawe,and ſomeneighbours. H wry, the 
Abbay,done his deuotion, and made good cheere, hee 
and his companic imbarke againe. The womanthat gui- 
ded the Boare, hauing drunke more wine then water, 
when they ſhould paſſe vnder the _ of Sarne, in-

m_— —IJ Gentlewoman that was mairied , who 


was named CAL 0Re, ſhe kept open houſe,through her 
husbands ſuffrance,for dancing,playing at cardes & dilſe, 
& other entertaynments for all commers , from whome 


the 
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ſhe ſill drew ſome commoditic, being of her ſelfe allu- 
ring,and ſtately in apparrell, ſtuffe , feaſts and all that be- 
longs thereto. This young Modenois , who had good 
meanes,began tofrequent this entrieto hell, and within 
a while was ſo drunke with the intifing baites of this 
Curtizan, as he did not ceaſe to purſue her in that ſort,as 
from that time they concluded a mutuall and cordiall 
loue betwixtthem. They liued inthis eſtate abour three 
yeares,that tlic Hodenois did enioy , and was enioyed of 
thisCarors , to Whom hee gaue his perſon and his 

oods, more freely then hee would haue done to a law- 
if wite.Shee did handle him cunniogly , but one day as 
ſhee plaied at Cheſle with a certaine geitlemangit chan-

Ithappened at the endeof thistime, that GODS di- 
uine 1uftice began to call this Adultereſſero an account, 
by a gricuous and incurableſickenes , who finding her 
ſelic abandonedof the Phyſitions , was yer more in re- 
gard of her foule. Her husband comming about mid- 
night vnlooked for, Paxpoteo caſts himlelfe into the cof- 
ter,ſhutting it eaſily ot himſelfe. Then this woman tran- 
{ported with ſome horrible ſpirit , b:gan (after ſome 
ſpecch)to make an humble requeſt vnto her tusband, 
making him to promite with an oath, that he ſhould not 
refuſc her. VVhich was, that he ſhould put into her tomb 
inthe caue,neere vnto her coffin, that cofter which ſhee 
ſhewed him, without looking himſelfe, or ſuffering a- 
ny one to looke into it , hauing certaine ſtuffe in it, 
which ſhee would not haue any one to vle after her. 
The which requeſt the husband did graunt her. Mi- 
ſerable Panvp 0 iro vnderſtood theſe terrible words, 
which made him to curſe his owne wickedneſſe a thou= 
land times, andhis adultereſle wichall, who within two 

houres 
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houres after died , without. repentance or confeſſion of 
her wicked {innes, becing defirous to drawe him with 
her vnto death , that had becne the companion of her 
wicked life. 

After her death , as they gaue order for her [Inter- 
ment , ſome ſeruants and kinsfolkes would hauc him 
leauethiscoffer in the houſe, or at the leaſt, thatthey 
ſhould open and viſit it. But the husband holding the 
ſolemne promiſe made by him , hindered the openin 
thereof, and cauſed it to bee carried out ſhur, the which 
after the Ooſequies were made, was let downe with the 
coffin intothe Caue , anda great Tombe-ſtone laiced vp- 
on it without morrer, for that it Was now night, and that 
they meant to flnſh all the nexr day. Miterable P aw 
DoLFO, hearing them ſing in Saint Cataldes Church, 
made his account then todte inthe coffer, and in tum- 
bling vp and downe , he telr certaine bagges full of ie- 
wels, but hauing no minde of golde nor filuer, hee di- 
ſpoſed himſclfe ro other thoughts , when as GOD 
would giue him newe reſpight, ro haue a bettercare 
of his conſcience and lite than hee had formerly 
had. 

A young man of the houſe who knewe that the de- 
cealled had good ſtuffe in the Cotfer, and becing co- 
uctous of ſuch a booty found meanes to enter about 
ten oreleuena clocke at night into Saint Cataldes Tem- 
ple, whereas the Caue aud Sepulcher of the deceaſſed 
was.

and hethinkes that theſe common funons of the ſpi- 
rit,namely the Imaginatiue, the Indicatiue and the me- 
moratiue arecofuſed in ir,cach of theip working their 0- 
perations by turnes accordingly, as each of vs doth bend 
rhe powers ot his ſpirit either tothe imagination , iudge- 
ment or memory . In tewe,words hee meant to ſay that 
our ſpirit Iaboreth no whereels but there whereas our 
heart is fixed . I will ſpeake of it as a blinde man doth 
of colours: but if you permit me to comment this great 
perſonage: belceue thatif his opinion be not good , yet 


= 
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is it aſſiſted with three great prerexts : for if there bee 
rhree ſeperared ventricles in the braine there ought to 
bee as many diſtin Celles in the imaginative, as there 
be diuers effeRs .. Wee haue ſeene one Tv Ls xv s full 
of learning and knowledge, who fayled inno part of his 
imagination, but onely in two points : thatisto ſayin the 
loue ofa great Princeſle , which was deceaſed long be- 
fore,and in the opinion that hee was Biſhop of Cambray. 
In all other things full of Do@rine and ſound iudgment. 
But as ſoone as he fell into one oftheſerwo points, you 
ſhould haue ſeene him rangequite belide himſelte. In 
ſuch forte that he was per{waded the firſt Gentlewoman 
hee met withall was (hee for whom hee had endured ſo 
much . And before tim, vnder the-raigne of the great 
K.Fxancis, Wwe had on: Vitiemanocus,who neuer er- 
red in any funRion of his vaderſtanding , but waen hee 
entred intothe hopes of his marriage: thinking there was 
no Princefſehow great ſoeuer,but was in loue-with him. 
E.P as Qv1z R277 the 6.bogke. des Retherches dels France; 

Chap. 8, Alew returning home by night out of the Coti- 
try fell a fleepe on the Aﬀſethat carried hin , The dealt 
that knew the way went ouer a droad deepe dirch vpon 

a very narrow bridge, Thenext day chis Iewerhrough- 

ly imagining the danger he had paſt , and bythe force of 
his imagination, reprefenting itro his eyes,was ſtrucken 

with ſuch horrorchat he died of ic. [. V1ves in the 3. book 

of the ſoule ſpeaking of the feare, proceeding fro t10 exceſiine 

an imagination . An Apothecary , ſeruantto my late Fa- 
ther, told mec how hee had knownea merchanrof Tho- 

lauſe a long time , that was fickely and 1ubic& to the 
ſtone who had oftentimes neede of gliſters , and 


had them diuerſlic ordayned by all the Phyſitions, 
accorcling 
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according tothe occurrence of his paine. VVhen they 
were brought there was nothing ommitred ofthe accuſ- 
omed forme :and many times he felt whether they were 
not too hot: then was hee layd along on his belly, and 
all other things perfocmed,ſauing there wasno inietion 
made - The Apothecary beeing gone after this ceremo- 
ny , and the patient accommodated as if hee had taken 
the gliſter , heefeltthe like effect ofitas thoſe that take it 
indeede. Andifthe Phyſition tound not the operation 
ſufficient , hee gaue him two or three more, after the 
ſame manner, My wittneſſe ſwore, that to ſaue Charges 
(for he payd for them aſwell as if he had taken them)rthis 
merchants wife hauing diuerstimes cauſed them to bee 
made of nothing but of warme water, the effect diſco- 
uered the deceite, and becauſe they found thoſe vnprofi- 
table,they werefaine to haue recourle aganne tothe for- 
mer. The Lord of Montaigne inthe 1.bookeof his Eſſayes, 
Chapter 21. 

Notlong agoe , a certaine woman thinking ſhee had 
ſwallowed apinne in her meate, cryed and tormented 
herſelfe, as hauing an intollerable paine in her throate, 
where ſhethought ſhe felt it ſtick; but becauſe no ſwel- 
ling nor alteration appeared onthe out-ſide, a witty fel- 
lowe iudgingthat it was but fantaſte & opynion, taken 
fro ſome morcell that had pricked her throatein going 
downe, madeher vomit, and priuily threwe a crooked 

inne into that ſheevomiced. This woman thirking ſhe 
fad caſtic vp , felt her ſelte preſently ridde of her paine. -

I knew a gentleman that hauing feaſted a ſorte of his 

friends , bragged three or foure daies after in caſting 


manner ( forit was nothing ſo)that hee had made them

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eate acat baked in a pie: whereata gemtlewomanof the 

company conceiued ſuch horror, thatthereby falling in- 

to a weakeneſle of the ſtomach and a feauer, it was im- 
offiblero ſaue her. Theſame. 

I do not thinke that cuer I haue reade amore admy- 
rable matter in any hiſtory then rat which is written by 
that learned perſonage, LzvvisV ive s, Commentary 
on the 25, Chap. of the 12. booke of theCittieofG O D. 

The bookes of Naturaliſtes ( ſayth hee) are full, how 
things ſeenein conceiuing, have great efficacy in the we- 
man with Childe and 1a her fruite . By reaſon whereof 
they command women to haue faireimages and pour- 
traytures aboute their beddes. 

There is a towne in Flandrys , ca'led Bos izpvc, 
where euery yeare,as in other places ofthoſe Countries, 
onthe day of the dedication of the great Church of their 
rowne, they ſet forth diuers plaies and pageants, diſguy- 
ſing themſelues fone like Angells, and other ſome like 
Diuells .

the Daughterof M ax1mitian, & AunttoCnaRtes 
aſter-ward Emperor, che fifch of that name recounted 
tis Hiſtory to Ionnx Lanys Embaſſador forFe & p1- 
xanD King of Romanes. M. Martin Wernkicu 
Phyſition in his Commentary treating of Meonſlers,

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Awzrose Pars,at expert and famous Chirkrgion, re- 
ports howa certainc woman of Beaxſſe , hada ltze Frog 
tied inthe paulme of ber hand, where ſhe held ittill ſuch 
time a< it was (t:fled , and rhar for to heipe her of a cer- 
tainefcauer. The nighctollowing this woman concetued 
by her luſbaiid, and at length was deliuered of a Childe, 
which had a face 11ke the muzzell of a Fcog, 1 the ſame 
Commentary and Chap. 

Alearned Diuiae declare; ina certaine Commentary 
of his vpon Geneſs, how hee had ſeene a woman, honett, 
faire & chaſt,that was ccliuered ofa Bat. Which happe- 
ned through one of the neighbors , that hauing caught a 
Bat tied a lictle bell about him, tothe end he ſhould fray 
away others. This woman with Childe meetingrhe Bat 
concciued ſuch feare, that her fruite receiued the whole 
forme of it, through a _ and exceeding vehement 
imagination. He relates alſo how he had ſeenea man wel 
ſtroken in years at Wirteb-/r7g , who had aface lice death: 
becauſe his mother beeing with Childe of him, was af- 
fraid of a deaths head, and through her imagination had 
imprinted the forme of it in her Child, Theſime, 

Wee haue {cenea woman in thetowne of Brefliwin 
Skeſu,that beholdinga Child newely borne without an 
hole in the fiidament, not long after was deliuered of the 
like. Likewiſe a Cuntry-woman wich Child , who recur- 
ning home alone frs the Cirry,did eatea inake in ſieede 
ofancele, which her huſ hand waen he came home was 
ſo ill-aduiſed totell her of , whereat ſheconceiued (ſuch 
horror,that ſuddainly ſhee died of it. There haue bin ma- 
ny impriſoned for offences, & apprehending the lofſe of 
their liues,as in one night of black or yellow which they 


were( as inthe floure of their age)haue become all white 
like 
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like o!d men. It is reported that a certaine man being in 
dor. br that one layd waite for his life , although this ap- 
preher:{16 was falſe, yetchancingto meetethe party,and 
the other ſtabbing him in 1caſt on the ſtomach with a 
great turnep, imaginedthat jt was a ſtab with a poyg- 
rard,and fell downe dead inthe place. Thelikeislayd of 
a Ieaſter who being condemned only in ſhew to be bee- 
headed , for puttinga great Princehis Maiſter in danger 
of his life, as things were ina readineſle for his executio 
iaſtcedof ſtriking him withthe axe,the hang man threw 
a bole of cold water on his neck: but comingro vnbinde 
himyhe found him ſtarke dead , in ſuch fortas if his head 
had beene cleane cut oft fro his ſhoulders. 7 he ſame.Not 
long ſince one of our Princes whoſe naturall beauty and 
lively diſpoſicion the goute had very much impaired:ſuf- 
fered himſelfe to bee ſo carried away by the report that 
went of the meruailous operations of a Prieſt, who with 
certaine words,healed all difleaſes, that he vndertooke a 
long iourney for to finde him out , & by the powre of his 
appret:Efion ſo perſwaded his Ieggs for certaine houres 
togither, that he drewe the ſeruice from ti:E, which they 
had forgot to do him a long time before. There was ſo 
much ſfimpliciry,& ſo little art found afterward in the ar- 
chite&t ofſuch workes,that hee was tnoug!:tvnworthy of 
any puniſhment.McxTaioxe in the 3. book of his Eſſayes: 
About 25. years agoe, a gentleman in B:ſSigns ha- 
uing bin at a great feaſt among other honorable com- 
pany,Within 3. weckes after meeting ſome of the gueſl, 
one of them ſaid merrily , how at that feaſt inſtced of a 
quarter of Kid,they had bin ſerued wich the 12g of a Dog 
very well ſeaſoned and dreſt, and that ſhe,a{well as the 


1cft,had caten her part ofit, VV hether it were true orno 
I 
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I knowe not , but iminediately this Gentlewoman con- 
ceiued ſuch horror at ir,that rvſi1g fromtabte ſhe fell in- 
roſwounings , continuall vomyrings,fincopes and fo vy- 
olent a feauer , that it was impoſſible to ſauce her. Extrac- 
ted out of mine owne notes.

L1, afterward vpon What diſcontent Tknowe not be- 
rweene him and his Father, for-ſooke his houfe, & went 
and ſerued vnderthe Emperor Caaxt sthe fifth, and 
KingP #1 1 1e his Sonne, where he continued ſome do- 
 ſenyearestillatche raking of the towne of Saint Luin- 
tins he loſta legge, 

Now his wifehauing heard no tydings of him in eight 
yeares before , one named Axnorpy Tyirtitnk ſome 
callhim Axnotp of T 111) bornein the Country of 
F 01x, who as many thinke was brought vp in magick, 
tooke vpon him to play the perſon of Martin Gere, 
furthered therein, aſwell with his long ablence , as al 
that inthe lincaments of his face hec ſoine-what reſem- 
bled him, Preſenting himſclfe vnto the woman, at tlie 
firſt ſhee would not acknowledge him for her huſ-band : 
but beſtdes the conformity of bodie, hee diſcouered ſo 
many ſecretts vnto her that had paſt betweene them 
two , eſpecially in the nigit after their marriage, yea 
cuen 
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cuento the very apparell hee had left behinde'him ina 
Cheſt,at thetime of his departure: Things which could 
not bee knowne but by the right huſband :thar at length 
not onely ſhe , but the moſt part of his kinſ{-folkes and 
friends acknowledged him for Martin Gyaans: & in this 
opinion 4.years palt without any contradition. Atrthe 
end whereof a ſoldier trauelling that way toldthat Man- 
rin Gyzazs had loſt alcg . Not long beforethis woman 
was catredinto ſome {uſpition of her ſuppoſed huſ band: 
by means wherof ſhe tooke wittneſſe vader hand before 
two Notaries of the ſoldiers report. VWhich to ſay truly, 
was but onely vpon heare-ſay: neuertheles it was © 
firſt foundation of this wretched T 1 1.1.1 » x smiſfortume. 
For as it is hard fora liernotto vary,ſothe woman 
red diuers ſpeeches frohim, that made her to miſdoube 
himzand indeed ſollycited by Pztzx Gvenas , ManTiNnGg 
Vnckle,ſhenot onely abandoned him, but ſued him cx- 
traordinarily beforethe Seneſchall of Riewx, where hee 
was condemned to death by fentence,from the which he 
appealed to the Parliament of Tholouſe,which was infini- 
tely.crobled about the ſtrangneſle of the caſe. Foron the 
one fide,T11un diſcoucred all the particularities from 
point to. point that had paſt betweene him & Baxrnanp 
before his going away,and the talke they had had the firſt 
night they lay togither. As alſo how afterthey had beene 
married ſome 7.0r 8.years going into the Colitry to one 
of their kinſ-folkes wedding, becauſe they lacked roome, 
& that therfore his wife was to lie with another womi,ir 
was deviſed betweene them , that when the reſtwere a 
ſleepe, heſhold come & lie with his wife, likewiſe howe 
they had had a Child,naming the Prieſt thar baptized it, 


& rhe God-fathers that were wi:tn clicytoitatthe Font; 
| X all 
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all wich ſuch a reſolution and boldneſſe that the woman 
could not tel what toſay:addingthe motiues of his depar- 
rure, & the travells he had ſuſtained both in Spaine and 
France , Which perticularicies were fotid afterward to be 
true, by the report of Martin Gyenss himfelfe . That 
which makes this Hiſtory more meruaylous , was that 
ehis ſuppoſed huſ-band had neuer conuerſed with the 0. 
cher . ' The preſumptions that yet made for him werea 
double a z a naile growinginto the fleſh on the right 
hand, certaine moles, anda red ſpot in one eye, euen as 
Maxrin Gvzxxs had & further in that he ſome-whartre- 
ſembled his ſiſters, who were ſo beſotted,that they auou- 
ched him for their brother « On the other ſide that 
which made againſt him was that a ſoldier hauing called 
him Az8oD by his name; hee praied him in his eare not 
to calhim ſo but MazTin Gveras. Beſides the which ſhe 
broughrt-psoofe of an Vnckle of his , who ſeeing him in 
the way of perdition, came lamenting vato him,defiring 
him nor to caſt himſelf ytterly away. But theſe proofes 
werenot ſufficient to diſannull the former, for to all ob- 
ictions that were made againſt him, he anſwered confi- 
ian v.36, £5 the cauſe & plotting of his troble on Px- 
TER Gvarrs his Vnckle,who he had threatned a little be- 
fore,to make him yeeld an account of the gardianſhip 
that he had ſometimes had of him. And for to giue ſome 
collour to his ſaying.hee deſired chat his wife might bee 
- \worne,to ſee whicher ſhee would acknowledge him for 
her right huſ band or no: declaring thathe would put his 
life or death vpon her oth. Vhich ſo amazed her that ſhe 
would not accept it. Theſe circumſtances ſo moouedthe 
Ludges that they comitted che Vnckle andthe Niepceto 
ſeucrall priſons , to the end one ſhould noe promptthe 

other, 
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other. Thinking the woman was drawne to makethis ace 
cuſation by the Vnckle,who was in _— of his perſon, 


Asthe ludges were in this ſuſpence, it fortuned that the 
right Maxrixn Gvzszs came home;zwhereatthe fuſt fighe 
al his neighbors knew him, & therewithall being aduer- 
tiſedof the prankethe other had playd him hewent di- 
rely to T holou/a,where he made petitio to be admitred 
as a party inthe cauſc . Then werethe Iudges more ama- 


zed then before: becauſe that Axnorp with an impugdent 
boldnes maintained that this was a Conicatchingknaue 


ſuborned by his aduerſaries . Inthis difference , the Iud- 
es,for to be aſſured of therruth, ſent forthe Vnckle out 
ofpriſon,& ſer Mas Gveans _—_ a great many others 
apparclled inthe ſame apparel as the counterfert was , to 
ſee whither he would know him or no: bur preſently he 
went and picked him out from the reſt and with great to- 
kens of ioy & gladnefle welcomed him home, The like 
did BzxTRAN, crauing pardonfor the wrong ſhe had vn- 
wittingly done him.Neuerthelesher huſband not raking 
her words in good paiment, withafrouning countenice 
beganto accuſe her. Howis itpoſſible( ſayd hee ) that 
thouſhouldſt lend conſenttothis abuſe?for in mine Vn- 
ckle;& ſiſters, there may be ſome excuſe.But noneinthe 
priuity that is berweene the man & his wite , Andin this 
anger hee perſeuered a long time, notwithſtanding any 
per{waſton could beviſedtothe contrary. Which dreve 
the Iudges to thinke that it was a very pregnant preſiip- 
tion.to approue him forthe right huſband. Bur yer thar 
which held thE inſome doubt, was that they of the court 
examyning M ar. Gvezxas,whither cuer he had recciued 
the Sacrament of Cohrmation,he anſwered thathe had, 
inthe rowne of Pamieres, Ez namedthe time,the Biſhop, 
his God-fathers and God-mothers, Whervnto Axxoip 
1 6 F- ſeperately 
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ſeperately made the like anſwere . Notwithſtanding the 
which at laſt, by ſentence in the month of September 
1560. he was declared,atrainted & conuicted of the mat- 
ter Wherof he was was accuſed, and therfore condemned 
rodo penance in his ſhirre with a torch in his hand,firſtin 
open Court, & afterward before the dore of the chiefeſt 
Church in Artriguls,and laſtly ro be hanged,and then his 
body to beg burned til it were conſumed to aſhes.

Q. 18 in the 5. booke,des Recherches dela France,Chap.rg. 
The yeare 1560. M Avzian Tvaxeevs, then Grecke 
readcr at Paris , Impoſtor a Comedy of Axtsr 0- 
PHANES, intituled the V aſpes,where mention is made of 
Euricles a notable engaſtrinyth he affirmedin one of his 
publick|lcures(where my 2.Sons Twzoporthe Lawicr 
and Heniy Doctor of Phylick wercpreſent) that once 
in Paris he had ſeenc fuchancther impoſtor as Evarcies, 
who was called PzTrxthe Brazaxcon, This fellow when 
he liſted ſpake out of his belly , holding his mouth open, 
bur neuer wagged his lippes: & by ſuch dexterity , orthe 
working of the Diuil he connicatched diuers folkes. He 
felinloue with a faire yong Pariſun, whoſe Father was 
\dead:and not able to induce the Mother to lct him haue 
| her. Asthey were in talke togither about it, hee began to 
ſend forth a voice out of his body, as if the deceaſed huſ- 
band coplained that he was tomented in Purgatory, be- 
cauſc his widow didnot giue her Daughter to Byaban/on, 
who 
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who had ſo often demanded her, & was ſo honeſt a man. 
The woman terrified with ſuch complaynts, and hauing 
compaſſion of her huſband,conſentedto this Connicat- 
chers deſire, who togither with the. maide ſought alfo 
for acertaine great ſummeof money that was left her by 
her Fathers will, as it appeared ſhonly after . For within 
halfea yeare after he was married to her,& that hee had 
ſperall her portion, he left her with his Mother in law 8 
ranncaway to Lions. There hee learntthat arich Banker 
died not long before , whoin his lifetime had had a very 
bad name by reaſon of his viurie and extortions. VVhere- 
vpon he went and found out this Bankers onely Son and 
heice , that was waking na gallery faſt bythe Church- 
yard,andtold him he was ſent ynto him,to acquaint him 
with a matter of great importance whichvery much c5- 
cerned him. There-withall as he was exhorting him, to 
haue more regard to his late Fathers credit and ſoule, 
then to his death, ſuddainly was beard a voice coliterfet- 
ting the Father , which Brazangon ſent our of his belly, 
and in the meanetime with a fiagular dexterity made as 
though he were Wonderfully amazed atit. By this-voice 
the Sonne was admonyſhed of the eſtatewherevntothe

The Sonne,who was none of the wiſeſt in the 
world, akhough hec ſuſpected no deceite,yer not very 
well digeſting this word of furniſhing money; anſwered. 
hewould thinke vpon it, and appointed BxaazaxGonto' 
meete- him againe the next day inthe fameplace. In the 
meane while he was ina meruatlous perplexity,miſtruſ- 
ting theplace wherehee had heardthe yoice, becauſe it 
vas cloſe, & fir for knaucry.. Wherforethe next day hee 
carric&Brazaxgon into an open place, whereas neither 
buſh nor any other Couert.Notwithſtanding talking ro- 
githerthe Son heard theold ſong with this newaddifſi- 
on,thar without any delay he ſhould gue Baazang on 

6000. franks & ſhould cauſe 3. Matles to be ſungeut 
day fortheſaluation of his Fathers ſoule, who otherwiſe 
was damned for cuer. The Son being conſcionable,8 af- 
roniſhed, without any more deliberation(it-gotten goods 
hauingwings ) delivered the Impoſtor the'fum of 200.

I. Wraz i hrs 2. booke of Witches Chap. 14.Incheraigne 
of King Cuarte sthe 9, a certaine fellow, pot him to Ges. 
veg2,naming himſelf Foun Altar My 
OWNE 
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knowne,becauſche liued by the trade ofa gardiner. Ha- 
ing endured much , by: reafon of the ſmall profit and 
great labor of ſo poore a vocation he went after a while 

into Almaigne , firally into Sweath-land, where heevſed 
ſuchmeans that he came to bee the Kings gardiner . By 
his deviſes he aduanced himſelf by lictle & little, ſofarre 
forth thathe cliaingly obtained ro beagent for the King 
rathe Sceignory of Venicewhereremayning , hee made a 
voiageto AHianviſitedthe Duke of Sefſs, who comman. 
-dedthere forthe King of Spaine,& played his part ſo wel, 
that the. Duke lent him ſum eight thouſand -Crownes, 
(Nor content with this purchaſe,hee labored to make an- 
other,and returning to/enice, he propounded a certaine 
fale of artillery vatothe Lords,and ſung ſo ſweeteanote, 
.thathe drewe fromthemin way of a lone the ſumme of 
 foureteenethouſand-Crownes. Herevpon he diſlodged, 
for to returne ( ſayd hee vntoſome of his friends -)into 
Sweath-land, And paſling by Afilay he went to do his 
dutic to the Duke, and payd him his 8000 . Crownes. 
Beingat table in his lodging,and his head ſome-what itt. 
roxicated, he ſpake-ſo rudely of the Pope and his Cere- 
monies, that hewas arrcſted priſoner & fro Alan coueci- 
edto Naples.Pope Grzconr the rz. vnderſtanding that a 
priſoner qualifing himſclfe Embaſſador for the King of 
Sweati-land, was inthe hands of the [Inquiſition coman- 
ded him to be brought fro Naplesto Rome. Where being 
artiued he wold needes ſee & hearehim,whence ſprung 
at length ſo'greata familiarity berweenethem ,rthat the 
Pope promiſed him acerrainckinſ-woma of his to wife. 
The he ſet him atliberty,& appointing him lodging-gaue 
him leaue to viſit his Miſtres, who like-wiſe went of- 


ten to fee him : where-vpon enſued ſuch privitie 
X 4 berweene 
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detweene them,that her belly beganne to ſwell : which 
was couered with a report of indiſpoſition,that required 
the Signor4 ſhould changethe aire. 

A. 14x fore-ſecing that he ſhould becalled in queſ- 
tion for this pranke of his, praQiſed in ſuch ſorte with an 
Engliſhman ( ſeruant to a certaine French Cardinall ſo- 
iourtng for that time at Rome) that by his meanes he was 
carrycd alongthe riuer of Tyber , and ſo eſcaped away; 
tenhe got him withall ſpeedeinto Provence, where bee- 
ing arriued atthe Port of Antzbo,hee wenttothe Baronof 
Alemaene , and there continued a certaine time with his 
Engliſhman, The Baron diſpatched his hands ofthem, and 
ſentthem with two orthree ſeruants'of their retiniew to 
the Lords of Dediguieresin Daulphine, He defiringto do 
ſomeſeruicetothe King of Nauarreasalſoro auoidethe 
chargethat A 11 ax pand hisputhimto, aduertiſed the 
King,that beſide the qualiry of Embaſſador, Arrarp 
maintayned he had aſſured meanes to come by flue mil. 
lions of gold and vpward, 

A1 az pbecing come bectorethe Kijig of Nawarre, 
and hauing preſented him with letters from the Lord of 
Dediguieres,and confirmedthe contents therof by word 
of mouth,he was reaſonable welaccoiitedof for a time. 
In the meane whyle the King of Nazarre going to 
Rochell , and Aitaxpin his trayac, certaine ſhippesof 
Sweath land chanced ro arriue in the Hauen at Rochell. 
The Capitaines,merchants and Maiſters whereof hea- 
ring of A 1 ap,with whom they hadſpoken,told ſome 
oftheir acquaintance that Attaro was a Conicatching 
knaue which had ſeduced the king of Sweath-lad, & with 
a companion of his a Geſcoigne borne, was cauſe ofthe 
deuiſton that happened berweene the King of Sweath- 

land 
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land & his brother:which had ſet althe realmeonan vp- | 
roare. The impoſtor _— hee was diſcouered got li 
him preſently away with his followers to the lateKing il 
Huznxvrthe 3: & tothe Queene mother,ynto whom he f 

declared at large whatmeanes hee hadto ſerue them, by 

utting them in poſſeſſion of thoſe five millions of gold 

bale memtioned, anda farre greaterſumme. As alfo 
how hauing becne very much vrged by the King of Na- 
| varre,to ſhewehim the place where ſuch great treaſures 
lay,andthe meanes to come by them, becauſe heewould 

not be conſtrained ſo rodoghehad retired him-(elfe as it 
were cuen our of the cloſer of the Court and ſeruiceof 

the ſayd King of Navarre . The King and hn Mother glad 
of ſuch riewes gaue good entertainmErto Altar», whoſe 
comming being publiſhed in the Courr,atnongeſt many 
others beinſinuatedhimſclfeinto the company of Monſ+- 
eur de C1axvan,& gaue himro ynderſtad thathe had pa- 

pers of great importance at Rome, which heecould not 

well come by burby meanesof the SuFſers3z #ho ifchey 

would but writevnto the Pope abouttherghe ſhould be 

ſure ro haue them reſtored againe for their ſakes. V\her- 
fore he promiſed ifthey wold procure him thoſe papers, 
ro giyethE 60000, Dollers whighthorowriie of Narers.- 

bers ouphrhim wich the intereſt of ir f0r t\velues yeates, 
after'5.m the hundreth by theyeare,fo chat all ir ainbſi- 

ted to the ſum of 96. thouſand Dollars. Crexvan ther- 

vpon went to his Baronny of Coppet, where haung taken 

order for certainepriuateaftaires of his owne, he rode to 
Berne, ſome two daies ionrney and an halfe from thence : 
there he acquainted divers Lords of that Cantow with 
the whole matrer, deſiring thE chat they would take vp6 
them/x0 write vato the Pope for to haue thoſe papers

In'theſe agreements Ps1rrzx a man of ſound indge- 
ment,ſtood ſhiffe in his firſt opinion, that Ar ranp was

hauing the Frewch; Dutch, and Italian naturally, that ina 
new aſſembly wichtheſeLords, he declared yeatorhe af- 
cerademure and graue:mmannoer,as his cuſtome was; that 
hewas about eo gohtradt withtlic King, yntrowhomHbec 
was to lend 2.milhons of gold;:33.daies after agrees 
ment madezthat is to ſay,160000., crownesdur ma- 
ney,and 400090 crownes:tabic ratſedonghe late Lord: 
Conſtables, goods,whoſc Biltheſaid:be hadz&had pro 
miſc&ro deluer it ynto the Kmgs whn wat aderewidull: 
wellpleaſed,as Artazp affirm he had ſtood ypon: 
ſecuritic for ſo notablea ſinmmentmancy, Kthaithere-, 
forethe Conncel promiſedio aſlird luta.the Salt-pits.af 
Bronage;andthe reuencwithercof: wherewith Aianv 
ſaid he wascontented,onelyhe feared -leſtſuchaſſurance 
would be reuoked. Wherforc hc intrearad the Embaſſa- 
dors ofthe Cantop of Latern thatthey Would deale 3nſuegh 
ſactwiththeir Lords,chathemighUbe-qeceinedino the 
naber oftheir Butgefles:offeriagluiracoiapeaice otfuch 
fauqur,the ſuimnme of 20000: cxawhegto the Srxgne

Eucern,8totachof thoſe Embafladors:2.509..ctowriis a 
piece. Therupo.hepoſtedxo: L#cerre,coake his oath, & 
rerumedinto. Fravce With 02:4 wwtzerftorhisguardazeuct 
furniſhing apeany allthis whule/burlalliogrhce world a- 
ſleep with hisgolderpromiſes, andpluckingrouimd/ſums 
of money both from great & ({malLineucryplace, wher- 
by he maintained himnſelfinhis practites. All of thE were 
couſenedby him,cxceptthe Caropel #ffjen,, who becing 
rich,regarded no promiſes; & laghed artheiveredulity. 
Asaffaires paſt in this manner , my Lady-had intelli- 
genceof the ſpeechA:rian v had. vied , touching the 
late E.Conſtables9BiV:rwhereupon ſbee wrate that they 
ſhould rake heede of this pratler;affirming her Lord was 
not 
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norfobatantusband,asto beindebredin ſucha furmme 
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tos ſtranger who arlengrh would proue tobe a Cunnye | 
gov whey, 49: Therecame a Rochetler alforthat warned 
divers to beware of Aitarp , which moued Tanxxarrr 
co Write by"a truſty meſſenger tor Menſienr Ga ro o- 
vil4a;the Mayorof Rechelf,who returned anſwer that 
A1tlanxp was anotable decciucr. The Ssister Embal- 
ſadorshauing ſwornethe league with the King,leftT s n- 
NAVI T itt the Cours for the cxpeditionof certaine af- 
faires they hudehere: going tomake horſe, A xianp ac- 
companied wich honoutable perſonages,parcicipants in 
the buſinefle : promitedthem, that at'T' zn navrirs de- 
parture he would ſend a coupleof men along with him, 
with the '6500.crownes appointed for the voyage to 
Rome: when T Bxwnaviyt was ready to ſet forth on his 
iourney his mcn were not : but promiſed to be at Zyons 
allooneas hee: offring notwithſtanding to deliuer him 
this ſumme of 65 av.Crawnes, if he would ſtand to the 
venture;whichhe refuſedrodociince A i La xvand bis 
aſſociates were toſend after him. ; 
Notlong after the S#i#zers departure , the Pope ad- 
uertiſed of Aitanxvs. being in the Court of France, 
comphainedro/the King of him, whocommitted him to 
riſon, where hee found a'certaine Gentleman naming 
himſelfe the Earle of Sanſſy ,a manof aquick ſpirit, and 
father to three or foure ſonnes , whereof one had beene 
brought vp wich the EleQor Palatine, as alſo to-one' 
Daughter,whom daring this impriſanment. he proni»: 
ſcdrooneDyY V atby Aitanps meanes ,that ſaid he 
wasDv V aus Vnckle, aud proiniſed to giue him rwo 
hundreth thouſand crownesto his marriage. Butall this 
practileremained vaperfecged, by reaſon of — 
i - [6 451.6 
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enſueth. Within a whilc after was enlarged, whereupon 
he defired Tu xx avLr by letters to come ro him toPa- 
ris: wherein Tax nav ir cxcuſed himſelfe , certifying 
the other,that if he would come into Switzerland,S ausy, 
or to Lauſanne,Geper,Morges, & other places adioyning, 
T z xnav ir would meete him, 

Vpon theſe letters, A 1 a pſct forth, accompanied 
withtwo of the Earles fonnes , and histraine, and came 
mto the countrey of Burgorgny, where he intruded him- 
ſelfe into the acquaintaince ofa gentleman ofthe coun- 
trey, whom with great promiſes hee carried along with 
lym to Moyges,andthere lodged atthe figneofthewhite 
Croſle.From thence he ſent toGenesator TexnaAvrs vr, 
whobeeing arriued, Artanp would haue induced him 
to haue lent him athouſand crowns; adding that he deſi- 
redthatT z xnav LT would take the paines to goe into 
Sweathlaxnd,to receine eighteens hundred thouſand dol- 
lars for him,and he ſhould haue an hundred thouſand of 
them for his labour. And further , hee promiſed a very 
great gift to an honeſt gentleman, brother in law to the 
{aid T Ex xAvir,whorefuling to meddle in the marter, 
all concracts were broken off, except it were touching 
three thouſand crownes', which A x 14arD was to Pay 
him out ofhand:but they areyer to paie. 

This promiler renewed another practiſe with the 
Bayliffe of Lasſarxe and Morges, who condudted him to 
Berne, where hee contracted with certaine Lords, vnto 
whom(among otherthings) hee promiſedto deliver an 
Obligation of the ſumme of five hundred thouſand 
crownes to him due by E uanverPirtiear Duke 
of Sausy, Which Obligation he ſaid hee had left at P avis. 


Departing from Berne with promiſe to be honoured and 
. recompen- 
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recompenced,hedrew towards Nzuf-chaſtel.Inthe mean 
time his impoſtures were diſcouered on euery hand. Ir 
was known that the Duke of Sauoyes Obligation, was of 
the ſame nature as the Conſtables Bill, andthar allthe 
negotiation withthe Embaſſadors of the ſmall Cantons 
was but meere knauery on Alttanvps part. Therefore 
order was giuen that he ſhould be attached at Newfcha- 
fel: where fearing it would notbee long crehe ſhould 
haue terrible articles framed againſt him, and omg 
by ſomequeſtions which had bin asked him,thatpart of 
his impoſlures were diſcouered, his traine becing vani- 
(hed away cuenin an inſtant, hee refolued with himſelfe 
to inuent all the wayes poflibly hee could to eſcape. Burt 
meeting with no certaine meane, one night going to let 
himſelfe down at an high window of the priſon , where 
he was incloſed,that which held him chancing to break, 
his fall was ſo high,thathe daſhed himſelfe all co picces, 

ſo giuing an end to his life and impoſtures both at once. 
The Burguignian gentleman whom hee had carried 
with him to Aforges,was laid vp in priſon atid compelled 
to ſell his land for to ſatisfiethe Hoſte of the white croſle 
for At .anxpsexpences whillt he lay there. Infinit were 
thetricks where-with this M.Garprxzx cunnicatched all 
ſorts of perſons whereſocuerhe came, It ſhall ſuſhice for 
aconcluſion , to notethe knauiſh pranke heeplaied the 
Hoſt of the Stork at Baſd, where he had lien a longtime, 
aud was deepely run inarrereages. When he was going 
away,in ſtead ofpaying, he borrowed anewe ſumme of 
money of this honeſt Swrtzer, and for apawne left him 
a Portmanteau made faſte with three lockes and ſtrong 
chaines, affirming it was full of golde, iewels of excec- 
ding valuc,and papers of great importance, promiſing if 
it 
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it were well kept till his returne , to giue his ſaid Hoſte 
thirtie thouſand Dollars beſides his Sh The newecs of 
his death comming to Baſe, the poore Hoſte in a marue- 
louspirteous taking , went with the leaue of the Magi- 
ſtrate, and gotthis Portmanteau to bee opened , which 
was found full of nothing but brickes and ſtones finely 
packed vp together, 7 had this Diſcourſe from Monſiewr 
Tzxnavrirfn whoſe hands I have ſeene divers contracts, 
acts and writings , approoing ſome part of the Hittory of 
this notable Impoſtor, 


Imprecations prophane and blaſphe- 


mons ſpecches. 


Hen we would obtaine any thing that 
we greatly deſire, we care not what we 
YI promiſe,and many in this caſe happen 
{ ro make imprecations , cither againſt 
1 themſclues,or others, the fruit where- 
—_—_——=j of,they oftentimes teapeto their own 
deſtrution. Wee haue a notable example of it in 
Cunantts Dukeof Burbon; who as it is recited by Be1- 
LAY inhis 8. Booke , and Fx, Gvtcnarpin inhbisly. 
Bookeof the warres of 1talie, labouring to draw ſome mo- 
ney from the Millanois for to pay his ſouldiers ; and be- 
cauſe he could not get ſo greata ſumme as hee required, 
by reaſon of the exceeding charge the Citte was at du- 
ring the warte; hee promiſed them , that if they would 
bur furniſh him with ſo much money for that once, hee 
would neuer do them the leaſt extortion in the worlda- 
eaine,if he did, heprated GOD that at the firſt skirmiſh 
or aſſault he werein,he might be ſhotthrough 8& _ 
r 
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Oras Gvicxax pin ſaith, [fthe Cirtty of Illanwonld 
furniſh hina with thirty thouſand Duckers for a monerhs 
pay , that the armie ſhou!d depart out of After, and 
lodge ſome other where: aſſuring them that though at 
other times they had beene deceiued with the hkepro- 
miſes,they ſhould not be ſo then , becauſe he would ne- 
uer go againſt his word-and faith ; on which they _- 
ſafely relic: adding,thatheprayed:G O Dif he brake his 
promiſe with them , his head might bee taken from his 
ſhoulders with the firſt ſhott of the enemies artillerie. 
Vpon this promiſe the Millaneis ſtrained chem ſelues,and 
paide him the ſumme. But they were ſo oppreſſed af- 
rerward , that many through dilpaire hung themſclues, 
others threw themſelues downe head-long from the 
cops of their houſes,and braketheir owne necks.Shortly 
wher-vpon,the Duke of Bourbon marched forth wich his 
armie, and drew towards Reme for ro furpriſcit, but hee 
was flaine with an Harguebuſe thotr in the aſſault, which 
many (ſaithBzr Liar) attribute to the diuine venge- 
ance,becauſc hee keprnot the promile which hee made 
with ſuch an imprecation to the Mllanois, His death 
fell onthe 6,0f May 1527. 

Tothis purpoſe I will adde another Hiſtoric , though 
itbeancient, reported by Arzzxrt Crant in hiss, 
Booke of the affaires of Saxony,Chap.q5. where hee writes 
that the Emperor Fx pz x1 cx the firſt, being in Saint 
Pzrsxs Monaſtery at Erford, the loore whercon hee 
went,ſuddenlyſanke vnder him,and if hc had not caught 
holdon an Yron barre ofa window, hee had fallen into 
the Iakes of the Monaſterie: wherein certaine Geatle- 
men fell and were drowned ,among(t the which was 


Hunxr Earle of Sch#arizbourg,who carcied the 2 
O 
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ofhisdearh in an vſuall imprecation, If Ido this or that : 
Iwould( ſaid he ) I night be drowned in the Iakes, 
But omitting other ancient Hiſtorieszit being no part 
of our purpoſe to touch them in theſe colleions , but 
reſeruing them for ſome other hand and worke. I will 
preſentche examples of our time , concerning impreca- 
tions and deſpightfull peaches eyther againſt @O Dor 
our neighbours. A Soldiartrauelling roughgpe Mar- 
quilate of Brandebourg, tecling him-{clfe not well, ſtaied 
in af [nne, & gave bis Hoſtfle his money ro keepe. Not 
long after, being recouered,heasked itagaine of the wo- 
man , who had agreed before with her husband ro de- 
taine it, VVherefore ſhe denyed that ſhe had any of him, 
\ and rayledat him, as if he had done her wrong to aske 
it: whereat the traueller was fo enraged , that he accu- 
ſed her of diſloyalrie and theft : whichthe Hoſthearing, 
he tooke his wiues part,and thruſtthe other out of does, 
who iuſtly incenſed with ſuch dealing , drew his ſworde 
and rannc againſtthe gate. The Hoſt began to crieout 
that hee went about to breake into his houſe and robbe 
him. For which cauſethe Souldier was apprehended, 
carryed to priſon , and arraigned before the Magiſtrate, 
ready to be condemned todeath. The day came where- 
in fentence was to bce giuen and executed , the Diuill 
entred into the priſon, and tolde the priſoner that hee 
ſhould bee condemned todye : neuerthelefle he promi- 
ſed him if ſo bee hee would giue hinſelfevnto him , to 
Lezpe him from all harme. The priſoner anſwered, that 
he would rather dye innocent as he was, then be delii:c- 
red by ſuch means. The Dwil having ſhewed him againe 
the Linger wherein hee ſtood, and recciuing the re- 


pulſe, promiſed not-withſtanding , to helpe him for 
nothing 
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nothing, and worke in ſuch ſort that he ſhould be re- 
uenged on his enemies. Hee councelled him then when 
he ſhould be brought to his tryall,to maintainethat hee 
was 1nnocent : and to deſire the Iudge tolet himhane 
him for his aduocate,whom he jhould ſee ſtandingthere 
ina blew Cap, whichthould plead for him. The priſo- 
ner accMted the offer : and the next day being broughr 
tothe Bape; licaring his aduerſaries accuſation,and the 
TIudges opinion,required (according tothe cuſtome of 
the place ) that he might haue an Aduocare to plead his 
cauſe: which was granted him. This craftye Lawyer 
ſtood forth, and very ſubtilly began to defend his client, 
alledging that hee was fallelic accuſed, and by conſe- 
quence wrongfully condemned : for the Hoſte kept a- 
way his money, and had miſuſed him beſides: There- 
vpon heevp androlde howthe whole matter had paſt, 
and declared the place wherethe money was locked vp, 
The Hoſt onthe other ſide defended himſelfe, andthe 
more impudently denycdit , giuing himſclfe to the Di- 
uill both body and ſoule,if ſo be he had ic. Where-vpon 
this Lawyer in the blew Cappe, leauing his cauſe, layde 
hold on the Hoſt, carried him out of the hall, and hoy- 
fied him vp ſo high in the ayre;that it was ncuer knowne 
what became of him afterward, I: VV1er #n his 4.booke 
of Diueliſh deniſes, Chap.20, PaviEirzen inthe 6, 
Booke of his Morales,Chap.18: ſaith, that this happened 
in the yeare 1541: andthatthis Souldier came out of 
Hungarie, : | 
In the Towne of Ruthngen,a certaine traueller com- 
ming into an Inne, gaue his Hoſtea budget to keepe, 
whereia there was a great ſummeof money, Ar his de- 
parture asking it againe , the Hoſte denyed hee had 


any, 
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any, and rayled at him for charging him with it. The 
traueller ſued him in the lawe , and becauſe there 
was no Witneſle of the matter,hee was going toput the 
| Hoſtto his oath , who was ready and moſt deſirous to 
take it,and gaue himſelfe tothe diuill, ifeucr he recciued 
or kept away the Budgetthat was in queſtion, The plairy 
tiffe required ſome reſpite, to take aduiſe whether hee 
ſhould put the defender to his oth or no: and goingout 
ofthe Court, he met two men, that asked him the occa- 
ſton of his commingthuther, 

Hevpandtold them the matter. Vell (ſayde they) 
wilt thou bee contented that we ſhall helpe thee inthe 
cauſe, He anſwred them I, not knowing what they were. 
Ther-pon they returned all three intothe Court,where 
the twothat came laſt, began to maintaine againſtthe 
Hoſlte,that the Budget was deliuered vnto him,and that 
he receiued it, and lockedic vp inſucha place, which 
they named. The periured wretch could not tell what to 
reply: and as the Iudge was about to ſend him.to priſon, 
the two witneſſes began to ſay,it ſhall nor need, for wee 
are ſentto puniſh his wickedneſſe.Saying ſo,they caught 
him vp into the ayre, where he vaniſhed away with the, 
and was neuer ſeene more, TIounle Gasr of Briſae, 
in the 2. volume of his Table-talke,pap. 131. Gitzer a 
Covs 1n of Neſercthgn his Narrations, 

Pzrzx ALvaraDo a Spaniſh Captaine, making 
warre onthe /»drans of Perw,receiueda grieuous hurt in 
a skirmiſh, whereof he dyed two dayes after. Lying in 
his death-bed,& being asked where he felt his pane? In 
my ſoule(ſaid he)ittorments me: whenthe newes of his 
death came to his wife Bearrics, a very proud woman, 


then reſident at Guattimall , ſhe beganto rage, to make 
| Y 2 impre-

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imprecations , and to fall out with GO D, euento ſay; 
That hee could not deale worſe with her then to take a- 
way her husband. There-vpon ſhee hung all her houſe 
with black , and began to mourne in ſuch ſort thar ſhee 
could nor be drawneto recetue any ſuſtenance or com- 
fort.She didnothing but weepe,lye along onthe ground 
teare her hayre,and demeaneher-ſelfe like a madde wo- 
man . Amidſt her husbands pompous obſequies ( of 
whom G om ara writes, that he maried two ſiſters and 
was a long time polluted with foule inceſt) and all this 
deſpightful' mourning , ſhec forgor not to aſſemble the 
chicfeſt of rhe towne together, and there to make them 
declare her tor Gouemeſle of the Country,andto ſweare 
fcaltie and obedience vnto her . But now let vs heere 
what came to paſſe vpon theſe imprecations and de- 
ſpightfull ſpeeches. The 8. of September 154r. it rar- 
ned ſo mightely for 24. houres together, that the next 
day about nine orten of the clock at night, two /ndians 
came,and aduertiſed the Biſhop of Guattimall,how they 
had heard a meruailous ſtrange noyſe at the foore of the 
Mountaine adioyning to the Cittie, The Biſhop ſent 
them away, andtoſdchem it was nothing but illuſions. 
But an houre after m nicht » an inundation of waters 
began to ruſh out at the bottom of the mountaine and 
to di'gorgeit ſelfe on theplaine with ſuch fury;that it ca- 
ried away whole rocks of an incrediblethickneſſe. Theſe 
waters rouling along , caſt downe all that they encoun- 
tred. Amidſtthe which nothing was heard bur fearfull 
cries in the ayre : & there were ſome that marked a black 
Cow am6g rhe waues,which wentin & out doing much 
miſchicfe . The firſthouſe ouer-whelmed by this deluge 
Was Arvarapors,Where periſhed Bzarzice his widdow, 

with 
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with ajl ſuch as accompanicd er in an Oratory , where 
ſhe was ar her devotions, Inſtantly after the Towne was 
buried in the waters. Some fixe ſcore perſons menand 
women were drowned. Thcy which gott away at the 
beginning of the noyſe cſcaped . Vhenthe waters were 
fallen,the Spaniards were tound hauing theirarmes and 
legges all cut and mangled. | will adde this oneworde, 
How alittle girle which Axrvarapo had begotten on an 
Indian , carryed away with the reſt by the floud , was 
found a good way fro; the Towne, ſale and vn-hurt in 
any part of her body. 1. B x xz 0 inhis Hiſtory of the new 
world, Boote.2 .Chap.17. 

For to retuurne againe into Europe ; it15 not long ag0C 
(ih DoQ.Prritip Camtrarivs)thatmy brother 
calledloacu1m comming out of Heſſe, tolde me this 
whichenſueth. I ſawe a Boy , ſaid he, in the Landgrane 
W 1Lti1ams Court, thatwas both dumbe and deafe, 
but to witty, that I could not mcruaile ſufficiently at his 
dextcritte , to performe all that hee was willed to doe: 
for by the onely twinckling of an eye, hee vnderſtood 
whar-ſo-euer the Prince and others meant : the Land- 
graucſecing mee to wonder fo atir,ſaydvn'o mee: See 
you this dumve boy? all chat euer happens eyrher here 
in my Court,or in the Towne, if hee can come to haue 
neuer ſo little inck'ing of it,he preſently acquaints mee 
very cunningly with it by his fignes. But I willtell you 
further for a notable Hiſtocy of GODS iuſtice. His 
Mother accuſed of theft, ſeeivg noorher meane to eſcape 
had recourſe to imprecations :and becauſe ſhe wa: th:n 
big with this child,for ro adde more credit ro her words, 
{hee made this imprecation; That if the matter were 


truc which ſhee was charged with, ſhee prayed GO D 
S that 
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'that the Childe where-with-all ſhee went, mighrnener 


ſpeake, but continue dumbe as long as it lined , Her im- 
precations diſcoucred her, hauing ioyned periuric to 
theft. Pu, Camrtranivs imihe85. Chap, of his Hiſla- 
ricall meditations. 

Not long fince it happened ,that a certaine Gentle- 
man ourneighbour, vexing his poore tenants with im- 
precations and cutles, conſtrained them to build his Ca- 
ſtle. In driuing them to workeghe ordinarily called them 
his Dogges. Before the building was finithed , hee fell 
ſick: and continuing his imprecations and curſes, GOD 
ſo repreſſed him,that he became ſpeechlefſe: and when 
I wrote this Hiſtory , hee could not pronounce any one 
word diſtintly,but barked like a Dog. The /ame. 

Another example no lefſe memorable,happened not 
long agoe ina Princes Court here-by, where a certaine 
Gentleman being charged with inany injurious wordes 
ſpoken at randon : for to couer the matter , andto per- 
{wade that the accufation was falie, hee began toproteſt 
and ſweare:adding that hedefired of GOD it hee had 
vſedany ſuch ſpeeches,to ſhew ſome token on him,cuen 
at that very inſtant rorif GOD would not, that then the 
Diuill would . Prefently vpon thefe words , and other 
ſuch like imprecations, hee fell downe flatte on his face, 
being ſo gricuouſly taken with the falling fikneſſe(which 
hee had neuer felt before) that aftcr hez had:tormented 
and beaten himſeife againſt the ground, where hee laye 
foming arthe mourh like one halfe dead, he was carried 
ro a Chamber,& there continued very ſick,in the yeare 

1591. when colle&edthis Hiſtorie , being iuſtly puni- 
ſhed for his raſhneſſe & impious imprecation, The /ame. 
loun Wits, in his workes of the Diuelsimpoſtnres, 
recites 
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recites a memorablc Hiſtory , which iy Arg 2t Gack 
ders about the yeare 1575. A Captaine bearing Armes 
for the King of Spaine, being marryedtoan honeſt Gen- 
tlewoman,whom he cntreated moſt vnwcyrthily, vnder- 
ſtandingtharſhe was with.child, began%o make impre- 

cations againſt her,and ro ſay,I will tb this lictle Diuell 

which thou haſt in thy belly, Not long after , ſhee was 

deliuered ofa Sonne, which from the hipps downeward 

was very well ſhaped , but the vpper part was all couc- 

red ouer with redde and blacke ſpottes, the cycsſlood in 

the forc-head,it had a round and black hideous mouth, 

and long cares like a bJoud-hound, withtwo little croo- 

ked hornes on the crowne of the head,which became as 

redde as bloud,afſoone as they weretouched. Praro 

writes in his 7.Booteof Lawes,that there is nothing more 

to befeared thenthe Fathers curſſes againſtthe Childe. 

The contrary is to be wiſhedof all good children. Ir is 

a ſingular teſtimony of GOD S fauour to ſuch,as -' 
fully defire and purchaſe their Father and Mothers W(- 
ſing. The ſame. 

Maifter AnvxzvvHonspoxe inhis Theater of 
examples,on the 4.commandement,propoundeth cer- 
taine Hiſtories tothe purpoſe, wherof weentreat,which 
I will briefly rouch, Another dwelling in the Duchie of 
Saxony,carried a Daughter of hers that was poſſeſſed of 
the Diuell ro #ittexberg, for to receive ſome reliefe, and 
to commend her to the prayers of the-Church, She con- 
feſſed that this afflition came vpon her Daughter one 
day,when being in an anger,ſhe had made an imprecati- 
on, wiſhing the Diucl would poſſeſlc her:as incontinent- 
ly he did. Being caried on a time intothe Church,as the 


congregarlo were in praler for her,a learned perfonage 
Ti hea- 
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hearing certaine furies of the euill ſpirit , ſayd vnto him. 


O Satan the Lord rebukerhee . The ſpirit unediatly an- 
{wered, lcthim rebuke me, let him rebuke me: and then 

held l:is peace, x 
Art Fribarg in Miſniait fortuned that a Father beingin 
amighty rage with a Sonne hehad, that diſpatched not 
ſome-thing {o ſoone as he would haue had him , began 
to ſay,would toG O D thou mightſt neuer ſtirre fro the 
lace where thou art, It was no ſooner ſayd,then done: 
tor ſuddainly the Sonne remained, as it were faſtned and 
nailed tothe place whereas he ſtood,and could not bee 
remooued by any ſtrength or deuiſe whatſoever . And 
becauſe he could neither bowe nor bend his body for to 
ſir,they ſer aſtay behinde his back,to caſe him. Hauing 
continued in this eſtate three whole yeares togither, 
GOD hearing the prayers which were made for this 
poore Child,permitted that he could fir and ſtoupe,and 
F riſe againe. Iothis manner he continued foure 0- 
thEr yeares more ,leane of face, cating very little, and 
ſpeaking but ſeldome. Being asked at any time how he 
felt himſcelfe , his vſuall anſwere was, that G O D did 
chaſtice him, and that his mercy knew whar iſſue his af. 
fictions ſhou!d haue , which nothing hindered the afſu- 
rance that he hadof his eternal faluationthroughT = s v s 
C nr 1s Tt, At 7.,yeares end, hediedpeaceably full ofthe 
ſpirit of repentance , faith and hope inthe grace of his 
Sauiour, on the eleuenth day ofSeptember,in the yearc 

a thouſand, fire hundreth,fifty and two. I 

Not long agolaythM. AnprtvvsHonpsDpoREs, 
we ſawean Almgne very poore and ſickly,and as wret- 
ched and mijerable as might be,by reaſon ofthe impre- 
cations which his Father had made againſthim a little 
before 
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before his death : wyſhing that all kinde of miſtortune 
might eng, a him,as long as he liued. 

A Mother hauing a very diſobedient Sonne , fell 
downe, on her knees, and-prayed G OD thather wic- 
kedChilde mightbeg burnt with'a fecret fire. This im- 
precation fell not ro the ground *forthe Sonne beeing 
ſuddainly ſoized with thar fire ouer all his body, beganne 
to cry, Mother, Mother, your praiers are heard,and lan- 
guiſhed three _ in vaſpeakeable torments hee was 
conſumed therewith, BE 

A diſobedient Sonne in the Cittie of Alan , moc- 
kedhis mother andmade mouthes at her, The Mother 
iuſtly incenſed with ſovyllanous a pranke, ſayd : would 
thou mightſk make ſuch mouthes ar the gallowes . It 
fell out not long after , thatthis rogue beeing apprehen- 
ded for theeuing was condemned to bee hanged : and 
being on theladderat the place of executionready to be 
turned of by the hangman euery one ſawe him make 
ſuch monthes as hee had made before to his Mother. 
Theſe Hiſtories and infinite others ſuch like warre Pa- 
rents to ſhua ſuch ſpeeches and to reclaime their Chil- 
drea wich good admonitions or conuenient corrections. 
They likewiſ: exhorr Children to ſhewthemſelues hum- 
ble,traQtable and obedient , tothe end they bee not con- 
founded by the iuſt indgement of GOD , maintayning 
the rights ofthoſe which are his huely images vp6 carth. 

InSileſuu happened two memoravle Hiſtories, which 
ſh:w the dangerous fruite of imprecations, &the fauour 
of GOD aſſiſting vs by the miniſtery of his Holy Angells, 
againſtthe fury of euil ſpirits. A gentleman hauing inuy- 
ted certa'ne of his friends,& prepared a ſumptuous feaſt, 


ſeeing his expeRartion fruſtrated by their excuſes,entred 
into 
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into ſome cholor, & ſayd,fince none of chem will yonch- 
{ate ro come would al the Diuills in hell were here. Ther- 
vpon hee got him forth of dores, and went to Church, 
wherethe miniſter was preaching, vnto whd he gaue ye- 
ry dilligent care: and continuing ſo,behold certaine men 
came riding mo his yard, oftall ſtature, and all inblack, 
which willed the gentlemans man to go andtell his mai- 
ſer,that his gueſts were come. They fellow exceedingly 
affraied ranto Church & adueruſed his Mr of it,who ve- 
ry much diſmayd aſked Corllell of the miniſter whathe 
ſhold do. He hauing finiſhed his ſermon willed that euc- 
ry body ſhold voide the houſe. It was no ſooner coman- 
dedthen performed: but with haſtthatthey made to get 
outthey lefca little Child behinde them ſleeping inthe 
Cradle. Thoſe gueſſe,that is to ay the Diutils beganne to 


ing the tables & other things about the houle,to roare, 


& to looke out at the windowes in the likenes of Beares, 
Wolues, Cats, & terrible men,holding glaſſes of wine, 
& diſhes of meateintheir pawes. As the gentleman togi- 
ther wich the miniſter and neighbors were tn great feare 
beholding ſuch a fight,the poore Father began to cry,a- 
las, Where is my Child? Scarce was the word out of his 
mouth when one of thoſe black gueſts brought the 
Childtorhe windowe in his armes , and ſh-eweditto all 
that were in the ſtrecte., The gentleman almoſt beſide 
himſelfe,ſayd to one of his men whom he made moſt ac- 
couat of, alack what ſhal I do? Sir anſwered his ſeruant,] 
wil comend my lite vnto GOD,in whotenameT wil en- 
terthe houſe, & through his fauor & aſſiſtance bring you 


your Child. VVilt rhou,ſayd his M*,GOD bewith thee & 


firengthen thee. The fellow hauing receiued the Minil- 


ters blefliug, went into the houſe, coming to the S/ove 
where 
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where thoſe dreadful! gueſts were, hefell downe on his 
knees, commended him{eltero GOD, then opened the 
dore,& ſawethe Divills in horrible formes, ſome ſitting, 
ſome ſtanding,others walking, fome ramping againſtthe 
walles, bur a! of thE afſoone as they beheld him ran vnto 
him,crying, Hoh Hoh,what makeſtthou here? The ſer- 
ant ſwearing withfeare, and yet (trengthned by GOD, 
went tothe fiend that held tne Child,and ſayd vnto him, 

Come; gite me this Child. No marry wil I not anſwered 

the otherche is mine. Go bid chy Maiſter come and fetch 

him . The fellow inſiſting ſavd,l will execute the charge 
which GOD hath comirted vnto me,for 1 know that all 

that I doe accordivg there-rnto is acceptable vnro him. 

Therf6te , in regard of mine cffice,and inthe name, afſi- 

ſtance & vertueof IssvsCunnisnT willtake this Child 

from thee,and carry it to the tather.Saying ſo.he caught 
hold on the Chi!ld,and heldir faſt in his armes.The black 

gueſts returned no anſwere , but roarcd and cryed our, 

Hoh firra let alone the Child,or we will teare thee all to 

PCeces. Bir he not reſpecting their menaces went lately 

away,and preſently reſtored the Ciuld tothe gentleman 

his Maſter. Cetainedaies aiter all thoſe gueſts vani- 

{hed away , and the gentleman becom: wiler anda ber- 

cer Chriſtian 5 returned ro hishoufe _ Torn G=o RGE 

G ops 1 Man, Dottor of Lawe at Roftoch,in his treatiſe of 
IVitches and Witchcya iff booke 1.C hap. f.. 

Another gent!emanvſingto giue himſelfe vnto the Di- 
uell, trauelling by night but with one man, was ſet vp- 
onby a companie of fiendes , which would hate car- 
ryed him away . The ſeruant becing deſirous to ſaue his 
Maiſter held him faſt about the middle . The Diuills be- 
ganne to crie, Sirra let goe your hold; burthe fellowe 


prefiſting 
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perſiſting 49 his \deterwination ; Hjs' Maiſter , eſcaped. 

The ſame. $ he * 9551 
In Saxony a young maid. that wag very riche, promi- 
ſed mariage to a proper young man,but poore. He fore- 
ſceing that wealth and inconſtancie of ſexe might eaſily 
alter this maidens reſolution, freely opened his minde 
vnto her about it, VVherei pon ſhe madea thou'and im- 
precations to the contrary , and amongſt others , this 
which enſuetb. If euer I marry any other, let the Diuill 
take me and carry me away onthe wedding day. VVbar 
followed there-vpon ? A certaine time atrer , thefickle 
wenche was betrorhed to another, hauing vererly torgot 
the former,who gently admonithed her more then once 
of her promiſe and horrib!eimprecation , She nothing 
regarding him, made her ready to be marryed to the (e- 
cond: but the wedding day come, when euery body clſc 
was merry, the bride being wakened by her conſcience, 
ſcemed [adder then thee viedto bee, Where-vpon two 
men on Horſe back, came and lighted ar the houſe 
where the teaſt was kept, who were preſently caricd vp, 
and after dinner,when they fell ro dancin g,oneof them 
( as the manner of the Country is to honour ſtrangers 
which happen to bee at ſuch feaſt; ) was deſired to lead 
the Bride a dance. Hetooke her by the hand,and walked 
her a turneor two : then inthe preſence ot all her kinl- 
folkes and friends,he caught her vp,crying out for helpe 
and went out at the gate,where hee hoyſed her vp inthe 
ayre, and vaniſhed away with his companion and their 
Horſes.

REESTESSDT HE yeare 1550, happened that a

HED y 2 | Saxony ryding forth of Towne , left 
)z his Wife withrone Daughter and a 
S/, maidzat home , Hard by him dwelt 
| FX Sz|| the hang-man of theplace,who ha- 
Amor Jae uingeſpicd this opportunitie, found 
meanes'to get into the houſe and hid himſelfe in the 
Cellar , where when the maide cameat night todrawe 
wine hee cut her throate . The Daughter being ſent ro 
call the mayde was alſo killed. Finally theMother going 
to ſee why they both ſtayed fo longreceued the like en- 
rertainement : which done he threwe their bodies into a 
Cheſt,ryfled the houſe,and went his way . Not long af- 
ter the merchant returning home,and the author of ſuch 
a1 execcable fat vnknowne , the hang-man accuſed the 
oore merchanttothe Tudges, and depoſed that the day 
before his departure hee had beene at great debate with 
his wife . The merchant was apprehended and tortured 
in ſuch ſorte,that he confefſed( although hee were ipno- 
cent)that hee had committed thoſe three murthers , and 
therefore was condemned and purtto death . But ſhort- 
ly after the murtherer diſcouered himſelfe by a filuer 
bole which he offered to a gold-ſ\mith to ſell, w ho know- 


ing the merchants marke , gaue him money for it, and 
after 
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after hee was gone, carried it to the Magiſtrate, vato 


whom hee declared whoſe markeit had, and of whom he 
had bought ir. Preſently the hang-man was apprehended 
and being examined deniedit at the firſt , but ar lengeh 
confeſſed the whole matter « Thus was the merchants 
innocency approued though too late beforemen,and 
the dammnable murtherer executed with ſuch punniſh- 
ments as his horrible wickedneſledeferued. Pay rEr: 
Tzr inthe 3.booke of his Morales , Chap. 15. M. A n- 
pREvvwE Hons DORE rin his theater of examples, In 
another towne of Saxony it fortuned that at a certaine 
wedding atheefe ſtolea (1luer goblet, & being narrow- 
ly purſewed by ſome of the watch,he went and hid it in a 
fone boſome that had ouer-drunke himſelfe and was 
layd a fleepe inthe way as hee ranalong, The watch ha- 
uing wakened this ſleeper, found the gobler about him, 
& carryed him to priſon , where by tortures he confeſled 
the theft, whervpon enſued ſentence of death and execu- 
tion , Withina while after the theefe apprehended for a- 
nother robbery , confeſſed this former , and was hanged. 
PavL Errzun#n the ſame booke and Chapter. 

Two theeues inthe rowne of Erfird went and hidde 
chemſclues in a widdowes houſe with eatent ro cut her 
throate and carry away that ſhee had . For to drawe 
her out of her Chamber where thee lay , they got into 
the ſtable, and beganneto pineh a kidde which they 
found there, to the cnde they might make the maide 
come downe : as indeede ſhe did. For going to ſee what 
the kidde ailed, they caught her by che throate and killed 
her, The widdowe ( which had no other maide but that 
one) hearing the kidde cry andthe wench not returning 


rent downe out of her Chamber and had her throate 
cut

cutby theſe murtherers , who rifled the houſe, and wene 
their waies before day . Thenext morning,theneigh- 
bours hearing a little Dogge barke in the houſe, and ſee- 
ing neicher miſtres nor made ſlyrring abroade, atthe 
length brake open the dores , and found thoſe two per- 
ſons murthered . Immediatly they began to charge and * 
accuſe a certaine man, that had the keeping of a Church 
thereby , becauſe hee had vied much to the ſayd wid- 
dowes houſe. The Magiſtrates buylding on reports and 
conieures, commandedthe man to be apprehended, & 
ſo extreamely tortured,thar hee confeſſed he had comir- 
ted that which never came in his thought, Wher-vpon 
followed his condemnation and cxecution, The thecues 
not long after being taken & impriſoned for other offen- 
ces,confeſſed this murther of the miſtres and maide: and 
wereexeccuted according totheir merits. M. Anpazyve 
Honsporer #n his theater of examples. A certaine man in- 
the towne of Baſil fell out ypon. ſome occaſion with his 
Wife, who vnable any longer to endure his hard viage, 
le her houſe and went to ſome of her friendes inthe 
Countric , and deſired them to bee a meane of reconci- 
liation betweene her huſ band and her. It chanced that 
about the time of her departure, another v oman ha- 
uing drowned her ſeltc inthe Rhine was caſt vp onthe 
ſhoare., Allthe rowne ranneto ſee her,and becauſe ſhe 
was apparelled like the abſent Wife,& that herface was 
ſo iſipured as no man could not diſcerne herginconti- 
nently the people(there gathered togither ) began to cry 
out and ſay that this cruell huſband hadkilled his Wife, 
and then caſt her ſo intothe water. TheMagittrates gi- 
ving more creditto this reportthen they ſhould,comi. 


ted the huſ band topriſon , where hee was put to ſuch 
torture. 
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torture af he confelledehas which was:nat.:namely that 
he had killed his Wite , andahen throwneherbolJy into 
the-Rhine ;ypon which confefſiori hee was condemned 
and put to death , like a'patrracide . Three dates after, 
his fugitiue: Wife rettwned for to xeconcile herſelte to 
her huſband : but hearing the piteous newes of his 
death , melting into teares , and running like a madde 
woman tothe Towne-houle, ſhepreſented her (elfe be- 
forethe Lords, proued her huſbands innocency,and ac- 
cuſed them of jniuſtice . They hanging downe their 
heads andcondemning their raſh tudgemeat , tooke as 


good order as poſlibly they could for the poore Vid- 


dowe, The ſame. 
A woman dwelling in a certaine Caſtle of the Arch- 


biſhoprick of. Bremz with her . Sonne that was married, 
ſuffered herſelfe to be abuſed by one of hermen, Which 
dilcouered by the Sonne , and not able to-beare it, hee 
beſought his Mother toabſtaine from ſuch wickedneſle, 
Qne'day hauing beene abroad, and egmming hame, 
the fellowe that was with the Mothet.in her Chamber 
elpying him a farre off ranne away . The Sonneftollo- 
wedafter him, and with a wand that hee had in his hand 
ſtrooke of his hat,- This feruan got away and went 
intothe ſeruice of a new.maiſter , ſome two dayes iour- 
ney trom thence. His friends ſought for him and deman- 
ded him of the Sonne, who tuld chem how matters had 
paſt,adding that he had his hat , but knewe not what was 
become of him, they taking this anſwerein euill parte, 
accuſed the young man'for killingrheir kinſ-man , Pre 
ſently the Indge committed che innocent Sonne to pri- 
ſon,where the intollerable torment of the torture made 


him confeſle that hee had killed theſeruant and an 
: 15 
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his body intoa riuer thereby. Where-vpon he was con* 
demned to looſe his head.Being lead to the place of ex- 
ecution,he was admoniſhed to tell the truth : he anſwe- 
red,I am innocent :but will it auaile me to tell the truth? 
T haue killed him. To conclude,he was executed & yeel- 
ded vp the ghoſt inthe inuocation ofthe name of GOD. 
Shortly after,the ſeruant and the widow were found out 
wherethey were,and beingapprehended, ſuffered ſuch 
puniſhmentas they rightly merited, I. Gzoxos Goper- 
MaNin the Treatiſe of Witches & witcherafts.Book.z.Ch.1o, 

Twoyoung Artificers _— in a towne of Germa- 
nie,went out together for to trauell the Country,ſhortly 
after,one of them returned againein his companions ap- 
parell, with whom he had changed clothes. The others 
friends conicQuring by this change of apparell,that hee 
had made away their k:'nſman , accuſed him of murther 
to the Iudge of the place,who immediatly commiteed 
him topriſon : where denying the fa , and pur to tor- 
ture,by force of torment he confeſſed, that he had mur- 
thered his companion , and got on his apparell, having 
caten out his owne in an Ale-houſe . Where-vpon hee 
was condemned to death, & executed,dying like a good 
Chriftian. Not long after, his companion returned fafe 
and well, In perpetuall remembrance of this procced- 
ing and vniuſt ſentence pronounced againſt this inno-= 
cent,inthe Church of the place is the figure of a man laid 
vpon a Wheele cut outin ſtone. For indeed one ought 
not proceedevnto torture, if the party accuſed bee not 
charged with many likely ſignes, and ( as V 121an faith,) 
{.1.4-2.4.18.ſee# .1.1.20.4.fin. D.de queſtio.almoſt conuin- 
ced by euident teſtimonies : for in criminail proceſſes it

LavpisLtavs King of Hungary, hauing eſtabliſhed, 
loun CaeisTrRAN Lord Marſhall of his houſe ; it 
happened that a certaine Count was accuſed of treaſon, 
and being laid onthe Rack,confeſſed that where-withall 
he was charged: inſfomuch that CayisTRAN condem- 
ned the Count to be beheaded, together with his ſonne : 
but vnder a ſecret reſeruatio,that the father only ſhould 
be executed firſt, and the ſonne ſpared,ifit were neuer ſo 
ſo little perceiued that hee were innocent: but yet com- 
manded that he ſhould be leadto the place ofcxecution. 
The ſoune ſeeing his father looſe his head,8 being fully 
perſwaded thathis ſhould be chopped off too , ſtcucken 
with a vehement feare,hee fell downe ſtarkedead where 
he ſtood, CayisrrAN very much troubled with ſuch 
an accident , gaue ouer his eſtate, and became a Friar, 
Arxprevy Honspokee in his Theater of examples. 
Bayrtisr FviGosa reports, that HexmoLave 
D ona r,onc of theten Lords at Venice, a perionage of 
great authority, hauing in charge to examine a certaine 
young man, accuſed of an infamous crime, cauſed him 
diners times tobe tortured, for to draw outthe truth of 
him:which not able to do,acofederate of the priſoners, 
defiring to bee reuenged on him for it , andto procure 
ſome caſc to theother, watched him onenight as he was 
returning homeward very late from the Pallace,accom- 
panied but with one man, carrying a Torche, which ſud- 
dainly put out, HaxmoLays receiued a ſtab with a Poinard 
and fell downe deadinthe place, The Lords of Yenize 
meruailouſlic incenſed and offended with the haynoul- 
neſle of the fa&t,and notable to diſcouer the murtherer, 
purpolſedto ſearch out diligently all circumflances ou 
mig 
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might ſerue there-vnto. They called to minde,how be- 
fore-times there had beene great variance betweene 
Hrtxmolavs andlacaquvezs ſonneto Frxancisco 
Fo sc at1 Duke of Yenice: Imaginingthere-vpon that 
I acayss relying on the dignitie of his father, mighr 
well hauc cnterpriſed this murther,they committed him 
to priſon,and tortured him extreamly. Bur he would ne« 
uer confeſle that where-ot hee was guiltleſſe, not-with: 
ſanding they confined him into Carey, where hee dyed, 
The murtherer vrged by his conſcience , became. a 
Monke, andcentaine yeares after in his death-bed, ope- 
nedthis murther to his Conteſlor : which after his de- 
ceaſe was ſignified to the Seignorie. /» the 8.Booke of bis

Florenceand attendsthe Duke at his returne from Maſle,

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makes his complaint vnto him , and demands Iuſtice, 
The Duke concealing his thoughts , ſends him backeto 
his houſe, promiſing to take order for it. Preſently after 
dinner, hee goes to horſe, making athew hee would goe 
Hunte, and goes towards this Gentlemans houſe, ſtay- 
ing thereby in a place of pleaſure. The Gentleman ad- 
uertiſed that the Duke was ſo neere, and drunke with 
his paſſion, thinking the Milner would not haue preſu- 
med to complaine of him, and truſting in his owne cre- 
dir, he ſhuts the Maide vp ina ſecretplace of his houſe, 
out of the way , and then goes to doe his dutie ynto the 
Duke, offering him his Pallace for his lodging,the which 
the Duke doth accept, and ſeemes to take greatdelighe 
inthe building of this houſe of pleaſure: hee doth vitic 
and view euery part,member, and cornerthereof, ve 
curiouſly , with their ornaments , and cauſerh all the 
chambers and Cabynesto be opened: finally he enters 
intoa faire and long galleric , at the end where-of was 
a cloſe doore, but painted and inriched with rare de- 
viſes . The Duke ſeemes ro haue more delight inthar, 
then in allthe reſt, and ſmiling, hee ſayde , That hee 
chought that it was the Store-houſe of all his Eui- 
dences, Treaſure, and moſt precious Iewels . It was 
the priſon of this honeſt Mayden, that had beene raui- 
ſhed. And for that the Gentleman made ſomedelaye 
to openit, the Duke did preſently doubt, that what he 
ſought was there,and therefore hee commands them to 
open it : but the Gentleman pretended , that a ſeruant 
of his was gone to Florence, and had carryed the Key 
with him . Bur finding the Duke ( at theſe wordes )to 
bee the more carneſtto enter , hee came to him , and 
after a great reuerence , hetolde him ſoftly in his care, 
| that 
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chat there was a wench within, the which he was loathto 
haue ſcene , vnleſſe it were his Highnes pleaſure to ſee 
her-I,I, anſwered the Duke, it is thatT looke for. The 
geatleman thinking it would prooue but a icſt (forchat 
the Duke himſelfe was much giuen toſuch excefle , the 
whiclr was afcerwards the cauſe of his death)hee opened 
the doore, Thenthe poore maide with her haire about 
her eares,weeping,and vadreſt, doeth proſtrate her ſelfe 
at the Dukes feete , and demaunds iuſtice for the wron 
which had beene done her. Herenpon the Duke dork 
ſend preſcatly for the Milner , and doth greatly blame 
the gentleman,aud two of his chiefe confederates. Hee 
propounds two conditions to the genelemia, cither death 
without remiſſion, or to marry the maide whom he had 
rauiſhed. The gentleman who did not thinke toeſcape, 
ſeeing his Lordin fuch choller, accepts of the marriage: 
and by the Dukes ſentence is condemned togiue vnto 
his wife,three thouſand Ducats for her dowrie, Vyhich 
beeing done in the preſence ofthe Dake , of his traine 
and ot the M:lner,the maide becing honourably attired, 
he marricd her,he!d her for his lawfull wife, and ſhe was 
ſo eſteemed, beloued ofhim , and reuerencedthrough- 
out all Twſcanic,and the Duke was much honoured of all 
mengfor ſo good an aQ of iuſtice, Hifto.of Florence. 
There was a citizen of Come kept priſoner by a Spanyb 
Captaine,and accuſed to haue committed a murther, for 
the which he was in grcat daunger of his life, inthe yeare 
1547. The wife of this priſoner beeing faireand of a 
good grace,but chaſte,and very carcfull for her husbads 
deliueric, went and came folliciting forhim, by all che 
meanes ſhee could deuiſe, Preſenting her ſelfevpon her 
knees , ſhee beſeeched him to ſauc his priſoners life. 
+ This 
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This wretch taking her apart, ſaid vnto her , there is one 
meanes to preſerue your husbands life , wirhout the 
which he muſtneeds die. After ſome ſpeeches thereups- 
on.he diſcouers in the end his villanous heart, ſolliciting 
her to yield vnto him, with promiſethat ſoone afrerhee 
would reſtore her that which ſhee ſo much deſired. The 
oore woman beeing fallen into anew affliction, aftera 
ho conflict in herthoughts,and an cxtreame gricte of 
heart,ſhee declares vnto her husband the cruell and vil- 
linous defire of the Capraine. The husband defirous to 
fauc his life,perſwades his wife to yield vnto the Spani- 
ards bruitiſh appetice: who hauing enioyed the body of 
this deſolate woman , would alſo haue her farisfie his 
coueteouſnefſe , paying him two hundred crownes. He 
added totheſe two horrible crimes, athird, which was 
molt deteſtable 3 - for hauing cauſed the husbandto bee 
drawne out of priſon, as it were to ſend him Fome to his 
houſe,and to deliuer him'to his wife , who hoped for no: 
lefſe, This diſloyall Caprainemadethe poore man to be 
preſently carricd backe into priſon, and afterwards caur 
ſed his head to bee cut off. The woman oppreſt with 
priefc , reports all this hiſtorie vnto her friends, and by 
thcir aduiſe complaines to the Duke of Ferrara, who be- 
ing exrreamely mooued at theſe crimes , ſendsprefently 
for the Ciptaine, who beeingexamined and found guil- 
tie,he demands pardon: he is firſt condemned to reſtore 
waw——1 the rwo hundred ducats, and to adde feauen 
undred more, Secondly ,hee caufcth a Prieſtto come, 
and forceth the Captainto niarry the widow in preſence 
of them all. Thirdly,and at thefame inſtant, inſtead of a 
nuptiail bedde, going out of rhe-Churcl , hee caufed 2 
Gybberto beſervp, whereas rhe Spantſh Captaine was 
hanged, 
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hanged, andthe widow honourably ſent home to her 
houſe.

Tudges no Iudges but moſt uninſt and 
deteſtable. 


N a certaine placeof Germamie, which 
Iname not for ſomeconſ1derations. It 
happened.in the yeare-1537+ for Iud- 
-- Yges to apprehend a certaine ſouldicr 
Yagi in paſſing , who had commitred fome 
kgs inſolencie that was puniſhable , but nor 
corporally , beeing but alight offence. Some ſay, that 
haunng a good puric , it made them condemne him to 
die. VWhen as they pronounced this ſentence againſt 
him, hee fayed vatochemwith anaſſured countenance, 
Youare vnuſt ludges, who topleafe your Soueraignes, 
or to haue my purſe, ſend meto execution: butif you bee 
ſo greedy of filuer, take all chat 1 haue,and ler me goe; I 
neither can, nor would if I might , reuenge mec of the 
wrong you hauedone me,and doe promiſe you neuer to 
ſer my foote more in this p!ace. Beware how you ſhedde 
innocent blood,topleaſe two or three: feare that Iudge 
from whom nothing is hidden , who will reward cuery 
man according to his merits, be they good or cuill, Bur 
preuailing nothing with all his complaints and admont- 
tions, hee added, Sceing that you ſtoppe your cares to 
my cryes , I adiourne you before the Iudgement ſeare 
of the Almightic G O D, you are moſt wicked Iud- 
ges, and corcupted for money. But hee was executed. 
L 4 Before 
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Before the yeare was expyred , foure of theſe vnivſt 

Tudges did periſh miſerably. One was ſlaine with light- 
ning, another ſtabd ata Banker; the third was hanged 
for theft,and the fourth being tormented witha burning 
feuer,and other gricuous paines,dicd in deſpaire,and be- 
fore hee gauc vp the ghoſt, hee crycd out ſaying ; Sathan 
why doeſt thou ſtay ? why doeſtthou not teare out, and 
carry my ſoule out of this body . I-haue ſeruedtheerill 
now, I am therefore thine, I will not appeare before 
G OD with the Souldier. Inon le Gas r ot Briſſacyn 
the 2.-volume of kis Table-talke,pag. 125. 

The following Hiſtory is yer more ſtrange. ASonne 
doth ſo much forget the name and duty ofa Sonne;as he 
accuſerh his owne Fatherto haue had carnall A 
with a Beaſt . The Father is impriſoned aad put tor 
rack, where hee confeſſeth that hee had commirrted the 
2Q . Being from therack, he denies it, and then confef- 
ſcth it again, being brought vnto it , his body being fo 
weake, as it was not pofſible for himeco endure fuchror- 
ments {aying,that he had rather dyc then be ſo pulledin 
peeces. Being brought before the Iud pes , and deman- 
ded againe accotding to the cuſtome: it he had not done 
this foule fa 2 he denies it conſtantly;and addes that the 
rack had forced from him that confecfhon. That he neuer 
had any thought topolline himſelfe ſo villanouſly,much 
lefſe commuted the Ate. He is confronted with ſeuen 
wrneifcs , who maintaine that they had heard him con- 
feſle the fat tn priſon : where-vpon hee is condemned 
to bee burned ahve. As they lead him to execution, he 
ſtill crycd out vnto the people which looked on him as 
hee paſt, that he was innocent of this accuſation which 


had beene. praiſed againſt him: by his owne Sonne, 
who

and this execrable Parricide, falling into diſpaire hanged 
himſelſe.The ſame Authorcuol.2. pag. 126. 

Thelc Hiſtories of ſome Iudges,nor Iudges, buc Iud- 
ged before G O D,before themſclues , and before men, 
as moſt mniuſt and deteſtable Iudges arc not produced 
ro fauour in any ſortthe furies of ſome phanraſticall and 
humerous perſons , who for the faults of ſome few pri- 
uate men , haue dared to condemne the lawfull calling 
of them that adminiſter juſtice. Lerthe vniuſt learne of 
them that loue true honor, the peace of their conſcien- 
ces,the glone of GOD, and thepreſeruation of eucry 
mans right, to diſcharge them-ſelues honourabiy and 
faithfully of their charges. I continueto touch the vn- 
uſt carriage of ſome , which may ſerue the reader as a 
patterneto put him in minde of many other examples. 
In our timethey hauenor beene content to take preſents 
of meate anddrinke,for thediſpatchof mens ſutes:they 
haue not been comented to ſee riche ſtuffes brought in 
for Mounfieur and my Lady, nor to ſuffer my Lady and 
her Daughrer,to haue Bracclets, Chaines or lewels gi- 
uenthem,withont ſeeming to knowe what it is,or to tee 
any thing : they haue not beene content to aske and 
take by their houſe-hold ſeruants , by their friends and 
Brokers cunningly ſet on : They haue not becne con- 
tent to traffique Iuſtice with all kindes of trades, to 
drawe all neceſſaric implements into their houles : find- 
ing nothing too Whotre , too heauic, nor too baſe : To 


conclude , they hauc ſolde Orphelins , Innocents, 
: Vidowes 
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widows,andpoore perſons,for bootes,ſhooes,and hats, 
&c. But they are come now to ſay, Vhat will you giue 
mze ?and preſently to hold forththe hand : yea (withour 
offence to the Prouerbe, which forbids to looke a giuen 
horſein the mouth) they are now come to handle it, 
ſometimes behinderhe backe , ſeeming: to walke with 
the Merchant, thento looke on it, to ſound ic, and to 
peizeit, before they once will lay , Well, allureyour 
ſelfe of me. And yet they haue not bin contented with all 
thizzaay they haue cauſed the poore Plaintifero giue his 
Vine-ground of tenne acres, todoc him iultice of fiuzor 
ſixe acres of Vine : to demaund a Horſe of a hundred 
crownes,to get fiftic: tocauſe himſelfe and his wife to be 
apparrelled from top to tee;to giue a fauourable voyce 
ina bad cauſe. And oftentimes ithe that haththeright, 
hath giuen lefle chan the otherthat is in the wrong, iz 
prooues vnprofitable. And as one ſaid , the foure horſes 


. behind, drawe backe the Coach which the firſt come 


had giuen. Nay they haue exceeded farther,asking thar, 
which neither by GOD S lawes nor mans can bcelent, 
ſold,uor engaged: the lofſe whereof 'is greater , and no 
lefſe irreparable then life. They would haue them buy 
juſtice with a paiement , which is not onely contrary to 
all honeftie and 1ſtice, but whoſe infamic redounds vp- 
onthem that areyetvnborne, And to ſpeake inplainer 
tcarmes, 1n our timethere was a Preſident which dicd 
an Abbor , who faied vnto an honourable gentlewo- 
man,that if ſhee would lend him her fore-part,he would 
gue her audicnce. 

They report a Hiſtoric of one who did yet worſe. It 
was the Prouoſt{aPFou#e, who plaicd a wicked part with 
a certaine honeſt woman, Shee comming varo himto 

make 
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make ſurefor her busband , whom this Prouoft kept in 
priſon, was required to —_ him one nights pleaſure, 
and he would yield to wharſocuer thee her ſelfe deman- 
ded. 

This woman finding her ſclfe much perplexed, loo- 
king on the one fideto her breach of faith plighted to her 
as, +a onthe other {ideghis life which ſhe ſhould 
ſaue, ſhee was very defirous to acquaint her husband 
there-with z who hauing diſpenced there-withall, ſhee 
then yields vnto the Prouoſts brutiſh defire ,reſting aſſu- 
red that he would certainly keepe promiſe with her,con- 
cerning herhusband. Butin che morning this moſt vile 
wretch,(aſter he had cauſed her husband to be hanged) 
faid thus vnto her , I did promiſe indeedeto reftore you 
your husband, I keepe him not, but I yield him vnto

F The ſame Prouoſtbeeing ready to haue one hanged, 
the man beeing vpon the ladder., one came androlde 
him in his eare, that if hee would deliuer him, and ſer 
him free,he ſhould haue a hundred crownes. VVhere-at 
heetaking ſometaſte, made aſigne to the hangman to 
ſtayzthen ſtudying of ſcme deuiſe or tricke to make him 
eſcape, hee drewe necre, and cried out alowde in his 
language: Behold my maſters , into what danfer this 
wretch had brought me, for hee hath a crowne (hee did: 
equiuocate vpon that word, which ſignifies a crown of 
old,and the crowne of ſuch as begin to bee in Sacrrs(as 
they ſpeake)and inthe firſt degree to be a Prieſt) and ne- 
ucrrolde mee of it. Bur come downe with a vengeance, 
thoiſhalc be led before the Offec@allthy Tudge. 
Another Prouoſtbeing defirousto ſaue a thiefes life, 


which had fallen into his hands,vpon-condition that hee 
ſhould 
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ſhoald haue a ſhare in the bootie , as they had agreed, 
But conſidering on the other fide , that themurmure 
would bee grear if he did nor iuſtice, and that hee ſhould 
bring himſelfe intogreat danger , hee vſcd this meanes. 
Hee cauſed apoorc honeſt man to be taken,to whom he 
ſaid that hee had beene long ſought for, and that hze had 
committed ſuchand ſuch anaQ. The man denies it con- 


filently , as hauing his conſcience clecrefrom any fuch 


crime. But this Prouoſt beeing reſolute, let him vnder- 


ſtand that he ſhould get _— confeſſtagir,fecing that 
howſocuer, he muſt looſe his life : and if he did confelſle 


' it,the Prouoſt did binde himſelfe by oarh,co cauſe fo ma- 


ny Maſſes to bee ſung for him,as hee ſhould goe diredly 
into Paradiſe : whereas not confefling it , he ſhould bee 
hanged notwithſtanding , and goe to the diell; for that 
there was not any man would finga Maſle for him. This 
poore man , hearing him talke ot death and hell , defired 
ratherto be hanged,andſo goe into Paradife.So as in the 
endehie camero ſay,that hee did not rememberthar hee 
had donethat where-with they charged him, yer if they 
did remember it better than he, and were aflured therof, 
hee would take his death in _ part: bue hee intreated 
themro keepe promiſe with him, rouching the Maſſes, 
He hat no ſooner ſpoken the word, but they ted him in 
tothe others place that had deſerued death. But when he 
was atthe ladder, hee entred into ſome ſpeech, whereby 
he gauethem to vnderftand, that he repented him, not- 
withſtanding all that which they had promiſed him ; for 
the preuenting whereof), the Prowofh madeafſigne vnto 
the hangman to diſpatch hirh:and ſo he was.L#b, r.Of the 

conference of Ancient Wanders with Moderne. 
A Liuerenant for Ciuill cauſes , deficons to gratifie 
ſome 
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ſome one , whereas he ſhould haue ſhewed himſelfe a 
ſeuere ProteRor of Tuftice, was not content to haue in- 
gaged his owne conſcience, but hee vicd ſuchRethorike 
ro many others , as he perſwaded them to vndoe them 
ſelues , as he had donie,forhee was ſo careſtinthe pur- 
ſute of a canſe againſt the Counteſle of S#ryigan(whom 
they did falſly accuſero haue cauſed the Duke of Ares 
to eſcape, becing priſoner at Bois de Vincennes ) as hee ſus 
borned many witneſſes againfther, vſing in this practiſe, 
a Comilſlary called Bower, bureytherof them eſcaped 
good cheape, being condemned of falſe-hood; commir- 
redinthe inſtruQion of the proceſle againſt theCoun- 
teſle: they did open penance, thE ſtanding on the piltory 
at the Hawles , they were baniſhed. vloforys] Franc: 
ouder Hung yther, 

Gv r of Serwillesterming himſelfe Lieutenane to the 
Prouoſt of Marthalls mm the Seneſhalcic of Xain/enge, 
hauing apprehended two young men, he eauledchem to 
bee hanged'vpbna'Sonday 5 wirthour finiſhing of their 
proceſſe , bythe which they wetefound ina mannevin- 
nocent, He is made a partie, asthey are accuſtomed 
to do againſt Iudges which proceed Ex officio, wirhout a 
ny partie playntiue that doth accuſe; for in that caſe the 
hold the place of an accuſer; Aﬀer viewe of the ptoce 
he is committed to priſon, by a decree of the Courr,and 
carried to the Concergery or priſon at Bourdeaux: there 


he was examined, and by his anſweres mayntainesthar 


the ſayd yong-men had deſerued death, for many cauſes 
which hee bieds ; Where-vpon the Court at Boxydeanx 
were in ſome doubt, whether they ſhould admit him to 
make his proofes .

Warre: elſeno man ought without reaſon to ſtriue ſo 
much from Laweand Iuſtice: and a Iudgeis not to bee 
admitted to the iyſt;fication of his Iudgement by other 
mearjes aherrtheſe which,are in theprocelſe, and which 
are writtch before him,'ferhethat is condemned might 
haue defended and -iuſtified himſclfe, or els haue repro- 
ched the witneſſes, ſo as al might haue prooued his inno- 
ceney.Burthe means of al this was taken from him wich 
his life, which ought not ro be. Yergotwithſtanding by a 
decree made at Bowrdeaux; Sernille was allowed tro make 
hisproofes by a&ts or witneſſes of theſe crimes where- 
with-he charged the deceaſed. _ And for that afterwards 
he did nothing, andtherwo yong men were found inno- 
cent by an other ſentence giuenthe 14.0f Auguſt 1528.

The one of TuriſdiRion, the fat being not tobe- 
tried before the Prcouolt , The ſecond thatthey werenot 
found guilty : che third, that falſely hee rermed himſelfe a 
Provoft , and.vnder collour ofa publike charge had c6- 
mitted ſo many murchers. TheſaweP aro nin Hhſey

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booke arreſt 7, The Conſull of a Townein Suiſerland.(I 
will ſpare his name forthepreſent) a rich man, cauſed a 
ſtately houſeto bee buile, inthe yeare 1559. Among o- 
ther excellent workemen which he ſought for, he cauſed 
arare cutterand Archire@ called I o x n,to come from 
Trente,whofor ſome iuſt reaſons refuſed to come. In 
the end hauing receiued a promiſe of all ſafety and good 
viſage, he came, and wrought long for the other. Abour 
the endofthe worke,the Architet commingto demand 
his wages , they fellro ſome words, Whereof theende 
was,that by the Conſulls comandement, I ox was pur 
in priſon,and by the ſame Confull ( againſt his faith and 
promiſe ) accuſed to haue ſpoken againſt ſome Ceremo- 
nies « The Conſull beeing Tudge and party, purſued his 
urpoſe ſo furiouſly , as I o un was condemned to looſe 
his head. As they led him to execution, he marched with 
a cheerefull countenance,and died very conſtantly . Ad 
ding therevnto , after a long ſpecchteſtyfiyng his con- 
ſtancy and ſincere affeRion , that the Conſull(who was 
the Author of his death ) ſhould dicalſowithin 3. daies, 
and appeere beforethe ludicial ſeate of GOD,togiuean 
Account of his ſentence, It happened as this may had 
fore-rold:\or the Conſull(although he were in the flowex 
of his age , andvery helthfull)began the ſame day to-bee 
tormented; ſometimes, with a violent heat, ſometimes 
with a vehement cold :to conclude he was ſtroken with 
anew diſcaſc , ſoasthe third day hee went to anſwere to 
the Innocent againſt whom hee had beene athoſt vniuft 
partie , and accuſer and a Iudge, beeing caſt out of the 
Land of the liuing by a terriblle Indgement of G O D,

& E NRY of Haſfeldbcing gone out of 
the Lowe Countries to Berg in Noy- 
oy waie,where hedidtraffick, lued there 
8 vnmatricd without blame, he was ve. 
y {x ry charitable vnto the poore , whome 
| | y hee did clothe liberally, imploying 
ſome of his clothes to thar vie: One day having hearda 
certaine Preacher ſpeaking(indiſcreetly)of myraculous 
faſtes, as if it were no more inthe power of GODto 
maintayne any one lyuing without the helpe of meate 
and drinke,and difpleaſed that this preacher was a diſſ>. 
lire man , which poluted holiethings, heetryedto faſt, 
and to abſtaine altogither from eating and drinking, Ha- 
uing abſtcynedthree daics, he began to be very hungry. 
He therefore rooke a bitte of bread , meaning to fwal- 
lowe itwith aglaſſe of beere . Burt all thar ſtucke ſo.in his 
throate, as hee remayned forty daics and forty nights 
wichour eating or drinking . Art the end of this time, he 
caſtour at his mouth the bread and drinke which hadre- 
mayned inhis throate, This long abſtinence made him 
ſo weake, as they were faine to reſtore him with milke. 
The Goucrmor of the Country hearing of this wonder, 
calles for H = » x r,and enquiers the truth of him : who 
giuing no creditro H x xxrn s confeſſion , would ſeca 
newettyallchereof. He therefore cauſed him to be ſhut 
vp,and carefully watchcand keptin a Chamber for the 
ſpace of fortie daics and forty nights, withour any thing 
to norriſh him . The which'he did endure without any 
noyſc,and with leſle difficulty thenthe firſt , attributing 
7 nothing 
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nothing vnto himſelfe, but all to the power and honor of 

G OD. By rcaſon of fo rare and ſupernaturall an Ab- 
ſtinence,and for that his Iife was without reproche , hee 
was ſurnamed of many,the Saint of Norwey. A while 
afrer,being come about his bufineſſe to Brexellesin Bra- 
bant , a debtor of his ( hauing neither good money to 
Pay him, nor any good conſcience) accuſed him of he- 
relie, ſo as he was impriſoned, where he remained ma- 
nie dayes without eating or drinking : in the end hee was 
condemnedrtobe burned aliue,withourt making the peo- 
ple acquainted with his proceſle, who cid ſee him goeto 
execution with his accuſtomed countenance. Hee was 
tycdto a great ſtake witha long chaine,and they did fire 
many fagots round about him,a pretty diſtance off, ſup- 
poſingthart hee would runne about this ſtake, cuen vnro 


_ the laſtgaſpe. But contrarywile falling vpon his knees 


and lifting vp his eyes to Heauen, hee madea ferucne 
prayer vnto GO D * thenrifiagvp,he went coutagioul. 
ly orhefice, enters into the flames, a1:d fits downe ſo 
quictly,asno manconld ſee him moue hand or legge,or 
any other part of his body, but with-out any fiirre or 
tormenting of himſelfe, hee ended his life in the fire. 
They could not finde any peece of his bones: and many 
ſince paſfling by the place where hee had beene burnt, 
held it fora place of deuotion . This happened about 
the yeare 1545. the which I haue learned trom the 
mouth of many men , worthy of credit , good friends to 
this man , With whome they had conuerſed familiar- 
ly. Ioun Witx in his Treatiſe of extraorajnary ab- 
ſtinence, 

It is not long ſince that a Chanoine of Leege, deſt- 
rousto trie his force in faſting , hauing continued vnto 
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the ſeuenteenth day, hee found himſelfe ſo faint and 
weake,as if hee had not beene ſodenly helprt with good 
reſtoratiues, he had dyed. Theſame Author. 

Ayoung Maide of Buchold n the terricotie of 3n- 
fler in Weſtphalia , being oppreſh with mcelancholie, and 
keeping the houſe, was for that cauſe beaten by her M9- 
ther. The which did ſo increaſe her greefe , as taking 
no reſt ſhe was foure moneths without cating or drink- 
ing , valeſſe that ſome-rimes ſhee didchewea peecc ofa 
roaftcd applc, and waſht her mouth with alittle Tiſane. 
She grew excceding leane, but intheend G O D reſto. 
red her, lyuing long after very modeſtly, and indued with 
ſingular picty. 7 he ſame. 

In Okover in the yeare 1600. Hornfienr Rapi nx, 
whome I name with reſpe& , beeing a man worthie of 
credcir, did aſſure mee that hee had ſcene ( as manie 0- 
thers had done ) at Corflent in Poitow, about the ende of 
Auguſt before, the Daughter of I ou x Batana Smith 
called Io ans ,of fouretcene yeares of age , who had 
then liucd eighteene moneches without eating or drin- 
king any thing what-ſo-cuer . Hertongue was much 
fhronke ,and her teeth white and cleane, her bellie was 
ſhronke, and ſhee was a little fleſhic behinde . When 
ſhe riſeth in che morning , ſhee opens the windowe and 
ſands looking intothe ater,ſpending the reſt ot her time 
indoing ſome little worke aboutthe houſe. Dreawne 
ont of our Memorials, 
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\ Hon de Maxzsrs having beene mur-- 
thered by the Scigniorot T aux arr, of a 
8 great and ancient houſe, and a Gentleman 
HY well ſuported by many great allyances, 
= namely by Cardinall Inwon of Bz:t1ar, 
who madcit his owne taQ, it ſeemed thatthe execution 
of Tuſtice was not ſo ſpeedieas the cauſe required. The 
Grand-mother of thedeceaſed, hauing her onely refuge 
vnto King Faancis the firſt, caſt - ſelſe vpon her 
knees, weeping before him at Fontainblean: whereat the 
King being amazed,asked what ſhe would have of him ? 
Tuſtice ( anſwered ſhe)if ir ſha!l pleaſe your Maicſtic. Ar 
which word he commands herto riſe Deedily » and tur- 
ning to all that did attend him, hee ſaid : By the faichof a 
Gentle-man, it is no reaſon that this Gentle-woman 
ſhould proſtrate her-ſelfe before me, demanding a thing 
which for the due of my eſtate I owe her , but it is chair 
duties that importune mee for remiſſions and pardons, 
the which I owethem not but of my eſpeciall grace and 
royall prerogatiue, And after that hee had giuen her a 
long audience vpon the diſcomſcof her requeſt , which 
which was onely ro haue ſpecdy Iuſtice, and hauing pro- 
miſed it vnto her,he ſhewedthartthe word of ſuch a Kin 
was fully accompliſhed, by the event which followed. 
$1 as not ablero be mouedby any ſutcof his fauorites, 
nor of forraine Ambaſſadors, he would haue puniſh- 
ment inflited,as the greatneſlc of the offence required. 
AndſoT artanr was beheaded at the Hales at Paris, 
intheycare 1546.MaifterE.P a sqQv1za in the 5.booke

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FT inchant men in ſuch ſort, as no man 

| could preuent his theeuing, nor puniſh 
AAP AJ bim = the deed, Euery one knew 
he was a thecfe, and were as warie of him as they could. 
It was a common watch-word in all the houſgsof the 
Towne, when as night came, for Maiſters and Miſtreſ. 
ſes to warne their ſcruamts to ſhutte the doores for teare 
of Mo xr ac, which grewto te an ordinary Prouctbe, 
when as they doubted any one that had filching fingers. 
But there was neither doore, lock,nor barre,that could 
keepe him out , where hee had a will to enter: yet hee 
went not to al: places,but onlytothoſe that lookeſower- 
ly on him, and ſeemed to diſtruſthim, for he tooke a de- 
lightto ſteale,to beadmired for his abilitie and cunning : 
neither did hee care to gather much together , but con- 
tented himſelfe with a little, taking no more then would 
ſeruc him for ſome 40.0r50.meales, with ſome compa- 
nions which he carried vp and downe , feaſhng them ar 
his charge. Andthere was no meanes to preuent his wil: 
for he did ſo inchant them ofthe houſe,as they loſt their 
ſpeech,& all meanes to reſiſt him, making them like im- 
moueable ſtocks, when he entred into their houſes, Be- 
fore he would ſeize vpon that which he pretended,hee 
would firſt feed himſelf athis caſe. The firit thing he euer 
didwas to light a candle,thEro take the keys of che houſe 
yea from vnderthe maiſter & miſtreſſespillow,although 
they were awake:motthat he wanted keies,for his __ 
; ſcrue 
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ſerued him for his Pick-locks t but in thus proceedinghe 
would ſhew his theeuiſh authority. T hen would he open 
the Larder & the Seller,from whence hee fetcht meate 
and wine,coucred the Table, and eate and drunke at his 
leaſure and pleaſure, and yer notany one of the houſe 
did ſtirre , eyther to hinder him , or to accompany him, 
neither to c1ye out , nor yet to ſpeake vnto him, eyther 
good or bad, This done, he went and opened the good- 
mans cofers,and tooke what money hee thought good, 
to make good cheere with his Mignions , for 3. weekes 
ora moneths ſpace in ſome Tauerne, The next day hee 
and his band would campe where was beſt wine: and the 
Tauerne keepers entertained this rable very gratiouſly. 
Forthis Moxr ac didno harme in thoſe places where 
he vſually frequented,and where the maiſters did inake 
much of hum. After they had made many good meales, 
when they cametoreckon,he neuer brought any money 
but ſayd vnto the Hoſte: Goe and fetch thy due inthe 
corner of ſuch a Chamber of thy houſe,the which per- 
chance had not beene frequented a moneth before. The 
whichthe Hoſt doing, hee tound the iuſt ſumme,and not 
a farthing more or leſſe . It was very ſtrange, thatthe 
ludges did not puniſh him. He was often put in pnſon, 
but rhe Iudges durſt nor exceed the lawe , the which 
did forbid them to condemne any one accuſed, before 
he had confeſſed the fat. And this Mo xr ac was o 
conſtant in denying thetrueth , as it was impoiſtible to 
draw any thing from his owne mouth, whetherit were 
thathe felt no torments,or that hee did contemne them, 
tor he apprehended no more to be ſtrained with a corde, 
thento dance, If they gaue him a ſharpe ſtrapadoe,hee 
lcemed toendure much, and would crye out ; Let mee 

Aa 3 downe, 
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downe.,and [ will tellthe trueth. Being let downe and 
vntied,he would ſay vnto the Governors, what will you 
haue mce ſay > There-vpon they asked him, who hath 
done this,or that : and he mocking them,would repeate 
this queſtion, ſaying : Doeſt thou know who hath done 
this or that? and then he would adde in ſcofting manner, 
giue inc once more the Strappadoe, for the love of the 
L:dies,ſfo as they were forced to lethim alone. He com- 
mitted infinite rhefts , after the manner before mentio- 
ned: but hce dyed not ſo ſhamefully as he deſerued, yet 
moſt cruelly , for the plague hauing lo ſeized vpon his 
throate,as he could not ſp eake, his Mother(who tended 
him) tearing he would: ſcape and be hanged afterwards, 
buried him alwe. And fo lived and dyed M or ac. Ex-

cou!d,as a houle of pleaſure, to delight him after his 
Aa 4 ſerious 
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ſerious occupations . There was a gentleman, a neigh- 
bor of Is ſome-what diſtreiTed ; who to free him(elfe, 
ſpake to oneofthe Cardinalls followers,to be a meanes 
vnto his Maiſterto buy his land,che which laic very con- ' 
ueniently for Gallon , As thedi{poſition of all Courti- 
ars is readie for ſuch negotiations, he preſently aduerti- 
ſed his Miſter , perſwading kim that he might buie this 
Land pood cheape . To whom the Cardinall anſwered, 
with a ſmyling and cheere-full countenance, that he de- 
ſirednothing morethen to conferre wit) the gentleman, 
about that purchaſe :commanding him to inuite him to 
dinner . This commandement was preſently put in prac- 
tiſe by the Courtiar. Some fewe daics afterrhe gentle- 
man hauingdyned with the Cardinall the table being ta- 
ken vp,and euery one retired to give them place for their 
prwuaretalke . The Cardinal beganto fall into diſcourſe 
vpon this Land , aduifing him as a neighbour & a friend 
notto ſeil chat place which was his ancient inheritance:

O my Lord replyedthe 
other,you ſay well, but where are ſuch lenders? Ando 
being fallen into a ſti] diſcourſe of ſelling and lending, 
in the ende this good Legat ſayd , trclie I wilbe the 
Man,and no other ,that will performe what I haue ſaid. 
The which hee did , for hee lent him money for {o 
long a Terme;, asthis gentiewan marricd his Daughter 
to his owne minde, and yet faued his Lande, As all 
Countiers are carcfull of their Maiſters profit , though 
it beto an others hurt : comming from their ſecret con- 
ference ,tliis Mediator comes , who demandes 11 pri. 
uate of his Maiſter, if hee had agreed vponthe price. 
I fayd hee,and 1 thinke I haue gayned more then you 
will beleeve . For inſtcede of the Lordſhippe , whereof 
you dil ſpeake. I ane purchaſed a friend, deftring ra- 
ther to haue a 200d neighbour then all the Lands in the 
world . The poore Courtier being confounded , didno 
more dreame of any ſuch bargaines. I would to 
GOD that al! Noblemen would confider well of 
this Hiſtoric .

ST PTanr >2z41 ſtill reiefted. Becing vanquiſhed by 
his affeions, hee demanded her for his Wife, hee 
marries her in a Chamber, inthe preſence of her Mo- 
ther and Brethren . Hauing entertayned her about 
a yeare and a halte, vnderthis pretext, in the ende tranſ- 
ported with a newe deſice , hee marrics a Ladie of a 
great houſe publicke'y . The maide whom? hee had 
ſo wretchedly ſeduced , tindes meanes by Letters and 
meflages to drawe him againe vnto her, ad ſhee per- 
ſwades him that ſhee is content hee ſhall vſe her as his 
Concubine , comming twiſe a weeke vnto her houſe, 
Shee flatters him in ſuch fort ; as hee prom'ſeth ro 
come

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cometo her the next day: where hze is received with 
kindeimbracings,and ſpends the daic in ſundrie diſcour- 
ſes . Night becing comezhelies w:th her, who findes fo 
many excuſes , as this Nobleman is pur of till after his 
firſt ſleepe, Bezing ſoundly a fleepe , this maide tran(- 
porred with greefe and furie, and afliſted by a bond- 
woman of hers , who had made prouiſton of two great 
ſharpe kniues , and of a ſtrong corde tied to one of 
the bedde-poſtes, ſhee ſtraines this corde oner_his bo- 
die beeing a fleepe, then ſodenly ſhzertakes one of theſe 
kniues , and ſtrikes him in the tnroate with all her force. 
Heſtartes, but with little 'i'e . But on the other ſide the 
{laue drewe the courde with all her ſtrevgth , where-with 
his armes and body were ſo intangled, that before hee

Aﬀſoone as the body was caſt 
into the ſteers, the Maide giues vato her {laue a good 
ſamme of mony,aiuting ber to ſauc her ſelte,the which 
ſhe did in the morning, As for the Maide being fatisfted 
with ſo extraordinary a reuenge , ſhe doth frecly and of- 
ten aduow betore the Tudpes all that ſhee 11ad done, and 
being condemned to looleher head,ſhe went couſtant- 
lie and chzerfully co execution, ſuffring dearh wiihngly, 
to the great amazement of all the Inhabitants of YValen. 
ca. Hiſlorie of Spaine, 

A whule atrerthe Battaile of XKawenpa, giuen in the 
yeare I5 12, a Neopolitaine Gentleman called A nr no- 
x1s BoLoGNe,hauing beene StewardroFxzperiC 
of Arragon Kin2of Naples, who being deſpoyled of his 
cſtate,retired into France,was called by the Ducheſle of 
Malfy,a great Lady , iſſued from the houſe of Arragon, 
{iſterto a Cardinall,one of the greateſtin his time, wi- 
doW toa great Noble-man , and Mother to one onely 
Sonne,to be her Steward. 1 he which he hauing accep- 
red,a while after this widowe being young and fayre,ha- 
uing regarded him witha laſciuious cye,ſhedefiredhim: 
but to couer her fault , ſhee ſought the colour of marri- 
age : and after many vainediſcourſes in her thoughts,in- 
ſiced of flying to the councell and good aduiſe of her 
Bretheren,and honorable Kinsfolkes, ( whereof ſhe had 
many ) and to accept apartic ficte for her qualitic, the 
which might eafily hauc beene found ncere orfarre off: 
tranſporred with her defire , ſhe diſcouers her thoughts 
vnto this Gentleman , who drunke with his owne con- 
ccite, and forgetting the reſpet which hec ought vnto 
his Ladye and to her houſe, neither yet remembring his 
owne meaneeſtate, would not excuſe him-felfe,nor giue 

her 
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herſuch Councell as he ought in this occurrent,but be- 
ing preſumptuous and luſt-full, he yeelded to ioyne (vn- 
der the vaile of a ſecret marriage) with her who had 
long before caſt vnchaſt lookes at him, and with whome 
he had raſhly and againſt all dutie fallen in loue. Theſe 
two vnaduiſedcreatures then lymg together, inthe pre- 
ſenceof a Chamber-maidgonely, vnder the collour of 
marriage,ſo behaued themlelucs,as after ſome monthes 
the Ducheſle was v ith Childe, and brought in bedde of 
a Sonne,the which was conuaied ſecretly into the Coun- 
ery » This firſt delyuerie remayned{ ſecret; but becing 
againe with Child and delivered of a Daughter, the 
newes were preſently ſpred ouer all, and came rothe 
cares of the Cardynall,andof an other Brother at Rowe, 
Beingabout ro inquier who it might bee that had beene 
ſo famy/iar with cheir ſiſter', B 010 6's ſeeing thar it 
was generally noted; rooke his leaue of her, ſhe beeing 
with Child, meaning to retier to Naphkes, andthento. aw- 
w9n4., there to wary ek other eucnt of chdiraffaires. 
Haning carried his two Children with him, and'byred a 
conuenient houſe, the Duchefle fent her richeſt flufte 
thether, and {oone after vnder collour of a Pilgrimage to 
Lawretto , at her returne ſhee-goces to4neens with. all het 
traine, where the next day after her arriuall , bauing cal- 
leda!l her gentlemen and houſ-hold ſervants, thee gaue 
themto vnderſtand tharB or o G6 x x was her huſ-band, 
and that ſhe was reſolued to contiauewith him, fuftring 
them that would goandferue the yong Dukether Sonne 
to depart, and promiſing good recompences to them 
that ſhould remaine with her , ſhewiag them cheir two 
Children, Her ſeruants amazed at this diſcours kfrthe 
Ducheſſeand Bo1osG nz: and beeingparted fromher 
| | preſence, 
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preſence,they ſent one among them to Rome , toaduer- 
riſe the Cardinall andthe Prince, of all their Siſters fat. 
The firſt attempt of theſe two Brethren againſt B o» 
0-6 nz and his pretended VVite, was to haue them cha- 
ſed out of Ancona, by the credit whichthey had with S 
GIs$M0ND of Genzaguethe Popes Legatin thatplace. 
They reticed pans <dney, Sienna , but they muſt 
needes depart from thence, being expelled by Arpnonso 
Casrxacio Cardinal of Siezya,and by the Tuſticeof Siex- 
ns. Aﬀer diucrs conſultations , they reſolued to retier 
ro Veniſe, and to that ende to take the way of Remagyiaz 
but beeing vpon the territory of Furke they deſcouer 
a farre off a troupe of horſes galloping towards them, 
The Ducheſle was preſently of an opynisn that B o- 
LO GNs ſhould ſauchimſelfe wich his Sonne, who was 
nowe growne bigee , the which they did , beeing both 
well mounted,and retired to Hilan. Theſe Horſe-men, 
_— fayled of part of their preye , ſpake gratioully 
ynto the Ducheſle, and conduted her with her oher 
ewo Children into the Realme of Naples , into oneof 
the Caſtells of the young Duke her Sonne,, where ſh:e 
was preſeatly impriſoned , with therwo Children ſh:e 
had by Beto cnn, and her. Chamber-maide , Some 
fewedaies after,three of chem which had caken herin 
the plaine of Ferli, came into her Chamber , andde- 
nounce herdeath vnco her, ſuffring her to recommende 
her ſelfe vato G OD, thenthey tieda corde abour her 
necke and ſtrangled her , which done, they lay hold on 
che Chamber maide, who crycd out with openthroate, 
and ftrangle her alſo,and in the cnde they ſeize vpon 
the two young Children, and ſeadthem after the Mo- 


ther and the maide. = | 


The 
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The two Brethfen contynuing their courſe cauſed 
Borocnas goods at Naples to bee confisked , and 
hauing deſcouered that hee was at Milay they ſiiborne 
certaine men to feede him with hope thatin time they 
will make his peace, making him beleeucthathis Wife 
and Children were yet aliue, who alchough he were ad- 
uertiſed by a gentlemanof Milan of the Ducheſſe death, 
&of anambuſh that was layed for him, yet wold henor 
bcleue any thing, nor reticr himſclfour of Milan, where 
there were murtherers ſuborned to kill him: of which 
number there was acertaine Lombard a Captaine of a 
companie of foote: ſo as ſoone after, Boroown 
ing out of the Friars where hee had beene to heare 
Maſſe hee was compaſled aboute by atroupe of Soldi- 
ars , and their Captaines. who {luc him preſently beeing 
about two yeares after the Ducheſle death. As for 
his Sonne who: was not then with him , hee was foreed 
toflic. out of Milan,to change his name, andto retier 
himſelfefarre off, where he died vnknowne .

At whattime Pope I vx 10 the ſecond, made warre 
in/tabe allthe Townes in a manner beeing troubled 
with the faQions , a young Remamme Gentletnan cal- 
led F an1 0 fellin Loue with a Gentlwoman named Z#- 
11114, Daughter to one of his Fathers monall ene- 
mies . Shee beeing inflamed with the like affection, 
by the meancs of her Gonerneſſe, they did write Ler- 
ters onevnto an other , and then ſpake togither, and in 
the endethey made amutuall promiſe of marriage, vp- 
ona vaine hope that it ſhould be a meancs tovnitetheir 
houſes that were enemies, The worlt was , they did 


conſumate this marriage.

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After ſome daies Fa x10 s Father feeling himſelfe old, 
cominaaded his Sonnerorakea partie, andtotellhim 
what maiden he dcſired to haue to Wife, F az10 ha- 
uing delayed to giae him any anſwere, inthe endehee 
names Z£ w111Aa whercof hee was with great chollour 
refuſed by his Father , to whoſe will in the end hee yeel: 
ded, abandoning Am111a after that hee had excuſed 
himſelfe as well as hee could vxto her « This ſorrowfull 
Virgin growne madde to ſec her-ſelf ſo abuſed, ſeemed to 
difgeſt rhis pill quietly, intreating her Governeſleto ob- 
rtaine ſo muchof F a2 10 that he would bee pleaſed ro 
come ſometimes in the weeke to {ce and comfort 
her , and ſo by htcle and lictle to burie their paſſed friend- 
ſhip .Faz10 yeclding to that'pafſion came to ſee her. 
She gaue him kinde well-come,deuifing very familiarly 
all the cuening togither , andthento lic wich her , as hee 
had done beefore .

they had wings. Some haue feared infinitely leaſt the 
ground vnder them ſhould open 3 others that haue 
repreſented vnto them-ſ{clues nothing but hideous fan- 
talics and death. Some that hauc imagined them-ſclues 
dead, and would no more cate nor driake. Some haue 
thought they haue had Stagges-hornes on theyr heads, 
Some haue caſt them-ſelues into Pondes and Riuers, 
where they haue periſhed, or elſe haue beene found 
in extreame danger, and have bcene drawne' out hap- 
pely forthem, | 

There was an /tal;anMonke, poſleſt with ſuch a me- 
lancholike humour, as hee caſt himſelte into the Gulfe 
of Yerice, and there was loſt, Another confeſſed th at 
the Euill-ſpitits had often awaked him in the nighe, and 
perſwaded himto caſt him-ſelfe head-long into a Well, 
They do all in a manner feare things ofnothing, and do 
not apprehend thoſethar are hurefull They areafraide 
of a Foxes tayle where-with they would whippe them , 
of ſtrawe where-with they would ſhakle them: and if 
youryechemby the legges bur with a ruſh vnto a bed 
poſt, they will moue no morerthen Images: and contra» 
tiwiſe.they will ſome-times break Cordes and Chaines 
of Iroa where-with you ſhall thinke to holde them, 
Sometimes they ſiagand calke inceflantly, orhertimes 
they weepe and are mute. the humour comming to 
alter more , the furye increaſeth, and they fall imo 
dcſpayre, and perpetuall deſire of deathy the fſeeke for 
nothing but for Knives to murder themſclues, for win- 
dowes to caſt themſclues downe head-iong, for dores 
to flyc ont at , and commit ſome excefle, that they 
might auoidethis fgare which doth torment them. 
Bb 2 And 
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Andtherctore we doe alwayes ſee them ſad , amazed 
certified like vnto little children which goe in the darke, 
the fume of this black and melancholike humour , mar- 
ucylouſly troubling the ſcat of the vnderſtanding, 
whence proceedesthis amazement, So wile men doe 
hold, that the humours of the body doe alter our com- 
plexion, whence after doth proceede the change ofthe 
ations of the minde: fo as the facultics ofthe mind,do 
follow the diſpoſition of the body. There hath beene 
found a melancholike man which hath a 609 him- 
ſelfe co be without a head; to cure him whereof, they 
haue charged his head with a hat of lead which was ſuch 
a continuall burthen yato him,as in the end he was helpt 
of that imagination. Heethat thought himſclfero bee 
all of Glaſſc , was recoueredby the approch ofa friend 
of his , who ſaid that hee was yet more brittle , and 
icſting politikely with him , freede him from his Ima- 
gination with good wordes. Some haue beene feene 
who imagining themſelues condemned to die,could not 
bee diuerted from that apprehenſion, but inferring of a 
Pardon.counterfetted to that ende, taking the paynes 
coreade it himſelfe for his better aſſurance . An other 
ſaying that hee was dead and in his graue , was rety* 
red from thac humour, by the dexteritic of his Com 
panion who ſhut himſelfe vp with him and cating, per- 
ſwaded him to cate, ſaying that it was viuall among 
the dead. 

Some hold. their eyes ſtill fixt vppon the- ground, 
and are wonderfully offended to heare any one laugh, 
finde nothing that is good, fayre nor well done, bee 
it necre or farre of , imagining Mill, that they will 
put them into priſon , beate or kill them : they 

cryc 
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cryc himmercy, whom they firſt mer, they kneeltdawn; 
forfcareto an Infant\, or to-a lirtle-Dogge : they ſecke 
holes 8 obſcure places: they make Men belcecue that 
they are bewitched, inchaunted and poyloned:Tocon- 
clude, this diſeaſe isa Tree, whereaf we cannormumber 
the branches gor the leaues. I had forgottento. ſay thac 
there are ſome which fearc and hatetheir moſt familier 
and greareſt friends: othersthat cannot indure any man, 
and teatenothing ſo much as to bee ſeene . Some haue 
tearc af all creatures whatſocuer;z orof ſomein particu 
cular: rhoſe-which haue beene bitten by madde-Dogges 
are wonderfully afraid of Vater. To conclude howe 
magy particular fantaſies and diſcaſcs ſocuer there be of 
melancholicke humours, ſo many ſorts. of frenſies there 
bet; Bycitis a generall thing almoſt in all perfons,couche 
with any melancholike humour, croubling the braine 
ſimplic moued with ſtrange fumes, which proceed from 
this yenemous humour , or augmented by: ſome newe 
accident as the biting of madde-Dogges., by extaaordi: 
nary illuſions, or otherwiſe, to grow fearctull,c{pecially 
of things which are in no ſortto befeared. 

Nowe it remaines , that wee produce ſome notable 
Hiſtories ofoar Times, touching thelepafſions 1 My in- 
tention inthe report of them, is to ſhewe how muchwoee 
ought to feare our owne miſcries , to remember ourva» 
nities, and tothinkethatG OD ncedes not to ſecke far 
farany xods to ſcourge vs , ſecing that wee carrythem 
in our own bowels,that dcath is in this veſſcl] of our bo- 
dics and.chat our (oules arc in miſerable capriuicie, it che 
light of grace & heauenly truth doth not ſhine inceſſant- 
ly vpon them. - * 

In our time a Gentleman fell into ſuch an humour of 

Bb 3 meclan- 
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melancholic, as it was not poſſible in che extremity of 
his ſickneſfle ro changzan'opinion.he had, tharhee was 
dead : fo as if his friends and ſcruants cameto Ratter, 
inatreateor preſſe him torake ſom? nouriſhment or phi- 
ficke, hereiccd all , faying that chedeadhad noneede 
of luch things. Sixe dayes paſt without receiuing of any 
foode, andtheſeucnth being come ( wiich is mortall to 
hungry bodyes ) his friends deuifed apolicie to free him 
of this fantaſie. His Chamber beciag artificially made 
darke, they cauſed certaine mento enter into it, beeing 
masked and clothed in:white ſheetes , tryed vplikevn. 
tochem that are buryed, 

The tab!e was coucred with meate; wher-with theſe 
masked Men began to fill them-felues , making little 
noiſe but with their chappes and drinking hard', The 
ficke man ſccing rhis ſport, demanded what they were, 
and what they did there > They anſwered him that they 
weredead-men, which madegood cheere,, Howethen 
ſaith the ficke Man ; doe dead men cate ?- I, ſaide they 
and with a good ſtomacke. If you will bee of the com- 
pany, you ſhall ſeethat we ſpeakethe truth . Preſently 
the {icke man ſhakes his cares, leapes our ot his bed, and 
degins to feede with theſe dead-men with a good ſto- 
macke,, Having dronke well ſlcepe rakes him', with 
the helpe of a dcinke which they had prepared for him 
and giuen him in this banker of dead men, This was the 
meancs to purge him of his Melancholie, Luvinvs 
Lsmwinvs.cap. 6. tb.2.of thecomplexions of mans bo- 
dy , Fhe like Hiſtorye is read in Tovianvs Pow 
TAnvs, (b.z.cap.2.0fV:ſdomse. 

Another ſuppoſing that he had a noſe nat onely a foot 
but many feete, yea many fadome long, and that __ 
catric 
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carried an Elephants trounkc, the which wal very hea- 
uy , and hindered him much as hce ſaide , belecuing 
conſtantly that his noſe touchr the Sauce and Diſhes 
that came to the Table: a Wiſe-man beeing called 
to aſſiſt him , aud ficting himſelfe varo his humour, 
hee cunningly held a gut of bloud to thePaticnts noſe 
and laying bold of his noſe with-all, hee cut this guite 
with a raſor, then ſodainely giuing a ſleeping drinke 
vnto the ſicke man , when he awaked he made him be- 
lceuethat this great increaſe of his noſe had bin curoff, 
and hauing preſcribed him a good rule for his dyct, hee 
cured him of his melancholic, L s v 18, L z m. in theſame 
baoke andchapter. wh 

An other troublked with an Hypecendriacke Mclan- 
caoly , perſwaded thimſelfe that Toades and Frogges 
did cate his belly: and there was no meanes to take 
from him this opinion. Ia the eade his Phytition faide 
vnto him, that hce did verily beleeue, that therewas 
ſome ſuch vermine in his body. There-vpon hee giucs 
him a purgation ; and cauſeth ſome Frogges and 
toades to bee cunningly conueyedinto his cloſe ſtoole, 
The Phylicke hauing wrought they preſently ſhew the 
Patient his excrements , and theſc little beaſts ſwim- 
ming aboue it , the which purged the Melanctolie, 
that did poſleſic him, Lzvinys Lamnivs in the 
aboue named Treatiſe. | 

Aa other ſuppoſing thathis buttocks were of Glaſſe, 
could not bee perſwaded to fitte downe for any bult- 
neſſe whatſocucr , fearing that it hee did fitte downe 
vppon any Chayre or ſtoole , his burtockes would 
breake, and that the peeces would flye here andthere. 


I'n the ſame Treatiſe, 
| Bb 4 I haue 
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- T hageſcenc'a Meiancholike Man , which did imagine 
thatallthe ſupcrficiesofthe world was very fine glaſle, 
that the part vnder icwas all full of Serpents, and that 
his bed was as it were inan land, from whence if tice 
didſtiree, hee ſhould breake the glaſſe and fallamong 
the ſerpents :\and therefore it was not poſſible to drawe 
himfromrhence. TIoun BayTisra MonTtanvs i 
hisCouncells of Phiſuke. 

A Four guignon beeing ſicke ofa burning feauer at Pa- 
xis, did atfirmethat he was dead, and then his fantaſic 
commingto change, heintreared che Phyſittons not to 
hinder his ſoule (which was in Purgatory ) from flying 
iato paradiſe, Sometimes he did counterfetone that was 
dying and giningvprcheghoſt:rhen he would ſay, looke 
howel dic: then afterwards he was ſurprized with dil- 
Paire', and with a wonderfull ſtrange feare « They 
cauſed him to -hane the: Emoroydes and with other 
fitremedies they recouercd him his health', Comment: 
won the 17. thap.of the 2. bookeof MI. Hovrisn, of 
inward diſeaſes. : 

Itis an ordinary thing un melancholike men and ſuch 
as aretroubledin the braine; not to ſleepe and to conti- 
nu© ia that eſtate many dayes and nights: as it happened 
to one, who was 14..whole months without ſleepe, F xx- 
NELIVS, lib.s .ofbis Panthologia. cap. 2. 

Two 1talian Gentlemen, tormented with a- melan- 
cholike humour, and ſometimes with a falling ſickneſſe, 
ſoas they could not reſt, the one for ſome dayes , the 0- 
ther for ſixe months together, alwayes crying , and 
without any feauer, were ſoone cured by mee incight 
dayes , by ſlceping lotions, diſtilled ypon the head , and 
drinke made of Cr:ſolite, beaten to powder and infufed

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in wine,that afterwards they were neuertroubled with 
 theſcinfirmities, Canpay in bes booke of admirableC s- 

reve Curethe 3. ; 

A-melancholike man running inthe night through 
the ſtreets, was by chance hurt inthe thigh, and hauing 
loſt much of his bloud , was caſcd and cured by that 
meanes, Hov11zm #n his Commentary wpon the 6.booke 
of Hipocrarus Aphoriſmes. Apho. 2.1. 

A Gold-ſ\miths widow at Zions oppreſt wir'i extreame 
melancholic, by reaſon of ſundry priefes after her huſ- 
bands death , did trouble them much to keepe her in 
her ſickneſle. And yetthey could not watch her ſo nar- 
rowly , butone day intheturning of a hand ſhe caſt her 
ſelfe out of a high Chamber windowe vpon the pauec- 
ment in the ſtreet Raſin, where ſhee was ſore hurt in the 
head, ſo as ſheeloſt great aboundance of bloud, and by 
this meanes recouered her right wits , and within fewe 
dayes was cured of this fall , The which happened 
within theſe fiue and twenty or thurty- yeares . Extra- 
Hedont of my memorialis. 

A Germaineremayning at Payis 1n the ſtreete of Noy- 
ers, ſerzed with a melancholike humour and tranſpor- 
ted with madneſſe, in the night hee cut his owne throat 
with a knife, and ſtab'd himſelfc in manye places of the 
breſt and belly , whereof ſome entred , and the other 
were but ſuperficiall. The next day ſome of his compa- 
nions going to ſee-him inthe houſe of a Banker called 
Pzxov where he was inpenſton , they found him thus 
dreſt, with a great abounCarice of b'oud lying abour 
him. Seeivg this ſpeRacle, hey thought his ſeruanc 
had thus hurt him, for that he laye in his Ch:mber. 
Hee is taken and cattied priſoner to the Ng 

char- 
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charging hum to haue thus murthered his Maiſter I'was 
ſent for to viſit & todreſle him,and ſcing the winde-pipe 
and the mouth of the ſtomacke cut, with many other 
wounds I had no hope ofhis life. And therforc I aduiſed 
chem to ſend for STE>PphEn Rivisne, the Kings ot+ 
dinary Surgion , and Gznmain Cuzvyar alworne 
Surgion at Paris , where we concluded amongelt vs, to 
ſowe vp the wonnd of his throat , the which being done 
andbound vp, the Germaine began preſently to ſpeake 
confefling that he himſclfe had committed that exceſle 
and diſcharging his poore ſcruant of the fa& in our pre- 
ſence,and of many others, eſpecially of twoe Notaries, 
and a Comiſlarie of the Chaſteler: by this meanes the 
ſeruant was ſer at liberty and freely diſcharged by his 
maiſtcrs confeſſion, who liued foure daies,but could ne- 
ucr ſwalloc any ſuſtenance, being ſome-whatnorriſhed 
by nutriciuc gliſters, and oderiferous things that did nor- 
rifh,as the cromes of a whot leafe ſtceptia wine, and 0- 
thres like, M, Aus Pant. lib.g. Cap.31. 

A maker of Serges called Srz pnzn; a quiet man 
and a good workeman in his trade, hauing ſuffered a 
melancholike humor to ceaze vpon him, breeding feare 
and diſtruſt in him, in tchedaietime he gaue himſelfe cer- 
ten thurſts in the belly with a knife , going to that end to 
a garden of his Being thus hurr,hereturned to his cham: 
ber cauſinge him-ſelfe ro be layde in his bed and think- 
jng of his conſcience he humbles him-ſelfe before God, 
craues pardon for all his finnes, but eſpecially for thar, 
preſeuers tn [tis repentance and confeffion , in the 
pt:ſence of many , which did viſit him for ſome daies 
chat he did Languithe I was oneof them, and did ſee 


him wonder-fully mooucd with the wo:ds that __ 
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vſed vnto him, as well inregard of hisfinnes as of Gods 
mercics,in the apprehenſion whereof hee did quicely 
yeeld vp his ſoulc , in a Towne where hee had long 
continued and remayned , Drawn out off my Memorials, 

Jloun Cnavrayvinan Aduocatein the Preſidiall 
Courr at Zow7ges, a manofa good {piritand a great pra- 
Atitioner, but very ignorant of the written Lawe, and 
of all good learning, hauing in the yeare 15 3 3. beenc 
imployed in thepurſute of ſome cauſes to pleaſe the 
appetite of a moſt wicked man , which abuſed him,hee 
fell icke ofa Melancholike humour, and a wondertu!! 
ſtrange Frenzie , imagining all that was brought vnto 
him to bee crawling Serpents: fo as after they had 
trycd all remedics. in vaine', and brought Witches 
and Sorcerers vnto him , in the ende kee became 
ſtarke madde and dycd in that cſtate.. Hiſtories of ouy 
Time under FxanetSthel. 

An other lcarncd man , making profeſſion of the 
Ciuill Lawe,, having done ſome ate voworthy of his 
learning and iudgement , was ſo poſſeſt with a Mc- 
lanchohke humour: and with a frenzie , rhat beeing 
falne ficke, with-out any great affliQion in his bodye, 
for his nouriſtiment hce did care his owne cxcre- 
ments, and having languifted in this miſery fome 
time, hee died without any repentance . Hiſtories of 
ur Times. 

A Gentleman very aged and temperate fell into a con- 
tinnall feuer,in the month of Tuly, 1577 4.8 the into afre» 
zy,caſting himſelfc out of a window of the fecond Story 
of his houſe, and fel vponthe necke of Morſ.V arznns 
ordinary phiſitior to the Duke of A/engon-8& then to the 
ground,w here he hurt his tibs,& made a great contuſion 
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vpon the bone 1ſchion © Being carried backe vnto his bed 
he recoucred his right wits , by atranſport ofthe matter 
which cauſcd the frenzic , Euca ſo of late a Gaſcow bee. 
ficke of a burning Feaucr fell iaro a frenAe beeing 
lodged inthe ſtreet called Paveear Paris, inthe night hee 
caſt himſelfe out at a windoe into the ſtreet ', and:was 
hurt in many places of his body , ro whome I was called 
co dreſſe him,ſoddenly being laid in his bed, he began to 
talke ſenſibly, and to looſe his mad fars, fo as within a 
while after he was quite cured, Mons.d'Ortoman a Doc- 
cor and the Kings profeſſor in the vniucriitic of Mont pe 
lier did afſuer me that a Miller remaining of Broquiers in 
Albigeois grown franticke,threw himſelte outat a windo 
1nto the water, from whenee being drawne, he preſently 
loſt his frenzic. Maiſter A wn. Þ a ns,theluft Chapter, of 
his introduction to Surgerie. 

Annz, NurſetoP x r= x, Son to Maiſter Francis 
Broxd, Licutcnaxat to the Prouoſt of 4ir., a young 
 woeman of a whot and drie conſtitution , beingroucht 

in the ſharpeſt time of winter witha frenzic on the lcf 
fide,and a ſharpe feucr, her breath being ſhort hauing 
ſtiches in her ſide, and ſpitting nothing ,: almoſt but 
bloud, fell into a madneſſe the ſeucnthday,where-vpon 
ſhe riſeth out of her bed,opens her cofer ;where by miſ- 
chance therewas ſumme Mercsry,and ſwaloes downea 
bout halfe a dramme, and then ſhe giues her ſelfe many 
wounds with a knife inthe belly and thethighes. The 
ſame day about mid-night,ſhe runs all naked vato a wir- 
docand caſt her ſelfe downe into a Court paued with 
very hard ſtone : and there remaines with out any fee- 
ling , with out ſpeech , and with out Pulce ,. ſtiffe with 
cold ( for it was in the winter time ) vatill chat the 
{eruants 
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ſcruants of the houſe, deſirous to knowe what ſhe did, 
came vnto hcrbed,, where finding hernot they cryed 
out 3Inthe end they found her in thatmiſcrablc eſtate, 
the carrie her into her chamber and call for me; for that 
I then dweltncere. Irannetherther with her miſtreſle, a 
vertuous gentlewoman , whointrears meto doe what 
poſſibly I could . Although I had lictle hope yer more 
co make a tryall thenother wiſe, I vicd all diligence and 
applyed diuers remedies, ſo as ſhe came againe to her | 
ſclfe and by lirtle and littleI got heate in her: Iprouided

Allche company 
breaks out into a great Laughter atthis ſpectacle; The 
yong woman thinking that tits Phiſuion (being an old 
man, )had benc dronke, began allo ro laugh with open 
throate. After which time her melancholy began to 
lcaue her. THomMAs Zv1nGa Rk ## theſenentboelume of 
bss theater.li.2. Aman of ſome worth about forty yeares 
old, hauotedwith a ſpirit, felt ir comming, the blood be 
ginning to boyle in his breaſt, his ſight grew dimme and 
ls, a dizincs tooke him, then would he begine to 
crie out, and to beat and torment himſelfc,ſo as they had 
great trouble to hold him .. Although chey hadler him 
bloud on the right arme, and drawac much blood from 
him , yerthis frenzic decreaſed not « Horepeated many 
verſes by harte, ſong, cryed out amaine wy 40rY atd 
ſought to caſt him-ſclfe 4owne head-loog :.{oas they 
were conſtrained totyc him faſt, and ro keepea good 
gard oucr him. Hauing giuen him fit and:conncnicnt 
phiſicke in the ende herecouered his health .- But dfter 
ſome weetcs he fell into the ſame diſeaſc, finally forthat 
the chicke fumes of blood did not aſcend any more in 
quantitieto the head, the frenzie ceaſed : but he fellto 
ſpitt blood with a vehemear coughe,andthen toſpirout 
his lungs : ſo as his firſt diſeaſe ended with a conſump- 
tion, whereof he died.

Dariogchistime he counterfetted the voyces of birds 
and of foure-Tooted beaftshee ſpake berwixt his teeth 
and had extraordinary motions*+ſo as it rather ſeemed: a 
miracle; then 4ny thing proccedingot a natttall caufe, 
Heewas thus totmenred rwiſe a daye, and the entry of 
this motion'came fromthe fAlanks, tnsgreeferaking hiny 
atthe fayling of the body ; which paſt,you would haue' 
aydeytharch&yonng-man had ſufferedino paines Hee 
would tor vie any more Phyficke, his ſeritants ſaying 
that hee had beene bewitched , and cauſing himto vic 
preſertiatiues againſt witch-crafr, the which did himnor 
good2Then they clianged their opinions, gining tt out 
thatrhetadthe Wiodlin his body, cauſing him ro bee 
exciſed, bu ih vayne': for it was a diſeaſe, which 
isS*expeſted Bp%gbod” remedies , or through contimr- 
anccaftimme. *AV it happened ; that after eyghrmonmbs 
hee recouered his health, and 'To Hatch continued ſince.

Ididlately ſeeamanwho might ſcrue fora patterne 
co any onethat would paint Mclancholie it ſelfe , Ha- 


 uirfy martycdabour the beginning of Tuly a luſty youn 
ati; hecabandoned himſelfc with ſuch i 

to the ate of Yenerie, as after ſome dayes hee fell 
mad. I cauſed himto bee chayned, viing many lotions 
for his head to refreſh his braine and to prouoke him to 
fleepe, and with the helpe of a good dyct, I reſtored 
him but not in ſuch ſort, as I would haue truſted him 
much,for his heauy eyes preſaged nothing bur furye, 
I ac cnin in his Coment UPON the ninth Books of Raſu 
cap.15. 

"A are three kindes of ſharpe rauings : the ones 
when as in the extremity of a Feauer the fſicke perſon 
doth raue, and ſpeake ſtrange things. The other called 
frenzic, is alwayesaccompanicd with folly; for although 
the ſicke body, bath reſpites lefſe troubleſome at one 
eime then at any other, yer hee hath alwayes his vader- 
ſtanding carried away by fantaſies , The third is more 
dangerous, when as the folly hath no reſpictes :. but 
doth all rhings furiouſly and with violence. A young 
Gentle-woman becing fallen into this third kinde of 
rauing, I was called about mid-night to viſite: her, 
and found herin that ſame fury , ſo as ſhee leaped vio- 
lently ſometimes of one fide, ſometimes of-another, 
and all that ſhee could lay boldeof , ſhee polled in 
peeces, or tare it with her teeth: were it the hayre, 
the armes or hands of her ſelfe , or of any other., or 
what-ſocuc:-ſhe laid hold on ſhce carricd awaye tic 
peece , ſo as they were faine to chayne her: 2008 
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ſhe might doe no more harme to herſelfe, nor to any 
other. After ſomehoures,this tempeſt being ſome-whar 
appealed , ſhee fell into a ſound ſleepe. In the ende 
through diuerſe remedies , the which thee did take with 
great difficultic , ſhe recoucred her former health. Bue 
after the manner of women ( eſpecially of Gentlewo- 
men) not caring to follow thoſe direQions that were 
preſcribed her,tor the preſcruation of her health, bur li- 
uing at pleaſure , a moneth after ſhee fell into the ſame 
diſeaſe,and within 24-houres after dyed,not-with-ſtand- 
ing any meanes that could bevicd. Bz niv=ntv s chap. 
99.of his booke Intituled,T he hidden cauſes of things. 

A man being ſome- what abouethirty yeares old , in 
the day time was very well , hauing his vnderſtanding 
good,and his [udgement perfeQ: but night being come, 
if hee went to bed and ſlept , preſently hee centred into 
a frenzie, ſome-times hecryed out with all the force he 
could,he flouriſhed with his armes and his legges,ſome- 
times hee did riſe, leape , and runne vp and downethe 
houſc,if he were not ſtayed. Being awake,and day come, 
he returned to his perfe& lence, managed his affaires dil- 
creetly : of a ſetled ſpirit, hating ſolitarineſle, and louing 
t2 diſcourſe with his friends and familiers. Dopoxevs ## 
his obſeruations. 

Danizt FazpaRiIck a maker of Kettles , dwel- 
ling at Fyubowrg in Briſgaw, of the age of 27 .yeares,was 
dangerouſly poſleſt, being carried ouertops of houſes, 
where hee did clime vp and runne without any appre- 
henſion of the hazardofhis life.They were forced to tye 
him with chaines. After ſome moneths,G O D did cale 
nim mercifully , by the helpe of the great veynes, which 


did appearc in his thighes, the which being wonderfully 
Cc ſwelled,

ſwelled, and in the end opened, he was eaſed, And ſince 
eucry yeare vio the 50. of his age, which was in the 
yearc 158. vling a fic inciſion inthe ſaid veines,he hath 
peuented a rclapſz , without the which remedy he could 
not have ccntinued in health , Scnuanxivs in the 
240. obſer uation of the firit bookeof his learned and dili- 
gent Annotations, 

To the former Hiſtories, we will ioyne ſome, rouch- 
ing tic Zicanthropes and mad-men , the which weewill 
conſider of rwo ſorts. For there be Licanthropes in whom 
the melancholike humor doth 1o rule, as they imagine 
them ſe!ues to be transformed into VVolues. This diſeaſe 
as £Tt1vs doth witneſle bb.s. Chap.tt. andPaviys 
kib.z.Chap.16 with other late writers, is a kinde of me- 
lancho!ic, but very black and vehement: for ſuch as are 
toucht there-with, goc out of their houſes in Februarie, 
counterfet Wolues 1a a manner in all things, and all 
nightdoe nothing but runne into Church-yardes , and 
about graues , ſo as you ſhallpreſently diſcover in them 
a wonderfull alteration of the braine, eſpecially. in the 
imagination and thought, which is miſerably corrupted, 
in {uch ſort, as the memorie hath ſome force: as I haue 
oblerued in one of theſe melancholike Licanthropes, 
whom we cajl VVolues : for hethat knew mee well, be- 
ing one Cay troubled with his diſcaſe,and meeting me,l 
r.tired my ſelfe a part , fearing that he ſhould hurt me. 
Having eyed me alittle , hee paſſed on , being followed 
by a troupe of people. Hee carried then vpon his ſhoul- 
ders the whole thigh and the legge of a dead man. 
Becing carefully looked vnto, hee was cured of this dif. 
caſe, Mecting meeanother time, hee asked ineeit I 
had not bcene afcard, when as hee incountred meein 


ſuch 
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ſuch a place , which makes mee ro thinke that his me- 
morie Was not hurt nor impayred, in thevehemencie 
of his diſeaſe , although his imagination were much. 
Donar deHavrzntn, Chap.g.of bis Treatiſe of the 
cure of Diſeaſes. 

W 1i1t1am of Bxazanr Writes in his Hiſtorie, 
that a man of a ſertled iudgement, was ſome-times ſo 
rormented with an enill ſpirit , that at a certaine ſeaſon 
of the yeare, hee imagined himſelfe to bee a rauenin 
Wolfe, running vp and downe the Woods , Caues an 
Deſerts , eſpecially after young Children, Moresouer 
hee ſaith, that this man was often found running inthe 
Deſarts,like a man out of his wittes , andthat in the end 
by the graceof G OD, hee came to himſelfe againe, 
and was cured. | 

There was allo as Tos Finca1 reports, in his 2. 
Booke of Miracles,a Countti- man neere vnto Paxis,in the 
yeare 1541. who thought himſelfe to bee a Wolfe, ſet- 
ting ypon diuers men in the fields,and ſlew ſome. In the 
end being with great difficultie taken, hee did conſtant- 
lye affirme that hee was a Wolfe , and that there was 
no other difference , but that Wolues were common. 
lie hayrie without , and hee was betwixt the skinne and 
the fleſh . Some (too barbarous and cruell Wolues in 
effe ) deſiring to rriethetruththereof, gaue him ma- 
nie wounds vpon the armes and legges : bur knowing 
their owne error , and the innocencie of the poore me- 
lancholic man, they committed him to the Surgions to 
cure, in whoſe hands hee dyed within fewe dayes after. 
Such as are afflited with that diſeaſe, arepale, their 
eyes are hollow, and they ſee ill , their tongue is drye, 
they ate much akered, and are without much ſpittle in 
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chemouth. Þ t1N1 x and others write, that the braine 


of a Beare prouokes brutiſh imaginations. And he faith, 


thatinouc time ſome made a Spaniſh Gentleman eate 
thereof, whoſe phantafie was fo troubled, as he imagi- 
ned that he was transformed 1:.to a Bzare,flying intothe 
Mountaines and defarts. I. V 1 x, [ib.4. Chap. 13. Of 
Dineliſh deuiſes. + 

As for thoſe Licanthropes , which haue the imaginati- 
on ſoimpayred and hurt , that beſides by ſome particu- 
lar power of Sathan,tney ſeeme Wolues and not Men, 
to them that ſee them runne, doing great ſpoile. Boprn 
diſputes very amply in his Demonomania, lib.z. Chap. 3. 
where he maintaines , that the Diuell may change the 
figureof one body into another, conſidering the great 
power which G OD hath giuert him in this clementarie 
world. Hee maintaines that there be Licanthropestran(- 
formed really from Men into Wolues, alledging divers 
examples and Hiſtories to that purpoſe, In the end,after 
many arguments, hee maintaines the one and the other 
ſort of Licanthropia. And as for this repreſented inthe 
end of this Chapter,the concluſion of his diſcourſe was, 
that men are ſome-times changed into Beaſts , the hu- 
maine reaſon remaining : whether it bee done by the 
powerof G O D immediatly,or that this power is giuen 
to Sathan, the cxecutioner of his will , or rather of his 
fearefulliudgements, Andifwe confeſle ( ſaith he) the 
truth of the holy writte in Dams x, touching the tran(- 
formation of N azy cnuopoNnos=R, andof the Hiſto- 
ricof Lots wife, changed into an immouable Piller, 


, Itis certaine,that the change of a Man into an Oxe, or 


intoa Stone is poſſible,and by conſequence poſſible into 


all other creatures, But for that Bovincites PuvczR 
touching 
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touching the transforination of the Pilappiens, and doch 
not relate plainlychat which he doth obſerue worthy of 
conſideration vpon that ſubicR, I will tranſcribe rt as ir 
is conteined 1n his learned worke, 1otituled. 4 Commen- 
tarie of the principal, ſorts of dininations. hb.4.Cap.g. ac- 
cordirg to the Frexchedition, In the ranke and number 
of Ecſlatiques, are put thoſe which they call Licaons and 
Licanthropes ,which unagine them{elues to beechanged 
into Yolues , and in their forme runne vp and downe 
the fields, falling vpon troopes of great and (mall Cat- 
tell, ceare in peeces what they incounter, and goe ror- 
ing vp and downe Church-yardes and Sepulchers . 4» 
the forth booke of Hs x oDp0r vs, there is a paſſage tou- 
ching the Newriexs, a people of Scythia , who transfor- 
med them-ſelues into Wolues,the which hee ſaith , hee 
could not belceue , not with-ſtanding any report that 
was made vato him. For my part, hauc held it fabulous 
andrediculous,that which hath becne often reported of 
this transformation of men into Wolues . But I have 
learned by certaine and tryed ſignes, and by witneſſes 
worthy of credic, that they be nor things altogether in- 
uented, and incredible, which are ſpoken of ſuch tran. 
formations , which happen euery yeare twelue dayes 
after Chriſtmas in Lizenia and the Countrics there- 
about : as they haue learned by their confeſhons which 
haue beene impriſoned and tormented for ſuch crimes, 
Behold how they report it to be done. Preſently after 
that Chriſtmas day is paſt, a lame Boye goes through 
the Courtrie, and calles the Diuels {lanes rogether , be- 
ingin great numbers, andinioynes them to follow him, 
If they ſtaye any thing, then preſently comes a great 
man, holding a whixpe made of little chaines of Yron, 
Cc 3 where 
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where-with he makes them to aduance, and ſome-times 
he handles theſe wretches fo roughly , as the markes of 
his whippe ſticke long by them, and puts them thar 
haue beene beaten to great paine, Being vpon the way, 
behold they are all ( as it ſeemes to them ) changed and 
transformed into Wolues. They arethouſands of them 
cogether , hauing for their conduQor and guide this 
Whippe-carricr , after whom they matrche , imagining 
that-they arc become Wolues . Beeing in the open 
champian Countryes, they fall vppon ſuch troupes of 
Cartcell as they finde, teare them in peeces, and carrye 
away what they can , committing many other ſpoiles : 
but they are not ſuffered to touche nor to hurt any rea- 
ſonable creature, When they approche neere vnto any 
Riuer , their guide ,( ſay they) deutdes the water with 
his whippe, ſo as they ſeeme to open, and tolcauc a 
drye path betwixt both to paſſe through . At the. end 
ol twelue dayes, all the troupe is diſperſed, and euciy 
one returnes vnto his houſe-, hauing layde away his 
Wolues forme, and taken that of Man againe . This 
transformation (ſay they ) is done after this manner. 
Thoſe which are transformed fall ſodenly to the ground, 
like vnto them that have the Falling-Gckaeſſe , and re- 
maine like dead men, voyde of-all Reling » They ſtirre 
not from thence ,nether goe into any other place, nci- 
ther are they transformed into Wolues, bur are like vn- 
to dead carcaſſes : for alrhongh you ſhake them and 
rowle them vp and downe, yet they make no. ſhewe of 
life. From thence is ſprung an opinion, that the foulcs 
taken out the bodyes, cater into theſe fantoſmes or vi- 
fians, running with the ſhapes of Wolues: then when 
the worke enterprized by the Diuell is finiſhed , they 
returne 
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returne into their bodyes which then recover life, The 
Licanthropes ehem-ſehues confirme this opinion ,con- 
feſſing that the bodyes doe not leaue their humaine 
forme , neyther yet recciue that of a Wolfe: but one- 
he that the ſoules are thruſt out of their priſons, and flye 
into Wolves bodyes , by whom they are carryed for a 
time . Others haue maintained , thar lying in Yrons 
in a Dungeon , they haue takenthe forme of a Wolfe, 
and haue gone to finde out their companions many 
dayes journey off. Beeing examined how they could 
gette out off a ſtrong and cloſe priſon ? be nn. haue 
returned , and how they could paſſe over Riuers that 
were largeand deepe? They anſwered , thatno Yrons, 
walles,nor doores ,could hinder their getting out: that 
they returned by conſtraint , and that they did flye ouer 
Riuers,and runne by land, 

Hetherto I haue ſet Jowne the wordes of DoQor 
Pevcs x, the which ſhew, that this transformation of 
Lican;hropes ;nor that of Sorcerers mentioned by B o- 
vin, haue no affinitic with the tranſmutation of the 
King of Babilon, nor with thatof Lor s wife: and that 
in this Licamthropia , there are manifeſt illuftors of Sa- 
than, the which ought: not to bee. confounded with 
apparent teflimonies of GO D S viſitation vpon ſome 

erſons: as the Diuines which haue expounded thele 
Hiſtories , doe ſhewe moreat large. Moreouer,I 0 N 
W 1s is of a'contrary:opinion vnto B.op 1N touch- 
ing the Licanthropes whereof wee {prake , and diſputes 
at large-thereof , in the ſixt Booke of Dinehſh Deniſes, 
Chapter thirteenth and foureteenth: where hee maniteſt- 
lie denyes B.o v1ns reall transformation , and doth 
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maintayne that it is onely in the fantalic troubled by 
the indilpoſicion ofthe perſon, and by che 1:1 1{t>n of $4. 
than . Bur wee will leaue their controuerfic to ſa:h as 
will looke into it , and will propound ſome examples 
touching mad-men . There are two kindes. Some 
growe fo by the poyſon of the melancholike humour, 
as well throughout all the bodic, as principally inthe 
braine, the which beeing not redreſtin time,fimple mel- 
ancholic becomes frenzie,that fury, a1din the end rage, 
whica is fearefull and notto bee cured, whereof M.P xz- 
7»k SALIivs and Maxcziltys Donwarys lear- 
nedPhyficions do intreate,and propoaund ſome hiſtories, 
Letvs ſpeake afterthem,and ſeruethem as an Interpre. 
terto our Frexch-men, Itis a queſtion if the venimous 
humor called Rage,the which breeds in ſo many ſortes of 
creatures,which impart it vnto man,as we knowve , may 
beginne by man himſelfe, and haue inward beginnings, 
without any accidentall contagion without . R:aſon 
makes vs to yeeld to this opinion, ſeeing that by the con- 
ſent of all men,morrall poiſons may be engendred with- 
in man : that rage ſhould not bee excluded out of chis 
ranks, man differing from a Serpent , which ſpitts poy- 
ſon, no morethen from ocher beaſtes, which are ſubieXt 
vnto madneſſe. Bur for that the Ancients for the moſt 

art haue held , thatno man could growe madde,if hes 
had n2t beene toucht without by ſome other perſon or 
Beaſt that was madde + it ſeemes wee ſhould nor lightly 
ſtay from cheir opinions, notwithRanding ſeeing that 
experience may reſoluethis difficulty, I will relate what 
mine ey: haue ſeene. A woman fixe and thirty yeares 
old,rroubled with a continuall feuer, called me to helpe 


her, I found her ſeizedot a peſtilent ague , I gaucher 
Phyſick

Phyſick;ſo as cleauen daics after ſhee Was cured. E. 
Jeauen daies after that ſhe was troubled witha greeuious 
flixe and an ague. I was called, and began to incounter 
this diſeaſe, the which I ſurmounted within ſeaucn daies 
after . There remained yet ſome relikes of a feuer, 
the which ſeeking totake away.this woman fell ſoto ab- 
horre all Liquors, as not onelic ſhee lothed all Phyſi- 
call potions and all drinkes tor her reteQtion, but ſhee 
could not endure that anic one ſhould drinke in her 
preſence. I knewe by this accident alone that ſhee 
was toucht with rage , the which did ſo increaſe as 
ſheecould not endure they ſhould bring ary light 1n- 
to her Chamber :in ——_ her mart Ing all 
drinkes and all liquid Pnyſicke. And for that her fe- 
uer and the tedioulneſſe of her diſcaſe , would no: ſuf- 
fer her to maintayne her ſeife well with ſolide meates 
ſhee became — feeble ; but ſhee languiſhed 
ſeauen dayes after that ſhee had begunae to reief all 
drinke and Liquide notriſhment. I found in her no 
other cauſe of defe , bur onclie this diſdaine of drirking 
and taking that which was Liquid . Neither did 
ſhee complaine of any thing , bur when they prefen- 
ted it vnto her ; then ſhould you ſee her mooue her 
ſelfe , after a ſtrange manner . Except this, it was a 
veric quiet infirmitic : and a king her if ſhee had euer 
beene rouckt withthe teeth of any madde Dogge ,her 
anſwere was , that no Dogge had cuer toucht her, 
hauing had none in her houſe , nor beene in com- 
Panic where anie Was, Hauing enquired of her Mo- 
ther , ifneuer Dogge had toucht her Daughter at anic 
time in all her lite : ſhee aſſured mee no. This made 
mee to doubt, whether one by intcrnall principles, 
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and of their owne corruption ) might not become 
madde , For hauing in this infirmity no conieQure 
of Contagion without, and this feare of drinke and l[i- 
quide things , beeing not conioyned with the accidents 
which are accuſtoined to accompanie them that are 
bicten with madde Beaſtes : I did conicturethar this 
diſcale grewe from ſome internall cauſe , which was 
not ſo violent , comming not by the outwards partes, 
through the byringof ſome enraged Beaſte : if wee will 
not ſaythat the force therof was quenched'by the coun- 
terpoyſons that were giuen her in the cure of her 
peſtilent feuer : and by reaſon of her apparent and great 
cuacuation of badde humours in the Diſſenterte or 
fluxe. Beſides this experience; I was confirmed by 
the authoritic of Casirvs Avazsiianvs, Writing 
that ſome-times-one growes madde with out anie 
apparent cauſe: and by the Hiſtorie which Sox anvs 
repogs , ſayingrhar hee had feene an Infantwhich aid 
abhorre the Nurces breſts, without any precedent Con- 
tagion. Pnrrvs SALlvs in his Booke of particuler 
diſeaſes. 

Ithappened in the yeare 1573, In September, that 
GazrIer Novars, aman of fiftie yeares of- age 
and.a widower, lyuing inthe Duke of Afantoxas Coun- 
crie, becing at dinner, hee felt ſomething, hee knewe 
not. what to grate his - winde-pipe. . Hee beganne to 
take the glafleto eaſe him of this paine, but hee-coulde 
by no meanes poſſible ſwallowe that. which troubled 
him wichin., Beeing angrie with him-ſclfe, hee runnes 
to a paile of Vater to- drinke with his hande: bur ap- 
prochiag to it with his mouth hee fell back-ward: hee 
ri{cth ſpecdely , gocs his way , 2nd doth nor ſuppe _ 

night 
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night, The next daic , both ar-dinner and at ſupper, 
hee feeles the like accident. The third daie hee came 
ro mee on horſe-backe; and by the waic as hee rode 
hee did care ſome ſtore of grapes at hispleaſure . Ha- 
uing vnderftood al} from him , to knou e his greefe ex- 
aly, lofter to his mouth at two or three ſeuerall 
times, a glaſſe full of Water, I call my friendes to fee 
and becholde rhis ſpeQacle ; at cuery time his hearr 
pantes and ſwells, hee trembles, hee fates, and ſeemes 
like one that were ſtrangled. When I drawebackethe 
glaſle, hee recouers his ſpirrites , vaderſtands and dil- 
courſerh : ſhewes himſelfe vigorous : hath no feuer: 
is without paine, all his funRions are whole and per- 
fe: onelie hee cannot drinke, I preſcribed him coun- 
terpoyſons 3 but within chree daies hee dies , I ſerche,I 
ſound, I conſider all, yet findeno apparentcauſe of this 
Accident, Maxczitys Donary s bb. 6,Chap.1,of 

the admirable Hiſtories in Phyſick, | 
Inthe yeare 1574. inthe moneth of May , the Wife 
ofBtarsadeVolp,namedMacpsrizine,feltone 
day a paine in her necke, and thenin her right arme.The 
next daie ſhee kept her bed, forthat her armebeſides the 
paine did beginne to ſhake, This paine. ceaſed the 
third daie, bur ſhee fell ro haue a ſhaking ouer all the 
partes ofher bodie,then ſhe hada deſire to- vomit with- 
out any effect, he ſweate and ſeemedas if ſhe had beene 
ſmothered . When they preſented vnto her any Wine; 
Wateror any Coullis , then ſheehad Convulfions and 
fayntings : ſhee would cate egges and bread well. Her 
alteration -was great 3 her principall faculties were

In February 1575. D omrntQys Pancavin,a 
young maiden of 16. yeares of age, hauing fecne ſome 
with their ſwords drawne ready to fight, was terr:fied,ſo 
as in the n!gþt ſhee fell into a vyolent feauer: preſently 
ſhee had bliſters about her lippes,  Twelue hourcs after 
her fi:, th grew amazed, and twelue hours after tbar it 
ſcenmed vnto herthat her feauer was gone . She did riſe, 
being lame of herlefrarme : when any one did rouche 
her, ſhee fe'ta pztac inher ftdczas if one had ſtabd her 
to the heart with a Poynard, fo as ſhe would faiat away. 
There was nothing omitted tocaſe her, The fourth day, 
a ſhaking doth force herro goeto bed: her paineencrea- 
ſeth, the hath a defire to caſt, ſhee turnes on cuery (de 
wichour ſtave, ſhee fomes at the mouth, ſhee can 
endure no hght, ſhee weepes, cryes out, is amazed, 
and driues away all them of the houſe . They offer her 
drinke,ſhe puls her head back, ſhe abhorres drinke, falls 
into ſoundings, and yet ſome-times thee rakes ſenſibly, 
then afterwards ſhee begins to make a noyle with her 
teeth, falles of her ſpeech, and giues vpthe ghoſtche 5, 
day.

In the yeare 1576.in lune, Dowinixe Bare r, 4 
Country-man,marricd, and a luſtic able man 37. yeares 
old,felt for eight dayes together a paine in his arme,not 
knowing how this griefe came, yet he did not forbeare 
to worke,hauingno feauer. A day a'ter(beingthe ninth) 
being deſirous to haue a metſe of Portage to his ſupper, 


a ihaking ſeized on him , ſo as hee weur to bed. without 
any 
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any ſupper,about mid-night a feare ſeized on him, ſo as 
hee could not conteine himſelfe , but amazed and ſtar- 
ting vp,hecricd out, and beganneto intreate them that 
were about him to hold him,and he for his part thought 
himſelfe gluedvnto them . Earely inthe morningthey 
go for Councellto a Phyſtcion that was neereby ; who 
reſcribed him totake a decoction of wilde Chichoree 
the which he vomired vp ſoone after that hee hadtaken 
ir,with ſome cloddes of bloud as they ſayd : comming to 
ſechim after dinner, drewe them of the houſe apart,the 
Curate of the place , and others that were there aſlem- 
bled. Ifayd vnto them, you ſhall preſently ſee ſtrange 
things ; which is, thatthis patient will not drinke al- 
though you prefle him,andif hee tries to do it,hee ſhall 
fall into a ſwone,and die preſently , They brought him a 
elaſle and offred him drinke; the which he refuſed with 
horror,and oftring to force him, his heart fainted: wher- 
at all were wonderfully amazed, and much more, when 
as they did fee him foure houres atter gluing vp the 
Ghoſt, afterthat hee had beene diſquieted with an vne- 
quall and inconſtant trembling, hauing cried without 
cealing, beene much diſtempered, and ſweare all ouer 
great droppes buton the extremities which were colde, 
moreouer ina ſtrange rauing , accompanied with diut- 
liſh apparitions,as heſayd. Theſame Author, 
The eight of Aprill 1y79. Iamzs Pivs Laborer, 
a young man married;ſound and ſtronge, comming out 
ofthe field to his houſe , without any apparent caule go- 
ing before, beganne to fweate at nighr,and felt his heart, 
as it were pincht and fullofpaine. In the night hee did 
ſhake and tremble by fites, caſting himſelfe out of his 


bed,crying out continually and ſweating. TheS "_ 
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ofthe place gaue lum carely in the morning a counter- 
poylon, Beeing called at night to ſee him , I knewerthac 
it was a ſharpe diicaſe, and againe I did aduertiſe them 
whici didaſſiRhim , that hee would abhor:e allkindeof 
drinke,and chat vndoubredly hee would ſoonedic . The 
whici1 was ſoone verified for having drinke offced him, 
hee beganne to torment him-{elte and to faint away: the 
drinke being carried away , hee preſently cameagaine to 
bim-ſelfe. He couldnot endure any one to touch him, 
andif any one approched ncere him, hes would crie out, 
They durſt not ( howe foftly ſocuer ) wipe his face that 
ſiveate. Night being come hee would make his will , bur 
the ſweates and Convulſions which encreaſed, hindred 
him.

There is an other kinde of rage proceeding of an ex- 
ternall cauſe , that is to ſay , of the byting of madde 
Beaſtes, whereof wee muſt ſpeake ſome thing , and pro» 
duce Hiſtories according to our intention : to deſcouer 
our miſeries more and more, and to inducevs to flie de. 
uoutly to the mercifull protetion of almightie GO D, 
Beholde what learned Faxnz rv s faics , namely in 
reſpet of madde-dogges which bite men; a madde- 
doggcin byting doth caſt forth ſome ſpitcle or venimous 
hamor , the which peercing by the part that isrcoucht, 
doth ſodenly corrupt the ſpirics , the bloud and the hu- 
mors , then doth it ſlide by lictle andlictle into the prin- 
cipall partes , bur ſo ſlowely as the diſeaſe is not deſco- 
uered till three weekes after, ſome-times aftera yearc, 
and that but doubtfully . During this reſpite of time, 
the patient feeles no feuer, nor any paine, hee feares 


not death at all,the which hee carries in his bowells,

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But when the vennom by ſucceſſion of time is come vn- 
tothe heart, all the other Noble partes are as is were 
n | tickled; theficke man growes way-ward, he can ncither 
f | Gandnor fit; hee behaves himſelfe like a madde-man + 
e || ſcratcheth his face, and bytes cuery man , the foame 
comes out at his mouth, hee lockes wildly , is tormen-

On a winter day a- 
bout ten yeares ſince, going early in the morning from 
their houſes, the one to worke at the Minte, the otherto 
reach certaine ſchollers, they were one atter an other 
bicten by a madde Dogge , and had much adoe to free 
them-ſclues from him, The ſame day they went to their 
bedds,and died within a while after in good ſence, ha- 
uing had many trouble-ſom=and pittifull fires. The one 
was my Neighbour, and I did often viſit him : hee tooke 
delight to hcare ralke of his Saluation, and died moſt 
Chriſtian-like,and ſo did theother . But my Neighbour 
at my comming in vnto him cryed out that [ ſhould not 
come necre him,if I would nothaue him bite mee. Once 
not thinking of it, for the compaſſion I had of his tor- 
ment;(for ſome-times hee did houle like vatoa Dogge,) 
approching neerer vnto him then I was accuſtomed , he 
ſodenly reacht out to get holde of mine arme with his 
teeth : whereof he fayled, for that his motion was not ſo 
quicke as mine . Hepreſently acknowledged his error, 
and aſked me forgiueneſſc, imputing it tothe vehemen- 
cic of his paine. As often as I thinke of that which] 
did (ce in the {ickneſle of theſe two good men, fo often 
doth my Soule tremble,crying out . Loyd thou haſt beene 
our refuge fromone generation 18 another. ec. 

And that which followes in the 9 i. Palme, not meas 
ning notwithſtanding to condemne thoſe , whomethe 
wildome of G O D(who is tuſt and mercifull)will viſite 
thus inthis world, for with what rods ſocuer he meanes 
to chaſtiſe thoſethat belong vnto his Sonne, his eternal 
gracc fayles them not, but they enter by all gates, (howe 
hideous ſocuer they ſeeme to humaine ſence) into the 
Pallace of happic life and affared glory.

in his Treatiſe of Contagious Diſeaſes . Many haue noted 
that Wolues alchough they bee not madde , yer'(by 
reaſon of their furic and ordynatie vyolence , which 
appcares by their ſparkling eyes , and their infatible de 
uouring ) they make the fleſh of Beaſts, which they bite 
or kill, to be very dangerous,if ir bee kept any time, A 
famous Prince did {weare vnto mee, that one of his 
Pages hauing found ar a certaine Gentlemans houſe, 
aRapier hidden vnder a bed , where-with ſome yeares 
before they had flainea madde Dogge, hee intreated 
him to giue it him : which done, going about to make 
itcleane, andto ſcowre it, beeing ruſtie in ders pla 
ces , by mifchance hee hurte himſelfe a httle in one 
of his fingers , where-of hee fell madde , and dyed 
before they could fore-ſee and preuent the danger 
Ears Municnunzk Phyſition, tn his Obſeruations. 
There was ſeene in Portugall a Man bitten with a mad 
Dogge , the which lay hiddea three yeares , at the end 
whereof it appeared, and hee dyed thereof. A mars

In the ſame place hee propounds diucrſe remedies 
againſtthe bitingof a mad Dogge, the which he thinks 
auaileable,if any one of them be vſed prjently: and hee. 
ſaich, that hec hath cured many that hKe beene ſo bir- 
ten, Among others , he ſpecifierh this example follow- 
ing. Oac ofthe Daughters of Miſtrefle Gaonnonna 
at Paris,was bitten with a madde Dogge, in the middeſt 
of her right legge, where the Dogge ler his teeth a 
deepe into the fleih, the which was cured. Among a 
remedies, Treacle ( ſaith he ) is fingular, cauſing it to be 
d:\Toluedin 4q#4-v:re, orin Wine, and then _— 
the place therewith hard,vntill it bleed : then you mu 
leave within it Lint: dipte inthe ſayd mixture, and vp- 
on the wound apply Garlike or Onions , ſtampt or bea- 
ten with ordinarie Honie and Turpentine. This reme- 
die is exce!lent aboue all choſe that I haue ſeene by ex- 
pcrienge :and I viedit inthecut: of the aboue named

Anprzvy Baccivs, in his Preface to the Booke of 
Poiſons and Counter-poyſons, deſcribes the Epitaphe of 
a Romaine which dyed madde, forthat ſhee was not 
preſently and ſpeedily helpr , beeing bittenin the finger 
by a Catte, which ſhee puld by the tayle. Fxancis 
VALLERIOLA in bis Commentarie Upon the Booke of 


Hyppocrar xs of theſubſlanceof the Arte of Phyſicke, 
Dd 2 Chap. 
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Chapter 20, makes mention of a Moyle of his that was 
madde. And MarnioLlvs wpon the 36, Chapter of 
the ſixt Booke of Diſcorats , faith; That hee had ſcene a 
madde Horſe , the which hauing broken all that held 
him, hee did runne violently a certaine way, where find- 
ingan old woman, hetookeher vp with his teeth by her 
head-geare,and carryed her aboue tenne paces, hang- 
ing in the ayre , without making of any wound . In 
the ſame Chapter hee recites the Hiſtorie of Barpys 
the Lawyer abgye mentioned . A Portugal Marchant 
and foure ot his bouſhold , were hurt in one day with 
the Tecth and clawes of a Catte that was madde, 
Whercofthere followed terrible andpirtifull accidents, 
and in the end death. Amarys Portugal, Century, 
HY. 65. 

Thefe yeares paſt, an alan Gardiner , was at vn- 
awares ſctte vpon by an olde Cocke of his , hauing a 
ſharpe B:ll,and his Fethers reddiſh, the which did ſtrike 
him ſo hard vponthe left hand,as there came forth cer- 
taine droppes of bloud. The ſame day I was called to 
ſee him , and comming to him, I found him writhing 
of his mouth, there was not any helpe by Scarrificati- 
ons, Inciſtons, Corleys,or Applications,within or with- 
out , that could ſerue - All the neighbours abMr him 
were amazed to ſcethis poore man 1n his bedde,hauing 
his face redde , and his eyes ſparkling and inflamed 
like vnto a Cocke, that is hotre in fight , ſo as the third 
day of his hurte, the patient dyed . This made mee 
rothinke that the Bafiliſcke, fo famous among the Anci- 
cnt,is our Cocke, the which gaue mee occaſion, and 


manie others, to make diuerſe Epigramines , the ſence 
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whereof is comprehended in theſe two verſes.

Anpazvy Baciys in the Preface of the Booke of Poi- 
ſons and Counter-poiſens. 

A young man an M/alian,happened to be bitten witha 
mad Dogge , whereof hee made no account : bur after 
foure moneths, hee began to growe amazed, ard to bee 
wonderfully airaide of all mcate and drinke , though 
otherwiſe hee had his wittes perfeR: ſoas atter ſome 
dayes hedyed of hunger andthirſt. Vip1vs the 2.

There (hall he vnderitand 
how that ſome-rmes ſuch things doe happen againſtthe 
courſe of nature, The ſame Author faith; that hee had

nedit of a Frenchman hiz Schoole-maiſter , and in fewe 

dayes hee made Francis de Moviin a Venetian 

Gentleinan,tolearne his skill, who before had the wea- 

keſimemoriethat might bee found, 


The 
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The Author of the lifeof Cunisrornunn Lonc- 
v® 11,ancloquent man in our time, reports that he had 
fo firme and awple a. memory , that notime could de. 
facerhat which hee had read or heard . VVhen hee was 
demanded by many, of diuerſe things , whereof he had 
not readany thing many yeares before , yet hee anſwe- 
red direRly to cuery thing, as if at that inſtant hee had 
read the words and ſentences mm a Booke. 1f at anytime 
they ſpake vato him of the ſame thing : but handled by 
divers Authors,he ſpake plainely,butin ſuch ſort as hee 
did propound diſtinctly, and worde by worde, all that 
the Greeke and Latiy Authors 'Philoſop hers, Orators, 
Poets, and Hiſtorians doe ſay , with-out equiuocating, 
coating the Bookes , paſſages , Chapters and Scions 
of euery one ,to the great amazement of all them that 
heard him. 

SazmLLICvs lb.lo.of his Examples.Chap.g. makes 
mention of one ANTHON1z of Ravenna, who appro- 
ched neere vto the aboue named Corſeican, Cvseinian 
ſaith,that the Emperour M ax1n1i1an the firlt, had 
fo excellent a memory, as if a man had once talkt vnto 
him, ſeeing him againe afcer many yeares , hee would 
know him , and remember what hee had ſayd vnto him. 
Inox FRANCI$co ICportes of his Vncle I uo x P1- 
cvs Prince of Miranaola, that it he heard a great num- 
ber of Verſes pronounced, with-out any more repetiti- 
on,hee would ſay them forward and backward, as they 
pleaſed. There are at this day many learned men, Di- 
uines,Phyſitions, Lawyers , Pniloſophers , Mathewari- 
cians , Protcſlors in Eloquence ,, and in the Liberall 
ar.d Humaine Sciences , whom I could name in great 
numbers , which are not wanting or ignorant of any

thing thatis in light , who diſcourſeſo redelie of ancient 
Authors , as you would fay they hauc an infinne num- 
ber of bookes, lying open beforethem , to whome wee 
cannot ſay nor cite any thing thatis newe or ſtrange vn- 
rothem.. I knowe one whom I doe notname, for great 
cor {iJerations : who beſides the admirable knowledge 
hee hath of diuers Larguages and ſciences , remem- 
bers the meaneſ things that hee hath ſeene in Ciuers 
Countries , cuen the names of Men, Citties , Townes, 
Villages and Hamlets , marking the circumſta:ices 
of infiait thiogs : ſo as if ante one did put himinto diſ- 
courſe of any Towue, where hee had not beene theſe 
fiue and twentie or thirtic yeares , hee will ſpeake of 
all the particularities thereof more exaQlic , then hee 
that had continued there for the ſpaceot hiftie yeares to- 
pit] er, and neuer comeforchi.

7 | ney inthe Parliament of Roan, recoun- 
| ced the hiſtory following vnto me,with 
che names and ſur-nmes ot the perſons, 
ql which I haucaltog'ther forgotten,only 
==) the lubſtance of the matter remaines in 
my head. There was a L#cquois merchant , who hauing 
lien in England along time, and deſiring to end his daies 
a;nongft his friends , requeſted them by letters to pro- 
uide him a houſe, for that hee meant to ſeerl1em within 
fix monerhs at the farcheſt, About the ſame time he parts 
from Englandftollowed by a ſeruant of his a French-man, 

with al his papers & obligations, and comes tothe Citry 
of Roan, where after he had made alittle ſtay,he takes his 
way for Paris: but being on the mountaine ncere to Ar- 

gentueil, his man, fauored by the raine & toule weather 
that was at that time,murthered him, and chrewe his bo- 
dy into the vignes. As this was a doing,a blind man came 
by,led by his dogge,and hearing one grone,alked whort 
was?whervnto the murtherer an{wered,that i: was a fick 

man goingto eaſc himſelf. The blindeman went his way 
and theſeruant with his Maifters money and papers gets 


him to Paris where he takes vp a good round ſum m_=_ 
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hi; Maiſters billes & obligations:this merchant is expec+ 
ted at Luce a whole yeare togither , and ſeeing that hee 
camenotaa fellow was diſpatched away expreſly to ſeeke 
him out; commingto London he vaderſtood the time of 
his departure , & ; a he was botid for Roay;chere alſo in 
one ofthe Innes hee was told that about 6. moneths be- 
fore a Lucqwois merchant had lien there, & was gone to 
Paris. After that what enquiry ſocuer hee made, hee was 
neuer the neerer, nor by any meanes could heare any ti- 
dings ofthat he ſought, VWherepon he coplainedto the 
Court of Parliament at Roan, which began to embrace 
this affaire , commanding the Lieutenant cryminall to 
make diligent ſearch within che Citty 8& Monſienr Broor 
withour, The firſt thing the Iuſtice did, was to will one of 
his officers to enquire vp and downe thezowne whither 
there were any man that within 7, or 8. monthes before 
had ſet vp a new ſhop. The fellow failes not in his charg, 
but returning ſaics he met with one,of who hauing lear- 
nedthe name,the iuſtice ſuppoſeth an obligario,wherby 
this new merchir binds himſelf body & goods to pay the 
ſum of 200. crownes within a certaine time, & by vertue 
thereof, being wild to pay the money , hee anſ{weredthat 
the bond was forged, for he owed no ſucn debt. TheSer- 
geant taking this an{were for a refuſall, arreſted him.and 
as they went along togither , themerchant happened to 
rel him that hee would anſwere this well enough : but is 
thereno other matcer ſayd hee ? The Sergeant goes and 
reportes how all had paſtto the Iuſtice,who taking hold 
of thoſe words, whither there were no other marter,co- 
manded the priſonerto be brought before him: becing 
come,he madethe roometobe voided, and with gentle 


ſpeechtold him , that hee had ſent away the reſt, becau'e 
hee 


f 
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hemeant to deale kindly with him : clat in truth he had 
cauſed him to bee arreſted vpon a ſuppoſed oblication, 
butthatthere was another matter inthe winde , For hee 
knew for certaine, that the murther of the Luequois was 
committed by him;and thereof good proofe was to bee 
made, how-be-it hee deſired not to take any rigorous 
courſe: that the dead man was a ſlranger , altogether 
without friends , and therefore it was an cafic matterto 
bury all things in obltuion, ſorhat the priſoner would be 
wiſe,and do that which was ficting for him-ſelfe. All this 
was ſpoken in ſuch a faſhion, as itthe Inſtice had gone a- 
bout to draw mony from him. Herewith thepriſoner ſo- 
licired partly by the remorſe of his conſciefice,partly by 
the hopohe had to clecre himſe}fe by a bride, anſwered 
the Iudge,that herein appeared the very hand of G oD, 
ſeeing there was no other witneſſe buthimſelfe , and yer 
the matter was come to light, and that vpon the promiſe 
which had been made him, he would freely confeſſe the 
truth. Thervps the Iudge thinking he had gorthis deſire, 
ſent one for the Regiſter, Inthe meane time the priſoner 
pertceiuing he had plaid the foole, when the Iudge would 
haue had him confeſſe the murther, he began to change 
his coppy,and maintainethart all this proceeding was ful 
of flander and falſhood. The Iuftice being fom-what tru- 
ſtrated of his hope, ſends the Merchant to priſon, in ex- 
pectation of more ample proofe. But hauing had confe- 
rence with other priſoners, who are ciafr-maſters in ſuch 
affaires, he appeales from his impri'onment,8& ſues both 
the Sargiant &the Tuſtice.l leaue yon to thuuke whether 
the cauſe Were without apparance of reaſon. Forgery is 
obieCted againſtthe obligario,& there needs no proote, 
tor itis confeſſed .. And indeed the Iuſtice went directly 
Ee ro 
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tro the Parliament, where he diſcourſed at large how all 
things had beene carried « The Court being well aſſured 
of the honeſty of the Iuſtice, ſuſpended the courſe of this 
ſute for a time. In themcane ſpace MonſicurB 1 6 or 
hadincharge , to make enquirie all the way betweene 
Rowan and Paris,to ſec it he could come by any notice of 
che matter: which hee executed with all diligence. Ar 
length paſſing by Argent»cil,che Baylifferolde him, how 
not long before, they had found a dead carcaſle inthe 
Vines,halfe caten with Dogs and Crowes, Ther-withall 
camethe blind mana begging to the Inne where Braor 
lay,and ———— the perplexitic they were in,told 
them all that hee had heard about the ſame rime onthe 
Mountaine. B 1 6 or asked him, whither he could know 
the voyce againe ? The other anſwered him , that hee 
thought he ſhould, Whervpon he ſet him vp on an horſe 
behind another, & rode away with him to Revas, where 
being alighted, and hawng giuen an accompr of his c6- 
miſſion, the Court determined to heare what the blinde 
 mancould fay,and afterro confront him with the priſc- 
ner. Hce hauing then diſcourſed at full all chat paſt in his 
hearing on the Mountaine, &rthe anſwer that was retur- 
ned him,being demanded whether hee could know the 
voyce againe? he replied that he did notthinke bur hee 
could. Therwith they thewed him a far of to the priſoner, 
& asked him,when the blind man was gone, whither he 
could take any exception againſt him. GOD knows what 
2 caſche was in then. For he ſaid,that there had neuer bin 
ſuch deuiſes praQtiſed to impeach the innocency of an 
honeſt man,as there had bin againſt him. Firſtthe Iuſtice 
by vertue of a falſe obligationto lay him in priſon: then 
to make him belecue how hee had confeſſed that which 

he 
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neuer did:and laſt of all,zo bring in a blind man for a wit- 
nes igainſthim,why it was paſtal rules of c6mon ſence. 

Norwithſtanding that,the Coun ſecing hehad nothing 
els co ſay againſt him,cauſed 2 0. men & aboueto ſpeake 
one after another,&(lill as they ſpake,the blind man was 
asked whither he knew their yoices,whervnto he replied 
that it was none of them , Ar laſt when the priſoner had 
ſpoken,the blind man ſaid,that that was he whichanſwe- 


red him onthe Mountaine. The ſame confuſion of voy- 


ces hauing been two or three times reiterated, the blind 


man hit alwaics onthe right,and neuer miſſed, Take all 
the accidents ofthis proceſſe ſeuerally,and you ſhall find 
many that make for the priſoner . But when you haue 
thoroughly conſidered rhecontrary, there are a number 
of circumſtances which make againſt him: a new Citri- 
zE which had ſet vp a new ſhop alictle after the La#cquois 
difapcaringgtbe honeſty of the Lieutenant knowne to all 
men,the depoſition by him and the Sergeant made : but 
eſpecially the miraculous encounterof the blind man, 
who was both at the murther,, as ifterwatd in the Inne 
where Breor lay:& finally that without any fraud he had 
diſcerned the murtherers voyce from many others.. All 
theſe things duely weighed, were cauſe of the wretched 
mans condemnation: whoþbefore he was executed, con- 
feſled all, to the diſchargeof the Iudges conſciences. 
E. Pasqv1zn in 5.booke des Recerches of France. Chap.20. 
On Chriſtmas cue 1551, a certaine fellow brained a 
yong woman With an Ham mer, hard by Saint Oport#nes 
Church in Paris,as ſhe was going to mtd-nighe Maſle,8& 
tooke away her rings. The Hammer was ſtolne the fame 
evening from a poore Smith there-by , who therefore 
ſuſpeRed ofthe murrher,was very cruelly handled, and

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pur to.4n extraordinary kinde of torture,hy reaſon of the 
violent prc{unptons char made againſthim.In.fuch fort 
that hewas quite lamed,&depriucdofche meanesto ger 
his liuin whereby reduced into extreame pouerty,hee 
made a miſerab'c end . The murtherer remained almoſt 
20. yeares vnknowne , and.the memory of the murtker 
ſcemedto be buried with the poore woman in her grauc. 
Now marke how it came out at length , though ic were 
long firſt. I ou x Fiamn no Sergeant of the ſubſidies at 
Paris , that was afterward chicte Viher in the-Court of 
Aydes,heing one day in the Sumimerart Saint Zeups,a vil- 

lage by fontmorency , whether he was ſent to fitvpon a 

Comiſſion, chanced among other talke at ſupper, to ſay 

before certaine of the place, how hee had left his wife at 
home ſick,andno body wich her bur a little boye. There 
was an old mithen preſent named Movsr1nr,& afonne 
in-law of his ; who, immediately vponthis ſpeach went 

away that night, with eachof them a basket of Cherries, 
and a greene Gooſc,andcame abouttcnofthe clockthe 

next morning to Flauexss houſe : where knocking,the 
woman looked out at the wiadow,and asked who it was. 
They anſwered that her husband had ſent her a greene 
Gooſe,and a basket or two of Cherries, wherevpon the 
dore being opened to themby the boye, they clapped it 
t00 againe, and cut his throat. The poore childe ſtrugling 
with them,the woman heard che noyſe ; and iept our in- 
roa gallery ioyning to her Chamber,to fee what it was, 

where percciuing aſtreameof bloud inche yarde, one of

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and cryedout of the windoe for halpe laying there were 
thecues in her houſe. The ewo wretches,(ecing they had 
fayled ofthere purpoſe, would haue got away, but going 
to vnclocke the gate,chey brake the key in thelocke, So 
that hauing no meanes to ſcape,they went to hide them 
ſelucs. - The youngeſtclimbedvp into the funncllof a 
chimney,the old man coucied himlelfe into the bottom 
of accller,, There-with the neighbors camerunning to 
the. houſe, &breaking open the dore, found the boy lying 
deadin the yard,where-ypon they ſought vp and downe 
cuety corner for the murtherers ; hein the chimney was 
taken firft , and the other after long (earch was foundin 
the-well of the cellar with nothing but his noſe aboue 
watcT . .T hey were iraightway caticdto priſon, and 
ſhotrly after arraigned and condemned to death . Being 
on the ſcaffold attheplaceof execution, the old man 
defitedto ſpeake with the Smiths widdowe , of whom 
mention was made atthe beginning . VVhenſhe came 
he asked her forgiuenes,and told her it was hethatkilled 
'the young woman by $. Opertunes Church . This con- 
fcfſion of his being commited torecord gthey were ex- 
ecuted as they: deſerued. E, Pasqgyinz in the ſame 

booke and Chapter. T 
Eleven or twelue Danyſh gentlemen being in talke to- 
gither oneeucning ina ſtove, felto ſome hot words a- 
mong themſelues,which at length grew to ſuch termes, 
that the candles ſudenly were pur out, 8 one of the was 
ſtabbed with a poygaard & killed. Amongſt thoſe gen- 
tlemen was aPurſiuant ofthe Kings, Now the murthe- 
rer was vnknowne,, by reaſon of thenomber , alchough 
the gentlemen accuſed the purſiuant for ir,butthe King 
would not belecuc them ,. ſaying they had conſpyred a- 
Ec3 gawſt 
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gainſt his ſcruant. In this perplexitic the King cauſed 
them to come altogether into the flove , and ſtanding 
round about the dead corps , he commanded that they 
ſhold one after another lay there right hand on the flaine 
penn naked breſt , ſwearing they had not killed 

im. The Gentlemen did foe , and no figneapeared to 
witncs againſt them. The Purſiuant onely remayned 
who condemned before in his owne conſcience , went 
firſt of all and kiſſed the dead Mans fects : bur afſonc as 
he layd his hand on his bicſtthe blood guſhed forthin 
youu abundaice, both out of his wound and nofſthrills: 

o that vrged by this cuident accuſation , he confeſſed 
themurther, and by the Kings owne ſ{cntence was 1n- 
continently beheadded. Hznny Ranso vivs Liues 
tenant forthe King of Deamarke in the duchy of Heiſace 
makes thisrelation in a letter of his that is nowin print: 
& archer addeth, that the King his maiſter reported this 
hiſtory tohim,andto V tx rc his ſoane in lawe Duke of 
M'\zcxz1z0vxs With theſe words : Some ofthe gen- 
tlemen accuſcd of this murther are-ſtill living , this firſt 
day of /»l3.15 91. And howthat cuer fincethe execu- 
tion ofthe Purſiuant;King Cnunzsr1ioxxy 3 2.Permut- 
ted that ouer al his Kingdome vnknowne murthers ſhold 
de ſoughtoutafterthatmanner. 

I will ad another example (ſaith he)in rhe ſame letter 
writtento David Cuyrtanys which happened at 
Irzznovy in Demnarkein my Fathers time, 'A Tra: 
ucllcr was murthered by the high way fide and be-cauſe 
the Murtherer could not bee found out ; the :magif- 
trates of 7/zehow made the body to be taken vp ,-and an 
hand to becur' of , which was carycd into the priſon of 
the towne, and hung vpby a ſtring in one of. the cham- 
bers, Aboutten yeares after, the murtherer comming 
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vpan ſome occaſioninto the priſon,the hand which had 
beae along ume dry began to droppe blood on the ta- 
ble that ſtood vnderneath it. The 1aylor beholding fo 
extradinaty a thing ſtayed the fellowe , and aduertyled 
the magiltcates of ir, who examining him 1a the preſence 
of myFacher, the murtherer giuing gloryro God, con- 
felled the murther which heehad commited ſo many 
yeares before, and ſubmitted himſelfe ro the rigor of the 
lawe which was infligted on him as he well deſcrucd, 

-Hizzomsa MaGrtyvs alcaracd Philoſopher , diſ- 
puting ofſuch accidencs un, 3. of his Complaints.Chap. 
6 after hee hath quoted the ancycnce and moderne 
authors which haue handled this ſub;c, and propoun- 
ded all that hee thought was requiſite for-this diſputa» 
tion finally concludes,that ſuch diſcoucryes of murthers 
are miraculous.

And b:cauſe the 
Murtherer diſcouzred him{lfe ſufficientlyby his tighes, 
hee was appreliended and becing examined, confeſſed 
the fa, for the which '1c was put to death.

| A Murthierer that had killed diuers men and cetraine 
women with child, going on Eaſter-Eue tothe Towne 
of Winſbein in Almaigne, Ga three calues heads ofa 
Burcherinthe ſhambles , which hee put into anet made 
like a bagge, and laying them. on his ſhoulder wene his 
way tOmne-ward. VWhere-ypon it ſeemed to all that met 
him in the ſtreete that they were mens heads which hee 
carfied inthe ner,ſo that diuersranne and aduerrnifed the 
Magiſtrates of ir, who ſtraight way ſent ſome of their 
Sergeants, 4nd commanded them to apprehend _ 
7 an 
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and bring him beforether. Beting eomeand examined 
where he had thoſe mens heads hee anſwered thar hee 
had bought them of a Butcher in the open Shambles. 
The Butcher was ſent for , who affirrtied rhar tho'e 
which he ſold him were Calues heads & no other, The

Hiſtory as that of I »1 © vs. For he faith that an Almaig 
trauclling aiourney fell among Thecues , who going to 
cuthis throar, rhe poore man eſpied a flight of Crowes 
and faid, O Crowes I take you. for witneſe and reuengers 
of my death. Hee had no fooner ſaid fo but he was mur- 
thered by the theeues; who drinking two of three daies 
afetin an Innc, a'company of Crowes came and ligh- 
ted on the top of the houſe. VVhere-vpon the thecues 
began to laugh and ſaye onero an other , Jooke yonder 
are they thar muſt revenge his death whom wee diſpat- 
ched the other daye.

Ioan Vitiain ofthe Velage of Thavey inthe Bayli- 
wicke of Ny#n,hard by the trowne of Copper, and defired 
him to he'pe him to ſome that would carry him ouer the 
lake.V 11 tain wentalong with humeo Coppet ,where 
one of the beſt of the Towne had the Geacleman co a

The murtherer fearing to bee 
called in queſtion about ir,to preuent the matter made a 
preſent of the Gentlemis horſe which was of great value 
0.2 certaine Maiſter and kept the reſt to himſclfe. inſo- 
much that the murther was ncuer ſpoken afterward,nci- 
ther durſt Viiram vic many words about it, forfcarcof 
him-ſelf. Bur God would not leaue it ſo vapuniſhed, For 
about the 15, of Iuly x5 g17.this Bovaxy going with diuctrs 
others of Coppet to ſhoot for a wager, as he was charging 
theHarguebuze which he had robbed the Gentleman of 
when hemurthered him,it ſadaioly diſcharged of irſcelfe 


& ſhot the murtherer through the heart, ſothat hee fell 
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downeſtarke dead;andneuer flirred nor fpake a ward, 


T his relation Ireceined from V 11 ams owne mouth. 
In theficſt troubles a Gentlemanof thetroups which 
belceged Monlins 1m Burbomnois was taken fieke 10 ſuch 
ſortthat he could hot follow his eopany' whenthey-di(- 
lodged :and lying ata Bakers houſe called [Joun Mo x 
which profeſled much friendſhip and kindnes vnto him, 
he pur fach confidence in him, that he ſtayed behind the 
reſt, haumng ſhewed his hoſt the money that he had, who 
omiſfed todefend him from all men, together with a 

ittle brother of his ſome 13.0r 14.ycares old... Butfo far 
was this wretch from keeping his promife,that contrarily 
as ſooneas it was.night; hearayncd them forth of dores, 
and moſt wickedly murthered them; 'Now marke howe 
God reuenged it : it happened nor long after that the 
murtherer bcing in ſentinell,one of his fellowesnotthin- 
king of it , ſhort hinrthrough the arme withan Hargue- | 
buzc wherof he langwiſhed the ſpace of 3, months,&rhe 
died ſtark mad.

Thetowneof Beaxrges becing yeclded by Monf. d Tuoy 
during the firftxroubles,thoſe that held it before were in- 
hibircd fro calking together cicher -within or without the 
towne,orfrom becingaboue two together ata time. A- 
mongſt them that tooke pleaſure (vnder colour ofthis 
ordinance)romutther ſuch as they metralking togerher, - 
there was one named Gaxcer captanne of the Bowrbonxe 
quarter, which madea comon praiſe of it, who ſhortly 
after taken with a burning feaucrranne vp & downe the 
ſireets , biaſphemingthe name of God, calling vpon the 
Diuel, 8&arying out, ifany one would go along with him 
to hell, he would pay his charges, & ſodyed in deſperate 
and frantike manner. ans Hiftory. 
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| Perrxn Marr 1x, one of the Qurrics of the Kings 
ſtable, and Poſt-maiſter at a place called Leegein the way 
towards PoitFew,vpon a ſlight accuſation,wiuhout either 
forme or miner of proceſſe was condemart by a Lord 
co be drowned; This Lord commanded oneof his:Faul- 
coners to go and execute this ſentence ypon-payne to 
bee drowned himſelfe, VVhere-vpon hee performed it ; 
bur GOD deferrednotthe reuenge there-of long, for 
within three dayes after, this. Falconer & a Lackey. fal- 
ling out about the good mans appatel weatinto the field 
8 ſlew one another;Vhich being reported tothe Lord 
( a moſt vnrighteous ivdge ) it compelled him to hauc 
ſomeremorſe, and ro ſay openly ,that hewould it had 
coſt him five hundred crownes,, the-poore Queric had 
not beene drowned. Bur ic was 00 little jor co value the 
life of an innocent man at. /n the ſame hiſtorie, book, >. 
Certaine troupes of Peaſants jof Coulpurs , Cereſiers, 
and other places 1n Champagne, haning committed many 
murthers and ſpoyles in fundrye places, were hecrce and 
there defeated and came very neere al ofthemto violenc 
cads during che firſt troubles. I will note two norta- 
ble particularities here touching two of-thoſe troupes 
Oae going to ſet fire on'anhoule; fel down ſRarke dead, 
beeing killed with the ſhot of an Harguebuze vaaduiſed- 
ly diſcharged by one of his fellows. Another dragging 
a poore Man and his VWifeto apoſt forto haue them 
ſh2t to death, recciued alſoa ſhotfrom an Harguebaze 
which tooke away his life and ſo his priſoners eſcaped. 
In the ſame booke. 1thath beencobſerned in the hiſtory 
of France ſince the yeare of our Lord GOD 1560. 
Till che laſt peace, that of a thouſand murtherers which 


remayned vnpuniſhed in regard of men, nor terme of

Aiſter G x xa xp & Bycoty Phyſition 
to Fexpixanpatrerwards Emperor,tef- 
tificth in a booke imprinted both in 
Latin and Dutch, thattheyeare 15 39. 
ina village by Spyre there was one na- 
macd MazGartr the Daughter of S o- 
rrRey VysiLs & Banzaka his wife , which 
at 18. years of age becing taken about the ende of Sep- 
temberwith a littie painein herhead and belly , began to 
loſe all appetite to meate, wherein ſhe continued till the 
end of the yeare: when hauingrecoucred ſome ſtomack, 
ſhe made a mealc or two: but euer after ceaſed altogi- 
ther from cating,and drunke very little. After Eaſterthe 
yeare following ſhe refuſed to drinke, nfomuch that in 
the greateſt heate of ſurnmer ſhee neuer dranke : where- 
vponit enſued that ſhee neither voided vrine nor other 
excrement. Fervinanpthen King of Remains deſired to 
ſee her, &topreuent all traude made her to be carcfull 
kept and looked vnto by the ſayd deBvcoip, who hat 
made this relation confirmed by diucrs other wittneſles. 
A Nuane of Saint Barzaxas couecntart Delft, falling fick 
of the yellow Iaundiſe, the yeare 15 62. kepther bed ſixe 
weekes togither without eating or drinking. Althartime 
ſhe neuer touched any ſuſtenance what-ſocuer,vnleſle ir 
were afewe kernells of a limond, which ſhee held in her 


mouth &now &then ſucked them a little. The —— x 


of the Covent, carried methether , not to giue her any 
Phyſick but to ſecher as a miracle,by reaſ6 of ſo long an 
abſtinence. The day after I had ſeenc her,ſhe departed 
this world. Nowthis which I willad is worthy of grea- 
rer meruaile. Inthe fame Towneoft Deift about Maie 
1566. bcing accompanied with a Chirurgion, [viſited a 
certaine ſick maide, of 27. yeares ofage or thereabour, 
$'1c had kept her bed cuer {ince ſhe was fixteeneyeares 
old,catiag nothing all that rimeas her keeper affirmed, 
but oncea day alittle morcell of dric Cheeſe: Neither 
was it poſſible to make her cake any kinde of drinke,and 
yet ſhe made Water reaſonable well, although ſhe went 
to the ſtoole bur oncein cight daies, Morcouer ſhe was 
borne blinde,andar 20, years of age had the dropſie, but 
that Watcr vaniſhingaway , inſtced thereof, ſheehada 
noiſ{cin her belly hkethe croaking of a number of liue 
Frogs, accompanied wich a wonderfull heauing and ſet- 
ting of her belly, infomuch that doe what I could , my 
hand layd vpon it was lifted vp a good height, This mo- 
tion encreaſed with grieuous paines ar the full of the 
mooneand flowing of the ſea : but at the wane of the 
moone &ebbing of the ſea ſhe felt ſome eaſe: & ſoit cd» 
tinued with her 7.years,haning her fickneffe cnery tench 
weeke as herkeeper confefſed.P.Forxesr Phyſition in the 
18. booke of his Obſeruations , Obſer. 8. 

A gentleman,that hath worthely acquited himſelfe in 
ſundry charges, faid'in a place where I was , that he had 
gonefro Madrilto Liſbon, in the hotteſt of ſiimer , with- 
out drinking, He beares himſeltepaſſing well for one of 
his age,8 hath nothing extraordinaty inthe viage ofthis 
life, but this,ro be 2, or 3, moneths,nay a yeare,as he hath 
told mce,without drinke . Hee feelerh thirſt, but lers it 
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paſſe, and hee thinkes it is an appetite that eaſily goes a- 
way of it ſelfe 8& drinks more for company,then necefli- 
ty or pleaſure. Micuazi de Montacns, in the 3, booke of 
his Eſſates , the laſt Chap, Aliuch is reported of a great 
Lord in France , who hath gone Embaſſador to Rome, 
and is ſtil living in other honorable emploiments. 1 here 
hauc beene many perſons both before andin our time 
which haue faſted very long: bur hauing no example 
more remarkeable amongft many others then tae 
which by & by I purpoſeto propound , we wil leaue the 
Reader to the remembrance of ſuch as hee hath cither 
ſecneor heardir ofhimielfe . In themeane time wee will 
preſent this which enfuerh . On Tueſday the 24. day of 
Nouember 1584. by the comandement of the molt il 
luftrious Prince Ionn Canturn County Palatine of Rine, 
the goucrnor and ſuperintendant of Cai/erlant:y,accom- 
anied with Hzsxnzr SwzTIVs and [onn Taues Theodore, 
DoQors of Phylick, made enquiry in thevillage of Schi- 
nidweiler in the initdition of Colberberg , rouching the 
Maide whoſe hiftory we relate. 

Kvn Towne borne at Spiſbeim,an honeſt huſ band- 
man,being examined by thoſe comiſſaries, among other 
articles ay ona that KaTtHeRIns,atthat inſtant ſome 
27.years of age, Daughterto him and to his Wite like- 
wile named Karzenrin, having alwaies had her health,cil 
ſuchtime as ſhe beganto haue her monethly purgartiss, 
at her returne from a certaine wedding caught an apue, 
which rooke away all appetite from her ro hot mears for 
the ſpace of hue years togither , during which ume ſhee 
felt herſelfe welland luſty , did her worke, was very obe- 
dient to her parents , deuout in prater vnto G OD, 
well affeted tothe hearing of his wordand throvghtie 
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inſtructed therein . Now to bring her to hot meates a- 
gaine,her farther and mother(beſides ocher ordinary me- 
dicinzs ) put her into the hands ofan Empyrike , who in 
ſteed of helping her with a certaine drinke,quite tookea- 
way her ſt>mach from al meates both hot and cold:info- 
much thartill chen, namely forthe full cermeof ſeauen 
yeares,no meatenor drinke whatſoeuer went downe the 
throate of this maide: who for ſix moneths after the diſ- 
guſt onely ſucked the Inice of a fewe peares and apples. 
Butnot able to vſe this remedy any longer,ſhee waſhed 
her mouth wich aqua-uitz,but could nor {wollow a dro 
of it. This lauing ſome-what refreſhed her: but bein 
to ſharpe, ſheallaicd it with alitrle faire Water, Her fa- 
ther added,that all chis time he could never perceiue any 
euacuation of vrine or other excrement in the ſaid 
maide,or i{wete, or vermine inany partcofher bodie; 
but alwaies found her bedde cleane , and her body with- 
out ſpot or ſpeck of filth: valeſſe it were that ſome-times 
ſhee ſeemed to bee troubled with a diſtillation of the 
braine , which nowe and then made her to ſpit a little. 
And many times a certaine vapor role in her fide which 
fumed vp tothe heart , and cauſed a paine in herſhead, 
that made her very faint for the time, butit laſted nor 
long, andthat onely againſt foule weather, The fight or 
{auorgf meates neuer offended her , though ſhee had no 
appetite nor deſire at all to them. If at any time ſhee 
chancedto faint, ſhee rubbed her temples and ſtomach 
witha lictle ſweete VVater : which very much comfor- 
ted her. The depoſition of the mother and neighbors a- 
greedinall pointes heere-with, 
The ſameKarnzrins viſited by the Princes foure 
Commuſlaries , was found faire of face, weil colloured, 
full 
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full of life and good diipolicion, her eyes cleare, and 
quick ſighted , like one 11 perfeR health , ſaue thatthey 
were ſome-what ſunke into her head, and that vnder- 
neath them ſome mes roſe a tumor which continued 
not long . Neither had ſhee any defeR in her ſences of 
ſmclling,hearing,and taſting. Her ſpeach was ſweete, 
Gegnificart and incelligible, Only her mouth was growne 
ſo ſtraight by reaſon of her cheekes which very much 
pained her ( as ſhe ſaid her ſelfe )thar ſhe could noe put 
ſo much as her licele finger into it : but yer without appa- 
rance of ſwelling. Her haire was all falne off of her head 
anc began to come againe, [nthis ſickneſle or infirmity, 
ſhe had (carce had any ſpeach or ſence for three yeares 
together.Burche Thurſday before Eaſter 1583.ſhe reco- 
ucred her ſpeech and ſences, much better then cuer ſhe 
had had them at any time in her health before, and that 
after an admirable manner, as followeth. 

Her Father being gone about that time toaForref 
hard by the village torro fell Timber, and her Mother 
hauing ſhut all the dores for to goto him, and leſttheir 
Daughter inthe houſe alone by her ſelfe : a Man in the 
habit of a Miniſter , entred into the S/owe , went tothe 
beds fidetookethe Maide by the left arme,lifted her vp, 
and ſtaying her , made her walke a turne or two : and 
then asked her if ſhe could pray. Karmnzins ſome- 
what amazed with this demand , could not anſwer him, 
being ſpeachlefle, Hee beganthen torehearſe the ten 
commandements inthe vulgar tongue , the Articles of 
our faith,the Lords Prayer, the inſtitution of Baptiſme, 
and of the holy Supper : exhorting her beſides to pati- 
ence , comforting and aſſuring her , that ber ſpeach 


ſhould ſhortly be reſtored to her againe, Wherevpon he 
Ff ſudden- 
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fuddealy departed from her: and immediatly her ſpeach 
cameto her againe, ſorhat her Mother being rerarned 
home,the Maidecalked plainly and intelligibly with her, 
and afrerwards with her Father, whereat they were both 
merucilouſly abaſh:d, After that time , her ſpeach and 
ſences neucr failed her. 

The report of the Phyſitions yer farther conteineth 
this enſuing,which I add: forthe conteat of the Reader. 
Touching that which conceinerh her breſt or ſtomach, 
ſhe hath a very ſweere breath,her pulce is temperate, und 
as it ſhould bebudbefork & behind ner arme-pirs , both 
aboue and below,fhe is ſome-what faint . Her breſts are 
longer,ſofter,and hanging downe morethen commonly 
Maidens doe. She many times feeles a paine in both her 
fides,which brings her into ſuch acaſe,that ſh: can hard- 
ly fercl1 her brearh,bur it is quickly gone by the applica- 
tion of a lictls water.One cannot touch the pit ot her ſto- 
mach,but ir greeues her. As for her belly it hangs ſome. 
what lanke like an empty body: but on the our-fide it is 
in pritty good plight, and is reaſonablefar and fleſhy:the 
is neuer troubled withany wind or collick,nor feeles any 
hickock, ſt:ccl, or other paine in her ſtomach . And al- 
though ſhe hath often-times of her owne accord, with- 
out co:ſtraint orneceſſitie, endenoured torake and ſival- 
low downe meate, yer could i1heneuer doc it, albeit ſhe 
can abiderhe ſent of meates,and enjure that one ſhould 
eare and drinkeby her, bur more at ſome-times then at 
other-ſome, For ih2 hath been and ſtill is,as if her throat- 
boll were quite cloſed vp,8&alogether ſtopped:ſhe goes 
nottothe ſtoole,nor hath vrine or monethly pu: gations, 
which ſhe hath had fora certainetime rogether perteRly 
andduecly bcfore her infirmity , burnow they are cleane 
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ne. In like manner,the is neuer a thirſt, yet ſorje-times 
ſhe rakes a little faire water & Aqua-wite mingled roge> 
ther,forto waſh her mouth, -and ſpets it our againe pre- 
ſently. The which ſhe was wont to doe with Aqua wite 
alone,but now ſhe cannot endure ic,being too ſharpe 8 
ſtrong in her mouth which is very tender,& this {hedoes 
only forthe recreation and comfort of her head &heart, 
Touching her armes andlegs , her armes are found and 
fleſhy: eſpecially herleft arme isnimble &1n goodcaſe, 
withoutany defect, Bur as for her right arme ,itis lame 
from the elbow to the fingers ends , whereby her hand is 
growne crooked,(o that ſhee cannot ſtirreit . Not-with- 
ſtanding (hee can moue the ſaid right arme a little vp to- 
ward the ſhoulder,but cannorlift it to her head, nor put 
it from one {1deto the other, with-out helpe, Her legges 
and thighes arc ſome-what full and fleſhy, but are ſo 
ſhrunke, that ſhe cannot ſtretch them forth at length, & 
yet ſhe can moue her toes and her feet a little. Her ſayd 
arme became lame ſo,& her legs crooked by lyingin her 
bed three yeares together , wehout eating any:thing. 
Throughout all her body is atemperare and kindly heat. 
Thenailes of her feete and hands are well formed, long, 
and in good difpolition,like one in perfe@ health. 

The Phyficions hauing madethis report, & euery thing 
well examined and conſidered : the Commitſſaries were 
of opinion for diuers reaſons,that 4.womenof good dif. 
cretion, and fir for ſuch a bulineſle, thould be choſen and 
ſcnt to Schimdweiley to keepe this Maide by turnes , two 
by day,andtwo by night , forthe ſpace of a fortnight,to 
the end no meate nor drinke what-ſo-cuer might be mb 
niftred to her by any perſon:& that the bed whereon the 


lay,ſtould be changed,and another put inthe place of ir,

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and that diligent ſearch ſhould bee made ouer all the 
Stowe. The Maide her-ſelfe had declared,that diuers men 
and women had reſorted to her our of rhe Biſhoprick 
of Trewes,and queſtioned her about reuelations and pre- 
ditions, M >re-ouer there were letters found wricten to 
her,as ichad beeneto an holy Virgin, the intent of the 
writers bzing to make an Idoll of her, andto ere apil- 
grimage vnto her. VWhercfore the Commiſſaries made 
report of all before mentioned,to the Gouernor of New- 
fad and the Princes Councell , who ſhortly after gaue 
Commiſſion to the Gouernor of Caiſerl/auter,to taks or- 
der for thisaffaire,where-vnto hee obeyed with all dili- 
gs hereof made his report,which I copied ouer 
cing tranſlated our of Dutch,in the termes enſuing. 

Following your Commiſſioa of the 24.0t December 
1584. dire&ted vnto vs,touching the affaires of the Mai- 
den of the village of Schmidweiler,wehaue made diligent 
inquiſt:ion tor foure honeſt women, X it was a long time 
ere wee could fiade any that would employ them. ſelues 
inſuchan affaire , varill x length we haue therevnto in- 
duced and perſwaded AnxzBnznninogthe widowof 
Anpxavy Z1is late of this towne, other-wiſe called the 
old _ ANASTASIA Widdow to IonnEzran, 
in his lifecime Miniſter of Walhalben , Aonss the Mi- 
niſters wife of Steinwerd:w: and Manc arai the wid- 
dowof Ioun Gaveran whillt hee liucd Burgeſſcof 
this Towne, And after they were thoroughly inſtructed 
- andinformedof theircharge, according to thetenor of 
the aduiſe which at the beginning was ſent co his High- 
neſſe, and char they had all foure taken their oath, wee 
ſent them on the 16. daye of Ianuary laſt paſt, ro the 
ſayd place of Schimaweiler, with Maiſger L ot x  anthe 
ſuper: 
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ſuperintendant , where they remained with the fayde 
Maide vntill the 8. day of the ſame moneth : being re- 
turned back againe,the next day they diſcourſed at large 
vnto vs,all that they had learned, diſcouered and experi- 
mentedtouching this affaire as followeth. 

The ſaid Superintendait being artiuedabout eucning 
the ficſt day, with the foure women aforc mentioned at 
Kolberberg there they reſted that night, and the next day 
went by Waggon to Schimdwailer , where going to the 
Father and Mother, they gaue them to vnderſtand, how 
by the commandement of the Gouernours. they were 
come thither, with chargeto keepe their Daughter for a 
for:night rogerher. And that to noother end,bur to ſtop 
the mouthes of ſuch as on cuery fide ſpake ill of their 
Daughter, and of the Princelikewiſe , becauſe hee gaue 
cred totheir ſaid Daughters ſpeeches, to wit,that in ſo 
long atime ſhe had neither caten nor drunke + bricfly it 
was to no other purpole, but that once for all;cthe world 
might be aflure I of the truth. T here-vnto the Father and 
Mother g'adiy ſubmitted themſclues, and with kindeen- 
tertaine carricdet|:Eco their Daughters chamber, where 
the Superintendant ſpake in the ſame manner to the 
Maide,as they had done beforeto her Father & Mother, 
and (hewed her at largethe occaſion of their comming. 
Where-vpon the Maide began to complaine & demand 
for what cauſe they wouid moleſtand trouble her ſo.EF 
pecially ſhe feemed to be very much grieued, for that her 
Father and her Mother ſhould not lye in her Chamber 
by her as they had accuſtomed to doe : but inconrinent- 
ly after the departure of the Superintendant,Amns Baan- 
wins dealt in ſuch ſort with the ſaid Maide,thatſhe wil- 
dingly agrecd to whar-ſocuer they would, ang not one 
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ermitted chem to carry away the bed where-vpon her 
Father and Mother lay : bit alſo ſuffered them to vilie 
her owne bed , nay to rake it quite away , and make her 
another in a litcle Stowe,where was no roome for her Fa- 
therand Motherco ye, And waen in the day time they 
entred into the Chamber, they came nor necre their 
Daughter , nor ta!k:d with her ia ſecret, Now during 
this fortutzht,the foure womEvaderfiood of them how 
this Ma'des ſickneſle firſt began , and how many yeares 
ſh2 had pſt withou: cating or drinking, which agreed 11 
all points with chat which had beene declared before to. 
the Commiſſuies,. Likewiſe the ſa'd women found that 
the ſaid Maide 1s at ſome-ttmes weaker and fainter then 
at other fome,and they haue alwayes watched with her, 
two by day, andewo bynight. Aud for a more cxaQt al- 
ſurance of che t:ur!),0ne of the foure lay eucry night with 
the ſaidiMaidei: her bed,ſothat by no meancs any fraud 
could happen, where vnto they alwaics tooke very dili- 
gent h2e,znd watched ve:y carctully both day & niglit, 
bur neuer coul:;] ft1de any other thing , then as the ſaide 
M aide had ſtil before very truzly athcmed of her ſelfe. 
Furthermore,a!lthe taid toure women, eſpecially Axnu 
Bxz>xino,haue confeſſed before vs, and follemnly athr- 
med and aſfured vpon the ſaluation of theic ſoules , ad 
therein will dye, that the faide Maide hath not caten nor 
drunke,cither morcell or drop of any thing whar-ſocuer, 
Neicher hath voided any Vrineor other execrement,nor 
{lzpra w:ur in all chattim?, And chat who-ſo-cucr makes 
any doubt of theſe things,do:hthe Maiden great wrongs 
This report was ſeat ro Caſerlanterthe 19. of Februa- 
ry.1585.1131cd bythe Go ternor & his Secrecacy, tothe 
Pcaaces Councell at Nesfed , Andwitiin a while after, 
the. 
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the H ſtory of it was Printed in Datch, then turned into 
French ,and publiſhed che yeare 1587. The Trarſlator,a 
man »f quality , hauing addedto rhe end of his Booke, 
Dedicated tothe Baronof P.rdaillin, rhen Enbaſſador 
forthe King of Nu 7 in Germanie chele woids enſuing, 
1 he Readers ſhuli be aduerciſed that the ſaid Karuentan

I vnderſtand that at this preſent there is a man ar 
Auignon of 60.ycares of age, that cates very fildome, as 
once infiue,fix, ten weeke; or more, Here-with agrees 
"that which A 1zzkxt writes, how there was a woiri which 
ſome-times went 20.nay many times 30. daiestogerher 
wichout cating, He faich |:kewiſe,that he had ſecne a me= 
lancholy man which lived ſeuen weekes withour eating 
or drioking any thing, but euery other day a little water. 
It is reported by graue and reuerent perſons,that a Maid 
was ſcenein Spine, which neuer eate any thing, and en- 
rercain2d her lite onely with drinking water , beiagewo 
and rwenty yeares old. Diuers haue feene a girle in Lax- 
geedos which continued three yeares together without 
cating. And we know by that which certaine good and 
learned perſonages haue writren of it, thatthere was an- 
other at Spyre in Germanie which lived as many yeares 
with-out any other mzate or drinke then the ayre. 
W 11 11a» Roxpotsrivs afarmes the like , and faith, 
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that he hath ſeenc another whichin the ſa:ne manner at- 
tainedto theage often yeares : who afterwards was ma- 
ried and had Children. I oun Boccacu writes of a 
Dutch-woman that liued thirty yeares without mearte. 
Pzrzr AlBAnotells of a Norman, that cate nothin 
in cightecne yeares , andof anotherthat went ſixe _ 
thirty yeares without meate, Iris held for certainethat 
a Prieſt at Romeliucd fortie yeares With the onely inſpi- 
ration of the aire: it being well obſcrued vnder the cuſ- 
tody of L x o the tenth, and of diuers Princes , and faith- 
fully teſtified by HaxmartaoBanzranoALtsxan- 
pzxBxnivaNilvsriortsofan tahasn, that he falt:d 
forty daies togither in the Citty of Venice. L, Tovuant 
in the 2. paradoxe of his firſi Decade : and in the 2, booke- 
of his popular errors aboute the ende . Where hee addeth 
a notable diſcourſe which I thought good to offer vto- 
theReader, 

I well fore-ſce (fayth he) that two ſorts of people may 
be mooued,cither withrhe only {ubi:@oftheſe diſecut- 
ſes( touching ſuchas haue liued without cating)or of the: 
proofes thereof. The one is ignorant of naturall Phylo- 
jophy and Phyſick , perſons to bee reuerenced for their 
ſimplicity and picty, asthe common people,and al thoſe 
that apply not their ſtudiero examine the cauſes of each 
thing.

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The faſts of forty daics, whichIzzvs Cunrsr, E- 
z1As,and M o ys  $ haue ſuſtayned , as the holy Scrip- 
tures doteſtifie , ſhould no longer he held for miracles, 
if by any naturall reaſor, one couid endure to faſt many 
moneths and'yeares togither . Certainely it were true if 
wedid not acknowledge thar it was ſo giuen againſtthe 
Lawes of nature tq men in perfect health, through a 
certaine priuiledge, as wee religioully beleeue . For ex- 
emption from -the infirmity ot the ficſh- was Diuinely 
granted to them for a time: infomuch that their con- 
dition at this rime was other then the condition of man- 
kinde . But thoſe which as wee learne our of prophane 
Hiſtories hbaue liued certaine yeares without caring , if 
their report beetrue , it muſt necdes bee that thole per- 
ſons were all vnhealthy and full of much cold iuce, wher- 
with the bodie might be nouriſhed a longtime , For by

dition of his humaine_natwc, finne excepted . Vee 


acknowledge like-wiſe that Moysns and Ex1as,. 
when 
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w'1enthey abſtayned , fortic date togicher , from meate 
a1d drinke, were in perfe@ hea'th ar chat rime , and by 
a cercaine prerogatiue exempted from the common 
lifeof men. Wherevpon ic enſuteth chat rhey are iuſtly ef- 
ree:nel for excellent mitacles, whereby the authority of 
thoſe Prophets and of Its vs Caarsr were eſtabli- 
ſhed. Nowe tis nonouelty that che like effects ſhould 
happen by the order of things wich our moſt good and 
mipghty'G O Dhath preſcribed to nature, and by an cui- 
dent miracle againſtthe lawes of the ſame nature. For 
feauers and diuers other diſſeaſes, which the Saints have 
healed, the Phyſicions doe alſo cure. Burthe meanes 
which they vie , make greatdifference the caſe. For 
the Saints by their worde or touch.alane, through the 
grace of GOD ,tooke away the cauſes of ſuch effets 
with the neceſſity impoſed vpon nature.

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fore named which felt themſclues well through the 
good pleaſure of GOD , But beſides thele there are 
infioi:c miracles, that exceede our vnderſtanding,which 
neither humane Art nor Nature it ſelfe can any waie im- 
mirate.. Such is the curing of naturall blindneſſe: cx- 
_ ot vncleane ſpiritsout'of humaine bodies ;.ray- 
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ſing of the dead halfe rotten , and ſuch like , which con- 
firme the authority of the Almightic GOD . By this 
I thinke it appeares,, thatthings which are ſaydro hap- 
pen by a certaine' Laws of-nature ( although bur ſel. 
dome ) reproue not rrue miracles, nor dimyniſh their 
credit :and that hee no way contradia:th the Chiſti- 
an faich which diligently examineth the cauſes of ſuch 
euentes . Bur rather is nor the verity of 'vnfained mira- 
ctes rhereby cqnfirmed the beater; in raking away the 
occaſion ot im>oſtures therewutill,.to the ende they 
ſhould not caſily abuſe the vnexperienced people? For 
if any of thoſe which liae-without earing , by reaſon of 
therr co'd intemperatwe:,-and abundance of fl:gme, 
ſhould counterfeit the Prophet inſpired of the euer ly- 
uing GOD, howe many thouſands might hee drawe 
head-!ong inco error and diſtruction ? Verily hee is im-- * 
pioas and ignorant of true (nay dyuine ) Phyloſophy 
which thinking of thee things , and conſidering them, 
ſhall affirmeit to bee wicked and irreligousto go aboute 
to diſtinguiſh with vnpainted reaſons berweene the 
Workes ( and as weevſe to ſay) the miracles .of nature 
and the miracles of GOD.

Beeinginthe Water, Nunsanys 
eſpicd three Crowes fit bearing their wings and croa- 
king on a lictle hill hard-by : Wherevpon hee aſked of 
MxzLancnTtaonwhat heethoughtof it:Ma ran cx 
THOM preſently anſwered chat it ſignified one of them 
three ſhould die ere long. Camunnantrys confeſſeth 
that this anſwere touched himto the quick, and verie 
much troubled him: N x «x x v s didnothing but nod le 
his head , and wene merily on his way. Camsnrantys 
addeththat hee was aboutto alkeM niancuruonthe 
reaſon of his Conieture : and that within a while 
afterMn1iancuruon told him, that feeling himſelfe 
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weake and fickly, hee was perſwaded he ſhould not live 
very long. I donor rehearſe theſe things ( ſaith he) as if 
attributed any vertue to the flight and motion of Birds, 
nor do make any ſcience of conietures which would 
begrounded there-ypon: no moredid Mz 1.anctron 
Iam ſure. But I haue declared them,to ſhewrhat diuers 
times weſee merueilous things happen, which after the 
euents drive many thoughts into their heads, that either 
behold them, or heare them ſpokenof. loun Cans:

This Hiſtory ſhall make me ſtep one oe back, for to 
propound another no leſſe meruailous of the age before 
this : in hope that this digreſſion will bee no offence to 
theReaders, Amzr0Srt Galant a Genowate, lying in 
garriſonin the Ile and Cittic of Ckvs, the yeare 1431. 
where he carried himſelfe very faithfully and valiantiy, 
and being ſound a fleepe , one night had this viſion fol- 
lowing. Hee thought that an exceeding huge and migh- 
tie Serpent with fiery cyes and open throate to deuoure 
him. Being terrified with this ſpeRacle , he awaked ſo-

I haue knowne a Peaſant in Normanate , that had 
neuer eate Bread, Fleſh, Fiſhz, nor Cheeſe.: Egges 
were his onely foode and cheefeſt nouriſhment. B x v- 
GEMIN in his firft Booke of Meate, Chapt. 24. Wee 
haue alſo ſeene Inon de la Cutssmars a Payrijien, 
S:cretaric to King Faanct s the firſt, who did ſo 
deteſt and abhorre the ſmell of fruic or Apples: as he 
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was forced to riſe from the Table , when any one was 
brought. And it they came but neere vnto his noſe, hee 
preſently bled. If hee did ſee any by chance, and could 
not retire himſelte, he ſodenly ſtopt his noſtrils with pee- 
ces of bread. Wee haue heard that many, iſſued out of 
the poble familie of CanpaLlss in Garenre,hauc bin 
of that diſpoſition ,not to endure the ſmell of Apples.

Ianzs of Faxii anexcellent Phiſition in his time, 
doth teſtifie of him-(elfe , that it troubled him as much 
the cating of Gazlike,as if he had drunke poyſon,and he 
added,that the ſame fittes which appeared in them that 
had drunke poyſon, came vnto him hauing cating Gar- 
like.

Not long ſince a Novle-man of accoumpt dyed, who 
could neuvereate nor ſwallow any meate ,1f it were not 
ſome-whar Salced.

Being 
one daye inuited to Supper by a friend of his , they 
preſented a Diſheof Egges ,in the which there was a 
little Fiſhe cunningly minced, But hee fel it preſent- 
lye, and had ſuch a paine at his heart , as hee preſent- 
lie fell to caſt, and to haue a Fluxe fo vehementlie, as 
all chought hee would haue dyed .

A great Ladie beeing ar dinner with an Earle, hauing 


eaten a peece ofa Cowel-vdder (a meate whichis veric 


delicate ro many)her lippes beganne preſently to ſwell, 
aad to growe wonderfully great :Shee confeſſed that ſhe 
loued chat meate, bur preſently after ſh2e had caſted ir, 
her lippes did ſwellinthat manner , whereof ſh:eknewe 
no reaſon . The ſame Author . I haue obſerucd the 
Eatle of Arnſtad,who did ſo muc!1 abhorre aller oyle, as 
they were forcedto carty all meate out of the Chamber 
that was in any ſort dreſt wichit,elſe he fell ſodenly into 
vety dangerous fits.

A Peaſant of a certaine village neere vnto 4/mar in 
Holland, neucr receiued any meate nor drinke w'1 at-ſoe- 
uer, but onelie Cowes milke, and yer was as luſtie an 
helchfull as any manin thoſe parts . The ſame Author, 
Connapd Hvour, aCounty*nan in Suiſſcrland of 
thevillage of Tornacin Twrgos, a good plaierof the fife as 
moſt inf time, from his infancy vaco the age of chree- 
ſcore yearesthat hedied, neuertooke any other norriſh- 
ment, but porrige made with flower , milke and Water. 
Andiftotric him, they did mingle the leaſt crumme of 
bread with it vnknowne to him, or any other thing what- 
locuer, 
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ſocuer, hee did preſently vomit vp all againe : neither 
could hee ſwallowe any rawe milke. As for other 
meates hee could not endure the ſmell of them, yer hee 
could not poſhbly raft of them .

There have beene many that could not endure the 
ſmell of Roſes.

mainedas one dead , Andtherefore rhe Phyſttions adui- 
ſed him not to go out of his houſe in time of Roſes , for 
the preſeruation of his helth .

a greatalteration at the heart,and as ſoone as euer he did 
ſmell a read Ro{e, hedid neeze wondertully .

A certaine man hauing felt an aſteration at his heart 
ſeeing the iuice drawne our of a ſicke of Caſſia, beerng 
ficke he intreated his Phiſt:ion not to mingleche iuice in 
any Pliyſick for him , The Phyfition hauing forgotten 
this aducrtiſement, preſcribed him a potion,in the which 
there was ſome of this Caſv., The licke man hauing ta- 
ken it beganto cry our, I am a dead man , the Caſa ath

Thete is a whole famelie inthe Towne where I dwel, 
of the which ncither Man nor VWVo:nan,great nor ſmall 
can endure any Diaphinicon in their Payſick , but all doc 
caſt ic vp againeas [ haue ſecne by experience often- 
times.

of her bellic,ſhe had a defireto caft, cried out and grewe 
weake, ſhee ſweat after an extraordynarie manner , and 
was tormented with ſundrie other Accidents: and yet 
ſhce hath beene often purged with other ſtronger pori- 
ons without any offences, A Nephewe of hers, a No- 
bleman that was war-like, and learned in all ſciences,of a 
cholerick conſtitution, could neuer bee purged by MMar- 
ma :ſoasthis family ſeemed to haue that peculiar, that 
Manna was contrary to their diſpoſitions .

Henas Lz vv1sthe 12. made warre 
acainſtthe YVexetians, and that all /t4-

toliuc there more priuately . He was a Widower,abour 
threeſcore yeares olde, hauing one Sonne of ewenric 
yeares of age , and an other much yonger . His age,the 
miſery ofthetime, and his qualitie ſhould haite retay- 
ned him in the way of honour: bur forgetting the dutic 
of a gentle;nan , hce fell in lone with! x poore farmers 
Daughter of his, whomhee bought for readie money of 


the execrable Father, who ſold her and deliueted _ 
his 
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This ſtrumpec being full of luſt and deſperatly impudent, 
haning ſerued for a time the Fathers villenic , fell 
ſtrangely in loue with the eldeſt Sonne, whome having 
ſought with divers trickes and deuiſes , inthe cnde , on a 
certaine day,(taking a Cont of '1ers that was her Baude 
to helpe her) ſhee comes vato him, atid after the accul- 
romed pretaces of ſuch impud:nt Creatures, thee diſ- 
couers her breſt and her heart vato him, ſeeking with 
teares aid ſigthes to drawehim to commit Inceſt. ihe 
honeſt young man amazcd at this ſpeech, is ſo forreficd 
by GO D, asnot content with a modeſt and fimple re- 
pulſe he did ſharpely apprehend both herthat tempted 
him,and the other that did ſecond her, threatningthem 
with big words, 

The turioas luſt of this bitch was preſently turned in- 
to horrible hatred , which makes her rotake the way of 
confuſion , As ſoone as the Father was returned ,this 
ſtrampet complaines vnto him , ſaying , that his Sonne 
bad ſought three or tourctimes to cormipt her : andin 
the ende would haue forced her, if her ſeruant had not 
cometo helpeher. He giuing credit to.this wicked re- 
ra, confirmed by the Baude , begannetomurmurero 

im-ſelfe-wher- vpon his Son comes in,againſt whome, 
(without ſpeaking any other words,but ha wicked Trai- 
tor , it is againſt mee thar thou dareſt preiume to plaic 
theſe. partes ) hee goes with his ſword drawne. The 
young Gentleman turning away to auoide the biowe, 
and not remembring that - was vpon a ſtraite not ſup- 
ported, which anſwered vnto two lodgings,hee fell back- 
ward downe to the grounde and was all bruzed , ſo as 
hauing fallen vpon a ſtone in the botome of the dirch, 


hee dicd preſently. The Parricide (thinking that p_ 
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had leapt downe of his owne accord) did runne after 
h'm, vſingnewethreates. Butbecing come downe aud 
ſeeing his Sonne ia that eſtate , aftercries of ſurie and 
deſpatre, with a deteſtation of his former life and of the 
wickedneſſeof his (trumpet, hee thruſt himſeltechrough 
with bis ſword , falling vpon the bodie of his Sonne, 
Which was yet hot and trembling , and wajlowing 1n 
their common bloud , went the ſame way. As for the 
ſtrumper hearing by the fearctull cries of the ſervantes 
what had happened thruſt-on by the reuenging furies, 
orrather purſued by thefearcfull iudgement of a!mighty 
G OD, he reuenger of innocent b'oud, ſhee flies to- 
wards a well in the houſe,and leapes into itz where ſhee 
was drowned. The Iuſtice of Mas, beeing called to 
ſeethis accident , apprehends the feruant, and makes her 
confeſſe al vpon the racke :wherc-vpon ſhe was hanged, 
Herbodie with the firumpetrs and the olde mans,were 
caſt vpon the dunghill, as apreiefor Birds and Wolues, 
Bur the young Gentleman was carried tothe earth with 
great pompe, and lamented of all men for his vertues as 
much as the others were & are yet detefted of poſterity.

A Fleming borne at Gard, of fo baſe a parentage,

hee carries himſelfe ſo cunningly., as vnder a promiſe of 
marriageghee corrupts his hoſtes Daughter and gets her 
with Child . The Mother after ſome weekes,hauing deſ- 
couered this foule trade,takes her Daughter a part, who 
in thepreſence of the Father confeſſerh her faule. The 
Fathera man of courrage not ableto endure this affront, 
laics hold of that Coſener , and purſues him cryminally. 
Being ſtraightly examined by the Tudges,ttee confeſſerh 
that hee knewenot who was his Father , and his Mother 
haddied of pouerty , hauing neither kinrednor any per- 
ſon that did avowe him at Gaud, where hee thought hee 
was borne,nor in any other place, The TIudges ſecing the 
Impudencie of this roage, who had ſo vnworthly polu 
tedan honorable houſe, condemned him to bepublikely 
executed, Hiſtories of our time.

N1czo ras ha- 
uing failed of his attempts , ſaues himſelfe inthe SanQu- 
arie of the Temple, from whence he was drawne by the 
Biſtops commandement, who alledped, that in ſuch ca- 
ſes they ſhould not reſpeR the Eceleftaſticall lawes , and 
that hee would eafily conſecrate the place againe, N.1- 
cHOLAS being brought backe vato the aflembly , and 
greatly blamed , was commirtedto priſon , and the next 
day the 27. of Tune, by a ſentence given by the Magi- 
ſtratc,he was publikely beheaded . The cuſtome of thoſe 
times was, that they weare no breeches when they came 
to that place: when as the body of N1iczoras fell, it 
was ſcenein that cſtate,thar Nature fo much corrupted 
by him, ſeemed to reproche him with his former filthi- 
neſle before all the world, loacu, Cvrsv s, in his An- 
wales of Sil:ſia, pag.

T kis.did moue morecompaſſion inthe ailiſtants,but hee 
alohe, wich-out ſpeaking any worde , or ſhutting his 
eyes,but ſtanding right vp, and ſtedfaſtly beholdingthe 
body of his.

In the yeare 1501. when as the French did conquer 
therealme of Naples the ſecond time, vnderthe com 
mand of the 'Lord of Azbigny , Eieutenant to: King 
Lzvvis therwelftth, One ot-the Sonnes of Grrtzzxr 
Duke of Montpenzier , going to Ponzzol to ſee his Fa- 
thers Tombe( being dead in the former warres of /ta- 
lie,and there interred) was ſo oppreſt with grieſe,as after 
the ſhedding of many tearzs,hice fell doowne dead vpon 
the Sepulchre.

ons of 1is loue : Hawing the heart to behold this wice 
ked ate, the which was afterwards the cauſe of great 
ſcandalls among the Bretheren. Faxnncis Gyv1c- 
CHARDINE #1 the end of the ſoct Booke of the warre of 
Italte. Fxx Dinan Brothetto Atenonso Dukeof 
Ferrara, andoft I'viio aboue named, whoſe eyes Car- 
dinall Hiyy01rto of Efe had cauſed to. bee pulled 
out , yet by the ſpecdy helpe of the Phyſitions , they 
were put in againe ,Wwithour lofl: of his fight, con{pired 
the Dukes death wich the ſayd Iviio, FarxpinanD, 
who was ſecond brother vnto the Dake , was moued 
there-vntothrough couctouſneſſe, to ſeize vpon the Du- 
chie. and IvL1o for that it ſeemed'ynto him that Arenon- 
s0 did not apprehend the wrong that had bin done him, 
being out of hope to be reuenged ofthe Cardinallby any 
other meanes. Count Aiztrxrys Boscuer,a Gentleman of 
Modena,was acquainted with theircouncels and practiſe: 
and hauing wone & corrupted ſome men ot baſe condi- 
tion,waich were continually neere to Arpa3nso,to giue 
him delight, they had often-cimes great meanes to kill 
him : bur reſtrained by a fatall feare, they alwayes ler (lip 
_ theoccaſton,ſfoas the matter being diſcoucred(as it hap- 
pens almoſt alwates,when the execution of a conlpiracy 
1: deferred) Faxptnano and his confederats were impriſfo- 
ned, & Iviio,vho(the confpiracie being diſcouered)was 
fled to Memwouzto his fifter; was by the Marquis decree 
ſcntpriſonerto Ateaon 50, after apromile madethat 
he 
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he would not put him to death . Count ArzzrtIN 
with his coniederates were quartered , and the two Bre- 
theren condemned to perperuall priſon , inthe new Ca- 
ſell of Ferrara, GviccnarpineE hb. ſed.z. 

The Cardinall of Pawi4,the Popes Legate,being fled 
out of Bolexia,bclicged by the Frenchin i 4 yeare 15II, 
and was the cauſe of the loſſe of it, and of many other 

eat diſorders which enſued, being accuſed by tome of 
Infidelitie, and by others of cowardiſe and indifcretion, 
Being retired to Rawennato purge himſelfe of that which 
had happened , hee gaue notice of his comming to the 
Popc,and demanded audience: whereof the Pope who 
loued him exceedingly ,was very ioyfull,and inuited him 
tro dine with him. Butas hee went, being accompanied 
with G v r of Faizebis Brother in lawe,and of his guard 
of Horſe-men,T he Duke of /7bin Generall of the Popes 
Armie , an ancient enemieto the Cardinall, becing yet 
madde with diſdaine and deſpight, for that hee had ſayd, 
that the rebellion and loſle of Bolonia,had come through 
his fault , and by that meanes the Armie put to route, 
whereof hee was Generall, hee went towards him, and 
beingentred among the Horſe-men of his ue , (who 
to doe him honor , made him place) hee ſlue this Car- 
dinall with his Poynard , it may/bee vnworthy forthe de- 
gree which ke held , the whichought notro haue any vi- 
olence nor out-rage offered ynto it , but otherwiſe moſt 
worthy of any cruell puniſhment ,. for his infiniteand 
odious vices. Gv1ccnanpina bb.g. fett.18. 

The Lord Y v = s of Alegre, Captaine of a compa- 
nie of men at Armes, at the Battaile of Ravens, inthe 
yeare 1512. ſeeing a Bataylion of //a/jan footeto make

head againſt the Gaſeoyne, hes gaue them fo furious a 
charge, as hee forced chem to retire, bur with more va- 
lour then good hap , in regarde of the ſuccell2 : for tie 
Seigneor of Yiuarais his owne Sonne, hauing beene 
flaine beforchis eyes , hee being lota to ſuruine ſo great 
an affi:tion,rides into the thickeſt of his enemics,where 
hee was {laine, (after the death of many of his enemies) 
fighting as 1t did become a valiant Captaine, Gv1ic- 
CHARDINBEB,Ub.12.SefF, 14, 

Partie FathertoPnarzRSTROS $n,cheefeof the 
baniſhr men of Florence, againſt Duke Cos mo of Me- 
dicis,hauing beene taken priſoner in fight, fearing to be 
put todeath by the hands of Iuſtice, hee reſalued to kill 
himſclfe : Wherevpon a Spamtard that kept him came 
vato him,8 going out of the: Chamber where-as P u1- 
L1e Was, he vaaduiſedly left his ſword there. Being a 
lictle gone, P#111e bartes thedoore vato him, and ſ0+ 
denly takzs the ſworde , ſetting the point againſt his 
throare, he falles on it with all his force and ſo kils him-- 
ſclte vpon the Table. They found vpon the table a littie 
note written with h1s owne hand,ſhewing,that ſeeing he 
could nor liue as his eſtate required: he had ſharmned his 
daies,forthat he won!d no longer remaine in the world.

AnrtronyY V rs, furnamed Copavs,alcarned man 
in our time, as his written workes do witneſſe, had his

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That thoſe ſiudirs which ſmelt of the Lampe , ſmelt well, 


Hauing left it light in his Chamber, going one moming 
intothe Towne about his buſineſſe. In his abſence ( no 
man know?s how ) fire tooke hold of his Papers , and 
a ſhort time of all the corners of his ſtudie, whereas all 
was conſumed, both Papers , Bookes , and moueables. 
Among other writings of his hand, there was a Booke 
burn, intituled, Paſtor, with allthe reſt of his eſtate , in 
regarde of worldly goods. They ſay , that ar the firſt 
brute of this fire, hee entred into ſuch a rage againſt 
him-ſelfe , as crying outlike a mad-man , and running 
vp and downe the ſtrectes towards the Pallace, bee- 
ing neere vnto his Chamber , where-at hee durſt not 
ener for feare of the-fire : hee beganto ſay , addreſſing 
his ſpeech to the Sonneof G OD : What haue I done 
tothee, O CHRIST? orhow haucI offended thine, 
tat thou ſhouldeſt irike mee, and diſplaye vpon mee 
atcſtimonic of thine inexpiable hatred . Then turning 
to an Image of the Viigin Maxy . Hearken Virgin 
what I faye vnto thee with a ſetled Iudgement , and 
as I belecue . If happely at the houre of my death I 
recommend my ſc}fe vnto thee, heare mee nor, neyther 
accept mee in the number of thine , for I make ac- 
coumpt to bee damned , His friends there preſent did 
what they could to temper this furie :, but the boyling 
choller,cauſing a fire in this miſerable mans heart,more 
flaiing and violent then any. worldly fire, would nor fuf- 
fer him to heare any thing that might comfort him, Hee 
was ſo oppreſt with his paſſion , as hauing threatnedall 
his friends,if they continued to follow him , he wentout 
of the Towne, and not ablc to bee ſtayed , hee gotte 
into a thicke Forreſt neere ynto Ferly : where as hee 
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paſt all c'at day in terrible diſcourſes , and agirations of 
the minde,as cuery one may conicure, Returning late, 
end flading the doores ſhut, he lay vpon a dunghill vntill 
daic-light . In the morning hee enters, gocs and hides 
him-ſelfe in a Carpenters houte,where he continued (ixe 
whole monethes. Without any bookes,or conference 
wich any man. Heliued a good while ater, quite chan- 

2d trom what he was , carcleſſe of the true or falſe reli- 
gion, and died miſerably. BartutLmavys of Bg- 
lagnia in his life. 

[n the yeare 1552.A 1D anaa SpaniardLicutenant to: 
KingFsRDINAN D in the warre of Hongarie , going to 
the ſeege of Segedin, he committed Fiavsroa a Spamiſb 
Captaine tothe gards of boatesat the pailageof aRi- 
uer named 772, who hauing newes of Atpanas ſhame- 
full Aight vpon a yaine feare, did as his. Commander, 
and hauingleft che paſſage, he ſt1died howe to make his 
xetrear. Yo0neafterwardes beeing in rage againſthim- 
ſelfe, for his error , hee reſolued to kill him-ſelte, the 
which his rider did hinder all hee could : but Ficve- 
x0A beeing determined to doe the deede, hee in- 
rreated his ryder to ſtate for him vader a tree , whileſt 
that hee went to vatruſſe a pointe.

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May 1509 anJthen {poyled of moſtof that which they 
held yponc'1e maine land, being amazed attheir Loſles, 
and fearing teaſt the Kirg ſhould procceede with his vic- 
tories, their affaires intheir owne opinions beeing redu- 
cedto the excremity - the teare which they had concei- 
ued was (o violent , as without any good conſideration 
of them-ſclues or aduice, their companies being retired 
to a place called Meſtre, lyuing at ditcretion , without a- 
nic milicaty diſcipline : they reſolued to qui the Seig- 
neurie of the firme Lande , that they might haue no 
more the Emperor , King , nor Pope for their enemies, 
as before they had: as alſoto take all occaſion trom the 
- King. of approching to Yemſe. They feared ſome tu 
mult alſo in the Cittie by the people, or by the great 
mulcitude of Strangersthat did inhabit there: thele for 
the deſire of ſpoile, and thoſe becauſethey would not 
endure, ſceing they were borne in the ſame C ttie, and 
many of the ſame bloud and tamely, ro ſee themſ{clues 
depriued of honors and publicke charg*s, and to be in a. 
manner ſubic@:o the Gentlemenia all things . To in- 
crea{c their deſpaierand want of courcage, this reaſon 
was yctalledgedinthe Senat,tbat if they did willingly a- 
bandon and quit the Seigneury ,to flie the preſent dan- 
gers , good forrnne returning they thould recouer it the 
more calily : for thatthe people waich had bin volunta- 
rily ſeperated from them , would make 19 ſo great reſi(- 
ranceno: toreturne vnder the obedienceof their ancient 
Lords, as it they had beene deuided by a maniteſt rebel- 
lion . By theſe reaſons , the Venetian generoſitic was 
layed vnder foote , with the greatneſſe of that glorious 
Common: weale , beeing- contentto tetaineonelie the 


falr Waters, they ſent Commulſions to their re" 
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and officers that were in Padova , Verona and other 
Townes,appointed by the articles of the League, tothe 
Emperour MA x1x111 Aanzcommanding them to de- 
part preſently , andto leauethema in the peoples power. 
Moreouer ,to the endethey might obtaine a peace of 
Max1mMIliangatwhatprice and with what conditi- 
ons ſocuer: they ſent vnto him with great ſpeede A n- 
THONY LvSTINIAN for Ambaſſador, who hauinga 
publicke audience,hee made a pirrifull oration,and with 
great ſubmiſſion : but it was in vaine, for the Emperor 
refuſed to make any accord without the King with 
whome the Yenetians would not by anic meanes treate. 
This Oration you may reade at largein Gv1c1uar- 
D IN, the which doth ſhewe ( as appeeres by the Anno- 
tations in the margent) the baſeneſſe of man-kinde, 
which aduerſitie doth laicopen, and ſhewe whatit is, 
that is to ſay wretched in euery ſort;and that when 
as mans eloquence is amazed, his diſcouſesare Childiſh, 
and full of importunate and inſupportable Alateric. To 
conclude, in all the Yenetians ſubmiſſions, who yeelded 
themſelues as it were with halters about their neckes, 
to one that could not greatly relecue them , wee ſee 
daicly the fruites of feare , which ſubie&s all polliticke 
States as wellas priuate perſons, to baſe ations , and 
the ſoueraigne Iudge abatingthe power of their ſeates, 
and confounding the greateſt and wiſeſt wittes of 
this worlde . Fx. GyicxianapiIn Booke 8. Sed, 
7.8.9. 
In that famous Battaile of Pavia, inthe yeare 1524. 
I oun D1zs»2Acn, Colonellof the Suiſſes, ſecing his 
Batraylion charged and putto route, by the Marquis of 
G#/t , generall of the Imperiall foote, hauing —_— 
ghe, 
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fGghe,andrthat neither with words , nor with his ſword he 
could rake their enſe1gnes turne againe hee was ſo op- 
preſt with greefe, as hee reſolued ro hauz no ſhare in this 
infamous retreate. VWhere-vpon hee runnes deſperat- 
lic among the enemies, and their fighting valiantly,dyed 
like a worthie Commaunder in the Warre. P. I 0- 
vivs '» the life of the Marquis of Peſcars liber 16, 

PowurrsRant,2 French Gentleman, ſeeing Aweyſe 
eaken by the troupes of the Emperor Cnanresthes. 
being amazed at this inconvenience, lifting vp his cyes 
to Heauen,and oppreſſed with extreame ſorrowe, he fell 
downe tothe Earth, and fo died with his eyes open,not- 
withſtanding any remedies that could bee applied vnto 
him. P.Iovrv s{b 26. of his Hiſtories, 

ZEANGER SOnnetO SYLTANS OLYMAN, ſeeing 
ypon the ground,the body of his Brother Mysrapxa who 
had beene ftrangled with a bowe-ſtring , by the Fathers 
 commandement: in the preſence of this Parricide, hee 

ulled out his poynard, and after ſome reproches , ſlue 
himſelfe. Ascantvs Caxntoravs Booke 6, of the warres of 
Tranſiluania. Arenonso AiBycvarcvs, Licutenant for 
the King of Portugal at the Eaſt-Jwazes , hauing about the 
yeare 1514. ſerled Gouernors in Malaca, to adminiſter 
Iuſtice to merchants,being two noblemen of the Coun- 
try,the one called Ninacuzrven , the other VTaRaIMyTaA- 
xAraz awhile afterhechanged his opinion,and intreared 
Ninacuervento reſigne his dignityto giue it to an other 
Noble:man , that was King of Campar, which is a little 
kingdom intho{e Cotliries towards the South. Nixacus- 
Tvexvnderſtanding that they were gone toferch this pet- 
ty King ,to inſtall him in his place, reſolued wich him- 


ſelf. not ro endure to bee ſo degraded, Hee therefore 
cauſed 
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cauſed a high Scaffoldto be built, ſupported by certaine 
Pillecs,hung with Tapiſtry,and deaurifizd with Flowers, 
and ſtore of Perfumes, This done, hee put on a roabe of 
cloth of gold, all couered with precious Stones ; being 
thus appointed, he came into the ſtreere,and went vp the 
ſarres vnto the Scaffold . There was belowea pile of 
ſweete VWood, orderly laide and kindled. This extraor- 
dinariepompeof Ninacutrynngcauled all mento 
open their eyes and eares, being ignorant what this pre- 
paration meant. Then began Ninacusrtyantomake 
a pittitull ſpeech, and firſt of all hee remembred rhe ſer: 
uices which he had done to the Portugals betorethe tak- 
ing of Malaca : what he had done fince in fauour of their 
King : and how conſtant and faichfull hee had ſhewed 
him-ſelfe in his dutie, with what reſolution hee had ha- 
zarded his life in many places , for proofe of his loyal- 
tie. That for recompence of ſo many good leruices, 
the Portugals would defame his old age inthat ſort , as 
it was 1m>oſſible to findea man that had his honor in 
any recominendation,that could diſgeſt ſuch a diſgrace : 
forthey diſpoyled him of the cha.ge which they them- 
ſclues had gtuen him : they degraded him of his honors, 
making fo ſmall an account of him, as to haue him end 
his dayes ignominioufly,and to be afable and ſcorneto 
ail the wor!d. Thar {or his part hee had euer valued his 
liſe lefle then his honor , and hadreſoluedto dye,to pre- 
ſeruc his reputation: and therefore at that inſtant he did 
willingly change his lite with death , rather then to en- 
duretheaft:ont which they meant todoe him. Tong 
his peechhe caſt himſelfe intothe fice, where he ende 
his }ife. Euzry one lamented and wept for this man thus 
dead, conſidering what hee had dene for the _ 
$ 
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his fidelity in all Accidents , andthe pirtifull ende of this 
age: ſo as manie were much amazed at this ſpeQacle. 
Os ox1vs bb.g.of his Hiſtory of Portugal Chap.27. 

A rich merchant falling in loue with a certaine maide 
yeelded ſo muchvnto his paſſionzas hee was. tranſported 
beyond the bounds of reaſon,loas hee became madde, 
and ſcized with a ſtrange melancholike humor,ſo as hee 
was tormented with horrible viſions both by daie and 
night: ſometimes crying out and ſtorming, ſome-times 
laughing wich'operrthroate;:He ſwarechart his beſt bee- 
loued was continually before his eyes , hee flatrred and 
made:muchot her : as ifſhzhad beene preſent :then ſo- 
denly he would blame her,and outrage her in eucry ſort, 
forthat ſhe. refuſed rolouc him .

A Councel'or of the Parliamentat Grenoble becing 
taken with the loue of a Gemtlewoman, was ſo wonder- 
fully paſſioned , as hee lefr his place andall honeſtie, to 
followe her where-/ocuerſhce went . Being contemned 
by her,hee grewe lo carelefizof his owne perſon, as hee 
was full of Lice, which get ſuch an habit in him, as hee 
could neucr be freed of them , for they grewe vpon him, 
and came out of all partes of his bodie , as wee ſee 


wormes come out' of rotten Carion. Fynally ſome 
daies 
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dajes befbre his\dearls;, ſewing himfelfe: rouchrwith the.

and for that he refiſted the witls all his force,they bound 
his armcs, andkept his mouthopen witha ſtate, whileft: 
they pation the meate..! Bdcingthus vied, hee died like'a 
madge beaſt, throughtbe abondance of Lice, which en- 
cred into histhroat; This happened inthe yeare '1 559, 
T he ſecond Hiſtory of France, -01 00'7 5 
PopeL;z othe to. bceing aduertifed of the taking of 
Milan which he hadrextreamely defired, fell into ſuchan 
exceſle of ioye,as a fener rooke him and hedied.

2;Pavi, Iovivs inthe 
life of Lzo thetenth,lib. 4. Stxan generall of the Turkes 
Gallcics, hauing.recaueredhis onelic:Sonne; whom hee 
held to bee loſt, died ſodenily for oye of. I ov 1 yv $im his 
Hiſtories. Some woman haue died for ioye,ſorrowe and 
other violent paſſtons.

neucr hopeto be aduanced.Being poſleſt with a violeat 
paſſion of choller and deſpight, hee watchr a time when 
as the Duke came downe ints- the golden Chappell to 
heareMaſſe.

6bſernation of the z.. booke 
of his obſeruations, of an lnbabitant ot the ſaid Towne 
of Arles,called I oun Bzxin, who had lynemanye 
yeares bed-ridde, by reaſon of apalſey. Ic happened 
thatthe chamber whereas hee did lye wason fire, bur- 
ning the bordes and ſome ſtutfe neere vnto his Bedde.

of Trecs and Vines in the heate of Sommer growe 
ſome times ycalow andpale, by any cxceſle of heate, 
hayle, rayneor a cold Northerly wind : cucn fo the vi- 

our of the bodye , the colour , the outwarde ſhewe, 
the hayre which is no part, but ſimply a'dependanceof 
the bodye, takes the colour of gray or white, becauſe 
chat which did maintayne them is quencht , The which 
wee doc ſee happen to moſt men that haue beene in 


dangers in the Wartes, or in hazard at Sea, or that 


hauc beene toucht with dangerous difſcaſes : for then 
they thinke but of one thing, which is, that Death 
hach taken them by the throar,if not perchance(through 
long cuſtome , ſolide in{iruQion and good reſolution 
by the precepts of true Philoſophic, and by the aſ- 


 fiſtance of more then a humane ſpirit ) they bee not 


accuſtomed nor vicd to feare fo much. The which wee 

ſceis ordinary and common in manye olde Souldiazs 

and Martiners in regard of their long and continuall 
practiſe. 

When as the horrour of Death ſurpniſeth anye 

It 4 one, 
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one, orthatthe imagination thereof, mere bitter then 
death it ſclieis framed in rhe rhought , they die ſome- 
times before they aredying, as it hath happened vnto 
many , orelſe the Senles are dulled and morretied, fo 
as the offenders feele nor the ſtroakes, as we haue {eene 
in many that haue beene be-headed , and broken vppon 
the Wheele, reſembling men that haue Apoplexies,Le- 
thargies, falling-Sicknes, Sowndings3 or like to others 
which open their cycs , yet neither ſee nor knowe any 
man, Thedangers incident to Seaand Land , whereas 
the Image of Death appeares before their eyes , and 
doth fixe it ſelfe more ſtrongely in the thought, make 
them that arein them to. tremble and looke pale: the 
blood retires it (elfe and flies from all parts towards the 
fortreſle of the heart: all theparts of the body in an in- 
tant want their noriſhment,not any one doth diſcharge 
his due function, but the feete ſtagger, the ſight growes 
dymme, the force fayles, the vnderſtanding becomes 
blunt, the ſpiric dull, the checkes leane and withered, 
thetongue fumbling, and the teeth ſhaking in the head. 
To conclude there1sno man, how ſtrong and confident 
ſocuer,that is not amazed when any mortall danger ſur- 
priſech him ſ>dainely. 

True it is that a Chriſtian fix'ng his hope in the grace 
of GOD, recouers his ſpirits by little and little, ſhakes 
of fcare, aſſures himſclfe, and hecomes inuincib!e , op- 
poſing h:m-ſelfe with a cheereful and vndaunted cour- 
rage to any danger that hee ſees incujtable : exceptthat 
that for death is horribleand fearefull coal Nature which 
hath breathing of life: for that it deſtroyes this nature . 
We ſee ſome that aredu!l, ſome furious and madde,and 
others that are altered by decrepit age, by bodely indil- 

poſition 
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poſition , by erronious precepts and doAtine, by vio- 
lent and diſordered paſſions more then feare, which ap- 
prehend nothing , bur periſh in danger and are extin&t 
before they doubt any thing, 

Another yong Gentleman a Spaniard, called Iauzs 
Os c r10, borne of a Noble familic , growne ia louec 
witha Gentle-woman of the Court, hauiag made an 
appointment with her, heeclimes yp into a thicke tree 
in the Kings Garden, and hid himſelfe there, expeRing 
hisoportunity. T herevpon a litele Dogge comes, who 
by his baying diſeouers him whom they cauſe ro come 
downe, to committo priſon, that he might anſwer with 
the hazard of his head, this crime which was helde capi- 
tall in thoſe places, for diuers reaſons, Sentence of death 
being gwen againſt him , he was ſo terrified as thenext 
day he was growne all whute, like a man of fower-ſ{core 

earesold , and was no more knownethen the other. In 
like ſort the King of Sparne Grand-father to CHantss 
the fift,gaue him his pardon, H avs. Ivniys#n his Co- 
mentarie of the haire of the head. ca, 10.Lo: Viyes in

Reaſon dothteach and examples doe confirme that 
| blacke hayreor any other colour growe whitethrough 
feare, If that which nouriſherh the hayre fayles, wee 
grow bald: if it bee corrupted, they growe white , for 
that anrvakind andan vnnarurall humour ſucceedes that 
whichis growne could, wee hauea hiſtory in our time 
ynder Fxancis Gonzac vs: hee hauing lulpeed 
one that was allyed vnto him of treaſon, cauſed himto 
be imp:iſoned in a ſtrong I ower, reſoluing to giuehim 
the racke, and to put 1m to death .

I hauc ſecne ma- 
ny that hauc growne madde through feare,, and it is 
certaine in them thatarc molt ſetled , whileſt the ficte 
continues, it doth cauſe terrible amazements , I leaue 
ro ſpeake of the vulger ſort, ro whome ir doth ſome 
times repreſent their great Grand-father comming our 
of-rthe Graue in a ſheete,, ſome-times wild-Woolues, 
Hobgoblins, and Bug-beares .

Pope Pay 1v'sthethird, hauing inthe yeareof our 
Loxyp GOD 1 5 36. exhorted the Emperor Cranes 
the 5: andthegrear King Francis toparle together 
at Nice,the Emperors Fleete came to anchor inthe port 
of Pille franche-, where they ſtayed a daye .. Abour 
Noone , as ſome- Imperialliſts, did walke bchold:ng 
the' Sea and che high Alpes , they diſcoucred a thicke 
cloud , which d:d rife ltke che ſmoa'c' of a Pallace 
ſtanding on the ſide of a Hill not farce from them. 
And for that. this Cloud did increa{ſc and growe by lit- 


tle and little ; fomebeganne to manntainc and fay, tharit 
4; as i was 
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was a mournfull ſigne, and that Baxzzaxos$a Ge- 
nerall ofthe Twrkes flect did approch, to ſurpriſe both 
the Pope and the Emperour. Vpon this feare they giue 
an Alarum. All rhe whole Fleete is ſo terified, as the 
Marquis of G#aft Collonel ofthe foote , perſwaded the 
Emperour to getto the toppe of the Appenin hills , and 
Anvprevy Doria who commanded as Admirall, 
cauſed them to weigh their Anchors and to turne their 
Galleyes, yet the Emperor would not ſtirre, ſaying it 
was a falſe brute. as it appeared ſoone after, that a cor;- 
eri-man fanning beanes in the open Ayre todrav them 
from their chafte, had cauſed much duſt,and ac ſixc and 
thirty ſencrall times had raiſed this ſmoake,which many 
did hold to be fixe and thirty Gallies, yet fome Macri- 
ners did affirme that it was the Turkiſh Flcete, Bur the 
deceit beeing dilcouered , this feare ( which had made 
moſt of them to looke pale and tremble ) was now tur= 
nedinto mirth and laughing.

Cowl nzs in the Hiſtcryof Ln wrstheg, end Pays X- 
MELIVS. [ib.10. make mention : for that I docchiete- 
ly baſie my (elfe about Hiſtoriesthart are lately paſt. 
In the third Ciuill-warre of France vader Cnaris s 
the ninth in the yeare 1568.the Armies beingin Poitos, 
neere vnt9 ſaſenueil, it happened that the Prince of Con- 
a: hauing fayled of an Enterpriſe , and retyring in the 


night, all the baggage of his foote-men ſtayed by a

About ſix and twenty yeares ſince there was a falſe 
brute of the comming of the T#rkes Arnie to inuade* 
Auſtria : {0 as both Citizens and Country. men ( with- 
out knowing the Author) tooke a ſtrangealarum, ſaying 
one vnto another that the Turke approched with ſo ma- 
ny thouſand men, and hadno more todoe, but toen- 
ter into the Country. The feare was ſo great asall aban- 
doning their Honles; Villages and Townes , beganto 
diſlodge in great troupes,with their VViues and chilgre, 
ſome on horſe-backe, others in Cartes,and the moſt pa:

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of Schallenbewrg , ſeated vpon the fide of a rocke where 
as (hce then was, aduertiſed her that manic _— 
of Men, Women and Children came running therher 
ward, Shce putting her head out art a windowe, and 
ſceingthele poore people runne like ſcattered ſheepe, 
ſent one of her ſeruants on horſe-backe -vnto them, 
to knowe the cauſe ofthis amazement . Beeing retur- 
ned hee ſayd thatalltheſe poorepeople did afſure him 
that the T#rkjfh ſquadrons were verie neere ar thetr 
heeles.Vponthis reporr,the Baroneſle receiued allthem 
that fled : fo as the Caſtell, che baſe Courr and che 
ditches were all veric full withthem . This ſodaine feare 
did runne from Yiensns vnto Lixts , which is about ſome 
thirtic howers iorney . Thetrumpet of Li##s chat ſtoode 
in a watch Tower , which deſcouered a farreof, gaue 
che Alarum, as if che Twrkes had beene hard cuen at 
hand fo as all they of the Towne ranne preſently vn- 
co their armes. But beeing ſoone afcer hams cthac 
it was a troupe of Hevgerian Oxen, which had rayſed 
a great duſt}, cuery man retired: and thoſethar had fled 
becing diſperſed in diuers places recouering their ſpirits 
by lictle and little, returned home to their houſes. M.

In the yeare I 5 9 2. an other feare did ſhake all the

ana'arume, and to truffle yp their baggage : maki 

their packes , and lading of Cartes with the beſt 
they had , the poorer ſort carried i  - 
cir 
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their ſhoulders , and Women bare theyr yong chil- 
dren in theyr armes, and the bigger they leddein their 
handes . The ſtreeres did eccho againe with fighes, 
lamentations and miſerable cries , mingled with a 
ſtrange confuſed noyſe through-out all the Cittyc: 
To conclude it was a pittifull ſpeQacle. So as che 


newes continuing and remayning ſtill that the Twrkes 


approched and drewe ncre, there was nothing to bee 

eQcd but a horrible flight of all in generall, with 
ſuch blinde diſorder and tumultuous violence , as in 
the preſſe of thepcople', of Hotſes and Carts, ma-- 
ny Children and ſome Women loſt their lives, becing 
ſmothered,thisfcare continued 3.daics being impoſſible 
to aſſure and bring backe them that fled, who in the end 
otherwiſe perſwaded by diuers Aduertiſements and 
Meſages , returned to their howſes.

SOLIMAN theTurke hauing beſeeged Prenna in Au- 
ſtria, the 26, day of Septemberia the yeare 15 29.the be- 
ſceged made a alley of 89co. Menthe fixt of Oftober, 
with an intentto chaſe che Enemy out of che {ub-urbes, 
and to blowe vp their Mynes. They chaſcd awaye the 
Turkesthat were towards the Caſtle-gate , and cut ma- 
ny in peeces that wereneete the Towre of Carinthiz, 
Beeing ready to proceed further,aduancing couragioul- 
ly, one cryed with a loud voicethat the ſhould retire & 
put them-ſeluesin battle, This crie did puttheſouldicrs 
inro ſuch a ſodainefeare, as they beganneto leauetheyr 
rankes and to flye towardes the Citry , in ſuch diſorder 


as ſome thruſt violently by thereſt, fellinro the Ditches

> he hid a craftic ſpirit, The 7 wr: es 
did admire him , and honour 
him as a Saint,anda docrof myracles :perſwading my 
Interpreters to lead mce vnto him,that I mighc ſec him. 
Hze dined at my Table ſobcrly and modeſtly . Then 
going downe into the Court, he returned ſoone againe: 
hauing taken vp a great Stone, hee ſtrooke him-ſelte 


ſuch blowes vpon the naked breſt, as thev had beene 
ableto hauekilled an Oxe. This done, he laid hold vpon 
a pecce of Yron, which they had expreſl:c put intothe 
fire, ſo as it was red whotte, hee pur it imto his mouth, 
andturned it vp and downe, the Sprtle hiſſing as wa- 
ter doth , when as a Smith quencherth a fiene hotre 
Yronin it . This Yron was reaſonablic long, and great, 
and ſquareat the end, the which entred ſo whotre 1nro 
his mouth , as it was like vnto a burning coale. This 


done , hee puts the Yron againe into the fire , then

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hauing made an obeyſance vnto mee, and recenedare- 
ward, hee departed , My ſeruants being amazed at 
this ſight , one of them thinking him-ſclfe more ſufh- 
cient then his companions , began to ſaye vnto them, 
Poore fooles why doe you wonder ? doe you thinke that 
this counterfet hath put the fire in his mouth indeed ? 
They bec I.npoſtures and iughng trickes . And in fay- 
ing to, hee layde holde of che Yron by the verye ende 
which was out of the fire, to ſhewthat it might be han- 
dled without any hurt or burning , But hee had no 
ſooner gript it in his hand ,Ggut hee ſhake it off as ſpee- 
dily.: bur.not wich ſuch caſe : for the ſpace of many 
dayes , hee had the palme of his hand and fingers fo 
pirtifully burnt withthe fire, as -hee had much paine to 
healer. 

His companions could not conteine them-ſelues 
from laughing , asking him, if hee did not beleeuethat 
a flaming fire was whotte? adding , That hee might if 
hee pleaſed , make a ſecond tryall to confound them 
whome hee had ſo mocked : But hee would no more 
meddle with jt, At dinner, this T#rke who ſayde he was 
a Monke, reported rnto mee, that his Abbot, a holy and 
famous man for his miracles , Was accuſtomed to caſt 
his cloake vpon a Lake neereynto the Couent,and then 
did fit ypon it, and did ſport himſelfe as caſily vpon the 
waterinthis ſort, asif hee had becne rowing in a faire 
and calme day ina Boate .

If you will ſay vnto mee, that 
ſuch miracles of Sathan , are Impoſtures where-vnto 
you giueno credit, no more doel . [ tell you but what 
the Monke reported : but as for the burning Yron , I did 
ſee it with mine owne eyes : the which is not ſo admira- 
ble, as you Would thinke arthe firſt : for I doubt not bur 
this counterfet worker of miracles,goingtc ſeekea ftone 
inthe Court-yard to beare his breſt withall , might an- 
noint his month with ſome-thing that was fitte co reſiſt 
the violence of the fare, as you know there is. I remem- 
ber to haue ſcene in Saint Aarkes at Venxee a Monte- 
bancke,which did willingly handle molten Lead, and 
Waſht his hands there-with, with-out any burning .

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there fell from Heauen aboue twelue hundred ftones, 
among the which as C ax p an reports in his Booke De- 
reruns V arietate , Was found one of fixe-ſcore pounds 
waight, and another ofthree-ſcorezmany were broughe 
to diuers French Noblemen, commanding then in thoſe 
p_ forthe King. Theſe ſtones were of a ruſtic col- 
our, very hard and ſmelt of ſulphur . Two houres be- 
fore this ſhower, the Heauens ſeemed all on fire: what 
the miſerable eſtate of Milawandthe Neighbour Cour® 
tries were afterwards. Gyicnarpin doth ſbewe in his Hiſe 


torie of the warres of Ttalte. 
The 19. of July 1528. the Countrie lying aboue 


Avuſbowrg,was wondertully ſpoiled with hayle ſtones, 
greater then a bigge mans fiſte,falling from Heauen for 
the ſpace of ſome houres . Three yeares after there fell 
ſuch a violent hayle about Baſil , as all the vignes were 
ſpoyled. Ar Liſbonne in Portugal it rayncd bloud in 
great aboundance, In theyeare 1542. it rayned bloud 
in the Dioceſſe of Munſter,aboute Safſembeurg,not farre 

from Warendorfe, | 
In the yeare 1544. there fell great ſtore of haile a- 
bout Sileſia , the tones whereof were as bigge as Eſtri- 
ges cpges, and in them there appeered plainely the fi- 
gures of long partie colloured breeches afterthe Lanſ- 
quenet faſhion. And in manie of them becing broken, 
there were found Rones made like vnto Twrkiſh T«y- 
bans , In the vpper Alſaca, about Colmar an Imyperiall 
Towne, there tel from heauen a great ſh9wer of Froggs 
and Toades in the yeare 1549 . The peaſants were 
troubled for ſome daies ro kill chis Vermine with (ves: 
and rhen leaſt-the aire ſhould beeinfeRted , the Magi- 
ſtrare cauſed them to bee gathered togither vpon 
« heapes, 
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heapes , and then filled great dirches with them. In 
the yeare 1550, ſome dates betore Eaſter in the monech 
of March , ewo houres together there fel: from Heauen 
about Clagenfurt and Yillae Townes of Carinthia, good 
wheate in gieat aboundance , which the Inhabitantes 
ofthole places did gather togither , & made good bread 
a longtime of it, 

A yeare afcer , which was 1551. it rayned bloud ouer 
£/benne in Portugall ; the ſame yeare a little before 
Whuſfontide , the cloudes opening , there fell ſuch 
ſtreames of Water about Xittengen in Franconia , as 
the flouds vpon the Land drowned manic men , and 
much Catrell almoſt inan inſtant. A great farme con- 
fiſting of manie houſes , was ouerthrowne and almoſt 
all chat dwelt iaic drowned. The Bridge at Kittenges 
was beaten downe and carried awaiez and it they had 
not ſodenly giuen paſſage to the Waters, percing the 
Towne walles , all had beene loſt, There were fiue 
houſes quite ouerthrowne * flue others in a village ,cal- 
led Rwodke: and flue in an other place: fiuereene men 
were drowned at Speckfwrt , and manie houſes beaten 
quite downetothe grownd,as alſo at Pabemberg,where- 
as the vignes and corne-ground was ſpoyled er a very 
range manner, Atthe ſame-time berwixt Getheand 
I{emacin Twringe , the continuall raine did make the Ri- 
ucrs to-rije and ſwell in ſuch ſort, as in the village of 
T bewtlehe fine houſes were carried away with a Farimer, 
and his flue Children. 

In an other village the Waters did drownerthe Cat- 
cellchat wereiathe field , and the young boyes that kept 
them. Towardes Schlakew/ wals, where the minesarc, 
thelc dclages did igefiymable hagme . The Riuer ry 
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Bbe becing rifſen with the raine. Water , did much 
harme in the Countric , and fo did otherRiuers atthe 
ſame-time . The fourercene of AugnRt r552. a great 
tempeſt ryſfing inthe aircoucr Holland, there fe!l aboun- 
dance of hayle, eueric ftone waying abone one pound, 
beeing all of divers formes . Some were veris like the 
Sonne, others werelike vnto a Crowne of thorne , ſome 
reſembled VWhecles, andother things. The Sonne ha- 
uing cauſed them to melt , there came' forth a ſtinking 
{moke, the which infeQed the aire, whereof followed a 
om mortality of Cattell,, Some monethes before,the 

wers of Sal and Mein, famous in Germame, did ouer- 
flowe and ruined manie buildings , and drowne manie 
Menand much Cartell . It rayned bloud in France, And 
neere vato Marpurg there was a poole ſcene manie 
times bloudie. Si ©74:08 £594 

Budifsine a Towne ſcated at the foote of the moun- 
taines (whichProtown ncalles Sudeyes ) atthe emrie 
ot the vpper Luſatia, a League from the ſpring of the Ri- 
uer S#euxe, did feele the thirtceneth of Auguſt in the 
ſame yeare x 55 2. the miſery which foloweth . Ar 
night a thicke cloud breaking and falling violently in 
the yallees, where there are manie pooles, the ſame bee- 
ing full and the caufics broken, the. Vater findiuga 
paſſage,it beganneto runne rowardes this Rtuer which 
was neere, and made it {well heigher rhen cuer had 
beene ſcene, hauing af t ſelfea ſwift. and fodaine courle, 
falling from the mountaines .. Becing then accompi* 
nied with rheſe violent Waters, it did breake,oncrthrow 
and pull vp allthe foundations of bridges', gardines and 
buildings that were a, mile about , ſo as there were no 
lignes ofthemtoÞe lecnc.' - 7 £4 
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T his violent floud did drowne two and thirtic perſons, 
which cquJd not recouer the Towne in time . Many 
without ſaucd them-ſclues in the neere Mouataines , It 


was thought that inthi; deluge there were aboue a hun-. 


dred perſons drowned. 

Intheyeare 1553. the extraordinary raine made the 
riucr of Rhine to {well and ouer-flowe, the which was 
the ſpoile of a great Counttie necre vnto the bankes. 
The Towne of Reffach among others, was in danger to 
be drowned by this floud , the which was rune out ina 
ſhorrtime , leauing in recompence of the ſpoile it had 
made , great abundance of Fiſhe vpoa the land, in the 
Mcdowes and Mariſhes, yea euen inthe Towne vautes, 
Ar Erford it rained bloud , the fift of Iunc the ſame 
yeare: and ar Zipfic rhe 8. of Iuly. In the ſame mo- 
neth ſome dayes before the Batcaile betweene M av xics 
EleRor of Saxonie, and ArzurT Marquis of Brande- 
bawrg towards Held:ſbrims , there were many Trees and 
Herbes ſecae coucred with bloud, which had fallen from 
Heauen. Inche yeare 1554. the 26.of May, it rained 
bloud,necreto Durnke a Towne in Germanie, The yeare 
following, it did alſo raine bloud at Fribosrg in AC;/nia. 
And on the ſixt of Iune there was ſeene in che Caſtell 
Dicche of YVinaire in Saxoxie , a Fountaine of bloud, 
There was an other betwix: Erford and Vinaire, and a 
third at Erferd , which before was cleere and faire wa- 
ter, Inthe yeare 1556. about the twelfe andthirteench of 
Maye, there fell a dewe from Heauzn about Breſle and 
necreto Don, inthe Cantos of Bearne, the which hada 
taſte ſweeter then Honie, Two daycs after it raigned 
bloud necre to Sthefauz? . The ſecond of September 
thc raine fell in ſuch aboundance at Locarre , as the 

Towne 
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towne was almoſt ſpoiled and in daunger to be ruined. 
Theſe Hiſtories are gathered out of the Collett on of Prod- 
gies magdebyL,Lycoerunnas. | 
In Iune in the yeare 1 5 86. there did riſe ouer the 
Cittie of Conſtantinople, a darke cloude the which being 
diſperſed , there followed a ſhower of Graſſe-hoppers, 
which did nippe the fruits and the Leaues of Trees. The 
yeare following in December there happened a thing 
no leſſe ſtrange on the frontiers of Crsa7ia neereto Yit- 
hitz ,a Caſtell belonging vito Cnarrss Archduke 
of Auſtris . They did ſeca cloud of Ducks and Geeſe 
by thouſands , which falling into a lake neere by : the 
night following they made {o furious a fight , as all 
the neighbour Countries heardit., In the morning the 
Soldiars and Country-men ranue thether , where they 
founda great number of Ducks and Geeſe that had kil- 
ledone another whereof they gathered great numbers: 
ſome a hundred, ſome two hundred, they dreſtthem af- 
tertheir manner , and lived thereof a longtime. Thoſe 
which remayned of this great armie of Combarants, be- 
ing ſeencin a medowe they tooke their flight and went 
elſe where, 1. Lzx oncLav rv $,7# theſupplement of the 
Annales of Turks.

committed to one of his confident ſeruantes to keepe. 
Hee was fed with bread and water,like a crimynall per- 
fon condemned to perpetuall priſon , and no man 
knewewho hee was. Inthe meanc time they fought 
vp and downe for Pzc car o, but hearing no newes, 
of him,the Iuſtice of thatplace where he dwelt, thoughe 
that hee had beene flayne; for they had found his moile 
and ſome droppes of bloud vpon him. They make 
diligent information , and two men are charged , with 
whome in times: paſt hee had had a quarrel] , vppon 
this preſumption, they are miſerablic impriſoned and 
greeuiouſly tortured in ſuch ſort. as they were: forſdto 
confefſe that they had ſlaine P nc cn1 o fo asthe one 
was hanged and the other beheaded.

yeares , neuer changing nor putting of the clothes on

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had . When they tooke him 3: yet full of hope that 
G OD would one day deliuerhim . His Sonnes,accor- 
ding to the cuſtome, made his funerall , and the deuided 
his goods, Hee was taken in the yeare 1540. and was 
deliuercd inthe yeare 1559-inthis manner . The Lord 
who vied him inthat fort, beeing dead they intreated 
Pxzxccuato after his accuſtomed manner, neither did 
anje one cuer ſce him,or ſpeake co him in all this time, 
Ir chanced that this Lords heirc had an humor cobailde 
neere vnto this Tower, and as they pulled downethe 
Walles which did compaſle in P x c cx1o who had 
no light but by a narroweclifte, by the which hee re- 
cciued his meate and drinke , they ſpiedthis man with 
his clothes tottered, his beard long to his knees , and his 
haire hanging vpon his ſhoulders.

Then hee lettes them 
vnderſtand what hee was ,and of all his aduenture : in the 
end hee was knowne, reenters into his goods that were 
{old by his Sonnes,and beeing cleerely curedof his gout 
hee liued the remainder of his daics helthfully . The 
which I haue heard from his owne mouth in Milan, 
whereI intreated him to ſet mee dowae this diſcours, 
the which hee didat large in the yeare 1566.

taken their Commander priſoner , who was a man of a 
tall and goodly ſtature,and (o riche,as he offered almoſt 
an incredible ranſom : although many did affticmethat he 
had meanesto giue more. Heoffered vnto the Polonians 
ifthey would faue his life, and not carry him vato the 
Vainod, to pay them twiſeas much gold , thriſe as much 
filuer,and once as much in Pearle,as he ſhould way. This 
ſum was ſufficientto winne theihearts of men of higher 
qualities : yettheſe Polowians ( men which liue by carty- 
ing of armes,and ſecke moſt commonly entertainemert 
ofthem which will giue moſt, )choſe rather to keepe the 
promiſe faichfully made by them vnto the Yaized, to 
bring vnto him all the priſoners they ſhould rake,thento 
lade them-ſ(clues with Golde, Siluer, orPearles . They 
therefore carried him vnto the Yained , who with-our 
demanding or accepting of any ranſome , cauſed him to 
be cur in peeces With other priſoners? and-ſooneafter he 
: himſelfe was flaine by a Turkiſh Baſs4, and the Polonians

Sin Ztaly, vnder the raigne of Lzvyts 

gy che twelfth,a riche Marchant of Milan, 
Y (hauiag one onely Sonne called G a-

£4 icauing bis heire a verye great eſtate, 


L1 2 - whom 
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whom the Mother ( an honorable and vertuous Gentle- 
woman) cauſed tobe carefully broughe vp , andinſtruc- 
red in all honeſt and decent Here, Hh Bring come to 
the age of cighteeneyearcs,he began onthe one part; to 
vnderſtand che eſtate of his affayres, for that his Mother 
would not marry any more: and on the other , hee was 
perſwaded by ſundry exhortations to containe him-ſelfe 
inthe way of vertue. There-vpon it happened,that there 
was a queſt.on for the recoucric of a great ſumme of 
money due by a Gentleman of Yenrce, who trafficked 
much into the leuant Szas. Gaittas whe had not 
gone farre{rom his owne houſe, intreated his Mother 
to giue him leaue to make hts voyage roYenice,to take 
ſome order for this buſineſſe , having a ready witre fict 
for any thing. The Mother conſented , and after many 
goodly admonitions, ag—_ him a ſeruant to ac- 
companic him, the ſuffered him to depart. Being come 
to Venice, the Gentleman that was his debtor, entertai- 
ned him courtecouſly , and after ſome dayes , conduged 
him to Padova, Where his familie was , that hee might 
prouide forthe paiment of his debr, 

The Venetian had a Daughter called Lv.cxx x 14, a- 
bout ſixteene yearesolde, of whomart the firit ſight G a- 
L84s fellinJoue, The night following, hee had afeare- 
full dreame. It ſeemed vnto him that a Man vaknowne 
opened his breſt and Ly cx T1 as, andthen fed vpor 
their hearts . Awaking ſodenly all amazed and crying 
out, hee tels vnto his ſeruant his paſſion , where-on hee 
had after-wards this dreame . The ſeruant who was a 
cunning Bawde,made himan ſtionofthis dreame, 
ſuch as hee knew to bee fitte for his Maiſters humor, 
and wrought ſo cunningly , that ſoone aſter the young

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Man and the young Miide talked ſecretly together, G a= 


LEAs promiſing Lvcxert1a to take her away, and 
carry her to Milan, where when as they ſhould come to 
riper age, they would marry. Tieir diſordred defires 
did ſo blinde and tranſport them, as contemning all ho. 
neſt and lawfull meanes, which were cate, they ranne 
head-long into the miſeries which followed, Gatzas 
vhog diuerſe treacherous praCtiles,fained to ſend his ſer- 
uant backe to Mrlan, with diners Letters of affaires, and 


hee himſelfe returned to YVenrce with the Gentle-man, 


where hee receiued money,and tooke order for all that 
ſor the which hee had beene ſent by his Mother. Afrer 
three dayes , newes wete brought vnto this poore Gen= 
tleman of Venice, that they knew not what was become 
of his Daughter Ly cxzT1Aa. But GaLzas ſervant 
lurking at Milan, had ftolne her away , and cariyed her 
to Milan,where hee had hyred a houle, and left herin the 
guarde of an olde woman, who was ſome-times G a 1 z- 
a s Nurce,who ſeemed to weepe with theVexetian: who 
vnderſtanding that his Wiferemaining at Padoxa, grew 
deſperate for the loſſe of her Daughter , went thether 
to comfort her : leauing GaLz as, whopreſently takes 
another way, ſaying, thathee wentto his Mother, who 
had called him home. 

Being come to Milan, after that hee had giuen an ac- 
coumpt of their common affaires,he goesto Lv cxz cn 
whom hee entertaines in his houſe ſo cunninglye, as for 
three yeares together nothing was diſcouered . In the 
end Gatzas had two crofle incounters. The one by Ly- 
cRETIA,Who defired the performance of his promile,and 
the other by his Mother,who did ſolicite him to marrie. 


He was wholy inclined to keepe his word, and to marrie 


Ll 3 Lycas 
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Lycxz T14A, but yetthey were much troubled to diſco- 
uer it vnto his Mother, who {ceing a great alteration in 
him ſince his returne from Yenrce, did long muſe vpon 
her Sonnes excuſes : wio being growne ſtrong , riche, 
and in the flower of his age, was deſiredof the beſt fami- 
lies of Milan, who would not haue diſdained his ally- 
ance. Inthe eade ſhee wroug'tt ſo, asſh2e blew vp this 
Mine , and di{coucred that her Sonne entertained a very 
fairc young Maide,inthatlodging,where his Nurce had 
beene placed : but where-as ſhee ſhould hauve procee- 
ded freely , ſhee rooke a wrong courſe, which brought 
forth terrible effects, G ODS luſtice vii1g luch m2anes 
forthe execution of his fearefull decrees . Watching a 
ficce oportunitie , (hee fent certaine men diſguiſed 11ito 
the houſe where-as LvcxzT1A was : they put a gagge 
in her mouth, and threaten her wich death, if ſhe cryed 
ourt,and then they carry her ſecretly into a Monalterie of 
women, where ſhece is committed to ſafe keeping, G a= 
LEAS returning late tothis lodging,and not finding her: 
vaderſtood from his Nurſe what had chanced : where- 
wich hee entred into a ſtrange furie,and continued allthe 
next day without cating anything. His Mother aduerti- 
ſed thereof, went vnto him;and ſceing him in the way to 
deſpaire,ſhe began to aſſure him that Lvcxs r 1a was 
whercas ſhe would give a good account of her, wiſhing 
him to take courage and be of good cheere . There-vpon 
hecameſome-what co him-ſelfe,havinga promiſe that 
they would reſtore Lvcrsr 1a againe vnto him that 
night. Inthe meanetime he imagines, that theſe diſgui- 
ſed men had abuſed her: with other ſtrange furies where» 
with choller had poſleſt him : fo as coward night Lv- 
cFAa TIA beingreſtored vnto him,he gaue herbutacold 
| : reception, 
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reception,then comming neerer vnto her, he ſayd, there 
is noreaſon they ſhould ſeperate vs any mote , but that 
wee ſhould corcurre together in one death: at which 
wordes hee drewe out his Poynard , and ſtabbes her 
in {uch ſort,as ſhee fell downe dead at his feete : with the 
ſame Poynard ſmoaking with L vertrt1As bloud, hee 
ſtrikes hin-ſelte vnto the heart, and after ſome wordes 
hedyed. The ſame night they were both interred, vpon 
a brute that they were dead of the plague, whom the con- 
tagion had preſently choke, Hiſtory of Italy.

Af liecuſtome ſhee doth furniſh crea- 
tures wich ſuch force and dexterity, 
2D © which haue the members crooked, 
FI—Y=) defetiue or weake , or that haue 
noneatall,or hauing, do morethen is preſcribed them ; 
as we may wel ſay,that the perfeRion of a Creature con- 
fiſts,not in the diſtintion of members , but in the conti- 
nuall vſe thereof . I have often conlidered thereon. 
When we were at Cobowyg,inthe Lodging of Exazmys 
NzvsT®ETAER,A Wile & yertuous Gentleman of Geramva- 
yie : hauing giuenvs the beft entertainement hee could 
deuile,hee ſent to a certaine place not farreof tor a yong 
man 


n SEV 
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man about thirtie yeares old,the which was borne with- 
out armes , Who could do as much with his feete as a ve- 

' able man could do with his hands , ſoas he hin-ſelfe 
did atterme,that nature had recompenced one guift with 
an other, Being ſet vpon a ſeate equalling the heigth of 
the cable whereon they ſer the meate, hee tooke a knife 
with his feete , and began to cut both bread and meate, 
carrying it vnto his mouth, anda goblet alſo, as cafilic 
with his feete as another doth with his handes. Af- 
ter dinnerhee beganneto write both 7talien hand and 
Dutch ,ſoright and fo well, as euerie one of vs deſired 
to haue of it , to keepe for a ſ{ingulariry, Ar my requeſt 
hee tooke a perrknite and made good pennes to write, 
and preſented them to mee and to others , Beeing thus 
buſicd , I did carefully confiderthe faſhion of his feete 
and did finde this toes were ſum-thing long , fic to laie 
hold ofanything,anda farre off , they reſembled the fin- 

ers of a mans hand -as for his legges hee kept them 
couered with his cloake. Pu. Camtranivs 4 Ger- 
maine Lawirr , in his learned Hiſtorical Meditations, . 
Chap.37- 

I haue ſcene at my houſe alittle man borne at Nantes, 
without armes , Who hath ſo well faſhioned his feete to 
the ſeruice which his handes doe owe him , asin truth 
they haue halfe forgotten their owne naturall dutie . Fi- 
nally hee calls them his handes, hee cuttes, hee chargeth 
a piſtol , and diſchargeth it , hee threads a needle, hee 
{owes, hee writes , hee pulles of his hat, hee combes his 
head, hee plaies at Cardes and Dice, and ſhakes them 
with as great dexteriticas any other, the money which 


I gaue him , hee carried away in his foote , as Wee doc 
* 
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in our hand, I did ſee an other when I was a Childe, 
who handled a two-hand ſwvord,and a haiberd , helping 
him. ſclfe with the bending of his necke tor want of 
hands,he would caſtthem vp inthe aire and catch them 
agiine,throwe a dagger, and make a whippe lath as well 
as any Carterin France, MonTaicns hber 1. of his 
Eſſates.

Of this laſtia my opinion, orof anotherno leſſe ad- 
mirable, Maiſter Ams.Paxz makes mention in theſe 
tearmes. Notlong ſince there was a man ſeenc at Pare, 
without aries , becing fortie yeares olde, ſtronge and 
luſtie, who did ina manner all the actions that an other 
might doe with his hands: with the ſtumpe of his ſhoul- 
der and his head, hee would ſtrike a hatchet as ftrongely, 
as another man could do with his armes, More-ouer 
hee would laſh a Carters whippe , and did manie other 
actions with his feete : hee did cate, drinke , plaicd at 
cardes and dice: inthe ende hee was a theefe and a mur- 
therer,and was putto death in Gelderlapd, Booke 2.4. trea- 
ting of monſters. Chap.8, 

Ot late dates wee haue ſeene at Paris a woman 
without armes which did cut, ſowe,and doe manie other 
ations. The ſame Author. I baue often-times ſpo- 
ken with the Brother of one , called N. Mapaus, 
who hauing both handes eaten of with hogges , lying 
in the Cradle,becing but a yeare and halfe olde,or there 
aboutes did helpe her lelte as well with the ftumpes bee- 
ing growne great,as wee do with our fingers. Shee did 
worke excellently well in tapiſtrie , didchreed her needle 
very arteficially,aad did ſowe well in lynnen . Hemerials 


of our time. 
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Wee haue at Nuremberg a young man and a youn 
maide borne of one Father and Mother , ofa M2 | 
houſe, which are dombe and deafe by nature, yet both 
ofthem Reade verie well, VVrite, Cifer, and caſt an ac- 
count, Tneyong man conceiues at the firſt ky the ſignes 
that are made him, what they demand of him,and it hee 
wants a penne, by his countenance hee deliuers his 
thoughtes , becing the cunningeſt player art all games 
of cardes and dice, that is to bee foundamong the Ger- 
maines , His Siſter exceedes all other maides in wor- 
king with theneedie, in all workes of Linnen , Tapiſtry, 
imbroydrie &c. But amongeſt the- wonderfull recom- 
pences of Nature , this 1s remarkable , that commonlie 
ſecing anic ro mooue their 11ppes , they ſeeme to vn- 
derſtand what is ſayd . They-doe verie often aſſiſt 
at Sermons , and you would faie, that they vnderſtand 
with their eyes what the Preacher faies, as others 
are accuſtomed to doe by hearing: for as often as they 
will , and without arte teaching-, or examples , they 
write the Lordes prayer and other Holie praiers: they 
can repeatethe Texts of the Goſpels. that are Preacht 
on Holle daies, and write them readche. VVhen as 
the Preacher in his Sermon makes mention of our Saut- 
ourlssvsCur1sr,theyoung man before anie other 
puts his hand to- his hat , and bends his knee with great 
reverence. Inthetime of our Fathers , there was ſeene 
in Flanders, IlounFaiRD1iNnAND who was borne : 
ſtacke blinde and poore, ſurmounting theſe two dif- 
ficulties which are great enemies to learned menin ſuch 
ſort , as hee became alearned Poet and Phyloſopher , as 
beſides hee was ſo gvod a muſtuen , as hee plaicd 


veric cxcelentlic well of divers fortes of Inſtrumentes, 
to 
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cothe great content of them that heard him: and beſides 
did ſet ſongs of foure or flue parts. Not much aboue a 
Ioo,yeares (ince,thcre were wonders ſeene in Nicasrvs 
de V\rrxps borneat Maklinin Brabant . Being falne blmd 
before hee was three yeares old, yet he profi:ed ſoin all 
Diuinitie and humanitie ( although he hadneuer learned

Not long fince was Luvvis Grxortro in Malie, 
commonly calledthe blind man of Haaria , who beeing 
blinde from his birthe , ſhewed in his Ora. ions and Poe- 
fies that are in Print, a ſpirit as aftiue and quick, as 
if he had turned ouer all the learned writings ot ancient 
and moderne Authors ,I haue read in his Poeſies, Ep. 
grames as ſharpe and as witcie,as any what-ſo-cuer . In 
Fraxce alſo wee haue ſeene blind Rowuis rx vs, who in 
our time was a great Philoſopher, a leatncd Gramarien,a 
ſubcill diſputer, an excellent Preacher , of a quick iudge- 
ment,and a readie memorie, I haue ſpoke twiſe vnto 
him,and haue profited by his graue diſcourſes. Drawne 
ont of my Memorialls.

They were both learned,afteQing to follow 
great men,and to dealein aftaires, They playde both of 
the Lute, Song their parts, and did write 0c like vnto 
another,the ſound of rheir voyce, words. geſture, going 
and all their ations were to like,as their Father,Mother, 
and Brethren were deceiued to ſhewe the difference. 
Inuon VWI1LLEMIN, alcarned man, hath confeſt vnto 
me , thar living viually with theſe two Bretheren , and 
talking in a manner hourely vnto them, yet he could not 
diſtinguiſh them, ſo as thinking to impart ſome ſecret 

yntothe one,hee found afterwards that it was the other: 
ſo as it was a reuiuing of Sostas in Pravrtvs Am- 
PHIT R10, More-ouer, theſe two Bretheren hauc beene 
ſarpriſed at one inſtant, and ſeperated one from ano- 
ther , they have beene toucht with one defire , and 
thought vpon the like deſſeine . Beſides one being ficke, 
the other did likewiſe teele the apprehenſton,and did ſuf- 
fer ſome part of his Brothers greete . More-ouer, the 
one not knowing aay thing of the other, being both af- 
feed to one great woman,ſhee made them che like an- 
ſwers , but ſeuerally , and at diverſe houres , vuknowne 
onevnto an other, to whome the Gentle-woman an- 
{\wered,ſome-times tothe one, thinking it had beenethe 
orher,thca tothe ſecond , whome ſhee made much of, 
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vnder this vaile which deceiued her by the report of his 
countenance with his Brothers .. Toconclude, the diffe- 
rence could neuer bee knowne but by themr-ſclues: the 
one hauing a certaine marke on his necke , which hee 
brought from his Mothers wombe, by the impreſſion 
whereof Nature would make ſome difference, thereby 
totake away that pertet reſemblance, and to holde her 
proprizty,which is to retoyce in thediuerfitic ofthings 3 
[ns the 2.T ome of Prodigious Hiftories,parte.2. hiſ.1. 
Inthetimeof Francis Seok 2a Duke of Hilay,there 
was a Boufton or Iefter in his Court called Maravss mm, 
who inface, icſture, and countenance, did (o reſemble 
Sic1smonpMartaTtasre,Lordof Riminy,who had 
marriedS OR zAs Daughter,asif Marat sTx came 
to Milan,Srorz4a knowing that it did offend him to 
haue a.Bouffon taken for him of euery man , was forced 
roſend Marqvs $1n toſome other place, whileſtthat 
$16 1$M oNDſtaicd at Milan, BF vicoss, in h's Ex- 
amples lib. 9,

men, French-mey , and good friends, came together to 
Lions to buic-Iewels, and Silkes for thoſe whom they 
ſhould marry : They lodgedin an Inne called the Hogg, 
in Flanders ſtreere, a famous lodging , but an olde build- 
ing, and very ruinous. For-the loue that was betwixr 
them,they would lodge in one Chamber, andafter they 
had ſpent the day-together merrily , they would lyeto- 
gether , thatthey might haue the more commoditie to 
talke. It happened as they were in bed ;the one reading 
on a Booke, and the other twoſttiuing who ſhould be in 
the middeſt;ſodenly thevpperplancherof the Chamber 
fell vypon them, ſo as all three were ſmothered vnder 
the burthen of this ruine . . T hey were much lamented: 
and ypon this pitiful] and fearefull accident, were made

A Giue this Title ro the following Hiſto- 
"| cic, which is euery way admirable, writ- 
ten by a Marchant of the Lowe Coun- 
tries , in a diſcourſe of his Voyage to 
Bl 1u/couts , not yet Printed that I knowe, 
NY the which I will ſet downe. as briefly as 
poſſibly 1can . Moſcowthe chiefe Cittie of all the Duke 
of MHuſcoutes Countries, is a great Cirttie , but ill com- 
pact, beeing three GerrmarneLeagues anda baltein com- 
palſle,comprehendingthe Suburbes , as much inhabired 
as the Cittie , the which hath not aboue a good French 
League about. The Streetes and Cauſcys are planted 
wich great Trees , ſet very neere together , and boarded 
along the houſes ; beeing ſo durtie there in time of raine, 
as it is .impoflible to goe through the Cittie but on 
Horlſe-backe , according to the cuſtome of the Couns 
trie , Where-as Horſes are verye cheape, and of ſmall 
charge, beeing vnihod, how long ſo euer the journey 
bec, but whentheYce lyes. Fhe Houſes are but of 
one ſtoric, or two at the moſt, all built of VWood , pla- 
ced one vpon another , There are inthe Cittic, Sub- 
urbes and Caſtell, fiue thouſand flue hundred Tem- 
ples,allin a manner like varo Chappels : many beeing 
made With great Trees , one layde vpon thetoppe of 
another . And they had high Towers with-out eyther 
Yron or Stone, very fie and artificially made, The 
great Dukes lodging is alſo of Wood: the which hee 
holds farre more healthfull , then if it were of harde 
Stone . The Caſtell is reaſonably ſtrong of Walles and 
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deepe Ditches . It containes as much ground as the reſt 
of the Citty, On the one {1de of it remaine the Siws , on 
the other fide rhe Opriſsrms , which are as it were ouect- 
ſeers of the great Dukes trea{ure , Theſe diſpatch all 
Marchant ſtrangers,and alloone as you arriue there,you 
mult deliuer into one of their hands all your goods. Be- 
ing gone from the Narue, aboutthe 10, of Iuly 1570. I 
arriued.at Moſcow about the beginning of Auguſt, where 
I found the great Duke and his people buſied to {earch 
out ſome zo. perſons, all which dycd by the Hangmans 
Sword,onely one was caſt aliue into boyling water , for 
that they had receiued preſents and money. Moſt of 
them were great Noble-men,and very familiar with the 
Duke. The reſt were Marchants of Nowpart, with their 
Wiues, Children and Families, beeing accuſed of trea- 
ſon in fauour of the King of Poland, Within fewe dayes 
after, a horrible plague entred the Cittie of Moſcow, 
andthe Countric about it, with ſuch vyolence,as in leſle 
then foure moneths there dyed abouetwo hundred and 
ſiftie thonſand perſons, Andirt was particularly obſer- 
ued , that in eyght dayes, from the tenth to the eigh- 
tcenth of Auguſt, there dyed 2 7 © 3. Prieſts,and this 
Plague continued fo ſtrangely,as in the 2nde euery man 
did wonder, if hee mette with any one of his acquain- 
tance as thenaliue. 

This extreame miſery was followed the yeare after 
with a ſtrangeruine,the 15. of May. The occaſion was, 
that the Emperour of the Tartayes beeing malcontent, 
that the Muſconite payd him no morea certaine annuall 
Tribute , aud hearing on the other-fide, that the great 
Duke by his tyrannics and murthers, had ſo waſted his 
Countries , as they could make no great refiſtance on 
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that ſide, hee did lommon him to paye his Tribute . But 
the great Duke anſwered him with reprochetull ſpee- 
ches and ſcornes.VV here-vpon the Tartar left his Coun- 
trie about the endof February , hauing an Armie of a 
hundred thouſand Horſe, who in two moneths and a 
halfc, marci1ed almoſt five hundred Germaine Leagues. 
Being »icliit £0 dayes journey of the Dukes frontners, 
hee reſolued co meerethem, givingthem Battaile,but he 
loſtir , with a horrible route and (laughter of his men. 
The Duke knowing that the Tartar would ſecke after 
him, fledde with great ſpeed as farreoff as hee could. 
Hee was bur nine Leagues from Aoſcow, when as the 
Tartares came to inueſt the Towne , thinking hiin to bee 
there. Thicy ficred all the Villages about, and ſeeing 
that the VWarre would prooue too long for them, they 
re{olued to burne this great Cittie, or art the leaft the 
Suburbesthereof. Hauing to that end diſpoſed of their 
rroupes round abour, they ſet fire of all parts, ſo as it ſee- 
med a circle on fire. Then did there riſe ſo vyolent a 
winde , as in an inſtant the Towne was fired . This fire 
was ſo ſodaine , as no man had any leiſure to ſaue him- 
ſelfe , but where hee was at that very inſtant. The num- 
ber of them that were burnt inthis fire, came to abouc 
two hundred thouſand : the which happened for that 
their Houſes were all of Wood, and the pauementin 
the Streetes was of great Szppin Trees, the which be- 
ing Oylic, made the Fe the more violent , ſo as in foure 
houres ſpace, the Towne and Suburbes were quite con- 
ſumed. I and a young-wan of Rochell, my Interpretor, 
were in the middeſt of the fire, in a ware-houſe all vaul- 
ted of Stone, wonderfully ſtrong , the Walles beeing 
three foote and a halfe thicke, and had vent but of two 
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fides: one by the which they wentiri and out,the which 
was a good .ong centric, and had three Yron doores, 
diſtant 'ome {ixe foote one from an other . On the 0- 
ther fide, there was a window, hauing three Yron dores 
one halfe a toote from an other , which vents wee did 
ſtoppe on the in-{ide,as well as wee could + yet there 
came in ſo great a ſmoake, as it had beene ſufficient to 
haue {mothered vs, if wee had not had a little Beere, 
where-with weedid ſome-times refreſh our ſelues. Ma- 
nie Noble-men and Gentle-men were ſmothered in 
Caues, whether they retyred them-ſelues, for their hou- 
ſes beeing made of great Trees, comming to fincke fo- 
denly,{mocthered them all. Others becing conſumed to 
Aſhes, ſtopt all vent: ſoas for want of ayre , thoſe that 
were ſhutte in periſhed . The poore Country-men 
eweutye miles about, who had ſaued themyſelues there 
with their Cattell, ſecingthe fire, retyred them-ſclues 
into a great voyde place in the Cittic , which was not 
paued with VWood as the reſt were, yetthey were all ſo 
roaſted there, as one of the talleſt men ſeemed but a 
Childe, the hcate of the fire had fo ſhrunke them vp : 
and that by reaſon of great houſes that were abour ir, 
They werethe moſt hideous and fearefull things to ſee 
that could bce imagined , In many parts of that place, 
men lay vpon heapes abouehalte a Pike thick: the which 
did wonderfully amaze mee, not beeing able to com- 
prehend how they ſhould bee heapt fo one vpponan 
other. 

This horrible fire made moſt part of the battlements 
of the wallesto fall, and ſplitted all the ordinance that 
Jay vpon the walles , which were made of Bricke after 
the Anticke faſhion , wich-out any Ramparsor Ditche 
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about it . Many having ſaved themſclues about the 
walles, were notwithſtanding roaſted among others ; 
there were manie {aliens and WWallows of my acquain- 
tance . Whileſt che fire continued,it ſeemed to vs that a 
Million 9{ Cannons thundred togither,and we dremprt of 
nothin.z but of death , thinking that the fire would con- 
tinue {one dais: by reaſon of the great circuit of the 
Cittic, Calic!] and Suburbes ; Bur all this was conſumed 
inleil2then foure houres ; at the ende whereof the noiſe 
ceaſing , wee hada deſire to lee ifthe Tartares were en- 
tred , of whome wee had noJefle tearethen of the fire, 
They bee people made for the Warre, and yer they eate 
nothing but rootes or ſome ſuch ſubſtance , and drinke 
nothing but water; aud che greateſt Lords among them 
live vpon no thing but vpon fleth that is ſodden betwixt 


the horſe-backe and the {addie wherein hee rides; yer. 


they are ſtronge men , apt toendure paine and ſoarc 


theirhorſes, which runne wonderfull twittly , and goe. 


more ground in one daie feeding but vpon prafle, then 


ours will doc in three, though they haue ſtore of oates. 


And therefore the Tartares come eaſily from farreto al- 
ſaylethe Muſconits:; but they come onelie in Sommer, 
for the commoditic of their horles , Their Countrie is 
temperate, from whence they depart in theendeof Eg- 
bruary to bee in Moſconte inthe beginnging of Iune, and 
they returne in the ende of irinto their Countrie, leaſt 
they ſhould bee ſurprized with Winter in Ruſii4: the 
Which happening, they ſhould all die of hunger,by rea- 
ſon of the defartes conteyning aboue 300, Germaine 
Leagues not inhabited, and therefore without all relecte 
of vituel!s,and their horſes alſo hauing no gratle: fo as 
they are forced to make this voiage. Which is abouc 
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1200.G:rmaine Leagues,in foure or flue monerhes with- 
all cheir armie,, the which doth common!y conſiſt of a 
150.0r 200.thouſand horſe : but their horſe-men arc ill 
armed,carryingno other armes buta ſhirt of maile, with 
a Tauelin,and a bow e and atrowes. they knowe not what 
artillery nor Harguebvzes meanes: hauing out two Cit- 
ties whereas their Emperor keepes his Court, without 
any other Townes , villages or houtles : but they content 
chem-ſcluesto liuein Tentes which they remooue from 
placeto place. 

To returne to our mileric, hauing liſtened a little, we 
might heare ſome Afuſconits running vp and downe 
through the ſmoake, who talked of n1uring vp the portes 
to keepe outthe Tartares,who ſtaied vnril the fire were al 
quencht .I and my Interpreter , going out of the ware- 
houſe,found the asſhes ſo hot,as we durſt {carſe goe,bur 
neceſſi:ie forcing vs, wee did rungeto the cheete port, 
where wee found fiuc and twenty or thirtie men that had 
eſcaped the fire: with whome ina ſhort time wee did 
mure vp that port and the reſt ,, and kept watch all night 
with ſome hargubuzes that were preſerucg in the Re. 
Inthe inorning ſeeingthat the Cittie was not to be held 
by ſo tewe mea as we were - wee ſought ſome meanes to 
emer into the Caſtell, the entrie whereof was then in a 
manner inacceſſible. Hee that commanded t}:cre was 
very glad co heare our [ntentio, & called vnto vs that we 
ſhould be very welcome. Butthere was great dithculy 
to enter by reaſonof the Bridges that were burnt , lo as 
wee vere forcedto climbe ouer Valles , hauing heigh 
Sappin Trees tor Ladders which they had caſt out vnto 
vs , in the which they hadcur notches to keepe vs from 


flyding , Wee did climbe vp with great difficultic, for 
beſides 
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belides che apparent danger of thoſe vneafte Ladders, 
wee carried about vs the ſumme of 4.090. Dallers, and 
ſome pretious tones: the which did trouble vs much 
ro climbe vp theele trees, and that which did increaſe our 
teare was, that before our eyes wee did ſce fome of our 
companions , (lauing nothing bat their bodies to pre- 
{eruc, ) rowle downe from the top of theſe trees intothe 
ditch full of bodics that were burnt: and wee could not 
goe but vpon dead bodies , the heapes whereof were ſo 
thickin cuery place as we were forced to go ouer them, 
as ifchey had beene hills co mount vpon- and that which 
did muchtrouble vs,going vpon them,armes and legges 
did breake, the members of theſe poore Creatures, bee- 
ing calcined anddried vp through the heate of fire. Sin- 
king thus into theſe miſerable carcaſes , the bloud and 
filch did bound vpon vs . The which cauſed ſuch a 
ſtench through out the whole Cirtie,as it was impoſſible 
co remaine there. 

The 25.of May at night ,as wee did attend in great 
perplexity what the Tartares would attempt againſt vs, 
who were 400, or there abours within the Caſtell , the 
Tartares (whom we had ſaluted wich our ſhot, and ouer- 
throwne ſome of them that had approched to neere one 
of the Caſtell gates) beganne to turne head the way by 
the which they came, with ſuch ſpeede as the next mor- 
ning all this ſtorme was paſttor the which hauing prai- 
ſed G OD, and giuen order tor our affaires , as the pre- 
ſent calamity would permit; wee departed from this de- 


ſolate Countric.

cares olde,of a ſanguin complexion bee- 
ing ſeruantto one of the Admirall Birens Stewardes. 
Hee had falne forward with his head vpon a ſtone, and 
had hurt himſelfe on the left fide in the boane towardes 
the fore: head, by meanes of which blowe it had made a 
contuſed or bruzed wounde , withour any frafture of the 
boane,ſfo the ſeauenth daie he fell into a continuall feuer 
with a rauing,and a great inflamation , forthat the hairy 
ſcalpe was hurt,and with all hehada great ſwelling ouer 
all his head and necke, hauing his face wonderfully diff 
ured beeing vnableto ſee or ſpeake, neither yerto ſwal- 
lowe any thing, but that which was verie Liquide . See- 
ing theſe accidents, alchoug! the daje beefore ( which 
was the eight after his hurt ) hce had beene let bloud 


s by GERMAIN AGacz a Maiſter Barber, who had 


drawne from him foure palletces of bloud, and ſecingthe 
Accidents fo great , and the patient fironge, I let him 
bloud againe ,and drewe from him fourercene pallets 
of bloud ar that one time: then the next daje fceing 
that neither his feuer, nor anie of the other Accidents 
were anie whit aſſwaged, but rather increaſed , I did 
Jet him bloude againe, and drewe from him foure 
pallets more . The next daie following, thele ſtrange 


Accidents , becing nothing decreaſed , I was of an 
opynion 
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opinion to let him bloud againe, yet I durſt not doeif 
alone,conſ(idering the great quantitic had beene drawne 
from him. I therefore intreared HMonſier Vioralng, a 
Doctor of Phiſick,a learned Man, and ofa good tudge- 
ment,to viſit the patient. Hauing felt his pulce,and find- 
ing it vety cong, ſeeing alſo the great ſwelling , and the 
vehemencie of the inflamation,hee was of opinion that 
he ſhould be ſpeedily ler bloud, and being told thatthey 
had drawne 22. pallets from him, hee ſayd vnto mee, al- 
though they had drawne more, yet muſt they let him 
bloud againe? ſeeing that the two cheete reaſons that in- 
duce vs to let him bloudare apparent, that is, the great- 
neſſe of the diſeaſe, and the ſtrength of the patient.Being 
glad to heare his opinion, I drew from him three pallets 
more 1n his preſence, and would haue drawne more, but 
he pur it off vntill the after-noone , and then I drew two 
earns more , which in all made ſeuen and twenty pal- 
ets ( euery pallet of Paris conteining three ounces and 
more )the which were drawne from the patient in foure 
dayes. The night following he reſted very well, and the 
next day I found him with our any feaucr, the ſwelling 
was greatly fallen, and his inflamation almoſt gone, ex- 
cept his vpper eye-lids, and the ſoft gitle of his cares, 
which places did impoſtume and caſt forth great abon- 
dance of filche : So hee was fully cured , with the helpe 
of GOD, bythoſe remedies, the which with-our his 
bleſſing had beene invaine. Maifter AmzxosrsPans 
hb.g.Chap.14.

Thelike bark 
beene obſerued by MaiſterIl oss x Damwnovopars,a 
learned Lawicrin Flanders. Whein his cryminall prattife. 
Chap.36. number 21. Reportes a memorable Hiſtoric to 
this purpoſe. Icis not vndiſcreetly done ( ſayth hee }to 
ſhauec all the haire of the bodies of certaine perſons , and 
then co torturethem ; for by that meanes you ſhall hin- 
der the force of ſuch remedies as they vſeto make them- 
ſclues impaſlible , and without feeling in their corments: 
the which they are accuſtomed to practile by Magick 
Artes,Sorceries,[achantments,and execrable charmes: 
as I my ſelfe haue ſeene, during the time that I was a 
Counccllor inthe Citty of Breges: eſpecially in an. olde 
woman,who in hercarriage,apparell, kinde of life,man- 
ners ( which in ſhewe wereirreprehenſible ) did fo ny 
cr 
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her ſelfe , as all did reuerence, reſpe& and efteeme her, 
no leſſethen one ofthe Apoſtells of our SauiourT x s v $ 
Cnnrsr, forthatſhee did as it were miraculouſly cure 
the Children of many honorable families , making 
crooke-backes ſtraight , ſetting legges and thighes that 
were broken ſodenly , not by art nor by any medycines: 
but by words , inioyning flome particular deuotion as a 
faſt of three daics with bread and water : to fay the 
Lordes praier thrice: to goe in pilgrimage to our Ladic 
of Ardembourg , orto Saint Axno viof Audenbourg, 
or to Saintlo> sx:;orto Saint Hvzz nr inthe Foreſt 
of Ardennes : orto cauſe a Maſſe ortwoto be ſong euc- 
rice daic,and to aſſiſt at them deuoute'y, or to caule ſome 
praiers or ſmal ſuftrages to be ſayd at their charge. Theſe 
deuotions dulie performed, w.th in fewe daies after the 
diſeaſed were cured , through the hope which they and 
their friends had in this woman. Her carriage & miracles 
being publiſhed through the Country: the Councellors 
and Iudges ( whoſe Iudgements were perfec,and did ſee 
more cleercely then the popular ) cauſed this woman to 
be apprehended in thenight,& carricd to priſon,but not 
very ſtraightlykept, where the next day ſhe was exami- 
ned,how,by what means, by vertucot whatallian:c, & 
with what cofhidency, ſhedid thoſe cuers?Shealwaies an- 
ſwered confidently, that ſhe had doneall with a good in- 
tent and deuotion, for holie reſpeRs,and therefore they 
ought not to impri/on her ſo 1gnominioully, Yetthe 
Councel moovued by certaine& apparent preſumptions, 
appointed that ſhe (hold be tortured: being brought vn- 
tothe rackand mildly exhorted to confeſle the truth; ſhe 
perſiſted ſtill in the negatiue,with an aſſured counte- 
nance : mayntayning , that ſhee had done nothing 


bur - 
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but by Lawcfull meancs, and wichour conference with 
any cuil ſpirit, There waspreſcnt at her examinar10n the 
Bourgomaſter of Byuges, a man much aftf:Cted with 
the goute, by reaſon whereot during her ex1umination,he 
did ſom2-times'groone and cric out like a man that had 
beene rackt . The olde woman turning to him, ſayd, 
Maiſter Bourgomaſter will you be quite freed troin this 
rorment of the goute. If you pleaſe, [ wil cure you,and 
that ſoone. Is it poſſible ( (ayd the Bourgomaſter) . I 
would willingly giue two thouſand Crownes to haue 
caſe, I will giue itthee ifthou canſtperforme wit chou 
ſaieſt « Then the Councellors and Ofh:ers ti1at were 
preſent ſayd vnto him. Sir beware what you ſay and 
promiſe. Beleeuevs (and ſending this Wich into her 
Chamber) and hearequietly what we will ſay vnto you. 
The woman beeing carried away , they added. Sec in- 
to what daunger youare brought, through a vaine pet- 
fwaſion,that this woman, like vato the Apoſtles, can by 
Lawfull meanes cure your goute, In outward ſhewe,all 
that ſhe doth ſeemerh holie and diuine, but it you looke 
narrolic into her aCtions , there is a great difference . Let 
her be called againe, and demanded howe ſhe pretends 
ro cure you: if ſhe promiſethto helpe you miraculoutly 
as the Apoſtles did diſcaſesin their time , and that (hee 
followeth the courſe which they did, wewill not contra- 
dit her, knowingthar GOD S arme is not ſhortned , It 
ſhe vſcth vnlawfull meanes, and relies vpon them , both 
ſhec and all her inuentions oughtrightlyro be ſuſpeRed. 
Beingtherefore called backe againe, one of theſe Coun- 
cellors aſkt her : If thou preſumcſtto curethe Bourgo- 
maſter of his gout, what meanes and remedies will thou 
applic, noother( ſayth ſhee) but that the a 

elecuc 
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beleeue for certaine,that Thaue power to cure him : hee 
ſhall then be whole and ſour:d of his feere. Having ſpo- 
ken theſe words, ſhee was ſent back vnto her Chamber. 
Thenthe Councellors with one voyce and conſent faid 
vntothe Bourgowaiſter andto the Aſſiſtance. You may 
vnderſtand by the anſwerof this VWVoman, that ſhe doth 
nothing but by the power of Sathan,& that the doth vn- 
der-take to cure the Bourgomaſter by valawfull meanes: 
for in her healing ſhedoth not imitate the holy Apoſtles, 
who did cure diſeaſes by faith and thepower of COD + 
ſaying vnto the Lame ; /n the name of our Lord les vs 
Cuxtisr riſe op andwalke. Andrtothe blinde 3 7» the 
name of our Lord Inzxvs Cunrsrt — : the 
onerecouerecd his legges, and the other his fight, not by 
any humaine helpe, but by the Dinine power , in the 

name and faith of Insvs Cnunisr. But this Witch 

doth brag to cure him, ſoas the patienttruſtin her , and 
belecve thi ſhe can do it. This faith(or misbeleefe)is di- 
rely contrary tothe Apoſtles faith . This anſwer duly 

waighed and conſidered of ; the Bourgomaiſter being 
ſorry for that which he had ſaid, would not commic him- 
ſelfe tothe olde Woman , but was aſhamed of his light- 
neſſe. To recurne vnto the Witch,for that ſhe,did perſiſt 
inthe negative of the offences where-with ſhe was char- 
ged with apparent preſumpriens of truth; it was decreed 
againe,that ſhe ſhould be putto the Racke: where being 
roughly handled, ſlice made conteffion of ſome lighe 
faults. ' As for Sorcerie and Writch-craft, ſhee denied it 
confidently, Shee was therefore let looſe and ſhutte in- 
to her Chamber, A while after becing charged againe 
vpon new preſumptions ,thee was drawne to the Rack, 
where ſhee confefled certaine light faults , as ſhee had 
? | Nao done 
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done before. But fecling her ſelfe rormented, (hee be- 
ganne to crye out and ſay ; Take mee from hence, elſe 
I ſhull poyſon you all with the tincke of my excre- 
ments,the which I can no longer holde. There were 
harde by certaine Vaulces or Priuies , whether ſome of 
the aſſiſtance were of opinion they ſhould ſuffer her to 
goc. Ochers that were better aduiſed , would by no 
meanes haue her let looſe , leaſt there ſhould fall our 
ſome new difficultic worſe then the former. But by the 
pluralitic of voyces ſhee was vabound,and ledde where 
ſhee pretended to goe,, where ſhee ſtayed aboue halfe 
an houre , withour returning , not-with ſtanding thae 
ſhee had beene called twiſe or thriſe : In the ende 
ſhee was forced to come from thence, to-bee layde a= 
gaine yponthe Racke, the which they began toſtraine 
more then before . Shee with-out any lamenting or 
crying out as ſhee did before, began to laugh, and knoc- 
king with her fingers, ſhee began at the Juſtice, ſaying. 
You my Maiſters , and thou wicked Hang-man, doe 
what you will , your crueltie cannot preuaile againſt 
mee. Moſtof the aſffiftants moſs that the Diuell had 
made het impaſſible. For that ſhee would not aduowe 
= thing of that where-with ſhee was charged by new 
informations: but becing ſtrercht out yppontheRack, 
ſhee did eyther laughe or {lcepe. So as becing vubound, 
ſhce was carryed againe to her accuſtomed place. 
Afﬀerward ſome other witneſſes were heard, and newe 
proofes allowed : Wherevpon it was ordeyned , that 
ſhce ſhould bee the third time tortured , Bur before 
ſhee was layde =_ theRacke, wee cauſed hertobee 
powled , and all her hayre co bee ſhauen : then was 
ſhee layde vppa the Racke againe, and tortured may 
Ore, 
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ſore. Continuing ſtillthuz obſtinate, ſome of the com- 
panie remembred, that they had not ſhauen the hayre 
vnder her Arme-pittes, and in ſome other places which 
I name not. They called certaine Women, who laying 
hand on hrer , found ſittle ſcrowles of Parchment thruft 
into her priuie partes , conteyning certaine names of 
cull ſpirites, and ſome Croffes berwixt both . Theſe 
ſcrowles becing delinered vnto the Iuftice , were the 
cauſe that ſhee was ſtretcht againe vppon the Racke, 
where-as then ſhee beganneto crycar the firſt pull, and 
ro confeſle eyery pointe of rhat where-with ſhee was 
charged by three Informations. 
Beeing demanded the cauſe of her cbſtinate perſe- 
uerance in her former denialls, ſhee ſayde , thar if they 
had not ſhauen away all her hayre, an4 depriued her of 
thoſe breuets , the trueth had neuer come out of her 
mouth , forthat the force of theevill ſpirit was ſuch, as 
with the helpe of her haire , and thoſe billets ſhee was 
impaſſt >le,as it appeared. Somecondemned herto bee | 
burnt alive , others for the moſt partto doe a rigorous 
penance publicklye, and then to bee baniſhod forcuer, 
66) mg of: burniag . According to this laſt ad- 
niſe and counſeil,ſheewasſer vppon a S:affolde,and a 
falſe:Periwigge made for her , the which was taken 
from her head bythe Hang-man ,and caſt into a great 
fire made to that ende:; and ſhee was ledde by two Se- 
nators and the Aduocate of Bruges, out 'of the Terri- 
toriq . So ſhee reryred our of the Countrie-of Flan- 
ders into Feland, remaining ſome certaine weekes at 
Mijdaelbourgh , where ſhee returned: 'preſentlye to her 
fiſt trade . Fronznr Dan, Iudge of rhe Towne 
was aduertiſed preſcatly by vs , ofall the cauſe thar had 
| Nan 23 paſt 
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paſtin the proceſſc of this woman; andia fauour of Iu- 
ſtice,there was ſent vato him a coppie of the Informati- 
ons, of her confefli »n ypon the Racke and of the ſen- 
rence that was giuen againſt her. By meanes whereof 
he had a watche ouer her,anddiſcouering by dwerſeap- 
parent preſumprioas , that ſhzedid continue in her diui- 
liſh ſorceries, cauſed her to bee apprehended and pur in 

riſon , who hauing ſtraightly examined her by her vo- 
ha confeſſion, and according to the former Iudge-: 
ment, he condemaed her to be burnt, the which was exee 
cuted. Then he ſent Letters of aduice to the Councell of 
Bruges,of allthat had paſt, & by mouth made alarge dif- 
courſe to Daunuovpars,from whom we had this relation.

About the yeare 1545. there was diſcouered at Cor- 
das , a very famous and renowmed Towne in Auds+ 
louſis in Sp8ine, that which followeth. A Childe of a 
poore familye called Mac prin de ba Croix, ofthe 
age of five yeares , was put by the Parents or Tutors 
intoa Couentof Nunnes . It is not knowne whether ir 
were for deuotion or for pouertie. Becing chus young, 
and ignorant as yet What euill was , they ſay not-with- 
ſtanding ( ſo inſcrutableare the Iudgements of GO D) 
that the Diuecll appeared vnto her, in the forme of a 
blacke and hideous Moore . Although at the firſt fight 
ſhee were greatly terrified , yerthis enemiedid fo flat- 
ter her , aud did promiſe her ſo many pretty workes 
where-in Children take delight , as ſhee did accuſtome 
herſelfe to ralke familiarly with him, bur alwaics inioyn- 
ing her, that ihe(who was fearefull) ſhould diſcouer no- 
ching of this aſſociatione[n this timethe child ſeemed to 

haue 
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haue a wonderfull witte, quicke, and differing in diſpoſi- 
tion from others': ſo as ſhce was much eſtcemed of the 


ancient Nunnes , and of other young Maides . Becing 
come to the age of 12. yeares or there-abouts , ſhee was 
ſollicited by the Diuel! ro marry her-ſelfe vnto him : and 
for her dowric he promiſed her to worke ſo,as for thirty 
yeares or there abouts , ſhee ſhould live in ſuch opinion 
of Holyneſſe through-our all Spare, as there had neuer 
beene the like , Whileſt that M ac pz ining ( vnder 
the opinion of this contra ) ſpent the time in her 
Chamber wich this vacleane ſpirit, who entertained her 
by his 1[luftons: Another Diuell rookethe forme and 
reſemblanceof MaGDpzrzins, & was inthe Church, 
inthe Cloyſter, and in all the aſſemblies of Nunnes, 
with great ſhew of deyotion. Beſides after that hee had 
done M a cps 1in1ns feruiceinthe Church, he lether 
vnderftandal] rhat was donein the world , whereof gi- 
| uingaduertiſment to thoſe that had her already in great 
reputation,ſhee was eſteemed to beea Holy Virgin,and 
began to haue the name of a Propheteſſe. By reaſon 
whereof, (although ſhee were not yer of full age ) ſhee 
was choſen Abbeſle by a general conſent ofthe Monkes 
and all the Nunnes. When as the Nunnes receiued the 
Sacrament on dayes accuſtomed among them , the 
Prieſt did alwayes cry out , that they had taken away one 
of his Oſtes,the which was carryed by the aboue-named 
AngelltoMacprzrizins,who was in themiddeſt of 
her Siſters,the which ſhe put into her mouth, & ſhewed 
as a great miracle. They ſay moreouer,that it by chance 
Macpazriins wasnot preſent when Maſle was fayde, 
alchongh there were a Wall berwixt them , yet when 
the Prieſt did lift vp the Corpus Domins ,this VVall did 
Nn 3 rive 
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rive intwo,that Macpasiing might ſeeit, and eate 
it afterwards . Its allo a notorious thing, thatif in any 
ſollemac Feaſt-day,the Nunnes did lead her mproceiſi- 
on, to make the acte more reuerent by ſome extraordi- 
naric wonder, thze was raiſed from the groundin the 
preſence of them all, aboue three Cubittes high.Some- 
times ſhee carrycd a little Imageof Insvs Cunitsr, 
new borne andnaked , and in weeping ( for ſhee could 

owre out abgundance of teares when ſhze pleaſed ) 
hos hairc grewe downe to her heeles , where-with ſhee 
couered the Image : then ſodenly her haire appeared in 
cheir firſt length . See did many ſuch other illuſtons,e- 
ſpeciaily on ſollemne dayes, to make all more adinira- 
ble : Theſe were her principall miracles, 

In the meanetime,the Pope, the Emperour,andthe 
great men of Spaine did write vnto her + and by their Let- 
ters d:d bcſeccle her, to haue them and thei affaires in 
recommendation in her prayers : yea. they asked her 
aduiſz in matters of very great importance: as it appea- 
red by Letters that were found afterwards in her Cloſ- 
ſer. Moce-ouer, there were many Ladyes and Gentle- 
women which did not (wadle their Cluldren new borne; 
before the Abbeſle Mac peiing had with her holye 
hands toucl1t and bleft che {wadling bands: in like fort,all 
the Nunnes of Spaine were wondertiully well pleaſed to 
haue ſuch a Mother,to whometiey did attribute a good 
partof the holyneſle of their Orders. Inthe end GOD 
would haue this fraude of Sarhan layde open . For 
MacGpsLiine after that (hee had ſpe:tt about thirtic 
yeares in this acquaintance with the Diuell, and beene 
Abbeſſc twclue.yeares, thee began to growe wearic 
of her paſlcd life. There-fore after chat ſhe had wy" 

the{o 
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theſe Diuiliſh Artes, and the horrible ſociety of Sathan, 
ſheediſcouered freely (and when as they leaſt dreamt 
of it ) this notable wickednefle, vnto the Vitſiters of the 
Order. Some Spaniards of credit and very learned, haue 
reported vnto mee, that Macpz11xsz knowing that 
the Nunnes had diſconered her fraude : and that( fea- 
ring to bee accuſed, ) ſhee had preuented them, con- 
feſſing her offence firſt : for that the cuſtomeof Spaine 
is, that it ary one did freely confteſſe an offence, which 
deſerued a grecuous puniſhment , hee was pardoned. 
Euery one was amazed at this confeſſion , the newes 
thereof was ſo ſtrange, and they were of opinion to in- 
quire more curiouſly of this matter. To proceede more 
lawfully therein, and with berter order: MaGpaziINE 
was impriſoned in the Couent where the was Abbeſle: 
where becinig examined, ſhee confeſt all : and yer the 
Moore continued his illuſions ſti!l, for whileſt ſhee was 
in priſon watche narrowly by men that were at the dore 
of thepriſon, and that they did examine her cauſe: the 
Nuunes beeing gone into the Church at midnight to 
ſing Mattins; Macpzrines fantoſme came and fat 
inthe Chaire in the Quier, after the accuſtomed man- 
ner, and was ſecne vppon her knecs, as it were pray- 
ing, and attending the other Nunnes? fo as euery one 
thought verely it had beene their Abbeſle, and thatthe 
Vificers had ſuffered her to come vnto the mid-night 
Martins, for the great teftimonics ſhee gaue of her re- 
pentance. Bur the next daye following , the Nunnes vn- 
derſtanding that Ma 6pz11ns came not out of pri- 
ſon, reported vnto the Viſitors what they had ſeene the 
night before, They hauing well cxaminedthe matter, 
found that MaGDzrinez went not out of priſon,

1 willcell you what I haue ſeene, beeing at Calarisa 
Towneinthe Iland of Sardis, whereas then they cal- 
ked of the arraignment of certaine Vitches, who ( they 
ſayd ) had had conference with them of France and of 
Naxarre, Which had >eene ſought out and punniſhed not 
long before. A very faire Gentlewoman,about ſeauen- 
teene or cighteene yeares of age, beinginticed by one of 
theſe VVuches,came to haue conference wich a Dinill, 
who came ſome-timestoſec her,inthe ſhape of a good- 
ly man : by meanes whereof he decciued her.and had his 
pleaſure on her , ſhee becing fallen greatly in Loue with 
him. Hauing entertayned her ſo.nc-rime, they deſco- 
uer that ſhe was a Witch: and although ſhee were con» 
uicted,yert could they not ger herto confeſſes her faults, 
bur contynuing obſtinate, ſhe belceued confidently that 
the Diuill would ſauc her, as he had promiſed,and tranſ- 
ported with the afteQtion which ſhe bare him, ſhe ſpake 
many things which did terrefiethemthar heard her, To 
conclude, ſhee ſuftred her-ſelte to bze puraliue into the 
fire,calling (till vpon this Diuill, and ſo periſhed miſera- 
bly.

An other Gentlewoman,rich,faire andofa very great 
quality, ſeeing a knighther neighbour,who was richand 
a goodly Gentleman , ſhee fell in Loue with him, loo- 
king on him wich great affeQion , but not deſcouering 
ker paſſion. Soine-rime after, the Diuil{ , eſpying this 

Gentlewoman, 
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Gentlewoman,tooke yponhim the ſhape of this knight, 
and proceedes in ſuch fort, as hee winnes the Gen- 
tlewoman , vpon condition that hee ſhould marry with 
| her, Shee who thought it had beene her knight , accep» 
ted of him , and receiued him manie nights into her 


Chamber where hee laie with her . In this ſort they 
ſpent ſome monethes , during the which the Diuill per- 
ſwaded her not to ſend any meſlage vnto him . for that 
their buſinefſle mnſk continue ſecret : and when hee 
ſhould ſee her, hee would not ſeeme to knowe her : and 
therefore a!though ſhee were ſome-ttmes before the 
true Knight, ſhee made no ſhewe of her affeQion , as al- 
ſo ſhee imputedir to diſimulation chat hee ſpake not 
vnto her ,and gaue no ſigne of chat which concerned 
their Allyance . Some-times after , the Gentlewomans 
Mother gaue her Daughter a certaine relick to weare 
about her. Whereat the fayned knight counterfetting 
an amazement , came no more, and ſo ſome monethes 
were ſpent : during the which the Gentlewoman know- 
ing that the true Knight made Loue to ancther,ſhee 
grewe into a1) extreame iealoulie ; and not ableto en- 
durethis diſtemperature in her braine, ſhee ſent one daic 
ro intreate him to come and ſpeake with her, hauing 
ſome-thing to ſay vnto him. The Knight ignorant of the 
cauſe, but other-wiſe a courteous Gentleman, went pre» 
ſently vnto her. , found her alone , and ſayd that hee was 
come to heare and receiue her commandements, The 
Gentlewomanſecing him ,and hearing him ſpeake, lika 
one that did ſcarce knowe her , (hee beganneto com- 

laine of him, for that ſo longtime hee had not cared to 
ſceher nor ſpeake to her, The Knight much amazed 


as one that did not conceiue the meaning of this woman, 
aniwered 
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anſwered her in ſuch ſort as ſhee thought he diſſembled 
to much. Growingtherefore into choller, ſh: beganne 
to chide him , ſaying , that ſecing hee had enioyed her {o_ 
long, there were no reaſon hee ſhould nowe thinke to 
for-ſake her, but he muſtperforme the promiſe which he 
had madeto marryher : and if he would do other-wiſe, 
beſides that ſhee would make her complaintes to al 
mightie GOD & the world,ſhe would force him tothe 
execution of his promiſc,ſeeing that hee would not wil= 
lingly performe it . The Knight grewe more amazed 
then before,and made her anſ{were, that hee vnderſtood 
nothing uvfher Language, and that ſhe miſtooke herſelf, 
forthat hee had neuer had any ſecret conference with 
her: had promiſed her nothing , neither could ſhee de- 
mande any thing at his hands . The Gentlewoman mad 
withthis anſwere,in replying ſayd , Do you not remem- 
berchar you did this andthis with mee, repeating euery 
ching that had happened vnto her with the Impofterin 
the Knights ſhape : adding withall, you cannot auoide ic 
to beemy huſ band andI your wife . The Knight becing 
much amazed , beganneto proteſt that ſhee was much 
decciued to thinkeit to be true, and contending thereon, 
the Gentlewoman did note vnto him the day of the pro- 
miſe , which was vpon aſollemne feaſt daic. Thenthe 
Knight {ware vnto her that vpon that daie, nor three 
weckes before, nor three weekes after he had not beene 
in the Towne, neither in his houſe, nor in hers: the 
Which I will proouc vnto you ſo plainely , as you ſhall 
reſt ſatiſhed , and if any one hath deceiued you in my 
name ,I am notto bee blamed , Bur tothe cnde you 
ſhould not doubt of chetruth of my ſaying, I will pre- 
ſently verefic ir. Then (not departing from her , ) hee 
cauſed 
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cauſed ſeauen or eight of his houſe-hold ſeruants and 
others to come, who vnacquainted with the caufe , did 
ſweare that the Knight had ſpoken thetruth, andthar all 
that time hee had beene aboue fittie Leagues from 
thence. The Gentlewoman much troubled with this 
depoſition, beganne to remember ſome particularities, 
andto apprehend that no mortall man could haue done 
them : but that they were Impoſturs of Satan : fo as 
ſoone after the retreate ofthe true Knight, ſhee begaune 
ro finde the canle ofthis abuſe: and dereſting her fooliſh 
concupiſcence , humbling her-ſelfe , ſhee reſolued 
not to thinke anie more of marriage , but ended the 
remainder of her daics in a Monaſteric. 1» tbe

Bur this vertuous Gentle-woman hauing of- 
ten-times reiefed him, hee was ſo blinde as to imagine 
thather denials were but allurements,and (etling this vn- 
worthy conceitin his braine, finding his friend to be one 
day abſent, hee went and lay vnder the Gentle -womans 
bed,hoping that night being come,and thelying alone, 
he might caſily inioy her. Being retyred, and layd to her 
reſt,betore her Chamber-maide went away into a necre 
Cloſer, ſhee commanded her to looke aHyout if there 
were not any thing that might diſquier her reſt inthe 
night. The Maite&auing ſcarcht cuery where,inthe end 
ſhe caſt downe her eyes , and ſpyed vndec her Miſtreſſe 
bed a black thing, She crycd out,and both fledout of that 
Chamber into another oucr it, whete-as the Gentle-wo- 
mans Father in lawe was, La Tovs ſccing him-ſelſe 
diſcoucred,op ens the Chamber windowes ſpcedily,and 
caſts himſelfe into the ftrecte , where hee was pirtifully 
broken and bruized, and by the helpe of a friend of his 
that came by chance, hee was carryed home to his owne 
houſe. Some houres after this Tragedie is knowne, for

#euois bacnc,deſcoucred vnto him a treaſor that was put 
inco ſackes and caſt into a Ciſterne, where they found a- 
bouetluity thuuland ducats in gold, the which the Em- 
petor CnarLes the 5.gaue vitothe Marquis, P.Iovivs 
Booke 34.0f his Hiſtories of our tim: , [he treaſor of 


Cuartes Dake of Bourgangy wonne by the Swifſes ; inthe: 


bactailes which they gauc himneere to Granſes & Moreſt 
amounted to great ſums of gold and filuer, both coined 
and yncoyncd: the true value whereof was-not iuſtly 
known, for that at thatti ne the Safes did more eſteeme 
the heads of cheir pikes, halberds and their (words, theu- 
the gold or fiiucr of forreaPrinces . About theyeare 
1520-4 yong man fimpleinall his þchauior called Lzo- 
nArD LIRxMaAn, Sonnetoa Tailer of Baſalt, being entred 
(they knew not how)into a Grotte or Caue,which is not 


far from che trowne, where hee had paſt farther then anie. 
other, 
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other,hetolde wonders at his returne , Hauing carried 
' with. him a great waxe-candle that was bicſ and light 
when as he entred. Going farre intothe Caue, hee 
paſtaniron dore :then hee went on from Chamberto 
Chamber vnrill he found greene and ſtately gardins .In 
the mideſt of it was a hall richely furniſhed: and init a 
veric faire Maide, carrying on her head a Crowne of 
gold, with her haire hanging dou ne, but from the Naued 
downe-ward it was an horrible Serpent. Sheetooke 
L no nar bythe hand, &led him to a Coferof iron, a- 
bour che which did lye rwo great black dogges , which 
beganneto barke horribly againfthim., Bur the Maide 
beganne to threaten them , and cauſing them to bee 
ſtill, ſhee takes a grear bundell of keyes which hunge 
abour her necke , opens the Cofer and drawes forth all 
ſortes of Medaills , of gold, filuer and copper: moſtof 
the which ſhee preſented torhis young man , who ſhe- 
wed chem after-wards to manic in Baſill . Hee added 
that this Maide fayd vnto him , that ſhee was iflued 
from a Royall ſlocke: and chat ſhee had beene more 
ſtrouſly rranſtormed in that ſort long fince by horri- 
ble Imprecations : neither did ſhee hope for any de- 
livery, vntill that a chaſt young man., who had beene 
never polnted in anic ſort,had kiſt her thrice, Thenſhee 
ſhould recouer her firſt forme, and for.a recompence 
ſhee would giue ynto the young man that ſhould 
free her ,the Freatare conteyned 1n that Cofer. Hee 
did aftirme,that there-vpon-hee came veric neere vnto 
her, and had kiſt her twiſe , but at either of them ſhee 
madeſuch greeuious and horrible faces, as heerhought 
ſhee would deuower him ar tcare him in a thouſand 


Peeces. 
Being 
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Being carried by ſome diſordred people intoa Tauerne, 
hee could neuer afterwards findethe entry, nor the deſ- 
centintothe Caue : for the which the poore wretch did 
often lainent and weepe bitterly, Euery one may ſce thar 
this Maide was a Saranicall illuſion. And on the other 
fide the ancient Romaine Medayles which hee brought 
outof this Caue, and ſold to divers Bourgeſes of Baſil, 
ſhewe that there might bee ſome hidden Treaſure in 
that Caue, kept by ſome couetous Companion of Satan: 
as in the minesof gold , the worke-men doc ſome-times 
incounter with cuill ſpirits which corment them ſtrange. 
ly. After this young man, an other borne at Bsſill, 
preſt with extreame neceſſicie ina deere yeare wentin- 
tothe Cane, hoping to findethis Treaſure for the releefe 
of his famelie. Bur hauing gonne bur a little way , and 
fqund nothing bur dead mens boanes, hee was ſoterre- 
fied, as wichour looking behinde him, hee ſpeedely reco- 
uered che enttie of the Caue;and returned all amazed to 
his houſe being emptic handed. STvweriv> in the Hiftory 
of Swifſerland.. 

Inthe yeare 1530. the Diuill did fhewe vntoa Preecſt 
throngha Criſtall glaſle, certaine Treaſuresneere vmto 
the Citry of Nuremberg. Burt asthe Preeft ſought for 
them in ahoHfow place without the Citty, hauing cakena 
friend with himto bea ſpeRator , and beginning to ſee a 
Cofer in the bottome of the Caue by the which there 
laic a black dogege, hee entred into ir, where preſently hee 
was ſmothred wich the earththat fell on him and filled 
yp all the Caue. I. VV 1 8 n,Booke 2. of Impoſiures,Chap.s. 
About cight Leagnes and a halfe fromthe City of Le- 
#nin newe Spare, there is a mountaine, in the toppe 
whercof there is a wonderfull great breach or _—

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fromthe which it doth ſome-times caſt ſuch great flames 
of fire,as inthe night it may be plainly ſeene 25.leagues 
off, Many haue imagined,thatic was ſome vaine of gold 
that was molten, and entertained this fire. For this cauſe 
a Iacoz1n Would maketryallof it: cauſing a Chaine 
of Yron to hee forged, with an Y ron Bucket at the end 
of it, and went to the place with fourc other Spaniards. 
Beeing there, they let downe the Chaine with the Buc- 
ker,the which was molten with ſome parrof the Chaine. 
The Iacobin returned very angric to Leen, complaines 
tothe Smith that hee had made the Chaine muchſlen- 
dererthen hee had commanded . The Smich makes an 
other much greaterthen thefirſt, The ſame being done 
with a Bucket proportionable vnto it : the /acobin goes 
tae ſecondtimeto the Mountaine with his companions, 
and lets downe the Chaine and Bucket as at the firſt: 

But it ſucceeded as before, and almoſt worſe: for ſoden- 
ly there came out of this hollow place , aBall of fe ſo 
great,as the /acobiw and his companions thought to haue 
dycd there : at the leaſt they were ſo amazed, as they 
had no more liſt to meddle with that fire, but returned 
much terrified vato the Towne, without euer ſpeaking 
more of the Mountaine , or of the Treaſure . I haue 
knowne a Prieſt in the ſame Towne , who hauing ac- 
quaintance with a Spanyb Treaſurer , had oportunitie by 
his meanes to ſend a Letter tothe Kingof Spare, inthe 
which hee beſceched his Maieftte-to furniſh him with 
200. {laues to worke inthis Mountaine, promiſing to 
drawe forth wonderfull great Treaſures. The King ſent 
him word,that he ſhould worke at his owne charge if he 
would: as for him,hee had no flaues to ſend him. So the 
Mountaine remained ftill inthat place, with-out luring 
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or any more viſiting of the Prieſt, or of any otherafter 
him. [x:xo sMz Bznzo 4 Milaneis.libz. of the Hiſtoric 
of the New found world Chap.16. 

Enc1s0 a Spaward,hauing with his company defea- 
ted certains Indians which kept him from forraging of 
rheir country,he entred into theit chiefe Village,8 there 
found ſtore of bread, fruits,rootes,& other things to ear, 
where-with he refreſht him.ſclfe and his men. 1 henthey 
went to ſcarch along the bankes of the river which was 
ncere, where they found great ſtore of ſtuffe, Touerlers, 
andveſlell of carth and wood, which they had hidden in 
the Reeds,with about 120000.crowns in gold wrought, 
the which Comacco Lord of the Village had hidde there 
thinkingto ſauc it from the Spaniards hands, And if cer- 
taine Indians had not diſcouecred this treaſure vnto them, 
they had neuer found it, &-yetthey were faineto torture 
them,to-make them confeſſe whereit was. Bzxzo bb.2. 

 Chap.z. Burthis treaſure, and all others diſcouered here 
or there in our time, are but a handfull of {ihier in reſpeR 
of thoſe of the Kings of Pers, as well in their ſtacely Gar- 
den,whereall was of gold, as in their Cabinet, where 
euery thing created or artificiall,was to be [eene of pure 
| am ranſome of AtazaLieea, amounting to abouc 
Ixty two Millions of gold,and would haue beenc aboue 
a hundred Milltons. If Pizaxxz had had thepatience* 8 
inthe end the Trealures of the Temple of the Sunne,the 
which were greater, and were ſpoyled by the Spaniards, 
who afterwards {lue oneanother, & ſpoiledthe Land to 
enrich the Sea,as their owne Hiſtories do confelſle. - 

When as the Emperor made warre againſtthe Prin- 
ces of Germaine, a rich Gentleman turned the chanell 
ofa River which paſt by his Caſtle,andin a deepe ditch 
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inthe ſayd chanell, hid all that he had of any value, and 
then brought the River to his accuſtomed courſe: yet the 
Spaniards dilcoucred this Treafure of them-ſelues , they 
turned the water and found out all, thea digging farther, 
they found other goods, but almoſt all was conſumedin 
proceſſe ottime, PuitipCantxantys Chap.6z of 
his. Meditations. 

King Purethe laſt deceaſed, being(after apeace made 
with Hzxsrthe 2.Kingof France ) imbarked inthe lowe 
Countries with a great number ot ſhips , to be the ſoo- 
ner inSpazze, and with him all the riche Iewels that the 
Emperor Cuaxixs the 5. his Father, had gathered toge- 
ther in /tazy and Germany, during his proſperous victo- 
ries, with the rich hangings,and other ſtatelythings made 
with great charge ini Flanders: euen as hee arriued inthe 
Port of Saint James in Galicia, there did 1iſc ſo great a 
ſtorme, that of all thar ſtately furniture , gathered roge- 
ther with ſo greattoyle andtime, nothing came toa ſafe 

3butthe Sea was heireto all this riche Treaſurein 
ſight of the Spaniards, who were in great heauinefle. 
Andas for King Phrlip,this torment ſpared him as little, 
for he had ſcarſe put his foote into an other barke, when 
as the ſhip mm which he wene, ſunkeintothe Sea,ſo great 
wasthefuricofthe windes, Hiſtorieof Fxancis the z,

Theplace beeing 
yeelded by compoſition, firſtthe Twrkes cut all the Sol- 
diers throates,except ſome few which ſaued them-ſclues 

ollitikely, As forL apts r av s,he was carrycd bound 
wy and footetoS x L 1, and accuſed that hee had cru» 
elly {laine ſome T#rkþ priſoners, forthe which hee was 
condemned by S x 11a, anddeliueredto his accuſers,to 
vic as they pleaſed . They therefore put him into a 
great Pipe , ſtickt ful] of long Nailes , and then rowled 
him downe from a high Mountaine, ſo as the Nailes 
ranne through him, and hee dyed in horrible Torments. 

His Sonne partaker of his Treaſon dyed miferably,with- 
out meanes , and abandoned of all men, hauing fold all 
his lands and his goods,and wickedly conſumed what he 
had. I. Lzonciaivs, in the ſupply of the Annales of Tarky. 
Souran fatherto Ss1mdid cruelly put to deaththe ſol- 
diers of the garriſon of Buds, who had forced their Cap- 
taineto yeeld that impregnable Fort vntothe Tarkes, As 
for the Captainc,he was preſerued & honored. A traytor 
in the Towne of Rhodes,did many ſeruicesvnto Solan, 
ypona promiſeto haue one of So1tuans daughters in ma- 
riage. The Iland & Towne being wone, he preſented him

Earthquakes. 


: HE yearc one thouſand fiue hundreth 
| \ '' andeight,atrwooftheclockona wed- 
Vi 6 '% neſday morning , the earth began to 
{OE "9 | quake in ſuch manner at Conſiantinople, 
Pe | M8 that diuers Steeples fell downe , the 
-———=x£- Chimncys t1mbled to the ground, the 
walles crackt in ſunder , and many ately buildings were 
ouer-throwne, with the ruines whereof a great number 
of perſons were flaine. No Man knew where to faue 
him-ſelfe. The people running out of their houſes, gorre 
into large voide places and Gardens,foto eſcapeall dan- 
ger.For the Earth-quake laſted all that morning, without 
intermiſion,and continued forty dayes after,in ſuch ſort 
that one might cafily fecle and diſcerne it euery. houre. 
Annales of Turkie publiſheaby I. Lu on ciarvs. 
DoQor G a xc z v 8 i» his Meteorologie, briefly deſcribes 
163. Earth-quakes,mentioned in Hiſtories before & after 
the comming of our Sauiour vnto the yeare 1564. We 
will preſent that which he ſpeaketh of thoſe of eur time, 
following the ſcope of this our colleQion of Hiftories. 
Vpon the 14. day of September x 509. an horrible 
Earth. quake ſoſhooke the Curie of Conſtantinople, for 
the ſpace of eightecnedayes;that allthe walles towards 


the Sea , and all the houſes adioyning , were quite over- 
Oo 3 thrawnc, 
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throwne , & Ditches filled vp with the ruines. The Caſtle 


was throwne downe where the Turke layes his treaſure, 
together with his fiue Towers , and the Palace where-as 
the Lyons are kept. Inlike manner all the conduits that 
conucy water from Danubins to Conſtantineple were ſha- 
ken and ſpoileds The ſtraight of the Sea betweene the 
Cittie and the Towne of Pera, moued in ſuch manner, 
that the water flaſhed ouer the walles on eyther fide. The 
Cuſtome-houſe was cleanec ouer-turned into the Water, 
Thitteene thouſand perſons were flaine with ruines in 
Earthquake. 

The yeare following, almoſt all Zialy was ſhaken with 
diverſe reiterated Earth-quakes . The yeare 1517. an 
Earth-quake in Germanie ouer-threwe two thouſand 
houſes and Granges at Nordlingen and there-about. All 
Portupall was ſhakenthe yeare 15.31. Fifteene hundreth 
fayre great Houſes were ouer-throwne in the Cittie of 
Lisbon and almoſtall the Churches fell downe, This 
Earth-quake endured cight dayes , and ſeauen or eyght 
rimes a day ſhooke the Cittic exceedingly . Alfo the 
ground opened in many places, whence iſſued a comta- 
gious ayre that engendred a Plague , which carrycd a- 
wayc an cxcecding multitude of people . Two yeares 
aſter, there was an Earth-quake at Tergow in 7 Witzer- 
lard, which turneda pritty biggeRiuer from his courſe, 
where-into it entred not againe , tHl it had vnder-mi- 
ned and ouer throwne a little Hill that hemmed it in. 
Preſently there-vpon the Towne of Baſill was ſhaken 
very ſore with thiee ſeucrall Earth quakes, inleſſe then 
a moneth. 

In the yeare 1537. the Country of Pawzol was fo 
forely ſhaken with Earth-quakes,for the ſpace of twenty 

moneths 


moneths and aboue that nor an edifice remained whole 
anc entire , But toward the endof September, in the 
yeare following , this Earth-quake began againe with 
ſuch vehemencte , and with-our diſcontinuing eyther 
night or day, that the Sea reculed two hundteth paces 
backe,where-vpon enſued the taking of a huge quantuy 
of Fiſh. The 30.day of the ſame moneth,a great conti- 
nent of land berweene the foote of the Mountaine cal- 
led Barbars, and the Seca by the Lake Avery , ſeemed to 
riſe vp, and ſuddenly to take the formeof a Mountaine., 
The next morning about two of the clocke, this Moun- 
taine of carth cleauing in ſunder, beganto vomit forth 
flames of fire, with a wonderfull noyſe, Amideſtthoſe 
flames it caſt out Pamyce ſtones and Flints, with ſuch a 
company of ſtinking Aſhes,that they couered all the ru- 
incs of Poazol, and the ficlds adioyning: the Trees were 
borne downe , and the Vines a quarter of a mileabout 
werereduced to powder, The Foulcs and Beaſts of the 
fields had their ſhare of it . As for the inhabitants of 
Poxzel , they ſauedthem-ſclues in Naples . Thele ftink- 
ing Aſhes blewe aboue eyght miles abroad , beeing 
very drye cloſe to the ouer-ture , but ſulpharous and 
moyſte a farre'off . More-oner , a great and mightic 
Mountaine of choſe Pumyce-ſtones and Flint-ſtones, 
and Afhes,grewe vp by the ouer-ture in ore night, a 
thouſand paces bigh and morc , hauing many cuents, 
whereof rwo continued along time after . The flames 
endured diucrs monerhs. 

The twentith day of Ianuary 15 38. Baſib was ſhaken 
againe with an Eartl-quake , and two yearcs atcer in the 
moneth of December all Germanic had experience of 


it, with the ruines and ſpoiles of niany buildings . The 
Oo 4 yealC 
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yeare 154t.a valley in Swiſſerland was ſhaken, andneere 
ro the Apenine a torrent of meruailous ſtinking ſulphure 
was ſcene running along rhe fields. The yeare r55 t.vpon 
the 28. day of Ianuary Liſboy in Portugall was ſhaken 
with a newe earth-quake , which ouerthrewe two hun- 
dreth houſes, & killed abouca thouſand perſons.In Se 
rember the yeare following, there was another wan 
quake at Bad as alſo in divers townes of Miſzia , & ſun- 
dry places thereabout , whereof enſued many ruines, 
plagaes & violent death. Thenext yeace after, aboutthe 
moneth of Auguſt,the Country all along theriuer of E/- 
bain Sax9ny had a part of the like viſitation. Gar c anvs 
addeth another ſtrange carth-quake in a quarter of Gey- 
manie,where certaine townes and viilages were {wallo- 
wed vp wich a greatnumber of folkes : and he ſayth that 
chis earth-quake laſted 15.daies. Aſmuch happened rwo 
moneths before toCatiaroatowne of Sclauontia, belong- 
ing to the YVeretians, wherein perithed a great multitude 
of people, ſwallowed vp by anouerture of che earth, The 
yeare 1570. the Citty of Ferrara was ſhaken by an carth- 
quake forthe ſpace of many daics togither , withthe rw 
inc of diuers faire places & other goodly buildings. The 
wars, plagues, famines , inundations of ſeas andriuers, 
happening after ſuch ſignes from heau&,are noted inthe 
hiſtories of our time : as weealſo purpoſe topreſent the 
hiſtories of them intheir fir plaee. On Siidaythe firſt day 
of March 1584.in the Countries of Lyonuots, Maſconnois 
Dasphine, Sanoy,Piemont V alais Suiſſerland 8 Box rgondy, 
berweene a 11.& 12. a clockatnoone, the skie cleare & 
bri ght andthe Sun ſhyning, happened a ſuddaine carth- 
ake, which laſted nor aboueten oreleuen minutes at 


u 
that time, Itwas chiefly percciued by the crackling of 
windowes, 
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windowes,clapping of dures,ſhaking of houſes, beames, 
and trees togither,with a great noiſe'and roaring in the 
aire. Many chimneis fell downe, diuers walles crackt in 
ſunder, and the foundations of certaine houſes ſhooke, 
namely about the Jake of Lauſanne , eſpecially in the 
Countries of Yawt,Foſs;gny,Chablais & places adioyning, 
Three or foure chimneis,and the wall of an old houſe fel 
down at Genen4,withour any other harme, The next day, 
this carth-quake redoubled about the vpper 2nd of the 
Lake of Lauſanne, and on Tueſday both inthe morning 
and at nightic waxed greater with windeand fleete, bur 
on” Wedenſday bertweene g. and 10. of the clock in the 
morning this which followeth happened in a certaine 
place of the Coltirry being ſome two houres iourney fro 
this vpper end of the Lake.and foureHarguebuze ſhot or 
there about from the towne of Ale,appertayning tothe 
Canton of Berne. A great quantity of earth tumbling 
from the top of the mountaines(like an impetuous floud 
of waters ruſhing downe the rocks)lanched it ſelfe forth, 
as ſome haueaffirmed,the length of a mile, nut ſo much 
by ic owne naturall motion, which tended downe-ward, 
as puſhed forward by winds and exhalations mingled a. 
mong. This carth ran ſo violently along,that in an-inſtant 
it couercd the places which were next belowe it,vpon 
the whichit diſgorged it ſelfe, and carried allthe ground 
chat it mer withall before it : which rouled along as furi- 
ouſly as the firſt : & it was like to a rough ſca,where one 
waue driues-on another. The plaines were nor only carri- 
ed away, butthe hills thatonerlooked che botton1s were 
likewiſe remooued. Now it is to be noted thaitheplace 
of this firſt motion of the earth was art the mouch of a 
ſtraicc cauſed by diuers hillocks which arecomonly folid 


in 
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inthe nookes of mountaines. Arthe mouth and iſſue of 
this aire was Corberia (mall vil'age or hamlet of ſome 
8.houſes,and 10.0r 11, granges with certaine mills,that 
were driuen by the water of alittle brooke, The earth 
ruſhed to furiouſly on this village,rhat ſuddainly it was al 
couecredouer , except one houſe, where it chanced thar 
the good-man aſtoniſhed with the noiſe hee heard, told 
his wife that he was perſwaded the end of the world was 
come,& therforewilled her ioyne with him inpraier vnto 
G OD,thatic mighepleale him to haue mercy on them. 
Whervpon falling on their knees in their houſe they rea- 
ped ſuch fruite oftheir praiers , that the earth waich rou- 
ledalongypaſtlike a raging waue ouer their houſe with- 
out any hurt, ſfauerhe good-man himſelt,that was alittle 
hurtin che head. As for che other houſes 8 granges they 
were all caft downe,and almoſt quite couered ouer. An- 
other notable thing happened in this very place, namely 
a Child of 12.0r 13. weekes old was found ſafe & ſound 
in his Cradle,hauing his poore mother dead by him, who 
laying her armes ouer the Cradle forto ſaue her Child 
had her braines beaten out with the fal ofthe houſe, The 
like befell alittle girle of ayeare old found ſafeand well 
vnderthe ruines of another houſe.As forthe mille; they 
were broken all to peeces. A meruailous matter happe- 
ned in one ofthe, For ſtanding in a lowe place the beame 
of the wheele , andthe wheele it ſelfe were found who!e 
andenticron the top of a little hill 500. paces higher 
then the {cituation of the Mill, Moreouer the further this 
deluge of earth ran downe-ward , the more che defolati- 


on augmented. For ſhooting ic ſelfe againftthevillage of 


T worne, which lay vnderneach Corbert, it buried an hun- 
dreth perſohs aliue(ſoine ſay more)rwo hundreth & 40. 
| milch 
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milch-kine,and a number of Horſe and Oxen . It coue- 
redthreeſcore &nine houſes,an hundeth & ſix grauges, 
and 4.vaults, with a great quantity of corne, wine,moue- 
ables & paſture. For in truththis village was meruaylous 
well fitted with all things , and accounted one of the 
beſtof al the Country of the Canons. The ſcituation of it 
wason the ide of a hill lying Eaſt and Weſt,in ſo fertile 
aplace , thatthey had continually 3. crops in a ycare of 
one peece of giult |, There was not any poore or beggar 
amongſt them , but euery one euento the meaneſt lued 
honeſtly by that that he had and his owne labor, becing 
ſimplepeople , induſtrious, and eſtranged from the euill 
praCiiſes of vſury & ſtrifes in Law, according totheteſti- 
mony ofal their neighbors. It is reported the tuine was fo 
ſuddaine, that no Canon can ſooner diſcharge a ſhor,thE 
al this was executed, Diuers haue teſtified that a farre off 
they ſawe ſome 20. perſons the moſt parte women and 
Children ,that running downe the hill forto ſaue them- 
ſelues, were in a moment ouertaken, beaten downe, and 
couered ouer with earth, There were ſome among them, 
but the greater part women and children: becauſe the 
men were moſt of them at worke in the fizld, A mid(tthis 
viſttation,G_D vicd ſuch mercy that there was nor any 
houſe wherin remained not ſome one manor child aliue. 
Beſides the terrible noiſe which che earth made, rouling 
along with a mixture of haile & ſtones fiying in theaire, 
a gceat ſort of ſparks of fire were ſeene, & a groſle thick 
Cloude , whence iſſued an exceeding filthy {mell of ſul- 
phure . Ar laſt this inundation of carth ſtayed it ſelfe a- 
gainſt 2. houſes thar ioynedtogither, which were couc- 
redvp halfe way the walles, without any further harme, 


beſides the which there remaines 7. or 8, other houſes 
with 
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withas many Granges, and a fewbarnes. ExtradFedowt 
of the Annotations andObſeraations vpon1.gs Curnns 
great Mirror of the world, | 

Oa the fitr day of September becing Saterday 1590. 
according tothe ancient computation, and an houre be- 
fore Sunne ſer,the earth began to ſhake in Huſtria, Mora- 
ia, Bohemia, Miſnia,Sileſia and Luſatia-But alirtle after, 
rowitte , betweene twelue and one of the clock at mid- 
night, this Earth-quake began againe thorow all the 
Prouinces aforeſaid, with a meruailous ſhaking , and 
moſt of all in Yienxa, the capitall Cittic of the Arch- 
dutchy of A4«ſtria: where the toppe of the great ſteeple 
of Saint Stephens Church , was ſo ſhaken that a number 
of mighty huge ſtones fell downe from it vpon the roofe 
of the Church * and the whole frame of the ſaid ſteeple 
was inoued with ſuch vehemencie, that they were faine 
to neWrepaire it. Another ſteeple by it, whercin hangs 
one of the greateſt Bels in Ewrope, was like-wiſe ſhaken. 
Not farre from the Sc7t4fþ gare,the Steeple of a Church 
was ouer-throwne , andthe Churchit ſelfe was ſo cleft 
in ſunder,that they were forced to take it downe. It hap- 
pened at the ſametime, that a certaine Butcher , which 
vſed to lye anights in his ſtall faſt by that Sc gate, 
vpon a ſuddaine felr his ſtall beaten downe with the 
ſtones that tumbled on it invery great aboundance, with- 
out receiuing any hurt,or ſo much as once touched with 
thoſe ſtones in any part of his body . Contrarilyethe 
Sunnean [nne inche Cirty,was daſhed all ro peeces with 
the fall of a ſteeple that ſtood by it . Aad diuers perſons 
were brained, namely the Miſtreſſe of the houſe , her 
Daughterand Mother,two rich M:rchants, that had fiue 


thouſand Crownes in gold found about them , the Poſte 
of 
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were drawne forth from vnderthe ruines . Beſides this 
Saint Michels ſteeple , a Church ofthe Teſuits, andthe pi- 
nacles of Saint Lawrence and Saint Tobns Churches fell 
downe. There was neither building, bulwarke , Church 
nor houſe within the walles ofYienns which was nor ſha- 
ken, crakt , broken ,or in ſome ſort damnified by this 
earth-quake.All the inhabitants got them out of the Citty 
with all ſpcede , and went into gardens andother voyde 
open places. 

In a village not farce from Yiemna, called Hernalſithe 
Church and diuers houſes fell downe .. Aſmuch happe- 
ned 1athe towne of Ola, another village named Siepertz- 
kirches had the Church,the parſonage houſe, and the 
walles ofthe Church-yard ouerthowen: Pixendorf, ano- 
ther village was quite and cleane caſt downe . In like 
manner Pfasfenſtea, & the Caſtle of /adewow,newe buil- 
ded from the ground but three yeares before :and ano- 
ther called Sitzberg were ſo ſhaken , that no body durſt 
dwellin them alongrtime after. In otherplaces diuers 
perſons were hurt andkilled withthe ruines of houſes. 
Two miles from Yienns, a Mill that ſtood on the water, 
was hoifted vp and throwne a good way of vpon the dry | 
Land: and a great ſorteof fiſh were caſtvp on the banks 
of the ſame riuer , Alictle beneath Viera, the ground 0- 
pened,whence iſſued ſuch a ſtinking peſtilent vapor, that 
the inhabitants about it were not ablero endure ir, The 
ouerture was foure foote broade,very long,and ſo deepe 
that it could not bee ſounded. In Moyanis , Bohemia,and 
other Countries adioyning this carth-quake continued 
many daies , but not alrogitherſo violent, I Hz pz ny,

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It is obſerned that this terrible earth-quake, which kil'ed 
well neere all the garriſon in the Caſtle of Caniſaume in 
Humgary,tcl| vpon the veric ſame day that PopeV zz an

| a medley of hiſtories. A Portugall La- 
die, being imbarked in the yeare 1520. with two of her 
Brethren, called [JounandAxrx1as Cocitio,anda 
faſherman,named AntuonrGarmMaAlpi,conduted 
ina Caruel bycerraine marriners,being at ſea they were 
ſet vpon by a fregat of Pirats, cight- whereof ( hauing 
grappeled with the Caruecll ) leaped into them... But 
I oun, Axiasand Anrtron y,runnc anddefend them- 
ſelues in ſuch fart, as they kill foure of rhe Afaylants, 
and force the reſt to rerire with mare ſpeedethen they 
had entred . In the mcane time the Marciners goc on 
their courſe, and leanethe.fregare farre behindethem, 
The Pirats vnderſtanding by them that were eſcaped, 
thatthere were but three Combatants in the Caruell, 
andthat the reſt were but women and Marryners , they 
beganne to rowe vp withall their force and graple.a- 
gaine with che Caruell, then fixerecnc of them well we 
me 
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med leape in by the prowe: the wo Brethren make 
head againſt them with great refolution, AnTtaony 
ioynes withthem , hauing no other armes, but a hatchet 
in hisr1ght hand , anda Marriners waſecoateabour his 
left arme. The incounter was veryſharpe,afd had beene 
greater if their number had beenc equall. Inthecndthe 
Pirats having loſt moſt of their men retire with the re- 
mainder into their frigate. Whileſt chey were thus in 
fight,ſome of the Pirats leaped in by the Poupe : butthey 
were repulfed by the Marriners. Antzoxyranne vntothe 
hatch ofthe Carue)l,and rooke the coales and cenders 
which hee joand there, and caſt them into the Fiigate, 
wher-with ſome were burnt, He was woundedin diuers 
places,but not mortally. The Carauell arriued ſafe ather 

retended Port,in deſpight of the Pyrats, who after this 
ſecond fight,durſtno moreapproche. O $0 nv s,/ib.12, 
Chap.2. Of the Hiſtory of Portugal. 

Manvzr Pacus co, a Portugall Gaprtaine, being 
ſent by the Gouernor of Malaes to the Eaſt Inaves, toan 
noye them of Pacems, who hadfſlaine 25:Portugals,freede 
himſelfe caretully.of that charge. And being deſirous to 
drinke ſome freſh water,heſent Ion A rmerpe, AnTtrony 
Pazzons; Anthony Deyers, and Francis Gamaxs reſo- 
lute ſoldiers in a skifte , to land neere vnto Paceas, to dig 
for freſh water . Theſe foldiars being followed by a Por- 
tugall Surgion , a;valient man entred into thermer with 
their Marciners and watered. Burt as they returned to- 
wards their ſhippe, behold the enemies came ſwarming 
downe on either banke, who with a ſhower ef ſtones and 
arrowes thought to beate dowr.ethe ſoldiars and to ſinke 
the boate , Bur the ſoldiars couered rhemſelues ſo well 


withchcir Targetts, and the Marriners did their duties - 
wel[ 
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well in rowing, as they got outof the riuerintothe open 
Sea , But for that the flud caſt them. backe hauing no 
winde, three great vefſells manned with al. that was ne- 
ceſfary for the watre, and which carried many Geutle- 
men of che Country , cameto inueſt them. The Com- 
enander called Zvpamnc, was of I ava, who appro- 
ched with a chiefe barke , which carried a hundred and 
fatty men. As forthe Portugalls,they reſolued to dic, ra- 
ther then to yeeld ro become flaues: and after they 
had recommended themſcluesto G O D,they prepared 
corragioully to the combare. The Barber beganne,and 
layed hold of the prowe oftheir chiefe veſlell with ſuch 
force, as his foure Companions had meanes to cnter 
into it , and hee had mcancs to lcape in after them. 
Then they fell vpon their cnemics with ſuch fury as ma- 
ny of them troubled with feare, caſtthemſelucs oucr- 
borde. Zypamnsc was hehinde his men , whome hee 
thruft on to the combate, holding his ſword in his hand, 
and threatning to kill him that ſhould recoyle : but ſee- 
ingthat his words preuailed nothing, he {luc foure: The 
reſt knewe notwhich way to turne them: for thole that 
made head againſtthe Portugalls feltthe waight of their 
armes : and thoſe which recoyled could expe nothing 
bur death from their Captaine. Hauing fought ſome- 
time they were all flaincor drowned , being ſo tranſpor- 
red with feare, asthey caſt themſclues head-long into 
the Sea,namely Zy Þ az <whoafter that he had beenc 
wounded in many places, leaped into the waues . The o- 
ther two veſlells, ſceing what had happened , durſt 
cone no neerer, although the fiue Portugalls were ſo ti- 
red,and Wounded in ſo many places, as they could not 
ſtirre arme nor legge. The veſſe|l raken from Zv Danze 

Was 
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Was drawne neere vnto Pacuzcos fleete, and then 
carried tro Aalaea,and there layed vp andcouered, to 
ſeruc for a memoriall of that maraculous fight. The 
King of Pacems ainazed at this ſtrange accident , deman- 
ded and bought a peace, which was grantedhim. 1» the 
ſame booke Chap. 4. 

Inthe ſame yeare 1520, Captaine Vasaves Fa x- 
Nawp Cars ARtunning With aſhippe of war along the 
ſtraight of Gibraltar was inueſted by f1x foyſts of Moores, 
They defired nothing more, then this prey, and thinking 
it impoſſible forhim co eſcape them , they beganne to 
ſhoute for 1oye , then wich their Arrowes, Harguebuzes 
and Muſkets , they \->ughe tooppreſſe him . Car san 
plaicd with his Arrillery , to keepe them from bording 

-him, auoyding heir blowes , with his rowing , and ſtill 
killing ſome one of them : by meanes whereof their 
choller was ſome-what cooled which hee deſcouering, 
heranne vpon three of theſe foyſts that were togither, 
the winde hauing driven away thethree others and kept 
them aloofe. The enemies came alloto incounter him 
wherevpon he ſer fire to a great peece of Ordynance , [o; 
asthe boullet paſſing from prowe topoupe of one of 
theſe three foyſts , brake all the owers. The Avores 
drewethis may med foyſt berwixt the two others, and re- 
payred itas well asthe time would giuethem leaue. Then 
they ioyneagaineandcharge C at $a, who running vp 
and downe with a braucreſolution, and incorraging hts 
foldiars with a loude voice, hee did ſo batter theſe foy ſts 
with his great ſhor,as the Aſlaylants found a harder par- 
tic thenthey expected , final'y a great ſhot carried away 
moſt of the ſlaucs in one of che toyſts : ſo as the Moores 
hauing loſt many ſoldiars ſlaine with the Cannon,ſceing 
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ewo of their foyſtsbroken,and that the taking of Cansar 
would cofttnem deere,they left the fight. This Captaine 
being alwayes of a valiant ſpirit, followed the foyſts : but 
for that they went with oares and hee ſailed, the winde 
being ſcant hee conld nor ouer-take them 7 ſo as hee put 
intothe Port of Malaga, to burye ſuch men as had beene 
{laine , and to cure the wounded . 1n the ſame Booke, 
Chap.2. 

TzxisTanVasqyts de VeGa, a Portugall Cap- 
raine, a Debaucht and diſſolute man , but ſo couragious 
as neuer any danger did amaze him: fo as many held him 
ro be madde and deſperate : ſecing the Cinadell of Or- 
m5 in danger to be loſt for King E wanvs LL, Without 
any more queſtion , he imbarked himſclfe in his ſhip of 
warre with thirty ſouldicrs onely , anddirects his courſe 
ro Orm#us, where he approcheth , and ſeeing the paſſage 
ſhut vp , hee chargerh through the enemies fleete, and 
fights ſo valiantly with their whole power,as in deſpight 
of their Canon, Harguebuzes, wilde fire, Darts and Ar- 
rowes,afrer that he had done wondrous aCtes, ſurpaiſing 
. all humaine force, hee paſt through, and came into the 
Citradell , T his valiant exploite did greatly amazethe 
enemies, and filled the beſieged with great hope: the 
Commander of them intreated V z 6 A to returne 
and to toyne with Capraine S ov 8 a, who had ſome veſ- 
ſels ro indomagethis fleete the morecaſily: where-vnto 
Vz 6a yeecided , although hee had a private quarrell 
with So vs 4,andthar hee was hurt, Hee therefore with 
as great hazard as at the firft time , forced through the 
enemies fleete againe,aduertiſed S o y s aof theeſtateof 
the beſieged : and when it began to flowe , they two 
with their Souldiers entred fight with them , the which 


continued 
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continued long,and was very furious, The enemies loſt 
renne veſſels that were ſunck,a greatnumber ſlaine,and 
many hut. Of the Portugals there was but one Soul- 
dier ſlaine,and foure ſcore hurre : but maugre all the re= 
ſiſtance of the Ormuſians . SovsaandV x 6 a arri- 
ued fate in the Port of the Cittadcell. In the ſame Booke 
Chap 29+ 

Garn as of Saint Severin , an /talian Lord, carrying 
armes forthe King of France at the Battaile of Pavis,in 
the yeare 1524. didas much as valour could performe, 
running among the thickeſt of the enemies, and doing 
goodly exploits of aries. Intheend fighting neere the 
King , his Horſe being laine vnder him , and hee ouer- 
throwne , callingvnto the Lord of Langey ( who fought 
neerehim, and would haue ſuccoured him) hee ſayde 
vauto him. fy Sonne heere it is that I muſt dye, with my 
Armes in my hand: trouble your ſelfe no more for mee, but 
goe ſpeedily and ſuccour the King our Lord © and if you of 
expe remember mee, and that I am dead in the bedof honour. 
P. lovivs, bb. 6. of the life of the Marquis of Þ E S. 
CARA. 

Inthe Bartaile of Yarn, where as Laarſians King of 
Hungarie was {laine, and his Armie defeated , a French 
Gentleman,exceeding valiant, paſtthrough all the Twr- 
kh ſquadrons, and charged into Amvrarus gardes,a- 

2inſt whom hee coucht his Launce, and ftruck at him 
wich his Cimyter . But not able( by reaſon of many 
thouſands of encinics which ſtopt the pafſage) to returne 
backezafter that hee had flaine a greatnumber of Turkes, 
hee was beaten downe vpon the heapes of them, where 
hee dycd gloriouſly. Cvse1n1an imhkis Emperonys, 
Gaisas BARDASSIN, aSialian Knight, becing one 
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day at the feege of Plombin, ſome-what farre from the 
Canpe, to vewethe [owne there went forththree horl- 
meats take him. Hee marcht rowardes them in ſteede 
o' flying: and gaue fo great 2 blowe with the pomell of 
his {ord vnto the firltthat was armed, as hee ouer- 
thre've him trom his Horſe : hee takes the ſecond b 
boti che armes,lifred him out ofthe ſadle, and threw him 
down, running after the other euenvnto the Towne 
gatzs. FvL1G os1Ivs Booke 3. Chap.2. 

The Emperour M a x11 11 anthe firſt hauing affay- 
led che Gri/ons, about the ende ofthe yeare 1499 . inthe 
ficſt incounter which was neere vnto Yuerdenberg , a 
Sxiſſe of Glarts ,called Il oundwV ar, ina ſtraight made 
head againſt twenty men at armes , and kept them from 
paſſing,with his pike in his hand,whereofhe ouerthrewe 
three. The enemics amazed art the valourof this braue 
Suiſſe , promiſed him faire warres ,and led him ſafe vnto 
their Campe, from . whence they ſcat him without ran- 
ſome, with an ampleteſtimony of his valour. Srvuearys 
inhis Hiftory of Suiſſerland, 

In the yeare 1552. SOLIMAN cauſed Manvwegr 
BassAto beſecgea ſtrong place in Tranſtluania called 
Themeſuer,detended by the Eaile of Loſanafor Þ x n v1- 
xAnD King of Hangary , after-wards Emperor. This 
Earle ſeeing a mig'ty army round about him , debarred 
of ſuccors, and betrayed by two Spaniards which had a- 
bandoned hin, to yeeld vntothe Twrkes, hee beganneto 
parle, and obtained a compoſition to depart with all his 
ſoldiars, withtheir lives and goods . The Baſsa againſt his 
promiſed faith,caulcd all cheſoldiars to beflaine,8 cutrs 
off the Earles head. A SpamiſhKnight called A 1yno ns 0 
Parxzz de SAtavepRE , making way with his ſword , and 
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ouerthrowing them that would haue ſtayed him, hee 
ſought to ſaue him-ſelſe through the ſwittneſſe of his 
horic intheneereſt place of retreate, being purſued by 
ftiuc hundred Turkiſh horſe-men , which could nor ouer- 
take him. Being almoſt out of danger , hee fell into a 
Quagmrre,u here hoth hee and his horſe periſhed, The 
Twrkes (eeing him downe,purſue, and cut off the head of 
this valiant man,the which beeing carried to Mahumet, 
and hearingthat it was a Spariara: Tbelceuc it ſayd hee, 
for hee was valiant. Asc, CunToRIvs lib.g.Of the 
warreof T RANSILYANIA. 

When as the Turkes beſieged Belgrade in Hungary, 
one of their ſoldiers deſirous to plant his enfigne in an 
eminent place, went vp into an high Tower, Hee was 
preſently followed by a Hungarianor a Bohemian, who 
ſceingthat hecould hardly diſlodge him from thence, 
Jayes faſt hold of him, and then caſts himſelfe with him 
from the top.of the Tower, where both were flaine with 
thefall. Boxr18,{b.8.Decad,z. DvzraAvrv s,lb.2g. 
ſaith , that the Chriſtian cryed out alowde to the Popes 
Legate, looking downe from the Towre: If Icaſt my 
ſelte head-long with tliis Dog T#rke , whether ſhall my 
ſoule goe? Andtharthe Legate hauing aflured him that 
ir ſhould bee carried preſently into Paradiſe, he caſt him- 
ſelfe downe with the Turke: and was the cauſe thatthe 
placedid yet hold good. Another Hungarian did the like 
at the fiege of /ayza,B ox x 1 nlib.1o.Decad,z. 

They lay that when as the Spaniards ſurprized Con- 
ſtance , a frontier Tov.ne of the Smifſes , in the yeare 
1548. one of the Inhabitants, ſeeing one of the Com- 
manders aduance, and incourage the other Spaniards 


to purſue their point, and that the Towne was like to bee 
PP 3 loſt : 
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loſt; he ſodenly went coward; him,imbraced him, and 
caſt him-ſelte with him of the bridge into the Riuer, 
where both were drowned. Memorials of our time. 

Fv1G0s1vs reports that atthe firſt ſeege of Rhodes. 
the great Maiſter named P=zrzux D*' AvayssoONn, a 
French man, tooke vpon him to defend rhe moſt dange- 
rous breache,being ſeconded by two of his Nephewes 
and foure other ſouldicrs , who fought ſo valiantly with 
him , as alchough they had flaine at diuers charges the 
Soldiersthat caine to releeue one another , and that hee 
had beene wounded in fue places,and his armor broken, 
yer the Twrkes could get no ground of him, bur were for- 
cedto rayſethe ſeege. 1n the ſame Booke Chap.z. 

Inthe yeare 1501. the King of Fez being in field with 
mighty troupes to aflayle Tingia ſtrong Towne vpon 
the coaſt of Barbarte, held by the Portugills, the Gouer- 
nor made a fallie vpon the Moores: but finding them 
to ſtrong, hee retired with great dith-ultie, intothe 
town? Citches . The fight had continucd two houres 
before hee cou'd get thiether , inthe which the Gouer- 
nors ſonae was {laine, and eight valiant Horſe-men : the 
Gouernor himſelfe beeing fore hurt in the face with 
a Iauclyn . The Moores followe their point preſſe the 
Portupalls , and doe all they can to enter pel-mel with 
them into the Towne, The which the Gouetnor ſee- 
ing , hee careth the Moores ſo furiouſly witha troupe of 
Horſe, as in the meane-time the reſt retire eaſily into 
the Towne, The laft was called Love M arr 1x, ava- 
liant man who beeing entred , did thutte the gate bur 
halfeand when as many cried vnto him tht hee ſhou!d 


(hutte and make faſt the gate ; I will neuer doe that 
diſhonor 
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diſhonor ſayd hee, vnto the Portagalls in making the 
world to thinke that they are afraied , Adding that hee 
was readic to fight vnto the laſt gaſpe, to keepe anic 
from entring by that halte gate . His wordes and deedes 
wereal! one: for the Moores running to enter,hee main- 
tayned the fuſt ſhocke valiantly, variil that many came 
to luccor him,ſo as the Moores were forced to retire vn- 
cotheir Campe. . Os ox1ys Booke 2. Chap. 12. of the 
Hiftory of Portugal. 

The extraordinary valour of a Suiſſe in the time of 
our Anceſtors , ſhaibe heere-vnto added , With the leaue 
of che courteous reader ,as moſt worthic-to bee often 
remembred. The Sziſſes to the number of a 1800. or 
there-bouts ( hauing brokenthe great and mightie for- 
ces brought by the Daulphin of France neere vnto Baſil) 
were all ſlaine vpon the place, fighting with a wonder- 
full great force and valiant reſolution , for the helth of 
their owne Country . It happened after the Batraile 
that a Monke a S#iſſe,calledBv x caxpD: who had made 
a voyage into Fraxce with the Emperours conſent, to 
bring in this armic, going forth on Horfe-backe , as it 
were to triumph for this defeate of his Countric- 
men ,and marching with his Caſkeon, bur his beuer 
was vp , and his face was vncouered, that hee might 
with more caſe behold the dead bodies , among the 
which he marched, he began to cry out,O pleaſant ſpec- 
tacle,what a goodly thing it is to marcheinthis medow 
bedeckt with Roſes: at thoſe words a Szifſe lying vpon 
the place , and breathing more for the libertie of his 
country,then for his owne life , being ſo neere his death, 
hee awakes , and riſing as well as hee could vpon his

584 Admirable and Memorable 
knees , With an extraordinary vigour , and taking vp a 
tone, heethrewe it with ſuch dexterity and force at Byx- 
card a5 hee hit him ia the mideſt ofthe fore-head,and o- 
uerthrewe 1m from his horſe, where hee died, receiving 
the reward of his cruell ingratitude and treaſon . STv- 
rutys in the Hiſtory of Suiſſerland. 

In theycare 15 14+ the Swifſes going to ſuccor M a x1- 
MILIANSFORT A Diike of ian, had the gardof Ne- 
ware, the which they defended with ſuch reſolution, as 
notwichſtanding thatthe French made a furious battery 
againſt the walles, yetrhe S#iſſes ſhewed to haue ſv little 
feare of them , as they would neuer ſuffer the Towne 
gate, which lookt intothe camperto be ſhut . A breach 
being made , tzey endured an afſaulr courragiouſly , and 
repulſt the Aﬀſaylants . And which is more, thenight 
following , becing led by Captaine Mor 1n, they went 
(without atteading the ſuecors that came vntothem)to 
chargethe Frencharmie , marching direly tothe Artil- 
lery , the which they wonne valiantly , beeing two and 
rwentic peeces , and carryed them the next daie intry- 
umph to Noxare , hauing flaine a great part of the 
French armie,and putthe reſtin rout :the which we will 
deſcribe more amply inthe following diſcourſe , where 
wee will write of great battailes given in diuers partes 
of the worlde, {incea hundred and fiftic yeares. Fn. 
GvicnARDIN Booke 2,Chap.14.of his Hiſtoric of the 
warresof Nalie, 

Thevalour of theſame Swiſſes appeered inthe yeare. 
1515, at Saint D&ns inthe Duchie of Milan, of whome 
Gv1cnanpinyceldes this teſtymonic, Alchovghthe 
Swiſſes did fight fill with great courrage and reſolution, 
yet ſceingthem-{elues charged in front and in flanke,and 

that 
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that the Venetian armic approched to aſſault them be- 
hinde, they deſpayred of vitory(which they held for 
certaine the date before) ſoas it growing late , they did 
ſound a retreate , and taking their Artillery , vpon their 
ſhoulders, they turned their {quadrons , and holding (bil 
their accuſtomed diſcipline, they marched ſoftly to- 
wards M:lan, with ſuch amazement to the French, asnot 
any one of foote or horle-backe durſt tollowe them. 
T here were onelierwo Compamnes of theirs , which be» 
ing flzd into a farme houle, were burnt by the Venetian 
light horſe. men . The reſt oi the armie returned to M- 
lin without diſorder ,, ſhewing the ſame countenance 
and reſolution : and ſome ſay they buried in the ground 
fuereene peeces of greatordinance,which they had got- 
ten at the firſt Incounter , tor that they had no meanes 
to carrie them away . All men ſay.thar for a long time 
there had not beene ſcenea more turious and fearefull 
bartaile in /falie. Tx1vvice(an ancient Caprame 
which had ſeenc much )ſayd, that this battaile had beene 
performed by Giants , not by men: and that eighteene 
battailes in which hee had beene,, were but combats of 
little children in reſpe& of that:and ſome hold that with- 
out the Canon the Surſſes had gotten the victory , who 
being entred at the firſt charge intothe fortifications of 
the French,and hauing taken from them the moſl of their 
peeces , had alwaies wonne ground, Gv1cHARrDIN. 
Booke 12, Chap. 13. 

Abourt the yeare 1514.the French being Leſceged in a 
fort called the lanterne of Genoa, beſeeched King Lzvvis 
the twelfth to ſuccorthem with vittells, A Sclawonman 
Captaine entertained by the King , carricd him-ſelfe ſo 


well, as in deſpight of a 1 the Galleis which ftoptthe 
paſlage, 
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paſſi2e, hee entred with his galleis laden withviauzlls, 
and relceuedtheplaceinfightofa'l che Genezers, There- 
vponEmanvelrCaval,aCaptaine arte { very cx- 
pert anong thoſe of his timz) hauing con nande of a 
palley with 309.yong men, vnder Anpanyy Dora, 
and going iram the place where hee was (et in gard,nec 

eginneto go intothe open ſea,to haue the more winde 
thac he might vie both his owers and ſayles, and then he 
ſayles directly againſt the Sclawonians galley,not fearing 
the Cannon which did ſhoote at him continually from 
the Lanterne, he graples with the ſayd galley,andlcapes 
ficſtinco ir him-ſelfe, then hauing cut the cables where- 
with the galley was tied vato the fort , commanding the 
Cicty of Genoa : in an inſtant hee drawwes this galley afcer 
him , turning the prowe of his owne , and conduQting it 
with ſuch dexterity berwixt the ſhelfes and che conque- 
red galley, as mauger all letts hee arriued ſafe , and was 
received with applauſe of all the people , and hanored 
with fize' hundred Crownes , for a teftymonie of his va- 
lour : the ſpoyle of the conquered galley was diuided a- 
mongſtthe foldiars . As forthe Sclavonian Capraine,he 
caſt himſelfe intothe ſea, meaning to ſwimmevnto the 
ſhelfes neere vato the fort, where hee pretended to ſaue 
himſelfe . But a young gentleman called 'vsr1n1an, 
caſting himſelfe into the ſea, followed him fo (wiftly as 
he ouertooke him , and laying hold of his haire, drewe 
him to the ſhore. The Genesojis bzeing Maſters of the 
Lanterne ( which kept them tn great awe and ſubieRion) 
did ruine it. P. I' ov 1v s Booke 12.9f bis Hiſtory,

This new Afor- 
ſievr amazed at ſuch curtefte, and doubting whether hee 
dreampr or waked, ſuffered himſelfe to be dreſt,and led 

out of the Chamber , There came Noble*men which 
ſaluted him with all honour, and condu@ him tothe 
Maſle , where with great ceremonie they giue him the 

Bookeof the Goſpel! , and che Pix2to kiffe , as they did 

viſually vato the Duke + from the Maſle they bring him 

backe vato the Pallace : hee waſhes his hands, and fittes 

downe at the Table well fucniſhed .

Candles beeing light,the Mufi- 

tions begin to play,and the Tables taken away,the Gen- 

tlemen and Gentle-women fell ro dancing , then they 

played a plealant Comedie , after which tollowed a 

Banket,whereas they had preſently ſtore of Ipocras and 

pretious Vine, with all ſorts of confituresto this Prince 

of the new [mpreſſton, ſo as he was drunke, & fell ſound- 

lieafleepe. Here-vpon the Duke commanded that hee 
ſhould bee diſrobed of all his riche attire. Hee was pur 
ro 
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into his olde ragges and carried into the ſame place, 
wherche had beene found, thenight before, where hee 
ſpent chatnight . Being awake inthe morning, hee be- 
ganne to remember what had happened betore, hee 
knewe not whether it weretrue in deede , or a dreame 
that had troubled his braine. But in the end, after many 
diſcourſes , hee concluds that all was but a dreamethar 
had happened vntof11m, and ſo entertained his wife , his 
Children and his neighbors , without any other appre- 
henfion . This Hiſtoric put mcein minde of that which 
Sznzscafaythinthe endeofhis 59. letter ro Lyciuays, 
No man ſaies he,can reioyce and content himlelfe , ifhe 
be nat nobly minded, iuft and temperate .

Are the wicked depriued of all ioye? they are gladas the 
Liens that haue found their prey . Being full of wineand 
Luxury,hauing ſpent the night in gourmandiſe, when as 
pleaſures poored into this veſlell of the bodie(becingto 
littleto conteine ſo much) beganneto foame out , theſe

JExnaxvScarpaoNinthe 3. booke 
of his Hiftoric of Padosx, reportes that 
ewo Brethren of an honorable familie, 
being one daie in Sommer at acertaine 
; Countric houle of theirs : after ſupper 
they went downeto the dore of their 
lodging , and deuiltng of many things, 
they beganne to contemplate the ſhyning ſtarres , being 
then very many,asinacleere ſeaſon: Then one of them 
beganne to ſay merrely,[ would I had as many Oxen as 
ſee ſtarres. The other anſwered ater the ſame man- 
ner,and I would haue a Medoweas bigge asall the com- 
paſſe of Heauen, then urningto his Brother he added, 
where would you then feede your Oxen ? In your Me- 
dowe replied the Brother: yea if I would anſwered the 
other. I,in deſpight of you ſayd he ofche Oxen. In ſpight 
of mee ſayd the other .I replied his Brother . So con- 
teſting togither , their Ieſttell co carneſt , and from bit- 
rer wordes they fel ro blowes,and drawing rheir ſwords, 
they thruſt one an-other through , and fell downe inthe 
place . The ſeruants who had heard them lowde in 
wordes,camerunning at thenoyſe of their ſwordes, and 
carried them into the houſe , whereas they died preſent- 
ly. Tun. ZvinosR Booke 2.0f the firſt volume of his 
great Theater of mans lift. 

Wee haue an other Hiſtorie of our time related by 
P.IvsTIn1a ninthe fourc andtwenty Booke of his Hiſto- 
ricof Veniſe, no leſle tragicall then the former. C o s- 
wo Dukcof Flerence,amongelt or':*r Children, had one, 
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Cardynall , calledT ox, a Prince of great hope. Go- 
ing one daiea hunting withtwo other of his Bretheren. 
FzxpinanpDand Garria, becing followed by ſome 
gentlemen, their dogges ſtart a Hare, the which they 
hunt in a Champian ficld and take. Hereyponthe Bro. 
thers fell ro ſome debate, eucry one maintayning that 
his Dogges had firſt formd the Hare and then taken it, 
From wordes they fell to iaiurtous tearmes . The Car- 
dynall not able to endure anic worde of diſgrace gaue 
Garciaa bloweof the eare : who tranſported with 
choller, drewe his ſworde, and wounded the Cardy- 
nall ſo ſore, as hee died ſoone after . Oneof the Car- 
dinalls Seruants fell vpon G axc1a, and hurt him fo 
greeuioully, as hee followed his Brother within verie 
fewe daics after. Sofor a matter of little or nothing 
Duke C o 5s 40 loſt two of his Sonnes in fewe houres, 
CAMERARIY $ in his Hiſtoricall meditations. Chap.g2, 

Somerurbulent Spirits, vnworthy to be named, bread 
a quarrel| betwixt Gzx ox Gand AtzznrtMarquiſes of 
Brandeberg , the which they did entertaine ſo cunningly, 
as theſe rwo Princes, Couſin-germains , became open 
enemies cne vnto an other, and diuided their eſtates, 
which bcfore they had held in common,making authen- 
ticall contraſts, GzxoRrG®, the more ancient , hauing 
of long time oblſerued,that Atszar ſuffred himlelie 
to be goucrned by men thatin the end would chruſthim 
into great troubles , tooke a reſolution ſuch as chol- 
ler did ſugieſt, for hearing that Azzzxar was come 
to Newbourg , without imparting it to anic one, hee 
Writ vato him with his owne hand; that ſeeing ArszrmT 
did both ſay and doe him manie indignities hee would 
not therefore make warre againſt him , nor ſuffer 


that 
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that their poore innocent ſubiets who were not ac- 
quainted with ſuch quarrells , ſhould {mart for it. That 
they muſt ende this quarrell berwixt themſelues. And 
therefurs although hee were much elder , he preſented 
the Combarteto Marquis Albert , wiſhing him(if hee lo- 
ued his honor) to comealone on horſe-backe armed like 
a Prince and Knight , ina certaine place out of the way, 
the whichhee appointednecre vntoa foreſt, whether he 
would come inthe like <quipage. There they two with- 
out any witneſſes , would cnde all their controuerfies. 
That with his whice beard hee would incounter the red 
haireofA1zzxr. He ſcales vp his letcers,calles aPage 
of his, a Palonian borne, commands him expreſly to 
carrie them to Marquis Atzzxr, and notto deliver 
them to any other then to him-{elfe . The Page defirous 


rtoexeccute his Princes commande,prouides for his de- 


parture . Butas hee would haue gone to horſc-backe, 
an other page playing with him , and handling his Pit- 
toll , ſhot ir of vnaduiſedly , and flue the Polonian Page. 
He was (ercht, and the letters which hee had about him 
carried backe, by the whichthe Princes intention was 
deſcoucred to his Councellers: they ler him vnderſtand 
what had happened, and the ſtay wiich ic ſeemed GOD 
had ſent. VWherevpon he changed his opynion,and fol- 
lowed other expedients , pardoning the il] aduiſed Page, 
who had killed rhe other vnawares , This happened 
in the yeare 154T. CaMnnaniys Chap. 92. of W

I haue knowne awoman aboue forty yeares old, who 
who was oft troubled with great paine in her ttomacke, 
with-all, ſhee had no appetite , but had a great deſire to 
caſt; hauing vied the confeion called Hiers pigra, ſhee 
voided about forty grcat Wormes, Dodonsvs inhis 
Obſernations upnn the 85,Chap. I hadaſickolde man 1n 
cure,beingabout 82.yeares old, andnot knowing at the 
firſt ſight his infirmitie, comming neere vnto him, I 
found his breath to bee very vnſauorie, like into young 
Children that are troubled with Wormes . I refolued 
therefore to Phiſicke him , as one that was full of ſuch 
filthe. Then hee ſeemed as one dead, andthe Duke of 
Ferrarares Steward had commanded , that they ſhould 
prepare all that was neceſlary for the funerals of that 
man. I cauſed him totake a drinkeficte for that diſeaſe, 

in the which there was Scordium, and Sea Moſſe, by 
meanes whereof hee diſcharged him-ſclte of aboue flue 
hundred Wormes , and Was cured . his was a caſuall 
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cure: for I ſhonid never have thought that a decrepit 
olde man (hou'd haue bens toucht with that diſea'e.

A young Maidea Candvot,continued cight dayes with- 
out ipeaking,and her eyes open, who having voided two 
and torty wormes,with-out any excrements,was cured. 
ALexAnDaER Bengpictvs, In theycare 1545.1 
did (ce a certaine Gentlewoman , who in few dayes put 
forth athouland worme;,and 1n the ſpace of foure houres 
foure hundred,ſonfe dead,fome aliue,after the which ſhe 
was well. P.,PaviPzrEDa, inthe 1. Booke of the cure of 
diſeaſes. Chap.z. I haue ſcene aſicke body, which at one 
timedid voyde by the ſiege a hundred ſeuentie and ſeuen 
Wormes, Gazvcin Chap. 13, in his Commentarie of 
the Lungs. 

Doctor Manver Berviervs had a little boye 
toure ycares old, called S1xrvs, the which was trou- 
bled with agreat and extraordinary feuer,with a paine in 
his head, a cough, a great alteration , a ſhaking 1n his 
{leepe,and a crying out, which made me ſay, that he was 
full of Wormes. So as hauing made him drinke a De- 
coction of Tapecete, three mormngs together , hee caſt 
aboue a hundred VVormes a foote long a peece,and was 
ſodenly cured of his feuer,and all other accidents, Wec- 
xs R #1 his Obſernations, A young Maiden having caſt 
a great round VWorme, her Father ript it,and found it full | 
of other Wormes . The Maide bcing ful! of this Ver- 
mine, dyed within few dayes. Amartys 4 Portugal in 
the5. Centurie,Curegs. 

Ayoung Boye foure yeares olde, much tormented 
with wormes,atter many remedies,yoyded by the ſeege 
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a round bladder like a Ball. The Mother opening it inthe 

reſencc of others, found incloſed in it many thouſands 
of little wormes. The Childe being carefully lookt vn- 
ro,was ſoone after recouered. 73 the 2.Centurie.Cure.go. 
I haue ſeenca Ball full of Wormes, tyed one vnto an- 
other , ſo as at the firſt ſight you would haue thought 
they had beene but one. The ſame. 

It is wonderfull what Exasmvs reports in a cer- 
taine Oration of his,made in the praiſe of Philicke, Hee 
faich, that hee had ſeene an 7ta/jay, who had neuer 
beene in Germazte ,nor ſcene any Booke or man of that 
Nation,or any onethat vnderſtoodit, and yet hee ſpake 
the Germaine tongue well , ſoas they thought hee had a 
ſpirit. Having bcene Philicked by a Icarned Phifition, 
and by the meanes of a drinke diſcharged of a great 
number of Wormes, hee was cured of his infirmitie, 
but hee neyther ſpake nor vnderſtood any more the 
Germaine tongue. Carxpan hiber 8. Chap. 43. Of the 
Diuerſitie of Things. 

I haue ſeene Children fo tormented with Wormes, 
as they ſuffered ſtrange convulſions , and fo violent, as 
they held them almoſt from the heele to the head. 
T x1NCAVEL. lib.g, Chip.t1. Of the reaſon of curing 
the affet#ea parts of mans body Inox BaptisTA Ca 
VALAIREAlcarncd Pnylition,hath proteſted vnto me, 
that hee had ſcene Wormes come out of the Nauell 
of a Childe of three yeareolde. Own1zo0nvs liber 4. 
Chap.1z.1nthe Treatiſe of the cure of children. Maiſter Pu- 
TER BAxqQE a Surgion of the French bands,and Clavps 
le GxAanpe a Surgion,remaining at Verdun,haue afſu- 
red me,that tney had a woman in cure called Gras Box- 
xzT,dwellinginthe ſame Gee's had an Impoftume 
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in her belly , out of the w'1ich there came with the mat- 
ter a great number of Wormes, as bigge as a mans fin- 
ger, with ſharpe heads , the which had eate her intrailes, 
ſo as for many daycs ſhee voyded feca'le matter by the 
viegr, andin the end was cured, Aaifter Aus. Parn. 
hib.19.Cap.3. 

A Woman of Delft , forty yeares olde , being gone 
ſeuen moneths with childe. tell into a Feuer, with other 
troubleſome accidents: ſoas in the end ſhe had an ouer- 
ture in her belly,out of the which there came, namely by 
her Nauill,a yealow and ſtinking matter, liketo the ordt- 
narie excremente3. In the endethe 19 of September 
1579. a Worme being a foote and ahalte long , came 
torth at h:r Nawill . Two dayes after ſhee caſt forth an- 
other that was greater. Her Feuer encreaſedthe firftof 
OXQober : ſo as I feared ſhee would bee deliueied before 
her time. The third of the ſame moneth came forth a 

third Worme by the Nauill, the which was lefſethen 
the former. The 15. of October ſhee was brought in 
bedde of 2 Sonne, and ({euen dayes after ſhee voyded a 
fourth Worme at her Nauill: and the 24. of October, a 
fiit as great as the firſt, And for that ſhee was not care- 
tully look: vnto by reaſon of her pouerty and baſe con- 
dition, ſhee languiſhed ſome moneths before ſhe could 
recouer ker health. PzTzr Forssr, hber 7.0bſerua- 
tion Chap.35. 

Doctor Hov11s rvb.i.Chap.s 4. of inward Diſeaſes, 
writcs, That others haue had Wormes come forth of 
their bodies at their Nawm!s;and at their Groynes. Tuowas 
Ves a inhis Commentarie vppon the 5. Chapter of the 1. 
Booke of G a 1s n,of affetFed plates,faith,that he had ſcene 
two men tormented with wormes, Which feltthemin an 
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inſtant come out by the groine , hauing pierced the 
bowels, andthe filme which couers them . Thewound 
was cloſed vp for the one , but the other had it openall 
his life, by the which he voyded his excrements. T x 1w- 
cAavELlib,tg.Chap.11t.fayth,T hat he had ſeene a child 
fiue yeares 01d, whoſe belly the wormes had pierſt, and 
came out at his Nauill.I haue ſcene come our of a mans 
body,a worme fifrecne foote long, and of the breadch 
ofa Gourd ſeed, Atrx.Bznzpicrvs in theprefaceof 
the 21.B00:e of hispradtiſe. In the territorie of Sienna, a 
certaine woman hauing drunke the water of the Bathes 
that are there, and continued it ſcauen dayes , voyded 
Wormes of that length. They were fo tycd onetoan 
other,as they were foure Cubirs long, and ſeeing them 
a farreoff , you would haue ſayd it had beene bur one 
Worme.Bznivaxtys,Chap.87. Ididcureanhoneſt 
man, who did drawe out by the flege a Worme almoſt 
three yeards long * and after-wards although he ſeemed 
to beſome-what better , yet hee was full of Wormes, 
which ſome-times procured him a wonderfull appetite 
to cate, and other-whiles againe, it gaue mee a wonder- 
full diſtaſte. Doponey s in his Annotations wpon the 
87.Cbapt. I hane ſcene ſuch large Wormes, and almoſt 
of an incredible length,at Mirandola, tothe amazement 
of all thoſe that were with mee.

An other Phyfition , famous 
among the Germaines, called lamuzs Connarnvs, 
ſaith , that hee had driven our of a certaine mans body 
dwelling at Noythn/e, a worme that was very broad, like 
vnto thoſe which the Greekes call Tenie , for that 
they are long and largelike vnto bandes , the which was 
ten Cubites long, and hee thinkes that it was bur halfe a 
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worme, the other halfe hauing beenepulled from him 
before. 

Ayoung child, two yeares and foure moneths old, at 
Recine in Kaly, inthe yeare 15 38. voyded one of theſe 
broad Wormes whole, of a prodigious length , tothe 
fight where-ofalmoſtall che Towne came running: for 
this Worme being many ells long , was preſerued aliue 
almoſt a day in a Baſin full of water, where it did mooue 
like a. Worme creeping vpon the carth , Ganycin 
Chap.1t3.of his Commentarie of the Lungs , I haueſecne 
a Sclawonian \N oman, whichin coughing did caſt vp one 
oftheſe wormes,fa(hioned likea Serpent,the which was 


 foure Cubirs long, Amartys 4 Portugal. Century;16. 


C#re.z 4. Wemight producea dozen Hiſtories of ſuch 
ather Wormes, which were at the leaſt an clllong: but 
for that a great number of ather remaineto be oblerued, 
Iwill belles my ſelfe about the principall. A Swifſes wife 
of the Canton of F erich,young and fertill,was fick three 
yeares £2. jan 8 of one of theſe large and long 
wormes that.was growne within her Bowels , ſhee ſent 
mea pecceto {#r#b,thatI might ſeeit, deliuer my opi- 


nion,and caſe her. This peece was aboue five ells long, 


without tayle or head,coucred with ſcales like a Serpent, 
broad as ones little finger, and of the coulour of: Aſhes. 


Iatheyeare 1571. when ſhedyed, ſhee caſt vp another 


of an incredible length : for it was aboue twenty ells, 
the which her ſeruants had dryed inthe ſmoake,to pres. 
ſerucit . During her infirmicy,this Woman was concei- 
ured anddcliuered twiſe of Childe. Being taſting , theſe. 
Wormes did gnawe her cruelly : and when ſhee had 
eaten and drunke, ſhee had ſome caſe. This diſcaſe was 
accompanyed and followed by other greeuous infir- 


mities,, 
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mities, 25a Conſtipation , a Chollick and the ly, 
whereof ſhee dyed. Tut 0D. Dy nv s.Chap. Kiens 7 
mixtures of Phiſicke. 

I remember that I haue cauſed divers perſons to voide 
Wormes being thirteene Cubires long. C. Gusns xn 
lib.3.of his Epiſiles.pag. go. A Suiſfes wife brought me 
a Worme which ſhee had voyded,rowled vp of ut felfe, 
as it had beenc a bottome of thred,as bigge as an Egge, 
the which ſhee had voydedat her mouth . Irftirred yer, 
and beeing ſtrerche out in my preſence, it was found to 
beethreeells long , with ſcales of an Aſhie coulour like 
a Serpent . A Kinſ{-woman of mine two and twentic 

eares 01d , tormented with fuch VWormes , fell to haue 
an inſatiable hunger , and a ſtopping of her — 
courſes. In the end, Nature helping her,ſhee drew fo 
with her hands by the lower parts , peece after pecce,a 
Worme many ells long : and then ſhee was ſoonecu- 
red. I.Scnznxtv s'# his Phyſicall Obſernatiaons , ib. 2. 
Sett.208, | 

 Intheyeare 1561. the fixtecnth of February, a Vine- 
trimmer ot Arles,did voide ſuch a large and long worme 
by peeces, whereof the one was twentye hand bredths 
long, and another cight. [rt was like vnto thinne skins, 
wrinckled, of the coulour of Aſhes and ſoft . After that 
the Patient had beene diſcharged of ſuch filthe, he ſoun- 
ded, and remained with-out ſtrength or pnlce, bur in the 
endhee was reconered. Vaizkx10na bb, i. Obſers.g. 
The long and large , or fatre Wormes, iyc ſome-times 
along the Bowels , and are of a flimie ſubſtance , with 
the which one named Lvcas Faxzi, the Arche- 
Duke M at u1as Cooke, was tormented _ three 
moneths very ſore, and did voyde ſuch rotten filthe by 
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Ppeeces, of (ixe , twelue and fiuetcene foote long . Thus 
ſayth Carotovs Clvsivs 17 his Annotations upon the ;, 
Bo oke of Monardas ſunples. 

I have ſeene one which came forth of a woman, and 
was l:ke vnto a ſerpent , aboue a fadome long . Where 
as wee muſt not wonder ſeeing that the Ancients write 
that they had ſeene ſome as Jong as the gutrs , the which 


are ſeauen times as long as our body, for thatthe Bowels 
of cuery man are of thar length : the which I haue ſeene 


and ſhewed in the Piyſick ſchooles at Payis, makingthe 


diſletion of an Anotomy . Moreoucr Il oun Wi1zna 
learned Phyſicion tothe Duke of Clewes , writes in his 
worke of the Impoſture of Diuills , that a Country-man 
did caſt yp a worme cight foote and a halfe long ,the 
which had the throat almoſt like vato a Duckes-bill, M. 
Ams, Pars. Booke 19. Cbap. 4. ; 

There is a dangerous kinde of wormes, breeding of a 
melancholike humor , which receiue their norriſhment 
of the remedics they vie to kill wormes . There hath 
beene one ſ{eenein our timeatZvR1cH,the which was 
about nineteene foote Jong, BarTLENXBvvE Can 
RITCHTER #43 his Obſeruations, Having given a purgation 
to a certaine Germaine woman that was much troub- 
led with the wormes,ſhe caſt one that was brought vnto 
me of a prodigious length : forit was flue and forty foote 


long. Afterwards the voided iwo others, which were nc- 


thing ſo long asthe firft, lauss OrTraray in his Obſcr- 
wations.T haueſcene ayong girle offoure yeares of age, 
voide wormes aliue that were twenty ells long, G.Haw- 
zzRGzR profeſlor in Phyſicke at Twbimge,in certaine quel- 


tions that were diſputed of in the yeare 1574. A young. 


Countrie-Maide fourcteene yearcs olde , being in good 
helth 
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helth, voideda worme 14. foote long. VW acxanvs 
inhkis Oberſernations. Another Country-woman of the 
age of 35. yeares, beivg greatly troubled with wormes, 
voided one cightcene foote long. Theſame Author, A 
certaine poore Couttry-maide voided a worme attwice, 
long and large, the which was neere flue cils long. Gas- 
ear VVOLE. in his Obſeruations. 

I haue ſome-times ſcene ficke perſons yoide of theſe 
large wormes,that were forty foote long , withſuch vio- 
lence, as one Would haue thought, they wonld caſt vp 
their gutts « Theſe wormes haue no hollownes,but are 
compounded of akinde of white { kinne , thicke and ſly- 
mie, markt with blackeſpotrs, and without motion. 
They are like vnto points or bands, and arc ingendred 
inthe Bowells of a rotten Juice. Fs11x P Lara i his Ob- 
fſeruations. A Padouan Barber remayning at Maytona,a- 
bout Automne inthe yeare 1556, = ſome fitts of an 
Ague,did caſt offtheſe wormes a finger broad, and ſeuen 
cubitslong,fuch as Door Prater hath deſcribed. Man, 
Dona vs Boore 4.of bis Admirable Hiſtories. Chap.26. 
Door: Scxuancx and Qvexrts in theirobſeruations note 
two Hiſtories of the like wormes,of {ix,ſeauen and cight 
Cubirs long . FzxxeLivs Booke 6.Chap 19. of his Patho- 
logia,ſpeakes of another kinde of wormes , called 4ſca- 
rides,which he fates come out of the findement, & then 
faſter; themſelues ro the butrocks and thig!:es. And Doc- 
rer [ou dels35 min his obſcruations, aftirmes the ſame, 
reporting that a litt'e child of one of the chiefe Councel- 
lors to the Emperor Ropoipnvsthe 2.bcing trobled with 
the falling ficknefle,many Phiſitions being afſembledro- 
ether to conſult of the cauſes of this violent & ordinary 


Inficmity, they were much troubled toreſolue.[ x 55s v 
cauſed 
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cauſed it to be vnſwadled & viſited the fundemet, where 
he found 4ſcarides.Then with one com.non conſent they 
applied a Corley , & the cauſe ofthe difeaſe beingtaken 
away by little and little the Child grewe to perfeRhelth, 
Bur we muſt yet propound other Hiſtories of monſtrous 
wormes , quite different from the common forme : that 
the reader may {ce more and more vato wiat miſeries 
weearcall ſubieAthrough ſhane : and by theſe relations 
learne to humble our ſelues before our G OD and fo- 
ueraigne Iudge., A Chanoin tormented withthe chol- 
licke, tooke of the confeRion called H1zra Pio xa, and 
caſt forth a worme like vnto a Lizard,but greater, hairy, 
hauing foure feete , the which was kept aliuc ina viollof 
glafſe. Monrvvs Booke 4. Chap 1g. Inthe memory of 
our-Fathers a woman with-child at Craconia in Poland, 
was deliuered of one ſtill borne, thewhich had vpon the 
backe of it a great worme of the forme of a ſerpent,the 
which did gnawethis little creature « Licosrunnas in 
his Hiſtories of Prodigies. 

A young maiden of Lowvais in Brabant 15.years old, 
after that ſhee had endured much , ſhee did voide both 
from aboue and beneath ftrange things : amongſt 0- 
thers by the ſeege with the excrements a wormea foote 
anda haltc long , greaterthen a mans Thombe very like 
vnto an ecle: the difference was that the taile was veric 
hairy . C. Gama Booke 2. Chap. 2, A. Bantvanrys 2 
Phyfition of Florence , writes that a Carpenter called 
lonn,40, yeares of age,was continually troubled with a 
paine at his heart Without any cafe , Bantvaxtrvs hauing 
giuenhtm ſome potion, with a great quantity of matter 
which hee voided, hecaſtvp a good long worme,hauing 
aredde head,cound,and ofthe bigneſle ofa great peaſc; 


hauing 
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hauing the bodie all coucred with ſoft haire, a forked 
taile ikea halfe Moone, and foure feere as a Lizard, Aus, 
Pani Booke 19, Chap.3. 
 AFSpaniſh Gentlewoman returning from Pers,did aſ- 
ſure that ſhe had beene fick many years there and could 
finde. no helpe . In the end an Indian held for a great her- 
baliſt came to ſec her,8 made her drink the juiceof Yer- 
xcinwell purificd , by means wherof ſoone atter ſhe caſt 
vp a worme ( which ſhee called a ſnake ) all hairy, a toote 
long beſides thetaile, which done ſhee recouered her 
helch, Moxanxpvs Booke 3.of the ſimples of the newe found 
world.in the Chap.of Verwemne. Anraone Caprainn,a Phi- 
ſition of Mantews, hath often told mee that a gentleman 
of that placecalled Lavaancs Zarranp, having bin trob- 
led with a melancholike ague & a loathing of meate,with 
a paine at his heart which made him to ſhrike out he did 
vomit vp a Wormezthe which lived ſeauen houres,it was a 
foote-long, bauing hornes onthe head, and a zoo. feete 
oneither {f1de,with the which he crept ſtrangly,it was ofa 
reddiſh collour and flat. Maczz Dcxarys Fooke yg .Chap, 
26, of his Hiſtories. Box1racn Cocx of Padona had alittle 
Sonne, which remained ina. trance as ane” dead for the 
ſpace of fixe houres. Faitoervsa learned Phyſition preſ- 
cribed ſom<hing vnto him , with thehelpe whereof hee 
recouercd his ſpirrits,and one houre after voidedaboute 
fortic wormes : amongſt the which there . was one 
blacke,hairy, with two heads a Cubir long,. which lived 
three daies, S cunncu Booke 3. Obſeruation 21, A 
young girle about ſome nine yeares olde., having taken 
the powlder of wormes didcaſt vp, little Caterpillers a 
live. Dopoxzys in his anuotatien won the 58. Chapter of

I haue 2k a Worme which was no longer then the 
bredth of foure fingers, but hauing the backe coucred 
with a reddiſh haire . This Worme had rormented a 
certaine young man, ſo as there was no hope of life in 
ſhim : but inthe end by meanes of a fic drinke,hee did vo- 
mit vp the Worme, and fo eſcaped. Gazy cin in his 
Comentaric of the Lungs ,Chap.13. 

A Tayler in Langwedoc not farrc from Montpellier, be- 
ingcured of a ſt:ange Feuer, inthe end hee did caſt vp a 
Wormethree quarters long,the Which was round,thick 
and aliuc,and with it much melanchol:ike and black mat- 
ter. Gasy. VV o1+r1ni1 his obſeruations. A Suiſſe of the 
Canton of Jug ,a ſtrong man, feeling commonly ſome 
thing that did pricke him at the orifice of the ſtamacke, 
being caſed by ſome potions, he did caſt vp a great nun- 
ber of \Vormes,of two andthreefuote long. The ſame. 
A Maide of Briele in Holland , did vomit vp a great 
number of Wormes , and which is more, a yeare after 
ſh2voyded Sailes, which her M ther did ſhew mee, 
aſſuring merthat ſhee had kept 01e which had lived two 
daycs. P. Foxs 5 r, (ib. 18. Obſeruzt. 19. In the yeare 
1578. TuinnarTz Canrizs,dwclling at Saint Afanr, 
a widow-woman forte yeares olde, did caſt inthe be- 
gianing of her fict great abundance of cholerick humor, 
with the which ſhee yoyded three Wormes, the which 
were wolley,and like in forme,colour, length,and great- 
neſle ro Curer-pillecs , but chat they were blacke the 
Waich afterwards laye eightdayes and more with-out 

any 
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any norriſhment., They were brought by the Barber of 
Saint Mawrto Mounſier Mizor De@tor and reader in 
thePhyſick ſchooles,who then had the ſayd Cuartiax in 
cure, and ſhewed themto me & to many others. Aw. 
Part Booke 2 4.. Chap. 16. 

Ler vs adde ſome Hiſtories of wormes , comming 
forth in divers partes of mans bodie ,ro ſhewevs more 
plainly our miſerable vaniry . Hauing a ſoldiar in cure 
in Piedmont , wiohad beene fo0te-manto Mounfler de 
Gonlaines deceaſed, and had beene hurt with a ſword vp- 
on the parictall boane. after ſome weekes drefling him, 
I did ſee a number of wormes come from vaderthis rot- 
ten boane, ty certaine hoales in the rottenes , which 
made me vic the more ſpeede to draweout and raiſe the 
ſayd boane , the which did ſhake long before: and vpon 
the Dura matey | found where nature had ingendred 3. 
hollowe places inche fleſhto put in ones Thombe, full 
of niooning and crawling wormes , euery one of the 
which was about the bignefle of a points tagge, hauing 
blacke heads. / we, Pars Booke 9.Chap.22. 

Manie learnedPhy fitions of our time, and amongeft che 
reſt. I. Hovuzx inthe firſt booke of inward diſcaſes.Chap.. 
1. L.[ovzsxr Cap.9,in his treatiſe of wounds inthe head. 


Moxrvvs anq Vzca hold that many times wormesare 
ſcen- inthe braine of diuers men, as alſo in other partes 
of the bodic. Barrnazax Conrapin Chap. 10, Of his 
bookeof the Peſtylent feuerin Huxgary writes,that hee 
had ſeene wormes comming out of diuers partes of bo- 
dies, toucht with the fayd feuer, and ſome of a good 
kngth which tuoke t!:cir iſſue by the cares, the which of 
neceſlicy bred in the Ventricles of the braine. And there- 
fore the Hungarians in diuers places did tearme this 


feuer 
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feuer the wormeof the braine. Con.GurmMmainthe 
Apendix of. his Ce/mocritia , makes mention of a wo- 
man inthe Lowe Countries , who being dead ofa peſti- 
lent Ague,they opencd her head, where there was found 
a great quantity of ſtinking matter abont the ſubſtance of 
the braine, with an incredible number of little wormes 
and punaiſes. I. Hovrizr writes in his practiſe that 
hee had giuen Phyſicke to an /alian that was tormen- 
ted with an extreame paine in his head, whereof hee 
died. And hauing cauſed him to be opened , there was 
found in; the ſubſtance of the braine, a beaſt like vnto 
a Scorpion , the which (as Hovriz x thinkes ) was 
ingendred for that this /falian had continually carried 
and ſmelt of the herbe called Baſelisk, 

A young girle about cight yeares of age, becing fal- 
len into a very great trance,remained ſeauen daies with- 
out ſpeaking , feeling or with any moouing , breathing 
ſtronglic, and taking no norriſhmene but ſome broth 
or: decottion of pourpie . The Mother ſecing her 
Daughter ſo violently tonchet in the head , gaue her a 
ſuppoſicaric, which drewe from her by the ſeege two 
and fortie wormes, wrethed togither like to a bowle, 
whereby the Childe was cured. Atzex Benzpicr 
Booke 1. Chap. 26.0} thecure of diſeaſes. 

A little Sonne of mine,three yeares olde , called Ions 
Conxanp, vecing fallen into a veric troubleſome trance, 
and pceiently helpt with Treacle and Vinager applyed 
to his mouth and noſtrills, being a fleepe and atterwards 
awake , wee found in the ſheete wherein hee was wrapt a 
worme which had a tharpe muſſel] markt with redde, 


hairic and crawling in the clothes. I.Scnuztncxk in bis | 


O.ſernation Booke 1. ſettion 2 42, 
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It happened to a young Childe of three yeares olde 
which was very well,this wonderfull and memorable al- 
teration which followes, As ſhe was playing by certaine 
women , there beganne ſodenly to appeere inthe great 
cotner of the eye within it, the head of a worme, whole 
bodie almoſt coucred the eye . The woinan being ama-+ 
zed, drewe neere , and one of them did gently drawe 
outthis worme,which was altue,and long as an ordyna- 
riepoint, and ſomewhat bigge , withour any hurt tothe 
firing,or that the comming ofit forth had any way offen= 
ded the eye. Amarvs 4 Portugall Centur. 5, Cure. 63. I 
haue ſeene come forth at a young mans cares that was 
tormented with a'violent feuer, three wormes like to the 
kirnells of Pync-aples and fome-what bigger. Vztasavs 
Booke 4.

Fexxz11vs Booke 5, Chap.7.of his Pathologia writes of 
a ſoldiar , who was ſo flatnozed , as hee could not blowe 
it: ſoas ofthe excrement which was retained and putre- 
fied, there ingendred two wormes , which were wolley 
and had hornes , of the bignefle of halfe a finger, the 
which were the cauſe of his death, after that hee had 
becne madde for the ſpace of twentie daics. A ws, 
P ax Booke 19, Chap.z. 

Inthe yeare 1561. the fifth of Maie,a young woman 
giving ſuckto her boye bur fixe monthes o!de , ſtooping 
totie her ſhoe, fhee voided belowe alittle beaſt as bigge 
as a Caterpiller, and hideous to behold. Ir lived three 
daics beeing fedde with milke. Beeing dead , it was 
found full of cholericke matter , greene and venimous, 
eſpecially about the head , The young woman felt no 
diſcammodity after this voyding . The Sonne of one 


named Iloun Micusitacy dwelling at Metz did 
yoide 
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voide at his fundementvery haire. I did ſec one 0fthir- 
tic and three yeares of age, Sonneto N. RocktteinG a, 
who in piſſing voyded little wormes which did crawle, 
like vato thoſe that breede in rotten checſe, but they had 
blacke heads. I haue ſcene others that had wormes 
comming our at their eares . A certaine Gentleman 
- nained Carats, having beene ſo wretched and wicked 
as to beate his Father , fell ſicke , and had wormes come 
out at his eyes. A woman of D«ſſeldorp , having beene 
very ſicke for a longtime, inthe ende a certaine Impol- 
tume growing vpon her bellieaboue her flanke, it brake 
by wormes which were ingendred therein, out of the 
Which there camea great number, black and reddiſh.R.

In burning feuers,eſpecially in thoſe that be contagi- 
ous and peſtilent, we ſcethart diſcaſes caſt forth wormes 
by the taile, and other beaſts of horrible and ſtrange 
ſhapes. Oflate a poore woinan a widowe of Reinſpourg, 
hauing beene long tormented wich a cough, a ſhortneſle 
of breath and a paine at her heart and head,in the ende af- 
ter diuers remed:es, ſheetooke the quinteſſence of 7 wr- 
bithe which I gaue her , by meanes whereof after that ſhe 
had beene diſcharged of certaine vicious excrements, 
ſhevoided by the ſeege a liue Lizard, and then ſhee was 
cured. I doe not ſpeake of a number of frogges which 
Pavr Fricuex ſtudying in the Colledgeof the Abbaye of 
Saint E/weran did voide, hauing beene longtormented 
with ſtrange paine at his ftomake. Burt after this dif- 
charge , hee was very well.

One demanded councell of a Spamard by Letters, 
and helpe for one that was troubled with grauell , who 
having voyded ſoine ſtones, and much ſand, did alſo 
put forti) at 1s yarde two little VVormes , hauing poin- 
ted beakes ,two hornes vponthe head, as a Snalle, the 
backe and belly was as it were couercd with ſcales,black 
like a Tottoiſc, bur vnder the belly, which was redde.

I haue ſeenc in an Vrine Vormes as large as Gourd 
ſeedes, flaite and aline, MonTvvs liber 4.Chap.ng. 
AR GENTERLvS a molt learned Piylition , doth af- 
firme, that hee had ſcene the forme of a winged Dra- 
gon comming forth withthe Vrine. Ronperzr inhis 
Treatiſe of the Knowledge of Diſeaſes, Mounſieur D v- 
RET a Phyltcion hath aſſured mee , that hee did voyde 
at his yarde aiter a long and greeuous fickneſle , a 
little Beaſt aliue,very ſtrange and wonderiull ro behold, 
which was of a reddiſh coulour. Caanies Farle of 
Mansfield becing very (ore ficke af a continual} Feuer, 
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caſt forth at his yarde a Worme,of the very forme of a 
blacke Pye, Amzross Parn, bib.rg. Chap. 3. 1 haue 
ſeenc in the Vrines of diuers that have becne ficke of 
the great Poxe, Wormes like vato Antes, Lnmnivs 
lib.2.Chap.40. Of the ſeeret miracles of Nature. One be- 
ing troubled with difficultic of making water , voyded 
by his yarde a little liue Scorpion. I, $c nz Nc x (vb. 3. 
of his Oſeruations, SecF, 312, Inthe Bladder of ſome 
perſons Wormes doe breede, and lirtle Beaſts like to 
Cockles of the Sca. A 1s x. Bzunzpictltb.:z.Chap,22. 
of his Anotomie. 

I atcribute much credit in Phiſicke and Surgerie , to 
experience applyed to reaſon . An honorable. Woman 
did voyde by theneck of the Matrix, a great number of 
Wormes called Aſearides,8& ſoone after recouered her 
healch, Gaxs1as Lops s in his diners Leſſons of Phi- 
ſick, Chap. 13. Viſiting one Exzpzxic, ſeruant to 
Fxancis Bovasart aLawyer, being full of paine 
with an Impoſtume that was growne atthe endeof his 
middle finger, the which becing ripe , I cauſed to bee 
lanſhe , out of the. which there came preſently a white 
Worme, wolly, hauing a black head, as bigge as thoſe 
Maggots that are found in Cheeſes, after the which 
Fxeper1c Was cured, Maxcetiys Donartvs 
kb. 4. of his Hifforie, Chap.26. 

Acertaine Man hauing a ſwelling or Wenne on his 
necke as bigge as an Egge , by chance being ina quar- 
rell, hee was. wounded very ſorein the ſame place,the 
which was found to bee tull of quicke Lice, and the 
p_ was cured of his hurt, of his Wenne , andof 

is Verminc., Pxrzan Fortsr in his Obſernations. 
MaiſierConnsiivs Hatoivs aPhyſitionat Delft 
hath 
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hath told me,that praQtifing inthe Franche Countic,hee 
bad a Maidc in cure,which had a crooke back, who fee- 
ling a great itching on that part, hee thought it was ſome 
Impoſtume, applying things fit ro make it ripe. Being o- 
pened, there came out of it matter ascleecre as water, 
with a great aboundance of Lice. The/ame.Thaue ſcene 
an Impoſtumein a Maidens flanke, the which becing o- 
pened bythe Surgion,it was found full of Wormes.Far- 
LOP1V s inthe 4.Chap. of fwellings that be not Naturall, 
Vificingthe body of a Souldiar of Afodena,that was dead 
inthe Hoſpitall of the Carmelztes,I found it full of Impo- 
ſtumes both within and without , all which were full of 
Wormes like vnto Lice.The/ame. A Germaine Gentle- 
woman troubled with diuerſe diſcaſes , among others 
did yomit yp at diuerſe times, aboue twelue hundred lit- 
tle wormes,not aboue fix yeares (ince,fome as long as a 
Mans finger,others longer: whereof we will ſpeake more 
amply in.another place. I. Scunncx recites this Ht 
ſtory , in the laſt Section of the ſeuenth Booke of his Ob- 
ſernations. | 
It remaines to ſpeake a worde of ſuch Verwine as 
comes forth from berwixt the skinne and the ficth, a 
diſeaſe called Ptiyiaſes . Many both great and (mail, an- 
cient and moderne,haue beene ſtrucken with it, and car- 
ried out of the world. In ſomethey haue onely obſerued 
ſome naturall indiſpoſition , whereof the Phiſttions 
yeeld pertinent reaſons: in others, ſome ſpeciall viſitari- 
on of G o-D. I haue before made mention of ſome wher- 
vnto I will addethis that followeth, Amartys a Portu- 
allzn the 3 Century ,cure.c8.ſaith,that he had cured one 
that had Ptiriaſis ot the Louſie diſeaſe , with an Oint- 


ment,letting him bloud , and purging him well before. 
Rr 3 * "Hee 
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Hee writes alſo, that a Portugall of Lisbone called T a» 
BORA, Was ſo tormented with ſuch Vermine, as two 
{laues of his being Moores, did nothing but carry away 
Baskets full of this Vermine breeding in his bodie , and 
emptiedthem in the Sza,which was necrevnto the ficke 
mans lodging . A young Painter being troubled with 
an itching , was aduiſed to ſtand naked neere vnto the 
fire, which cauſed Bliſters to riſc on his back , out of the 
which there came aboundance of Lyce, P. Foxzsr 
[:b.8. Obſers.15. 

As for thoſe wretches whome the hand of GO D 
hath roucht in all ages , and which haue beene deuou- 
red alive with Lice. I will leaue the ſearch and confi- 
deration there-of vnto the Reader, I could name ſome 
aduanced to great dignities according to the worlde, 
and riche,who within theſe fiue and twenty yeares,name- 
lye in our France , for that they were not puniſhed by 
men according to their merites , haue not yet eſcaped 
the inſt vengeance of the Almightie . Some haue dyed 
with-out ſence, others haue felt ſome Worme in their 
conſcience , bur deſticute of the true knowledge of 
G OD, and of them-ſelues, haue dyed moſt miſerably. 
There is no Province in the realme, but may furniſh 
ore of examples . Such puniſhments doe put both 
great and ſmall in mindeof theſe wo yerles.

Ir was his Father, who did 
more reſemble a carcaſe of boanes , then a liuing man : 
for he had the {inewes,the veines,the artiers,the boanes, 
and other parts appearing ſo plainly abouethe skinne, 
as you might number and diſtinguiſh one from an other. 
And hee was ſo old, as the poore man had loſt his fight, 
and could ſpeake lictle and with very great paine. The 
Seignior of Oztigny hauing ſeenc {o ſhange a thing, 
went to the young olde man, intreated him to anſwer 
ynto that which hee had demanded touching his age. 
Then the old Man called a troupe of Indzens. and ftri- 
king twife vppon his thigh , and laying his hand vp= 
on two of them, hce gaue him to vnderſtand by fignes 
and tokens , that theſe two were his Children: then 
ſtriking vppon his thighes , hee ſhewed him others 
that were not ſo olde, which iffued from the two firſt,

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the which he continued in that manner vnto the fifte ge- 
neration . Although this olde man hada Father,and that 
both had white and exceeding long haire ,yct it ſeemed 
by their naturall conſticution they might live thirtie or

ion in his Filojeof an Abbeſle that was 
lin the Monaſtery of 41onuteare , the 
Ex) Which in his time was almoft a hundred 
Js yeares old, andas ſhe ſeemed vety old, 
Inature which declined in ker recoucred 
ſo great force and vertue,as her monthly courſes which 
ſhe had loſt for manic yeares , beganne to come againe 
as if ſhee had beenc.yong: moreouer all her teeth came 
againe, her haire began to ſhew black , andtoexpell the 
white,fo as recouering her beſt eſtate, the wrinkles of 
her face ware away,her breſts grewe fat & plompe,& in 
the end ſhe grewe as faire and treſh as when ſhe was bue 
thirty years old : ſo as many went to ſee her,as the moſt 
admirablething which they had ever ſeene.. She hid her 
ſe]lfe and would not bee ſeen, beeing aſhamed of this

Becing at Rome about the yeare 1531.it Was bruted 
throughour all /zalie,that at T aremium there liued an old 
man Who at the age of a hundred yeares was growne 
young againe, like vnto the fbbefſe . Hee had * tar 
his ſkinne like vnto the ſnake, and had recovered a newe, 
beeing growne ſo young and freſh , as thoſe which had 
ſeene him and knowne him beefore,could then ſcarſe 
belecue their owne eyes. Hauing continued aboue fif- 
tic yeares in this eſtate, hee greweto bee ſoolde, as hee 
ſeemed to bee made of barkes of trees . The ſame, 

The Admirall Do»Favpnrcvs,paſling in his youth 
by a place called R994, hee fee a man S was fiftic 
yeares olde in his Kt yrs , whotould him that hee had 
beene foote-man to his grand-father . And when as the 
Admira]l would not belecue it , for thar it was long ſince 
his grand-father was dead: this man ſayd vnto him that 
hee had no reaſonto doubt thereof, for that hee was a 
hundred yeares olde: and that being old hee was growne 
young againe: ſo as nature was changed in him and had 
renewed all that which was the cauſe of age, the which 
made him to ſceme younger then hee was , The Ad- 
micall was defirous to knowethe truth, and found that 
the was asitold man had ſayd..

That aboue written is not impoſſible ( addes T o x- 
Qv2 MADoO) (ecing: that in our time wee knowe a yeric 
admirable thing of a man mentioned by F z x xnanp L o- 
ps s of Caftagneda, Hiſtoriographer to the King of Portw- 
gall,in the eight booke of his Chronicle where he ſayth 
that N onn10deCv 6nnbcing Viceroycat the Indies 


in the yeare 1536. there was aman brought vnto him 
as 
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as a thing worthie of admiration: for that it was auet- 
red by great proofes and ſufficient teſtimony , that hee 
was threc hundred and fortie yeares old , Hee remem- 
bred that hee had ſeene that Cittie wherein he dwelt vn- 
peopled being then when he ſpake oneofthe chicfe of all 
the Eaſi-Indizs. Het had growne young againe foure- 
times , lcauing his white haire and hauing newe teeth, 
When the Viceroy did ſee him , hee had his haire and 
his beard black, alchough hee had not much . Andas by 
chance there was a Payſttion preſent, the Viceroy would 
hauec him feele this olde manspulce, the which he found 
as good and as ſtrong,as a young mansin the prime of 
his age. This man was borne in the Realme of Benge-. 
(4, anddid aftirme that hee had at times neere ſeauen 
hundred wiues , whereof ſome were dead and ſomc hee : 
had put away , The King of Portegailaduertiſed of this 
wonder,did ofren inquier, and had yeccely newes by the 
fleete which came. Hee liued abouethree hundred and 
ſeaucntie yeares . The ſame Caſtagned: addes , thatin 
thertime of the ſame Viceroy, there was alſo found in 
the Cittic of Bengalaan other man, aMovreorM anvy- 
METAN Called. XsqQvynpiR, bornein a Prouince na- 
medX = Qv =, who was three hundred yeares olde as hee 
ſayd: all thoſe which did knowe him did allo certefte it, 
for that they had great preſumptions and teſtimonies, 
This Moore was reputed amongſt them for a holie man, 
by reaſon of his auſternes and abſtinence. The Poy- 
tugals did conuerſe famyliarly with him - and beſides 
that the Hiſtories of Portugal are faithfully colle&ed 
and certeficd by verie autenticall witneſſes: there were 
in my time both in Port#zall and in Caſtille many wir- 
neſſes which had ſeene thete old men. T he ſame, 
ALEX. 
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Arnzx, Baxnvpicrvs reports in his practiſe that 
hee had ſeene a woman called V 1crorx1a, who had 
lofl all her recth, and beeing growne bald other reeth þ 
came againe atthe age of cightcene yeares.

I haue heard Miſtris Dzs n=c xſaic , that ſhee had 
knowne a woman ſeauentie yeares olde , the which in 
certaine monethes for ſome yeares, had her monethly 
courſes verieorderly . Inthe ende comming downe in- 
to great abondance, ſhee died .. Shee reported vnto mice f 
an otner memorable Hiſtorie, that ſhee had ſeene and 0 
knowne an honorable woman, being then a hundredand 
three yeares olde, and foone after died: who beeinga | 
hundred and one had her month!y courſes very orderly, | 
whcre-with ſhee felt her ſelfe wonderfully eaſed , and as 
it were reſtored : the which continued from the hundred Tr 
and one yeareyntill her death, which was atthe age of a oF} 
hundred andthree . The Marſhalls wife of Pleatenbourck /'Y 
a gentlewoman of the noblefamclie of Xetlercks in Weſ 
phalia,hauing paſt ſcauentie yeares retumed to hauc her 
monthly purgations very orderly , and was as luſtic as i, 
ſhee had beene long before +. Theſe orderly courſes 
continued foure yeares , but in the ende they came in

I will adde that which [| hauc of mine owne knowledge, 
and whereof I am well aſſured. Becing ficke at Rome, 
andin bedde , whereT laic awake, there appeezed vnto 
mee aviſion of a faire woman, the which [ didJong be- 
hold,being very penſiue, and not ſpeaking a worde, diſ- 
courling with my ſclfe whether I did dreame or were 
awake. And knowing that all my finces were in their 
full vigour , and that this fantoſme was ſtill before mee, 
I af ked what ſhe was . She laughing repeated the ſame 
verie wordes as it ere in mocking wiſe: and hauing 
long beheldemec,ſhee went her waic . In theſame Booke 
anaChapter. 

A Monke called T x o wc a s, a man worthie of credit, 
and whoſe wiſdome and iudgement I haue tried in ma- 
nic affaires,hath reported vnto mee for truth, confirming 
it with an oth,tlat there had paſt ſome bitter wordes be- 
rwixt certaineother monkes and him, and after they had | 
one iniured an other in wordes, he went al[boyling with 
choller from among them , and walking alone in a =u 

wood, 


"I 
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Wood, hee mette with an ill fauoured Man,and of ater- 
rible ape, hauing a blacke beard and a long gowne, 
TaromaAs asked him whether hee went ? I hauc loſt an- 
ſwered hee,my horſe,and goto ſceke him in theſe neere 
fields. Here-vponthey goe rogether to finde this beaſt, 
and come neere vnto a lictle Rruer that was deepe. The 
Monke begins to put off his hoaſe to wade through: 
but the other doth preſſe him to'hang vpon his ſhoul- 
ders,promiſing to paſlc him eaſily. T x0 a s belecues 
him,andbeing vpon his backe, he imbraceth him about 
thenecke : but caſting downe his eyes to ſeethe paſſage, 
hee found that his Porter had ſtrange and monfterous 
feete : where-with becing much amazed, hee began to 
call vpon GOD for ayde. Atthat voyce, the encmic 
being confounded, caſt downe his burthen, and gromb- 
liag after a horrible manner,vaniſhed away, with ſuch a 
noyſe,znd ſo extraordinary a violence, as he pulled vp 2 
great Oakethat was neere , and brake all the bowes, A- 
LEXANDER of Alexanayia. lib.q.Chap.ry. 

The Lord of a little Towne in the Principalitie of Sul- 
mma in rhe Realme of Naples, ſhewed him{elfe coue- 
tous and prond in his gouernement: ſo as his poore ſub- 
ie&s could not ſubfift, but were ſtrangely oppreſt by 
him, An honeſt wan, butvery poore and contemned, 
did for ſome occaſton hurt a Hound belonging to this 
Lord very ſore: Who greatly mooued forthe death of 
his Dogge , cauſed this poore Man to bee layde holde 
on , and impriſoned in a hoale . After ſome dayes, 
the garde which kept all the doores carefully ſhutte, 
comming to open them according to their cuftome , ro 

we him alictle bread , they found not their priſoner in 
his hoale. Hauing ſought all _— for him, and found 
5 no 
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no markes nor ſhew of his eſcape » in the end they ac- 
quainted their Lord with this wonder , who at the firſt 
mockt and tireatned them , but vnderſtanding the 
truer! after-wards, hee was no lefſe amazed then the 
re!t. Three dayes after this Alarum, all the doores of 
the priſon and of the Dungeon beeing ſhutte as be- 
fore , the ſame Priſoner with-out rhe knowledge of 
any , was found ſhutte vp faſt in the former Dunge- 
on, hauing the face and countenance of a man diſtrac- 
ted: who _—_— them that they ſhould lead him pre- 
ſently vnto their Lord, ro whome hee had ſome-things 
of great and waighty importance to impart . Becing 
brought betore him , heetolde him that hee was come 
from Hell. The occafion was , that beeing no longer 
able to endure the rigour of the priſon , vanquiſhed 
with deſpaire, fearing death , and voyde of good coun- 
ſell, hee had called the Diuell to his ayde , that hee 
would drawe him our of that captiuitie . That ſoone 
afrer the euill ſpirit had appeared vnto him in the 
Dangeon, in a hideous and terrible forme, where th 

had made an agreement, according to the which hee 
had beene drawne and carrycd from thence, not with- 
out grecuous torments, then caſt head-Jong into pla- 
ces vader-ground , that were wonderfull hollow , as in 
the bottoime of the carth, where hee had ſcene the pri- 
ſons of the wicked , their puniſhments, darkeneſle, and 
horrible miſeries , ſeates chat were ſtincking and feare- 
full: Kings , Princes ,and great men plunged in darke- 
neſſe, where they burnt in flaming fice , with vnſpeake- 
able rorments ; that he had ſecne Popes,Cardmals and 
other Prelares attired in ſtate, and other forts of men in 


diucrs cquipages, affliged with diſtin@ puniſhments in 
very 
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very deepe gulphes , where they were tormented incef- 
ſan:ly. AJding, that hee had knowne there many of his 
acquaintance, name'y one of his greateſt fiiends, who 
knew him and inquired of his eſtate : the priſoner ha- 
ving tolde him that their Country was inthe hands of a 
crueli Lord : hee then iniovned him , that beeing retur- 
ned,he ſhou'd command this rough Maiſter to leaue his 
tyranous vſage: and to tell him,that if hee continued, 
his place was markt in a certaine ſeatethereby,v hich he 
2iwed vnto the priſoner. And to the end (ſayd this 
ſpitit vnto the priſoner ) that the Lord of whome wee 
ſpeake , may giue credit vnto thy report : bid him re- 
member the ſecret counſell, and the ſpeech wee had to. 
gether,when as we carrycd armes together ina certaine 
watrre , and vnder Commanders that hee named vnto 
him. Then he told him in particular this ſecret, their ac- 
cord, the wordes and mutuall promiſes : the which the 
priſoner deliuered diſtinctly , one after another in order, 
yato this Lord, who was wonderfully amazed at this 
meſſage, wondring how it could bee , that things com- 
micted by him alone, the which hee had neuer d:{coue- 
red to any, ſhould bee decitred vnto him fo boldly by a 
oore ſubic& of his, who did repreſen them , as if hee 
had read them ina Booke. 

They adde, that thepriioner hauing irquired of the 
other with whom hee deuiſed in Hell, if ic were pcſſible 
and rrue;that ſo many Men whom hee did ſee ſtately ap- 
parrelled , ſhould teele any torments : the other arz- 
ſ\wered , thatthey were burnt with continuall fire , ant 
tortured with greeuous and vnſpeakeable puniſhments, 
and that all thoſe ornaments of Golde and Scarlate, 
were nothing elſe but burning fire ſo couloured.

That being deſirous to feele if it were ſo, hee wentneere 
to touch this Scarlate;z which the other perſwaded him 
to forbeare : bat the heate of the fire had (corchr allthe 
| paline of his hand , the which hee ſhewed as it were 
| roaſted in the embers of a great fire, The poore pri- 
| ſoner beeing ct at libertie, ſeemed ro thoſe that came 
| vnto him at his returneto his houſe, as a man diſtraſted 
and growne dull, which doth neither heare nor ſee, al- 
wayes penſlue, ſpeaking little, and ſcarceanſwering the 
queſtions that were demanded him , His face was be- 
come 1{o hideous, and his countenance ſo foule and 
wilde after this voyagz, as his Wite and Children did | 
ſcarce know him : and when they knew him, there was 
nothing but crying and weeping , ſeeing him ſo chan- 
ged. Hee liued but fewe dayes after his returne, and 
could hardly ſettic his poore eſtate , hee was fo tranl- 
ported andchanged. Azsxanpe nr of Alexandria,liber 
6, Chap.21. 

Neere vnto Torge in Saxenze, a certaine Gentleman 
walking in the ficid, metre wirh a Man which ſaluted 
him and offered him his ſeruice . Hee made him his 
Horſe-keeper. The Maiſter was not very good , but the 
ſeruant was wickedneſle it ſelfe . One daye the Maiſter 
becing to goe forthe , recommended his Horſes vnto 
his ſeruant,cſpecially one abouethe reſt, which was of 
ſome price : this feruant was ſo expert as hee drewe 
this horſe vp 1intoa vety high Tower, Vhen the Mai- 

 ſterreturned,his Horſe ( which had his head at the win- 

gp ) knew him,and began to neigh. The Maiſter being 

amazed , demanded who had placed his Horſe in fo 
high a Stable, This good ſeruant anſwered , that it was [ 
with £ 
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with an intent to keepe him ſafe, that hee might not bee 
loſt, and that hee had carcfully executed his Maifters 
commandement. They had much a doeto ſhackle this 
poore beaſt, and to let him downe with Ropes from the 
rop of the Tower. Soone after, ſome whome this Gen- 
.tleman had robd, reſoluingto purſue him in Iuſtice, his 
' Horſe-keeper ſayde vnto him. Maiſter ſauc your ſelfe, 
ſhewing him a Sack , out of the which hee drew many 
horſe-ſhoes puld by him from horſe-feete to ſtaye their 
courſe in the voyage which they vnder-tooke againſt his 
Maiſter, who inthe end being raken, and put in priſon, 
inrreated his. Horſe-keeper to helpe him. You are too 
faſt bound there, anſwered the ſeruant , I cannot free 
you. But the Maiſter making great inſtance ,inthe end 
his ſeruant ſayde: I will drawe you out of captiuitie, ſo 
as you make no {igne with your hands thinking to'ſaue 
our ſelfe. Which agreed vppon , hee takes him with 
his ſhackles and Bolttes , and carryes him through the 
ayre. This miſerable Maiſter becing amazed to ſee 
himſelfe in fach a ſtrange ficid, began to crye out, Oh 
eternall G OD , whether doe they carrye mee ? Sodenlye 
his ſeruant ( that is to ſay the Diuell ) let him fall in a 
Mariſh : then comming home to the houſe , lettes the 
Gentle-woman hi; Wife to vnderſtand, in what eſtate 
and where her Husband was , that they mightgoe and 
deliuer him. | 
A riche man of Halbeyſtad a famous Towne in Ger- 
manic, did vſually keepe a good Table, giuing vnto him- 
ſelfe all the pleaſures in this world hee could deviſe, fo 
lictle carefull of his ſoules health, as one day hee preſu- 
med to powre forth this blaſphemie among his riorous 


companions, that if hee might alwayes ſpend his dayes 
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in delights, hee would deſire no other life . But after 
ſome daycs , and beyond his expeRation , hee muſt 
needs dye. 

Afcer his death,there were _ ſcene at night inhis 
houſe (which was ſtately built) viſions which appeared, 
ſo as the ſeruants were forced to ſecke an other aboade. 
This ciche man appeared with a troupe of other Banket- 
makers,in a Hall, which in his life-time ſerued onely ro 
make feaſts in. Hee was compalled in by ſeruants which 
held Torches in their hands, and ſerued ata Table that 
was couered with Cuppes and Goblets guilt , carrying 
many Diſhes,and then taking them away .. More-cuer, 
they heard the noyſe of- Flutes, Luthes, Virginals, and 
other Inſtruments of Muficke. To conclude, all world- 
ly pompe, where-in this riche-man had taken delight in 
his-life time. G OD did ſuffer Sathan to repreſent ſuch 
illuſions to the eyes of many , that hee might: roote out 
impictic from the hearts of Epicures. Ios: Fincz1. 
lib.2: Of the wonders of our Time. 

In the yeare 1532+ 4 Germaine Gentleman , cruell to 
his ſubieRs,commanded a certaine peaſant to fetch him 
a great Oakeout of 'the-next forreſt, and to bringitto 
his houſe, or elſc tee ſhould bee cruelly intreated : the 
Country-man holding it impoſſible, goes away ſighing 
and weeping. Beingentred into the Forreſt, hee meetes 
a man ( which was the Diuell ) who inquires of him the 
cauſe of his heauineſſe; whome the Country-man ha- 
uing ſatisfied, the other hauing commanded him to re- 
turne, promuſcth to piue order the Gentle man ſhould 
haue an Oake quickly . The peaſant was ſcarce retur- 
nedto the Village, but his man inthe Forreſt had caſt 
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athwart the Gentlemans doore one of the preateſl 
Oakes that hee could chooſe, with-all his bowes , and 
branches, And which is more , this Tree became hard 
as Yron, ſoas it was impoflibleto cut it in peeces - and 
the Gentle-man was conſtrained to his ſhame , trow 
ble, and charge, to pecce his houſe on the other fide, 
and to make new doores and windowes . I os. Fix

There is a Village inthe Dutchic of Branſwick , cal- 
led Gehern,wo'Leagues from Blommenay, Inthe yeare 
1555.2 Country-man going out from thatplace in the 
morning with his Carte and Horſes to fetch Woode in 
the Forreſt, he diſcouered at the entric there-of certaine 
troupes of Reiſters wearing black armes , Being amazed 
at this incounter, hee returned to carry newes vnto the 
Village. The moſt ancient of the place accompanied 
with their Curate or Paſtor , went preſently into field, 
being followed by a hundred perſons , as well men as 
women , and they number foure-teene bands or dif- 
tint troopes , the which in an inſtant put them-ſclues 
into two great Battaylons,one right againſt an other, as 
it were o__ to fight. Then afterwards they did ſee com- 
ming out of eyther ſquadron, a great man, of a fierce a- 
ſpeR,and verry terrible to behold. Theſe two of cyther 

de light from their Horſes, ſeeming to make a care- 
full and diligent reuiew of their troupes: which done, 
they | an ro Horſe againe. Preſently the troopes began 
to aduance themſelues , and to runne ouer a great 
champian field , without any charge or ſhocke : the 
which held and continued vnill it was darke night, in 
the view of all the Country-men. Atrhatpreſent time 
there was no ſpeceh in all the Dutchic of Brunſwike,

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nor there aboutes,of any enterpriſe of warre, nor of any 
leuic of Reitres: which made them to thinke that this vi- 
fion was a predition of the miſeries which did after- 
wardes happen by the iuſt Indgementes of G OD, lor. 
FinCE1, Booke 1, 

Intheyeare1567.STEPHian HyvBaNaTrIemayning 
at Trautenaw, a Towne in Bohemia,did ſo proſper,in ga- 
thering of riches, &in ſtately buildings, as euery one did 
admire and reſpc& him, as one of the greateſt mignons 
of worldly felicity . Inthe ende he fell fick,died,and was 
carried to his graue with great pompe ..Soone after hee 
appecred to be lyuing againe , and making much of ma- 
ny,hee imbtuced ſome ſo ſtrongly , as ſome died, others 
were greeujoufly ſicke : all affirming that rich Hvzznzr 
had fo handled them: and that he was in the.ſame ſort, as 
he was in his life time. The Magjſtrates of the. place def 
coucring that it was adiuiliftt illuſton, decreed that H y- 
z8NETs bodic ſhould be taken vp againe.. Although hee 
had beene layed fiue monethes before in the ground;yet 
was hec not any thing toucht with rotttenneſle , but as. 


freſh as before his ficknefſe, and as bodies that are luſ- \. 


tie and in their perfe& helth. The hangman diaged 
ittothe galloes, where they doe execute malefaQors, 
hee cut off his head , andthe bloud guſht out as if H v- 
zENEThad bcene aliue, and from out of his breſt hee 
drewe a bloudy heart , The head beeringſert betwixet his 
teete , was burnt with rhe whole dead bodie , in the 
preſence of a great multitude and nuaber of people : 
after which time the power of Sathan ceaſed . The Hiſto- 
rie of Bohemis, 
Anthony Cotilis a Spanyh Gentleman, remayning 
at Fontaines of Ropetl , went one daic trom his houſe well 
mounted, 
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mounted, forthe diſpatch of ſome affaires,ſome Leagues 
of, the which done and night approching , hee reſolued 
eo returne vnto his: houſe , Going forth of the village 
where hee had beene , hee found a little Hermitage and 
Chapell with certaine lattiſe windowes of woode, and 
a Lampe burning within it. Becing alighted from his 
Horſe, hee did his deuotion, then caſting his eyeinto the 
Hermitage , hee did ſceto his thinking , comming from 
vnder the ground throe perſones which came towardes 
him with their heads couecred, and then to ſtand ſtill, Ha- 
uing be-held them alittle, ſecing their haire ſhine and 
ſparkle , although hee were held ta bee verie valiant , yet 
hee was affraicd,and going to Horſe-backe hee beganne 
co flic. Bur lifting vp his eyes , hee deſcouersthele per- 
ſons which went a little before him and ſeemed to ac- 
companie him. Recommending hinvſelfe continually 
vnto a'mightie G O D, hee turned firſt one waie then 
an other waie , but this troupe was alwaies aboute 
him . lathe ende hee couchta fhortLance which hee 
carried,and ſpurd for-warde ta ſtrike them : buttheſe vi- 
fions went as faſt as the Horſe, ſoas Avrryont:s was 
forced to take them in his company, vntothe gate of his 
lodging, where there was a great Court. | 
Beeing alighted , hee enters , and findes theſe fanto(- 
mes3 hee goes vp to a Chamberdore where his Wife 
was, who openedit at his voice: and as hee entered the 
vilions vaniſhed awaic. But hee ſeemed to bee fo a- 
mazed and troubled, as his Wite thought that hee had 
beenevecricill vied by his enemies in that voyage, Bee- 
ing demanded , and notableto drawe anic thing from 
him, ſhee ſent for a verie friendof his, a Learned man, 


who came preſently : and fwding him as pale as a dead 
man 
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man , intreated him yerie earneſtly to diſcouer his ad- 
venture, Cos r1LLt hauing made the who diſcours 
yato him, this friend labored to reſo!ue him , then made 
him ſuppe,conducted him to his Chamber, left him vp- 
on his bead with a candle light on the tablc,anddeparred 
to lcauc him to his reſt. He was ſcarceout of the Cham- 
ber, but Cosr111s beganne to cric out helpe, helpe, ſuc- | 
* corme. Thenall his ſeruants centred intothe Chamber, | 
to whome hee ſayd thatthe three viſions were come to 
him beeing alone, and that hauing (crache vp the carth 
with their handes , they had caft ic vpon his eyes , foas 
heedid not ſec ante thing, His ſeruants therefore did 
ncuec abandon him, but hee was ſtill well accompanied: 
but cheir aſſiſtance and care could not keepe him , but 
that hee diedthe ſeauenth date after, without anicerher 
infirmitic.

Toun VnLazavassdeArortiag%twootheryong 
Spaniards going out of their Country to ſtulice the Lawe 
at Bolognia the fat, notfiading a conucnient lodging to 
live ſparingly in : they were aduertiſed that inthe ſame 
ſtreete where their Inne was, there was a houſe left de» 
ſert and abandoned , by reaſon of certaine viſions which 
appeecred there, the which they might haue to dwell in 
withour anie rent , as long as they ſhould pleaſe to ſtaic 
init, 

They accept of the condttion, ft rhem-ſelues with 
ſuffe, and paſſethe time merilie for a monethes ſpace. 
Artthe cade whercof, Ar o1as two companions go- 
ing to beddecarlic, and hee late in his ſtadie , hearing a 
greatnoiſe as it had beene of manic iron chaines , ſha- 
ken togither, hee went out of his tudic, with his ſword, 

and ” 
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and in his other hand his candle-light , then hee plan- 
red him-ſelfe in the mideſt of the Hall , without awa- 
king his companions, expeing what ſhould beecome 
of Yis noiſe, the which m his opynion came from be- 
neath the ſtaires , anſwering toa great Court , right bee- 
fore the Hall. Beeing in this expeRation hee deſco- 
uersatthe ſtaires dote a verie greeuious and fearcfull yi- 
fion, of a Carcaſſe that had nothing at all but bare 
boancs, drawing about his feete andthe middle of his 
bodice, theſe chaines which made ſuch a noyſe. This 
viſion ſtayed, and A ro01a reſuming courrage , be- 
ganne to coniure it , that hee ſhould let him vnderſtand 
in ſomeconuenient manner what hee would haue, The 
viſion beganne to croſle his armes , to hold downe his 
head , and to becken him with one hand to followe him 
downe the ſtaires. Aror a anſwered , goc before and 
I will followe thee: where-vponthe viſion begannne to 

downe ſoftly,like vnto onethat were fertered : beceing 
followed by A yo x a,whoſe candell went out on the mi- 
deſtof the ſtaires. 

This renewed his fearc, yer incorraging him-ſelfe 
againe , hee ſayd vnto the vifion, thou ſceſt that my 
candle is out , 1 will goeand light it againe : if thou 
wilt tarrie for mee heere in this ſame place, I will rerurne 
preſently vnto thee againe.

as hee went thether , the viſton ſodenly vaniſhed away. 
A y 0 14 being alone, began tocall him, proteſtingrhat 
he would do any thing that was in his power, and ſtayed 
there awhile : But the viſion appeared no more, andthe 
Sp aniardreturned to his Chamber, and awaked his com- 
panions,who ſecing him ſo pale,gaue him alittle Wine 
and ſome comfitares , inquiring of his aduenture, the 
which heereported vnto them. Soone after this accident 
being bruted throughout all the Citry,the Gouernor in- 
quired carefully ofthe manner of it, and vnderſtanding 
all circumſtances by the relation of A r o La,hee cauſed 
ſome to digge where-as the viſion vaniſhed away. There 
they found a carcaſein Chaines as Aror a had ſeene 
it,in a deepe Sepulchre,from whence being drawne and . 
interred in an otherplace with others,all the noiſe which 
had beene before inthis great lodging ceaſed, The Sp4+ 
niards returninginto Sparne, A y o 1 a was made a Iudge, 
and had a Sonne who was a Pceſident in a Towne of 
Spaine,inthe time of ToxnqQynmapo, who made this 
diſcourſe in the third Iourney of his Hexameron . The 
which agrees with the relation which Puivs Sacynvys 
| makes of the Philoſopher Araznoporvs, i his Epiſtle to 
Svrn. liber 7. 
Txzopons Gaza, alcarned maa in ourtime , had ob- 
tained a certaine Farme in gift from the Pope, His Far- 
C mer digging on atimein a certaine place, found a veſſell_ 
| inthe which were bones. Here-vpon a vifton appeared 
vnto him, & commanded him to put that Veſlell againe 
into the earth,el{e his Sonne ſhould dye. And for that 
the Farmer made no accoumpr of it, ſoone after his 
Sonne was ſlaine. Some dayes after the viſion returned, 
threat» 
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threatningthe Famer to kill his other Sonae , if hee did 
not put the veſſcll and che boanes inthe place where hee 
+ had foundthem. The Farmer bethink ng himſelf, & fee- 
ing his other Sonne fallen ſicke , reported all vato Tar o- 
pore, Whogoing vnto his farme , and inthe ſameplace 
wherethe Farmer had drawne out the veſlell, he cauled 
a pit to be made: wherethcy did hide che veſſell with the 
boanes : the which beeing done,the Farmers Sonnedid 
preſently recouer Þis helth . Manu1vs in his commonPpla- 
ces, Lavater Booke 1.Chap.11 of the apparition of Spirits, 
Mz1ancaoninhis treatiſe of the Soule, writes that 
he himſelte had many apparitions, and had knowne ma- 
ny credible per{ons,which d'd athirme that they had talkt 
with ſpirits. In his booke inticled ordinary examinati- 
ons,hee fayth, that hee hadan Aunte, his Fathers Siſter, 
whobeing with-childe after her Huſ bands death, being 
ſernerethe fice, rwo men entred into her houſe , one of 
the was like vnto her deceaſed huſ bad, & ſo carried him- 
ſeife,;the other of a very tall ſtature was attired like a Fri- 
ar. Hethat was |:ke vnto her huf band, came neere vnto 
the Chimney, ſalutes his Wife , and intreates hernotto 
bee amazed ſaying that hee was cometo charge her 
to doe fome thing . Here-vpon hee commaundes the 
Friar to retier into the Stowe. And hauing diſcourſed 
long with his Wite,talking of Preeſtes and Maſles,bee- 
inreadic to depart , heeſayd vnto her, {trecching forth 
his hand , Touch here : but for that ſhe was amazed,hee 
did aflure her ſhee ſhould haue no harme. Where-vp 
on ſhee touchr it : and although her hand grewe not 
impotent yet it was ſo petiouſly burnt as ic was euer af- 
terblacke, Lavartr Booke 1, Chapter 14. of the ap-

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PerznaMaueawrites that at Conflent vpon Viewne 
there appeered abouea 140,years fiance, in the houſe of 
onenamed CaPLiannD, ancuill ſpirit, ſaying it was the 
ſoule of a woman that was deaJ, the which did figth and 
cric out,complayning verie much,adnonithing them to 
make nany praiers, and piigrymages,a1d reucaling ma- 
nic things that were true. But ſom: 0ae ſaving vnro it, 
ifthou wilc have vs belecue thee ſay. LORD remember 
mee according to thy great mereies. His anſ{werewas , I 
cannot. Taznche afſiitants laughr ar him , and hee fled 
witha noile . The like happened to Nicyortas Av- 
z8R& YOtYVeruin whereof Muſter BantTiauavvaFay 
a Councellor of the Parliament hath written the Hiſto- 
ric, where hee ſayth that Sathan appeered vnto her, 
praying vnto her Fathers graueas if hee had come out 
of it,and ſayd vnto her that ſhze muſt ſay manic maſles; 
and certaine pilgymages, to drawe him outot Purga- 
rorie,yet after all this , hee did ſti] rorment this poore 
woman : and although in the beginning hee ſayd hee 
was her grand-father: yet inthe ende hee ſayd hee was 
Beelzebub . There 1s a later Hiſtorie, well knowne tothe 
Pariſiens, but not printed , the which happenedin Paris, 
in Saint Hopoyes ſtreete,at the ſigneof the redde Horſe, 
A \eauer of Lice had taken his Niece hometo him 
becingan Ocphelin. Oaca time the maide praying vp- 
on her Fathers graue where hee was buried at Saint 
Gerwais, Sathan preſented him-ſelfe vnto her, in the 
ſhape of a tall blacke man : taking her by the hand and 
ſaying,my friend feare nothing, thy Father and thy Mo- 
therare well. But chou muſt ſaic certaine Maſſes , and 
goc-in pilgrymage to our Ladie of Yertus, and they 
ſhall goe ſtraight inco Paradice « The maide demandes 
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of this ſpirit , who was ſo carefull of manshelth , what 
hee was ? Hee anſwered that hee was Sathan , and that 
ſhee ſhould not bee amazed . The mayde did what 
was commanded her. VVhich done hee ſayd ſhe muſt 
goe in pilgrymage to Saint James . Shee anſwered, 
I cannot goe ſo farre. Afterthat Sathan did nor ceaſe 
to imporcune her, talking famyitarly co her beeing a- 
lone, and doing her worke, ſaying theſe wordes vnto 
her. Thou art cruell , thou wiltnot put thy fizers in thy 
boſome for my fake : the which ſhee did to content 
him and to bee ridde of him . Burt this done , hee de- 
maunded ſome guifte of her, yea, ſome of her haire, 
whereof ſhee gaue him alocke . Some daizs after hee 
perſwaded her ro caſt her-ſelte into the water , and ſome- 
times to hang her-ſelfe, putting the rope of a well a- 
bout her necke: but ſhee cryed ougin ſuch ſort as hee 
did no more vrge her , And yer her Vncle ſeeking 
one daie to bce reuenged of him , was ſo well beaten, 
as hee continued aboue fiueteene daics ficke in his 
bedde . An other time Sathan would haue forced her 
and knowne her carnally and for the reſiſtance which 
ſhee made, ſhee was beatenvnri!l ſhee bled. Amongſt 
many that did ſee this maide, there was one called C no- 
ININ. Secretaric tothe Biſhoppe of Valence, whorould 
herthatthere wasno better meanes to driue aWale this 
cuil} ſpirit ,then in anſwering nothingto that which hee 
ſhould fay : although. hee ſhould commande to praie 
vnto GOD, the which he neuer did but in balſpheming, 
and ioyning him alwaies with his Creatures in derifton: 
Sathan ſeeing that the maide anſwered him nothing,nor 
did anie thing for him , rooke her and caſt her againſt 


the grounde, after which time ſhee ſee him no more, -

In the yeare 15 34.thethird of Luly after Noone, the 
skie becing cleere and bright, the Inhabicantes of a lir- 
tle Towne called Scheſwitz , did ſee inthe aire Lyons 
running from diuers parts to fight;and by them a man on 
horſe-backe armed , ſhaking of a Iauelm . Not farre 
from this man laiea mans head , withouta bodice, wea- 
ring an Imperiall diademe. Neere vnto it there was 
a wilde boares head with his tuskes , and two Dragons 
vomyrting forth fire Then there appecred an Image of 
a good bigge Townealone, neere vnto a Lake,beſecged 
by Water and Lande, and ouerit a Crofle of the col- 
lour of bloud,the which by lice!c and little grewe blacke, 
An other horſe-man all flaming , and carrying on his 
head an Emperors Crowne , preſented him-ſclte pre- 
ſently, beeing followed by a horſe without a guide: chen 
inthe mideſt of a ſpacious plaine, there appeered two 
Caſtles on fire , neere vnto a heigh Mountaine , vpon 
the which was a great Eagle, hydinghaltfe his bodic bec- 
hinde the Mountaine , and there appecred alſo certaine 
licle Eagles, hauing white ferhers and verie bright, and 
with all a Lyons head Crowned , anda Cocke pecking 
atthis head , ſo long vntill ic was parted from the bodic, 
and ſo vaniſhed away. There were other Lions and neere 
vnto the wild Boars head , an Vnicornethe which by lit+ 
tle& little did change into the forme of a Dragon: wirh a 
great number other beaſts of vnaccuſtomed tormes and 
greatneſle. Moreouer vpon an heigh rockethere appee- 


red a fortreſſe enuitoned with two Campes , and all che

Heauens ſeemedto be ful of Townes, Villages and Caſ- 
cells : but all was preſently conſumed by fire, andall the 
ruines ofthis great circuit, ſeemed to be lightning , and 
to fall into a great poole,nothing remaining but Towers 
whereas the great Cittic had appeered , vpon the banke 
of the Lake,was ſcene a mighty Camell,ſecming to taie 


thereforeto drinke, The ſame. 
In the yeare 1538. betore the firſt expedition of the 


Landgraues warre,the Conſui!l of the Towne of Schmal- 


ealde,a man of good worth did ſee in night as it were be- ' 


fore him , theſe following ſhapes. There was an olde 
man at atable tleeping , with his head hangingdowne, 
vpon a forme by, did liea Lion, In the ſame Cham- 
ber were manic men in long robbes which ſeemed to 
conſult about this Lion , the which inthe ende did leape 
from the forme ,as it were to flic yppon them with his 
great pawes. They ioyning cloſe rogither oppoſe 
them-ſelues againſt the Lion , and giue him manic 
ſtabbes with a dagger, finally having compaſſed him 
in, by the meanes of a Chaier whichthey caſt vppon 
him , they cut of his tayle: but ſoone after beceing gots 


ten from vnder the Chaire , hee returnes to his place, _ 


and leapes vppon the forme. As theſe men had bee- 


gonne againe to goe in andout ,as it Were to conſpicr 


the Lions death , hee enters into a rage and fl.es violent- 
lievponthem, who beganne co cric out, and to hold 
open their armes to the olde man that ſlept, who awa- 
king veric ſodenlie and lifting vp his head , ſhaking his 
right hande hee threatned the Lion, who perceyuing 
it,retyred him-[elte, and looking ſomac-times vppon the 
olde man, hee lept vppon the forme, where hee was 


tran{formed to Insvs Cunisrt ſtanding vp-right 
Tet a and 
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and preaching,before whom theſe men _ proficate, 
as it were to demand pardon, and hauiag obtained it, all 
theſe Im2ges vamihed. 7 he ſame. 

In the yeare 1545. the day after Whitſunday , there 
were ſcene in Sileſia theſe ſhapes. A Beare cametrothe 
Eaſt, leading an Armic in good order: againft whome 
marched a Lion from the Weſt with other troupes. 
Betwixt the two Armies did thine a very bright ſtarre. 
Preſently they began a fierce charge,foas itleemed the 
bloud did guihe from thole bodics tiat Were wounded, 
ain that many fell downe dead vporn theplace, D ring 
this Combate, an Eagle parting from a certaine high 
Rocke,did houer ouer the Lio:1stroupes. Aﬀer a long 
hg'1t,and when as it ſeemed to bee ended , the Lion ap- 
peared againe,ſhintng 11 the middeſt of his bands : but 
they coald not diſcerne the Beare , the body of his Ar. 
mic beeing broken and diſpcrft: about the which there 
were many olde men, with whice beards, and reuerent 
countenances. The fight being ended,the Lion led back 
his Armie cowards the Welt, and beeing aduanced a 

20d way , one mounted vpon a braue Vhite Horſe, 
leſt the Armie,and came to the place of Batraile;moun- 
ting vpon this Horſe a young man that was all armed, 
who was ſtanding vpright , and hauing accompanied 
him towards the Ealt , all theſe figures vaniſhed. The 
ſame. 

In the yeare 1 5 4 9- ſome of the beſt Citizens of 
prunſwike , trauciing by night about ſome neceſſaric 
buſiae{le.chey did ſce the Moone enwroned with a very 
bright Circle , and neerc vnto it two other Moones. 
This Circle weat foure tines about it: and neere the 
ewo other Moones, there appearcd a Lion all on fire : an 

Eagle 
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Eagle which pierſt her breſt: thenthe figure ofthe moſt 


famous Prince Ikon Freapasrick Duke of Saxony: 
and another figure of the Creation of Evz, drawne 
ourof Apams fide : then GOD fitting, and ar his 
knees A van and Eve, whom hee intreated louingly, 
as the Father doth! often-times his Children. After that 
there appeared a horrible fight of Townes all on fire, 
about the which there was a Camell , the figure of I z- 
S$vs Car1srT hanging vpon the Crofle, ard about it 
his Apoſtles. Ihe laſt figure was moſt fearefull of them 
all. There was a man ſtanding vpright, of a cruel] af- 
pect,holding in his hand a naked ſword , with the which 
hee made (hew to ſtr.ke a young Maiden that was knee- 
ling before him, and who with teares in her eyes intrea- 
ted him to ſpare her. Other ſhapes were ſcene in ſome 
other places. Theſame. 

Here-vnto Doctor Pevce nr addes that which fol- 
loweth. Alchough it hath beene cuer demandcd , by 
what verrue ſuch figures were faſhioned in the ayre, ſce- 
ing thatthe regions of the ayre are never with-out ex-> 
halations : whether thele exhalations by incounter, or 
being ſcartered,atter ſome diſtanice,come to ioyne toge- 
ther,and to cauſe thoſe figures fo as the light of heauen 
giuirg chem a coulour,ſome are white, others redde and. 
fiery,accorcing to the qualitieof vapours: or elſe, whe- 
ther che naturail 1ntelligences , which fore-ſce things to 
come,doe caule theſe figures,cyther by thehelpe of va- 
pours anc exhalattons.or ot ſome apparent brightneſle. 
For my part,| thinkethat moſt of theſe figures and ſights 
are made and framed by che LOR D G OD himlclfe, 
or by his holy Angels , who for the loue of man-kirde, 
whom they ſec bzloued of G OD, {et before our eyes 
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by the meanes of theſe formes, a plaine repreſentation 
and continuance of cuents: not that wee ſhould foreſee 
that which wee cannot auoyde : bur beeing admoniſhed 
by ſuch aduertiſements,we ſhould thinkeof our ſinnes : 
ſound the depth of dangers,and remember in our hearrs 
the admonitions and conſolations which are propoun- 
ded vnto vs inthe holy Scripeures; ſoas inthe middeſt of 
thedarts which arecaſt againſt vs, when as there is no 
hope but of viter confuſion, without rifing,we may pro» 
ſtrate our ſelues humbly at his feete , and neuer ceaſe 
with cleane handsand pure conſcienſes , to pray and ia- 
treate him, that not reſpeRing the merites of che worlds 
iniquities , hee will receiue vs into his proteRtion , main - 
raine and defend vs from the violence of the encmies of 
our ſaluation, andturne away all the miſeries that hang 
oucr our heads. Ir is alſo likely , that ſome-times the 
Diuels are buſted about ſuch workes . But to conclude, 
the wandring and inconſtant incounter of exhalations, 
cannot make ſuch goodly f1znes and formes,fo well or- 
dered,and of things ſubie& to the prouidence of G ov, 
if we will not fooliſhly and wickedly m untaine
